FORT OP GOOD HOPE. 

lt)o9~i66a. 

January Ist, — Fine weatiitT, cloudy (-ky. Tlia beforu-mentionci) 
CochoquoB of the trooj) of Oedasoa were this moniiug with Evajii 
churcli. They seemed to be pleased when tliuy were told what was 
taught thoru, aud esiJeciiJly with tho treatment received. 

About 2 niorgen of gruund opposite the orohard behind Table 
Mountain, on which the fii-st com liad been sown to make a trial, 
and since used wifhfiut payment by Steven Janeen, put up to 
public competition for -i yoars, and leased for f'M per annum, 
tjjgether witli some adjiiiiiing uncultivated land bounded by tjie 
bend uf the Liesbeeok opposite Herman Eomajonne's place — , the 
leaMoe during Ihat time to clear it. 

January ^nd. — South-east. 

January ilrd. — South-east. Oedasoa's men, well treated, depart. 
Kva remains here to be taught reading and praying. The Com- 
mander visits the freemen aud their fields, whioli he ofteu does to 
jireveiit negligence; setting them an example by means of the 
Company's farnier« and men. Arrival of the English ship liurlm- 
doe» JUcn-hini/, wilh saUpi^Ire and oot ton -doth, from Masuhpatnam, 
where the Company's affairs were proeperiug. Five ships hail 
arrived there, among them the Ermmux and Vwji-Unug from Persia, 
wilh many Portuguese on hoard, who had a fortnight before the 
Englishman's departure left for Balavia. There was still 
lying there the Naiirden, which had brought 500 Portuguese, 200 
of whom were prieals. The young people were sent to Batavia 
and the older ones landed at Masuhpatnam; they had all come 
from Neganapatnam, which our people had eonijuored. Goa also 
was BO closely invested by our troops that it would most likely 
very soon fall into the bunds of the Company. Time will tell 
whether this is so. 

January 4th. — The ikimpciijiiehtjc sent to Ilobbeu Island with 
fuel and spars for sheep sheds. Strong S.E. 

January 5th (Sunday). — Fine weather. 

January 0th. — Uyk Oberhagen, auperintoudontatUobben Island, 
reports that there arc 78 sheep there and -50 rabbits. " The geese 
promise well, eating the gross here. I cannot with kind words 
get Herry to carry wood to the hill. The rock rabbits are also 
increasing ; I have wsen 12 or 13. Tho carpenters arc working 
lustily. Please bwiit me some sealing- wax." 
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The Penguin returns from Dassen Island with oil ; the other boat 
is at Saldanha Bay oatohing harders and other fiah, and oolleoting 
salt found in certain pans in the neighbourhood. 

January 7th. — Fine weather. 

January 8th. — Ditto, and full moon. 

January 9th. — ^The boat leaves for Eobben Island with 6 Dutch 
ducks, which are in danger of wild animals at the fort, some 
pitch and spars. " As Kees and Heyn were very ill, Frederik is to 
return, and his place to be taken by Anthony, who is to finish the 
stable with walnut-wood. We send you wafers, as we have no 
sealing-wax." Heavy 8.E. 

January 10th. — S.-East wind. 

January 11th. — ^N.W. ; warm weather. 

January 12th. — Dark and rainy. 13th, the same. 14th, ditto. 

January 15th. — S.-East. 

January 16th. — S.-East. The English ship leaves, takin&p a letter 
to the Chamber of 17, under cover of Sieur Xiueas Luce, the Com- 
pany's correspondent in London. 

January 17th. — Hot and calm. Eiebeeck visits the farmers, who 
were very busy ploughing, threshing, &c., and already daily send- 
ing in some corn. 

January 18th. — Warm weather, S.E. Some spars sent to the 
Island, with some purslain seed to be cown everywhere. 

January 19th. — Changeable weather. 

January 20th. — N. W. wind ; 8 more rabbits born on the island. 
More wood wanted there ; the shed on the west side to be made of 
wattle and daub. The ducks are commencing to lay. The 
seed sent all sown. A slave wanted to carry wood to the hill, &c. 

The sheep, being driven from one place to another, fell down a 
deep and narrow gorge ; 61 were killed, mostly ewes with young ; 
the meat salted down for consumption. It seems to have been an 
accident for which no one is to be blamed. These 61 dead sheep 
and their uabom lambs were more valuable than 500 sheep bartered 
from the Ilottentoos, as they were all picked young ewes of Herry. 
Those bartered generally have something the matter with them, and 
must be kil'ed at once, otherwise thev die off, so that not 10 per 
cent, are saved. This is the reason why the increase is s) slow. 

January 21st. — Fine N.W. weather. 

January 22nd. — Ditto. 

January 23rd. — Biebeeck sees that the free fishermen and salt 
collectors are not over diligent. He had often urged them to do 
their best, but as some are suffering from mere laziness, which 
urged them to leave the Company's service, it was necessary to make 
a sifting and to put others who were more deserving in their places. 
Because of this close superintendence the agriculturists show more 
diligence and push on more rapidly. 

Consequently Fieter Comelis of Langesont, free himter, and Carol 
Broers, servant of Leendert Comelissen, sawyer, two very diligent 
and industrious men, and old servants of the Company here, have 



been given thn fisheriefl and everything oonneoted with tliem instead 
of Pietor Jacobson of Bodegravec, formerly companion of tha 
stowaway Marlin Vlockert, who neglected all his nets and other 
utensils and disobeyed the Company in everything, going on board 
English vessels against the will of the Commander, and taking 
off men to those snips. He likewise used to hide mon desiroua ol 
running away, keeping them nt^ar the river, until au opportunity 
was found during the night to sail out of it and proceed on 
board. He and his mate, being great aluggards, have ttereforo 
again been taken into the Company's service, in order to 
accustom thorn to more diligence and make them servo out thoir 
debt, &c. 

As the 8aldanha Sshcnnen have only ■) in tho salt pans, 2 other 
fishermen are allowed to collect there also, that enough may be 
gathered in moundB, ae otherwise we will annually fall sliort of the 
quantity required. Moreover, after February no more can be found. 
The best use is therefore to be made of the short time still at our 
disposal. 

A slave of H. Boom deserts. Some days ago ono of Vrelandt's 
company ran away and 2 of Leendert Comelisz the sawyer ; this 
put* the masters back in their work. 

January 24th. — The boat despatched to the island with fuel for 
the beacon light, and a female slave whose husband was already 
there. Both were to bcr used in carrying the fuel to the hill, and 
fires were to be lighted as soon as vessels were observed. A good 
look-out was also to be kept. With this assistaaco the sheep could 
be cleaned of thoma and scab, The thorns were likewise to be 
carefully uprooted, as they did much injury to the feet of the sheep, 
and the overseer had to report regularly the number of sheep, 
rabbita and rock-rabbits on the island. A master carpenter was 
also sent to make the shed for the sheep. 

January 25th. — Warm N.W. weather. The boat again 
deepat«hed with timber and fuel to the island. 

January 26th (Sunday), — Dark misty weather, wind west ; some 
rain at nightfall. 

January 27th. — Same weatlier. The Penguin brings some egga 
from Dossi^n Island. The pigs seem to thrive woU on that island, 
living on the green purslain and eggs, with wbiuh they are fed. 
Some suds sent thither for planting. 

January 28th. — Cloudy N.W. weather. UiebL>ouk was Informed 
by the free farmers that the Gorlnghaiquas, or Caapmen, and ths 
Gouraobouquas, or tobacco thieves, had been at it again, and stolen 
. from Brinkman's company a cow and calf, and from the Company 
I 2 oxen; that consequently all the Hott«ntoos who had taken 
w service in ttie different households had run away, and could no- 
where be found, excepting Doman, about whom for certain reasons 
nothing is to be said as yet. 

January 29th.— The same weather. Iliebeeok visits some new 
aaltpaoa situated opposite the Leopard Mountains, about 4 good 



Dutch milcB from the fovt, and iu tlie mouth of the river called by our 
fxplorerB, because of the quantity of Dutoh reeds whivh it contaiiie, 
HoU'aBd's Itefidpool (Holland's Uietbeek), now dry at the mouth, 
but having in the rainy season it large outflow iiito the great 
saltpanB above the wreck of the H'i<irt<'in at the tail of the Leopard 
Mounluins, iind further niuning over the ]j«n8 above into the Salt 
Haver, which dischargee iteelf into the sea at the fort Diiinhoop. 
The Salt River would be navigable with fliit -bottomed boats in the 
rainy season, as far as the large saltpans, from which the boats 
oould again enter the Holland's Iteedpool, wlienoe they might go 
higher and take the salt out of these new j)ans, the best and 
cleanest hitberto found, as it is formed iu a, nmaing rivor, dry in 
Bunhiler and full in winter. Further inquiry will be mode. At 
present it has only been noted down on the tliart where the mouth 
af the gi-eat salt pan has been found to have it« discharge. 

January 30th. — Stormy wind siner ytislflrda^'. The I'lnguin 
rotitms to Dassen Island, with some pigs which seem tu thrive 
better there than here. They will also not lie able to do any 
mischief there in gardens or land, the reason why people here 
won't have them. 

Jtinuaiy yist.— The same heavy S.3.E, wind. Uieboeek went 
outio see whore the Huttentoos were at present, and to tind 
another road for tlio wagons which now crossas the freemen's binds. 
The fomiors busy ploughing and threshing, i!ic. 

February Ist.^Fine sunshine. The boat sent to the Island 
with fuel and ^ilanks. 

Seven men offered themselves as volunteers to undertake a land 
voyage to Monomotapa,aiid in theSrst place to a certain nation called 
by the Hnttentoos Namana or Namaqua. living in stone houses. 

Rpiohilion : — Ist February. " Having heard through Eva that 
the great chief of the Hotteotoos was toe Ohobonas or Coboquas, 
rioh'in gold, pearls, Ac, and that on him followed the Namanas 
or Namaquas, living in »(one houi^es, and ^0 or 30 day's distant 
from thi», who wear white ]irepareil skins instead of the coarse 
ones worn by thuse here; and that they have churches in whioli 
they pray to (iod just like the HoUjinderi', earning a living with 
all kinds of trades, conduete<l by hlaek slaves, themselves whitish, 
and having strmght hair, in wliii.-h they also trade, and likewise in 
tusks and cattle (in immense quantities), teing very fond of red 
oopper and yellow copper wirt, red heads, &c., and whereas 7 men 
offer themselves to journey to these nations, viz : Chrlstiaiiu JansK 
van Hoesum, free hunter, tliatoher and stoek maker, cliief of the 
expedition, whom the rest promised to nbey.

Oysbert Arensen of Eotnrael, free mason; Dirk llenskeus of 
Maseyck, fn-e mower ; Juu Framkeu of ,Vrnhera, corporal iu the 
Company's service. 



After having considered the raat;t«r, and read tlie order of the 
Hou, van Goens, confirmed by the seventeen dated Ifitli April, 1658, 
it was decided to accept the offer of those volunteers, who would if 
possible proceeil until they found tlie Namaquas or other nations. 
They were to leave on Monday or Tuesday and be provided with 
everything required ; also with 2 pack oxen to cany their things. 
Tliese men aie young and atroug and of good oharacter, and 
already some years in tliis country. 

One of Riebeeck'a Grninca slaves deserts. 

February 2nd (Sunday), — Pino and warm. The boat again 
aent to the Island with wood and timber. 

To-day ( ? Sunday) glory bo to Goil, wine was pressed for the 
first time from the Oape grapes, and the new must fresh from the 
tub was tasted ; it consisted mostly of Musoadel and other whit** 
round grapes, of fine flavour and taste Tlie Spanish grapes are 
still greeu ; many stocks are quite full with them, and it is expected 
that they will yield abundantly. The grapew "f three small stocks 
of 2 years old produced fully 12 bottles of must. What tlie latter 
will come to when kept over will soon bo known. The return 
fleet will arrive Justin time for the young wine and old beer, when 
all the kinds of truit will be ripe, of wliioli the autumn ships will 
also obtain a share, and when the spring ships arrive here in winter 
they in their turn will obtain a sufficient supply of vegetables of 
all kinds, and milk, which is scarce in summer. 

February -ird. — Fine weather. The erpedition leaves with the 
following instructions and infonnation. The native races hitherto 
known are: — Ist, the Cape nation from which Herry has been exiled; 
then the Watermen hiding among these Ciijie men, called (Joring- 
haina, or Gnringhaiqua, whose chief is the fat Gogosoa. Next 
come the Qorachouqa, or Gnrachouma or tobooco thieves. Tliese 
two tribes are always here, as they dare not venture among the 
re.il Saldanhars, The latter are, Ist, the Coclioquas, visited Utely 
by the Ensign and some of yourselves, consisting of 2 power- 
ful sections and rich in cattle. They are ruled by the chiefs 
Ngounoma and Oednsoa, the husband of Eva'a sister, dwelling 
mostly to the N.N.E, behind the high mountains. Then 
oome the Khonaiquaa, also rich in cattle, living near the 
Oochoquas, and on good terms with tliera. These would, 
aooording to Eva, be the best guides to the Namanas, whom we 
would like to see in the first instance ; they live in stone houses as 
you have heard, and we also, from hei' and others. But as they 
might be unwilling to he your guides, "our first direction should 
be towards the west of the Leopard mountains on the 
Saldauha road to the Hosomas, who are the little Chari- 
gnrinars, or Chariguriquaij, in onlcr to be brought by 
them to the big Chariguriquas, who according to all aciounta 
have a knowledge of the Namanas and may bring you 
there, or show yon the way. The Namanaa, are the dominant 
Hottentoo race, living in stone houses with black walls, hung inside 
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16159. "witli wUte prepared skins — ^they in time will be aWe to conduct us 
*" to the OhoDonas, whose authority over this Cape people is still 
superior to that of Namana, and who are very rich in gold, and 
where it is supposed that the river Spbito Sanoto lies, from which 
all the gold is taken to Mozambique, and not more than 120 or 130 
miles to the north-east from this place. Their chief is evidently 
the Monomotaper, or Emperor of this distant region ; but as soon 
B8 you have found any inhabiting fixed abodes and you hear from 
them that they can introduce you to other nations, we shall leave 
it to you to travel furthei* or turn back ; but you should do your 
best to induce some of them to visit us, and treat them well. If 
the journey be not too long and you can find nothing particular 
among these Namanas, we would be pleased by your proceeding 
towards the Chobona or the town Monopatajpa, which is nch in eold 
and the dwelling place of the Emperor. The land also is rich in 
gold near the river Spirito Sancto. You are to be prudent, observe 
everything attentively and make full notes of everything. 1st. As 
soon as you cross the first (eerste) river, you are to set your course 
by compass, and note down how many hours and half hours more 
or less you travel on each course, as is done at sea, that everything 
may be laid down on a chart for the Directors. This is by no 
means to be neglected. 2nd. You must mark where there is clay 
.or soil for agriculture; where the country is sandy, stony, or 
mountainous ; where there are water and running rivers and mark 
their direction. Whether in mountain or river any mineral is hidden 
from which silver or gold may be drawn, and whether the roads 
are everywhere passable for wagons. Some prominent spots are to 
be named by you and you are to enquire after the names of the 
nations, their chiefs and cities in order to be known in future. 3rd. 
You are to find out when meeting a nation, how they live, what chief 
thev have, what clothes, what means of earning a living ; what 
their religion is, their dwellings, their fortifications are — what they 
best like ; whether they have among them honey, wax, ostrich 
feathers, ivory, silver, gold, pearl, tortoise shell, musk, civet, amber, 
fine skins or anything else. 4th. What useful fruits or roots the 
country produces, and should you come on the sea coast you are to 
notice the bays and rivers which discharge themselves into the sea ; 
in what direction they extend, whether there are means of getting 
water and refreshments ; if there are oysters, pearl mussels, or 
tortoise shells fit for combs or other work. 6th. The strength of 
the nation, and with whom they live in friendship or enmity, and 
why P Their general name, and especially the names of their 
chief men, towns, &o., and also what instruments for war they 
possess. 6th. How they are disposed towards our nation; whether 
they are cruel or friendly ; and whether they have any reasonable 
government. And that you may know how to write down exactly 
your observations, we give you for your information a specimen 
copy drawn up by our masters. For the rest we have also verbally 
told you what you are to do for the sake of your oyn honour and 



gaining the reward promised, which will be in accordance with less. 
what is found, and God grant that it may be something conBiderftble. ~ 

We wish yo\L & proaperous joumey imdor the protection of the 
Chief Keeper of the pinus, unto Wliom we shall daily pray for 
you that He may abide wifli you with His grace. Amen. 

The aeven thus left with thfi best wishes of all, each armed with 

*& goiid firelock and pistol, and took with them a list of articles 
carried by two draught oxen wliioh might be acoeptabla for barter, 
ftfi. 
February 4tli. — Cloudy and dark sky, N. breeze. The boat sent 
to Robben Island with timber and fuel. Another ox given to 
the travellers, who could not get on with the oue first given. 

February 5th. — Warm, N. breeze. Heavy S.E. in the after- 
noon. 

February 6th. — Full moon. Warm and quiet. 
February 7th. — Fiscal Ab. Gflbbenaa and the land surveyor, 
who understands a little of these things, sent out with some men 
round the Cane to take the dintance d all rocks lying off the coast. 
The Biir\'eyor's work is to be carefully cxamineil and piit into a chart. 
They fake 6 days' provisions, and are also to find out where the 
CapA men and tobacco thieves are. as it is reportpd that Boman. 
with all his Hot'entoos, as he ca'ls them in the Herry style, had 
very suapieiously left during the night Riebeeck liirasc' f went out 
to search for them, but fruitlessly, and the freemen were warned to 
beware of Dnman, who had since his return from Batavia become 
very bold, and was less to be tnistei) timii Herry. 

RiaoMion of the Council : — " Whereas most of the freemen are it. 
poor circumstances, and very mucli distressed that they may not 
reoeive credit for a higher sum than what the Company has stipu- 
lated, and whereas we are consequently afraid to give thera more 
^^■a credit, but at the same lime see that, unless they receive fuither 
^HflkBsi^noe, it is impossible for tliem to right Ihemselves and clear 
^^Bo£f their debts ; it is resolved, in order to keep the corn-growers 
^^ Ottt of trouble and enc>urage them as much a^ possible, to pay 
tbem, ind^^iendent of their debt, a third part of the price of their 
produoe in cash or goods and to take the remaining two-thirds as 
part payment of their debt. In that way Ihey will be somewhat 
consoled for their heavy toil, and have something wberewiih to pay 
their Dutch servants. Aud this is further done in order to make 
it unnecessary for them to evade the law by mixing a lot of wheat 
with the refuse, and for the sake of a little money selling the whole 
aa food for poultry, &o. To prevent this abuse elleotively all who 
wish to sell food for pigs, &c , shall first bring it to the Castle or 
the granary to be inspected by the Fiscal an'i bailiffs ; the buyer 
aball pay 3 st. for every bushel to cover the expenses incurred by 
the Company. Offenders to forfeit 6 reals of 8. And that no 
wheat m'xy be exported and the order regarding the convnyance of 

Cm the forest should be maintained, all wagons pissing the 
r's house or Fort shall stop for examination. This ehaU 
- 
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1669. be done in the oase of everything intended for shipment. And 
"" whereas the surveyor has divided the freemen's plots with beacons 
it is enacted, according to the order of the Hon. Van Goens, con- 
firmed by the Masters, that everyone on whose plot a beacon shall 
be found missing shall forfeit 6 reals, a quarter of which amount 
shall go to the surveyor." 

February 3th. — Heavy S.E. in the afternoon. Bought 48 sheep 
and 4 cows from the Cochoquas, who quickly departed, no doubt 
frightened by Doman, who is hiding in the neighbourhood, as Eva 
thinks, who endeavoured to remove their fears. They said they 
wished to fetch more sheep, and asked for some tobacco for Eva's 
brother-in-law Oedasoa. 

Yesterday Doman, when angry with Eva, hinted that he would 
cause the men on the land journey to be murdered in order to 
deter us from explorins^ the country. This news reached us too 
late, and we therefore leave the case in the hands of God ; but if 
Doman shows himself at the Fort again, it will be necessary to 
put him in confinement. 

February 9th. — Heavy S.E. Some smokers set fire to the cow 
dung in the kraal, which finally communicated itself to the thatch 
of the shed ; it was, however, fortunately put out. By pulling the 
bell so violently, its eye was broken, and it fell to the ground ; 
but this is a slight loss compared with the fire, which had already 
crossed the moat, and was creeping up the walls ; the dry grass 
burning easily. The stables alone would have been a loss of 2 or 
300 gl ; whilst all the houses in the fort were in danger, and 
the sparks might have exploded the old magazine, as yet only 
covered with tues. 

February 10th. — Calm and very hot weather. A messenger 
sent by the surveyor that 13 or 14 nours on foot from the Cape 
the fiscus had be<m taken ill (see February 7th) with violent fever, 
which had been increasing since leaving the ^* bergh valley " 
(mountain valley). The expedition had made their inspection as 
far almost as the furthest point and verified it on the chart. At 
that spot Gabbema became so weak that he had to rest once every 
10 yards. They were therefore obliged to return to their former 
reifting place, where the fever violent^ increased, and to send one 
to give you notice. Should the patient improve they would 
prebeed to the sand bay, where they would expect the Commander's 
communications, &o. — (Signed) Peter Potter. 

Four slaves and a hammock sent to bring the fiscus home ; they 
a' so took some wine and other refreshments. 

February 11th. — N.W. cloudy weather. 

Februaiy 12th. — 8.S.E. wind. Arrival of the JSfnmefhoorn^ 
ah well, itad left the Vley on the 22nd October in company of the 
I'aarly &c. 

Itesolution, to send the above vessel to the Southland to make 
anothin* search for the Ooudm Drank^ according to letters from 
HoUand dated 26th December, 1657.

The fiscal, having missed the slaves, is broiiglit home in a free- 
man's wugon, tind very weak. 

February 13th.— Heavy 8.S.E. 

February 14th. —Calm and warm. 

February 15th. — Calm. The 8ra Lion proceeds to Dasaen, and 
the host to Rahheu Islami, with straw, Ac, for tlie sheep Bh(>d, and 
the seed of scmo wild plant thriving well in the driiught and liked 
■by the sheep. 

I February Itith. — Fine weather. 

t February 17th.— The Emmerhaorn leaves lor the Soiitidand 
(Me February 12tli), and takes also letters for Batavia. 

February 18th. — Death of EnBigii Jan va,n Harwardea, aft«r 6 
or 7 days' illness. The Companyhas lost a diligent and industrious 
servant, who had been {and not beyond his deserts) raised within f! 
years from the rank of corporal to that of Ensign. He leaves a 
widow and 5 children. 

The vrife nf the free tailor Hendrik van Surwenlen gives birth 
to a son. 

February 19th. — Heavy 8,E. The latR ensign, having lieen the 
Company's builder and general superintendent, the Oommander 
went out to->:lay for general inspection, that especially the plough 
might not be neglected or the work of thi'eshing ; the people 
commencTing to tlunk that as the superintendent was dead the 
work could go on anyhow. 

February 20th — 8.E. wind ; burial of the ensign. 

February ^l8t.--Heavy S.E. Seven ships off the mouth of the 

'obruary 22nd. — The vice-admiral driven to sea, again nears the 
bay. A boat with refreshments sent off. 

February 23rd. — Pine weather. Arrival of the Wnpen ran 
Atiuttrrlam, OUfihatif, and VHming. The ProriiUir busy rigging 
mother topmast. The other ships may have proceeded to 8t. 
fieleoa. 

Februarj' 24th. — The Vice-admiral of the Prorintw, Mr. van 
der Marckt. lands. 

February 25tli. — The same fine weather, Strong S.S.E. iu the 
evening. 

February 26th, 27th, and 28th.— 8.E. continues. No boats 
oan move. At noon the wind became gentler, and water and 
refreshments oould be taken on board. 

March Ist. — RexoiufioH : — "As it is to be concluded that the 
Admiral, Isaac CDedyok, with 4 vessels, could not enter the bay on 
aooount of thf strong S.E., and oonstiquBntly proceeded to St, 
Helena, sa that we are deprived of our 22 lasts of rice and some 
clothing, to our great inoonvenience. it is i-esolved to send a galliot 
to that island to fetcli tlie artiolps, and in order to create no delay 
to send the assistant (iyshort van Campen thither with 5 or 6 men, 
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1669. and with the present ship, In order to receive the goods and keep 
"* them there until the galliot arrives. The duties of Ensign Har- 
Wafden having been discharged by the Company's wheat grower, 
Keter Cruythoff, under the superintendence of Fiscal Ghubbema, 
said Cruythoff is appointed to the vacant office, lie gets the rank 
of Corporal of Cadets and fl6 per month, and Elias Giers is 
appointed junior corporal. As commandant of the soldiers, Pieter 
Everaarts of Cruyssaart is appointed with the rank of sergeant." 

Fine weather. The boat arrives from Bobben Island and reports 
that the 4 ships had taken their course for St. Helena. 

March 2nd. — Fine weather. 

March 3rd and 4th. — Fine weather. The Penguin brings fresh 
eggs from Dassen Island ; also dried fish, which they are allowed 
to sell to the ships, &c* 

March 6th.— S.8.E* 

March 6th. — S.8.E. Death of the soldier, Antony Terron, of 
Antwerpen. 

March 7th. — Fine weather. Despatches sent on board the 
return fleet. 

Arrival of the English yacht Surafte Frigate from London. It had 
obtained some ivory and gold at Guinea, and was going to Suratte. 

The expedition returns. They had found the land everywhere 
so dry and destitute of grass and water, that they had been forced 
to return. They had suffered heavily from thirst and want of food 
for the oxen, one of which had died. They had been with 
the Chariguriquas, who did what they could to keep them away 
from the Namaquas, so that they would have had to travel at their 
own risk. They proceeded until they came to a large river ebbing 
and flowing, from which they concluded that it emptieil itself into 
the sea. The Boaquns, or banditti ^ an entirely wihl nation without 
houses or cattle^ but well armed with assegat/, arrow and boWy had told 
them that they would still have to travel 7 or 8 days to reach the 
Namaquas ; but finding that the country everywhere was equally 
dry, full of rocky mountains and destitute of water, they had, 
pressed by thirst, to resolve upon returning, believing that they had 
travelled about 90 leagues in different directions mostly on the 
northern side of Africa, but from their own notes it is evident that 
they could not have travelled more than 30. Their journey will 
therefore give very little. 

March 8th. — Fine weather. The 4 return ships leave. Arrival 
of the Pnncesse Royaal from Holland. Refreshments sent on 
board ; had lost 8 men. 

March 91h. — Fine, warm weather. Saw a ship and heard some 
guns. 

March 10th. — N.W. breeze. More guns hearJ. The Fiscil 
sent to Uobben Island to inquire. 

March 11th. — Death of the arquebusier Corn van Warmeao. 
The Fiscal reports that the firing had proceeded from the i^tura 
ships as signals not to part company. 
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March 12th. — The hoat sent to the Island, with orders that if 
the shoop shed was fiiiiehed, to ornploy the men to carry shelle to 
the lauding place, and to send certain of them back to the O&pe, 
Ac. Provisions sent for 9 Dntchmen, also separate rations for toe 
hiaek consiot PaRquaftl and the male and female Guinea slaves, 
and Herry. The latter was not to be employed in carrying shells. 
Care was to be taken that they did not seize the boat ; wliicli also 
takes Borne slraw for thatching. The shells to be carried in gunny 

March 13th.— S.S.E. in the afternoon. The English yacht 
leaves. 

March 14th.— Stiff S.S.E. 

March 15th. — Fine calm weather. 

March 16th. — i\ne, calm — afterwards a slight N.W. breese. 
Arrival of the Anthem from Holland, with 347 men on board. 
Had 11 deatlis. Many still down with the scurvy. Kefreshmente 
to he dailr and plentifully supplied. 

March 17th.— Arrival of the English yacht the Do/j>liiti— 150 
lasts — from Bantam to London with pepper. Full of sit'k. Her 
captain dead. His brother very ill, and almost all the men. Too 
weak to weigh anchor to come into the bay. Was assist«d with 
25 men of the Pr/ncrs*' Heavy S.E. in the evening. 

March I8th. — Fine weather. The Englishman stows away all 
his sails in order tn be hero for some time. 

March 19th. — Fine W. weather. 

March 20lh. — Fine. The PHiiri'sxr Rni/aal leaves with despatches 
for Batavia. 

Mari'h 2lst. — Fine weather. Arrival of the Ulyxsex from Texel. 
Had oalled at St. Jago to see whetlier any donkeys could he got 
tliere ; but found the natives in arms, and after a delay of eight 
hours they left. After that the flute Zoencii arrives, also from 
Holland on the 22nd Oct. ; had suifered from contrary winds, 
and scurvy. In the afternoon the Jli^rior arrived from Deift. 

March 22nd. — W. breeze. Arrival of the Pmirl with the Hon. 
Van Almonde on hoard — also of the Coiieiiliorjf and Zui/len. 
They had spoken the MelUh'rrken coming out of Saldanha Bay 
and going to Bntavia. The Paiii-I had obtained some refresh- 
ments at the Canaries, Van Almonde laudn in Uie evening, and 
LS met by the Commander. Death of Sergeant Joh. Hnlman of 
Amsterdam. 

March 23rd.— Strong S.E. 

March 24th. — Somewhat leas. 

March 2-5th. — Resolved in (Jounoil to despatch the Zat/kn 1o 
St. Helena (see March I), and to supply the English ship IMphiii 
with an anchor and cable and some sail elotli. Death of the 
trumpeter Jan de Beer. 

March 26th. — llainy N.W. weather in the morning. Van 

Cnd Iliebeeck, &o., visit the freemen's farms, forests.

1669. March 27th. — Same weather. Van Almonde embarks. 

•^ March 28th. — Stiff N.W. breeze with rain. Arrival of the 

Hoogelande^ from 2jealand; had touched at Sierra Leone for 
refreshments because she had very soon lost 16 men and had 60 in 
bed ; 7 more died afterwards. Befreehments sent on board. Had 
seen a ship to the west of the coast ; believed to be an Englishnuui, 
which may safely keep away from the Cape, as one has nothing 
but annoyance from them. 

March 29th, — Rainy W. weather. 

March 30th (Sunday). — Calm. Broad Council on board the 
Paarl. The skipper and mate of the Ulyases had been quarrelling 
and fighting ; resolved to make the latter exchange into the Loe^ 
nen to keep peace on board the Ufysses. 

March 31st. — W. weather. The Amftetn, Loenen and UlyssM 
leave for Batavia. 

Apiil 1st. — Pine. S.E. in afternoon. The Paarl and consorts 
leave, so does the Zuylefi for St. Helena. 

April 2nd9 3rd, 4th, and 5th. — Fine weather. The Hoogelande 
leaves for Batavia with our despatches. 

April 6th. — Annivermtf/ of tJie day an which the Cape fvas taken 
poHses^ian of, and likewise a day for prayer and thanksgiving for 
the blessing which God has granted on all our efforts. 

April 7th. — Fine weather. 

April 8th and 9th. — Riebeeck visits the freemMi and their 
cattle, &c., and urged them to let their ploughs go iasbear. He also 
visited the Island and found it very dry and without grass, but 
the bushes were green, on which the sheep were abundantly tktiv- 
ing. There was enough for 2,000, but the place was unfit for pigs ; 
the rabbits had increawd so rapidly that they would not be easily 
eradicated. In two or three years' time there would be a large 
quantity. 

April 10th. — Kiebeeck returns, and the Naard^n comes in sight. 
About 29th March it had near the roads of Natal parted from the 
Erasmus in a storm. 

April 11th. — The Naaiden anchors. The wind west. 

April 12th and 13th.— Fine. 

April 14th (Easter Monday). — Heavy S.E. and drought. 

April 16th. — Better, but warm. 

April 16th. — The same. Riebeeck and the Hon. van Twist 
and party visit the freemen and inspect their farms. 

April 17th.— Fine. N.W. weather. 

Refi'iuiiofi, — ^The English vessel Dolphin^ having already lost 21 
of her 50 men, and the siirvivors almost all very ill, the captain 
asked For assistance to take his ship to Leghorn. It was resolved 
to givi^ him the 15 or 16 Portuguese brought by the Naarden ; for 
if the vessel remained here she would be a nuisance, and not being 
assisted, an un&vourable impression might be created. Other 
men are much wanted by the Company, therefore none can be 
3pared. By giving the Portuguese, the dan^^r of mischief from 
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them would be removed, aiid the Company relieved of all ftirthor 
exjtenae. Moreover tlte Nncnkn would be able to economise her 
Bcantj storen. The Euglieb captain waa glad of this offur. Foilr- 
teen men wore given him ; but the Portnguesii captaio and hl£ 
ensirn were allowe<l to piooeed to Eiitope in the N'turdeii. Itain 
at nigtit. 

April 18th and 19th. — Dry and rhaiigeiible. 

April 20th.— Stiff S E. and dark sky, Tliunder showers. 

April 21st.— Heavy S.E. during the night. 

April 22nd.— The aaiue 

April 23rd. — Fine and ualni. 

Remlitlion, 23rd April. — " As the freemen of Daesen lalaiid were 
allowed to buy up all tho piga, whiuh did not aeom to thrive here, 
but U> thrive very well on that ialauil, on condition that they 
would breed those iiabnals only for the Company, whioli r&iuires 
them so urgently, and as they havt> arranged to sell ?omo to tho 
HogLiahmen here, and ako some sheq?, it was decided to station 
one or two faithful aoldiera on the lakud to report proceedings 
there, the half of their wages to be pai<l by the freemen ; .ilso jto 
aeod over a slave to take care of the piga. Whilst half of the 
inoreaae would go to the freemen, the latter are either to act.'ount 
or pay for fho numlxT wanting, and therefore the Fiscal shall 
shortly visit tliat place for inspention, and the purpose of having 
more wells dug, as the one there now is insufficient to water the 
pigs in the dry season. The island is well supplied witli purslain 
and other greens." 

The N'liftnk'i, being short of stores, is allowed some from tlie 
depot here. 

April "2'lth — Fine weather. The Fiscal loft for Uassen Island. 

April 2oth. — But was blown back to-day. 

April 2lith. — Same wind. Dark aky. 

April 27th (Sunday). — Dark sky and rainy. N. wind, strong. 

April 28th.— Stiff N.W. wind and rain. Boat of the No'tnlen 
amaabed against the jetty during the night. Another one washed 
into the Salt Itiver ; tikes a whale-boat instead. 

April 29th and 30th.— X.W., rainy weather. 

May IbL— X W. wind and rain. 

The ftefraen propose four eaudidiitea as burgher cciunoillors, 
viz., Jan Iteynierz of Amsterdam, Jacob (.'urneliaz of Uoaendaal, 
Woater Corueiisa Mosiaert and Jan iiietvoldt. Two of th&ir iceiv 
to be choseit by ifi and to hiice session ii( our boanl in ort/er to hrtp un 
in ineMti'jnt'uig ojfenccs occarrmf/ antongut ifte burghers. It was 
deemed neoessory always to hare one of experience and not always 
novices, and therefoi-e to appoint Hendrik Boom as senior burgher 
councillor, he liaviiig been junior last year — a married and ^vell- 
to-'lo man ; whilst Jan Reyniersz was appointed his junior — he ia 
also marrii-d and a oorn-grower. And as for the purpose of secur- 
ing the ]>eaoe and safety of the settlement against sdl attacks of 
Iho Capo Uottentoos and banditti, it was ordered two years ago 
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1669. that the farmers and burghers should keep themselyes well armed 
~* with firearms, and that every one should oe thoroughly practised 
in those arms, it was further resolved, in order to maint^n good 
order among them, to form them into a company of shooters under 
officers, and in the same way in whicii the Company's soldiers are 
kept here, viz., with a sergeant, two corporals and one drummer, 
who shall, excepting the drummer, be annually succeeded by 
others, who shall be elected by the burgher oomKullors, assisted by 
the sergeant and one corporal, and approved of in the ordinary way 
by the Council. For the first year the retiring bu^her councillor 
Steven Jansz is to serve as sergeant, and Herman Kemajenne and 
Gomelis Mostaert as corporals. The rules to guide the corps to 
be those used in Batavia as far as applicable. 

Ghristiaan Jansz of Hoesum was appointed superintendent of 
the stables. 

Pieter CruythoS, the building superintendent, receives 4 reals 
per month for food. 

May 2nd and 3rd. — ^Fine, S.E. breeze. The Naardeti leaves, 
followed by the English ship Dolphin. 

May 4th (Sunday). — ^In the afternoon we were told that the 
Hottentoos of Caapmen's camp had driven oS from our people 7 
of the Company's work oxen which were feeding a little way into 
the wood behind Table Mountain, but that our people had taken 
from them in return a loaded pack ox, and had broken the arm of 
a Hottentoo by a gun shot. Orders at once given to Corporal 
Cruythoff to pursue the cattle with 10 soldiers as far as the 
Hottontoo encampment ; to recover them, if possible, without 
hostilitv, and if refused to tell them tlmt the peace made with 
them, but broken by them quite buHlciently, would come to 
nothing. 

May 6th. — Men returned early this morning, and reported that 
they reached the Caapmen's camp, which consisted of two parties, 
lying just below the Kloof, about 11 p.m. last night; that the 
latter weie much alarmed, and at once prepared to restore the 
cattle, and also an ox belonging to the Commander stolen some time 
before. But 2 other oxen stolen the day after Yan Almond's 
departure, and various others stolen long before from the free mep, 
had been, as they T)retended, devoured by lions. They refused 
to sell our men a sheep for food. One was therefore taken and 
paid for, the Caapmen not attempting to oppose. Our party 
believed that with 40 men at most they could easily have captured 
the camps of the Caapmen and brought all their cattle to the fort. 
Of the biggest camp, GFogosoa, the fat captaiu, was the chief, and a 
certain AjoKeysaoa commanded the others. They had from 100 to 
120 men capable of bearing arms, but as our men had no orders 
thev were left alone. But as these Caapmen are daily adding to 
their offences against the j^ace concluded, it would not be Surpris- 
ing if they are one day paid like'Herry, and thoroughly so.- xhe 
Seddanhars are continually urging us to this, and also the freemen, 
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to oonaid«r tliemselves quite able to protect tliemselvea, and 
would prefer the dangers of a battle to the continual thefta of the 
cattle by the natives. 

Hiebeeok was .mt to-day for inspootion aud making arrange- 
ments in ease tlie Caapnien were to attack the settlemeut, but 
having anlvwl on the top of the Bosheuvel, which has a view over 
the whole flat between Palfle and Table Bays, he aiw the Caapmea 
retiring with all their cattle towards the point of theSteenbergen, 
and intending to pass the night noar the Tent River, an onlinary 
halting-plaee, when travelling towards the baok of the Steenbergen 
or the Bergh Valley, and the one where the Hon. van Goens 
t nsted when he examined the Bergh Valley. 

■ May 6th. — Fine N.W. weather. Heavy rain during the night. 
May 7th. — Stormy. The fiscal arrivee from Dasson Island. He 
liad passed the night on Robben Island, and it ia surprising that he 
ventured the trip in such a small boat, as the sea was so very high 
in the mouth of the bay. He reported that there were only 
20 instead of 40 piga at Dasscn Island. Four hati been sold 
to the Melkkerken, and the rest had died. The '30 were progress- 
ing well, and most'.y with young ; he had left a Company's servant 
and a oouviot there to report what was going on. There was 
enough food for 1,000 pigs, and plenty of water in the rainy 
season. He htid, however, left orders that more wells should lie 
dug ftt certain spots. 

On Robb'n Island, where a fine shed has been made, about

^'■whether any one was acquainted with the disease ur knew a 

remedy. 

The Niiirden and Dotphlii had left Dasson Island. Rieboeok 
receives information that his house on the Bosheuvel had been 
burnt to the ground by means of a fire occurring inside of it. 

'J'bo freemen in a body send a petition to Riebeeokand Council, 

in which they refer to the Caapmeu and tobacco thieves, and the 

losses sustained through them; their tobacco, produce, barrows, 

the iron of their ploughs, their cattle and sheep, are stolen, and it 

was BuppoHod that matters would mend; but now the Commander 

and Council plainly saw that the Cnapmen, who laid the guilt on 

others, have also stolen the (.lorapany's ».«ittle aud sheep, which were 

foundin their possession by ua. Notlongago they would even have 

killed the skipper and mate of the Arii/mm it asaistanoe had not 

been rendered in time. When Herry was punished for his villany 

t we found all submissive and afraid, and they therefore asked 

^Kpmnission to revenge themselves thoroughly on the Caapmen to 

^Bieooup themselves for tlieir losses. Through the latter the petitioners 

' have been incapacitated from using their ploughs, and they felt 

tbemselves strong enough to protect themselves against the natives 

if the Council would only order the C>mpauy'a rattle to be grazed 

npdarthe charge of soldiers above and on the further side of their 
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1669. com lands, as bad for some time been done, to their great security, 
■" for then they would be better able to protect themselves against 
them than now, when, according to the Company's orders, every 
kindness is to be shown to these fellows — a thmg most distasteful 
to the petitioners, for the natives are always doing mischief and 
injoxy to the freemen by stealing, principally their cattle and 
sheep. They expect an answer and are in the meantime prepared 
with their arms and ready to attend whithersoever ordered ; at 
least one man from every house, and from others 2 or 3 or 4, and 
80 on would be prepared to start. This 7th day of May, 1659., 
(Siffned by) Henoiiek Hendriksz Boom, Herman Bemajenne, 
PhSipus van Boon, Jacob Cornelius Kosendaal, Jacob Cornelis, 
WiUetai Coenraadt, Caspar Brinokman, Simon Intvelt, Jan

Cloutten, Henrioh Ellebrech (these signed), Otto Janse van Vreede, 
Jan Beyniersz : ComeKus Claessen (these made marks), Johannes 
I^etvelt (he signed), P. Cornelius van Langesond (he marked), 
Frans Grerritz : (he signed) . 

May 8th. — Fair but cloudy weather, with slight showers. 
Bought 32 sheep and 5 oxen from Oedasoas men, who were 
well treated and informed of the villany of the Caapmen, from 
whom we had taken only as many oxen as they had stolen from 
us, but that one of the thieves whilst driving the cattle away had 
been shot in the arm and died yesterday. The Cochoquas replied 
that the Caapmen ought to keep quiet, and were surprised that 
we did not root tbem out, as they give us sufficient cause every day. 
We replied that we did not like to do anyone any harm, but 
preferred to live in peace with the whole world. 

Doman wishing to join in the conversation received a good 
thrashing from Oedasoa's men. Eva stated that Oedasoa would 
very likely one of these days attack the Caapmen, as he had been 
much annoyed by their thefts of sheep and cattle, tlieir chief riches 
consisting in what they procured by plunder. They had therefore 
earned a punishment very well, if he only knew that we would 
not be offended. 

May 9th. — Fine cloudy weather from the N.W. Arrival of the 
Terboede from Zeeland. Had oS Cape Verde endeavoured to catch a 
Portuguese ship under English flag, but without success. 

May 10th. — Death of the soldier Hieronymus of Straalsont. 

May 11th (Sunday). — Quiet misty weather. 

May 12th. — Clear, sunshine. 

May 13th, 14th, and 15th. — Oedasoas' people sold us 3 lean oxen. 

May 16th and 17th. — Fine weather. Yesterday the Caapmen 
stole 10 oxen from the company of Visagie, and 6 of those of 
Boon's people. They had be«n followed by 4 freemen, but without 
success. Tne latter reported that Doman was among the thieves, 
who drove the animals away, and that their servant who had 
charge of the animals had been mortally wounded and beaten 
by him.

It wa§ liken-iee decided to sell liy public auction the property 
left by the deceased Vreem, and liquidate the estate.

May IStli. — W. weather. The Tfi-hoede leaves for Batavia. 
Fires having been liglited during two nights at Bobben Island, 
a boat was sent thither to enquire the meaning. It reported that 
the fires had been lit because of the mortality among the sheep, 
as since Hiebeeok had left the Island 200 had died, mostly young 
ewes with young, and the death rate oontinueil in the sami* way. 
The superintendent hnd expectMl to have 800 this year. Riobeeck 
visits the farms, and is informed tliat Brinkman's men had lost -1 
fine o.^en and Yisagie one again, which had been herdol by an 
unarmed Dutchman and a slave (which wa-t contrary tf> orders). 
I^ist night I)oman ainl some Hot.ti>]ili>os were n\sit aft«r Brink- 
man's whol') troop, aud driving them away, but followed with guns 
they were chased away and the lattle recovered. 

As the thefts and insolenoe of the Caapmen increase more and 
more, and already i! farms have been brought to a standstill, 
whilst the rest will also he ruine<.i soon, and as the farmers, in spite 
of the warning to put a white herd armed with a gun in charge 
of their cattle, are so careless that even in these dangerous times 
they seldom provide their herd with a gun : it was arranged, with 
their general consent, to provide each house with a guod soldier 
for the express purpose of henling their oattle, namely 4 fur the 4 
farms on this side of the Lineheek, and 5 tor those beyond, and 
one also fur the Commander's private farm on the Boshenvel, 
being in all 10 ('ompany's soldiers, one billeted upon each house, 
under whose oare the cattle will be somewhat safer and the people 
also will be more secured in their houses by night against any 
othar attacks by the Uottentoos. The fiscal sergeant and oorporal 
were also ordered to make daily rounds to enforce due regularity on 
Vol. vn. 
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tlie guards. Towards eveuiiig a corporal was sent out witli the sur* 
YvyoT and 3 BoMiera, with 3 days' provisions, to discover secretly the 
camp of the CaapmeD, the number of men and lattle together, and 
if uuixiessful to send 2 meu back, one of whom shall be tin? surveyor, 
to report to ub ; the rest are to remain concealed and follow them 
Bliould they change their qiuuters unlil our further orders. It was 
also hinted to the freemen that if any were found, they 
should he reudy wilh theb' tire-aroi?. The Company's people 
were also told quietly t<i make eveiy prepnration. 

Ouooming home Hiebeeok reported hie proceedings to the Council 
that tlie members might think the matter over diirirg the night, 
and arrivf at a ripe concliisioii to-ra<irriiw, regarding the means to 
be adopted for the Buppression o[ the robbmew in the most scTvioo- 
able manner for the Company and the public tranquilUty ; fur 
which purjiose also the burgher oouncillors have also been invited 
to attend tlie meeting, as what will be i-onsidere"! alfeot* the peaoe 
or disquiet of the burghers. 

May Ittth. — W. wind. The Dttssen Island boats arrive, having 
suifercd much from the storm ; they brought nothing, but mma to 
be repaire<l 

Jiritolutroii.^"T}vs sergeant and free burglier councillors adde<l 
to tlie number of CouneQ members to make the board larger, and 
a vote accorded to the fiscal and secretary, Abr. Gabi>ema. Uiubeeck 
spoke as follows, that eaeh might give his opinion aft^r due 
delibei'atioii, and a resolution be taken in aowrdanoe with the 
ueeesaities of the Company and the tranquillity of the freemen; 
but above all, one lonsistent with the honour and approval of God. 
tltat our deliberationB may by His omiiipotenoe he gifted with the 
Bjiirit of right wisdom and prudence, and instead of being punishetl 
thiit we may be graciously endowed M'ith His Holy blessing. In 
His name then prooeediiig. the Commander submits: — 

The malicious rabhing, stealing and other annoyances 
Buffered during the few last days fnim the Caapmen, with the 
participation of the interpreter Doman, who having gone to 
Batavia wilh Mr. Van Q/^ens and having returned with Mr. Onneus, 
has become too knowing and now a much greater pest to us than 
Herry ever was ; having heoome acquainted with all our circum- 
stances, and also learnt to handle fire-arms, whioh have hitherto, 
thanks to God, been kept out of his han<ls at the Cape, although 
he has persuaded his tribe f/iaf during ruin wf cannot k/vp our 
niafc/ies 'i/ii//if, and thus can hartlly shoot, as is well known to all. 

Also, besides the presi-nt daily annoyances suffered by us, we 
have been likewise warned tiiat the Caapmen intend to carry off, 
if possible, in snob liork and wet weather the oatHe of the Company 
and the freemeu, when we will not be able to fire, whilst they, prn- 
vided with assagaya and bows, would in fighting he stronger tnan 
the Netherlanders. This was confirmed by the interpretress Eva, 
who warned us to look out that we may not regret it when too Iftte. 

For the Commander, having yesterday caused some of the 



Caapmeu's Hottentooa (wlio liane about the Port, pretending 
that they have notliiug to Jo with the others, though they are 
nothing but spies) to be asked throtigh Eva what th^y wanted, and 
whether it would not be well if some of tliem were to at'flompjiiiy 
2 or 3 of our people to the Caapmen to ask what was the matter 
and to try to bring any ilifferonoes whioh might be found to exist, 
to a frisndly wttlement, these Hottontof>B were not lo be indu(*ii 
to go tliere ; nnd Eva told us plainly that the tJaapmau Oaptiiiu 
Gogosoa oertaiuly adWsed bis i>eople to kee]] the i^i'aoe, and asked 
them what would become of them iflheRj.ldanharseamedownwilli 
a multitude of men, and whether they would retire: but that they 
had oontinually, at the iusstigation of Dnmati, spunio'lthe adrioe, 
and remained unwilling to let us have any peace, for they conhl 
not even leave their own neighbourfl or wiuntrymen unmolested, 
Eva also thought that if we si'nt such a Friendly miseion for [leaoe 
they would believe tliat they had suffiuiently become our maatorf, 
and would be confirmed in the belief by Doman, whioh th'y would 
fitintinue to entertain until such time as (hey hud generally and 
thoroughly felt what the Netherlanders ooidd do. 

Riebeeok also submitted whether, saying nothing of what had 
occurred before, HiifHoient caiise had not been given to us for aa 
attai-'k upon these ('a*ipmen as re(iue8ted by the freemen, and in 
■der to injure them as much as possible, for the Directors had been 
f opinion, expressed in theii' letter of 2nd September, lfi58, that 
p to that time at le lat no sufficient reason had been given. 
■Cause auftidnnt lind now been given, a nause in our humble faith 

t before God, and therefore gufh as we eould answer fnr. 
r Tt should alsfi be considered whether the proix)sed attaok would 
sure the object proposeil, not to secure booty of oattle, nor exactly 
r revenge, which belongs to God alone, but to be able hereafter 
to live in teourity and on friendly terms with the natives, aa it is of 
the utmost importance that the ullerior objects of the Company, 
vi/., farther discijvery and intereourse with the natives of the 
interior might not bn frustrated by the insecurity of the roada, or bv 
the natives being alarmt-d by the attaok to be made on the Oaapmen 
Moreover, it is not to be supposed, as do the freemen in their 
jietilioa, that the temper of the natives will be improved by hostile 
oondut't on our side, for they would become more exasperated and 
embittered, and the Oaapmen especially would in revenge endeavour 
to do us all the injury they oould devise, so that with an eye on 
the interests "f the freemeu there were greater difficulties in the 
way than they seemed to see, suih as the firing of their houses, 
hams, ripe corn, Ac, which they knew as well as we did had been 
already ihreutened by the ('aapmen, and that Doman had said 
that he had seen the sam'^ done by the Bantammers at Batavia, so 
that this cunning fellow would instigate them thereto, and being 
_the best informed woidd instruct them in everything. 

The Commander therefore warned all freemen that it would be 
inopportune for the Company again to re-establish those

For thia thay ULi 
themaelveft ibtoog enough, whilst they were better aUa to aet 
offenstrely than to defend themsekas against their pretended 
friendsu The Commander and Council (aaasted as before) baring 
r:arefally OAsidered and weighed eTerything, unanimously 
reaolTed, that as there were no other means whatef«r of securing 
quiet mid peaee with these Gape people, to take the first 
oppoitnnfty as bsing the hart to atten^^ to surprise and attack 
them suddenly with a strong fcree, taking as many cattle and male 
prisTfuers as poanble, aToiding at the same time all unnecessary 
rJoodshed. but keeping the prismers as hcetigea so aa thus to hoU 
thosp whomayesd^ inch^ekand make them properiy subadsBivety 
in hopes that quiet may be restored by these means ; the rather 
as we are assursd that the true Saldanhara, their «Mmies» will care 
as little about them aa about Herry, but wfll come more freely and 
deal with us more confidently than before, as these Caapmen hare 
alwajTs been found to be the chief preventers of that intercourse. 

For ciuTyiDg out the above, eTer^-thing was to be held in readi- 
ness whilst theComieil prayed to the Lord €h)d for his Messing and 
aissislaDee.*'

The above Resolution was hardly an hour old when tidings came 
that all Brinkman's cattle, about 30, and all his sheqp, about 
70, and also the rest of Yisagie'a and Van Boon*s cattle had been 
taken, and that Brinkman's comrade Simon In*t Yelt after having 
diidiarged his gun at the Hottmtoos, had been attacked and 
miserably murdered with assmiys, having received 7 wounds. 
A slave had also been wounded. I)oman was amonff them, and had 
himself picked up and carried away Simon's gun. He was pursued 
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by 7 freerann, hut we fear will not be overtaken; whilst the 
piirsueis will nin great risk. Orders were instantly given to senit 
the eoltiiers already mentioned to the freemen's huuacs to dofonii 
them ae miioti as possible from fiirtKer diBaBtcrs! ; and every 
preparatioii was made for the prevention of more mischief, as four 
farms are already mined and brought to a standstill in the midst 
of the ploughing and sowing eeason, t<> the great injury of agri- 
culture. 

As soon ae this report arrived at the fort, ail the Hottentoos 
in the ueighbourhoixi ran awny with theu- wives, children, and all. 

May 20th. — Dark, grey weather. All the stock brought to the 
fort, exoepling ttie working oxen, whifh were left at the com lands 
to continue the work, aud the greater part of tlie aheep, for which 
we have no stables here ; and as we see that the Caapmen are not 
to be won by kindness, and that they threaten io take all our cattle 
belor« they leave off, and to kill all who try to prevent them, full 
permission was given to everyone to seize or shoot them wliercTer 
found, /.'■., thufie who can he captured near the houses or are met 
elsewhere, fo that ejuh may stay at home to protoLt hiM own 
properly, until other orders are issued for taking the field for that 
expresM purpose, afUir our spies return with certain intelligence as 
to where we can best got at them to annoy them tlie most etfei - 
tiially, and at om^e impress th<.'ni with n proper panic. 

Eva alone stayed in the Commander's house, and heard all the 
preparations that wore ma>K', for uaderstiindiug Dutch well a secret 
can with difficulty bo kept from her. Seemed much surprised, 
and said that those who wore at the fort yesterday wishe<l to i^ntice 
her away also, but that she preferred staying here, being only 
afraid that some of Oedasoa's people when coming hither mif^^htho 
killed. This, we assured her, wc would take care ta prevent. We 
had, however, borne the insoleuce of the Caapnien too long, and 
even on Sunday last requested them tlu-ough ner to make peai^e, 
which they not only reject^il, but had besides cruelly murdered a 
free burgher in the atleruonn, and in addition to what they had 
taken before, ha^l carriol oft' more than 70 sheep aud 40 cattle — a 
crime most diflpleastng to the Lord God, because comraitte-l by 
people who do ui)t know him. He hail therefore iilhiwed ns not 
only to otfer all possible resistauce, but also do them all jiossible 
injury ; that as tney were imperviable to kindness they might be 
brought to a better uuderstanding and intercourse by compulaor} 
moans, to which right<'0us cause the Lord Ood would lend his sap- 
port and aid. 

In the evening the spies returned, and reported that tliey had 
disoovered nothing in Hout Bay, Berg Valley, or any part of the 
country about this Gape ; that judging from the grass and its not 
being trodden down, there could not have been cattle or encamp- 
ment in that quarter for the last 6 months. It was therefore evi- 
dent that they had retreated beyond the African mountains, where 
they will he as easily caught as the binl that flies. In the evening 
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~* there oame news that all Jan Reyniersz' cattle had also been stolen 
from close in front of the house, chiefly through his own careless- 
ness, as no one was attending them. He had come to the fort with 
his wife, leaving no one at home but his comrade and a slaye, the 
cattle having been left out a little too late on the further side of the 
Fresh River. 

We also heard that fully 20 Hottentoos had been seen at the 
Bosheuvel on the Commander's land, about 3i hours' walk from 
the fort, intending to carry off the cattle, but they had no oppor- 
tunity. More soldiers were therefore sent out to the corn land of 
the Company, of the freemen, and of the Bosheuvel to take oaie of 
what each still had, and all working parties from the forest, &c., 
were called in so as to keep securely the Company's cattle, a very 
fine herd, and which they boast that they will come for in rainy 
weather. 

The 7 freemen who pursued Brinkman's cattle last night were 
driven back by the Hottentoos who had stolen them — about 
20 in number — ^but they had armed themselves very carelessly 
with pitchforks and only 2 or 3 guns, so that their repulse is to be 
ascribed to their own negligence. This the Hottentoos have from 
time to time observed and applied for their own benefit, especially 
Doman, who is continuaUv encouraging them. We have therefore 
offered 100 guilders for Imn if alive and 50 guilders if dead. For 
the rest of the robbers 20 gls. each if alive and 10 if dead. Half 
price for women and children. To earn these rewards several arti- 
sans among the freemen and those who have now lost their cattle 
intend, and have offered to be employed, that we may try to get hold 
of the robbers, and particularly of Doman, when it is probiu[>le that 
these robberies will oe somewhat checked, and some panic pro- 
duced, which may Gbd prosper. 

May 21st. — ^New moon. Wet and stormy. Special prayers 
offered this day to God to turn from us His chastening hand, which 
we now feel severely in the mortality among our cattle and ike 
robberies and murders by these barbarous men. Prayers are also 
to be profferred to-morrow, after which the volunteers will go out 
against the Hottentoos. 

Jan Reyniersz begs permission to bring his wife to the fort, and 
the freemen of Ctto^, Steven's and Harman's parties fell baok on 
the fort, with all their sheep and cattle. They did not dare to stay 
in their houses for fear of fire. For the same reason the fiscal had 
proceeded to warn the wives and children of Hendrik Boom and 
other freemen to retreat in case of necessity to the redoubt 
" Coornhoop," near their dwellings, or towards the fort. The 
Company will try to keep their cattle at the " granary," and the 
Commander his at the " Boschheuvel " to the last, as the 
Hottentoos are eager to get hold of them, and our people are 
looking out for them in their turn. May God grant them courage, 
so that we may get hold of some of the rogues. It is a 
rueful sight to witness the flight of the poor farmers from the rye 



Biid wlieat <iai\y sown ari't nearly aU in tlie ground, and much of 
it looking alrendy nice aud groen. Eaoh fanner is now disposed 
to koop only fi osen at. home, to make as mauy iittenipts as posBible 
against the Hottentoua, and in case of need save whatever move- 
ableB be can with his wagon and oxen. 

Aad the better to overtake the Hottentoos wh^n nmning, in 
whiob they are too quick for us, it was resolved t^) reloas" from 
irons all the slaves, who are very angry with the Hottentoos and 
would like to eat thoin, and employ them against Ihe llottentoos 
with half pikes in the first ioslanoe, until they get enough assegays 
for more effeotivp offensive proeeediugB. More than 40 men are 
now engaged at the (I.^h^s and herds of the fort and Schuiir, besides 
those sent out for the better defence of the freemen, so that there 
are now at the fort only a sergeant, a corporal, and two men to 
keep watoh at the gate. All work is at a standstill, and it ia to be 
wished that there were a ship here to give us some little help. 

The burgher Boom has built a very good house, ajKin wliioh he 
has expcQCled all his means, having had 17 or 1,800 gls. to his 
cre<lit, and drawn no wages for six years. He now remains at home 
with his wife, and Ihe two soldiers sent to liiti aid (rather too bold 
a slepj, resolved to abide the worst, and to defend llieir treasure 
iwd lives — he has five ohildreu and much fine cattle, sheep, pigs, 
poultry, &c.— as long as possiblo before retreating to the rwlouot, 
whither the wives and children of Jaw)b Cloeteu and Jau Martens 
de Waolit have retired, leaving their husbands at home, as before 
atBt«d, to take oare of their houses and sei^ what it is to oome to. 

Meanwhile the fisoal orden'd a stronger " kraal " to be built at 
the "Solmur," as all the outtle in Table Valley would not have 
enough food for & week, and must necessarily be sent to a distance 
for {Mature. They cannot every day oome to the fort, or bo kept 
there, excepting some of the oldest no lunger fit for breeiling, and to 
be used as food for the garrison, and th^^refore to be kept at hand 
Olid killed intime lest lliej' remain dead in the fields. To guard 
the best cattle and that of tlie freemen, with the Iatt«r's boiiees, '-i'i 
aoldiei'S were orlered out, 20 for the Company's and 10 for the 
freemen's property. Tlie freemen at thf fort assist in keeping the 
guards and patrols ; some volunteers besides have gone out to lie 
in wait for the Hottentoos, and preparations are nwide for arming 
and encouraging to the same end the convicts from Bata^ia — thus 
earning their freedom — and some slaves, for whom assagays, 
aocordmg to their instructions, are buing made after the fashion of 
their own country, which they win manage better than the Hot- 
tentoos. Orders are also given to take oare Ibal the slaves' wives 
are kept here to prevent the men from staying away, as they seem 
much attached to their wives, and will not easily part with 

Wft-y 23nd. — Boisterous, wet and dirty. According to resolution 
prayers were offered tor help and blessing in these perilous and 
oiBtncted times. Some Hottentoos were again seen near Rey- 
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1659. menus' and Boomtjes' houses watching the oattle. This wet 
*- weather is veiy faTourable for them, as no one ean keep his gun 
dry, whioh from Doman's instructions they know well, and there- 
fore chooee such opportunities. 

Some of the freemen are so timid and panio-stricken that they 
fled last night to the redoubt Coomhoop, leaving their houses a 
prey to the Hottentoos, so that on all sides cultivation is standing 
still, no one daring to go into the field to plough or do any other 
work, and that just at the sowing season, so that a sixUi part 
will lie fallow. The Fiscal was therefore sent out on the 23id to 
awaken a better spirit among them, and to order those who had 
lost their cattle to bring their ploughs, harrows, and other fanning 
instruments to the Company s '^ Sohuur," or the stone redoubt, 
that they may be safe and not broken or stolen by the Hottentoos 
for the iron ; those who still have cattle, but are afraid to plough 
with them, were to send them tothe"Schuur," or thefort,forpasture. 
He was also to warn every one that the supply of matohes would 
would not last 14 days, and therefore to spare his share as 
much as possible; for which purpose lighted charcoal must be 
kept at hand, which is better than pop-lont (matches made of old 
linen in the form of puppets), and is at once ignited. No one was 
to abandon his house, though he might bring his family, com, and 
movables to the redoubt or Schuur, for snould the Hott^tots 
perceive the fear and panic among our people, they woidd become 
still bolder and fire the houses, which must oe particulariy marded 
against. The Commander's private servants at the Boshheuvel 
(on the remotest frontier) shall hold out to the last, continuing 
their fanning operations as usual, keeping at the same time a good 
wateh, and his carpenters were to makeallhasteinplacingafixed earpt* 
lie garde against tne kraal, that every one should take good care of 
what property he had left. That the parties sent out shall in the 
first instance make every effort to capture one or more Hottentoos 
alive to be employed perforce as gmdes, to enable us with greater 
certainty to find their camps, and to attack them with a greater 
force All the freemen who are not engaged in farming to assist 
personally, and with their wagons and oxen, in cutting down and 
oonvejring from the forest 800 palisades of 10 feet in lexigth and 
thick enough to construct the kraal directed to be placed at the 
" Schuur " for the protection of their cattle, property, &c. 

The Company's superintendent, Pieter Cruythoff, was to be told 
to let the ploughs go as hard as possible ; the oxen used for thresh- 
ing should also be emplojred for manuring the lands, and when the 
weather is wet threshing might be proceeded with. 

The land on this side the Dry Ihver to be sown with wheat and 
barley, and on the Other side with oats for the horses and mules, 
i,e , the area on which the trees have already been destroyed. 

The soldiers in^eharge of the cattle should always keep near the 
ploughers and harrowers for their protection. 

The same thing to be done at the Bosheuvel, that Boomtje 
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may h«rd fais cattle freely with those of the Conipany, at 
oonsifitently remaitiB at home with his family and goods. 

The bridge acr'>s8 the Lies to he broadened as euui 
the kraal ie finished, lor the I'onvenieiice of riattle 
wagnaa. 

The Fiatal reported in the evening thii' Visagie's people ' 
very much afraid, and though having a soldier with them, they 
would no longer i*tay in their housen at night ; and having taken 
an a«)i>unt ot each person's loss, we foun<l ihat Jan Beyniersz's 
company had lost l> oxen, 12 cows, ti heifers — total 34 ; and ret^ned 
1 cow, I calf, 1 Captf and 5 Dutch fheep, 

Brinkmau's rompany hail their pintner, Simou-Iu't-Telt, killed, 
and been robbed of 10 oxen, 7 oowe. 2 I'-riivea — total 19 — and 
ekff^, having only kpj't 5 sheep and 1 calf. 

Viaagie'fi company — two men — had been robbed of 8 oxen, 
eown and ii calves— total 17. 

Koon's company — three men — the newest freemen, who had n 
yet ploughed any land, w<'re robbed of *> oxen and 2 oows — total 
retaining only '-i ciiws. 

These uumpunies had tliei-efore been robbed by the Caapmi^n of 
tiy cattle and 67 isheep, and their fiu'niiug completely ruined. The 
Company uaunot this year rephiue thi^ir 1o3b, as its »tockaf present 
only ooDsists of cows and young bulls unfit for work, hut the best 
plan will be made that can lu- found. Ab, hownvpr, the two mates 
of I£o(>n am slow and laz_\, and ihey have not yet run into the 
Gnmpany'H debt, it will b<? necessary to take them all back again 
into service, and let them out for scrvioe to other lT(«men, who 
require liaiids very much. 

May 24th. — Dark, W. weather. Somi- Hottentoos were seen 
watching for the (jommaiider'a cattle at tiie Boslieuvel. Two or 
three might have been caught had not one of the volunteers, who 
wasUying behind some bnsheB, shewn himself too soou, when they 
saved themselves by IHglit, for they iirn toj quick-footed for our 
people, and only to if caught by stni-tagem. 

May 2oth (Sunday). — The volunteers arrivi^ without havioj 
done more than what is mentioned ahrive (34th May). 

The (Commander vifiita tlic freemen's dv^ellings and makes the 
following regulations : ■ -Every Sunday afternoon the Totcn 
borghers (Jir«( mention of (he Cape m n town) shall, whilst the 
military of the fort are being exercised, march into the same and 
two or three times round : then they ahall again leave through the 
gate for the house of their sergeant or chief nffiier, to meet there 
and aft«r that appear with all the country burghers at the stone 
redoubt. Coomhoop, where the Commander or a member of the 
Council will always be found, in order after service to be held 
there to be witness of the panide of the burghers, and to inspect 
their anna, and to present every one with fi cup of wine or brandy, 
tuid after that to let every ono return to his ward. It is evident 
tlwt many laay ones will be tempted by the brandy who would.) 
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otherwise remain behind and indifferent, although th" whole 
their own defence and neceseities. 

The free sawyer, Ijeendert ComeliKZ ; and his iieople are, how-^ 
ever, too far away to attend, and will, therefore, be visited every 
Saluiday iiftoruoon by the fiscal and sergeant for iuBptN.-tiun — they 
are, therefore, lo be ready about one or two o'clock, fully avmefl 

The Commander's agrionlturinta are to do the >tame — they 
the nearest neighbours to tlio wiwyera, and the furthest distant 
most outside of all the colonista. 

Whoever does not keej) bis arms in proper order shall be fined,' 
and orders will be issued for tiie good use of the same. 

May 26th. — Good wind and weather as yesterday. Arrival of 
the Ziiylen from St. Helena in 29 days, bringing the clothing, 
rioe, &o , which the return .ships had taken on to St. Ueleua. Of 
the 22 lasts of rioe sent from Batavia only 3^ were sent, so that of 
60 lasts we have only rcwivcd 19. Add to this loss the faot that 
tihe Caiijimen and toku'i'ii thieves daily and suddenly attack us to 
murder and plunder, impeding agriitilture in general and bringing 
it to a standstill on many farms. 

The return ships had left the island on the fSth April; Ftiur 
English vessels had sailed home in L-ompauy. Two frigates, they 
said, were daily expected to oonvey them home, and that many 
others were cruizing in the (iulf of (luinea for Spanish shi]*, 
whence they intended to proceed to St, Helena; but not yet 
having put in an appearance, the foiur had resolved to sail together. 
They bad been extremely kind to our jwiple in onler to show their 
appTOoiation of our assistanoe rend^^red to the Captain of 
Do//i/'iu (Morgan). 

May 27th. — Dark and rainy. The free sawyer L. ComeliaB 
Zevenhuizen, attacked yesterday evening in the forest near 
Boshouvel, about 3 hours' tUstant from tins, by 50 or 60 Hottontoos. 
He was only wounded in the neck with on as«egay, and 
hit people just came in time with iireanns so that they ran away 
at once withitut a singk- one having been eaught, as they are so 
nimble: they tiad only obtained ^> assegays, which had been 
tlirown at them. ITie surgeon was at once sent to him with 
4 soldiers and the surveyor — tho latter was to show him how to 
make a breastwork of planks, like that at the Bosheuvel, for his 
proteetiim, as the only thing we can do at present «ith our small 
numbers is to protect ourselvi-s as well as possible. Otherwise we 
might have sent some after tJie enemy to capture a tew and make 
them feel our Groarms ; this, however, is to be delayed until the 
next arrival of ships, ami all we can do now is to make our position as 
strong as possible. The wound of Cornolisz: is only a scratoh,

May '2itth. — Pine. Steven Janxz : reported that some Hotteatooa 
bad broken into Ms slieep kraal, but having been heai-d, had fled. H, 
Boom further reported that 17 haii brokeu into his oattle kraal, 
and were already driving some out, when they ran away on seeing 
him and his people, lie had not W'O able t'l ■'iliout any, aa it wa£ 
too dark; he had, however, found tooU fur making a fire, and 
thought that they intended to set fire to his house. May God 
preserve th^ni from this disaster, as it woild be an insurmountable 
one. independent of thoeom still unthreshed. A soldier was brought 
boiue in the afternoon from the Brjsht-uvel with two aasegay 
wounds in the thigh. He reported that about 11 a ra. about 3 or 
400 Ilottentoos had rushfd on the 25 oattle of the Bosheuvel, herded 
by 4 soliliws, and after a lialf-bour's £ght lnul got tliein away, 
Doman leil the troop, end had thrown 5 assogays at the soldier, 
who had not been able to wound a Hottentoo, as they knew how 
to avoid the bullet* by dodging. They carried off the booty, and 
oonsequeutly made farming on tho Bosheuvel, lying on the furthest 
frontier, almont impoBHiblo. About 25 morgen iire sown there with 
fine whit« wheat and planteil witli more than 1,200 vines on the 
m'Amtoin slopes. All this is now quit« ruined, whil.-^t it will be 
impossible to extend the plantations now, the time being so very 
near for planting. 

RetohitioH, 29th May. — In order the better to resist the present 
depredations of the Hotteutoos, it is resolved to employ all the free 
men, 110 longer able to cultivate their ground, at lOat. per diem in 
order to iuomase our strength and send out parties for ambuscades. 
They fihall, howevev, oe employed only so long na the present 
issity and the servioe of the Company require them for the 
.ippression of the lliefts of the Uottentooa, whf> are further to lie 
frigntened by placing two cannons at the "Scbuur," which might 
alBO protect ttie people beyond the Liesbeok (the neighbouis 
opposite) ; and a two-pounder on the redoubt " Coornhoop, ' wherw 
one is lying already, so as to protect to the north thi- farms of H. 
Boom ard J. Belniersis, and to the south that of Steven. A four- 
pounder shall also be placed on the " Bosheuvel," for the better 
protection of the sawyers, atjd 20 of the worst cattle sent out with 
the paid men. t« be left apparently slightly guarded, and ae if 
feeding, in oharge of one i>r two herds, in order to entice the 
HottentoOB to approach the spot where our men are iu ambush. 

Not one of the stowaways having bwu sent back from St. 
Helena, their acoouDtg are to be oloaed and their wages confiscated. 
(Here follow their names.) The steward of the Znykn pu&iflhed 
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1659, far dishonesty. His plaoe is taken by Arien Fop, qusiiermaster, 
^ who is again soeoeeded by Jan van lingen. 

ComeGs Lnyton, of Amsterdam, made master gardener, and 
Gbris Claass : made quartermaster. 

May 30th. — ^Fine weather. To-day the cattle were sent out, as 
planned in yesterday's meeting. 

May 31 St. — Fair weather. The Commander went out with 4 
horses and 6 soldiers to inspect everything and show himsdf with 
such a small attendanoe where the men were in ambush, to see 
whether the Hottentoos would not attaok him, as they had boasted 
that they would look out for him, thinking tibat then they would 
have the mastery over ih» whole establishment ; but some distance 
behind the mountain it beoame very dark and commenced to 
drizsle. He, therefore, turned back, and postponed it for a while. 
The freemen were encouraged by seeing the guns bsought to the 
country for their defence, and ready to supply oxen to bring tiiem 
to the spots fixed upon ; also to out palisades for the strong kiaal 
at the '* Schiiur " on condition of being paid for their trouble, fw 
in these troublous times men are wanted in various ways. 

June 1st. — Fiue weather. Pentecost. 

June 2nd. — IKtto. RpsoMien: This morning the sergeant 
returned and re|>orted that last night 50 or 60 Hottentoos, led by 
Doman and other well-known fellows, had been very nearly 
approached, our })eople having concealed themselves in 3 ambus- 
cades, and uo doubt he would have given a good account of them, 
had his men not been prematurely discovered by the earelesBnees of 
the burgher H. Bemajenne. It was, therefore, resolved to resume 
the att^pt, the sooner the better, and for that purpose that the 
Commander and Skipper Steven Foran, of the Zufflm^ the fiscal, 3 
or 4 horses and some soldiers, should proceed beyond the Boeheuvel, 
as if for the purpose of insj^ecting the fiurms — to whidi the 
Hottentoos are accustomed— and at night to return with the same 
number of men, and to let the sergeant remain out with 18 or 20 
of the best soldiers, and proceed quietly during the night to the 
Bosheuvel to the 20 lean cattle, j^laced there as a decoy under the 
care of 5 herds, in order to deceive the Hottentoos in one way or 
another, and if possible give them a hard hit, for with our present 
small forf^e nothing can be done to them in any other way. Four 
powerful slaves are likewise to join this party, armed with assegais, 
in order to capture some of the fugitive llottentoos alive. 

June 3rd. — Windy from the N!w., cold and rainy. The Com- 
mander and his men went out for the purpose mentioned in the 
above resolution, and learnt from the cattle g^uard that they had 
seen the Hottentoos still at the Bosheuvel, and kept up a conver- 
sation with them, by shouting, as they were beyond the range of 
the small arms. Doman was the chief, and other well-known 
rascals were with him. They »iid they did not wish to do the 
Dutch any harm, but only wanted their cattle. Caspar Brinkmaui 
who had been robbed of 19 cattle and 67 sheep (all that he had)9 



1 also spoken with the tliieves, who wished to know whether he 
tlutd received others from the Cominander, as in that oaee they 
wonld soon have them also, and drive them to their camp, which is 
BO well hidden that at present it would be very ditBoult for lu to 
find it. More zealnus uare is thorefoi-c used to capture some of 
the rogue?, wlio will be made t'^ show us tlie camp, su that we may 
manaM Ut give them a gfioil fight, us it is necesHftry that they 
aliould be intimidated. 

June 4lii, — AVindy and blciik; heavy rain ami stunii. 

June 5th. ^The same N.W. weather; thunder and liglitning 
during the night. 

June 6th. — The same, but not quite bo bad. 

June rth. — Tlie same, so tliat we tnuld do nothing. Our people 
can effect notliing against the thieves, nor can the latter dn any- 
thing against u». I>uring1he whole week they have Iweii vainly 
tjying to get at our cuttle, and we have done our l>e6t, without 
auooeaB, to capture their pei'sons ; but we ho]>e to fall in with them 
once again iu fine weather, and that &oil the Lord will be with us. 

Rrsoiii/ion, June 7th. — " Whereas it has pleased the Lord reoeatly 
to viait us for our trausgreasions with mortality among the 
Company's cattle, with theffa oommittod by the Ilottentoos in war 
on two of the burghers, and also witli murder, every disaster falling 
upon UB suddenly, to our great injury and oppression, and to tlie 
utter ruiu of some of the fanneni ; although we always have been 
and still are disposed to live on tenna of the greatest friendship 
with the said people : seeing, however, tliat this (lid not help, but 
that we have beeu obliged to have recourse to arms to oppose tlieir 
violeuoe, iu whioh there has hitiierto beeu no abatement, it is 
det^ided to have every Wednesday afternoun at 4 p.m. a fasting or 
prayer sermou to wiud off the anger of tlod from us by praying 
and beseeching, to udsist us by His power against our enemies, in 
order to cmquer them and retain nur viefiiry, and bo hen(-i>forth 
live on the tame former friendly footing with them. Notii'c to be 
given to ti.e congregation after the morning service next Sunday, 
so that each may prepare himself and proeeed at the appointed 
time to the usual place for holding divine sert-iee." 

June Sth, !Hli, lUlh and llth. — The same wot weather, 

June 12th.— Fine and olear. with a S. breeze. The Zui,h'u 
leaves and the freemen return to Daas<>« Island. 

June 13tli and Hth.- Fine weatlier. 

June 15tJi. — Thi- same. Wet in the afternoon. The Com- 
mander, the fiscal, six sildiera aud another person went out, and 
about half an hour from the fort they heard that not a quarter of an 
hour ago Heudrik Boom ha<I been robbed of all his cattle, 30 in 
number, and 34 sheeji, by about 20 well-known Hottentoos, 
headed by Doman ; that the cattle were grazing in the nook im 
the elope of the Windberg, in charge of three men provided, one 
with a musket and two with short tirelocks, of whom one was 
wounded in the shoulder, one only in his sleeve, and the third was 
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\U9. killed by five assegay wounds. We thought to oyertake them 
"" with the horses, but they were so quick in driving the cattle on 
across the flat that we could nowhere get a sight of them. Tlie 
Commander therefore returned late at night without effecting any- 
thing, having here and there issued orders to try whether we 
could not catch them at night in some of the passes which they muf^t 
necessarily use, as they know how to hide themselves everywhere, 
and seeing a few men only with the cattle, and the chances very 
favourable, carry off the animals. The farmers themselves are 
chiefly to be blamed, particularly Hendrik Boom, as he always, 
against our orders, grazes his cattle so far from the rest in these 
dangerous times. They even compelled the soldiers given them 
individually to guard their cattle, to hei-d them apart, otherwise 
they would have been strong enough to defend each other, for 10 of 
the Company's men are ordered to attend on them, who are also 10 
in number. They are therefore 20 in all, and within musket shot 
of each other, besides six others in charge of the Company's sheep 
and working cattle, so that if thev had not separated, they would 
not have suffered this disaster. But each one seems to prefer his 
own mind to well arranged orders, and therefore Boom has lost his 
sheep and cattle, whilst his corn and dairy farms are (May God 
better it) in the dust. 

June 16th. — Dirty and rainy. The boat arrives from Dassen 
Island with oil, and reports that the new shed at Uobben Island 
has been blown down. A letter was at once sent to Oberhagen 
with notice that the master carpenter and two mates are in the 
boat to repair the damage, with a month's provisions for seven men. 
The thaton is to be taken off carefully, and a lot of garden seeds 
are sent. 

June 17th. — Boisterous, N.W. weather ; hail and rain. Just 
after noon Doman, with 50 or 60 Hottentoos, made an attaok on 
the Company's cattle and those of Harman's mates. It was during 
a very dark and severe shower of rain, when one could not see five 
roodn away, close to the Company's granary, between the 
(company's orchard and the bridge, opposite to UarmaM's houses. 
Harman saved his by driving them over the bridge, which was 
very near, but 29 of the Company's were driven off, and four to 
death, (hir men, because it was so wet, could only get two or 
three shots at the Hotter .toos, who managed to avoid the bullets 
cleverly, as they can do it, and they fled with the cattle at such a 
pace up the slope of the Windberg, and thence down again over the 
Brakke River, somewhat to the north of J. Beynierz's house, that 
none of our men or the burghers, who were all on their legs, ooidd 
get up in time to intercept them there or anywhere else. Had our 
men not been up very quickly, the whole troop would have been 
lost, for about 20 Hottectoos at once attacked the animab, whilst 
the rest placed themselves in the order of battle to keep our men 
off, but, though on account of the wet weather we oould not fire, 
they were unable to hold their ground^ but were put to flight, and 
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BO the beat part of the cattle, excepting 29, were recovered. If it 
had been dry all would have been reoovered and some of the 
Hottentoos shot besideti. Our meu cjuld only perfeive that oce 
Hbtteotoo threw away hia aenGgayb, mid that another, nfter a shot 
wftB fired, fell so that he rolled over and oyer three or four times down 
the hill, but whether he rose again himself or was earned off by his 
people no one knew. The otlier tiavod himself by flight, and it is 
therefore tUfticuit to say wlifther lie is liciivily or slightly wounded. 
TSiifl tileu ugicei* with the report of the iistal, who, when lie bt-ard 
the news, at once went thither f>>r iuronnation. 

Jime iSfh.^ — .Same boisterous weather. Tlie Fi^ml leaves to 
cftrry uut the vnrioiis instnietious given. The boat was obliged U» 

Kt baek as tlin weather was too had Uj rcaoh the island, ivnd it had 
t it« rudder. 

June 19. — Fine weather. The wind S.S.E, The boivt leaves 
for the ialand. and another for Dassea Island. As the kraal at the 
graaary has been wimplfte I with thiok poles planted rlose to each 
other as palisades, and the cattle can now he seotire during the 
night, the whole let of the Company and most of the sheep were 
sent tbither. also all the stock of the freemen, to be herded with 
that of the Company us the pa.stiire near the fort would be 
insufficient for alh and in this way the (Jompany's ploughing oxen 
would be l>etter protected b^ the 40 soldiers m charge of all being 
drawn together in one loeahty, and by the agriculturists and others 
who are lying in wait in different places. Tlie freemen are also 
l«>nnitled, should they require (Mittle for work, to take their own 
fn>m the general troop, but at their own risk during the time in 
wbicli they make use of them. This arrangement is neoessaiy, as 
many small herds depastured in diffei-ent plai-es oaunot be so 
sei'urely watched as otn- big trfiop by all the herdemen together. 
It ia to be ho|>ed that it nnll diminish the attempts made ay the 
tlott«Dtooe to steal our cattle. 

June20th.— Thesamefine lovely weather. Rexolutiuu .—"As it 
wa« hoped that by the measures last adopted the cattle still left in 
our possession — among which are many fine young oxen fit next 
yeiir for the plough — would be well protected, it wtutrnnRideml that 
a oompauy of 3l) or 40 men miglit besides be mustered to visit 
the C!aapnien in their encampments, whose whereabouta we have 
hitherto failed to discover, as we have not yet snceeedod in making 
& prisoner who might be iudnoed by eompulsion or otherwise to 
show us the spot. Heiry will therefore be brought over from the 
island and empWved for the puipose, but well seoiu-ed. Golden 
promises as big as mountains will be made to him, but none will be 
held biuJing ; and as the weather is fine a row-boat will be sent 
over at once."

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1669. Immediately after the Gouncil'8 rising the Fisoal went out on 

^ horseback, according to daily oustom, to see that all was in proper 
order, and on arriving at the oomer of the Windbeig one of me 
fishermen's servants ran up from the river to meet him and tell 
him that some Hottentoos had shown themselves there— 4ie oonld 
not say how many — and that they were rapidly marohinjr nearer. 
The fisherman's wife had therefore fled to die fort Dninhoop, 
which was near, and whence the report was also brought hith€^. 
Every pre]>aration for defence was made, and the Commander, 
looking out from the roof of the Caty saw them, and the Fisoal and 
tlie fisherman's servants going up to them. They appeared to 
number about 20. Some musketeers and the stable boy, all 
moimted, wore sent after him, but before they had gone a quarter 
of the way he could see through the telescope that the Fiseal was 
coming with them in this direction round the high sand hills of 
Salt liiver. We believed that he (the Fisoal) had oaptored them, 
but on their reaching the fort we learnt, thank God ! that our good 
luck was still greater, and that, as Eva had constantly predicted, 
they were 7 men with 15 sheep sent by her brother-in-law, 
Oedasoa, the chief of the powerful Coohoquas, who stated that their 
chief offered and assured us his firm, unchangeable peace and 
closer alliance, though the Oaapmen had endeavoured to draw him 
away from us : that they and the Gk>raohouquas, or tobacco thieves, 
had some weeks ago, iust before the last stormy weather, sent to 
him and his fellow chief, Ngonomoa, presents of copper and tobacco, 
and asked for his assistance or for permission to remove towards 
the interior in order no lon^ to be injured by the Dutdi, or 
have their people confined m the fort. They also said a great 
deal of evil against us to make him despise and hate us, bat 
Oedasoa and Ngonomoa would not believe tbe Caapmen, &o., but 
sent them about their business Mrith their presents, though 
Ngonomoa being rather coveteous would have been inclined to take 
them. They had therefore also called home all their people living 
among the Qorachouquas that they might not suffer from the 
Dutch if we attacked that tribe. 

We told them that they had acted prudently, and we were 
pleased with their conduct, as we would have felt it veiy 
much if any of their people had been made to sufiFer with these 
rogues. 

They further stated that Ngonomoa had allowed himself to be 
frightened by the Caapmen's talking to such an extent that they 
(?he) were afraid to send men to the fort, whilst Oedasoa bad been 
warned to look out at what he did. The two chiefs had differed so 
much on this point that Odeasoa had told the other to go away 
with his share of people and cattle, and that he would take sare of 
himself, &c ; that ne was sufficiently old and wise, and required no 
advice from Ngonomoa about making war and peace. They had 
then separated-— Ngonomoa intended to watch the termination of 
the dispute and to keep out of the way ; not in any way iwUting 



the CaapmeB and Gorachouquas, but, if all went well, i-r^yiofing 
to trade with the Dutch as before. 

Odeasua, however, had, as Eva had often declarwl, remained 
ooiiHtaiit Ui his jiui-poae to send his men tn us to heiir how things 
were g<iing on hero, and whether the Coiuraander rieally irittnidt'd 
war with the Canpmen, so that he might rely ujinn it, and with tlie 
(Jommandnr take stena to ruin the Caapmeu. He thevefi ire wished 
Eva and some Diitchnien to visit him. and prnniisiid thnt uot the 
Buinllest piece of skin on their bodies would be harmed. That he 
would b" prepared to come near to the Leopard Mountains and 
beUiud the salt pans, with 10 or I'i hoiisea, and send his chief and 
favourite wife, Eva's sister, strongly esoorted, to the Port and iu 
company with our people, that they might convey to us the words 
of his own mouth. On his side Jii' affinned that the Dutuh and his 
people together would be able to manage in such a way that the 
Gape men and lohacoo thieves would not much longer create any 
commotion and disturbance. We were only to take care that they 
stole from us as little cattle as possible, and uot to trouble our- 
selvM about those ab-eady stolen, as our loss would be repaid twioe 
over. Moreover he would sell us by barter aa much as we wanted, 
lie was only to" I glad that we had become the enemies of the 
Caapmen, and wished that never again thoughts of ]ieaoe with 
them would be entertained, as he on hie side never eould do 
because those rascals were never aocustonied to keep peace very 
long, and could not livo without stealing and murdering, or con- 
iluct themselves peacefully. Tliey wen' always trying to attack 
one or other tribe at its weakest side and most unexpectedly, as he 
OMasou had once personally experienced, wtien lie hail been 
defeated by another Iribe of the far interior. With the remnant of 
his people that had eseaped with their cattle, lying wounded 
iu Ibeir huts and thoroughly helpless, or having fled and lying 
bidden hei* and there, the Oaapmou not only robbed them of the 
iimnnant of their herds but also kilted everything that could not 
defend itself, murdering them most frightfully, including women 
and children ; yea I the pregnant women they had cut open and 
tliiown the unborn babes on the ground, treading them under foot. 
This happened Bhortly before we came to reside here, and he would 
never forget i(, but having now recovered his former power and 
his wounds being healed, he would have paid them off long ago, 
if he did not think that we wore in too close an alliance with them, 
because we lived on their lands, where he now hoped to live with 
m iu |>eace antl have free access to tlio Dutch to trade with tliem. 
All this pleased us much, and wo treated these messengers finely. 
They had greatly raised the courage of the burghers and free 
agriculluriBtfi, who now miw their way clear, as they thought, to 
obtain suffleient cattle and so recover themselves. 

The messengers also stated that Oedasoa had collected a few 

rhinoceros horns for ub, and also caught a young burse with the 

inteattoa of sending it alive to the Oomraander ; it bad, however.

Tliey were tnld fo inform Uedasoa that it lie wished to visit the 
Ffirt, ft waf?oii wouhl be sent fur him, and a proper house fur- 
nislied, that he might be iiired by mu- surgfons, whilst he would 
have to eul and t<i ilrink as much as hf- liked. This was interpreted 
t<i them bv Eva, and they rejilied that if they arrived home with 
our jwople they would oonvey to him nur offers, and persumle him to 
accept them. Kva asked them for us whether (hey would show as 
the camp of thf Cape men. for we woiiM, in thid cjisc send a 
number of stddiers with them, in order to give those Capemen a 
I Bound thrashing. This would show our gooi] will towards 
1 Oedasoa, and also that we were thoroughly in eamee>. They 
replifd that they had received no orders on the subject, but to tell 
UB, among other things, that we might he sure that when Oedasoa 
had heard them, he would consider the means propoaod quite 
sufficient, and send us infonnation, in order that their old enemies, 
who have latfly become nura also, might be entirely destroyed. 
We were, however, to take good precautions in the meantime 
against fiu-tlier losses and inconvenience, and pra<.'(ise a little 
patience. We were not to be in too great a hurry, in order to 
proceed ngainst them, &c. When they were shown the lar^ 
assegay of Doraan and snine others taken in various enonuutera, 
they said that that was sufficient proof to assure tht-m. and at the 
sight nearly jumped for joy. saying that Oedasoa was heartily 
sorry that our cattle had been stolen by the rogues, which he had 
sold to lis for friendship's sake. We were, however, to ho patient, 
and make oi:t hearts so hard towards the Oaiiemen that they will 
never again — like Ocdnso.T's — beionie soft, hut nmain as iron. If 
they observed thut (in hira) they knew that Oedasoa intended to 
do something, and would tell us somolhiug of his plans and ao 
indue* us that soon an end will he made iif the rogues, and, by 
means of his alliance and friendship, we might have full satis- 
faction and a peaceful trade and intercourse with all, and a 
peaceful dwelling — a thing to be desired. 

During the night news arrived that the Hottentoos had 
attempted to break into the bouae of Otto, a freeman, and to 
murder all, but the inmates having got up and fired at the 
marauders, had escaped by the latter's running away. Olto was 
most aocidentally shot in the leg with fj pellets by his mate 
Roaendaal. The fiscal and surgeou were sent out for further 
information and to dress the wound. 

Yesterday afternoon the sloop returned with Herry nn board, 
t as Oedasoa's ])eople were here, and as Eva krew nothing of

ill, and wheu this morning he saw » sloop siiddnnly arrive pur- 
posely to t'etoli him, the pallor of death suddenly fell on his 
features. When, however, oar men showed him the clothes, shiit, 
lout, and hat which he liad lo put on, he thought he hail been 
FHdtored to favour; but when, on rcEiehiug the jetty, ho found 
that he was to return iostautly. one can imagine in what a glorious 
■tatfl of iiQoertaiuty he fiuds himself at pi-esent. 

Ooly 100 of the 500 sheep on the island were still alive. The 
carpenters were husy rebuilding the stables, whose posts liad been 
wrenched from its stone supports, causing the roof to fall. 

The mortality among tlie sheep here is not so great, hut the 

thefts of tlie UotteutooM are so much woi-se : so that God the Lorfl 

lias been pleased for a time to visit us on all aides.

We said " Yes," and, to make them even better disposed, we 
a<Ideil that we uo longer dared to refrain from destroying tliem, 
ul herwise our iJod of Heaven, whom Eva is also learning to know, 
but of Whom iliese robbers ilo uot wish to know anything, would 
ponirh us, as iho blood of His people, which tbe<)e rascals had so 
murderously shed, cried out to Him for vengeance, and we were 
therefore bound to take such ao interest in the matter, that we 
must pursue them without ceasing. 

They replied, that that was the word ex(>ected by Oedasoa from the 
Commander, and for that reason be had deputed them, and also to 
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1659. inform us that the kindness of the Dutch had beoome so generally 
■" known inland that every one wished to see or visit them. This, 

however, the Caapmen endeavoured to prevent in all possible ways ; 
but when this "word" of the Commander shall be known to all, 
everyone will endeavour to bring on whatever can be found in the 
country if they only knew what we wanted, even including the Cho- 
bonas, the Dutch name being so favourably and extensively known. 

They were told that we had for a long time endeavoured to 
meet with such a great lord in order to form a permanent alliance 
with him, and whom we were prepared to supply with everything 
in the form of trade He and all the inhabitants of the interior 
should therefore consider the matter, and what we did not have at 
present, we could order with our ships from Holland, India and 
all parts of the earth. 

They said that Oedasoa had all along desired this, but he had 
always been seduced by the Caapmen. It was, however, his purpose 
now, in accordanoe with the word of the Commander, to locate 
himself here where the Caapmen lived, and to furnish us with as 
much cattle as we wanted, in order gratefully to enjoy the 
advantage of which the Caapmen had made an ungrateful use for a 
long whde, and had also at present, and according to their natures 
(as they said) repaid it with theft and murder. 

When Oedasoa is living in the neighbourhood he wishes to visit 
the Commander and receive that pleasant treatment from the Dutch 
which two brothers of one heart and soul would render each other. 
This is the intention of Oedasoa, they said, and as they had said 
enough and what they had said could be depended on, they 
begged to be allowed to de])art, with a wagon and as much people 
as the Commander pleased, that the embassy having been completed 
on both sides, further plans might be made, and the question settled 
whether the Caapmen were to be attacked by the allies combined or 
sepa'ately and at different places. 

We told them through Eva that the Fiscal had gone out to 
fetch a wagon and collect the people according to their wij»h, who 
were to go with them, but they insisted on leaving at once, as 
Oedasoa would otherwise be kept too long in suspense. We told 
them that it would be impossible for them to leave oefore to-morrow 
morning, as our men were away in different places looking out for 
the Caapmen, and could not be home before the evening, that the 
wagons were outside on the lands, &o. We also wished to send 
a good present to Oedasoa, and send it properly, as it is customary 
in the case of such great lords, by the hands of a person who could 
fully express our views. This seemed to please them, and they 
decided to remain. They weie ti^ated with food and liquor most 
kindly. God grant that they may be as sincere as we are ; some- 
thing good might then result to the Company, as they propose to 
us only to tell them what we want, when they will do their best to 
obtain it if it is at all to be had, no matter where, and also promise 
to protect our people wherever they may be travelling.

make more enemies, but on the contrary, to make friends, the 

most pleasant ouut&e in the sight of God, especially when snob 

friendship is formed with those titways known as ditiitreet, antl 

^K.£rom whom the Company mostly obtained all its cattle by friendly 

^B^bnrter, and who, t^bould lliey see their messengers (who Iial conu' 

^Hto nn coofidoutly and at great peril during this time of war) return

and fdso some of our men as ambossitdors in the same confiding 

manner as he bad done, and just as many as we liked, tlie number 

being quite indifferent U\ hiiu, who might confer with him by 

mesits of the interpretation of Eva, and further hear lus plans and 

offers for mining the Goraohouqnus and Ooringaiquas, our and 

his enemies, and take measures with him for that object. 

The deputation having declared fbat 10 Dutohiuen would be 
KoJtiuient, and seeing that itlt hough a hnndred went, their •^ception 
would he juat the same if tho iuteutiuns nt thin chief were evil, 
considering the great number of his people, and if we were to send 
many, who would naturally be picked men, a misfortune to them 
would aerionsly weaken us and the garrison ; or should our 
CFnemiee attack the detachment on the road, it »'us decided in order 
to be better proti^cteil and oppose a lurge number successfully, to 
avleot \'-i of the best men under the command of tlie sergeant, and 

Egire them a wagon for greater secui'ity, whioh would also

lie tnoa tn lavut liini a gixjil ditttuLioi; from iiis oamp, )iad with 
eat pleasure aooepted the greeting auil the presents senl Uy tlio 
lommauder ; ami that hq learning our friemHy diNpuaition, and 
what further the Hergeaut liad been irdnrod Ui so.y, hiul placed Iub 
hand in his Ixjs'ini, as if he was griutjiing at his hetirt, and said 
I^wk ' it in iiii)i(Mnil'/e to dram my lirurt cfjli'nh fiom nitj liody : if 
it could be Uone I foatild Mad if lo the Oominaiidpi; but M him take thv 
soul out of it for himself, in order to unitr it mth hii that the two nuiy 
iirrer 'tgaiii be sutidered, and tell him that I intend to Tisit him as 
soon :iB possible, in order to weld our hearts together like pieoea of 
iron, and make them bo hiird that no one will ho able to bieak or 
tear them asunder." He was also rejoiced that we now saw that the 
plmidering Goriughaiquas and Goraohoquas wer« nothing but 
rogues and banditti, and that it was his partioular vnoation and 
office to punish suc-ii people; that he wiia going to oonsult; his 
Council, who were the eldera of his jieopie, and after that orally 
commune with the (jommaoder to toU him how to catch them, 
hnriag a better knowledge of the nature of the ummtry and 
ite people than we poasessed. Tlie Sergeant, suggesied that he 
Hhould only give one or two men to show us wliere they wore 
onniraped, and thut then with the help of God we would oonquwr 
them, but, as he is a particularly quiet and civilised person he 
had briefly said r " It is good : the Commander need not Iw in such a 
hurry, but should be u little patient. Aa soon as I see him I will 
tell him everi thing, and give him such good counsel as will satisfy 
turn. He will find that a little waiting will do him uo harm, but 
be all the better, and secure a victory over the robber-." 

Upon this our men, who had arrived there ouly ihis morning, 
civilly requested permission to mturn; thiji was at onoe granted, 
and be also gavp 2 sheep to our men with Bva, aud t) "f Ida people 
who were nuurmed and imly hail walking sticks in their hands, a 
eign that thi-y fully entriiBtod themsidves to our keeping. 

He was very thin from the constant pain of the womid received 
From the lion in the first hunt for a liorsp, which he had got up for 
lis, as his Burgnm could not liPitl liim. \lf therefore hoped to get 
better assistaui'e (rom ours; his wife, Kvii'w sii-ter, was also noi 
v.-ry well. When the two saw e!U)h <ither they did not speak for a 
long time because of their joy, nor coul.l Eva inter|)iet for our 
people for that reason. She continually lay her arms round thr- 
shoulders of Oedaaoa's wife, a sign that she was liked by her sister. 
< )edaaoa excused himself for not sending any cattle to us at present, 
as a groat nmrtality bad broken '>iit amimg them, and also among 
his sheep, eiuorf he had been wounded. He would, however, take 
eare that we did not want. Acoorthng to the statement of our 
men, Eva reported that as soon as our people liad arriveil, Oeilasoa 
ordered all the women and men to loave, excepting his councillors, 
o r elders, saying : " Tbongh I am wise enough to jierforni my duty 
^Hod govern my people, still it is the calling of you who are old and 
^Hfr a long time had experiencit in the world, to assist me with your 
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1659. advice in everything and also with deeds, in oases of emergency, 
"" and particiilarly now. You will, therefore, be pleased to state 
what metusnres are now to be adopted in my own and our people's 
interest." The Elders replied as follows (according to Eva, who was 
leaning on her sister's shoulder), ^' Oh king, we see that great good 
fortune is at present hanging over your head, for as you, and 
Ngonomoa, who is next to or under you, are the mightiest of all 
the land, all must retire when they think that you are approaching ; 
moreover because of your friendly nature you are mudi better 
loved than Ngonomoa, and when it is known that you have formed 
an alliance with the Dutch nation the whole world will oonsider 
you as the most powerful lord of the whole land, and try and keep 
on good terms with you in order to enjoy the Dutch goods, which 
you alone will henceforth have in your hands and power. Because 
of their thieving natures neither the Qorachouquas nor Gorinohai- 
quas have been able to understand this or make use of it for their 
own advantage. Therefore be prudent and arrive at a good 
understanding with the Dutch, otnerwise others will immediately, 
upon seeing your diffidence, offer a firm friendship to the Dutch, 
and work you out like your enemies did with themselves, making 
such a clever nation their enemies, from whom they might have 
obtained such benefit and enjoyment, independently of that respect 
for their power, which has deterred even thee, during all the time 
since these people settled here, from even thinking of attacking 
these robbers, the most insignificant of your enemies, as you feared 
that the Dutch might, take their part, as they (the robbers) always 
persuaded you to believe. It can therefore easily be imi^gined in 
what dread they will hold you, as you yourself are moreover a 
hundred times stronger and more powerful than tliese robbers, who 
are but a handful over against your land full of people." This, 
said Eva, is the substance of what the elders said to Oedasoa, who 
had replied that he also understood the matter in the same Ught, 
and would use it to his advantage. Our people also oonfirmed the 
above, stating that as often as bva interpreted to him an address, 
he first consulted the elders before he replied. This shows that he 
must be a very great chief, and of much consideration, one provided 
with councillors, with whom lie discusses all affairs. Hence it is to 
be hoped that something good will be effected with him, and may 
the Almighty bless the work commenced, it being always better to 
live in friendship and alliance with those willing to trade and have 
friendly intercourse than with those who are principally disposed 
by nature to highway robberies, with whom we have hitherto been 
having intercourse in too civil a manner and under great difficulties. 
Now however we hope, judging from appearances, to have inter- 
course with good people, who are favourably inclined towards us, 
and instead of robbing us offer to assist in protectiug ,us against 
the robbers, and to obtain for us from the interior whatever we may 
require, cattle also, which is the most important thing of all, for 
wmoh we have long laboured and wished. Ajw>ng these people 
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i m&y possibly in ooursc vi time au'l with betli:<T hopes of suwess 
id a knowledge of (iud, eeeiug that tlie rudiments of religion 
idy existing in Eva is by her being <!omniunioated tn her 
people as ocoasiou serv'S. 

Eva further states that auoording ti> Oudasua the ealtJe iii>( 
stolen from us had been oltered to him by them, together with 
» imo copper anil tobacco, saying, " These are of your cattle, take 
them baek, and let its bt- reconciled to eaeh other as regards former 
qiifUTelB, »ta." That Uedasoa, however, had replied, " Ni', us in 
that case I would be a rogue on earth if I received back from the 
hands of robbers what I have bartered away. If 1 wished to have 
them I could easily send for them and t4ike them away from you, 
therefore leave me witii your stolen goods, itc." It was hia 
intention to acquaint the Commander with all this at onoe, and for 
that purpose he hail already despatched his messengers, but the 
wet and cold stormy weather had three times compelled them to 
turn back, so that against his will he hud been obliged to study 
patieaoe. 

June 'Mth.— iPinei, clear sunshine and tickle air. The following 
lleBolution adopted with consent of the burgher counoillors : — 
" The naughtiness (.oroiuitted by the burgher Elbert Dirkx : 
and the servant of his mother-in-law Hans Jaeobaz: on the 
lOtli last, viz., that they scaled the walls of thr^ out«r works 
and quietly removed the matchlock of the scutiy, without, however, 
finding hini asleep, as he was easing himsolf. The lutter following 
them, aud asking them to restoru his luatchhxik. was moreover 
strack by thent, as if tiioy were not (Jhtictianu but barbarians, aa 
thoy had uo orders to iiispei-'t the guards of the fort, but merely to 
call out to them when passing. Hut even this they hod not done, 
nor did they answ<ir when challenged. They have therefore 
committed a serious crime, which might have had dangerous 
results eapeoially iu these times of war, and if brought fo the 
notice of tne mi litiiry court, woiihj produce disastrous consequences. 
The Commander therefore, taking pity on the wife of Elbert, 
decided to lay the case before the ordinary Council, strengthened 
with the burgher oouucillors, who from pure pity decided not to 
bring the matter before tiie militai-y court, hut to fine Elbert (! reals 
of eight, and Hans Jaoobsz : 4 reals, and to permit the Fiscal to 
arrange with them regarding his lawful fees. They shall, however, 
inadditi'in pay dimble gaoler's fees." (Signpil) Johan van liifbeeck, 
Itoelof de Man. (the mark of) Hendrik Boom, (the mark uf) Jan 
Itoruiersz: aud (iysbert van Campen, secretary." 

June 26th. — Ltai'k cloudy weather. N.W. fresh breeze and 
showers. Nevertheless the Commander and some burghers went 
out, and the latter showed him behind the mountains various 
narrow jiassoges by means of which seven years ago ihe Ilotteutoos 
for the iirst time drove off the Company's cattle. He accordingly 
ordered these places for the present to be covered with caltrops, that 
if our oattle be again stolen our people may know where and who 



to purroe them, and by means of side paths oom" up wiih i 
rocoTBT them, at the same lime preventing tb" etwape of the thieve& 
Oil these 6{<olpi our men have iiutliiug to do, there being neither 
pasturage, gardeu wr ranilaud tlierc, (hey being quid; useleae for 
su.Ii purpi'SeB in conse'jueii'>e of their sitnatinn, so ihat there is no 
fear of their treading on the ailtmpa, of whose existi-nfe the oi 
of the vessels shall also be in formed. 

A.bont noon Oedasoa's six luea left willi some copper, toboooo, 
knives, Ac, as a present, after having been well treated. They^ 
took with them our greetings to their lord. Eva, the iDterpret«6S, 
accompanied thefn, but though we very civilly urged it they 
refused lo let any of our men nrcompany them, as Oedasoahad so 
ordered, lest by going to and fro they might fatigue f hemselvee too 
much. He had, liowever, requested that Eva might oome and go 
at her pleasure, espeoinlly at the present time, in order to sho » him 
how the fruit and other dainties sent him by llie Commander were 
to be handled and prepared for food. She w»uld not remain away 
long, but return with liim that he might speak to the Commander 
face to face, and place liiniself in the care of the surgeons of th« 
Fort, that his arm might be cured. And though Eva's departure 
at Oedasna's rnquest raised the doubts of some, we could not deuids 
to keep her here against her will, as in that ease no service would 
be obtainable from her, whilst by leaving her to do as she like4 
they would all be more and more lonvinced of our sinoera 
sentiments towards them, £c. 

June 27th.— Fair weather. The Commander visits the people 
in the oountry to euootirage them once again, and t" give direotioiM 
regarding the (Company's orebiirds and '.vjmlands and the 
custoily of the uattle, &c. He found some busy [ilougbing, ami 
others, who had lost tlieir oaltle, digging m or>ler to raise soma 
garden fruit tbia season insteail of com. 

June 2Hth. — Same wtatlier. Karly this morning the Com> 
mander went out again, but somewhat Further, as far as the othu 
side of tlie EoBheuvel to ihe spot where th" whole plain can be 
seen from one bay to the other, but nowhere could be see any kraals 
of the Kaapnien, tlie country in oonsequenoe of the late rains being 
everywhere oovei-ed with water, and having the appearance of i 
aeries of lakes. 

Arrival of the ship Oraujie from Zealand the 14th February 
last. 

Resolution, dated 28th June, l65iJ. " In order to tempt Oedaeoat 
panimount chief of the .Saldanhars, the sooner to visit us, it wal 
decided to despatch seven men to him to-day with a present oi 
tobacoo and mpper, and to inform him that a vessel had arrived, and 
to request him to visit the Commander that he might see in what! 
way we may be of service to him, that thus an earlier opportunity 
may hi' i>btained for further negotiation, <kv. 

ueiided also, in order to prevent smuggling among those who 
are no innkeepers, to fix the prioe of brandy sold out of the

June yoth. — Early in the morning our party returned and 
reported that Oedasou had bi^n found very wejik, and (hat he 
would have come nearer with his camp had he not b«eu prevented 
by siokneBS, but he hoped to come within three days, and if he 
remained eo weak to iisk for a wagon, ami thHt he folt aahamed of 
the presents lvlrea^^y seut liira, iu return for which he would iiave 
eent ub sotop cattle, but that he would prefer to bring them himself 
when he came trj the fort, Ao 

His Confrater or Peeunde, Ngouomoa, had also airived there and 
joined Oedasoa ; he waa the first to meet our people on the way, 
and gratefully reoeivetl a snail present of tobacco and copper taken 
from what was intended for Oedasoa. lie accompanied thom to 
the latter, and conversed with them, and obtained from them two 
small flflgs to be used by his men wlien they arrived at the fort 
with cuttle, as a sign nf friendship, Ac. 

Ngonoraoa also purposwl visiting the iJouiuiander. The (Jaap- 
meu had the Jay before yesterday driven nil 21 head of hia cattle, 
whioh were herded only by a boy, This intensifi'js (he enmity 
betwixt them, to the great advantage of the Company as we sinoerely 
hope. 

June '2^th (Sunday). ^Resolution : "In order to be able to effect 
something worth while against our enemies while this ship lies here, 
and without detaining her or taking any men out of her, moreover 
to save time and for "thnr pregnant reasons, it was dwideil to send 
another mission to (Jechtsoa to-morrow, and to show bim more 
respect, to despatch the Fiscal with a wagon as if to fetch him He 
would take with him another jireseut of tobaooo, heads, copper 
and oopi>er buttons, with orders to induce him by all poBsioIe 
kindness to accompany him back, or should he further postpone his 
visit, to entreat him kindly and enrneBtJy to lend us n tew {)f his 
people as guides, as we prissessed soldiers enough to defeat the 
marauding enemy, our only difficnltv being that we do not know 
where that enemy is, as none fif the spies sent out have as yet 
been able to discover them." — (Signed as above.) 

During the afternoon five of Oedasoa's men arrived with the 
message that he would he at the fort to-morrow with Eva. At 
nightfall nine others ariived with fifteen sJieep antl the same news. 
"*■ was notwithstanding deemed expedient that the Fiscal should go 

t to-morrow with a wagon to meet him, if the weather he fine. 

order to bring him Iiere more conveniently. 
June llOth. — Heavy rain in the morning; but the weather 
clearing up, the Pi8«^l proceeiled by wagon to Oedasoa, the expe- 
dition consisting of eleven men. The Fiscal left on horseback. 
The wagon contained some presents for Oedasoa and his " con- 
frater " Ngonomoa, who must be first paesed, and might take 
offenofl if he were not remembered in some way, &l'. 
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ie^f>. July Ist. — Fine clear weather. The breeze variable. A oon- 

~~ sidenble number of Hottentoos again made an attack oo the 

<Juuiujander*s (arm at the Boeheuvel, but as a good watch was 

kejtt, it was frustiated. Our people, howeTer. were unable to hit 

them with their firearms. 

Resolution of Council. July Ist. — **Fu?cal Abr. (jabbema returns 
this afternoon, and stales that he had found Oedasoa weak and full 
of pain, and for that reason and because a child of his, which he 
seemed to love veiy much, was ill, had been preyented from visit- 
ing us. He did not seem quite satisfied with the interpretrees Eva 
for causing so much trouble by our journeying to and fro, and all 
fur nothing. Ue did not want a wagon to convey him to the fort, 
as he could not bear the thumping, much less coiild he ride on an 
ox, acooiding to their custom, so that consequently we must await 
his recovery (and evidently also that of his child), when he would 
come on slowly. It is therefore to be presumed that £va had 
spoken of the wagon for her own sake, in order not to have to go 
on foot, and that in other matters she also imposes on us, and 
says more, when translating, than Oedasoa has said, for it seems 
tliat he was somewhat displt^ased with her, without, howev^ dia- 
playing any change in the desire he had expressed for a dose 
frieudsliip and alliance with us, and war with the Kaapmen, assur- 
ing our f»eo|)le that as soon as {Kissible he would visit the Com- 
luauder at the fort, as he bad before said, and have a personal 
interview with him, in onler to make further anrangementa. And 
as the Fiscal, in passing Ngonomoa, who from various circum- 
stanoes appeared tu be Oedasoa's secunde, had a* so understood from 
Eva that it was detided that Ngonoma would have been at the 
fort, with her to-day, he found that on coming to Oedasoa he was 
restrained by the latter, who had desired the Fiscal to tell the Com- 
mander not to take further trouble in sending emissariee to him 
(as if he regretted the fatigue caused to those sent), for aa soon 
as he and his child were better, he might rest assured that he 
would come without fail, and if prevented, he would send Ngon- 
omoa with Eva. 

But as he could not resolve at the request of the Fiscal to send 
one two or three men to show us where the marauders had made 
their eaicampment, and as our men on leaving Oedasoa's kiaal met 
three Hottentooe driving to Oedasoa's kraal a bullock with a rqpe 
tied to its horns in the same way as the draught oxen of the Com- 
pany — this aud other matters caused some stranse reflections 
among us, and therefore the CouncU, strengthened wiu the akipper, 
merchant and sergeant of the ship Orai\iie lying in the Bay, axt€r 
ripe deliberation, decided again to send out ten spies from oar own 
men in order to search for our enemies, and starting from theJUgh 
'* Steenbergen' to explore all their slopes, as well as the dowvs 
from False Bay to llottentoo's Holland, about E.S.E., or in la 
straight line ten hours on foot from this, behind the first moontaia 
range of Africa, so that on their return we might further mrnaiiifflr 
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what would be tbe best next slep in the int^rosta of the Ooinpaiiy, 
and how to be on our guard against the iwid Oedasou, aa well ae 
againet the plundering but r^pf-n enfimy, who last night mad« 
another attack on tho Boslieuvil. In the meanwhile we shall 
patiently await the further diwilosure of Oedasoa's intentions, 
trustiug that God the Lord will turn everything lor the beat." — 
fSi^'uo.1) J. V. Riebfeck, H. v. d. Putte, Iloelol df Man, Pieter

July 2nd. — Same fine weather a« yesterday. Ten nieu sent out 
ap spifiB with orders to stay at the " lloaheiivel " until luidnigLt, so 
!!» to leail the Hntteatooa, who are spying the cattle of the (Com- 
pany and the burghers from their }iidii!g plaoea in the Boshergen, 
t4i supiKis^ that they hail been merely sent out to protect the farm, 
and then to Bi't out ovei' that hill along the foot of the Steen- 
bei^u, taking oare to arrive in tlje downs of False Bay before 
ihtylight, and so quietly proceed in their search for the camp of 
till* Kaapmen until they arrived at their pfjiiit of destination. 

July -ird. — Same fine weather. Intelligence brought during 
the altenioiiii that more than ^01) Hotteutoos had been seeu 
behind the " Bosheuvel," dancing and leaping. Orders aooord- 
ingly sent on board the Oron/ir to litnd a party of soldiers, to bo 
sent out in that direction and elsewhere, in order to act against 
iHfae insijlent enemies. The peojile of Steven's and Uayiiier's 
[larties iilso stated that everywhere iiloag the " Bosliergim " U^t- 
ti'iitiKts had Ijeen seen, sn that lliey scarcely diin-d to trust them- 
wlves iu their houses 

tieenlution of Council : — " Whereaa, according to the report of 
FiBoal Abraham (iabbeuia, mi people can be obtained from Osdasoa 
to show the way to the camp of the Caapraen and tobaecu thieves, 
and it wiui accordingly necessary to send out spies the day before 
jesterday. in ortler to endeavour tn find them, and as the Oiiinjif 
cannot render us any assistance fr>r a decisive attack upon nitr 
marauding foes without being delayed or deprived of men, and as 
llie spies will most likely not return before the evening of the day 
aftiir tomorrow or San<lay morning, and iis no fresh expedition 
ooitld, even in favtmrable weather, be despatohed before Sunday 
night, and aiS we can only march liy night to avoid being discovered 
daring tJie day, and to be able to surprise the enemy before davni. 
as they are too quick for us in daytime, and as difficult to oatch as 
% bird in its flight, it will be impossible tn hope for any aisistance 
from the crew of this vessel, without delaying her departui-c Leyond 
Monday or Tuesday, when at t)ie furthest she will he ready to sail. 
And aa we are also ti o few in number tfl undertake any expeditions 
in order to protect the Com[iany's cattle from being stolen by the 
moranden, and the crops and hrmses in the -ountry from fire and 
otber evil*, it wa« decided, after matore deliberation, in order not 
to delay the vessel for any expedition, to exchange some men, 
more useful on hoard than "u shore, for an equal number of 
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To-day tlie sheep yaolit T'-'turued from Robbeo Island with the 
FiollowiDg letter:— "To Comnmnder Johan van Riebeeck. Hon. 
Sir, — The yacht will bring you 50 fowls' eggs and 29 sheep, so 
that 40 filill remain here. Some oE tliom nave already signs of 
tho disease, so thai it is to be feared that thiy will not survive. 
The earpeaters will have their work finished liy the end of next 
week, and the thatrher will also have enough twiue until that time. 
Our servant retjuests you to send liira, if you please, 4 aliirls, 'i 
pairs of shoes, I chintz, and 1 Ih. of tobacco. Your humble 
servant." (Signed) Ityk Overhagen." 

la the evening about 40 Saldanhars eame from Oe(hia'>u and 
N'goiinmoa witli only 8 sheep. They pretended that they ootild 
n-'t understand us, and it w:is signified to them that they should 
always bring Eva with them to interpret. 

Jidy (ith. — Lovely weather, as above. The faid sheep wer- 
purchased from them, and, after being eiitertaired, proceeded 
home, well satisfied. This day several paitioa were seat out in all 
diriwtious among ihe mountains to spy unt the Huttentoos just as 
the latter are spying for oui' oatilo, for as wi' oannot disoover their 
carupiug ground, it is posoible that we may capture one or more, to 
be employed as guides. 

July 7tli. — Si>me fi'eemen report that five or six of the 
Saldaohars, who left the Fort yesterday aftornuon, retiirueil 
strwght to their oamp with their little flag, anil that the others at 
nightfall had turneil back ; about seven of theni hod hid themselves 
in the " Bosbergen," and the rest, about 30 in numbwr, had gone up 
through the kloof, along the seashorn, towai-d* llout Hay. It being 
supposed that they intended ti:i meet again by means of that pass, 
and w> proceed logi-ther to the " li^ifibergeu," and make a raid on 
the Company's cattle, 11 men were sent out to occupy the pass 
ami do OS much misuhief to Ihe Uottentooa as possible, and should 
Oedusoa complain that his men, wliose only business tliere woidil 
bo to steal, had suffered, to toll him that, as only robbers Lfiuld be 
espeoted in that locality, tliose fouiul tliere would naturally be 
treated as such, and that he should be told, through Eva, to keep 
his people out of it, or whatever else may suit tor ihe puqjus". 
Should the Ihievea, however, not be foimd in the Pass, it was to be 
presumed that tliey were ensconced iu tlie fJape mountains, and that 
these Saldanhars had proceeded thiiher to speak \vith them, and 
oonsequeutlj that they were all treacherous rogues together. This 
induoes us t> keep a closer watch, and it is only to be hoped that 
tliey are in liiding there, for we should then almost have them in 
a net ; and in order to find this out the Commander intends to go 
out himself, in order, at the same time, to point out the several 
passes and approaches to the inexperienced, and show them how to 
guard them, Ac. 

B Thank God, during the afternoon Ihe ship H<t Slot tan Honiinjin 
lived, having as skipper Sander Qeriitsa van Os, and aa junior 
irohant Willem t,tuarles. She carried 'HI men, of whom \'i had 
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1669. died and 40 were still in their hammocks^ whilst about the same 
-— number were suffering from sourvy 

July 8th. — Wind contrary, and preventiDg the departure of the 
Oraf{f'ie. About eight o'clock the interpretresfl Eva arrived with 
more than 50 of Oedasoa's Saldanhars. They brought with them 
a young ox, which the fiscal, when lately returning from Oedasoa's 
camp, had met driven by that chiefs peonle towards his camp. 
Eva stated that they had found it upon the road exhausted by 
oveixlriving. It was one of those stolen from us by the Kaapmen, 
and which until now Oedasoaliad taken particular care of^ in order 
to return it to the Commander. He wanted nothing more for it 
than a fathom of tobacco as a recompense to the finder for having 
found and taken care of it. Fm'ther he offered his excuses and 
gratitude for the last deputation sent to him under the leadership of 
fhe Fiscal. At the time he felt so ashamed that he did not know 
what to do, seeing that one of the t^atest of the Dutch had been 
sent with a wagon to meet him. For that he felt extremely obliged, 
and he certainly would have come down if his illness caused by 
his wounded arm had not prevented him, as well as that of his 
youngest child and the recent death of the mother of his wife, who 
was also the mother of Eva, about two or three days previously, 
and for whom he was still mourning. 

Among the men who accompanied her there were five wlio had 
expressly come to have a personal interview with the Commander, 
and among these again one of the elders whom he had entrusted 
with the secrets to be communicated to us, having instnicted Eva 
to interj)ret the same to us just as he uttered them, which secrets, 
however, were still unknown to her. They also desired to rest and 
wait until to-morrow morning early, in order then, as on the first 
occasion, to communicate their charge. This was granted, and 
they wore shown a resting place and afforded all suitable 
entertainment, as well as their attendants, after the 25 sheep and 
three bullocks brought bv them had l)een bartered from them. 

Eva said that Ngonaonioa also intended to come, bat that 
Oedasoa had not wished it, saying that when he was in better 
health Ngonnomoa and all the chiefs and great men of the 
Coohoquas camps — who knows how many in number — woidd 
aooompany him if he came himself. 

Questioning her often on this point, we found her answers 
somewhat conflicting, contradicting herself when she said that 
Oedasoa, as soon as he had shown us where the Kaapmen were 
encamped, intended to dopart with all his tribe, and that she had 
therefore come to obtain a considerable quantity of tobacco for 
him, to last him for a loiig while, and that she had let fall from 
her, with a half sigh, that she would never again see Dutch people. 

Afterwards in the evening, when talking with her again on the 
subject, she said that Oedasoa did not know what was the matter 
with the country here about, as every day many oattle and 
considerable numbers of his sheep died off ; and that this was the 



reason wliy (to his great shame, as she said) he oould not accom- 
raodato the Comniiindor witli any cattle in return for the many 
kiiidnesees he had received, and that therefore ho inteudod to leave 
and look for lietter pasture further inland. However, to-raorrow 
inoming early liia emiss rius would explain everything furtlier. 

July 9th. — Hnzy weather, and the wind variable. Het 
Scfui/H-Hjavh'Je sect to Kobben Island with tlie following letter to 
Ilyk Overhftgou : — " With this you receive provisions for yourself, 
the boy, one slave, one feiuale slave and Herrj-. This boat will 
remain until the oarjieuteis liave finished their work, whieh we 
believe will be to-day. They shall th 'lufore return with the 
yaL-bt, also the thatoher, who ia required here, for there will now 
be sufficient shelter there for the few sheep that are left. That the 
rabbits breed wll ia good, but tliis cannot reoompense us for the 
l'.>s8 of the ahf*]!. However, you shall i-arefully attend to their 
furtlier increase, and we must wait and see whether the Lord tiod 
will he pleased to grant us a fresh increase of the sheep that have 
Biirvived. But to send you any more we oould not approve. Sieur 
de Man sends you the change of olotliing for the boy at his eost. 
You may give it to him," &<■, — (Signed) J. v. Riebeeck and Koebll 
de Han. 

This morning the Commander summoned the sis emissaries of 
Oedasoa (one of whom was his son) to his offiw within the fort in 
order to appear before the Council. But they had nothinc more 
important to say than that their master could as yet hardly believe 
that we were serious in our intentions against the Caapmeu, and 
that therefore they had oome here to hear it exactly once more. 
They were aakod how Oeilasoa wjuld thus tliink of na, as we and 
the Caapmen were not of the same race «i men, but that he and 
the Caapmen were, and that therefore we Ijad more reason to 
distrust him than he had to distrust us, although — as we let him 
know, we had never thought of diiing ao, or had had the slightest 
suspicion, which, however, we an- already beginning to entertain, 
and more and more so every day — we did not let them know 
this, that they were daily conspiring with one another to find 
means to ruin the Company's establishment here, a fact proved by 
the following arguments advanced by them, viz. : — That Oedasoa 
warned us to be our guard, liecause the Caapmen were taking 
measures (how could they know it unless they were in daily 
L-ommunieation) soon to carry off not only all the cattle which the 
oountry people still possessed, but also to murder them, their wives 
and omldren one after the other, including thT fisherman's house 
and the redoubt Duynhoop, stating how they intended to proceed 
in order finally to surprise the fort, whuae earthen walls they had 
mifScient courage to scale, and when onuc inside to break open all 
the houses and kill all the people, with other similar statements; 
saying also that they had hoard from Donian that ho had li>ug 
since examined with this object overy cinnmstance of the Dutch, 
and that in order to make an immediate oommencement he was 
Tol. VII. B 



lying not far from here with the Goiaohouquas, GoiiuKbaiquas, 
Aakeysoa, and all the Vieaoh rangfird anti vagrants he oould eorape 
together. We were therefore to be on our gimnl, as Oedaaoa 
intended to go aw ay to look for other pastures foi IiU cuttle, amoug 
which there was a great mortality, ami that for the presont he 
would not return, and that therefore he requested a ratlier large 
quantity of tobacco, bread and other tilings that they might last 
him for a considerable time. 

All theso things were promised Ihcm, aud thoy were then asked 
whether they bad uo orders to let two or three men acoompanj our 
people, to show the latter where our enemieH were located. 
Hardly any answer could be obtaine'l to this, but at last it ■'ame 
out that tbey were first to inform CJedasoa Uiat we were urgently 
begging them to tell us; ami Kni, being closely pressed, let it escape 
her that thoy preferred not to do so, but were williug to point out 
to UB from tlio Fort here and from afar, in what direction tbey were 
to be found, saying further, that Oedasoa was tturpriscd that we 
continually persisted in having meu as guides, aud Iretieved that if 
we were iu earnest we might fiud them uiiraelves, and that he could 
come to uo other cunclusioii than that we desired to make peaL^ 
with them. 

Upon this tliey were told that it was gooil thai they thus clearly 
expressed their views, that if Oedasoa iiiteudod to depart, we would 
not detain him, but tliat we would oiiraelvee procee<l against our 
enemy, and iu such a way as time and circumstances woi Jd teat^h ua ; 
that it was as pleasant to us to conduct the war alone as witli liis 
assistance, that we did not desire to reject bis friendship and closer 
alliance, and further offers of assistance, &g., but gladly accepted 
them in consequents of our good disposition towards him ; that we 
remained disposed with heart and soul to adhere to this course ; 
that our frequent consultations with him on matters oonneot«d with 
war first arose from his own propositions, but if bis object did not 
extend furtb-r tbau, without disoiissiag war matters, merely to 
c .uduct a peaceful trade with us, we would be very well satisfied. 

Hereupon Eva said (after having translated the above)," Yes Ur. 
van Kieheeck, thus Oedasoa desires to do, and with that, liis people 
say, everything ends*'; moaning that everything was conoluded, 
and that aifairs are now mutually well understood and rightly 
arranged; that they therefore requested their dismissal, iu order to 
report to Oedasoa without delay, as he was lying ready to depart 
to his own country as soon an possihie, and leave us to manage our 
enemies as we liked, as he had left them uucouditionally m our 
hands, to do with them as we pleased, caring for them as muoli as 
if they were nothing at all. 

They were told in reply that that was good aud pleased us, alsi) 
that Oedasoa's peoide oould come and go iu order to sell us cattle, 
hut that bo would he pleased to take care that they never came 
without their little tinge, and that they did not call at the houses 
of the people, hut came straight to the Fort, and the more so as they 



ptetended that the Caapmen were desirous, under the pretext of 
fnendshi}!, also to oome to us with oattle, and thus commit some 
act of surprise or treachery. (We did not wish) thiit Oodasoa's 
people sliouUl iuaoceutly suifer misfortune, as this would pain us. 
though we would not be able to prevent it. 

They sent answer through Eva that on their part they would bv 
Tery careful, and that we need not reooguize as frionds those wt.u 
came without flags, fv<;!i if th<.'y brought Mttle, but might take auj 
_ ttdvartage of rhem tb'.t we liked, and that Oedasoa had 

jonimeuded that we should no longer < iiter the country with 
iraffoui', or visit hiiu, as the Kaapmen wui'c everywhore lying in 
wait fur our vehicles and ourt^elvea, but had not yet attempted 
anything, in consequence of the intercourse of his people with us, 
but as 8<.K)u an they heard that OedoBoa had departed, they would 
oommenee again, and oall upon ue ouce more with a much larger 
foree, wliich was oontinually lying in readinesB, &a. Whereupon 
sfter having rocoivel substantial presents and been entertained most 
sbuoilantly they left well satisSed, Eva saying, " Mr. Riebeeok, take 
oare, I shall not return for a long while ; youi- country will now be 
merrily full of war." And although mauy strange conelusiouB may 
be drawn from these circumstances, and that all the friendship 
offered by Oedasoa may be false and assumed principally to get 
'his wife's sister out of onr hands, we could not for various re-asons 
decide to keep her here against her wLsh, but to give her full 
moosure and let her go, that shmld in course of time we find 
iDatters not otiiei-wise than full of villainy, to seize the best and 
3D0fit favourable opportuuily tor acting in our own iuterests. 
'Bverything looks the more suspicious because (.>edasoa's Sccundo, 
Bamed Ngonnomoa, is the same person whom we usod to oall the 
"Blaok Captain," who in the year 1653 wus with us at the Fort 
the night before Herry stole the Company's cattle the first time, 
and tlierefore, shnuld we be surprised by a large number of enemies, 
'it may be safely assumed that they are all aeting in oonoert for the 
'Sake of the OTpper, tobacco, bread, iind other articles which they 
believe from the statements of Doman they will I>e able to obtain 
as bonfy. Moreover he had boastfd that it was sufficiently 
oracticablp, and that after the destruction of Ihe Port he would also 
be able to keep those on board the ships from the land, or having 
first relieved them of their tobacco, to kill all the water fetohers 
and fishermen. From all this it is evident that matters show but 
little prospect of a peaceful solution, and that war is imminent, in 
■which may ihe Almighty bless the Company with Uis assistance, 
in order to save our handful of people from this laud full of 
"brutal savages. 

Towards evening the Oranjie sailed away with a S.W. breeze. 
'On the 10th, the fiiscayan sloop was huiriodly despatched to 
Robben Island in order to fetch Hurry thence in accordance with 
the following llpsolution:^Tbm*day, lOth July, 16;j!l. " Inas- 
muob as we can obtain no men oa guides from the paramount Cliief 
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1669. of the Coohoquas, Oedasoa, in order to enable ub to discover the 
— enoampmeuts of the Kaapmeu and Goraohouquas, our open 
enemies, in order to effect somethiog of importance against them 
with our present forces and the men obtainable from Het SM van 
T[oningenj and that hitherto we have not been able to 8p3' out or 
capture any of the robbers, notwithstanding every effort, it is 
decided after deliberation, at once to send the sloop for Herry, to 
see whether anything may be got out of him (he knowing all the 
paths and hiding places evorywhere belter than we do) that may 
De of service to the Company and injure our present euemies. Also 
what is to be expected from Oedasoa, whether he iutends to fight 
against the Kaapmen or join them, and whatever more may be of 
interest to get out of him." — (Signed as above.) 

During the forenoon those who had been stationed in the Kloof 
Pass returned and reported that they had seen no Hottentoos, nor 
the tracks or appearance of any, and that they had also met some 
of our Forest Guards, who had searched the forests in every 
direction, but that they also had hitherto found none. 

July 11th. — Fine calm weather. Sloop arrives with Herry ; the 
Schaj)enjnchtjeY\ke^\Bey with the carpenters and thatcher as ordered 
Herry having appeared before the Council and being interrogated, 
thought it hardly possible that Oedasoa would join the Kaapmeu, 
though he might have so far promised them not to help the Putch 
against them, or to interfere in their differences ; that, however, 
some vagabonds, who are found even in the best governments, 
might join the Kaapmeu for the sake of the booty. It was, he 
further stated, a difficult matter during this rainy season to show 
us where they were encamped or whither they had gone ; that the 
dry season was the best time, as he had to find many hiding places 
of which at present he was altogether uncertain. Nevertheless our 
forest rangers and other pai*ties were ordered to be here to-morrow 
to be despatched to the spots pointed out to us at a distance by 
Oedasoa's people, on wliich the Kaapmen and their fellows were 
said to be encamped. 

July 12th. — Fine weather. Het Schapenjachfje takes the follow- 
ing letter to Ryk Overhagen : — " We send you back the thatcher in 
order to thatcn the roof of the stable, as the straw is there which 
would otherwise spoil, and we believe that he will be able to finish 
it in 18 days. Louijs la Bee is also on board to take your place 
as caretaker ; and therefore you may come over by first favourable 
opportunity in order to confer with us, and should the wind remain 
imfavourable you may load the little yacht with the shells lying 
on shore there." (Signed by) J. v. R. and R. de M.'* 

During the afternoon 9 of Oedasoa's and Ngonnomoa's men 
arrived with five sheep to sell. They had nothing elise to say. 

Saturday, the 12th July, 1659 : Captured this day at the fisher- 
mans hut, a Hottentoo of the tobacco thieves' or Gorachouquas tribe, 
our greatest enemies, and by means of threats and otherwise, with- 
out uie knowledge of the Saldanhars, who are here at present^ got 




t&m eo far I lint by m^ans of the interpretfttlon of Herry. he not only 
howeii us from a distance whore the Qorachouqiias, Kaajimen and 
Aokaisoa were encamped, but also promiaed to serve iia guidi* iitiil 
lead our forces thither. To gain this object long and uselesB eiforts 
liftTe t"r a long time past been madi.'. After mature deliberatiou, 
the Coiinoil, foitifiea by the offieers" of the ship Monini/m, 
aiianimously agreed not to let slip this opportunity, but as God 
the Lord affonls us the ehance tn strengthen ourselves out of this 
nliip in such a manner, that a considerable force can be led forth 
witnout interfering with the ship's departure, to make use of it 
and arrange everything so as to be able to march hence to-morrow 
evening with 80 raea from the ship and 70 from the garrison, in- 
dading volunteers, and to protieed without hesitation in the name 
of the Lord, in order not to be discovered in daytime ; and, if it 
be possible, suddenly t^ surprise our enemies at daybreak, and with 
God's help give them sueh baftle that among them sneh a terror 
may be createil tliat henceforth they will leave in grt'ater security 
■nd peace our people who are settled here and living in all direc- 
tions nuproteoteil. 

In onter to carry out the abi ive- mentioiie'l arrangements Fiscal 
Al;>rahftm Oabberaa was appointed head of the expedition, divided 
int^ three companies, oommanded (instead of captains) by the Ser- 
geant of the Fort, Pieter EveraertH ; the Sergeant of the uliip 
Himiugm, Francois Dominicus, and the Corporal of Cadnts, Pieter 
< 'ruytholf ; each one in charge of 48 or 50 men, besides 2 eoriKirala 
from the fort and 2 ditto tium the Jlommji'ii. 

And in order to enooumge the men the nidre it was decided to 
adlnre to the criginal i-ewiirds offered, namely, ElOO fi>r the inter- 

Iireter Dmnan alive, and HO for every common H'lttentoo, but 
lalt these amounts for their dead bodies, and as regards the 
(eaptureil) cattle aocorling as the booty may be great or small. 

It was also deiided to let C or 8 Bla\'e8 accompany the expedition 
armed with aKsegaya, in order to aot as carriers and attend to the 
callle." (Signed) J. v. lliebeeck. San.ler Gerritaen, H. Ae Man, 
"Willera Quarrels, Abr. Gabberaa, Pieter Everaerts, Pieter Cruyt- 
hoff, and Qysbert v. Campen, Secretary. 

July 13th.— This afternoon 150 men, consisting of 80 soldier!) 
of the Jlomngrn, and 70 soldiers of the fort and freemen, well 
armed and provisioned for 4 days, stood ready within the fort iu 
nrder to undertake the above-mentioned expedition for th» destruc- 
tion of our enemies, and though Fiscal Gabbema had been 
appointed its commandant, in order that it might be conducted 
with the greater prudence — for he bad often been far into the 
interior ami therefore was well acquainted with the ways and the 
encampments of the Hottontoos — nevertheless the Commander, 
drawing attention to the gravity of affairs dejwodent on this ex- 
pedition, suSniil ted for further oonsideration to the Council, fortified 
with the officers of the aforesaid ship, and the militarv officers of 
the Fort and th se on board, mentioned in yesterday's resolution, 



1659. whether it would not he as well, if not hetter, if the Commander 

"" personally accompanied the force in order to create more fear 

among the enemy, and rouse more courage amoug our men, as well 

as at all times to assist the aforesaid military officers with word and 

deed, and continually to remind them of his purpose. 

But for various pregnant reasons the Council, hy a majority, 
decided that the Commander should not and needed not to prooeed 
so far inland and away from the Company's possessions, as the 
Fiscal was quite capable of doing what was necessary. Being the 
representative of the Commander they were likewise disposed to 
respect him as such. All the officers of the Cape military of lower 
degree, who were men of experience, believed him perfectly oom- 

e^tent, and the naval officers who had had a seat at the Oounoil 
card expressed tlie same opinion, so that yesterday's resolution 
was adhered to, namely, that the Commander should remain at 
home because, besides the Fiscal, he had a very able adviser in the 
Junior Merchant, Boeloff de Man. 

It was also deemed expedient that the captiured Hottentoo, who 
understood but little of our language, and Merry (well guarded) 
should accompany the expedition, in order to let me prisoner fully 
understand our intentions regarding his showing us the enoamp- 
ments of our enemy, that he might carry them out," &o. — (Signed) 
J. V. Biebeeok, Sander Gerritsen of Ossen, B. de Man, W. Quarles, 
Abr. Qabbenca, P. Everaerts, Fr. Dominions, P. Cruythoff, Bob. 
Lowrens, Elias Oiers, (x) the mark of Qabriel Male, and Gt. v. 
Campen, Secretary. 

During the evening, after dark, the army left with fine dry 
weather, in the name of ihe Lord, in the direction of tho enoamp- 
ments of the enemy. May the Almighty permit it to return m 
health with blessing and victory. Amen. 

July 14th. — Fine, lovely clear sunshine. In the afternoon 
40 of the ships' soldiers returned. Having proceeded 5 hours' 
march as far as the Luypaards mountains, they were unable to 
go further. This will weaken our force, but should it under 
the guidance of God be able to get near, or find the enemy, it is 
to be hoped that with His Almighty help and succour, everything 
will still end favourably. 

At nightfall, thank God, the ship Het Koff van Zeelanti arrived, 
with a fine western breeze. Its skipper was Jacob Bartelseh, and 
its junior merchant Nicolaes de Baet. She had left Zealand on the 
3rd April last with 362 men — 9 of these had died, 8 were siok in 
bed, and the rest fairly well. . . . On the 15th the jraoht 
Achilles of Botterdam arrived, commanded by skipper ComeUs 
Ueyerse and junior merchant A<1riaan van der Goes. She left 
Goeree on the 2nd April last with 190 men, of whom only one 
died. The rest were all well 

July 16th. — A stiff S.S.E. wind during the morning. Dry 
summer wind, contrary to the nature of the time of the year. 

Ia the evening the Fiscal and his three de^'iohn^eats retWQod 
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ttm the ooantry. He reported that na indicated by the pajifured 
Kottentoo he certainly ImJ discoverwl Hie jilttco wliere our enemiea 
had had Iheir lust cnciimpment, but he had also found that they 
had fled from it about tw&lve hours previously ; tliat ho had had a 
mind to pursup them, but that the Bolcliers from the ship were too 
weak to march any further ; alao Herry hud said that they would 
with dilfioulty be overtaken, as at pn-seiit they dared not encamp 
in one body, or remoin quiet one hour in daylight or darkness ; 
that everywhere on the hilla and ominenoeB they had thoir Hoouts 
hidden among the bushes and undergrowth, and thus could easily 
discover our people, and how and in what direction they were pro- 
ceeding, 80 that they generally would be able to biiie ihemselres 
effectually, and know we would thus gain very little, except by 
surprising and suddenly falling upon them, and that for tliis another 
opportumty must be waited for, as well as whatever God the txrd 
may be pleased to grant for the best. 

On their return our jwnple passed the spot where Oedasoa had 
been encamped, anl found that that chief and Ngonnomoa had 
likewise left. They therefore tortured the prisoner a little, in "rder 
to discover from him where the one or tlie other might be. He 
oonfessed that Oedasoa had agreed with oar enemies to hel[i and 
to protet^t them, and that therefore they would at present be 
encamped together, he ha\-ing permitted them to accompany him as 
far inland as they liked, in order to hide themselves from us. 
From this it is evident that Oedasoa hai d'coivetl and att-^mpted to 
temporize with us until the Koapmen were able to hide themselves 
effectually, bo that the one is to be trusted as little as the other; 
so that it will be necessary for us, according to Kva's advice given 
us at her departure, to keep a careful watch cverywliere, in or'Jer 
to preserve what we still have. 

July I7th. — Beautiful, lovely dry weather. The ship Honiiujeii 
receives its despatches for Batavia. 

July 18th. — Fairly fine weather. N.W. breese and cloudy sky. 

July Ittth. — Fine, calm, clear weather. Thismoming there was 
another encounter with the Hottentoos. Five of them attacked a 
soldirr driving two head of cattle from the Company's Schuur to 
the Fort, which he hod been obliged to surrender, after they had 
pierced his clothes witli a^segays. They carried the cattle off, but 
were intercepted and surrounded by the Fiscal and three of the 
mounted guarils, near the pass whither they had to go. They were 
ofTered quarter, but did not desire it and defended themselves, after 
Fiscal Gubbema had been alone among them on hoi-sebock and 
compelled to retire. He was afterwards obligi'd to reload his gun, 
which he bml liied in the air, and, assisted by the three other 
mounted men shot down two, after having surrounded them; 
the third was sliot by another near the spot, and the fourth, it is 
preaunifld likewise, as the groom, Christian Doman, after having 
addressel him, and offered htm quarter, which he refuse<l, had hit 
him in a such a manner that the blood hod been seen spurting from 
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1669. his body. However, he escaped, which is a pity in one way, bat 
~ ffood in another, that he may oommunioate the news to his comrades, 
for their intimidation. The said Christian was wounded in the 
baok with an assegay, and one of the mounted men in the side and 
arm. The Fisoal and the three other mounted men escaped 
with a whole skin. When the Fiscal was alone amongst them, 
he was exposed to no little danger, so that from this encounter 
(seeing that 5 Hottentoos had dared to oppose themselves to 4 
mounted men) it may be plainly seen that if hard pressed, they 
fear not to take a desperate resolution, namely : rather ^o die thim 
allow themselves to be captured. 

This news having been brought in by the Fiscal, at once some 
soldiers and the barber were sent out to meet the woimded ; others 
were also deepatched to fetch the heads of the slaughtered enemies. 
The mounted men confirmed the above narrative, though they 
added that they had found only one Hottentoo mortally wounded. 
The other two could not be found (one of whom when shot down 
had been twice stabbed by the wounded horseman, whilst the other 
after having been hit more than once by the Fiscal, had been 
nearly decapitated by the groom). They must have been dragged 
away by those who escaped and by other Hottentoos, for the one 
whom, as above stated, we managed to get into the Fort somewhat 
alive still (one of the quickest and most insolent rascals) told us 
that 13 of them had this morning left the camping place of the 
Kaapmen, Ankaisoa and Gbraohouquas, and proceeded to the kloof 
in the moimtains; that the enemy were encamped at and near 
Saldanha Bay, and had arranged with Oedasoa for permission to 
retire thither. The latter, however, and Ngonnomoa had gone 
straight across the coimtry to beyond the Great Berg River, 
about 15 or 16 hours on foot from this. The aforesaid and 
other robbers were still lying in wait for further booty, which 
they also obtained without hindrance, viz. : all the six plough 
oxen of Yasagie's company, among which were 4 beautiful 
animals, but lately given them, to enable them to cultivate the 
rest of their lands; so that agriculture has been completely 
ruined, and only four farms, exclusive of that of the Company 
and of the Commander, are barely half in existence. The 
aforesaid oxen, though at once followed by our men on foot 
and swiftly, could not be recovered, but if we had had more horses, 
we would have overtaken them, and treated them as we did those 
met this momiog. But in this we are principally deficient, 
otherwise they would most likely have turned tail more than once. 

July 20th. — Fine weather in the morning. The freemen who 
came to church, reported that last night tiiey had seen a large 
number of Hottentoos on the other side of the river Liesbeeok, and 
had heard them the whole night making considerable noise, and 
dancing. But at present, such a good and strong guard has 
everywhere been placed in charge of the cattle, that we do not 
think they will get much, without loss of n^en,

July ^Ist, — Lovely weather as before. The Commander again 
visited the agricultural plots every where, and gave the neeesnary 
inetnictioDS wherever necessary. Ue took with him the skippers 
and menJiants of the ships ff'>/' tan Zei'lnnt and AchUleH^ and 
showed them everything. Returning he was told that a number 
of Hottentoos had again been seen on the other side of the river, 
but the truth of this appeared siiniewlmt dark ; certainly Ihsy had 
attempted notliing anywhere 

Arriving hnme we found tliat t!u^ ship HoniiKjpii had left with 
a S.8.E. bree/^. 

July 22nd, — Calm weather. The liouiii'/i'it endeavouring to 
reaoh the open sea 

iicfio/u^wH.— "The Commander tiircumstantiallyeommunieated to 
the Council, strengthened with the offii^ers of thf Hof ran ZrclanI 
and Aeliillfs, the present state of the war with the Hottentooa, 
and fliat many volunteers or adventurers, 15 or 20 in number, had 
oSereil theu' services to make an attack frcm Saldanha Bay (if 
convoyed thither by the boats of the (.'ompany and the freemen), 
un the rear of th) enemy, who had retired to that neighbourhood. 
Ue thei-efore desired every member's advioe and opinion (whilst 
also the skipper Jacob Bartels, an old expeiieueeJ person, bad good 
suggestions to offer in some maltei'S, &.o.). Decided, that as the 
offer is surrounded with many difficulties, it was at present not 
expedient to entertain it, the more ao as the settlement hero 
can only with difKculfy be garrisoned and protected, and that 
therefore it would be betler to be on our guard and watch those 
who come hero to steal our cattle or commit murder or ai-son, lest 
■ittingly we may attack the wrong encampments (tribes '^ ) 

the Si'Manhars. and so bring too many eueraiei on oui- necks,

July 'Z'^tA. — Fail- weather. It being prayer day, the persons 
whose banns were published last Sunday, were, after the sermon, 
&.a., solemnly murried by the Itev. Corn. .lansonius. At noon ]-j 
personK, dividisi into tliree parties, were, in U'ldition to the ordinary 
oatile herds, placed at the principal approaches of our brutal 
I order to watch them, if possible, just as they do our 
With the men working in (lie gardens and elsewhere, not 
men were left to guanl the fort, wlm besides attending to their 
ities during the day were alstJ obliged to take their share of the 

ht work. 

During fhe night the wind blew strong from the N.W., with 
now and then a shower. 

July 24th. — The wrather of the past night, continuing until the 
ening. 

July 25th. — Fine weather Westerly breeze, which became so 
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Btrong at noon that the sliipe' boats could not return on b6ar<l. 
This prevented tlie dnpftrture of the Hot' van Zeelaml and Achilk». 

July 26tli.— llftiny and Btormy weather. 

July 27th (Sunday). — Wind and weather aomowhat oalmer; 
hail and rain. 

July 28th,— Finp, lovely weather. The Jlof can Z<-elan.t and 
Aeliillen lishing for the nnohora lost by them in the storm. 

July 29th. — The above-meutioued ships ri>w>ive their deepatchea, 
and leave in the evening with a S E. breeze. Weather durinj^ the 
day beautiful. Hel Scliapeiijucliljeii despatched to Itobben Island, 
in order to survey it properly and put it in the (thart eoireotly, 
according to tlie ina'riictions given to the surveyor, Pieter Potter, 
and the quartermaster of tlie boat, viz. : that they were to leave in 
tlie oompany of the f lee Sdldauhars and oaref ully survey the whole 
coast and take soundiiiga and mark otf t'le results accurately on the 
chart, BO that, if possible, no oue may afterwards be able to detect 
any errors. They were also to make drawings of the high aud low 
lands along the coasts and points of the said Bay (SalduLlui), 
which together witii this Uupe Uoast, llohben and Dasseu Island, 
is to be carefully expl ired ati 1 measured and sounded, and the 
islands in it are to be rorreotly placed, Ac. Being six in number. 
Ooris and the Schiedamraer were t ) remain on boanl oontinuolly 
in charge of the vessel, and Potter and Tjaous, Pieter Wei te Vre- 
deu and Jan Jansz: Van Eyck, were al.vays to be on shore with 
their arms, in order to make their surveys, trying to be always on 
board ngain or on the Schapen lelnnd in the eveniug, in onler to 
be safe from the Hottentooa, against wlioni they were to attempt 
nothing ; but if they had done their work and were ready to 
return, they might, ahmihl any of the hosiile tribe visit them, 
bring them with them, but no other.s, but they were not to risk 
any danger iu the attempt. 

The boat will also take 14 empty casks to be fi'leil by the 
Saldanha traders with seals' tlesh, which th>>y had to bring back 
with lliem, even if they had to wait for it a few dai s, that n largfT 
B jpply may be assured as foid tor the slaves ; but they were not to 
interfere witli seal catching or sailing before they had i-arried out 
their instructions, aud then only wlien reqiiPSted to assist, in order 
to liaKteu the departure of their vessel. 

Tor tlieir better dftcnce their vessel uould be armed with two 
pedereros, but theae wore not to be used except iu an emergency 
for defensive purimses only, on pain of forfeiting three raoutha' 
wagea for every imuei'essary shot iii-ed. 

Two muskets will be supplied to Pieter Wei le Vreden and Jan 
Jansx van Eyik, to be us<-d nn shore with Potter ami Lacus, who 
are provided with firelocks.

The Bisoayoa s'lmp was also sent to llobben Island with two 
«ow» about to litter, to see whether they will thrive there io the 



e tit the sheep that had died. She also took ten doe rabbits in 
I cage, which had breJ here, in order to be set at large there with 
otliers, who are multiplying bflautifully. 
Lb we have heard from the captured HottentooB that Herry's 

joplft, palled the Watermen, are lying behind (Table Mountain) 

I Hout Bay and Berg Vallei, whence they are oontiuually 
liarrassing our people through the Kloof Pass behind the Boeheuvel 
(Conslantia Neck), the Corporal Elias Giera was sent thither this 
morning with 10 aoldierp. in order to I'ok for their huts, even to 
the fiirtheet point of the Oa]'e Mountain range, to watch fur and 
do them as nmoh miaohief as pofsible, as they know how to come 
together on the plain through the Kioof P&sn to meet the Kaap- 
meo, and bo combined behind furze and bush, unexpeatedly 
making an inroad, rob our people of their oattle, 

The freemen having this day reported that they bad seen some 
Hottentoos above and below the forests and kloofs of the " Wind " 
and " Boshergcn," the sergeant, four horBomen, and some soldiers, 
siunmone<l from the houses of the freemen, were sent out during 
the night on foot to see whether they could find and unneatle any. 

July 30th. — Lovely clear weather in the morning. The sergeant 
and men return and report that they hod made a careful search 
everywhere, but had found uothiiig. 

Tne HottentOf) prisouers informed us that those who went out 
to steal our oattle never lighted a fire day or night in order not to 
be discovered hy our people and attacked unawares. 

During the night tne soldier Jan Vervoor, of Brussels, died ; he 
had been landed sick from the ship Hoiiingeu. 

In the afternoon the Biseayan sloop returned from the Island 
with the following note to the Commander : " Hon. Sir, — I ftrrive"l 
here safely with the oattle on Tuesday and found everything well. 
The number of sheep is still 40. Six died during my absence at 
the Cape, bul a» many lambs were bom instead. Tlie last ram is 
also dead, so tliat you must send us one by first opportunity. I hare 
said the same legarding the boar. Thomas said that they will 
employ Uenit Harmse for the purpose. The boat also tabes 50 
sea mew eggs and 'i, fishes. " . . (Signed) R. Overhagen. 

July -list. — Tiie wind NN.E. in the morning; cloudy oold 
weather. The Commander, R. de Man, Fiscal, and Sergeant went 
out in different directions and selected various spots (in which to 
station bidden si'ntries. They also coiisidei-ed how beat to jjroteot 
the oattle of the Company and tlie frsemen within the area taken 
jiOBsessi'in of as necessary for tht" Company's purposes, and to do 
BO in the most economical manner aud with a smaller number of 
men than hiis been required hitherto. lAo decision, however, was 
possible to-day as it was found that in order to do so more dallj 
expeditions will be indispensable. 

August Ist. — Wind and weather as yesterday. 

August 2nd. — Fine weather and wind as yesterday (full moon). 
The Commander, Secunde, Fiscal and Sergeant, accompanied b^ 



the cliief burghers, wpre out again for the same purpose, and found 
that the priuoipal s]>ot, about 500 rootls broad, through which the 
Hottentoos for the most part drive off the cuttle, miglit be closed 
off with a fenoe in order to stop the cattle from passing, just like 
the feuoes formed of poles for a cattle market at home. That two 
watch huts should also be erected to guard the feuoe ; that this 
would be the cheapest and the only Feasible plan, as no permanent 
ditch can be dug or breastworks thrown up, as the soil everywhere 
is soft and shifting and would always crumble away. No final 
resolution was, hnwever, ado]ited, but evpry one was recommended, 
especially the freemen, to consider what he might deem even a bett«r 
plan U} adopt for the pi fservation of the cattle, and to coniraunioate 
it to the Commander and tho (Council, the Oommtinder intending 
to come out again next week and consider how the strip of country 
from the " Kromme boom." opivjsite the Company's lands and 
behind thowo of Urinkntan and Vasagie might be garrisoned, ao 
that the cattle might graze with more seouritv in all directions. 
At jirrisent thny are ao confine*! and n^ir each other, though pro- 
tected by many men, that they cannot obtain half their food, SO 
that tlipy lose Jiesh and many die in consequence. 

August Srd (.Sunday), — Fine, lovely, sunshine weather. 
August 4tb and oth. — Same weather. Tlie Commandt'r and the 
same company of Thursday and Saturday last, went out at day- 
break, and considered that a fence as above deecribei.1 might easily be 
nmdt* from the " Kromme hnom," liptweeu Harman's and Brink- 
iiiau's hiiuses, to ihf forest of the free sawyt.T LeMidert Cornelisa, 
of Sevenhuysen (whiib is near the Kloof I'aes). That the Hot- 
tentoos woiild not be able to drive anyoattlf through such a fence, 
and that it would be better ihun any ditch or entrenchment. The 
Commander thorefoic dtrided to lay the matter before the Council 
for discussion within a few days. 

This morning Corporal Elias tiiers. sent out on the Slst of last 
mouth to the Hont Bay and " Berghvalleijen," to tin- dalew and 
mountains of this Cape towards the wmth, in ordfr t" make a 
thorough exploi-ati'm ami diacofer the Ltotteutoos in hiding there, 
who, together with Ihe Konpmen, are continually causing us the 
greatest loss and trouble, returned, and reported that about 9 or 
10 o'clock lost Sunday m^ruing, ahout 18 hours' wtilk from this, 
the nearest way reckoned past lIuBiTgh Valley ami Mr. Van 
Goensberg, he had foiind the fi.st traies of Hotteutnos and their 
dogs behind different rooky mountains (Sohorbergen), so colled 
because of their height, steepness and rockiness, nearly at the 
furthest point of the Cape, and close to the sea-shore, just within 
the northern bight (\oord Kolk) rjf False Bay, or the southern. 
point of the Cape Itoc-ky Mountain land (Suhorberghlant), between 
two high steep mountains in a bend thoggeu) ; that following the 
spoor he had shortly afterwarls fonnd their camp, consisting of 
three reed huts, in which were \'i male adults and about as many 
women and children ; that he heard Ihtm busy making assegaya^

and miglit have suddenly suqiriaed them if their dogs had not 
commenced lo bark, when, linked and atstonifihed, they rushed witli- 
out a skin on their bodies from the rear of their liute. women, 
dhildren and all, and sought ehelter and hiding places amung the 
bushes and rushes. The men were all well known, and used to 
he daily at (he I'ort They called out to ub that they were Fish- 
men or Watermen, who had iwver had a rtbare in stealing the 
,ttle (as they said), thoitgli thoy had often been neon by iia steal- 
.ttle, Bonie of which still feel the effeuta of their aesegays. 
iral bad already advanoed so far in conversation with 
,t they would have aoou joined him, so tliat they might 
in captured without ditHuulty, if a musket bad not nuex- 
ly gone oft when they were on their way to us, They at ouoe 
fell baoK, and endeavoured to save themselves by Kight. ' )ur men, 
seeing this, did uot desire to have a fruitless journey, hut fired at 
tbim, capturing their chief Captain, fairly old (who naefl to be 
Herrys' comrade), and killing two othei-s. One of the latter was 
known to us as Siginmau, formerly kitchen servant of the Com- 
tnandor. Our men brought with them bis upper lip, as well as that 
of their chief nametl Trosoa, because he refuted to accompany us to 
the fort, and it was too difficult to carry him over the mouiitaina. He 
would otherwise have been a fine mate to be chained to Kerry, The 
third, after having reoeived his death wound, had fallen down the 
precipitous mountain to the bottom, so that we could not come 
near aim, and heuoe wo were unable to briug any part of his body 
a- evidence. However, our men, after baviug offered to swear 
that he bad been shot, and moreover must have been cruelied by his 
fftll from the stetp rooks, were given the reward for him also, that 
is together f6() for the tliree. The three huta, with everything 
they contained, about 50 assegays, quivers full of arrows, bows and 
skina, hod all been destroyed and thrown into the sea from the steeji 
ro'ky moimtains at the extreme end of the south-irn point of False 
h^y, so tliat the remaining 15 were left naked and completely 
deprived of weapons. These endeavoured to lie in wait for us in 
Bome narrow passages, beneath some steep rooky hills, where thoy 
rolled down suob heavy stones, that it was impossible to pass 
through, for the stones as they fell loosened others, which rolled 
down likewise. Anotlier yiassage therefore had to be sought 
ooatinually, as they were always waylaying im, though always 
TemuQing beyond reach of firi'nrms. We aocoi'dingly decided to 
return to the Fort, as it was impossible tu prooeeil with our attack 
on the 15 Hottentoos who hod esc^iped, but who were left so naked 
and bare, that they 'lid not even have a small skin to cover 
themselves. This, exclusive of the ^I killed, must be agreat loss to 
them, especially as they iiave also lest all their assegays, arrows 
and hows, and their bnts have been destroyed 

The three dead are. as above mentioned, the Captain of the tribe, 
who suooeeded Uerry, of fail' age, and named Trosoa ; the 
cx-kitohen servant, called by us Stginman, and by the Hottentooft* 
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Hpyhukn, oiip nf the most cmiiiing rasonls ; tlie third oouM not be 
identified, as he waa killed from behind, and fell down the steep 
iind rocky precipice. AmoDg the 15 Burvivors were the followicg 
clevpr rogues, who were daily in thi' habit of fetching wood for 
gomeone or another, and to do other work alK>iit the Fort, and 
everywhere iu the country among tho freemen, and who as a rule 
gave us the moBt trouble ; having always been jiresent everywhere 
as thtt principal champions in the war against ub. They are (tailed 
by the Hottentoos, Oarabinga, and by our peoplo "Platneus"; 
Egutha, tiliai " Hoogh en Laagh "' ; Mnsscha, "lion " Kleine 
Lubbert": Kaikana Makoukoa. fl/ws'"Claoa Das"; Kherreby, 
who has no Dutch name; Goegoe, iiliim 'KeeBJe Goegoe"; 
ileybinga, filian " UunB van Neureohergh "; Lout-hoeve, who used 
always to lead the plougliing team of Vrixiena' company ; Cieinto, 
ex-kituhon servant of the junior merchant, B. de Man ; Iloher, 
iilim "Willem 'de Vipser"; Beyniatioukao Darakou, cliiis 
" Orenbaro " ; and Quaseo, iili'in " Diknavel ". 

The otlier three wdre afraid U.\ come so near, so that we could 
mit recognize fhera. Those whose names are given belong to the 
Kaapmcn and Uerry's tribe, and stated that Doman and some other 
well known eharaoters wure in tlie Kaapmen Camp, near Saldanha 
Bay. 

August 6fh. — Beautiful weather, oloudy sky. The vineyai-ds 
were pruned, and a considerable portion of cuttings distributed 
among the freemen. It was almost necessaiy to force them to accept 
any, as they only wished to have a few to plant against their houses. 
But as tho Commander had hatl 2 morgeu of ground prepared for 
the purpose, on his wine farm {" Wynherg") begunlast year, hehad 
about 10 or 12,00(J of the cuttingw cnnveyed thither. 

The season is also appro>u}li{ng for planting and grafting 
the olive and all kinds of Home and Indian plants, so that 
the orchards nf the Company and of others will this year, 
be considerably extended, espeoialiy with thousands of orange and 
lime trees. But this industry is mainly confined to the oiohards 
of the Company and the private ones of the Commander, the 
agrioulturiste busyinp themselves with tho cultivalion of grain and 
gardens, in order to have the quickest growing produce and some 
speedy returns. They thpreforo individually plant but a few trees 
and but a small quantity of eweet potatoes, tliough they have been 
informed of the excellence and usefulness of this tuber. Wliorefore 
tho Commander intends to surround his whole land with the Fame, 
two roods in breadth, exclusive of corn and vineyards, that this 
vegetable may protert the ripe corn from fire, to which it is very 
much exposed in the dry seasim when the Hottentoos are aoous- 
tomed to set fire to the dry shrubs and grass, which can with difli- 
oulty be kept from the ripe corn without greon or boro spots lying 
between. All these necessary matters tho freemen were particularly 
and earnestly re(«nimended to attend to, espeoialiy in these times ' 
of war, and some have already begun to do bo, that is, those vhd ' 



_ lavp saved their CRitle, wlio are also veuturing to ploiiph again 
at our express exhortation, and under the protection of soldiera 
lent them for the purpoBe. Others ii^iu are planting their gnrdeus 
with vegelables, in ordoi to get out of them oa much as they can 
without sitting idle. 

August 7th. — Fine calm weather. The Commander went out 
to measure the exact dii^tance between the Fresh River at Jan 
Reynierez's residence and the sea shoi-e, in order for the reason 
already mentioned to oloee it ofE with palings. The nhorteat dis- 
tance was found to be 500 Bhineland roods ; the other (distanco) 
above the Kromme boom, above mentioned, will al»o be measured 
at once, in order to be able to decide with more certainty what 
would be the best course to ailopt for the safe custody of the cattle 
and at the least expense. 

August 8th. — Lovely calm weather Hottentoos again cbserved 
at different places above the oomlanda and behind the Table, Wind, 
nad Bosbergen, watching for cattle, but notwithstanding the people 
caooot be persuaded to pass that way armed ; for this day a free- 
man's servant, not being armed, was nearly surprised by 'i Hotten- 
tooB, However, he observed thorn in good time, and retired to the 
outlying horsemen, who thereupon ascended the mountain and 
found various places where they had lately been digging roots for 
food, but they had lu the meanwhile been able ?o hide themselves 
in Buoh a manner in caves or nnderwoo'l that they could not 
be found. 

Accordingly after dark ten soldiers armed with firelocks were 
sent out against them i nder Cor^ioral Mathias llenediotns, with 
ordert; to make a thorough search the whole night through, and to 
hide themselves at daylight and remain thus concealed the whole 
day until the evening, in order to see whether none of them oould 
be discovered. 

August 9th. — Woather rainy in the afternoon, and the wind 
northerly. Towards evening the Corporal returned, and reported 
tiwt he had been able to find nothing, Rtsolution : — " As we more 
Uikd more find that this brutal nation will not yet at present leave 
"fl« in peace, though they have twice already suffered considerable 
defeat and loss in their persons, weapons, and houses, both througli 
the Fiscal Gabboma and lately through the Corpoml Eliiia Giers ; 
hut as they are daily continuing their endeavours to rob the 
Company and the freemen of thi^ cuttle which they still possees, and 
aa it is almost impossible to dieo.iver a way by whith to prevent 
them from doing so, except with a force of many soldiers, kept 
expressly for the purpose everywhere outside in Uie veld, to tiici 
particularly great annoyance and at the unpalatably excessi'/u 
expense of the Company, for which reason the Commander hnd 
years ago already thought of means by which the cuttle could bo 
protected with less men and without such heavy expenditure ; and 
aa during the last days CBpeoially be had found, after much trouble, 
accompanied by his Counoillors, and the chief burghers and agii- 
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culturists, that tlio Freeh RiVPr Licsbeeck, from Jan Reyniersz's 
house to the " Krommen boom," above the house of Jan Manr- 
lense of Vreelant, inohiBive, if clrniod of wetrls, would lie so deep 
and Bteep that it would be impoBsible to drive any oattle noroBS it. 
except at three or four small placeu whivh could be easilj' deepened, 
and that hitherto the Hottentoos generally enisaed between the 
sea side and the said Jan lleinierBz, a diatnnoe of about 500 roods, 
and also between the saiil " Krommen Boom" and the forest of the 
free sawyer Leendert Cornelisz :of Seveuhiiyseiijadistanteof about 
11 or l,iifKI roods; be thought thiit this ford ujightbe deepened by 
digging or otherwise, but in cousequenoe of the sandy nature of the 
soil in some places, it was oonsidered that such work would not be 
jiermane it, and that it oould only be effected at great cijst, if made 
with palings and wicker work, whicli again oould easily be set 
fire to. In other spots again the difficulties would be almost 
insurmountable, in oousequenoe uf the stony nature and hardness 
of the soil, so that the work would be very tedious, heavy and 
mightily expensive, besides the necessity of daily guarding the 
cuttle with so many soldiers, without tit the same time being sure, 
as the Hottentoos tire ranch 1^)0 clever, that they will not get in 
among them, and in uoiiBCtjueuce of their nimbleness carry them 
off without our being able to reciipture thera except with horses (of 
which we have only four passably fit for work), and as many 
horsemen to be employed f'lr that especial purpost- daily, wliioh 
would not be less expensive to the Company. But for all that 
something had to be done and continued to be done. It was after 
luug ileliberntion therefore — as after all the principal objei't was 
to prevent the oattle from being driven off — ilecided that the least 
expensive course would be, instead fif spending a long time over 
a difficult and costly excavation, to erect a fence similar to tbose 
of the oattle miirkota at home with two high cross bars or beams, 
4A feet high above the ground and G inches in diameter ; and to drive 
the cattle daily towards it for inspection and observatitii, and to 
take care that the fence be nowhere broken or haclted to pieces 
during the nighttime by the maraudiug Hottentoos. This the lattor 
would only be able to do ouoe (during tlie night) without lo&f of 
life, or without being captured, for they would not have the cattle 
just quite ready to drive through the gap, nor could they easily and 
without any noise or violence steal them out of the permanent kraals 
made of goiad palisades, as the one would then be ready to second 
the other. In daylight, however, they find special means to carry 
them off, especially when it is dark hazy and niiny weather, and our 
men cannot use their firearms or see them approaching at a distance. 
All which having been considered it was resolved and decreed to 
have the two fences erected at once nn the places mentioned, 
as it was the cheajiest plan, and also because these fences 
could be protected by daily supervision, so that they would not be 
broken down, but kept sufficiently strong to keep the cattle in, as 
there would be on their inside sufficient fine pastures, without any 
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Jier comlaads ueor, lliaii those of the Company, SteveuH, Vrsdeii, 
Boomtjes antl Jun iieynieraz, about 170 morgen altogether. But 
no more ehall be given out for agricultural purjioses there, that 
there may always be autfioienf nasture for the cattle within the 
enclosure, in aooonlance with the well-oonoeived ojiinious and 
instruotious of Mr. VauGoens. It was further decided to attach two 
wottden watch-houses, twelve feet gquare, to the feuoe, one about 100 
roods from the Lieshceok and Salt Rivere, and the other on the 
downs on the coas', as the best look-oufa can be obtained from those 
spot", which &te likewise the most frequented thnroughforos of the 
Uotteiitous and Sahlauhure. A third wateli-house may also he 
erected between the free ttawyer Leendert Oomelisz and the agri- 
culturists I if Vasagie's company, on tlie south side of tlie " Krom- 
men Boom," opposite the clay-hiils and " Bosbergen," in order to 
graze under their shelter tlie plough oxen of most of the freemen 
and the Company. 

To hurry on tlio work as much as possible It was decided that 
the Company's woodmeu and carpeutera were to do the distance 
between the residence of Jan lieyniersz and thf seashore, together 
with the two watch-houBes so highly DcceESory, iiud to enlnist the 
other portion, the longest distance, to the free sawyer Leendert 
Cornelisz, who has eight workmen in his service, and who is there- 
fore suffioiently supplied with labour for the purpose. The work 
was aoconlingly offered to him at 16 stivers per rood — at the end 
of the work the end of flie pay — (payment as the work proceeds). 
lie had, however, to cut and prepare the timber in the forest hini- 
felf, which was afterwards at the Company's expense tn be brought 
to its deslination by the Company's men or hy freemen who might 
tender for that work. The timber was to be of tbo following 
dimensions : — Each rootl to liave two poles, eiich pole to be 6 inolies 
across at tlie thin end and 8 feet long, 4 feet of the same shall be 
charred and 3 feet of it planted in the ground, that it may last the 
longer. Five feet shall remain above grounil. Spai-s of the sami> 
thiokite^B and 13 feet long were to be fixed along the top of the 
poles and scarfed togetlier, and similar ones four inches across, lialf 
way dfiwD, so that the cattle may neither be driven over or under 
il ; with the further condition that 'he work shall be fioishe'l witliin 
three or tltree and a half months, and Ix! paid for according to 
measurement as beaconed off. one half in cash and the other half 
in reduction of Ids debt to the Company, so that in this way he 
will be completely freed of his liability. But he asked two or three 
days to ObDsider the mjitter, which wa« granted, the Commander 
intending to examine the proposed works more closely nest week. 
Jacob Meyderse, of Uuauen, who arrived here as soldier in the 
I'rm-rxtr lior/iil ou tlie 9th March last, and boeu employed as car- 
]>enter, liaviug been found to bo a good, induslrious workman, ia 
wmfirmed in that appointment at bis request with a salary of fifi 
per mouth, provided that he scrvis out liis time. Johannes Diel, 
of liuedenaburgh, iwlet, who arriveil here in th&Jin-dn on thn ■iOth 
_ V-.L VII. F 
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I6te. Odobelr, 1656, at f 10, and has been eince employed im mason, and 
~~ sinoe Maroh last as master mason, liaviug given full satisfaotioD, 
is confirmed in his rank as master mason at f 16 per mouth, pro- 
vided that he serves out his time. Thus done and reserved in the 
Fort Good Hope, on the day and in the year as above. — (Signed) 
J. V. Biebeeok, B. de Man, Abr. Gubbema, F. Everaerts, and Gysb. 
V. dampen. Secretary. 

During the evening the Commander's farm servants, and after- 
wards the Company s gardener, Cornelis Luytens, aud others, 
returning home from their work, reported that 5 Hottentoos had 
been at the hoiue of the agriculturist Caspar Brinkman, addressed 
the latter's servant, and asked for his master; that, however, 
as he was a new-comer they could not make him understand, 
Brinkman being at the Fort. He had, however, invited them into 
the house, thougli he was perfectly alone, but the Hottentoos had 
not the courage to enter. In the meanwhile they saw Cornelis 
Luy ten pass with a firelock and approached him. The latter, seeing 
that they had only one assegay among them, put down his gun so 
that they approached each other within range, and would have 
entered into conversation if the agriculturiRts Harman Bemajenne 
and his comrade Jacob Cloeten had not come out of their house 
(which was near) with their firearms, when the Hottentoos fled in 
the direction of the African Mountain Bange. 

The general opinion is that these Hottentoos had no evil inten- 
tions, as they had so exposed themselves, and that evidently they 
would have much liked to speak to us about peace and good will. 
Therefore, in order to give them a more favourable opportunity we 
adtnonished all our people everywhere, to attempt nothing against 
those who came unarmed, but to show them every sign of feiend- 
ship, in order thus to get them into our hands ; promising for 
every such capture the same reward as if such native had been 
made prisoner of war. But if more than one be captured in this 
manner and brought to the Fort begging for peace, only half the 
leward shall be given for the rest. The Almighty grant that 
everything may turn out for the best in acooidanoe with our 
rising hopes and wishes. 

However, the fence will remain necessary, as they can never be 
trusted, even if peace be made with them; for the less opportunity 
is left them the more secure will be our intercourse with tnem, and 
the ^ess chances will they have to steal and drive off our cattle, for 
it is the experience of the whole world that the opportunity often 
creates the inclination, so that the Company's woodmen and 
carpenters were ordered in accoitlauce with this day's Besolution at 
once to make the two watchhouses of wooden frames and planks. 

August 10th (Sunday). — Fine, lovely weather, 

August 11th. — Dirty, wet and windy weather from the N.W. 

August r2th. — The weather somewhat more favourable, with a 
slight S.8.E. breeze. The Commander, Fiscal and Sergeant left 
early this morning, in accordance with last Saturday's Ifesolution, 



1 foand that the Liesbeeok Hiver from the " Knunmen Boom " 
I tho forest of the free sawyers was in many places along its 
border cloeely ravereil with short, tliiok busli. Thinking over 
tliis carefnll.v, and "Qce more goiog over the dialonce, he conoluded 
tLat it would Iw unuoeoBsary to engage the free sawyer for the 
work, but to enul- se the whole distance of nearly 1,500 roods 
in length by t-onveying thick underwood {Krekel booraen) to the 
open spaces, as considerable ijuautitios were close at hand, which 
might be eut down by iJi'^ soldiers that ha^'c to be on guard there 
otntinually. aasiattfl by some woodmen. T'ms plan the Comtuauder 
eomraunicJited in the evi'uiogto the Coanu. fer their consideration. 
This day the captureil Hottentuo named dykeman died of the 
wound rfueived in the encounter with the Fiscal on the 19th July; 
and that no Uottentoos, not even Uerry and the other prisoner 
who have been long kept apart from the ilK>ci'aHed, should know of 
hifl death, the people were all forbidden, in case they met any 
Uottentoos, to inform them of his death, but they were to 
s;iy that he had been conveyed to Robben Island. This Horry 
and the others were also made to believe, and in point of 
fact this really occurred, for the hixly was ssoietly sent in that 
direction in a boat, but was on tho way let overboard with weigh's 
attached to it, so as to have lees trouble with the interment, and 
for other reasons besides. 

August l^ith. — Lovely, oalm sanahiue, but very cold weather, 
but there was a pretty severe frost during the night, and ice hail 
been forminl in various pools. 

Resolution. — " Decided to fence the Liesbeeok as proposed by the 
Commander yesterday, and to carry out the Ilesolution of Momlay 
last, regarding the 540 roods distance between J. Iteyuiersz's home- 
stead and the seamde, as no trees are to be found there, and the 
soil is very loose and sandy. Since Muodiiy the woodmen have 
already been employed to cut tJie requii-ed timber, and the oar- 
ppoters at the fort busy with making the projected three watch- 
houses, which are to be erected at once, as it is the principal spot 
over which om- cattle can in the easiest manner be driven off, 
and must be daily guaided by two boisemen and many 
■oldiers. 
Bi In onler to find out the condition of the Liesbeeok between the 
■■two fenoes, whether it was sufficiently deep and steep, it was decided 
to order the freemen to clear it the breadth of two feet on the side 
of the undergrowth, each one as far nu his land extende<l, that it 
miglit be deepened wherever neceasivry. This would render every- 
thing more secure, dispense with many soldiers, who have in 
addition to tlieir ordinary duties to protect the cattle, and might well 
be excused from being employed at the river works, though should 
the number otcattle increase they will have to take charge of it wheii 
dopaslurt-d on the outjiide of the fimti\ But in the la'.ter ease all 
available men ou foot and on hurs<'hack will be required, for even 
now, with all the thoroughfares guarded, it stiU remains very 
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diffioiilt to protet't the oattle from tht-se iinpuJeiit aud nimbU 
HotteiitooB. 

And as the free aiwyer Loendert Cornelisz rclitsfd the olfop 
made to him by the OommftndfT, as the amount was in his Dpinion 
tuo little (sixteen stivprspprrood), and as tlie Company is provided 
with but a few woodmen and carpenters, it wna decided tu engage 
4 of his men at 10 st. per '/Urn, witli food ; to be employed at tbia 
most indispensable work, and to hurry it on as muuh as jioBsibh 
that the nest ships may take as many men away to Batavia ai 
possible, &(?." — (Signed as above ) 

August 14th,— Calm, clear weather, like yesterday. The sloog 
sent to Elobben Island with the following letter to Ityck Overhageai 
— " You now receive two rams for the 40 ewes left, also a mak 
and throe female goat*, to see whether they will breed there bettes 
than here ; alwj some purslain and St. Helena Born'l seed, whioh 
find the pigs very foud of, as well as the niarsh mallow, or ' kosfr 
jesbladeu,' wliich we intend to cut out as sods and send over, ofl 
and on, by the Schapcu/whIJi; whenever it returns hither froiu thi 
Saldonha Bay, unless the sixls previously sent are alroaily growings 
This you must let ns know for our iofurmatiou. Send the ba^ 
back at once. Some tree seeds are also sent yon. which you muaf^ 
s')W all pJong the wall ou the inside in uiidug earth, as in tht 
course of a year they will grow higher than the wall, and so afTow 
better protection against the wind." — (Sigmd) J v. Uiobeeck." 

During the aft*riioon one of the horsemen brouglit word that 
(hey had seen three Hottontoos on the southern slope of thfl 
" Windberg," where, however, in consequenc* of its steepness, they 
could not be pursued ivith horses ; orders were accordingly given 
to go out during tiio night to look for their fires and endeavour to 
catch them, 'llic horsemen also raid that as soon as they saw the 
Hag on the redoubt " Coomhoop" hoisted half mast, and a little 
flag on n pike pointing towards the spot wliere the said Hotf onto<ia 
were seen, which is the sigual agreed upon, they ran up the motm* 
tain as fast as deer, clcaily perceiving that the signal referred to 
them. 

August 15th. — Clear weather with a fairly stiflf S.S.E. wind. 
The horsemen returned at nightfall and reported that tbey had 
not been able to discover the Hottentoos anywhere. This day s 
lion appeared among the plough oxenof the Commander, wounding 
two 80 severely that it was necessary to kill tlicra ; four soldiei 
stationed at the outer giiani hearing of this oame to the aseistaiK 
of theUoinmandor'sfanuBervantB, and after much trouble and mani 
shots finally killed the lion. One of the soldiers, however, nemi 
Guilliame de Bunje of Disselgera was attacked by the lion, whiclT 
wounded him with its claws, bit him iu the arm, and scratched him 
with its claws in the liand and buttock, but not severely, so that 
as they are only flesh wounds, they will, with God's help, soon heaL 
The reward for killing the linn was paid to these men, seven i) 
number, viz., the wounded man received seven and the other ai 



each three, altogpther twenty-five gulden the amount fixel by 
Ht. Cioeits for thu killing of a lioa or tiger. 

August 16(h. — Reno/it/ hii : " As tlie eiirtlj- works of Ihe foi-t. in 
consequeiice of their slope oiin ba easily soalu I, espeuittlly by these 
nimble HottentiHM, &o., and the palisades whiuU huve 8urToiiQde<l 
them hare mostly decayed, ao that by n sudden rush they can 
easily be broken, it waa decided for the batter strengtliening of the 
fort to erect a. sti-ong stockade all round below on the berm, con- 
sisting of rundles (sporten) eight feet long, ffiur iiiolies brood and 
two inches thick, just like the kraal made for Ihe cattle. The 
making of these nuidUs win eutrusted to the free sawyer Leendert 
Comellfz at 3 stivers each, the tops to be pointed, provided that 
they are fetvhed from his place by freemen at the Company's 
expense. 

Tielraan Hendricxz of Utrooht, baobelor and 27 years old, free 
farm labourer Berviujr Commander J. van Riebeeck, having engaged 
himself to Mayken Ilendricx van den Bergh, a native of CooltjeLS 
plftat, 3-1 years old, and widow of Jacob Tlieunisse of Cooltjenfl 
pliiftt, late free burgher here at the Cape, requesting that ihoy 
may be united in lawful matrimony and tiiut tlieir first l>anu8 may 
be published to-morrow after the sermon, the Coiimil resolved 
OS ihese persons are free and unencumbered, and engigt'dlono one 
else but to each other only, as confirmed by tbemrnoaili, to grant 
their request and to have their first banna published lo-mori'ow 
{Sunday) and the seoond and third on the two following Sundays, 
in order after the third pubHcation to be lawfully married by the 
Seeretary of the Council (as we have no minister) before all 
the public" (signed as above). The S.S.E. wind still blowing stiftiy. 

August 17th.— The S.S.E. wind etili blowing. 

August 18th (New moon). — Calm, seasonable, briglit sunshine. 

Not only did the guinea slaves show symptoms of insubordination, 
but it was also discovered timt they intended to run away and take 
refuge among the Hottentoos ; the males were accordingly all 
chaiued, so as to prevent loss to the Company, for if this strongly 
built and daring people wore to join our enemies, they would be 
able to do more mischief than a hundred times as many Hotten- 
toos, besides teaching the latter the art of war, as stmie of theui 
hav« been present in the European war in Guinea. 

Some soldiers sent out this morning to drag the spars from the 
fonat, which had been out ilown and prepared by the woodmen 
last week for the fence to be erected to prevent the cattle from 
b^g driven off, liavin? shown a disinclination for the work, the 
Ktoal was sent thither this morning, but as he was obeye<l as little 
M the Corporals, they were ordered to appear before the 
CcmimaQder, who, with the Fiscal and Sergeant, had proceeded to 
the furthest frontier, as far as the free aawyerii' forest, in order to 
oonsider and fit tlio position of tlie fence, &o. 

'i'hese soldiers. 19 in nimiber, having appeared before the 
Contoitvader, their ringleader was discovered, and being bound. 



conveyed to the Port. Disotpline was aooordingly restored aminu 
the rest, who were left there m charge of a Soi^eant and Corporal, 
in order to carry on the work with all diligence, &c. 

The Uominander, ha\4Dg retumod home in the evening, found 
the following letter, hrought from Robbeii iBlaml in the Bicoayan 
sloop : — " Sir. — I received in good onier the rams, goats and seetls, 
which will he sown as direoteil. There are atill SS sh<>ep, and the 

figs S4^em to thrive well. I send you snme of the green stuff which 
saw them eat, but as at present there is still a large quantity of 
green grass, it would be a good thing if they would eat the green 
stuff menfioned, which always remains gi-een, during the dry 
Reason. In that case there would be enough for 2,000 pigs, as the 
island is full of it. I also return one of the sods lately sent over, 
to let you see how they ai-e growing. As the sloop was windbound 
here so very long, the men went nhout sear<^hing for eggs, aa their 
food was consumed, and I also gave them rice ho long. Amongst 
other things, they brought me a snake, which being openenl, a 
rabbit was fonnd in it ; <ine of tlie last lot brought over by me. I 
would like to have two other slaves, as the twj here at presout 
wish very miioh to be at the Cape, so tliat I ran get no work out ol 
them, though I were to beat them dead. I also send you 20 lieron 
eggs and some of the llottontoo earth nuts." — [Signed) K. Over- 
hagen. 

August IQlh.—Rrxohitioii : " Whereas yesterday, some showed 
unwilUngness to drag tlie wood works out of the forest, which had 
been pi-epared as a defence against our enemies, it woe decided, 
in order to prevent such insuborliuatiou in futiu^, to pn)niulgato 
tlie following extract from the " Artioul Brief " (ArtioIeB of 
Agreement between the Company and those taken into the ser- 
vice), and to give a copy of the same to the Fiscal to be handed 
by him to the sergeant superintending the works in the forest, to 
be published and affixed by lum there also. 

Section 108, — " All military officers and soldiers, and if neces- 
sary, all other servants of the Company, no one excepted, shall be 
bound both for their own seourity and defence, and in the service 
of their High Mightinesses the States- General and the Company, 
when ordered by the Governor (funeral and Councillors of India, op 
of anyone else placed in authority over them, to work at the making 
and repairing of Forts, Batteries and Entrenchment walls or other 
works, without receiving for it more than their fijod during the 
time they are employed, in addition to the pay proviilel.' 

And whereas somf ypstorday began to aot contrary to this regu- 
lation, and refused to carry out the service due to the Company, 'he 
Cimraander cud Council havedecidcil to make this sect i >n publioly 
kuown to ihe people aul all others, ant alfiv it witii the exnreis 
orders that every one shall oonduot hinnelf accordingly, on pain 
of such punishment as iscu^tomiry t'> li ' inflicted on such disobe* 
dient persons, viz., those who permit them.^elves to hj led astray to 
be expelled from the array, and the instigators to he punished oor- 
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iporally or oapitnlly according to the exiffenoieB ot the case." . . 
. . . — (Signed by) J. v. Itiebeeofc, It. de Man, Abr, Gabbema 
(the sergeant absent with the workmen in the couiitrj], and 
(J. V. Campen, Secretary. 

In the evening the Fiscal returned and reported that the fence 
was being well mode under the anperritiion nt the flergeiint, and 
progressed Katii^factorily, as well ns the one aguinst which there 
was objection yesteiday, for as the ringleader liiid boen brought to 
the fort, the otliers went prndontly and industriously to work. 

Aagust 20th. — Onliuary day of prayer. The weather somewhat 
luEy. During the night the S.S.E. wind commonood to blow 
■tiffly, with drought. 

August 22nd. — Fine calm weather. The Commander went out 
early to inspeft the works everywhere. He found the pega -pega 
(= fence) eoniraenced from Leendert's forest, already 600 roods 
advanced; the Company's ploughs were still going, and the free- 
men were everj'where generally busy with tlieir gardens — the 
sowing of ooru having nearly come to an end. What has been 
sown will have to suffice us during this year of trouble. May the 
Almighty aave the ensuing harvest from being burnt by tiia 
Hottentooa, for tlien we would reap more corn than liv^f. year, as 
the growth is showing beautifully almost everywhere. To-day the 
two Guinea slaves of Herman Reraajenne were reoapturud in the 
lower end of the Bos river, wliich runs down from the Cnrapnny's 
forest, and where their rendonvous had been, and they had formed 
a fine shelter, so that the slaves of the Company and of the bur- 
.ehei-s might have had an inducement to follow their example. 
■This, however, praise be to God, was prevented in good time last 
'Mond.iy, and all were again rivetted in chains, hut the one who 
had brought baok his mate was set at liberty, and appointed 
watcltman over his countrymen and slaves of the Company, of whom 
he is one. 

August 23rd. — Rainy weather iji the morning. 
August 24th (Sunday).— Cloudy sky. 

August 25th.— Ditto, This morning the frame work of one of 
wa'ob houses was carried to its destination very early by four 
wagons oE the freemen, and the Commander having pointed out 
the site, the carpenters commenced erecting it, and quickly covering 
it with planks. It is 1^ ft. square, 8 ft. high, with a protruding 
breast work of :{ feet. It is named " Uyt Kyck," as it is being 
placed on a high sandhill near the seashore in order to enclose the 

Eaaaage between Salt River and the beacb, and prevent our cattle 
pine driven off by the marauding Hottentoos, &o. To-morrow or 
UiB day after, the masons will also commence work at the other 
watchhuiise by erecting large outside buttresses of stone, a.s there is 
not sufficient timbir at the works for b^ams and joints, and that 
WB m*y the smncr be ready and in a state of defence. But to be 
ao ready and in a proper state of security, we do not neglect 
garden or field work ; both defensive and agricultural w.irks ore 
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IMO, advanced toeetlier, whilst at the same time a careful watch is kept 
"" over the cattle, &c., so that hardly anyone is left at the fort to 
protect it if attacked ; however, there is as yet no fear of this as 
regards these natives. 

August 26th and 27th. — Fine lovely weather. The masons 
set to work on the other watch house for which the stone has for 
the most part been brought on, whilst the woodwork for the roof 
and the beams are nearly all lying ready between the Salt River 
and the Fresh River Liesbeeck on a hi^h hillock well covered with 
bush and sandy, right in the middle of the passage or ford of the 
Hottentoos. Here the foundation for the structure has been 
laid, which will bear the name of " Keert de Koe," and is fully 
340 roods distant from the watchhouse '^ Uyt Kyck,'' the Salt 
lUver running between both. 

Resolution : " Whereas the free miller Wouter Comelisz Mostert 
of Utrecht has commenced to make a new watermill, as the horse 
mill sent from home, and long ago erected in a proper building 
with all its appendages, can no longer be used in consequence of 
the cattle of the oompauy aud mostly of all of the burghers having 
been stolen, and as it has further been found that even if we had 
sufficient oxen they could acquit themselves only with difficulty in 
Buoh a horse mill, and moreover that such a mill would annually 
require the exertions of many oxen, with wliich much more neoessary 
work might be done in connection with wheat farming ; and whereas 
the aforesaid free miller cannot make much progress in his work, 
and the biscuit last landed from the ships, together with the rice 
and pearl barley are running low, so that it is indispensable that 
the mill shall be set working in order to enable us to bake henceforth 
bread of the present harv^ here at the Cape, of which there is 
enough in store to last us for about six mojiths ; it was deemed 
most nighly necessary to assist, at his urgent request, the aforesaid 
free miller in finishing his watermiU — which is fairly successful, 
but in other respects evidently very slow in grinding — that the 
Company and free burghers may the sooner have the benefit of it, 
but on this condition, mat in case the expense of making the mill 
shall be foimd to be too heavy for him to pay, the Company shall, 
under those oiroumstanoes, retain it for itself, and recompense him 
for his work, as far as possible in aooordanoe with proper taxation. 

And as, as already mentioned, the pottage is running to an end, 
80 that it will be impossible for a long while to provide the people 
with spoon food as is done on board ship, and has hith^o 
ben OQstomary here in the ease of the common people, as no 
huAey can any longer be taken out of the ships arriving here — 
baoose the latter are generally not too abundantly supplied for 
the rest of their voyage to India — iz was decided, until further 
ordeiB shall have been received from the Directors, who have been 
addresMd on this subjeot, to distribute food money to all the 
Bit I ittts of the Gompany from the first of September next, as is 
4 in India, exoepting the sink in ho^tal, for whom shall 
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always be catered separately aocording to ancient cuBtom, that 
they may every day unjoy their proper rations; and to add to tlie 
fix^il, money, instead of 4(1 lbs. of rice per month, £10 Iba. of biscuits 
or 40 lbs. I'rwihly baked bread as the times may allow ; being 1^ 
Uis. per duy for each person, f>r 9^ lbs, freshi bread per week, 
nreoMing to the accounts wtiicli may be referred to in the business 
and pay DOiiks; but the soldiers, as long as they are em ploy efl at 
the fences or any other wo)-k», iiliall hs long as the latter last, and 
betnuse they will Hnd little t,o buy therf, be provided with H lbs. 
bread and Mb. pork daily wiihout food money; and as the workmen, 
as well as the soldiers, have to watch during the night, and the 
soldiers have in addition their expeditions and gaard duties, the 
food money shall until fiu'ther orders be divided equally among 
tliem; at the same time, on the other hand, the custom of giving 
each man every morning ?( a " Mutsjen " of brandy shall be 
resumed, excepting those exempted from mounting gunixi, as the 
nights are uold ; so that the men may feel less ioolination to spend 
their food money in the taverns. It was also decid«l, tor their 
greater oonvenienoe, to privilege certain Town i-eaidenta living near 
wie Fort, to sell them all kinds of shop and chandlers' wai'es, 
provide<l that tliey bought the same for cash at the Company's 
stores, out of which, iu addition to the beautiful Cape fitihenes, &<?., 
milk and butter, abundance of vegetables, grountl and garden fruit 
will be obtainable in sufficient quantities, as auxiliary toud. And 
that all may be able to make a living ami no one set up a monopoly, 
it was decided to regulate tlie prices as follows : —

value in m«mey« to be borne by the <telleT, oue-third of the wares 
to go to the informer, that the pe«»ple may be abk to siibsist h*»re 
oa their fo ^1 or ration money, aod iS|>ecially that the butter may 
not be kept baok so much for the airival of vessels, in order to 
obtain the liighest price, as has often ere this ocooired to the great 
ino(>n?enienee of the residents here. The Fiaeus is therefore 
offieially charged with the duty of attecding to this earefollv, per- 
t$oualIy and otherwise, and without distinction of persons^ 

And that pigs mar be bred m >-^ Abundantly, it is uuderstoo I 
that every burgher linng in th^ u«»ghh>urfaood of the foci th dl for 
the pre:)eut keep no less than seven* sis S'3\fs and one boar, being 
at Ubectj to s^ all beyond that number at the prtee^ ab>Te fixed, 
aad to whom lie likes ; tliat isi pioviikd thai •veij town buij^lMr 
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has preTiouflly been provided with the required number. To that 
end every one of them slial! receive in freehold as miioh land for 
carrots and ntlier gnrdcu produce ;ia he deems ueooBsary, those ex- 
cepted who poaeess land in the country, in order not to divert the 
ftgriouUurists from rearing corn, tliis being the moat important of 
ull, in order to auifer no want of bren<l or other grain. 

For nei'essary reasons it was also understood that the town 
Imrghers near the fort sliall besides pigs be also permitted to keep 
Hutch sheep, but shall not be allowed to kill any of them before 
they have raised 50 in number, including 2 rams for breediug 
purposes, and then only rams and wethers. The town burghers 
may sell the ewes, however, to one another at reasonable prices, 
that everyone may be enabled to breed the above-mentioned 
nomber for himself, that in this way the Company's ships may 
obtain better refreslmients. The agriculturists are permitted the 
same privilege, independent of their Cape sheep. Everyone 
ia also permitted to sell all kinds of wares obtainable in the 
Company's stores, with the exieption, however, of agriculturists, 
tavern keepers and tapsters, who are excluded because of their 
great returns (Slyiagie), that those who keep shops may the better 
be protected and also be able to draw tlieir little profits. Everyone, 
however, is permitted freely to stU Cape butter, milk, eggs, fowls, 
geese, ducks, and all other birds, fish, fruit, and what-jver else 
is obtainable or breolnble on land, in the water or in the air, 
pscepting eom and cattle, whioh the Company alone shall nego- 
tiate as it thinks proper. 

The above subject to the approval and further consideration 
of our Lorfls Superioi's and the High Government of India. 

Thus done, &c." Signed as above. 

August iiSth. — A light westerly breeze. During the past night 
the freemen's vessel the Peiiui/ii returned from Dassen Island with 
some eggs, birds, and fish. l)uring the evening their other vessel, 
the Zfrliinri, also returned from Saldanbo Bay laden with salted 
seals' flesh for the slaves. Also the Company's decked boat called 
Ret SflKipenitirJitJp laden with 9 full casks of the same meat 
tii^en on board i-it fmsMii/ in that bay from the aforesaid Saldan- 
hai-B, whilst our men Av^re staying there, and the land surveyor, 
Pieter Potter, was busy to survey the bay, siund and chart it, in 
order to put the whole in proper form, and whii'h he has since done 
as instrnoted on the 29th July [last. They had twice seen Hiitlentoos 
there, onoe seven and {? again) nineteen, who hail bpen on the 
Sohapen Eiland in the freemen's vessel, having mutually treated 
eaah other well. No cattle, howevor. were nhtaiiied from them, aa 
they were Bauoh Itingors, who subsist on tisli, and are well known 
to our people. They certainly, as they said, had beard of the 
Kaapmen's mbheries, but they bad never had had a share in them, 
and were at present staying between the aaiil bay and the Cape. 

August y9tb a'ld -^Dth.— Lovely dry weather; sinoe last 
Sunday a soldier has been missing named Lnuys Lake, who with 



the ooneent of the sergeant tad gone out early in the morning in 
order to oatoh some " Klip iish " along the beach of the donmB and 
tlie toil of tlie Lion Mountain. This ie generally domi; lie had 
been seen there by the free miller Woiifer Comeliaz: Mostert and 
the free tailor Elbert Din-kse, but after that nothing more was 
heaid of him, though he had been anight for until this day. It is 
therefore presumed that he must have slipped off the i-ook and tlius 
fonie to hie end, or he may have been detitroj ed by some wild 
animal, as no Hi>ttentooB have been seen in the neighbourhood. 

August Slst (Sunday). — Fine weather and wind as above. 

September lat. — Full moon. A drizzling rain in the morniog 
with a westerly breeze. 

September ^nd. — Drier weather. The Oommaoder went out 
again with the Fiscal to make a general iuG{jectioii. lie found 
everything pi-ogtessing well, and all fairly busy. The stone watoh- 
house named " Keert de Koe " wa.s so far finished that the upper 
wiMxlwork and thateli, prepared at the fort, and alrea<ly itonveyed 
Ihither, will ]ire8uniablybe ftaishedthis week as well as the wrKwIen 
walclilnmse. There will likewiMj be no great hitch in the pega- 
pcga for the enclosure mentioned, as under the sergeant's BUpenn- 
teudenoe, so that the fMioe of paliBades and trees between the two 
watchhouses will soon be cotnpleleit. The woodwork for the purpose 
has nearly all been out this week in the forest, and will soon be 
ready; so that with God in the van, the work will soon be eom- 
pleled, if the Hottentoos will only, us they have done some time 
hit ly, leace ns a little in jienco, when lh>-y will not he iible 
80 easily to cwry off our ca'.tle as they used to do, but on the 
contrary will find more obstaoles. 

September -Ird lo tifli. — Mostly loose, r.iiny, fructifying 
weather. All in every direction busy planting vegetable, garden 
and ground frnit, also many kinds of European fruit and foreign 
lemon and orange trees, aot'Ordiug t" the preMHnI time ol' the year. 

Septemlier 7ih (Sunday). — Fine, lovely weallu-r. 

September Ht!i. —> ory dark dry mist this morning. The 
Oommnnder went out again for a general iuapectiou. 

September 9th to 1 1th. — Generally the sime weather. Nothing 
particularly occurred except that the Commander visitoil various 
places during these three days. 

Septoraher I'^th. — Uaiu in the iiioruing — diier weather in the 
afternoon. This day the olothes, head and some bones of the 
missing soldier were tmmd below the tail of the Lion Mountain, 
abf.iut 30 roods from the beach; the brain pan liad already been 
bitten otf, so that it is ]jresumed that lu- must haxe been kilk'd hy 
a lion, h'om which animal our people sometimes sutfer loss and 
attack. 

September I3th.— Fine smumer-like woatber in the morning. 
The Fisou* inspected the remains found, and had them huried, &c. 

September 14th (Sunday). — Calm, dark weather. As a beacon 
fii'o was obaeiTod on Ilobben Island dui'ing the night, the Schapeii- 
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jaehtjen wm immeiiifttely despatched thither with the following 
tetter: — " To Rjk Overhagwu,— Tlie Sfhapvitjachtjen is sent you to 
inquire what was the meaniufr of the signal fires during the night, 
and to bring you one month's jirovisions, une bushel of barley iinil 
oats, two rabbits and two Ei'iuiite slaves in place of tlic obdurate 
pair whioh you have (here. Let them daily carry on shells, which, 
however, are not to W left so low down on Ihe heaoh that thoy oan 
•gain be washed away. If your fires do not mean auythiugparticu- 
lar, and it is not neoessury to send us immediate information, then 
have the boat filled with shells and seud her over so ladeu, oven if 
the shells have to be fetched (put on board) by the boalmeu, ihe 
male aad female slaves. We would also like to know how the pigs 
are thriving, and whether the sheep aro increasing, also the rabbits, 
&.■." — (Signed) J, v Kiebeeek. 

September 15th. — l-'ine weather. The (lommaniler was out and 
tried tlie fence mado of branches like a poga-pega. Some of the 
strongest cattle he ordered to be ohasud against it to see whether 
they could break through it ; but it proved quite stnmg euougli. 
It is more than 1,150 roods long, and was made in 20 days by 30 
men. The only difficulty is that it is very much liable to be bnmt, 
and tiherefore three tire wafflhraen were appointeil (to take care of 
it). Three carpenters in the forest were also ti.ld off to prepare 
the woodwork for the tiiird watcldiouse, which will lie near the 
forest, and Iiurriedly to erect and cover it with jilauks, and to call it 
" Uuud den Bui." The C!ommapd«r also once more inspected 
the Liesboeck, and left instructions that the plaoes where cattle 
might possibly still be driven over should be mai-ked in order to 
consider the cheapest and speediest manner iu which to further 
deepen and strengthen them, &0., as at present tlie llottentoos 
leave us in peace, and accordingly allow ns time for the purpose. 

To-day the Pifijinjti, the vesst^i of the free Saldanhars, arrived 
frim Dassen Island with 4 half aums of nil and some fish and 
eggs, bringing news that last Siinday tliey had seen a ship at sea 
to the westward of the island, which evidently, in oonsequenoe of 
the continuouti Cilms, Is lying iu Ihc ueighboui'hood and doing it« 
best to reach this bay, into which may the Almighty bring it safely. 

September I6th. — Fine, lovely weather, with a westerly breeze 
(new union). The other boat of the free Saldanha traders, also 
arrives from Dasaon Island vritli 3,720 lbs. seals' flesh for the 
shives, and 4 half aums train oil. fish and birds. 

Septt'mber I7th.^ — ^Windand weather as yesterday. The Sc/tttpeii' 
Jiu'htje arrives in the aftornoou from Hobben Island ladeu with 
shells, and the news that llir Jhr luid Ifrii HijlUeil to iioli/i/ to us that 
their provisions were spent, and l/m/ oiu- o/ lln- xown luul HflerM ; 
also that the sheep were again beautifully fat and sleek and had 
increased to 4t>. That the rabbits were getting on well, and that 
the rock rabbits were commencing to brood finely. 

September 18th. — Uainy weather iu the morning. The Suhajmi- 
jaehtjr: having been disohargeil, was again made ready to proceed 



tn tlie island witli the following leUer to Eyk Overbagen : — "At 
your request we send you some ourly kaie, black radishes, carrots. 
turnipB and other greens which havp run to seod, for the pigs; 
they should bo eut up and boiled with the dish wash and given to 
the pigs ftt certain times, in order to aeoustom them to reiuuiu near 
the house, and especially that the young pigs may be better reaiiMi. 
Ample room oau De found for them in the large stable yard, and 
they should be pri.>vided with gi'aas beildiug. so that good luauui-e 
will be obtained from them as well as from the sheep for the little 
garden there, which you must sow full of curly kale, You 
must also sow some in all directions on tlie island, tiigether with 

Siurflain, of wliicli we send you a whole chiildion (hoed). In St. 
rielena it is the befit fresh food, and therefore should be zealously 
cultivated here ; for as the pigs ore still in small numbers there, it 
is therefore the best time now to undertake this work, so that soon 
this vegetable may become so abundant (hat it will be impLissible 
to eradicate it. The curly kule seed tteut must be sown on a 
small plot in the garden, and when about a span high traDs]i1ant«d 
two or three feet from each otlier, but in well manured soil- 
Attend to this carefully, as besides rabbits, pigs are exclusively to 
be bredthei-e, as wc do not dare to send any more sheep thither. 
We hope, liowever, that the 4(j will multiply sufficiently ; the 
wethers you shall from time to time send over whenever we require 
any for the ships. 

The Sc/mpmjai'hlJ'ni shall take in another load of shells as soon 
as she has disobai^ed the soils, whidi if laid down next each other 
will grow suffioioctly well. The greeu stuff on them is also good 
pigs' food, as we havi' observed hurc. 

If the huUow tree used tliere for making and containing the 
hoga' wash be uot sufficiently lai^e, let us know, and we shall send 
you 0116 or two more, and fill the boat with carrot leaves and 
other greens lA which there is a sufticieut (tuantity here in the dry 
season. The pigs will no ^oubt also find food iu the bulbs and 
roots there, whii'h the Hottentooe eat, and which as tleny tells us 
are in abundance there. 

We also send jou tobacco for a mouth for the two female slaves, 
that is, one pound. 

In the Fort, &e.'' (Signetl) J. v. Etebeeok, 18th September, 
1669. 

September ll>th — Cloudy weather, and the wind variablo. 

September 20th. — The same weather, with a fresh S.8.E. breexe. 
In the afternoon the watthhouse " Kyckuyt" signalled that they 
saw Uotteutoos. At once the nutlyiug horsemen and free fisher- 
men proceeded thither, as well as some men from the fort. The 
horsi.'men, who were the first to reach the spot, discovered that 
the HoltentooB, as they were holding up a flag, belonged to 
Oedosea, and had \4ilh them 7 or 8 sheep, as well as Eva, the 
interpretress, who having also met the men from the fort, entered 
it as friends.

After brinf^ing grepting from her brother-in-law and cfinnnunica- 
tiDgflomenewBof miall iniporluiice, she said that lie had ordei'ed her 
to inform ub that the Kaanmen had come to him with the request 
that he would give them Lva in order to beg us tlu-ough her to 
give thera peace, luit that Oeilawia hnd replied that they had 
Boman. who as well as Eva had been brought up in the Gfover- 
nor's house, and was sufficient master of Uutob, but as he was 
heavily wounded, having in the encounter with the Fiscal been 
shot by tlie superintendent of the stables, the bullet entering 
behind the shoulder blade anil passing out through the chest, wliilst 
three others were as heavily wounded aa himself, and as no one 
else among them would venture to ajiproach ns he had agreed to 
permit Eva to bring ub the message, and to say that they (jlfered 
to return half of the stolen cattle and sheep, as the thieves had 
eaten the rest, as well as the Dutch sheep which they had stolen, 
i!to. Upon this Eva was asked wbetJier Oedasoa had not replied 
that that was a bail offer, and that they ought to offei twice as much 
as they had robbed us of. She replied that he had told them to 
offer as mucii as thoy had stolon from us, and that Oedasoa was in- 
clined, if post<ible, t^ bring it, with the request that we would be 
satLafieil with the offer, for he had upon their ceaseless entreaty 
promised to act as mediator Thoy were acconlingly UAd that when 
they were roafly to depart we would inform them of ouj' decision, 
Ac. 

September ^^Ist (Sunday). — Fine, ualm, simsliiny weather in 
the morning. In the afternoon S.S.E. wind commenced to blow 
stiffly. Eight aheep were bartered from the Saldanhars. 

Conversing with Eva she tuld us among other things that the 
Kaapmen were very much annoyed with Doman, accusing him 
daily of being the cause that they were deprived of the beautiful 
enjoyment of interoom'se with the Dutch, from which now they 
must remain banished, besides the luss of eight of their best and 
biaveet men, and ttu-eejexolusive of Doman, lying severely wounded, 
not without danger of dying of theij' wounds ; so that the dis- 
union among (hem waa vei'y great, and not lees the weeping and 
wailing among the women ; moreover, the Chorachouquas, who had 
lost two of their bravest men iu the encounter and had thus drawn 
our atttmtion to themselves, had also Be[iarated from them, after 
Bome of them had for that reasiin already committed slight acts of 
hostility against them (the Cjiapmeu) ; so that they, feeling 
heartilyashamudoft]iemselves,haviugmade matters even much worse 
than they were, had laid their heads on Oitdasoa's bosom in order 
to ask us for peai'e through hiro. Oediisfia had therefore sent 
Eva to US, kindly to reipiest ua again to receive them graciously 
and in friendship as before, as at present in oonse<iuence of their 
doings, they found tliemselves surroundeil by enemies on all si<ies 
and did not dare to rest in quiet a single day, fur they imagined 
that they heard the Dutch firing in every direction and dreaded 
be overwhelmed by them at any time. 
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1669. lEva having been asked whether they did not doubly deserve it, 

~ &e., replied " Yes/' and that her brother-in-law had told her the 
same, but if the Commander would this once forgive the poor 
wretohes (these were her words), Oedasoa would do his best to 
make us content, by enabling us to get back all our cattle. In 
reply to all this she was told, that if they broughtjall the cattle 
back we would speak of peace because of Oedasoa's request, but 
certainly not on their account, but that some of their principal 
men might accompany her to the fort, &c. 

September 22nd. — Stiff and dry S.8.E. wind in the morning. 
During the forenoon Eva and her people left with the 
above-mentioned reply, taking with her also some presents for 
herself, Oedasoa and his wife, as well as her companions. But in 
passing the redoubt Duynhoop, and finding no one there except 
the black wife of the freeman Jan Sacharias, they took from her a 
pair of tongs and an axe, and also beat her. She called to Eva, 
who, she says, refused to come, but slapping her buttock with her 
hand, passed on. 

This evening news was brought that 13 Hottentoos had been 
seen this morning near the Bosheuvel, who had passed above the 
pega-pega or fence that had been made on the slopes of tlie 
Bosbergen, right behind them through the forest of Leendert 
Comelisz : and on their return had again passed through that forest. 
What their intention was, or still may be, remains unknown ; one 
thing is always evident, that one never kaows what one must 
believe of Eva's message or this people, and that we must continue 
to remain carefully on the watch and take care. Seven of the 
cattle herds were accordingly at once despatched under commaud 
of a corporal to the forest of Leeudert Cornelisz: with orders 
to warn the freemen ia all directions as well as our men at 
the Sohuur to be on their guard, and after that to station them- 
selves at Leendert's place and the neighbourhood to find out what 
attack the Hottentoos intended to make, as it is feared that they 
may make an attempt on his Faws and other tools, or on the 
Commander's com fields and homestead at ^* Bosheuvel," which is 
situated at the extreme frontier, and for that reason the most 
difficult to be protected. 

September 23rd . ~ Same weather as yesterday. The Commander 
went out early in the morning and met the corporal and men at 
the Company's orchard, from whom he gathered tnat the Hottentoos 
had attempted nothing, and that nothing more had been seen of them. 
He took the corporal and 4 of his men with him, thus having only 6 
men with him, in order as usual to make a general inspection, 
that every one, seeing the Commander daily busy in all directions 
and at hand, might the better attend to his work, and should any 
Hottentoos be in the neighbourhood that they might know that a 
careful eye is kept on them, &c. 

September 24th. — Same weather as yesterday. Not a tithe of 
the force of the wind felt behind the Table Mountain among the 



ooni lauds. During the nfterLuou a ship unived, bui wne ]>reveulo<l 
by the strong 8.E. wiiids £i\>iu roaobiug her proper borlh, aud had 
to aiiohor in the mouth of tlie bay. 

September SSth. — Pine lovely weather in tlio niomiug. The 
officers of thevessol laud early and reported her to bo the Erminas, 
£toiu Batavia ou tlie Kith Jaiitiary latit in company of tlie return 
yacht Naariieii. In about ^4 S, lat: she had between the 2!)th 
aud 30th March, in consequence of severe gales and damuge to her 
etern, beeu parted from her cousoi't, aud compelled to make 
for the Comoro Inlands, where she had lain at Ansuanny and iu 
on unknown bay of MadogaBcar, whence she had come liitlier, liav- 
ing lost 30 men by sickness. They were very poorly supplied wilh 
food aud provisions, as they ouly had six casks of meat, two ditto 
pork, three leaguers arrack, thirty or forty cans of oil, four league re 
of vinegar, and five thimsand five hundred lbs. ot rice. This was 
all to serve 8t) men. liegording their adventures they gave the 
followiug estrat't from the ship's J oumal : " On the 27th January 
they reached the opeu sea through Sundas Straits aud sbajied their 
oouTBe for the Cape. Between the SHth and 30th March Ihey 
were overtakou by a. Buvere sturm aeeompunied with hail ; decided, 
as the ship was so leaky, to make for the Comoro Islands for repairs. 
Finally tlioy reached i he Island Ausuaiiiiy, where they found a 
small English yai'ht, equipped by tho new United British Society, 
named the frigate Surafia. She had oallnd on her way at the 
coast of Guinea aud was proceeding to Persiii. With tlm friend 
they sent a narrative of their niiafoitune to tho Company's residents 
there. 

Ou the 1st July they left the roadstead Zamodo, where they had 
intended to remain to await the good monsoon — that is, until tlie end 
of August or beginnuig of September, but they were forced to 
leave on account of the eudemial sickness, which sometimes iu the 
harvest seasou attacks tlie uatives also, and was daily attacking 
the crew very violently. They lost 17 men liei-e, whilst 30 or ■i& 
of their strongest men were laid up still, (iud grant all a gracious 
relief." 

Ajs the current continued against them, it was decided ou the 
17th to seek ehelter on theooast of Madagascar in 15^ or 16° of 
S. lat. In this they succeeded, arriving on the 2511i in an unknown 
bay, where they provided themselves with water aud fuel. 

After a stay here of about a month they left on the lUth August. 
Twice they had sent boats up the livor towards the interior iu 
order to explore the country aud obtain provisions. The first boat 
had met people, but could do nothing with them as they were too 
timid, and the secoml relumed after three days' absence without 
having scGU a living being. It is strange to see such a large 
coast iMjuntry uuiuhabited, as Madagascar is said to have more than 
i hundred Kings, but according to report execrable devastations 
are in all diioctious committed by (liese barbarians among each 
other, so that a multitude of puoplu dwelling ou the coast, finding 
VoL VII 
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1669. themselves too weak for defence, have retired to the mountains. 
~" Hence the western {shore of this huge island is found so desolate 

and deserted. On the 23rd August the skipper, Daem Pietersz 
Lei}', after a long lingering illness expired in the Lord ; and seven 
days later one of the military, " so that hitherto after a painful 
voyage thirty persons have to this day died." On the 25th 
September, praise be to God, after a passage of 8 months and 10 
days from Batavia they finally reached Table Bay." 

September 26th. — Cloudy sky. The Eraamm brought to her 
proper anchorage. 

September 27ih. — Cloudy sky. The following Resolution 
adopted : — "Council strengthened with the officers of the ErasmuSy 
its ooatswain and skipper, Cornelis Lodewyckez and Mangus 
Ueyndricksz, passengers on that vessel. After mature delibera- 
tion it was agreed that the vessel might, after having undergone 
the necessary repairs, be able to leave about the beginning of 
March, in order to continue its voyage home by the course 
round Scotland and Ireland, as ordered by the 17 on the 22nd 
August, 1658 : that smaller and weaker vessels performed the 
voyage safely in the vnntor season, &c., and therefore there would 
be no reason why the Eranmus might not do so likewise ; that she 
shall therefore bo provisioned from the outward bound ships 
touching here ; that instead of barley she shall be supplied with 
rice for the homeward voyage, as the outward bound carry no rice, 
and that so long as she is here she will be provided with refresh- 
ments out of the gardens ; that every man instead of rice shall 
receive 4 lbs. of bread per week, and to comfort them further after 
what they have endured, they were allowed at their request te 
receive out of tlie provisions still on board and saved during the 
voyage, besides the 4 lbs. of bread (as said provisions were already 
very old and nothing particular), 1 lb. pork on 3 meat days ; 1 
" mutsje" oil, and 1 do. vinegar, with 3 naif glasses of arrack per 
week. Every other day they shall have a sheep and vegetables, 
every day as much as they can eat, vnth 8 or 10 lbs. of rice and 
rich soup, according to the discretion of the officers. 

It was also decided to take 12 or 15 men out of her in order 

during these war times to assist us in cutting the wood required 

for the f enoe, and so be kept from idleness, so that we may be able 

to commence at the river uso, in order to put it also in a state of 

defence, so as to be able to stop or turn the cattle. It v^as at the 

same time resolved not to allow the Portaguese on board to land, 

'tiiat they might not be able to spy out the Company's affairs here."

_ t wiag fiiio weatlior ; also to mark off tho site of the third watoh- 
house, the timber for wliicli was now roaily. Ho namerl it " Houd 
don Bui,'' He also selected 21 men to strengthen the river where- 
ever it was necessary, and. to steepen the banks to prevent tho 
cattle from being driven h-.toss by tlio Hottentooa as often men- 
tioned. And as many of the moa of the Erfismm appointed to 
drag the timber for the fences out of the forest have oeen found 
rather weak, he allowed some of them to return home, intending 
to-morrow or the day after to go on board and see whether 
the rest were as bad <jr in any way unwel!, in order to deoidc 
witetber they shall be made to continue their work or be excused. 
October let. — Bark weather in the morning, with a N.W, 

tfOotober 2nd. — The N.W. breeze bccomiugstroiigor, with a little 

October 3nl. — Calm weather in the morning. The Commander 
on board the Eraxmiix. He fmind the discipline good and the 
beautifully obedient to tlicir offioers, but they were generally 
of an unhealthy colour and appearance, J fence it was decided to 
employ none at tho forest, except those who requested it of their 
own free will, and who were promiawi after having finiBliod 
tbe work of dragging tho timber out, a month's (cslrii) wages 
on account, as allowed to our own people, lo give oaih m;:n 1 lb, 
tobacco, and instead of 4 lbs. of biscuits weekly, to give them and 
all the seami.'n 5 lbs. fresh bread, half wheat aud half rye, and 
those working in the forest 'i lbs. of the same kind of bread i-'atli, 
weekly. 

To-day the captured Hottentoo was sent to Itobbeu Island in 
tjbs Schapenjacbfjv with some black radishes and oarrots, whicli had 
s to seed, for the pigs. 

October 4th.— Fine weather. The forest workmen return in the 

tft«moon. twelve men of the Enixmiitf having been employed there 

this week with our men. It was left to their choice to return 

on board, but i>f their own free will they requested to be allowed 

to assist in dragging out the timber as long as they were here,

pctober 5th (Sunday). — Dark wealhcr. Dry N.W. breeze.

October 7th. — Slightly windy weather from the B.E. RenoUt- 
tion : — Council meets to discuss the affairs of the Erastnm and its 
departure. 

October 8th and 9th. — Good weather, with variable breezes. 
Renolutioiiy 9th October : — ** The Eranmrn provisioned from the 
MaUuca for 6 months, in order to be able to proceed home. As it 
would be contrary to orders of Directors to let her depart alone, 
and also very unsafe on accoimt of the English and Swedish 
privateers, which daily capture and rob our ships, it was further 
decided to keep her here until the departure of the next return fleet, 
that is until the middle or end of February next. The officers of 
the vessel, however, demurred, and wished to leave in December 
alone, taking the straie^ht course, as they said that the ship by 
lying here so long would not be able to keep up with the return 
fleet. 

Jelle Henrix, of the Cuynder^ who arrived here in the Zwarte 
Vm on the 4th June, 1H53, as sailor, at fo per month, and who 
remained on Madagascar with the French since the loss of the 
lulp^ afterwards went on board the English yacht Cai/tarifui^ and 
reached the island Ansuanny on the 27th June, 1659, where heeu' 
tered the Company's service on board the Eraamm, is, at his request, 
and in consequence of his ability, and also because his time has 
expired, re-engaged for three years as arquebusier at fl2 per 
month. 

Willem ComeUsz, of Rotterdam, who arrived here in the Achii/ea 
on the 15th July this year as trumpeter at fl2 per month, and 
offered at the same time to take the gunner's duties in addition, 
having been examined and found fit, is given the latter office also, 
with a salary of f20 for both offices." (Signed by) J. v. Biebeeck, 
&c. 

October 10th and 11th. — Wind and weather as before, with now 
and then a stiff S.E. gust. The men of the yacht Erasmus 
excused from further work and sent on board again. 

October 12th. — The same weather as above. 

October 13th and 14th. — Strong S.E. wind in the afternoon. 
The freeman Fieter Jansz came to report that near the Bosheuvel 
he had been surrounded by 9 Hottentoos, who after some con- 
versation, had requested him to obtain a flag from the fort, in 
order to enable them to converse with the Commander without 
being molested, &c. This was given him, together with a soldier, 
whilst three of the mounted men were told off to follow him 
unperoeived. At night he returned to the fort with some of 
Harry's people called watermen, who on the 3rd August last had

witli thpir huts, wives and children be agaiu pormittod to dwell in 
th© neighbourhood of tho fuvt, in order to serve us by fetching 
wood, water, ami catching fish, &l: That they had no cattle iir any 
wealth, except what they got r.iit of the sea by fishing, which has 
benefitted the common people very miich. 

Being asked if they did not know wliere the Kaapmeu were at 
present, they said no, and that they were not such good friends as 
to meet often. They hail, however, lieard a while ago that tliey 
luwl placed themselves under the protection of Oedaaoa, and that 
~ ■ that privilege he had received from them several cattle stolen 

im US, so that they believed that they had with the others retired 

' ibIo the interior. 

Bptng asked whether they would not go and search for them for 
lis. they replied that they could not very wpII do so in a hurry, but 
if they were allowed to eeltle near the fort., in oonrse of lime the 
Kaapmen would no doulit visit them at night and at unreasonahle 
houTri. and thus endeavour to find an opportunity of again speak- 
ingot peace, &c, 

Herry had been placed behind a thin pai-tition where ho could 
hear all that th^j' said, that we might find ont from him whether 
they told lies, &o.. but being afterwards interrogated he said that 
they were all of hie pofiplo and had spoken the truth. 

The matter was therefore referred to theOouneil for consideration, 
ftnd tr-morrow it will be decided what to do ivith these 9 Hottentoos, 
whether to let tliem go or to detain them, &c. 

Oetober loth.— The S.S.E. wind stillblowing. Itrmhtlmi; "As 
the S,E. wind prevents all noraniunioation with the ships, so that 
the officers of the latter cannot possibly attend tho meeting 
renpecfing the Hotteniooe here at the fort, and as this matter can 
brook no delay, but requireB immediate attention, the Council after 
mature deliberation decides that it would be contrary- to all justice 
aud fairness to detain as prisoners persons who although enemies 
(although they plead that they ore guiltless of the thoft of our 
rattle) voluntarily offer themselves to make peace, &.c. — ^themoreso 
as no dependence can be placed on these naked fellows, whilst 
tiiT-ir detention would create such ill-feeling and distrust among 
ihe r&st, that those in whom the Compnnyhavethe greatest interest 
i^fjiild never be trusted in this neighboiuhood again — whilst if they 
were allowed free access as before, as requested by them, and the 
miachief done by them be winked at, the rest would venture with 
more confidence into this neighbourhood, and thus we may in duo 
time find a better opportunity for proper revenge, or taking such 
other steps as may be found most beneficial for the Company and 
tiio public welfare ; tnd the more so as at present the fence (in 
course of erection lo prevent the cattle from being driven off by 
tho Hottentoosl is not yet finished, and we can do little more (ban 
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1059. protect our cattle with all our might, and which is very much dimin- 
~ ishiug in consecjuenoe of the consumption of the shipping, so that it 
is necessary to consider liow best by barter to .obtain others and 
more ; which certainly could not be effected by detaining these per- 
sons, much less if we desire to entice the Kaapmen, our principal 
enemies, so far back to us in order to enable us to take effectual ven- 
geance on them, as we might often have done before, and wo hope by 
giving these men their lioerty in course of time to be able to do 
again, or at least so far that they may come to be reconciled to us 
and re6toi*e some of the stolen catde, and with more security 
enable us to trade with the others, which they are now, through 
Oedasoa, preventing us from doing, endeavouring to prejudice all 
against us, so that an antidote is urgently requii^ and no better 
one can be found at present than by permitting these watermen to 
come and go mthout molestation ; the more so as their people 
cannot be prevented from spying out everything about us. Aiid 
as we are making our position stronger every day, it is to be 
hoped that they will feel less inclined to disturb us, provided, 
however, that a strict watch be kept on everything and we remain 
on our guard in every direction, continuing with diligence at the 
fences and other defensive forts. . ." (Signed by) J. van 
Riebeek, &o. 

In consequence of this Resolution the aforesaid Hottentoos, 
provisionally pardoned by us, were set at liberty, and conducted by 
the Fiscal past all the freemen's dwellings ; and they were told, 
if they returned, what parts they were to avoid, and which 
roads tlioy were to take, &o. 

October IGtli. — New moon. Fine, calm, warm, sunshiny 
weather in the morning. In the evening the house of the freeman 
Uendrik Boom was burnt to the ground, caused by the careless 
heating of an oven. 

Oclober 17th. — A fine rain fell in the course of the evening. 
Four of the above-mentioned Hottentoos came to the fort in com- 
pany of the Commander, wlio had been out and had met them, 
riiey said that to-morrow their mves and children and huts would 
follow with the rest of their i>eople, and that they would settle in 
the neighbourhood, &c. 

Octob(jr 18th. — ^N.W. breeze. Tlie boats of the freemen arrived 
from Dasseu Island and Salilanha Bay with a quantity of fish and 
egga. They brought news tliat they had seen some of Oedasoa's 
people, and some of the tobacco thieves there and bartered from 
them more than 20 sheep. Cattle had also been offered them, 

iiiob i^'^7 were obliged to refuse, as they had no means to trans- 

tliem» aud moreover had no merchandize to barter for them.

Hit Sr!/<i/irn/ii(/i(/i- ilcs- 
utolied to Snldnnha Bay with the following memorandum for the 
"niid eurveyor i'ieter Potter :— " As wc gatlier from tlie tree 8a!- 
ilanhit traders that thr CochoqiiasarG onoampeil uour tiiat bay, and 
are inclined to trade, we have decided to send you ''i'ik lbs. ooppor 
wire, 4 lbs. tobacco and 4 doz. pijioa, with which to barlersheep, ah 
many of wliiuh as may be poa^^ible yoa shall convoy hither ; but in 
'lase you find no opportunity of trading there, you shall take on 
board and convey hither the sheep placed by the free Saldanha 
traders on the ' Suhapen Island ; ' and as these men ure off auil 
on buBying themselves with tlieir fisheries, their vessel may be 
employed to earry some over ; but should you meet with trade, they 
sh^ liave to transport their sheep themselves. 

" But before you leave the bay you four altall, as instructed, 
mxMed overland, and endeavour to find out whether St. Helena 
Bay does not e.itend near to Sahhinlia Bay: sound, survey and chart 
it, as exactly as J^aldanhn Bay has beeu done, with your observations 
r«ganling the facilities for water, fufil, timber and otlier wood 
OS well as the nature and situation of the mountaius, hills 
valleys, Ac, which you shall likewise esaraine from the Oliphaut's 
hoek onoe more, in order to be laid dowu in the general chart, as 
haa been done in the ease of this 'linapland.' For this roa«on 
esjieoialiy you are sent thitlier with the assurance that you will 
properly perform your duty in this respect to the besi of your 
ability, and with proper notes for the benefit of the Company. 
With (his we wish you a pleaaaut out and homeward trip. . , ." 
— (Signed) J. v. lliebeei^k."

Ootober 21st. — Heavy S.S.E. winds. Cloudy sky and a slight 
" rain in the morning. During the night there wnro also alight 
showers. As the wind abated during the forenoon the Sr/iripeit- 
jitc-htje and the free Saldanhara It-fr. 

Rfm/iitioii : — " Whereas it appears from the confession of Sergeant 
Allert van Hafte and other examinations, that uo other evidence 
tain be obtained than that he had this morning stabbed Gillea van 
Unyden in his breast with liis small sword, in oorisequeitce of 
wliioh the said Gillea died, as appears from the report of thi- 
siirgfioii and the personal inspection of 'he Commissioucrs ; and 
whereas the said sergeant confessed that he had wtmmitt^d the crime

After this Reaolution the officers of the Malacca received their 
orders for departure, and the letters and papers for th ir Houonrs 
at Batavia, including the documents connected with the sergeant. 

October 22nd. — Clear weather. S.S.E. breeze. Malacca leaves. 

October 23rd to 25th. — Fine, calm, warm weather. 

October 26th (Sunday).— Ditto. 

October 27th. — Calm weather until the evening, when it began 
to blow heavily from the S.S.E. The Peguyn^ boat of the freemen, 
arrived in the morning from Dassen Island with some fish, eggs 
and birds. 

Resolution : — " In acKwrdance with our Resolution of the 27th 
August last the free miller was so far assisted that his water miU, 
which he was unable to put up without assistance, is now in fine 
working order ; and as the time has now arrived for him to decide 
whether he wshed to hold it as hLs own property or not, and he, after 
mature reflection, finding that the expenditure still connected with 
it will be great, evt^n before a house has been built over it, it stand- 
ing at present merely under a shed to enable it to work, decided to 
abandon the idea of buying it, but to request p^mission to hire it, 
as he did not see how ho would be able to get such a large simi 
together, and feared to incur such a heavy debt with heavy 
interest. The Council accordingly agreed to take over the whole 
work for the Company for f218 12 st : 2 penn : foregoing the ex- 
penditure incurred by the Company in order to assist him since 
the aforesaid Resolution was adopted ; and further to build over 
it a square fire-proof stone building, without a separate dwelling- 
house, but just intended for conducting milling operations; the 
water wheel to be also covered in to protect it from the sun ; so 
that it is caloulafted that it should be 18 x 23 feet x 13 feet ; 
above that a breastwork of 3 feet and the cap, which might at the 
same time serve as a granary. This the carpenters are to commence 
at once, so that as soon as the mason work is finished the timber 
may be immediately put up and everything properly finished oft. 
Tlie expense totalled up will not be much more for this water power 
than that required if horses or oxen were used, which would 
naturally be kept back for the horsemill, and so injure the progress 
of agriculture, as we have discovered. 

And whereas the said miller, Wouter Comelisz Mostert, has lost 
much by his fruitless labour and expense at the watermill and 
accordingly requests, as there is no other miller at the Cape at 
present, to be the first to have it on hire, his request was granted him 
on reasonable terms, and that he shall retain the monopoly as Inng as 
he is able to serve the Company and the public. He shalli however, 



supply his own labour, and be respOTiBible for fire cause'l by heat, 
quick revolution of the rail! or nthfrwlso, caused inside by him or 
hia people, or those whom ho may permit to enter with fire, fuse, or 
lighted pipes. Tlie cenessary repaira and all breakages shall be 
defrayed Half by himself and half by the Company, though the 
Company has accepted the mill ami retains it as its own, and will 
make the loft for storing the ' grain in it, so that the miller will 
have for hia use only the ground floor with the mill works, scales, 
and bolting hutches ; all which if broken shall be repaired at the 
ooet of the Company and himsiilf in equal ports; in case of fire, 
however, he alone shall btar the loss that ho may take the better 
oare, &c. And whereas ity last year's lleaolution of the 26th July 
he was allowed 2 stivers for grinding com and 1 stiver per bnshel 
for malt, 1 lb for meal dust, and whereas thure is at present greater 
tranquillity, it was <leoided whore the freemen liail no money to 
pay, to adhere to the aforesaid weight of meal dust, and to take for 
the grinding of grain one-aixte mtb of the quantity to bo milled, 
whether it ba wheat, rye, barley or malt, one-half for the miller 
and one-half for the C'ompany, and which the miller shall deliver 
otiee a week to the dispenser at the Fort aoonrding to the vouchers 
with the Company's mark, to be daily obtained from the dispenser, 
and without whioli he shall not bo permitted to grind the least 
quantity of grain on penalty of a fine of Ris. 25 fiirtue first. Rds. 50 
for the second, and for all the successive oBenees committeil during 
the same year R<ls. 100, with annulment of thee nlract To all 
this he sliall bind himself by oath, but it wa« deeme'. bi'st for the 
presenf not. to attach any lease to it, the object ehit'fly being to si-o 
Ihat for the present no more is milled, consumed, or wasted, than 
i-an be spared, that it may he made to go as far lis possible. 

The sixteenth portion of the wheat Falling to the miller shall be 
paid him at the rate paid by the Company to the freemen for their 
grain, whilst for the pn^sent everyono hhall recoivu his monthly 
ration of wheat, namely one bushel per Itead, children included, or 
more than 40 lbs., from which 50 lbs. of bread can bo baked 
uooording to a trial made, but for unweaneil children only half 
that quantity. 

And as it is believed that of this quantity a portion will remain 
over, which people might for the sake of tlio profit, as we have 
already discovered, endeavour to sell in the form of bread, it was 
decided, after a proper caleulation had been made, to fix the follow- 
ing priees on bread, expressly interdicting all, whether baker 
or anyone else, from selling at a deai-er rate, subjeot tx) the penalty 
of forfeiting the bread found too light in weight, Rds. 20 for the 
first and Rds. 40 for the second olfeni^e, and in case of a third one 

Mvier punishment in a<ldition, ho tliat bread shall not be sold to 

B public or til" ships at higher rales than the following: —

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1659. And that the burghers and others be deceived as little as possible 

•"" tlie Fiscal shall at least once a month, when he deems proper, 

make the circuit with the two burgher councillors and inspect the 

bread, and without connivance pay particular attention to this, 

without distinction of person, &c. (Signed as above.) 

October 28th. — Stiff S.S.E. winds in the morning. 

October 29th. — Calm weather. l)ied in the hospital Jan Oor- 
nelisz : of Alkmaar, soldier, and Cornells Hendricxe Hogerbeets of 
Hoom, arquebusier, both left behind ill by the ship Malacca. 

October 30th. — Full moon. Calm weather. 

October 31st. — Dark variable weather in the morning, followed 
by a very stiff S.S. Easter. 

November Ist. — The heavy wind continuing. This day the 
first Dutch rose teas plucked at the Cape from one of the rose trees 
that arrived here last year. The cherry and medlar trees are 
blossoming (P sprouting) finely ; also some small orange trees. 

Those who have sown early in May are already reaping their 
barley crops. 

November 2nd (Sunday). — Calm warm weather. S.S.E. wind 
in the afternoon. 

November 3rd, 4th, and 5th. — About the same weather. During 
the afternoon a fine dry N.W. breeze. 

November 6th. — Dark, cloudy sky. Wind N.W. with drizzling 
rain. 

November 7th. — The same weather, with now and then a pelt- 
ing rain and the same wind. Early in the morning between 6 and 
7 o'clock the freemen's vessel Penguin arrived from Saldanha Bay 
with some fish and eggs. The Schapenjachtje also arrived with 18 
sheep bartered by the freemen, and temporarily placed by them on 
the Schapen Island. They had found no trade, but nad heard 
from the Beach Rangers that the Cochoquas had retired inland. 

The surveyor Pieter Potter had visited St. Helena Bay, but had 
found it very much exposed except against the S.E. winds, with- 
out water or fuel, very arid and stony, and accordingly not advisa- 
ble for ships to call there, it being merely an inlet (inwyok). But 
the Elephants Point of the Saldanha Bay he had found to be fine 
agricultural land, well provided with water and fuel. It oould 
easily be converted into an island which might be stocked with 
cattle and pigs, as well as at St. Helena Bay. It might also be 
provided with a redoubt to protect it from all nations, which the 
Commander intends personally to inspect, as the English are taking 
possession of St. Helena, to find out whether the plaoe mi^ht not 
serve as a harbour of reftige for the Company's ships missing the 
Cape ; and to do so before the English hear of it and make a 
settlomeiit there, and so exclude the Company from this beautiful 
bay. 

Itesohition : — ''The freemen having yesterday been reprovided as 
far as possible with draught cattle and milch cows (namely, those

November 8th. — Cloudy weatherand variable winds, mostly from 
the west. Tlie Scfitpciytir/i/Je despatched to Robben Island with 
the foUowmg note to Ryk Overhagen : " We send you 40 old and 
young pigs. Let us know how the others are getting on, and 

I whether tlicre will be enough fond for them to enable us to 
pnpply you wilh giijens. How arc the sheep and rabbits getting 
? Let the yacht always return laden with shells. 
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"Always attend to the beacon fires when at nightfall veesela aro 
ill sight, aooordiog to provious orders. If you ure in want of fuel 
Ipt us know, that we may send you a supply. Commemling yon t« 
the gni,«!e of God, your friend." {Signed) J, v liifboeck. 

Niivomber f'th, — Cloudy weathar in the morning with a westerly 
breeze. 

November Ifltli ami llth — Gontle westerly breeze in the 
morning. Stiff S.E. in the afternoon, with heat and drought, as 
usual at this time of the year. 

November J2th and 13th. — Continuous S.E. winds, whioh 
going down in the forenoon eommenOBd again during the night. 

November llth. — ^New moon. Calm morning. 

November 15th. — The same, with & westerly breeze. 

November 16th (Sunday), — Misty weather in the morning; 
westerly breeze. Dnring the night the 8i.hapi-nj<ivhlj'- returned 
from liobhen Island with the following note to the Commander; 
"On the l-"lth the Srhiippiijni-hlji' was despatched with a isargo of 
sheila. It suffered much on auuount of the heavy wind, broke from 
its auohors, and was driven towards the rocks, but fortunately 
auooeeded in reacliing a small Bandy bay. The rocks, however, 
greatly injured her, as you will yourself see. 

" We only received 36 pigs and 4 troughs (baok). Six are 
already dead and more will follow. The young ones have v.q milk 
in the legs, and the old are so lean that the skin keeps the bones 
logother, Those first sent are as Ent as it they had been fattened. 
The rest I will manage lo put flesh on as we are nut in want of 
green stuff, and young 'duikers' and eggs can be obtained in 
sufficient quantity. AVe only want two slaves to oaixy tlie goods, 
as the two females are employed collecting shells. The number 
of slieep at present is Vi, so fat that they shake. I have also a 
young kid. 

" The rabbits iiiorcaso well. In all parts of the island six or eight 
rabbits are found together, but mostly at the southern end. 

' ' Wo shall not neglect the beacon fires. This is attended t< i every 
evening. For the present we hiive enough fuel. We send you 
six fishes," — (Signed) R. Overhagen. 

November ITth. — Cloudy weather. Wind as above. About 
midnight the S.E. began to blow stiffly. 

November I8th — During the aflernoon the S.E. wind cwised. 

November I9th — Wind and weather as during the previous days, 

November 20th, ^Isf. 'HtlA. — Geuerilly rha same weather. 

November 23rd (Sunday). ^Lovely sunshine iu the morning, 
with a westerly breeze. 

November 24th. — Same weather. Towards evening the 
Sc/m/>cpj/icfi(/e left for S.d.lanha Bay, having on biard Fiscal 
Abraham Gabbema, with the skippers Mungus, Houdrios and 
Curnelis Lodewyoksz, in orler to explore it in aciordance with the 
followiug iuitruati<>iid : — "To make a further e.>£amiuation; and 
inquire into the following, viz. : — 









English appear to take posaesaioQ of St. Ilelena for 
, aad aa we have since this iaformation ugiiia loDkod 
about for a harbour of refuge for the ships that in (ijusequonoii of 
hoavy S.E, winds are blovwi past the Cape, and as we have fouud 
Saldaiiha Bay the most suitable for the purpJBe, as pointed out by 
')iir friends who have offered to make the iaveetigatiou, and as wo 
hiive deemed it expedient in the intereHta of the Company, we 
have readily iioceptttd tlieir offer, and fitted out the Schitpenjachlje 
lor the purpoae, at the same time Jotting down by way of 
memorandum the following points to be attended to : — 

" Whether the nearest and furthest water on thi laud or iu the 
valleys of the Oliphants Hoek, Eietvlei and watering plaee 
could, by being opened up, be made serviceable for the ships ? 

" Likewise that in the Lacua Bay, whioh. aet'ording to report. 
can be led down in a furrow 't 

" How the Oliphants Uoek at its narrowest could best be fenced 
in with poles, enclosed with trenches or otherwise, in order t'j 
prevent the cattle from being driven off by the Hottentous ? 

" Where best to build a redoubt or other kindof fort as a defence 
against European attack, and how ? 

" Wliether the shores are so unapproachable, and the land is so 
situated, that one rould uot convoy artillery to the redoubt, iu 

lusequenoe of the hilly nature of iho beach aud the lockineas of 
ooast everywhere V 
Uow to fence In the gorge of the Riotbay, whether by troucli, 

il*j, or stone wall— like the sheep kiwil at Robben Island — in 
order to serve as a pig run, the rest of the ground to bo used for 
agriculture and pasture lands. 

" \^ hether there or anywhere else any suitable timber, poles, aud 
stones are obtainable, or could be easily procured elsewhere. 

" Aud besides uotioiug the state of the water, also to examine the 
character of tho soil for cultivatiou. from the largest area of the 
Oliphants Uoek to the watering ]ilaco inJusive, 

" Also to examine the groeu stuff tliat would bo suitable for pigs 
beliind the Rietbaaij, and whioh you may inspect on your way on 
Bobbeu and Dassen Islands, so that you may know what they like 
beot and generally eat, and so bear it in mind yonder. 

" You shall also examine ou the aforesaid islands how the Dutcli 
and St. lleleua purslain, the Gape "seyer" (P savin), "malve" 
(i'malluw). "sparry" (P spargel — wild asparagus), and other 
greens are growing ; also how the pigs, sheep, rabbits, and cuneys 
thrive. The Fisoua has sufficient knowledge of these mattera. 

" For digging the water at the places mentioned, you will take 
with you two shovels, two spades, two piokases, two crowbars, and 
^ 'O spits, with provisions for one montn for 11 persons. We hope 

■ee you together back again in health and safety, which God 
grnut. (Signed) J. van Riebcetk and R. de Man. 

November 20th. — A stilf S.S.E. wind towards evening, which 
oontinueil until the morniug of the 26th. 
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1669. November 27th. — Cloudy, changeable weather, with a . liitle 

'"' rain and thunder, which is hardly as heavy here as the lightning 
and thunder at home. 

November 28th and 29th. — Cloudy sky, with a westerly breeze 
and a little rain. 

November 30th (Sunday). — The same weather. The Sea Lioti^ 
boat of the freemen, arrived from Saldanha Bay wi'ch dried fish 
and the news that the Schapenjachfje had met their other boat, the 
Pentjuin, last Tuesday in the moutii of this bay, and given her 
24 sheep, of which 21 were put alive on Bobben Island. After 
that the Penguin had returned to the aforesaid bay, followed the 
next day by the Schapenjachfje^ after having sufieied some damage 
at that island as regards anchors, in consequence of the heavy 
S.-Easter. After that Dassen Island had been visited and 
inspected, so that they had only arrived in Saldanha Bay the day 
before yesterday — ^that is, Friday — where the freemen had 18 sheep 
running on Schapen Island, which since their departure they, had 
bartered from the Hottentoos, who were still encamped there. 
Shortly after their arrival, the Fiscal, with Skippers Mangus and 
Cornells Lodewyksz, went to them with the object of continuing 
the barter, but what they effected these persons did not know, as 
they had, in the meanwhile, taken their departure as soon as their 
other boat and the Company's vessel had also arrived there. 

December Ist. — Cloudy weather and westerly wind imtil the 
eveuing, wlien the weather cleared up and the S.£. breeze set in. 

December 2nd and 3rd. — Same weather with varying breezes. 
The Sea Lion returns to Saldanha Bay to continue its fishing 
operations. The farmers everywhere busy harvesting their brown 
wheat and rye, which were most successful almost everywhere. 
The barley also yielded fairly and everyone almost has his crop 
garnered or stacked. Thank Ood, the white wheat promises 
equally well, which, however, ripens later, and will to all appear- 
ance yield a splendid return this season notwithstanding the 
hindrance caused to agriculture last season ; if it only pleases God 
to permit us to garner it as safely as appearances hitherto pro- 
mise, as no disaster has as yet been caused by the wanton 
Hottentoos, who have threatened to set fire to the com, which may 
the Almighty prevent. 

Itesolutiony 3rd December. — " As, thank God, at present the 
raising of wheat has so far advanced that we can already be fed 
from it, and have commenced to bake 40 lbs. of fresh bread every 
month for the garrison and the workmen indep^dent of their 
lations, which bakins; caases great trouble to the Company^ to say 
nothing of the additional staff to be employed for the purpose, and 
as we have for a long Yhile already hinted that free baking will 
be allowed, and as at last Louwys Richart, inside cook, and Claas 
Lambertse, of Alsmear, outside cook of the Company, have 
requested, in consequence, free papers for the purpose ; and as 
they have baked the first loaves for the Company's servants, and as 
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ft trial lias teon mnde to difloover whether thoy would be able to 
maliu a. living by il, at the same time keeping ia view the ioterostB 
of the Conijiauy, it was, after mature deliberation, deoided to f^rnnt 
them their fret'.lom for that purpoee, and to agree with them tliat 
they shall deliver to the (jompauy for every bushel of POrn, rye, or 
coru and rye mixed 50 lbs. of bread, just ae the meal comes from 
the mill, aft«r it shall have lain over a night and slirunk, without 
Mftiug any flour out of it ; aud that tliey shall receive for the 
baking of such a huahel of corn or 50 lbs. of bread, 9 stivers in 
money, or ^ lbs. of bolte<l meal at -i stivers per lb,, ere this 
re<JBivod from homo in casks, to enable tliem to bake white broad 
from it, cakes, craokneb, and other pastry for the oonvenienoe of 
those who desire to live more daintily, and that they will bo 

Erraitted to sell such bolted bread at three braspenningen (to 
rUungs) per lb., and finer qualities at their discretion. 

And as Uie said Louwys is a great pastry ooek, roastor and cook, 
he and his mate are allowed, ai long as they remain together, to 
prepare and sell all kinds of pastry, roasted aad boiled food of 
every description for the public convenience, and further, do what 
they may desire in accordance with tbc conditions contained in 
thoir letters of freedom, the tap businesa excepted, with which they 
shall not iuicrfore, as the seamen passing their nights on aliore are 
BufHdenlly aoconunodated at the two inns near the fort and the 
small tap of Iho free Sshers at the Salt Uiver. 

And as no bakeries have aa yet been built, these first free bakers 
are permitted to use gratis the Gornpany's oven and baking plaoe 
outside the fort in the common kitchen, together with a small 
apartment adjoining, until they, or aomoone else, shall have built a 
suitable bouse and premises for them. 

It was ni&n allowed that no one besides themselves, as long as 
they oould accommodate every one, should be permitted to sell any 
coarse or white bread, cakes, cracknplB,Ao., on forfeiture of the same 
and Bids, yu line in addition; one-third for themselves, should they 
catch any one in the act, and the rest " pro fisoo " and the poor ; 

trovided, however, that the innkeepers aud landlords or others, 
aving for sale for the passing stranger any prepared food, or the 
husbandmen in the country having butter, eggs, or anything else 
to offer to a stranger for money shall be permitted to place befort- 
h im some of liis own bome-baked broad and charge for Hie quantity 
consumed, as is pi'rmittcd in more places in the country indupeu- 
dent of the bakers ; but not in such quantities as may bo carried 
away and taken on board to serve for a while. This will only be 
permitted to the free bakers on the aforesaid conditions that there 
shall be ctimniitted no fraud by others aud the poor man 
arriving here V' not wronged. Tliia the fiscus shall attend to and 
affix copy of at the usual pliices, that every one may be warned. 

And whereas Willem Piotersz: of Nyniogeu, Mji.'hiol Bartbolo- 
meus of Swol and Dirk Corn : do Jouge Neutebwm, condemned 
on the let October last to abivuiahment of '^ and 6 years for eheep- 
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1659. stealing, have since on all occasions oondacted tbembelves well, 
— and especially during the Uottentoo war, it was decided to pardon 

and set them again at liberty, viz : Michiel Bartholomeus and 
Cornelius de Jonge Neuteboom to settle heie as free cari)enter8 
and Willem Pietersz to re-enter the service at his former wages of 
flO per month and to be employe<l in agriculture, provided that the 
two first-mentioned shall remain 12 and Pietersz : 16 jears at the 
Cape, reckoned from next New Year, when the wages of Pieterss : 
shall also ec>mmenoe. (Signed as usual.) 

December 4th. — Grood weather as above. Died Jacob Moyndertz 
of Quaneu, who arrived here as soldier in March last in the 
Princes Boyaal^ and because of his good knowledge of carpentry and 
good character promoted to the nmk of junior carpenter at f 16 per 
month. 

December 5th and 6th. — Lovely weather vnth varying breezes 
as above. 

December 7th (Sunday). — Same weather. 

DeoemDer 8th. — Good weather as before, witli a N.W. breeze. 
Arrival at nightfall from Saldanha Bay of the freemen's vessel 
the PediguiHy with 21 sheep bartered from Oedasoa's people there, 
besides 8 others left on an island there. 

The Fiscal and the skippers intended to follow the next day in 
the Company's vessel. They had still to visit Lacus and Potters 
Bays. They bad with them in their boat the inteipretress Eva, 
who wished to speak with the Commander. Oedasoa was encamped 
at the bay with about 1,600 of his Saldanhars. What further 
truth Eva will have to tell we shall soon hear when the Fiscal 
arrives. 

Herry and the captured Hottentco had 8 or 10 days ago escaped 
from Ilobben Island during the ni^ht with the boat of our people, 
which, however, was so leaky that there is no doubt that they wuuld 
be unable to keep afloat, and must certainly have been drowned in 
the surf near the beach, which runs very high in 7 or 8 breakers ; 
the more so as at tl^e time a strong westerly wind was blowing, 
which gave them a lee shore and made matters worse for them. 
However, orders were issued to send 5 men to-morrow morning to 
look for them along the beach as far as Dassen Island inclusive, to 
see whether anything can be heard about thero anywhere. 

December 9th. — Drizzling rain and westerly bieeze. Early in 
the morning Corporal Elias Qiers and five men were sent out for 
the above purpose. 

DeoemMrlOth tol3th. — Fine cloudy weather generally; westerly 
Ixreefle. The Corporal and his men return and reported that about 
dajra' journey from this they had found in a sandy bay, called 
"* neople at one spot the Sand Sea, because of the high sand 
*" ^tttle boat with two oars lying high on the beach as 
Humaa hands, but they could nowhere find human 
Jung like them. They had therefore proceeded 
L tkey were opposite Dassen Island, but had 
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obsPFTed nothing further. They broagh* with thpm an oar anil 
HQ iron thole pin, whifh fully proved that this was the boat in 
which Kerry and the othpr Hottentoo had eeoaped from the island, 
BO that tn al! appearanoe they have eeeapod. What hi> ivill now do, 
time will eiiow ; opinions on the subject are diifering, some think 
that he will ilo good, others again that he will do harm, and that 
he will endeavntir to regain our favoui' by bringing the Chainouqua 
tribe wifli many cattle to its, as hi? hii9 done Leforp, as thi^y are 
certainly his best friends, and so reappear at the Fort in order 
once more to rule the Watermen, his old iuhjeots. 

This day the tirat ripe cherry was plucked nf tlie Cape from a 
tree which has been standing fully thr^-e years in the gwden hero. 

December 14th, New moon (Himduyi. — A N.W. breeze during 
the morning. The ScJinpenjurhfJ'- arrived iiova Satdanha Bay with 
the Fiscal and the skippers Mnngui^ Hen<lrieiz and Comelis 
r»dew^Tk?z, who reported lliat they had found the bay, in 
ai*ordance with the sketch, good and very suitable for sheltering 
ships. But as regards cultivable lands at the Oliphants Hoek they 
had found nothing particular, so that the report in this ease was 
not worth unich ; wluls* the water was not fit for preserving for a 
loii^ white as it was somewhat braoktsh. 

Thf interpretress Eva having of lier own accord and with the 
pennission of her brother-in-law Oedaisoa, come over in the little 
yacht, said, that she had given the message to her brother, namely, 
tliat upon his intercession and request, we would make peace with 
the Kaapmen once more if they restored all the cattle and sheep 
which they had stolen, &c. That Oedasoa had advised them of 
this and made them exhibit the stolen cattle, but that they did not 
let him nee a quarter of it; that notwithstanding he had given 
tiiffln his little flag and told them that they might send their 
deputation with it to the fort, who should offer the restoration of 
all the stolen cattle, and promise that they would behave better in 
future, &e. ; that he wished to proceed further into tlie iuterior and 
did nol vvish In have them with him, tliough they had very heartily 
requested it. But that he liail refused and told them to endeavour 
to make peace agaiu with the Dutch, before the tatter suddenly 
attacked tnera; that they had promised him this, and that they 
would remain at the Bay with the little Choriguriquas only, as 
the great Cliongui'iquas and Qoraohoquas, or tobacco thie\-es, had 
already departed for the far interior for fresh pasture, as Ngonnomoa, 
Oedasoa's eeounde, had also already <lone, and that ho himself would 
have broken up his osmp ere this, so that if we had & galiot at 
present, we would by entering the hay with strange flags, lure our 
aforesaid enemies nicely ou board and sin-prise and attack them 
finely, but it is to be feared that Herry, if he has joined them, will 
put them carefully on their guard and tell them how we made him 
the last time with a number of soldiers show ua where they would 
b«i found, &c., although Eva is of opinion that he would not dant 
to tell it, but that in order to regain our favour lie would endeavour

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to Tint the fort with many cattle of the Chainouqtias. with whont 
he is still on fairly friendly terms, whose Captain Chaihantima, oC 
wboni ere this much hag been said, aii<l whose wife, of the race oj 
Chobona, who wa* ornamented with golden armhands, wa^^ killed hj 
the Cochoquafi. had been driven away l<y hie master the ChaLnou-* 
quar. Because in that encounter »! many had liecn killed of hia 
people, on account of his wife, he, (Jhaihautima, was therefore with 
five huta and miicli cattle also living with the Caapmen. 

Tlie interpreter Domau bad recovered from the gunshot wound 
in the shoulder, hut the arm had remained lame. He did not dan 
to leturo to the Commander as he feared that he would be hanged ; 
the rest, however, very muoh longed t<> make peace, but not one of 
them as yet dared tc go to the fort. The result will be seen in 
time, and we hoiiethat God the Lord will turn it for the best. 

The Sc/itipfii/iirh(/f was despatched to R»)bbeu I)<land with thft 
following note to Ryk Overhapen: — "We heard with great surprise 
last Monday froui the free Saldanha traders that Iferry had 
escaped from the Island during the night with the small boat and 
two oars. At once we sent men along shore about >ine and a baU 
days' journey from this, who found in ;i ireek near the Sand Sea a 
small boat high up ou the beach with two .lars, one of which WM 
now send you, as will as a thole pin which was fixed in it, in ordet 
to be re-'ogniseil by you as belonging to the boat in which Herry 
and the other Hotteiitoo escaped. We cannot uuderataud how hJa 
managed if ami that >ou did not take better oare of Ihe oars, or ai 
ordered, did not take them home in the evening. In future yott 
shall pay better attention to this, when another boat is sent to yon, 
lest the slaves also escape in the same manner. 

" We would also like to kLow how i )i6 shiep placed on the JslaoJ 
by the fiscal are tliriving, iind whether any food for the pigs ii( 
required iu this dry softsi'a ; th.s you must not forget to let uM 
know in time, also their number and that of the sheep, and how the 
Dutch purslaiu that has been sown, as well as other greens, aro 
succeeding. 

" The destruction of the snakes must not be negltotedbut dili- 
gently altended to. As at present no shells are required for limai 
what is now on liand may tte left in the little yacht until furtbei 
orders." . . . (Signed) J. v. lliebeeck. 

This afternoon a great treason was discovered by the chid 
surgeon Maater Wiljam lioWrlson of Dondey (?Dimdee). Thre( 
of the principal oonspiratora were placed in confinement, and « 
good watch placetl everywhere. 

December 15th. — Five more nere placed in oonfiuement to-dayj 
all servants "f the Company, as well as two others who had escaped 
into the country, and last night a freeman's servant. During the 
examinations before tlje Council it was revealed that 4 English, 4 
Soots, 3 Dutch servants, as well as a black oonvict were implioated, 
besides 2 freemen's seiTants and 15 slaves, whose intention wai 
first to kill the seamen of the ErriAtnui' working in the foredt, aftei 



that the men at the 8chuur, and after that to scale the Fort and 
murder all in it, the emallest child inoluded ; after that to proceed 
to the yaoht Eraamux in the btjata of the Company or the freemen, 
to seize her and depart in her. But the Almighty be thanked, who 
has been pleased to preTent this murderous conspiracy. 

Deoemoer Itith.— A westerly breeze. During the afteroooa the 
(jfkroomif Lefinr (skipper Frederik I'or>l and junior merchant 
Johannes Dorslaer), of the iCniikhTiyseii Chamber nrrives. Had 
left the 2y1h July last with ^ISti men. of whom -i'i diwl during the 
early part of the voytige ; shf had been becalmed imder the line 
nearly two months, and with the S.S.W. breezes diiring the months 
of Au^Bt and September had touohud tit Aunabon, miere she had 
been well refreshed ; heuoo tlie men were all hale and hearty. She 
left that Island <jn the 26th October. 

Before her arriyal our time was spent in examining the culprits 
and their aooompUoes. hut no one could be brought to confession 
except tlie one who confessed yeaterdiiy to that enormous crime, 
and who was one of the chief instigators. 

Deoember 17th. — The case having been further investigated with 
the assistance of the ofEuers of the Eranmua and Gfcroondp Leenir, 
three others voluntarily confessed. 

December 18th — On this day two more confessed, five of the 
principal ringleaders accordingly. They ojienly coufiased every- 
thing, and their execrable purjiose could not be heard without 
horror, of which five others whom they thought they had persuaded 
know nothing, they having simply been sounded regarding an 
intention to proceed over land to Angola, to which howeyer they 
would niA consent. Two of the chief conspirators were still at 
large, a Dutchman and an Englishman, for the capture of whom 
alive a reward of Kds. 25 was offered, and dead, half that amount. 
The Council, strengthened as above mentioned, decided to pass 
senteuL-e the day after to-morrow in acoordaace with the following 
liesolution : The Council of the Fort the Good Hope having been 
in session three days, assisted by the officers of the Erasmun and 
Gea-ooni/e Lfcuw, &Jid carefully collected evidence, &c,, regarding 
the very execrable and enormous purpose of certain persons against 
the Fort and the ship Eraxmiis, as well as tlie servants of the 
Company and all the freemen here ; these persons haviug intended 
to plunder, murder, and bum, &o. ; and progress having been 
made so far that it has clearly appeared to the Council by exami- 
nation, &c., &G.. and the voluntary confessions of the prisoners that 
they had intended last Sunday evening to curamenoe their evil work 
at the third glass, if they coiJd only have got their fellow con- 
spirators together, who had all given their consent, one of the chief 
■ f whom was however apprehended about 5 o'clock that same 
Sunday afternoon, and the following day the rest, excepting two 
named Hendrik Hendrikse of Clopp^nbuig, and Jacob Bom of 
Glasgow, ship's guards, who have absconded, whilst the following 
were apprehended and confessed, viz : Pieter Barber of Hamstede, 
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soldier ; Jacob Dirxss of Antwerp, soldier ; Patrick Tjook of 
G-)asgow ; Marcus Tommelson of Ogel, soldier ; and Paaqual 
Rodrigo of Teneriffe. convict. It was after mature delilieration 
fiecided (God willing) to bold a meeting on Saturday nex* in onler 
to decide on the sentences in the best interest* of the Coinpaii.v and 
tbe pnblie, while Bt«pa were taken everywhere to capture, if possible 
alive, the two still at large, and if (-aught ativp to give a reward of 
Rils. 25 of 8. but if brought in dewl lialf that amount, in order to 
prevent any disaster that in fe^ireilfroni them, Andasreganisthei 
other five jiersons confined, and three others still at large, as they 
hare testified regarding the g'>ing away to Angola over land, of 
which they were aware already -i or 4 weeks ago without divulginn; 
it, but cannot be convicted of having had a share in tlie aforesaid 
i-norroous treason, but had merely been addresee<l by the above- 
mentioned confessors to join them in their seheme to depart over 
land to Angola, it was decided to keep them in light i-onfinement. 
until tlie raainpoinisagainstthecliief culprits shall have been d»-i 
eided.". . . .(Signed) J. v. liieheeck ; P. iTcrritaz; Freil.

Towarflfl evening if be^n to bl^-w verj- stiffly from the 8. 8. E,,' 
Ri^ that the officers eould not go on bi>aril, bnt were obliged to j 
the night on aliore. 

December Iflth,— Tlie wind continued, and between 11 and 12' 
r.'oloek at night, the two fugitive sheep-herds Hendrik van 
Cloppenburg ami Jat«b Bom were brought to this Fort as cap'ives ; 
Eo that, praise bo to God, no one is any longer away or missing. 
Tlipse two had been captured (CInpppnburg first) by the burgher' 
Jacob CIi»eten, who had se^n him from inside his house, through 
the loop and peep hole^, wlrrb h-^ hitl made in the wall, and calleJ 
out "Who is thfre;'" Oloppenburg had replied tliat he wished to 
give him something,' and Cloete had answered " Come in, I shall 
jrivc you a lirani." Cloppenburg then entered, and Cloete at onee 
liound him. and gnve him in charge of his comrade, until he had 
feteheil the Corporal of tbe Cadets, the Company's Architect, and 
the Corporal of the outlying horsemen at the "Schuur, " whq 
compelleti the prisoner to show where his mate was. The latter wag 
fonnd on the haufc of the river, and was a! once captured. Both 
w*re, without delay, brought to tbe Fort. 

Dewmber 20th.— Tlie S S£. wind still blowing severely. Thij 
Besolntion of the l^th i>08tponed for a while, until these tw^ 
prisoners have been examined. Only one of them. Jacob Bora, 
voluntarily cimfesaed conc-uiing the intended murders an^ 
everything, but Cloppenburg remfiine-i olistinatc, though convinoej 
to his face by all who had e<->nfessod. It is said that he was th^ 
ehi«f Obtain and seducer of them all. who had directed the wor^ 
and continually gone to and fro to arrange matters, &o. 

December 3lst. (Sunday), — Fine, lovely cahn weather. 
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PDeoember 22iid. — Cloudy, witii a westerly breeze. Died iu 
iOflpital Jan Theuiiisse of Dockuni, 'luartormaater ou tlio JT'i/'icvr, 
who had been left here sick. 

Deoembor 2'ird. — Same weather. Ctiimuil met. II. Clopiieiibiirg 
luakoti a full confeBeion, and the folloiviug Rrwintion was taken :— 
" The Counoil, Btrengthened with tlie olfieers ot the ship Dk 
(TfcrooH'le Lieitio and the yucht Enismun, after heariog the evidence, 
and after careful exauii nation of the voluntary uonfessionB of the 
accuBed, made without pain of bonds, iron oi' threats, is convinced 
that the intention existed to lay waate the Furt and the whole 
establishment here, and after that ti. seize the return ship Erasmus 
with its valuable eai'go ; also that murder and the deatruction by 
fire of all the houaoa, graniiries, &o., formed a part of the plot 
Of the prisoners — Heudrik Ilendrikse of Clnp[>enburg: Pieter 
Barber of Haemstede ; Jacob Dirksz i^f Antwerp ; Patricti 'Tjook 
of Gla^ow ; Marcu.'j Tomelson of Ogoi ; Jacob Bom of Gla^ow ; 
Pascal Rodrigo of Toneriife, and daos Wiakebroefk of Liugenek — 
lb© first mentioned has been proved to have been the ch'ef instiga- 
tor and manager of everything ; hia comrade Jacob Born declaring 
in addition that Hendriekse had seduced him, and had taken the 
oath of fidelity from them all, and received monoy from them wiLli 
wliit:h to buy powder and lead, tobacco find pruvi«ions ; that it was 
their intention to meet at the refloubt " Coi-enhoop " ou Sunday 
thi; 14th of this month and thoni.;e uommence operations; that, 
however, on that Mamo day iibout 5 p.m., the Commiiuder was in- 
formed of the conspiracy by the chief surgeon, William ttobberson 
of Dundee; that on the loth Cloppenburg absconded and was only 
recaptured on the 19th ; that he denied everylhiug, deuicd that he 
wa« the moving spirit and captiiio of the plot ; that though for 
tliG second time he has been on the rack with a hundred pound 
weight, and, moreover, convicted by the testimony of his owni 
comrade, he merely acknowledged that be had been an accomplice 
with the others and agreed to their proposals ; that therefore it is 
evident that he is determined to confess nothing more but to bear 
all the torture, but that, as the Commander proposed, no sentence 
shall he passed ou the prisoner at present, but further evidence 
collected in the meanwhile, until the arrival nf the return fleet 
expected in 6 or 7 weeks' time, when the aesiBtaooe of more ex- 
perienced peraoiiB may be available to gu on with the case, Iu the 
interim the prisoners were to bo kept in confinement and chained 
in couples together hy the legs. Those who were less guilty were 
to be hghtly dealt with, and with all the EngUsh and Scotch, who 
were innocent, aud had for the greater part been taken out of the 
Ora^/ein consequence of the Hottentoo war, were to be exchanged 
r other men from the G'lifuoMle Lreuir, and sent to Batavia in 
a order to clear this place as much as possible of mis- 
bief makers. 

f And as the surgeon Mr. W, Robberson has, as an honest God- 
iog man, discovered and reported the conspiracy in good time 
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the reward of Uds. 50 was ^iveu him in aooordiuioe with tho ' Arti' 
oulbrief the 1 4th teotioQ. The mntler of his promotion to alani 
over until the ai-rival of the return fleet, — ^Signed as before). 

December 24th. — tiood weather, with varying breezes. Couuoi 
ag&in meets ami the following lUsolution was taken : — 

In acoordance witli yesterday's Resolutdon, Council again t 
and considerB that Colyn Loiison, Jan Bmyn of Leewede, and Jiu 
Bex of Bondey, who have nut been apprehended, and Alexande 
Craffort apprehended, have confessed that for a long while tluq 
were awan.' that the oonspiratorii hail, as faithless deaerten 
iutended to depart inland to oiir enemies at Angola, withou 
informing against thorn ; tlie result being tlif? iLnheard-of conspiracy 
of murder, ar^-m, &c., which would have begun on SnndiJ 
evening, if not reported to the Commander by Surgeon Bobberson 
that these persons, in consequence of thuir silence, wlieth^r puiposelj 
or by neglect, have had no small share iu the matter, as it wat 
their duty at once to report such villainous intentions — foi 
instance, tne desertion to the enemy — to their oflioeis, and as th( 
result could not have been otherwise than disastrous, the offenoi 
cannot be overlooked without correction, nor on the other ban* 
considered without compassion, as these incriminated peraon 
bring in u an excuse that they feaied to tell, because tbej 
were not sure that they eould substantiate or prove their statements 
the Council therefore decides, that as nothing hail been divulged t 
them regarding the oonspiraty. to end the matter without form c 
proceae by Ihie Uesolution. and to sentence them iMch because ( 
their shameful concealment of the truth, to bo tliraahed with tl 
butt-end of a musket, with confiscation of three montlis' wages il 
the case of Lou^ien, Bruyn and Ciaffort, and two months in th 
oase of Bex, to be applied as usual, together with the expenses a 
the provost's fees. 

AJid as regards Willem Mores, Hendrik Wricht and Stevea 
Nobel, who have been conEned on suspicion, but who have bea 
proved to know nothing of ihn matter, and not to have been ct 
Btdted at all about it, it was decided to liberate them at once, a 
in aooordance witli yesterday's Resolution, because they wt 
Englishmen, to seud them away with the others on board 1 
Ofkroomh Leeutc to Batavia, and to act in the same manner witi 
others who may still be ilieeovered as having had a share in thi 
oonfipitncy, that with prudenoe and further inquiry this place ma; 
be oiearwi of all such people, but not to bimien the Gekroatu 
Leeiiic with too many, the others wUl be sent with later ships. 

Before the meeting broke up Gysbert Arisz: of Bommel. bacliela 
and free-maboii here, 2o years old, having engaged himself ti 
Anns BoduIphuG of Grietziel in Emderlandt, spinster, 24 yoorsold 
and a jia^senger ou De Oekroonrie Leeuic requested that hi 
mairiage might be solemnized, and that the first banns might b 
published next Sunday. Request granted. The Secretory f

December 25tli.— Cloudy sky, westerly breezo, fine weather. 

Deoember 26th. — Fiue oleur sky. Death o£ Heudrik Iden of 
Emdeo, cadet on board the Maliicai, who was loft liore ill. 

December 27th. — Same weather. 

December 28th. (Sunday). — Same weather. Tlie Qekraondf. 
Leeuw receives it« despatch and the letters for Batavia. 

December 29th ami 30th. — Cloudy wet weather with a westerly 
breeze. 

December 31st. — Clearer sunahiiie iu the morning witli a slight 
breeze from the S.8.E. The Qekrooitde Leemc leaves, but as 
eho wished to pass between Lion's Rump and the Whale Rock, she 
was becalmed behind tlie I^ion mountain. Had she passed between 
Robben Island and the mainland she would have reached the open 
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PJanuary 1st (New Year's Day), — ilue, clear, calm, warm 
teshiny weather. Died this day, Philips van Boon, a free 
agriculturist. 

January 2nd. — The same weather. The Gekroon/fe Leeuw gets 
away during the nighf. Heavy S.8.E. wind in the afternoon. 

January 3rd. — Oalm in the forenoon ; same wind in thi.' aftomoon. 

January 4th (Sunday), — Calm forenoon, heavy S.E, in the 
affotnoon. Death of the servant of the iigrieulturiat Caapar 
Brinkman, named Q-urrit Sandersz of Blixem. 

January 5th. — Same wind and weather. Another servant of 
Brinkman dies, named Jan Willebraut of Eyuckelroo, This incon- 
venienced Brinkman so seriously that the Company and others had 
to assist him to cut his com, which in fair abundance was standing 
ripe on the land. 

January 6th and 7th. — AVind and weather as before. The 
SchtpeiijnclUje despati.hed to Rohben Island with some straw 
for mending the roof of the sheep shed, as well na with some timber 
for the pig-sty ts. 

Death of Cornells Aiuiibk Uiet of Corteroer, carpenter on the 
Orfinji; who had been li-l't behind on accuuiit of dysentry, 
which is at present so severe among the Company's servants that 
very few are exempt, whilst those of the Erasmus are also commen- 
cing to fall in, To-dny one of the Company's best slaves also 
died, who was a great expert in ploughing, threshing, and other 
agrionltural work, knowing as much as the best farmer at the Cape. 

This evening died, also of dysentry, the bride of the ftco-mason 
Gysbert Areuaz of Bommel, named Anna Rodolphus of tfrietziel 
in Emderlandt, She arrived here in good health on board the 
Oreroott'lr Li'riiw as a soldier in male attire, her second banns had

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1660. Re*ohitf'jn . — As it has been observed that the roofing in of the 

"~ water com mill ^-ith the newlj-inyentel baked tiles saooeeds very 

well and makes a good fire-proof roof agains firee from outside, 
whilst on the contrary the reed thatch which coTei"s all the build- 
ings within and outside the Fort is in great danger from outside 
fires and sparks from ohimneys, as was latelyproyed by the burn- 
ing iiown of the house of the free burgher Mendrik Boom, when 
we had enougli to dt» to save the Company's thatches by throwing 
water on them ; it was de^nded for the better security of the build- 
ings and their contents, to cover all the Company's buildings with 
tiles and remove the reeds, which are to be sold to the freemen in 
order to reduce the necessary expenditure. An agreement was 
therefore made with the free brick and tile maker, Wouter Gomeliz 
Mosterty who is also the free miller, to supply the Company with 
as manv tiies as are required, each tile to be G inches broad and 12 
inches long, and to be delivered at flO per 1000, counted whole on 
the roof, provided that the Company provides the trans]K)rt from 
the ovens. 

And as straight lathes are required for a tiled r(X>f, Leendert 
Comelisz,of Zeevenhuizen, undertook to deliver the said lathes,each 
to be one inch square, at fl3 per hundred feet of planking out of 
whicli they are to be sawn/' ....

January 8th and Oth. — Fine weather, with a westerly breeze. 
The signalmen on the Kloof notified that a vessel was seen under 
the land.

keeper Bobbert de Smeth. llad left Amsterdam on the 9th 
September, with 207 men, 9 of whom had died. Had called 
nowhere, but from 8*^ north lat. and across the line she had 
continuidly struggled with calms. 
January 10th. — Same weather. 
Januar}*^ 11th (Sunday.) —Dark, cloudy sky. 
January 12th. — New moon. Clear warm sunny weather. This 
night and also last night fires were observed at the Luipaard 
Mountains, so that, in order to strengthen the Council, the omoen 
of the Erasmus and '« Oracelandt were summoned to the fort, and 
the following Resolution adopted : — -.

A vessel reported under the lauil by the aignalmen on the kloof, 
wbioh was prevented from reaching the roadstead by the S.E. wiud. 

January 13th. — This morning a fine westerly breeze brought 
her safely In. She proved to be the EitckhiujHen, which had left 
the Vlie on the 9th September last with 283 men in ortmpany of 
the 's Oi-iirflandr, 8be was oonimandod by Skippor H. Siowerfaz 
aud Junior Merchant Justin <VEdel. and had had 18 deaths. She 
brought many siok 

Jamiary 14tli and 15tb — Dry weather, \vith siunmer varying 
S.8.E. and W. winds. The Sciiapeiijur/itji- and a boat of the 
Ei'ckhuyaai sent round behind the tail of the Lion Mountain to a 
small sandy bay called " het Leeuwcn zant baayken " (Lion sand 
bay V Three Anchor Bay) in order to cut some fuel growing 
there for the £'(cM'(y.wj(. This can best be done at this time of 
the yeai', but they will hardly hud enough. 

This morning the spies returned, aud reportod that they had 
j^een nothing, notwithstanding we saw the nms every evening on 
one a&d the same si)ot. 

January 16th and 17th. — Cloudy, witli 8,W. breeze. 

January l>*th. — Heavj' showers of rain in the morning, with a 
westerly breeze which wafted hither the free Saldanha traders in 
their boats Vrngutn and Sea TJoii from Saldanha Bay with dried 
fish aud 20 alieep obtained from Oedasoa's people, who were still 
encamped in the neighbourhoo<l, and from the Kaapmen, our 
enemies, most of whom had visited them in their boats, as well 
as Doman and Herry, who had said that they, as well as the stout 
Oaptain, were inclined to come and live with us again, together 
4vith their people, if on their return with the boats they brought 
with them a note signed by the Commander, the Chief Merchant 
R. de Man, and the Fisool Abr. Gabbema, together with some 
tobacco and four pieces of copper wire for theii" chief, &.O. That 
thifi they would consider as a sign of peace, so that some of them 
would accompany them on their return voyage. The Koapmen 
bad also said that the Commander kept Eva near him, but Oedosoa 
allows her to remain or oome and go as his agent to find out what 
takes place among us, and what intentions we have, all wliich she 
immediately reports to her bmthor-in-law. 
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1660. They would not believe that we again tolerated the fishers or 

"" beaohrangers at the fort, but if they wore certain of this, or saw one 

of them return with the boat, they would be fully convinced that 
the Commander^s anger was now entirely appeased ; and that they 
had made war because we broke the best lands everywhere with 
the plough, and they thought that they were able to prevent this 
by taking our oxen with which we did the work ; moreover some 
freemen agriculturists had done them much harm, especially Jan 
Eejrniersz and H. Boom, who had once hung up one of their 
people in their house with a halter, but as Jacob Kosendael had 
out nim down he was saved alive. 

But seeing now that we were strengthening ourselves against 
their vexatious proceedings, and that accordingly they found it 
impossible to expel the Dutch from the Cape, they desired once 
more to make and live in peace with us as before. 

Herry had also asked to be permitted to come and live among 
his own people at the fort with his wife and children, and 
promised to make arrangements to obtain supplies of cattle from 
the Chainouquas, &c. 

They also said that if Simon Tn't Yelt had not fired at them 
when they came to take his cattle, they would not have killed him 
with assegays, or the servant of Hendrik Boom, as their only 
object was to obtain the cattle, but as these men had offered 
resistance they had been the cause of their own death. Otherwise 
they would have done them no harm, but only have taken away 
the cattle. Being asked why they desired again to return to the 
Gape and make peace, they had replied that it was their birth- 
place and their own country, full of beautiful water, after which 
their hearts were continually longing, whilst that in Saldanlia 
Bay was everywhere scarce and brackish, also that Oedesoa 
did not wish to have them at the best spots and rivers, but had 
told them so to arrange with us as to be able once more to live in 
peace and quiet in their own country. 

This being communicated to Eva, she confirmed the whole, but 
added that Oedasoa would not be sorry if we made peace with the 
Caapmen, but not with sincere love or in the soul ; this, namely 
the soul, the heart, was to remain for him alone as brother, and 
only feigned peace for the Kaapmen, whose protestations of peace 
would not be otherwise, and that therefore we were to take oare 
that they no longer caused any trouble. She added that Oedasoa 
had ordered her to keep this always before our minds, and desired 
that the Commander should always acknowledge him as the great- 
est lord of this country — which he indeed was — and as his own 
brother ; that he should not turn his heart away from him, and 
especially not become too closely connected with the Caapmen, or 
trust them out of sight, as they would not refrain, one day or 
another, when they had the opportunity, to do mischief once more, 
however favourable a peace might be made with them. Where- 
upon Eva was assured that her brother-in-law, Oedasoa, was so 
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aly imprmteil on the Commander's henrt, that no oiie would ba I66O. 
^ttbie to obliterate it. ~ 

January 19th. — Dry, stiff S.S.E. wind in the morning, until 

January 20th. — Whon the morning was calm, beautiful, and fit. 

January 21st. — Sam** weather. The boata of the Saldanha 
traders Ipave for .Saldauha Bay, with the Hottentoo. Ciaas Daa, 
one of the fishers or watermen, who at their request are again 
tolerated at the Fort, with the following not«s: — 

A note for the stout Uaptain of the Kaapmeu O-ogosoa and 
Dotnan, witha small roll of tobacco, alitre of brandy, and four ends of 
oopper wire, together with consent that he and Unman and all his 
Kaap people were at liberty to visit tlie Fort, in order to treat with 
the Oommander about peaoe. At the request of the aforesaiil 
Kaapmen, it was signed by J, v. ItL'.il>ee(it, R. de Man, and Ahr. 
Qabbema. Note tor Herry, with a small roll of tnbaooo, and 
consent tliat he and his family were at liberty to come and live 
near the Fort, if he only took oaro that many head of oattle wore 
brought to UB fur barter." (Signed aa above.) 

The yacht '» Gratv/aiu/f reoeives its despatoli for Batavia. 

January 22nd. — She leaves at noon, with a atiff S.S.E, wiud, 
and cloudy sky. 

January 23rd. — L)ry, heavy S.S.E. wind. 

January 24th. — Same weather. 

January iioth (Sunday.) — Oppressively hot weather. Death 
in Uospihd of Andriea Stals of Lunenburg, ormerly Cadet on the 
Gecroont/c Leeuw — left here ill. 

The Enckhuysen receives ita despatch for Batavia, and leaves 
towards evening. 

Two more deaths in Hospital tins evening — Pieter Pieterse 
Gabbe of Amsterdam, Ship's Corporal on the Enckhuijsen, and 
Aodries Broeokman, Cadet on the Oekroomk Leeuir. 

January 2t>th. — SHrae hot weather during the day ; heavy 
worching S.E. winds during the night. 

January 27th. — Full moon. Same wind in the morning, with 
hot air. 

January 28tb-31st. — U'he wind blew as terrifically as has never 
been experienced, accompanied with extraordinarily heavy showers. 
The Erasmu», however, held on to her anchor ; but it has never 
yet been experienced that any ships have been driven out to sea by 
these terrific gales from the S.S.E., but sometimes the anchors have 
been elightly drawn in or dragging, after which they held on tbe 
faster. This morning the gale was almost like a hurricane or a 
Japanese typhoon, and if the N.W, ever could blow so fiercely uo 
■hip ooiLld possibly be retained in its berth because of the lee shore 
and the heavy roUera from the ocean rushiug into the bay. 

February 1st. — The wind calmed down beautifully, but the 
^_< breeze remained S.S.E. 

^^L> February 2nd. — Same weather. The Fiscal left in tbe evening 
^^Kor Robben Island for the express purpose of immediately 



Bignalling, should he meet the return Beet olf that ialuiid that the 
StiiiiiH'iijn:iitje, which ie to be kept in readiuese with rowers 
outsido the roiidfitead, might with the Fiacus immediately sail to 
moot the rteet to warn it against the Englisli garrisouB at St- 
Heleiia, « liicb according to (jrilers of the Seventeen was not to call 
there tliis year. The letter giveu to the Fiscus was as follows: — 

" To tho Adiniml and Combined Council of the Returned 
Fleet, &.C . Ac. Oeutlemeu, — With humble greeting, ito., this 
serves to inform you that the English have garrisoned St. Helena, 
and that the Seventeen have sent written onlere that the return 
fleet shall not touch there this year, beoause it it- not certain 
whether, iu oonsequeuoe of the tottering Government in England, 
a stronger alliance or war with that country and our State will be 
tho result. This we notify to you by express that it may be of 
service to you if prevented by the S.8.L. winds from reaching 
Table Bay, or compelled to anchor elsewhere, or keep ou your 
ooiiTBe, &c.. &c." , . . (Signed) J. v. ttiebeook, R. de Man, 
and Abr. Oabhema. 

February 3rd and -Jtli. — Pine weather. The Fiscal returns In 
the Schapfitjaclilje and reported that the orders entrusted to him 
had been given effect to, and that ho had found everything well. 
The pigs and sheep were thriving, the number of the latter had 
risen to 90 ; among them ^5 healthy fat rams fit for service. The 
Schapmju'-htjv is kept at sea with strong rowers in order to com- 
municate with the return fleet as soon as it is sighted. 

February 5tb, 6th, und 7(li. — Fine lovely dnys. Nothing 
partioular ooourred. The Commander visits the farmers all about 
and inspects theii' field work and tlie fanning operations of the 
Company. He gave such ordei-s as were necessary, and found all 
very busy ploughing llio slubbleG into the ground, whilst some 
were already threshing their new wheat. 

February «th to 10th (8unday).~Stiff dry S.S.E. wind during 
the morning, continuing till the 10th. 

February llth to 14th.— Same weather, witli intervals of lulls. 

February 15th (Sunday). — A westerly breeze. Arrival of the 
flute Loenett from Batavia. Had left that port on the 22nd Deoom- 
ber last with rioe and other necessaries for this settlement. Had 
passed the return fleet on the "i7th Deoember, under the Island 
Orakatou in the Straits of Sunda. The Admiral (tho Hon. Ster- 
thenius) had sent the following letter with her to Commander J. 
7. Biiebeeok : — 

" The general despatch from the Governor-Oeneral and Counoil, 
which we are bringing you, will give you full information regard- 
ing the H return ships under our flag, with their costly cargoes and 
what they have on boaid for the Cape, and how besides, tho Loenen 
has been specially laden with supjilies for the Cape. As she is light 
and fast, she will no doubt reach the Cape before us. and wo have 
therefore given hsr this letter that you may have notice of our 
approaoh at the uarliest, and also that you may sond her back to us 
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when we are within sight, to inform ub of thp state of affairs 
between our State and the E«publio of England, as various 
ruinours are current here, amongst others that the English have 
gone with a oonsiilerablo force to St. Halpna to take possession of » 
it. but as no depenileiioe oan he placed on this, and under that pru- " 
text they may cherish some other doaign and in the form of I 
reprisal, as they continually maintain that thoy have been insulted'' 
by U8 here, purpose ta surprise onr return fleet at the Cape, you' ' 
shall let the little fluta cruize about in sight of land with advioea | 
for us, that wp may approach the Cape with greater asauranoo. In"! 
the meanwhile I shall pray that (rod may spare you long in" 
health, and that we may soon meet." ■' 

On board the ship Wappn rnn ffn/limd off the Island of Cracatou, 
the "27th December, KiSfl. (Signed) Tour favourably dispnsetl 
friend, P. STKUTiiFsrps. 

February Kith,— Calm, dark, misty weather in the morning, 
with a N.W. breeze, which died away during the day. Hence the j 
(Jommander invited the officers of the Erimmiis and Lotnm on ' 
shore, and the following Rcxoluiion was taken ; — ' 

" The Lupwit having arrived from Batavia with a note from 
Mr. P. Stertheuius, Admiral of the return fleet and Councillor of 
India, aa well as with 00 lasts of rice and other necessaries for this 
settlement — the note desiring that as soon as she had dischargerl her 
cargo she was to cruize off shore in order to look out for the return • 
fleet — and as this had been our intention ail along, and we only"! 
awaite<l the arrival of the Cape galiot with three masts, hourly ex- 
pect.ed, in order to be able to infonn the return fleet that the English 
had taken possHssion of St. Helena, and communicate to it the orders 
<)f the Directors; and as long as the galiot stayed away and no 
fjorttfii was here, the decke<l boat Ilrf Sc/iapeii/achf/i! was lying ready 
with a letter for each vessel: the Council decided to fit the Loeiien 
out without delay for the above-mentioned purpose, so that she 
may be .ible to leave with the first favourable hreoze and some 
vegetables for the fleet. The chief mate of the Iiooneu, being ill, is 
temporarily replaced by the chief mate of the Erasmun as long as 
the cruize lasts. (Signed! J. v. Itiebeeck ; P. Gerritsz ; J. Solimel ; 
li, de Man ; Abr. Gabbema ; "Vincent Vette ; Abr. lilom, and G. 
V, Cam pen, sec. 

February ITtli. — Early in the morning the Fiscal was sent in 
the fic/iit/ten/iir/ifjr to the Loeiicii with a quantity of cabbages,' 
carrots, and watermelons for the return fleet, as well as 2,000 
fresh "harders." and the following order to Skipper Schrael to 
cruize off shon' as above described, and. if the return fleet be 
sighted, to deliver the letters to Mr. Sterthenius and the officers 
of the several vessels, and divide among tliem the refresbmeufs he 
baa with him for the purpose, aitd, as he has everything on board, 
iueluding water, he is to proceed at once to the oflSng, either by 
tacking or being towed out. The sick on board are to be trans- 
ferred to the Srfifi/irn/irhf/r to \)f taken to the hospital 
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Having thus received her despatoh, tha Loeneti at once went 
under saiL During the day thf freemeu s boat Penguin airired 
from Baesen Island with fish aDil ^g«. The Sea Luin also oame 
in from Saldunha Bay with 20 sheep, of which 8 had been 
obtained from our enemies the Caapmen, and the lest frr>m the 
little Chariguriquaa. among whom Herrj' is at present staring, 
and who, witli our permissioi), would have gladly oome over with 
the boat, but as the Uottentoo Claas Das (wlio is at preeent the 
chief of the Watermen in Herry's (tlaoe (it tin- fort) hati gone in 
her U< Saldauba Bay, in onler to maltL- thn Cruipmen, wlio were 
also encamped at that bay, believe that his ped])le. the Watermen, 
were again tolerated at the fort, and iis Uerrt' and Das are not 
very good friends, they had exoused themselves from bringing him 
in at present. This will give tljem greater faith in us, whioh for 
various reasons will not be bad. 

The Saldanha traders and the Hottentoo Claas Das also 
reported t^at Pieter, Otegnekbuma. alias Jan (2 sons of the Caapmen 
Captain, Gogosoa), Doman, (loteko Platneus, or Carabinga, both 
the Zynsous, and some others of the ohief men among the 
Caapmen, liad said that one of these day^^ they intended to visit 
the fort with commissioners and as many of tlie stolen cattle as 
were still alive and not eaten by them, iu hopes that the 
Commander would accept them, and moke and maintain a firm and 
unbreakable peace with them, for whioh piirpose n large number 
of them were already on their way hither. 

Ngonnomoa, the other Captain of the Cocbouquas, always called 
by us the bla<£ Captain, had united himself with the Qorachouquas 
or tobacco thieves (our other enemies), and aepariited from Oedasoa, 
so that it is possible, as the Caapmen by Oedasoa 's advice are 
seeking for peace again (as they always seem to do), and as the 
Grorachonquasthinktoomuohof themselves tot hiuk of reconciliation, 
though this tribe has caused us great annoyance, that these two 
large b'xiies will not be so favourably disposed towards us as to 
leave us in peace ; but aa we are now obtaining horses and they 
are very rich in cattle, we shall be able to have a jolly haul on 
their preserves once more, far more satisfactory than what oould be 
obtainwi from the Oaajj and Watermen, &i-. 

Resolutitm : — Decided to employ one of the vessels of the freemen 
in addition to the io. "'« to cruize off Cape Point until the 20th 
March, and to pay the owners Rds. 8 for every letter conveyed by 
them on board any ship of the return fleet. Should, however, no 
ship be met by them, they were to be rewarded at discretion. The 
Sc/tapaijac/ilje to be also continually oruising off the mouth of the 
bay, lie., &c. . ... Signed as above. 

February 18th.^ — -Fine, calm, fitting weather. The Commander 
went out to make a general inspection and have everything in 
order for the arrival of the return fleet and the inspection of 
Admiral St«rthenius. 



Fobruarj- liJth. — Early this moruing one of the freemen'e 
vessels left with a S.8.E. breese for Gape Point, whilst the other 
proceeded to Dasaon Island and Saldanha Bay for its ordinajy work. 
Febniaiy 20th to 24th, — Fine lovf>ly weath<T, with varying 
breezes. Nothing of importance ot'eurred. 
I February 25th. — Dunng the night tlje S.8.B. began to blow 
■'■trongly. This day tlie circle (area) of the Cape settlement was 
I tneasured olf (surveyed), anil was found to be from the Beaflide 
' at the first watchhniiBO " Kykuyt " nmi further on around the lands 
of the freemen and the Company and over the baok of the 
Bosheuvel as far as the Bosbergen to the forest of Leendert 
Comelisz: inolusive, a distance of 3,67-3 roods., viz: from the 
seaside to the principal projeoted cavalry watch house 1,320 roods, 
and the rest 2,353 roods, along which distanoe the intention is to 
plough a breadth of one rood and sow it with bitter almond trees 
and all kinds of blackberries and thornhnsh which grow rapidly, 
and to [ilaat and sow the whole so closely that no cattle or sheeji 
will be able to pass through it, so that it will be in the form of a 
fence or enclosui'e, just as in 'ii rmany and the territory of Cologne 
(Diiyta and Keulslant) some Counts and Lords mark off their 
jurisdictions, and have here and there round watch or guard towers 
with bars between, in order to protect the farmers from attacks 
from outside ; for a similar object the watchhouses already 
existing and the barriers connected with tliera will be of great ser- 
vice, rhe ploughing and planting as above mentioned will be 
the cheapest and readiest, as the ploughing will not occupy more 
than 2 or 3 weeks, and the titter almonds can be collected in abun- 
daooe about the end of Maroh or tlie beginning of April, when they 
are ripe, so that they can be put into tlie ground after the first 
rains of the wet season. The thorns could then be planted at tlie 
same time. In 4 or 5 years' time they would form a good thick 
and strong fence, suitable for the object intended, for it lias been 
found that the bitter almond grows as luxuriantly as any willow 
in the Fatherland, and giving thick wood would be difficult for even 
human beings to penetrate when intertwined with the thorn bush. 
No cattle would therefore be able to break through it, and they 
would only he able to pass tlirough the barriers with consent of th( 
mounted watchmen at the watchhouses. Thus the whole settle- 
mimt, witli its agrinulture and forests, &e., will be beautifully 
enolos.'d as in a half moon, and safe from the Hottentoos, 

February 26th. — Full moon. Fine lovely weather in the 
morning. The breeze westerly, but heavy S.B. winds iluring the 
night. 

February 27th and 28th. — The same heavy winds. At noon 
a vessel was sighted off shore, which was found fo be the Lonten, 
which during the night again stond to sea. 

February 29th (Sunday). — Calm during the morning. Strong 
I S.E. in the afternoon, whioh compelled the Loerun to anohor under 
L Hobben Island. 
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1660. March Ist. — Strong S.E. win^l in the moming, with which the 

— whole return fleet anchored in ^t>od order in the mouth of the 
bay. The Fiscal wnt on boar»l the Schapt-njachfj*' with our letters 
of warning, &c. The burgher Remajenne and two others, who had 
at their own risk and without our knowledge, travelled as far as 
Saldanha Bay. had fallen in with the Caapmen, conducting them- 
selves in sucli a manner as if they wished to barter cattle for them- 
selves. They accordingly obtained 6 sheep and a lean cow, and 
brought back with them three of these natives, whom in the even- 
ing they conducted to the fort, and who requested the Commander 
to permit Herry and Doman to ^-isit the fort with a present of 
some cattle and sheep in order to treat of peace. They desired to 
conduct themselves henceforth as good friends, and would never 
again cause us any trouble, &c. This was granted. 

March 2nd — The return fleet and the flute Loenen anchor in the 
roadstead. A N.W. breeze blowing. Heavy S.E. wind blowing 
during the night. 

March 3rd. — Calm moming. The Caapmen sent back to their 
people, escorted by Herman Remajenne and a soldier, everyone 
Laving received as a present for himself and his chief some food, 
tobacco, brandy, &c. They also took with them a note, telling 
them that they might safely visit the fort to treat of peace. It 
Iiad been signed in their presence by Mr. Sterthenius and the 
Commander, to give them greater confidence. 

March 4th. — ^The free Saldanha traders arrived this moming 
with a westerly breeze, with a cargo of eggs, fish, and 20 sheep, 
obtained from the Caapmen and Chariguriquas. The Caapmen 
were already on their way hither, and intended to come and trade 
wdth us in a body. Herry had even entered the boat to come with 
them, but the Caapmen had taken him out again and desired that 
he shoidd accompany them overland, fearing that if he came alono, 
he would oomraunieate too many private matters, &c. 

March 5th. — Heavy S.E. winds. The vessels of the free traders 
return to Dassen Island and Saldanha Bay, taking with them the 
assistant Gysbert van Campen and some merchandise for barter- 
ing c^attle for the return fleet from the natives (if possible), the 
flute Loetien to be sent thither to fetch whatever may be obtained. 

March 6th. — Heavy S.E. winds. 

March 7th (Simday). — Calm moming. 

March 8th and 9th — Fine weather. The flute Loenen sent to Sal- 
danha Bay with the following instructions: — ^That whereas the 
Saldanha freemen have reported that cattle might be obtained from 
the Chariguriquas and as very little is at present to be obtained here, 
you shall if possible leave this evening for Saldanha Bay, whither 
the SecretaiT^ has already proceeded with some merchandise for 
bartering purposes. Wliatever is obtained can be placed on the 
Sohapen Island until you have collected as much as you think you 
can take cm board, in order to deliver them at sea to the return 
fleet which will leave this on the 20th — the Erasmus three days 
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earlier — in order to give you notice. If you obtain suffioient 
cattle sooner, ron are to return hither along the ooast .... 
and oall at Dassen Island, wliere you shall obtain from the &ee- 
men as much train oil aa Ihey have resdy . . . ." (Signed) 
P. Stertheuius."— 9th March, 1660. 

The Laenen also took a note to the freemen at Dassen Ialan<l, 
requesting them to supply one halt aum of oil to eaoh of the 9 
return ships, and that they would be paid at the Fort. During 
the night the Loetieti left. 

March 10th. — Heavy S.S.E. wluda. Towards evening, the free 
burgher Hapman Eemajeune, aa mentioned on tlie 3p1 instant, 
arrived at tiie Fort with Uerry and Doman, and a large number 
of their people, or Kaapmeu. They brought 10 cattle and o alieep, 
and wished to treat of peace. This won allowed, hut, as dorkueflB 
was fast settine in, some delay took place ; however, Bemajenne 
was preseot^ by Mr. Stortheuius with Bds. 26. 

Marob 11th. — New moon. Heavy S.S.E. winds. Received 10 
cattle and 4 abeep, as a present from the Kaapmen, for which, in 
return they were presented with so much oopper, tobaoco and beads, 
that they were riohly paid, to say nothing of the food and brandy, 
Sk , given them. It was provisionally agreed with them, that they 
might freely and unhindered return with their oomp huts and 
^ttle, OS for as behind or beyond the Bosheuvel, when further 
^gotlatione oonld take place, &c. 

. March 12th. — Better weather, cloudy sky, iind a little rain. ■ 
I lifwiutipH.-" The Hon. Sterthenius, Councillor of India, Adntiial 
of the Keturu Fleet, and Oommissioner for the luspeotion of Oape 
A^airA, together with a Council composed of that of the fleet and 
Ht tU^ Fort, hOiViug uarefully considered the documents oontaining 
ihe oharges against the H prisoners : Pietcr Barber of Haematode, 
Hendiik Hendriksz of Gloppenburg, Jacob Dirkse of Antwerpeu, 
Jooob Bom of Glasgow, Patrioq Tjouq of Qlasgow, Marcus Tomelflon 
of Ogel. soldiera ; Pasquael llodrigo of Teueriffe, convict, and 
plnaa W^iskebroocq, freeman's servant, and having gathered from 
Ibe some the evil tatentions of these persons to run away to Angola, 
Ibe territory of our enemies, to commit viirious murders, and 
plunder the Fort and the yacht Eraxmifi, all wJiioh documents have 
been referred to us by the Commander aud Couuoil of the FOrt ; 
further oonsidoriug that at ioast 8 or 10 days must elapse before 
these orijttinal trials con be brought to a concluaiou, to the great 
inconvenience and delay of the return fleet, whose otfioers would 
necewwily have to be on shore every day, and therefore neglect 
ttteir duties on board ; it was unanimously decided, although tbe 
Directors in the general " articul brief " lay down that all offences 
■hall be tried in the plaoe where they have been oonunittied, 
baoande of the : importanoe of the speedy departure of the Eeet, 

I to enter no further into the matter, hut to refer it to their Hastours

March 1 4th (Sunday). — Same wand. 

March IStli and 18tb. — Same weather. 

March 19th. — Calm weather. 

March 20lh. — Calm in the moming. 8.S.E. breeee in the 
aftflmooD. Departure of Admiral Sterthenins and the retrun 
fleet, together with the yacht Emsmm. Fully fifty persons had 
stowBd themselves away on board — freemen, as well oe Company's 
eervants, of whom only thirteen were reoovered. 

March 2Ist (Palm Sunday).— S.S.E. winds still blowing. 

March 22nd. — Lovely weather with a beautiful sea breeze. 

Resolution : — " As the flute Loeneu has brought a large quantity 
of rice from Batavia, the want of which made us decide on the 
22nd August last to give board money to all the Company'i 
servants iustead, until furthers orders from the Directors, and as 
this arrangement can now cease, but as we have lieen informed 
that the men are better satisfied with tbeir board money than with 
rations as customary on board, it was decided until further ordeift 
from the Directors to oontinne the payment of board money, and 
insleai) of 40 lbs. to give 45 Ibe. of rioe per month !-> each man 
with 6 lbs. salt meat and pork instead of the cash payment, but 
whenever fresh meat is obtainable a third more nill be givea 
iuEtead, that the men may have food enough and have also ft 
penny in hand every day. The freemen shall each be permitted 
to fetch 50 lbs. per mnnth whether of rioe or any other com. 

This day were also esamined the twelve persons who had' 
slowed themseh-es away in the retnm fleet, vix., eight snrvants of 
the Ccnnpany and four freemen and ditto servants. It having 
l)een as«r(ained from Ihpm that they had been per&uai](d to desert 
by the bailors, who had e^on dragged some of them into the hoal^ 
making them disointented with the place and even cursing it* 
promising at the same time to hide them securely and bring tnent 
home Efkfely, so that it is evident that they had been seduced hj 
fair word&j it was decide^l to pardon them with an admonition t 
be more careful, and to sem! each one back to his business, &c. 

And as regards the fi-ee hirelings on Hendrik Boom's form, who 
had also stowed themselves away uud deserted tJie farm, they havd 
surrendered their cattle and grain to the Company for debt, witli 
the offer to pay the balance in oourse of time. To save farther lo« 
their oSer was accepted, the more so as whal they had olread] 
given was almost enough to cover their liabilities, so that I' 
Company will not be the loser. 

Decided to benefit the undermentioned persons at their requeA 
and for their abilities, with the following advancement and for thi 
IBU0D8 adduced : — 
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Wbereas it is more and more found how little dependence can 
be placed on some persons, and that tho Svhapmjaclitje is in great 
■langcr of beiug one day or another deser(«d by her men, some of 
whcjm lift^ already stowed themselves awiiy in the return fleet, and 
it almost happened that tlie quaitoriiiiistor of tlmt boat also 
deserted and abandoned his vessel, it was decided, in order to pre- 
vent such a possible loss, to put a trustworthy man on board in the 
person of the maiTied freeman Jau Reyniorz of Amsterdam with 
whom things are not proBpering very well, and to appoint him 
quartermaster and head of the S<-/ia/jeii/oi-klJe, on which he may 
also be employed as sailmaker, and to pay him il8 per month, the 
amount earned by him before he became a freeman, according to 
the following deed : — 

Jan Keynierez : who arrivtil here in the Voj/e/ Pluenix on the 
16th Aapuot, 1653, as arquebusier at fll per month, and after- 
wards promoted to be sailmaker at fl8, and who since the 14th 
April, 1667, supported himself as a freeman, having alao obtained 
his wife from iiome, but at present completely mined by the 
robberies of the Hottentooa and the war, is at his request and 
because of his fitness, and also because we have no other sidtable 
person, re-accepted as sailmaker in the service, and in order to 
hava a trustworthy person on the Company's vessel, likewise 
appointed quartermaster ou board. He is to serve for five years, 
unless in the mean time he may deoide again to aak for Ins free- 
dom, which will then be granted tn him. 

Jan Olaesz : of Steenwyk, soldier, who arrived here in Het 
Witpfn vim AiHsfcriiam on tho 28th March, 10.58, at. f9 per month, 
and who has since behaved vigilantly and faithfully in many ways, 
and conducted himself aa an nonest person, is at his request pro- 
moted to the rank of " adelborst," with a salary of fl2 per month 
from to-day. 

Nicolaas Delbort, of Arien, arrived in the Hi'nriftia Lou\«a 
on the loth August, 1656, as soldier at f9. On account of his 
knowledge of masonry he was employed as a mason, to the satis- 
faction of the Commander. As lung as he oontinues iu that 
Muployment he will receive fl3 per month. 

Thomas Harmans, of Sevenborgen, boatswain, who arrived here 
in the Promih'e on the 13tb August, 1657, at iiO per month, has 
since been employed in the gardens. Laving a knowledge of 
gardening. Having discharged his dutii^a to the full satisfaotion 
of his revered Commander, his salary is iniTeased to fl2 per month. 

Jatx>b Pieterse, of Brugge, arquebusier, arrived here tn Hei 
Wtipen van Amsterdam on tne '28th March, 1658, at flO permontli. 
Uae since been employed in the gardens, having a knowledge 
of gardening, and as superintendent of the slaves. Having dis- 
charged his duties to the satisfaction of the Commander, his salary 
ifl inoreaaed to fl2 per month. . ." (Signed) J. v. Eiebeeok, U. 
de Man, Abraliam Gabboma, Pioter Kveraerts, and Gysbert v. 
Oampen, secretory.

The flute Loenen returns from 
Saldanha Bay, which it had left yesterday morning at 1m o'oLook, 
without haying waited for the return fleet or seen anyjuii^^^,^ 
ii Neither had it seen any Hottentoos, except the iiak^ beacb 
rangers, nor any cattle or sheep, so that the voyage thither of the 
vessels of the freemen, as desired by the Hon. Sterthenius, has

Tb^ frpejjKieiL's 
boat De Zee Leeuw also returns from Saldanha Bf^ ..ijrit^pfut 
si^oceiss. : Had called at Dassen Island, and brought thencHi .tbxjQjB 
half aums of train oil. They were much astonished J^nat^'.^piiojlr 
mates bad fiin away^ by means of the return fleeti and tbiaf; i^ thcdr 
name tliegr had obtained many goods from other freemen^Ioavi^ig 
their othe;r.boat, the Penguin, robbed of everything, and consider- 
ably injured. 

March 25th. — Q-entle weather, with a N.W. breesse like yester- 
day. Busy discharging the Loenen. 

March 26th.— The same. i 

March 27th.— Full moon. Mild weather and variable breezes. 

March 28th. — ^N.W. breeze. Arrival in the afternoon of Set 
Wapen van Amsterdam. . , , ^ ,, 

March 29th. — The officers land only this morning, and ri^pp^pCed 
that Fieter Marreville was chief merchant, and Miohiel .Engelken 
skipper of that vessel, which had left the Ylie on the 17th Decem- 
ber last in company of the Amers/oort with 337 men, of whom 8 
had died. The rest were all well. Had touched nowhere, and 

Earted company with the Amer^oort on the north of the line. The 
ttter vessel had manv dead and sick. 
March 30th and 31st. — Lovely weather. 

.April 1st and 2nd. — Fine weather, with 'w&Aesrly breezes. 
An^yal of the Amertfoort about 11 o'clock at night, guided by the 
beacon fires on Bobben Island. 

April 3rd. — Same weather. Skipper Jan M,unt> and junior 
merchant Willem Boosum reported tnat yesterday they haa seen 
three other vessels, and that since their departure froni the Ylie 
they h§d suffered much from sickness. Thirty-one ol j^^ 
Company s servants had died, among them the Bev. Henrious 
Coot The siurviving 314 men were all well. Had called no* 

Xhe yacht Naarden of the Chamber Enckhuysen also arrived. 
Had left on the 24th December last with 111 men. Her skipper's 
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Ksame was Pioter Egbertaz Oroot, and that of tho bookkeeper iBd"- 
J^ybrant Dubbeldekop. Only one death had ocotin-ed. Tlie rest ~- 
^~T^ all well. Had touched nowhere. 

„ Th?, jAcht Zierikzee of the Rotterdam Chamber also orriveil. 
rSod left the I7th December. Rut Jacobs Buys waa her skipper, 
I'lod Johannes van Oppynen her bookkeeper. Of her 192 men 
% had died and been drowned ; the rest: were all well. Had calleil 
I Ilha de Mayii and obtained a anffioient number of goats there 
' some water melons for refreahmeots. At Cape Finisterre aho 
. lost her foremaat and bowsprit. The mainmast was also 
mkeu, and her spars injured. But damages had beeu repaired in 
suoh a way that she will be able to continue her voyage to Batavia., 
The yacht Vliaaingen also arrived during tho afternoon. Ser 
skipper's name was Beyiiier Beyniers, wno had broken his 1^ 
some weeks previously, and was still lying miserably in bed. A# 
mentioned by the Rev. Cornelius Walrandt and bookkeapor Jan 
Blommort, tnej had left the l^Ih December last in company 
at the ilute Dicinermeer with ;220 men, of whom 9 had died, 2 were 
drowned, and the rest wore in bad health.

This day peace was once 
mote concluded with the captain and chief of the Katipmeu, 
Herry, and all the priaoipal men and elders. Fromisis were 
made on both sides no longer to molest one another. However, 
nothing was left of the stolen cattle that could be restored, but 
""* y promised on their iiart to dn tlieir best that as many as 
Bible might be brought down from the interior by other tribes, 
Ifajd from time to time, though they firmly maintained their 
''girievanoe that wo had more and more taken of their lands for our- 
(wlves, which liad been their property for centuries, and on whioh 
they had beoa accustomed to depasture their cattle, &q. They, also 
ftskod whetliT llu-y would be allowed to do tli^,a?m» thing if thpy

oame to Holland, and added that it would havo mattereil little it 
we hail cotiflued ouraelves to the Fort, but that instead wo were 
Bolecting the best lauds for ourselves, without sBkiug them whether 
they liked it or not, or whether they wore inconvenienced or not, 
They therefore urged it very pressingly to be permitted onoe more 
to liave free aooess to the same for the purpose meatioced. At firat 
we replied thnt there waa oot enough grass tliere for their and our 
cattle. They answered " Have wie then no cause to prevent you 
from obtaining cattle, aa liaviug many you oover our pastures with 
them P And if you say the land ia not big enough for us both, 
who ought then in justioe to retire, the real owuer or the foreigu 
uBiirper ?" They therefore adhered to their old right of natural 
ownership, and desired to be allowed at least to ooUeot bitter almonds 
whiah were growing wild in large quan cities in that neighbourhood aa 
well as to dig roots for their winter food. This likewise oould not 
bo perraitteil as they would find too many opportunities to injure 
the Colonists, and because we shall require the bitter almonds this 
your for ourselves in order to plant them fur the projected fenoe. 
These reasons were certainly not communicated to them, but as 
they steadfastly adhered to their claims it was at last necessary 
to tell them that they had now lost the land on account o! the 
war, and therefore oould make sure of nothing else thau that Uiey 
had lost it oompletely, the more so as they uould not bo induced to 
restore the stolen cattle, which they had taken from us unjustly 
and without any reason, thataoooi-dingly their country, having been 
fairly won by the sword in a defensive war, had fallen to ua and 
that we intended to keep it. 

They on the other hand oomplaiued very murJi that the colonists 
and others residing in the country had caused them great annoyance 
by now and then robbing them of a sheep, calf, &c., faking their 
iieiida and armlets from their ears and arms and giving the same 
to their slaves, also by beating and thumping them, &o., without 
the Commander exactly being aware of all this (there is some truth 
in this), nud not being able to bear this any longer had resolved 
to take pdvengw by stealing the cattle, so that they boldly main- 
tained that they had suSioient reasons for what they had done. 
\ however, of the many iuatances when puniah- 
e oir&iQBt whom they had broaght. 
*^~ular annoyances, i^o., but that'

This tUey would do on their part, 
expeotiiig tiiat oue day the CommaDJer would go out to show tliem 
the wajB which they might use, and the limits beyond which they 
were to remain, &a. This was poatijouei until the departure of 
the ships ; peace mut cohclufkd, aud the chiefs Gogosoa, Herry, and 
all the prinoipal men, about 40 altogether, were presented with 
oopper, beads, aud tobaoeo, as well as wifi food and liquor, and 
so well treated that all became merrily dusted (jolly drunk), bo 
"lat it we had so wished it, we might have kept them in oar power. 
' r very many weighty reasouB, however, we oould not decide to do 
i OS we could always effeoi. this (as a last resourca), aud in the 
IteaawhUe make further inquiry regarding their intentions, &o, 

Last night Anthony 'ryc-ltmao, ohiof boatswain's mate on the 
yacht Vlinxingeii, was stabbed in the neok by the third officer of 
llti Wapeii Bait Aimtei-dnm, named Cornelis Jansz, <if 
Flonsbiirg, The man having been killed, the murderer was 
placed in custody. Matter to be investigated, 

April Tth. — 3.8.E. breeze. The flute Loeiteii sent outaide to 
look out for the two last return ships, and hand them warning 
letters not to pass this and not touch at St. Helena. For the same 
purpose a freemen's vessel and the Schapenjachtje were kept ready at 
rhe month of the bay to warn those vessels that might be sighted 
and by hard winds be tempted to pass on. 

Re«olulion. — " The Commander and Couucil of the Furt of Good 
Hope, assisted by the officers of the ships ot present in the bay, 
'laving gathered evidence and found, after further examination, 
liat Cornelis Janpz, of Flenaburgh, had the night before lust 
urtally stabbed Anthcny Tyckmau, so that tiie latter died during 
_.„ie following night ; aud as it farther appears that tlie said 
Ooruulis Jansz, auoording to his own confessions and various 
declarations, had been first provoked by the deceased, ai:d also

April 8th. — Fine weatiier and variable breezes. The Kaapmen 
and their followers return home, apparently pleased at the peace 
made, which may the Almighty CTant that it be kept faith- 
fully. This day being the annual tnankB and prayer day, was 
kept as such, whilst the Uev. Comelis Watrandt preached about 
our first coming here, and the abundant blessing granted by 
Almighty God in all things ; and prayed that He would in His 
Mercy continue the same for the future. After the iervioe he 
baptiwd a child of the free burgher Jan Saohariaa, named 
Maria. 

Rewhftion. — ^The Council decided to refer the case of Serjeant 
H. V. d. Straten to Batavia, for the same reasons as those men- 
tioned in the Besolntion of the previoos day {q. v.). 

The ship Hit Wapen ran AnisterdaM leaves towards evening, 
with a etroug S.E. breeze, but is obliged to anchor again. 

April 9th. — Xew moon. Variable breezes in the morning. 
Hct Waren m« Amsferiiam leaves towards evening. 

April loth.— Fine westerly breeze; arrival of the flute Dimmer' 
meer, skipper Carel Alterae and bookkeeper Eeuwout Teelingh. 
Had left De Wielingen on the 18tli Dec. last, witli 154 men. 
One death had ooourred during the voyage, and some of the orew 
were suffering from scurvy. Had with the V/issinffen called at 
Boa Vista, but obtained nothing there. Had long oalzos at the 
Line. 

The Hute Loeiieit also arrived with a broken bowsprit. Com- 
plained that the west wind was blowing fully six times harder out- 
side than in the bay, and that she could hardly endure it. She 
had accordingly seen the ship Hrt Wnjieti run Amsiertlam taking 
in its topsails, and proceeding with only the lower ones set. . . . 

Death of the arquebiisier, named Albert Albertz, of Blockseil, 
who remained ill hereout of the Eiichhuy$tn. 

April 11th (Sunday).— Rainy weather in the morning, with 
westerly wind.

I Reeoluthn. — " The Commander and Council proceed on board the 

I Amf'i/boi-t, and strengthened with the offioors of the sliips in the 

'^vidstead, read and deliberated on the charges against Roelo 

MUfbuflicr on the Amerxfoorl. Decided to refer this eaa 
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also to BataviA for the same reasons as those given in the two pre- 
ceding HeBoIutlons. 

April 15th, — Lovely calm weather. 

April 16th. — 9.S.E. breeze. Departure to Bataviaof the Amen- 
foort, Wakit, Vlinsin^cn and Zici-tftsfe. 

April 17th. — Fine lovely weather. 

April 18th (Sunday), — Heavy dry S.S.E. winds. 

April 19th.— Same weather, with rain. 

April 20th. — Same weather. 

Resolution. — " The burghers living around the Fort submit that 
they find it diffimilt to breed pigs, and at the same time keep them 
out of the gardens. They propose, iia ia usual in Europe, to appoint 
a herd, every owner to take his turn for paying and feeding tiim, 
whether he owns many or only a few pigs. Thus the pigs could 
every evening be driven to their styes, whence they could every 
morning be collected by the herd, who shall be fined one quarter 
of a real for every pig allowed by Itim to break into a garden. 
Deoided to adopt this suggestion and to make regulations for the 
proper payment of the herd. It was also resolved that all carrying 
on a business and desirous to become burghers shall consent to this 
before receiving free papers, agriculturists exeepted, who shall be 
permitted to do as they think proper. And to make this tax as 
ught as possihle for the few burghers the servants of the Company 
shall also be permitted to keep pigs, that the Cape may in good 
time become lull of these animals. Eveiyone neglecting to lock 
bis pigs in during the night to forfeit one quarter of a real for 
each animal, which if not claimed within 24 hours shall be eoniia- 
oated and sent to Robben Island or killed. No bows, but only 
hogs to he killed, and only with permission of the Commander, from 
whom they shall obtain a permit which will cost them nothing. 
Saoh slaughtered animals they may use for themselves or soil, at 
the price fixed ere this, and which the Company shall also pay 
Bhould it require any. 

And as in consequence of the departure of Abraham Gabbema, the 
Council has been left without a secretary to draw up deeds and

April 22nd. — Calm weather. The above vessels provided with 
some sapplies from the Ditnteniner. 

April 23rd. — Very strong W. wind and some rain. One of the 
boats Bent out to wateh for the return ships with our letters of 
warning, &e , also returned yesterdny, having, on the 17lh, 
approached a vessel, which they fouud to be English, and which 
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H60. put out a boat ; but the freomen's vessel had outsailed it. The 
~~ Englishmaa's course wao noitherlv, towarcis St. Helena. The 

X. \V. wind blow so stroagiy that the Vogehang was twice seut 
adrift, ruuuing foul of and iujuriDg the L^t€,ien. Afterwards the 
Lwtun a!so parted, and colliding with the HUcernkiin^ b:>th vt^ssels 
were damag^, but the extent eoull not be known, as the weather 
made all communication impossible. 

Thio morni-ig, uotwitlistanding this sto.my weather, the other 
vessel of the fre;?meu arrived from Dis>mi IsLantl full of penguin, 
seamew and plover eg^js. 

April 24th. — The same boisterous uvath^r. Tue L^^d God 
cannot be sufficiently thanked for having brcii pleased to let the 
said return flutes arrive here safely the d ly b^f >re yesterday, as 
they would oth.rwise, like the ErKUun^^ a it Livr? been able to 
weather the Cape, but been obligeil to pr»»ceed to Madagascar or eke- 
where. At least they would have had as muc!i to do as they could. 

April 25th ;Sui:d:iy). — Fall moon. The sim-? boiaterous weather 
with rain. During the night the raia grew heavier and the wind 
went down. 

April 26th. — Calm misty woath^r. Tho return ships busy fishing 
for their anchors an^l repairing damages. Received some ropes, &o., 
from the Dletnenue*!'. 

April 27th. — Same calm weather. Deiiu of Hidde ^iebes of 
Jellum, a sailor, left sick here by the Wnkl^. 

Departure of the Dieniermter. 

Arrival of three emissaries from the Gourochjuquas or tobaooo 
thi?ves, sent by the chief Ch:^ro to ask wh*^t!ier they also may share 
in the newly-made peace like the Kaapiuen, and be permitted as 
before to come aa«l go, under prom s^ r.hat they ^ould do their 
i;est to enable us to l btain abuadan: .??i:tlr by trading with them 
and other tribes in the interior, «!tc They were told yes, provided 
that for the present they usei ud other thoroughfare tian that 
through the field gates wiihin sight of the watchhouses "Kyk- 
uyt " and " Keert de Koe," already point tni out to the Kaapmen; 
and also that we had receiveil opper, tobacco, beads, brandy, and 
Spanish win% arrack, rice, and breaK Occ, for bartering purposes, 
and for treating tliem kindly ai 1 in a frieadiy manner. But that 
we had also received horses and other war mat "^rial fir figaangthe 
evil dispose*!, A?. ; that oar intention was never otherwise than as 
it still is, to live in amity with the alwrig-iials of this country, and 
obtain f>r th?m from our couutry what they desired, in order t) 
exchange it for their own pro luce, v^o. Tuis they und^rsto-yl, a id 
wer-* kindly treated until the 28th. 

April 2Sth. — Fine, lovely sunny weather. The Croraeboaqua 
emissaries leave with presents of copper, tobaooo, bread, and beads 
for th^mscdres, their chief Chore and his brother Gbkingh, eu- 
cmmped at present about 3 days* journey f4*om tiiis widi (Soonoma, 
Seconde of Oedasoa, having much cattle with them. They intend 
iioitijr to come nearer, in order to sell some to us 
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Eva, the interpretress, stated that she had gathered from the ^^^O- 
oonversation of these and other Hottontoos that we would obtain a "" 

mighty lot of cattle this season, as the Hamcunquas intended 
to send in cattle with the Chainouquas, whose chiefs woull sond the 
chief Chaihsmlima with them t(i the fort for barter. Time will 
show the success of this. Affairs do not always look baj. 

April 29th and 30th. — Same weather. Resolution : — '* As none of 
the stowaways ou the vessels under the Honourable Sterthenius 
have returned in the Loenm, the latter having missed the fleet at 
the mouth of Saklanlia Bay, it was decided to close all their 
aocouutd, and to confiscate all the amounts that stand to their 
credit. They are as follows : —

May 1st, — Fairly fine weather. N.W. breeze with rain. 

Resolution (morning). "Council, strengthened with the officers of 
the return ships VogeUangh and Hiicermm^ consider the letters of 
the Seventeen to the Commander and Council here, as well as to the 
officers of the said ships ; ordering the vessels not to touch at St^ 
Helena, the Eoglish Iiaving taken pos&e3i*ion of it; and, further, to 
proceed home behind and to the N. of Ireland and Scotland. The 
orders from Batavia containing instructions to await orders here 
from home, having also been re^ul it was decided to follow the latter, 
and to leave it to the officers, after having passed Corvo and fHores, 
to decide which course to take thence, this being the naual course to 
adopt. . . The flute Loeiun having been discharged and bal- 
lasted, and the Hottentoos from all accounts having left Saldanha 
Bay, and being on their way hither to trade with us, so that it 
will be perfectly useless to send this vessel to that bay asdedredby 
Mr. Sterthenius to convey cattle to the Cape, it was decided, as 
it was better to attract the natives to the fort in order to obtain 
cattle from them, which if conveyed by ve^tsel would cause great 
expense Lud be liable to destiuction, not to send the Jkrtffii.to 



Saldanlia Bay. And as the Direotors mention in their letters tliat 
the goliat Packet, built for this Besidenoy, was etiU being kept 
back by the frost, to send the Loeiien in search of tho island St. 
Helena Nova, for if the gnliot is waited for muo)i longer, there 
would be no time left for conveying the news to Batavia by means 
of the May ehips, to be of Ber\-ioe to the return floct to be des- 
patched tnia year in the month of December next. 

And OS it is stnted in the despatches from Batavia dated the 
17th January that their Honours trust that when Mr Sterthenius 
has heard of the intention of the EngUsh, he will instruct the flute 
Loenen io accompany the fleet from the Cape as far as St. Hele^, 
in order to obtain information regarding the doings of the Eugliah 
there, as this might bo done withoiit too mucli delay — for she would 
reach Batavia only a little later, whilst the time would not have 
been uselessly spent — and as from all this it appears how much 
importance is attached by the Directors and the High Government 
to the finding of a new St. Helena to replace the old one as a 
rendezvous, it was decided after mature deliberation to dospatoh 
the Loenen in searcli of the new St. Helena, that their Honours at 
Batavia may have full information before the above-mentioned 
return fieet is despatched, the more so as the Loenen is mtae 
defensive than the Parkyljen, and that she will at least require -30 
men, as the Directors are of opinion that the said island is not only 
in possession of the Portuguese, but also well fortified, so that 
pradeQce is necessary, &c.' 

Some rice provided to the return flute Vogeltnngh. 

Skippor of that vessel complained of the conduct of two sailors, 
Joost Jooston, of Amsterdam, and Dirck Jansz: of Buysen. 
Commisoiouers appointed to iuvL*stigate the case and report. — 
(Signed), J. v. Eiebceck, B. de Man, B. Bam, J. Schrael, H. 
Fraxioken, Abr. G^abhema, and H. Lacus, secretary. 

Resolution (afternoon) : " Consultation regarding the election of 
free burgher councillors and officers of the militia. 

The treemen baring as usual nominated 4 persona, namely, 
Jaoob Cloetcn of Cologne, free agriculturist ; Leendert ComsliBz 
of Zovenhuyseu, free sawyer ; Wouter Comelis Mostaert, free 
miller and briokmaker, and Joris Jansz, free tavern keeper, from 
whom to select two to have session at our Board as burgher 
councillors, in order to assist in the discussion of offences ooourring 
among them ; it was decided to elect Wouter Gomelis Mostaert, 
of Utrecht, as senior burgher councillor, he being the eldest of 
the freemen, who has also bis wife with him, and Leendert 
Comelisz, of Zevenhuysen, as junior burgher councillor. This to 
be oommunicated to them. 

And as it has been ordered for greater security, peace, and the 
prevention of tumidts, rebellion, and hostility on the pi^ of the 
natives, that the freemen shall always be well .provided with fir«> 
arms, and for that purpose they have by Besolution of the first 
May laet, that good order may also be maintained among them- 



1C60. selves, been formed into a company of militia under the necessary 
~" officers, just Uke the company's garrison here, with a sergeant, 

two corporals, and a drummer, to be annually elected by the 
burgher council, the drummer excepted, and as the burgher 
councillors, strengthened with their selected sergeant and corporal, 
had according to the aforesaid Resolution nominated as sergeant 
Harman Bemajenne, free agriculturist, and Hendrik Uendricksz, 
of Surwarde, free tailor, and as corporals Elbert Dircksz, free 
tailor, and Martin Jaoobsz, free gardener, both of the fort, as well 
as Hendrick Elbertz, free agriculturist, and Pieter Cornelisz, of 
Langesont, free fisherman, both resident in the country, the Council 
decided to elect out of tiiat number Hendrik van Surwarde as 
sergeant, residing with his wife near the fort ; Harman Beman- 
jenne as corporal in the country, and Elbert Dirksz as corporal 
near the fort. The burgher councillor, Leendert Cornelisz, to 
retain the command in the forest over his servarts and free 
sawyers, in order to have the arms, &c., there properly taken care 
of, and the militia in general to observe the orders promulgated for 
them last year. 

The following promotions and improvements agreed to : — 

Pieter van Clmkenburg : of Middelburg, arrived in the flute 
De Meese in 1658 as jimior surgeon at f 18 per month ; conducted 
himself well, and since the departure of the chief surgeon Guill- 
jame Robberts, of Dondy (P Dundee) served in his place. Ap- 
pointed surgeon at f30 per month with a three years' contract. 

Anmion Dirksz: of Bergen, arrived in Het Wapen f?an Amsterdam 
in 1658 as arquebusier at f 12. Employed since the departure of the 
" baas," superintendent over the woodcutters ; now made " baas " 
with f 17 per month and a three years' contract, provided, however, 
that should the present Commander leave before that time he will 
have his choice to proceed either home or to India. 

Pieter Egbertsz : Uy ttendam, arrived in the Princess Royal in 
1859 as sailor at f9 ; has since been employed in the smithy. 
Accepted on account of his dilifi^ence as smith's assistant at f 12. 

Agreed to pay the free Saldanhars for cruizing for the first 
squadron and for trading on behalf of the same at Saldanha Bay 
e<ich with one vessel, one hundred guilders, and to have their 
damaged boat repaired by the Company's car|)enters, as mostly all 
the free carpenters have stolen away, and in order to further 
inciease their zeal to pay them f50 for having lain on the look-out 
for half a month for the second squadron. Th<^ two squadrons to 
be debited pro rata with the different amounts." — (Signed as 
before.) 

May 2nd (Sunday). — Fairly good weather with a N.W. breeze. 

May 3rd. — Same weather. Death of Jacobus Halsterbeeok of 
Lejden, left behind sick on the 9th April by the Walvis, 

May 4th. — Very dirty, rainy weather. Same wind. 

May 5th. — Beautiful, lovely, calm weather. During the 
afternoon some Goraohouquas arrive saying that they had left 12 
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oattlp in the Kaaiuncn's camp, about six or seven houre' walk from IS^O. 
the Fort, nnfl thnt tlmy would bring them to-m^Tow sis a aure ~ 
men of their oildroJ frieiiLlahip. It is the r-ustoni among these 
tnbes Ihbt whosoovcr, after a war, iisks for or offers peace, ami 
suoh offer is aooepted by thti other party, Iheir ohieia bring a 
preennt of 10 or Vi bead of oa'tle. Thereupon the other side, as a 
proof of having aooepted, in return also gives a present, which in 
our case oousiats of copper, tobaoco, eating, drinking, &o., which 
osttle these foniruunerst might ha%-G brought with them, but 
evidently they wished to be trratcd first, and as we knew fbeir 
eovetoua nature this woe done in order the more to draw them 
towards us, &c. 

Towards evening Chore, chief of the Chorachonquaa, arrived 
with a retinue of about 100 men, among them the eldest and 
principal of the tribe, bringing with them 13 head of cattle fairly 
old and young, as a present, requesting that wo would accept them 
ae a proof of their friendship, promising that henooforth they 
would live in peace and do their best to induce the natives of the 
interior to trade with us to our satisfaction, &c. Thb was received 
in a friendly spirit, and they were promised our friendship in 
return, aud as it was growing dark the said cattle were driven into 
the kraal, whilst the visitors wfi-e treated on rice, bread, tobacco, 
and brandy, and were toJd that we wnuld on our side give them 
presents to-morrow. Herry and Doman hail accompanied them, 
and acted as interprot^-rs and mediators. They and the aforesaid 
chief were treated separately and permitted to sleep within the 
Port. They egain insisted upon our removal from their paatures, 
Ac. ; but the Q-oroohouquas did not appear to mind this much, 
faenoe He^ry, Domin and their f^llow-.rs were fold that this had 
'l>een refused the last time, and that therefore they wore not at 
'liberty to talk on thf> subject auy longer, as they had lost these 
ipastuTcs in their wars against us. The Gtcraohouqua appeared 
MtisfieO that wt- aooepUd liis offeriTd friendeiiip. saying that we 
were not to let his peojile pane through any way than through the 
iKirs straight to the Fort, or any other way which we might point 
out to his people. 

Ankaisoa woe likewise prespnt, and at hia own request inoludeii 
in the peace, so that we have once more friendship and peace with 
the Goringayqnas or tobacco thieves, Ankaisoa their ally, ami 
the Ooraohouquas or ehecp thieves. TLt-y had commenced to make 
war on na about this time last year, and could command a force of 
about 1000 strung men for offensive purposes. It ia to be hoprd 
tliat this peace is sinuerely intended by them, as in that caho 
there will he a chance of obtaining onoe moro a considerable 
portion of cattle, oocordiig to the expeotntions cherished on the 
subject by them and by Eva, 

May 6th. — Ascension Day. Fine lovely weathrrlihe yestenlay. 
Thifl morning before tlie sermon the chief nf the Gomel louqu us 
and hie followers received their return present in the form of 
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oopper, beads, tobacco and pipes, oertainlj double the Tolae of the 
1-i aioreaaid cattle. After the eemton they were alao treated with 
food and liqaor, whilst a. tub filled with a mixture of airack and 
brandy was set open in the middle of the square within the fort, 
with a small sailor's cup in it, out of which they drank themselvee so 
dniuk that one beheld them making the strangest antics in the 
world, singing, dancing, leaping and with other stiajigo behariour ; 
st one time one, at another another, fell down through dronken- 
ness, ftnd were picked up by those not so far gone, carried outside 
the fort, and laid on the grass to sleep. The ohief excepted, 
^bowerer, who oondncted himself fairly well, aiad did not drink 
ibimself more than half full, beeides three or tour of hiseldeet men, 
Init even of these some could not refrain from dancing with the 
rest, whilst the women sang and clapped their hands so loudly 
that they might have been heard about 150 roods away from the 
fort, BO that they appeared in their own way to bo holding quite 
a triumph of peace. 

This day the officers of the Loeittn received orders to depart on 
their voyage in seuxib of 8t. Helena Nora. 

May 7th. — Misty weather in the morning. The Uott«ntooB 
again treated with food and tobacco. They left about 8 o'clock, very 
well satisfied, being escorted by the Commander and 6 horsemen 
M far as the barrier between the watchhouses " Keert de Koe " 
and " Kyck Uyt," where some outlying horsemen met thom from 
behind the tliiokota, and accompanied them as far as the Brakke 
River, where they were shown the passage which they wero hence- 
forth to use, and what lands they were to keep away from. They 
thereupon crossed the river, whilst the Commander soon rode out 
of iheir sight at a good gallop on this side towards the lands of 
the Company and the h^men, purposely to show them the speed 
of horses, which produced great awe among them. 

The inspection of the lands in every direction showed that a 
considerable quantity of rj-e and wheat had already been sown, and 
that portions were already springing up beautifmly. It will be 
desirable to bartor more draught osen as soon as possible from 
Ihese natives, as both the Company and the freemen are very 
poorly provided with these animals, and it will be breakneck work 
to get the old land under seed this year. It consists of 152 
morgen, viz :

Total, 152 morgen, but it u (duiwee tho Lord Qtnl to grant us but 
jttDe-thin] of a Inst for evory morgen as an average, we nope that it 
will go considerably far for the mainlenanoo of man and boast. 
May 8th. — Loose, rainy weather, with a N.W. wind. 
May 9th. — Very heavy weatlier from the N.W. Barly in tho 
Boming a vessel was seen nnohored near the shore on the other 
ide of the bay, and flying a wldte flag. Tho Ck)mmander 
looordingly proceeded thither over land boliind tho downs 
»iid on borsebaek, actiompunied by the skipper of the 
Zor-nen, tho junior merchant ttoelof de Man, and some horsemen, 
and mode signals on the beach on the vessel's starboard side, as if 
there were men stationed on the watch everywhere, though at such 
a distance from the fort. An-iviug near the vessel she was found 
to be dangerously near the breakers, and appeared to be a Flemish 
'Eiigate, having red spliced banners, but flying no flag, so that no 
Corther information could bo obtained, nor oould ono thoroughly 
«e what was written on her stern. Sho is very likely a Frenolmian 
IT a Genoese, and is lying as dangerously near the shore as possible, 
^^ler topmasts lowered and her foreyard raised about one-third on 
Jugh, BO that in case ehe parted she might sail on shore with the 
loresail set, and thus save the lives of the crew, as she has not 
imore than a musket shots' length deep water behind her. She, 
iowever, seems to be well provided with anchors and oablea, and 
lisd two anchors down. 

May 10th. —New moon. The same stormy wmd and weather 
mtil about noon, when the wind went down so much that the ship 
bould weigh its one anohor and carry out behind a spring on the 
other, finally suooooding in getting away from the sliore with 
reefed sails, and safely reaching the roadstead. In the meanwhile 
(me of the freemen's boats had boarded her with some vegetables 
and eggs, nominally to sell the same, but really to find out what 
Teasel she was and who the people were. On their return they 
, Were accompanied by the late lieutenant of Mons. Loroa, viz: 
Hons. Pierre Gelton. The vessel was a oruizer that had been 
here three years ago, and then had Admiral Lnros on board, lier 
same was Z/i M'iriehal, and she had left the Nantus River on the 2Uth 
January last, with 180 men, for account of Monsieur La Melleray, 
, Governor of Nantes. None had died, and 7 or 8 were siok in bed. 
,rhp captain was Monsiem' Symon Veron, a native of Uoohel, where 
most of the crew had been engaged. She was on her way to 
Madagascar, where the said Lieutenant was to remain oa Governor 
in the place of the present Monsieur Buriv^, left there three years 
■go by Laros, and who was to rotum in this vessel. During his 
ftay there of three years the Lieutenant was to build a fort iu 8t. 
Augustine Bay in order to command the whole island from one 
end to the other. Six months hence another vessel would follow 
with many married families, in order to enlarge the Ooiony there 
and plant one in St. Augustine's Bay also. They did not, however, 
mtend af> they said, to go to the Hed Sea, but as sood as possible 
VoL WIX. K 
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1660. retam with their ship from ^Liuagaflcar laden with ehony, hides 
~* and wax, and aandd and aloe wood, as well as tohaoco from 
Masoaronhas, which they said was finely cultivated thero by their 
people and slaves. 

They wero also to start silk culture there, and for that purpose 
had on board a silk spinster and her husband, who would thus earn 
their living on Madagascar, as already a considerable quantity of 
silk is procurable thero, to judge by the silken upper skirts and 
dresses worn by the great, and shown us by those of this cruizer. 
This agrees with theroport of the late junior merchant Yerburgh, 
who had been thero twice with the Tulp and died thero. 

These Frenchmen had called at Teneiiffe and Cape Verde, and 
informed us that a little while afo the fort of the West India 
Company thero had been plundered by a French vessel from Dieppe, 
under a Swedish flag and commission, and that two Dutch vessels, 
fully laden and ready to leave, had likewise been seized ; that 
besides these vessels the Fronthmeu had earned away fully three 
hundred thousand guilders in gold. This vessel had for two mouths 
duly as a friend hoisted the Fronch flag whilst imder the land and 
been often entertained by those of the fort, the flutes in the mean- 
while taking in their full cargoes. Having spied out very carof ully 
everything m his favour, the captain brought his vessel with 200 
men to an anchor near the 2 flutes under the fort, nominally as a 
matter of courtesy to sharo in the farowell festivities to be held by 
the friends at the fort and those of the flute ships. A dinner had 
been airanged within the said fort in honour of the departing 
vessels, to which the Fronchman and 9 others (secrotly armed with 
pistols imder their clothes) had also been invited. After dinner, 
when all stood up to drink a parting glass together, the Fronoh- 
men seised the opportunity, and placing their pistols on the breasts 
of the Gbvemor and some of his rotinue, compelled them to sur- 
ronder as prisoners, together with all who wero in the fort and wero 
unarmed or had no idea of evil. At the same time they made a 
signal to the men of their ships, who at once attacked the flutes, 
and after a successful plunder they departed, leaving the Gh>vemor 
in poasession of his plundered fort, though no one viras killed. He 
had, however, been left in possession of some thousands of hides 
which the plunderers could not carry off with ihem. This 
narrative made us moro prudent towards these visitors, though we 
never trusted them. 

May ilth. — Stronger wind and weather than yesterday, with 
heavy rains. 

May 12th. — ^The Captain of the aforesaid vessel lands and shows 
us his three commissions, one from the King, one from His 
Majesty's mother, and one from Governor La Mellerav of Nantes, j 
which wero politely declined, whilst at the same time he was giveu 
to uuderstand that he might perhaps have many other conmussioDS 
from 6ther potentates, but that we did not like to place' liny confidenoe 
v^those sdbmitted by him, &c. Uowev6r,'jat i^dbnhe and the 



IjiGuteimat {lined wilh the Uommiuider, after a gooJ and oorol'ul I'"'**- 
ti-Ii LitJ bouii jilaccd over everything, so that we might be safe ~ 
from treachery, whilst al tho same tiuio arraugantaotij were made 
that tho men who daily came for water rsLiirueil on buaril at iiight 
and did not remain on shore. Weather better, 
L May 13th. — Fine lovely weather. Six head of oattle, one ealf 
I and foui' sheep bartered frum tho dorachouqiios or tobaooo thieves, 
p the first trading transaetion after the peace made nHtK them and 
the Goringaiquaa or Kaopiuoii. Thoy were given a kind of largo 
red beads instead, which they preferred to copper, and whioh had 
been lately rooeived from home- Thoy also took a great tikiag to 
the tobooco pipes with large bowls, also lately received, so that the 
small ones are left on our hands, wiiich we shall endeavour to sell 
to the burghers in order to cause no loss to the Company, but on 

(the other hand obtain some profit on them. 
During the afternoon nine sheep were obtained from some 
of Oedasoa's men, for which they received copper, beads and 
toliacco. Thoir principal message, however, was t.i ^o^J^o^t some 
tobacco for their Chief in exchange for a fat wether for the Com- 
mander, nominally ae a present and an interchange of frieudsliip. 
They were therefore presented with about 1 lb. of tobacco, half a 
dosen pipes and some beads, and treated witli food ami liquor, 
about 20 or 30 in number. But they went to sleep outside the 
fort in the Iiuts of the Watermen, as they were not allowed to 
" drink " tobacco in the hall (voorsasl) or light a fire, as it stood on 
a plank Hoor above a cellar, and these people during those cold 
nights cannot do without fire, being so poorly clad, &c. 

May 14th. — Lovely weather like yesterday. The flute Locuen 
leaves with a S.E, breeze. 

May 15th. — Same lovely weather. Towards evening Oedasoa'a 
men leave with all their presents, promising b) bring in much 
c.iltie. For that reason they had been mere royally treated with 
food and liquor throe times daily during three whole days, whioli 
is rather an expense to the Company, and adds to the prioe of tho 
oattlo, but that would not matter so much if wo could only get 
Buffioient for our wants. 

May 16th. — Dark cloudy weather in the morning. Westerly 
) wind and rain. 

May 17fhto 19th. — Continuous wet and boisterous weather from 
the N.W. In consequeu'-e tho French ship La Miireekul was cast 
on shorL' during tho night between Bait River and the redoubt 
Duyuhoop having sailed to the beach with tho foresail (i'jib) 
before the wind. After his vessel (not stronger thau a Bisuayan 
sloop) had cut its masts and been knocked to pieces on the beach, 
and besides ha>l previously lo.st tiirr^n anchori^, all that it possessed, 
the men ware seen making rafts and continually pumping, keep- 
ing the spritaail up in order to reach the beach with the rising 
tide, not sideways, but with stem on. Orders were thereupon issued 
to those in the redoubt to observe who and what kind ot people, 
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goode or arms, &o., were i^ing saved. About noon tbay sent two 
notes OD shore by means of a barrel praying oamestly for osust- 
iiuoe, lis tlii'y foarod (o bo tlirowu ou thoir side, and in that case to 
bo unable to save tboir livee, Uence, au it was inij>08Fib!e to reucli 
them by water, an old Biscayan sloop (whalo or surf boat) woa 
placed on a wagon and conveyed along tbe boach towurilB Ibe 
TeBBol. Only throe men were saved this day in the two trips wLieh 
Ui6 boat was able to make, being drawn to and fro by means of 
ropes. Two others bad ewum on shore through the surf, and 
ftTiother was Ijing ill in a tavern, so that six liad been saved, 
among them the Prussian (Pruysser) who was to reUeve tlio 
Governor on Madagasoar alre»ily mentioned They requested 

Sots on whioh to pitch tents fcr their people and the storage of 
6 goods, &0. Tliese were pointed out to tbem right in front 
of their ship, aud under the protection of the redoubt Duin- 
boop. 

May 20th. — Fairly fine calm weatlier with a weatorly breezi' 
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< Frenchmen landeil from the wreck, among ihsnx ihv 



oa)itain, the aforesaid Ueutenaut, the BiBhop, and tbe tlireu priests 
The oaptain requested permisfion to hire the boats of the freemen, 
in order to endeavour to recover his anchors, and having discharged 
his vessel, to endeavour to float his ship again hy moans of them, 
if poBsihlo. In order not to appear disoourteons this was granted 
as far as the permission would not interfere with our duly. 

In the evening, after consultation, it was for good reoGonH 
deemed expedient to notify to them to-morrow, in eourtoous terms, 
through the Secretary, Hendrik Locus, who speaks Freuc-h well, 
that as they themselves have desired to know how and according 
to what they were to regulate themselves, with the promise to act 
oooordingly, &c., that they would he pleased to surrender without 
delay to U8 the arms landed by them, for whioh we would give them 
a receipt, and which wo would take care of. Also an exact list of 
their crow and their names, that wo might know where each onewaa 
domiciled, so that it any one should wish to lodge with a burgher, 
he would inform the Socretary and obtain a written consent from 
him. That all the goods daily saved hy them should be declared, 
in order to be registere<l, that wo might know where they have 
stored it, and be able to make a search for the same in case of 
their complaining that any were missing. That if the offioetB or 
others wished to sell anything, they should first notily it to the Com- 
pany that the matter might bt properly attended to. That they 
wtTfl not to permit their men to go further than between 
■ht. Durnhoop and the fisherman 's houspj w!it>ro fresh 
»llowed them for their use, and that they would be 
*!•« river and on the beach. And finally 
^rything reasonable that might fironi 
to them, aud especially to hold n" 
IBoman worcliip by means of their 
^ our people to the same, &c. The

hiirghers to l>e ordered on pain of honvy fines not to permit it in 
their hotiscs, barns, or grounds. 

May 21at. — Fair weather in the morning. The Commander 
makes a ^eneml inspection of the lands outside. A heavy rain in 
the afternoon, however, obliged him to return, and, passing along 
the beaoh, he saw the men of the French ship lying all about in a 
deplorable state, sheltering themselves from the nin in casks and 
ander sails, without even an attempt made to form a tent of tlie 
same, the ofHoers appealing as if they had lost their heads, and 
could not maintain proper authority over their men. One of the 
freemen's vessels had been on board, and brought on shore some 
goods of the Captain, Lieutenant and the Frieats, oooordiug to a 
list kept of such things. The freemen reported that the men on 
board, inolnding the mates, were dnink and under no control, and 
that thoy had accordingly told the Captain that they would not go 
on board again, as thoy threw everything down into the boat, and 
would in that way inevitably sink it, i!to. 

This having been eommunieated to the Frenchmen, they replieil 
that they did not understand why they were to surrender their 
arms, as they were to obtain food with the same in the oountry. 
and that accordingly tliey could not be constrained to keep their 
people within defined limits ; although they had been told that 
thar arms would'be restored to them uninjured, as soon as they 
got their vessel into deep water again, and that we would defeml 
them against the natives whom we have under such subjection, 
that they must lay down their arms before approaching the watch- 
hooses and come to the Fort without them, and regarding the 
limits fixed tor their common people, that t je reason was that they 
might by those meana keep them in better disoipline and subjootion, 
m well as prevent any disputes between our ami their people, 
that might occur beyond those limits, &o. However, we could not 
bring them to understand that they were to deliver their arms and 
remain within the prescribed limits. 

The rest of the conditions thoy did not appear to object to, but 
Captain Vcron expressed a wish to see the Secretary alone 
to-morrow morning at 8 o'clock, so that neither the Bishop nor 
the Lieutenant might hear him, as he was of the reformed r^ligiou, 
whilst the others were Papists, and that therefore they diilered from 
eaob other in some matters. 

The aforesaid Lieutenanf had also said in Dutch : " There is no 
I lianco of getting our ship off, therefore I wish to go inland with 
my people to look for food ; this we cannot do without amiE," 
iiddiug some more forcible and desperate expressions. 

And as their ship is in no immediate danger of breaking up 
where it is lying, and the men accordingly are not in danger i-f 
llieir lives, it was ordered, lu oonsequeuoe of this violent reply, 
that until further orders neither our boats nor those of the freemen 
wpre to board the wreck or land any fasks or goods, as the general 
direction had beeu ontrnatcd to us, and the more so in as much as 81 
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1660. persons had already landed, from whom we have nothing but 
"~ trouble, &c. 

During the night it commenced to blow very heavily from the 
S.S.Ej. 

May 22nd. — ^Wind continuing. Witnessed great disobedience 
on the part of the French crew towards their officers, each one 
wishing to go wherever he pleased, and refusing to listen to orders, 
so that nothing was done that was required to shelter the goods. 

In the forenoon the captain and tne Prussian, Mens. Gelton, 
visited the Commander, and told him that they could not for any 
reason in the world imdtrstand why they were to deliver up their 
arms — the Prussian, who expressed himself in the strongest terms — 
saying that he intended, and would adhere to his intention to go 
inland with his people, and therefore did not desire to be deprived 
of their arms, besides adducing many arguments to show that his 
lord and master, as well as the king, would be too much afErontad, 
so that he could not biing himself to do it, preferring to die rather, 
as our conduct towards them was not that of friends, but of enemies. 

In all courtesy he was told in reply that such desperate words 
had not been expected from persons of quality, ana that they 
would be pleased to understand the motives of those who, according 
to proofs already given in acconmiodating them and in the saving of 
their lives aud property, had endeavoured to treat them not as 
friends but as brothers. 

And as regarded their proceeding inland, and permitting their 
men to retain their arms, that these were two points in direct 
antagonism to the orders of our Lords and Masters, as this was not 
permitted even to their own servants, hence they were requested on 
these subjects to be pleased to make no further request. 

And as they pointed out that they could not very well permit 
themselves to be disarmed, they were allowed six muskets and six 
sidoarms for the chief offioeri^, in order to keep their people 
under better control and stjre their goods with proper power and 
authority, our inspection being continued lest they should bring a 
larger quantity oi arms on shore, which would be contrary to 
orders and beyond what we had undertaken to permit, &c. 

The Prussian, not ceasing in des[.erate expressions, saying that 
his men must have their arms or that they would rather die, and 
that we must take care that it be not paid back in Holland, also that 
it was also impossible for him to toleiate it, he was civilly answered 
that it was impossible for us to act contrary to ordeis, and that 
therefore they should be pleased to be satisfied, as nothing but 
accommodation had been rendered tliem, and all friendly assistance 
offered and effectively rendered to enable them to save their 
goods, aud that they would find us ready to assist them further on 
evtry occasion where they believed that they required such assist- 
ance, whenever the rendering of tlie same did not interfere with 
tlie service of the Company, or was not contrary to the ordea*8 of 
our Masters. 



However, at noon tho aforeanid Pnifisian and Bishop called at 
the gate of tho Port, aud through tho Secretary requested that the 
freemen's boat, whieli they bad hired, and the Company's sloop Ittnt 
to them, might again he given them to land tlieir gooils from the 
wreck, adding that after fuithor ooDsultation among themsolvea 
they hail deoidod to regulate themsolves rE^gardinj^ their arms 
according to our orders, and permit a regular examinalion of the 
hoatfi' cargoes, that we might be sure that no arms would be landed 
which they did not intend to deliver to us. They therefore wished 
to see the Commander in the afternoon to speak to him. Th's 
was granted at once, as well as their request for 3 or 4 men to help 
them to launch the hired boat, and 30 or 40 slaves besides, to show 
them our readiness to assist them, &o. They were also told that 
it was not intended to confine their men to one definite spot, 
bat merely to prevent them from going whithersoever their whims 
might direot them, and th;it aeeordingly they would be under more 
abaoluto control when required for storing their goods, hut that 
they were to remain without arms or side-arms excepting six pieces 
intended for the head officers, as already mentioned. Of these six 
armed men two were permitted to go out and see whether 
they eould not shoot any game, taking care, however, not to molest 
the natives, their cattle or goods, in any way, &c. 

Captain Veion, wnlkiog ahme wiih the Secretary, told him that 
he rejoiced (as the Lord Uod had been pleased to viait them with 
this misfortune) that he was am^-iig people of his own religion, for 
if he had been wrecked anywhere else, without doub'. ho aiul nil his 
men would have been massacred by the Papists. He therufore re- 
questod tliat if possible his crew of 44 men might be taken into the 
Company's service as sooji us they hnJ stored their goods, as they 
were all of the Eeformed Faith, and that he should say a kind 
word for them to the Commander, as they had been all engaged by 
him it Rouhello and were natives of the Island St. Martin, &o 

Towards evening the Captain, his second captain named Kire- 
qnadieu, the Bishop, Mousigneur Estienne, and Mons. Qelton, the 
int<:nded successor of the Q-ovenior in Madagascar, came to say that 
after consultation they were prepared to accent our ©mditiona and 
regulate themselves acconlingly, aoknowledgmg and fully imder- 
standing that they were not otherwise than fair. Even the Prus- 
siau joined in and requested us tofurgive him his desperate threats 
of this morning, as they were tho results, not of ilUfeehug, but of 
B.idnesE, as lie had through the wreck been separated from his 
rulers, the ship having already burst asunder and tlie water fiow- 
iug into and out of it, &o., and that they were disposed during 
their presence here to live amongul us as our sincere friends. A 
proper reply was given, and they were at the same lime assured that 
they would find that our good iutentioua tended in every way for 
thoir relief and accommodation, and as a proof of tins the Com- 

Eder inviteil them to dinner on the morrow, which they accepted. 
after having drunk a ghisa of wine and beer, they d^parteil 



1660. apparently well satisfied and thankhU for everything, to their hired 
~~ lodgings in the " Stadls Herberg" (Town Tavern). 

May 23rd (Sunday). — Fine lovely weather. The Bishop, 
Bocond Captain and Prussian dine with the Commander. Tbe 
Captain himself had prooeedcd on board in the boats of the freemen 
and landed a large quantity of arms and all their powder. Every- 
thing waa propeny received at the Fort and noted. 

This day liappened to be one of those on which all the militia 
(sohuttersDurghers under arms) turned out, and all that lould he 
spared outaido collected within the Fort, Aavnlii't/ fn the Suudiiif 
cunlom, the men having paraded and each one of his own accord 
having personally cleaned and particularly brightened his weapons 
and dressed himselF in hie best, it was oloarly seen that the French 
could not sufficiently admire the good order and the fine, well- 
developed, and healthy men so full of courage. Many of them 
came to offer fheraselvcs to the Company, who were tivilly told 
first to obtain a letter of discharge and oonsent from their ofSoere. 

May 24th. — Full moon. Particularly fine, lovely weather. The 
Frenohmon hard at work landing as much of their goods as 
possible, we wati'liing that no arms remained in their hands. 

Resolution. — " Showing the pregnant reasons that induced ns to 
enrol some of the Frenchmen mto the service. The Commander 
refera to the trouble experienced from the Frenchmen since the 
Maiwhal went on shore. They were about 145 or 146 
altogether, and much might be dreaded from them. Their ship 
has broken up and the men pay little deferenoe to their officers, 
BO that they may he tempted to take desperate steps, especial])' 
on account of want of food of which they are already complaimng, 
hence some of them have already offered their aer vices 
to the Company for food only. Council decides, in 
order to minimize the fear resulting from the presence of 
auoh a strong body of men, to enlist u large portion of the 
aame, and to offer the officers to relieve them of as many men 
as they may not require for aaving their cargo. These men may 
tlien he sent into the country uuai'mod to take the place of those 
kept here on their account ; and prepare the ground where the 
hitter eilmond hedges are to be planted as a fence, sowing the 
same with the seeds of bitter almonds and other trees, until 
the arrival of ships from home, when they oan l>e sent at once to 
Batavia, where men are always wauted. In the meanwhile the 
land intended for tho propoied fence can be properly prepared, 
as on account of the want of ploughing osen it will otherwise be 
impossible to do so this year, however highly necessary it be that 
it shall as soon as possible be so tliickly and closely overgrown 
that no cattle can bo driven through it. The iirincipal objeef, 
however, remains, namely, to get under our authority as many men 
as we can fairly obtain with the consent of their officers, in order 
to be exposed to the least danger, eapeoially if it be borne in miud 
that another French ship acted bo treaoherously, under the guise 



of triendflhip to the Wert Imlia Corapfiny, by surprising and 
plaoderiDg their fort aad two liulon fluto shipa at Cape Verde 
whilst under a Swedish oommiasioa ; therefore, to guanl itgainst 
a dmilar danger, we are oompelletl at presont to take many men 
away frim the threshing floors, thus greatly Iiinderiug tbie 
neoeoBary work, as well as recall many of the wufohraeu stationed 
outside to keep au eye on the Hotteotooa, that they might 
guard the ohief fortress of the Company here. All this having 
Been carefully uonsidored, a Besolution was adopted as proposed, 
the Gounoil feeling assured that both the Direti tors and the Higli 
Govemraent in India would approve of it, as a step taken in the 
best interests of the Comjiany. It was also decided to grant 
paesagca to Batavia to siioh of the officers as might ask for the 
same on payment of such a sum as they might agree upon with 
the High Government there, we not heing in a ptjsifion or 
authorised to do so " (Signed as above). 

The following warning was published yesterday afternoon, after 
the sermon: — '■The Commander and Coimoil notify that for 
weighty reasons they have doomed it necessary to give the 
following warning to the freemen at the fort and in the country 
KS well as the Company's servants, viz. : Tliat no one shall detain 
or in any way render assistance to any of the men of tbe wrecked 
French vessel after sunset, that they may be the better under tlie 
control of their ofRoere, who will thus be able more easily to save 
their goods and store them in tents between the redoubt Doyahoop 
and the fisher's house at the river. 

" No one shall accept any of them as a lodger before the Secretary 
has been informed of it, whose written consent must be first 
obtained ; that their officers may as far as possible be maintained 
in their authority, as they have already suffered enough loss and 
ml acoordingly are iu urgent need of all possible 



'' No one, however, shall permit in their houses or on their ground 
any other than the Ueformed religion, and should a transgression 
of the order be discovered in the country or anywhere else it shall 
at onoe be reported to the Fiscal, who shall take such action as 
may be proper. 

" Gspeoially is every one ordered, should a Frenchman enter his 
house with fire or side arms, to notify if at once to the guard at the 
nearest watch-house or redoubt, who shall at once remove the same, 
and lake charge of it till further order ; those neglecting tji comply 
with this oriler to be liable to be apprehended by the Fiscal and 
criminally proceeded against as I he importanoe of the matter and 
the moment may require." .... (Signed) J. v. Riebeeck. 
22nd May, 166u. Promulgated 23rd May, 1660. 

Arrival of Choro, the head chief of the Gorachouquas, with hi-i 
brother Qakingh, bringing only three loan oxen and two cows, 
with a foUowmg of abtiut 40 or 50 men, who, after the barter ha.i 
been concluded, liad also to bo lieated with fooil. bmndy and 
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1660. tobaooo. They were, however, told with a smiling faoe that 
henceforth none of the ordiuary people, but only the omefs, would 
be treated, and those who brought cattle for sale, as it was rather 
expensive to do so when they came in such largo numbers with so 
few cattle. 

May 27th. — Steady thick rains, with a slight breeze from the 
N. W. The following notice affixed : — " Warning ! — As at present 
the men of the wrecked French ship the Marischal are landing a 
considerable quantity of brandy, wnich they offer for scde to one 
person and another, the burghers shall, before buying, obtain a 
written permission and pay the duty enacted by the Company, that 
is, I real of eight for each ' mingel ' (quart), on pain of a fine of 
100 reals for the buyer, as decreed ere this, whether sold in small 
or large quantities." (Signed) J. v. Hiebeeek. 

The stable intended for the outlying horsemen, in the open to 
check the Hottentoos and protect the lands of the freemen, and 
their cattle, being now fit for occupation, the following regulations 
were issued to the men : — 

The Mounted Guard. 

(1) They shall especially take care that no Hottentoos are 

permitted to pass over their boundaries towards the free- 
men, but that all shall be directed to the watohhouBO 
" Koert de Koe," and made to pass through the barrier 
there direct to the Fort, whether they have a freeman 
with them or not, as as yet they must not be permitted 
to call there (the Ruyter stal). Therefore the Corporal 
of the Mounted Ghuurd shall be at liberty to search the 
houses of the freemen, should he in any way suspect that 
Hottentoos have been harboured or hidden in any of 
them, whom if discovered he shall bind and bring to the 
Fort, as they only try to obtain access to the freemen for 
the purpose of spyine out the situation in order the 
better to steal the cattle, &o. 

(2) They shall not permit any oattle or sheep of the freemen 
to be depastured beyond the boundaries of the " Ruyter 
wacht," and should they see any, at once drive them 
inside, and claim from the owner ^ real for every hea<l 
of cattle thus depastured beyond the limits. 

(3^ That should they find any cattle being chased, they shall 
at once proceed thither, and findins^ that it is being 
caused by Hottentoos, without hesitation pursue them as 
enemies and endeavour to subdue them, in order to 
rocover the oattle and if possible return them to the owners. 

(4) That therefore they shall pay dose attention to the 
signals of the watchhouse ''Uoudt den Bui'' and at 
once despatch 4 horsemen thither, to see what is the 
matter and do as above required ; the rest in the mean- 
while remaining at the stables until neoessity requires 



their preseaoe, which will be notifiEnl to them by a oannon 
shot, to be fired by those at " Houdl Jen Uul " from the 

Eieoe mouuteU there, thus at the same time wamiug the 
:«emeii and the ueighbourhood to drive back tfieir oattlo. 
(5) As soon as they obswrvp tiuything wroug ou the said farms 
they shull (.'ontiuiially l«t their flag be hoisted ami pulled 
down ftgaiQ, and those ut '* Keert de Koe," " Kyck Uyt " 
and " Duynhoop " uhall do the same Lhiug, and should 
these two wat:;hb.ousefl be* the first to sigmilize as a 8igu 
of distiirbance, the said horsemen shall, as mentioned in 
the ease of " Houdt den Bui " proceed thither, at which 
signal the Company's horsemen, infantry and burghers 
of the tort and from every direotion, shall join them with- 
out delay for their assistance. 

Htional onlem for tlie tcatchhousea " Kuei-t de Kor," "Kyck XJiji'^ 
and the redouht '' Duynhoop.'' 
( i ) That as soon as thay see the flag of tiie mounted men 
hoisteil up and down they shall at once 'do the same, and 
likewise wh'^n they observe any danger, as a warning to 
the fort, in acoordance with tiie regulations framed ou 
this bead. 
("2) That so long as the French are hero, a man from '■ Keert 
de Koe " shall always oonduot to tlie Fort Hottent^ios 
that may pass through with eattle or sheep, and keep the 
French away from them. Shoulil, however, they have 
no cattle with thera this will not be necessary. 
(-1) They shall above all not permit any French, English or 
Uottentoos to enter (lie watohhouses, but immediately 
close the doors should any French or other foreigners 
make their appearance there, and proceed to the battle- 
ments under arms, and civilly refuse them entrance, so 
long as they do not use violence ; but should thoy 
endeavour to do so you shall defend your positions as 
brave soldiers, without revealing your strength. 
May 28th and 29th. — Dirty, wet rainy weather, with a N.W, 
'Wind, 

May 30th and .'Ust (Sunday 30th).— Same weather. 
June Ist to -Jrd. — Same wind and weather. 
Jane 4th. — The weather quieting down, and the sky becoming 
clearer. 

June 5. — ReHoliition: — "The Captain of the JfnnW/a/, Mons. 
Voron, the Governor-designnte of the fort iu St, Augustine Bny. 
Mons. Oelton, and the Bishop, M<>ns. Eatiennc, rcquust the Com- 
mander and Council to take some of tlieir men into tlie Company's 
service, as they have tco many, being prepared to relieve them of 
their oath, seeing th^it their sliip is a thorough wreck, and all their 
bread ba» been wette<i, so tliat thay Oiiiiuot any longer fejd S'.Uih a 
large number ; bcsJdta there were too many for tlie work required 
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to be done, as regards the storing of the goods, &c. The Counoil, 
beariug in mind the friendly disposition of our masters towards 
our neighbouring allies and friends, especially to the master of the 
said offioers, Mens. La Milleray, and their desire to render then 
assistance (which we have also done from the first moment after 
the stranding of their vessel), decides to comply with their request, 
and to accept all who may offer themselves on the usual terms, 
provided that they work for their pay as long as they are here and 
until they can be sent on to India for employment there, &c. 

And as Captain Yeron and Mons. Gelton further submitted that 
they intended to employ their sailors to save their goods, but that 
the mates and other officers were rather backward in doing their 
duty, and that he (the Captain) was extremely anxious to save all 
the goods and guns for his master, Mons. La Milleray, and after 
that to endeavour to repair the vessel and again float her, we also 
agreed to their request to assist them with our authority and to 
admonish the aforesaid officers to do their duty. They were 
therefore summoned before the Council, and told how readily we 
rendered them assistance as allies and especially as servants of 
their Lord and Master, Mons. Marischal de la Milleray, from the 
moment of the stranding of their vessel, in the first plaoe by oon- 
veyiog a boat in a wagon along the beach to where their vessel 
lay, that the ship's company might be rescued, as no boat could 
reach the wreck by sea ; and now after that they were provided with 
a vessel and^a row boat hired from the freemen, from which the 
deck had been removed that their goods might be landed as long 
as the weather remained favourable, which vessels would otherwise 
have been employed by the freemen on the islands for the 
Company's convenience to transport hither many needed articles, 
all which, merely to help them, we had left at a standstill and 
ne^ected. 

That, however, it appeared to us that the inferior offioers were 
neglecting their duty in saving the cargo, rendering no assistance 
to the Captain ; that the freemen are bitterly complaining of their 
imorderly conduct and afraid to board the wreck with their 
vessel, as the cases, casks, &c., wero not lowered in a proper manner 
with ropes, &c., but just thrown down into the boat, so that not 
only the goods but the vessel itself was very much damaged and 
shattered. 

That therefore they were to improve all this, and behave properly 
and diligently under their officers, and assist them to the utmost, to 
see whether the empty vessel cannot again be floated. And if 
this be found impossible after proper investigation thoy would be 
fumislied with a passage to India or Europe, as they may desire, 
without causing any loss to the Company, but not before they 
have submitted a written declaration, signed by them all, that with 
all tho assistance we could render and the means employed by 
th(»m thoy had found no chance of refloating the ship, which they had 
consequently been obliged to abandon as a wreck, as we believe 
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this to be the proper oottrso, lliat we may at all times prove to our 
superiors that we Iiftve done our duty and rendered every aesifitanoe ; 
and in onler further to show our diligeuoe, care shall be token that 
not one of them shall bo taken into tbe servioe or sent on to 
Batavia who is not favourably mentioned by their Captain aiid 



Nor ahall they be permitted to engage themselvee to private 
persons, or stow themselves away in any of the Company's vessels. 
They were therefore to make haste, for in idling away their timo, 
they would naturally consume their victuals, but tliat they would 
not bo able to obtain a further supply from any of the Company's 
ships, as everything is required in India, Moreover the Company 
was already suffering sufficient inconvenience on account of the 
extra oonsumption caused by those already taken into the servioe, 
in order to relievo the Captain. For neither we, nor any of the 
outward bound ships of the Company would be prepared for the 
oonseqcenees of a foreign vessel wrecking here, aa the sliij» bring 
out OB many men as are required in India, and food in proportion, 
so that they were to understand that everything had been done 
merely to aooommodate them, and that we shall further endeavour 
to render them all possible assistance, but that they on their side 
were likewise to do their best. All tliis we desired to do, that their 
master. Mons. La Melleray, should have no cause for complaint, 
especially in this that we hod prevented his men from saving his 
goods, but on the contrary, that he might be able to see as clearly as 
thesun.that in consideration of the friendship between allies, we had 
endeavoured in every possible manner to assist them, aa if they 
were our own brothers, &o. 

We therefore held ourselves irresponsible for all damage and 
loss which might result from the want of diligence among the 
inferior officers — the diligence of Captain Veron appoariug in 
everything — and that therefore tliey were to take oare to do their 
best to render him assistanr-e, that everytliing possible might be 
saved for their master, as it should be. 

This address being ended, the said inferior officers replied that 
tliey would do their very best, &c. — and thereupon left. The 
Council then proceeded to enroll the discharged French soldiers. 
i'i-5 of whom were entered as soldiers in the service, at seven, eight 
(ind nine guilders per month, with ^Ib. of tobacco for each, whilst 
'jthing was served out to the naked among them. 
"Tiua done in the Fort the Good Hope ilato ut supra. 
(Signed) J. v. Riebbbck,

3 weather was fine and lovely. 
Bune 6th (Sunday). — Same weather. Note, — Tlic abovi; Uoso- 
ton has been thus purposely extended, and the assistonoe rendered 
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1660. pointedly referred to, that it luay senre to refute contrary prattle 
and such clairDB as Mens. La Melloray may at any time be inob'ued 
to lay against the Company. Everything has therefore been 
minuted in detail, to be used by the Directors whenever required. 

And to prevent the men from injuring the vessel, the captain 
and officers were admonished to take care that nothing was 
removed from it, as Mons. La Melleray might perhaps at any 
moment request them to refloat it. This they promised. 

This admonition was merely given to induce them to leave the 
wreck intact, which might otherwise be hacked to pieoee, whilst it 
might stiU be found useful in other ways, &e. 

June 7th and 8th (New Moon 7th). — Pine weather. The free 
hunters shot a lioness, and those at the Company's '* Sohuor " two 
wcdves, for which they were paid the premiums fixed by Mr. van 
Gt)ens, in order to keep them zealous in the destruction of all kinds 
of injurious wild animals, which are doing much damage among 
the tame cattle. 

June 9th. — Again somewhat boisterous weather with a N.W. 
wind. Arrival at sunset of the Vogei PhenUy skipper Jan Lucass 
Meeuw and junior merchant Albertus Oosterwyk. She also had on 
board the Rev. Qerardus van Holckenburgh, and had left the 
Gk)eree on the 13th March with 273 men, 2 of whom were drowned 
and one died. 

June lOth and 11th. — Loose wet weather. Wind as above. 

June 12th. — Fine, lovely calm weather. N.W. breese. 

June 13th (Sunday). — Lovely weather. Rev. G^raidus Holcken- 
burgh administers the Holy Sacrament, and many Protestant 
(Gh^reformeerde) Frenchmen were in the church ; Captain Yeron. 
and many of his men partook of the Sacrament after the wfininfai^ 
had, at the conclusion of his sermon, baptized two children, viz*, 
one of the free tador Uendrik van Surwarden, named Katiina, and 
the other of the free tailor Elvert Diroksen, named Dirk. 

June 14th. — Wind southerly. Arrival of the Nagtlboom from 
Uoom; skipper lAxk Comelisz de Beer and junior merchaat 
Samuel Lotz. Had left the Texel on the lOth March with 299 
men, of whom only three had died ; the rest were all vvell, though 
slightly suffering from scurvy. Befreehments sent on board at 
once 

June 15th. — Dry S.S.E. wind. Two of the free Saldanhs 
tra'iers arrive overland, reporting that their vessel, the 2see Leeuic, 
had been thrown on the recks at Marcus Island, and had been 
much damaged. They asked for two screwjacks, which thejr 
intended to convey thither in the other boat, the Pengnifiy now 
employed by the French, in order to endeavour to r^oat the 
craft. They als^» a^ed for other articles, all which were granted. 

June Kith. — Same wind and weather. At the request of tiie 
Bishop and the officers of the FreiitJi ship MarieluU^ the 
Commander and skipper of the Phenu and the Jfageiboom 
proceeded on board, to see whether it would be possible to refloat 



_ ', but she wafl founfl ao muth b.oken that the said skippers and 
"oarpent«rB <leemed it impoBsible. The following declarntion was 
therefore given to the Bishop and the offioere : — 

" 16th June, 1660. 

" Tha undoraigned Bkippere of the Phentjr and N<igelbooni 
declare that we wont on board the French ship with two ship's 
oaipenters to examine her, in the preBonoeof Comraauder J. v. 
Bielieeok, the Bishop, and the officers on board ; that we declare on 
our word oi honour, whioh we are ready, if necessary, to confirm 
by oath, that the said vessel lias been so injured beiow on the 
port side and in different other places, that we deem it impossible 
to refioat her or draw her higher up on the beach to get her on her 
ndfi and reach the broken places, as proposed by Captain Verou. 
She would at once sink in deep water, and is at present too muoh 
fixed in the sand to be able to be moved." 

June I7th and ISth. — Pine, lovely weather. The Phenh will 
take with her 58 of the French crew to Batavia. 

June I9th,— N.W. breeze. Commander summons the officers 
of the Phetiic to meet his Council on board the Nmjetboom to 
enquire into certain disputes between the junior merchaot and the 
SOTgeant of that vessel, as well as between the skipper and tho said 
junior merohant LfOtz. Decided to remove the sergeant, named 
Thomas Smitz, to the Phenic, the one on the Pheitix taking his 
plac>) on the Nagelboom, Two adelborst«n, named Adriaau 
Deeker and Johannes Heemskerok, who had a, part in this trouble, 
were disembarked in order to be sent on to Batavia in otlier 
vessels. The skipper and junior merchant were finally advised to 
keep good friends during tha rest of the voyage, and referred to 
the orders of the Lords Masters on the subject, some of which 
were plainly interpreted to them. (Signed) on board the 
Nageiboom, &e., by J. v. Riebeeok, Jan Liucasz Meouwcn, R. de 
"'an, A. van Ooaterwyck, P. Everaerts, H. Lacus, 8eorotary. 

During the night a very cold S.S.E. wind blew, m that the 
*henlx got safely away. 

June "ilst and 22nd. — Pine, lovely weather. The wind variable, 

June 23rd — Cloudy weather. Westerly breeze. Tho following 
Warning published : — " As, notwithstanding the peace concluded 
with the natives, it is siifEciently known that whenever they see a 
ohanoe they do not refrain to rob us of our oattle wherever tiiey 
oan do so, eveiyone, whether servant of the Company or freeman, 
is warned hereby espreaaly that as soon as he perceives the signals 
of alarm, namely, the constant pulling up and down of the fiags 
on the guard houses, at once to drive his cattle into the uctresl 
kraal, and with his arms proceed to the place of danger for tho 
Hflsistanoe of our people aud the hurt of the marauding enemy." 
(Signed) J. V. lliebeeck. 

The Nngi'/fiooiH leaves at noon wilh 58 Frenchmen on board, 
also oue woman aud child belonging to the MariacAal. Full uioou, 
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16C0 . June 24th. — Gkx)d weatLcr and wind like yesterday. The aboYe- 
" mentioned warning was duly affixed, and the instructions fat the 

wutchhouses and outlying horsemen renewed, as these natives, 
notwithstanding the peace made with them, dare not be trusted 
out of sight. Moreover, the great carelessness displayed by our 
people makes it necessary to stir them up and urge them to do 
their duty. 

During the afternoon, while the Commander was out inspecting 
the Company's plantations, it began to rain heavily, so that ne was 
obliged to return wet and dirty without having aooomplished his 
object. 

June 25th and 26th. — Fine weather and wind as before. The 
Commander resumed his tour of inspection, and found that almost 
all had the seed into their old lands, whilst others were preparing 
new plots for wheat and rye to be sown next season. 

June 27th (Sunday). — Clear weather in the morning, ivith cold 
south south-east winds. 

June 28th.— Cloudy sky. N.W. wind. The Loeneti retums 
between 7 and 8 in the morning. She had been despatched on 
the 15th May last to search for the island St. Helena Nova, which, 
however, could not be found. Hence she returned, and had left 
the latitude of old St. Helena on the third, thus making the 
passage in 25 days. 

Her officers were at once instructed to fish for the three anchors 
of the Marifchaf, in order to prevent accidents to other vessels, the 
reward being according to the tariff fixed by the Hon. Sterthenius, 
^ of the value of the iron, calculated, according to the valuation 
of our Lords Masters, at flO per lOOlbs. 

June 29th and 30th. — The same rains and N.W. breeies. 
Towards evening 10 of Oedasoa's men arrived with only one ox 
and eight sheep. The former was obtained from them for beads 
and tobacco, and the latter for pipes and tobacco. They would 
not have any cop^r for them, but preferred a good entertainment 
in the form of eatmg and drinking, &c. This was complied with 
in order to make them more accustomed to us, thougu for some 
days back the sudden departure of Herry, Doman, and all the 
Hottentoos makes us dread that there must be some consultation 
among them, as the Caapmen named Gbrichaiquas, who had 
approached near unto us, had again retired id^r the departure of the 
Phenix and NageUxwfn^ and were now encamped near Oedasoa, 
whilst the tobacco thieves, called Gbrachoquas, were in the company 
of Ghionnomoa, Oedasoa's other or second chief of the Codhoquas. 
BvEi at the same time, also insists on accompanying these few 
men of Oedasoa in order to visit her sister. Whether this sister- 
vkitin8[ is merely a pretext to get away, and whether there is 

TMthing brewing, is difficult to guess, hence we have to keep 
'nl watohy and therefore take the necessary precautions in 

A watchful eye, it seems, must continually be 
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July Ist. — Dirty, rainy, and fairly stiff windy woatlior, like 
yesterday and the day before. 

July ^od and 3rd. — No entries. 

July 4tU (Suudiiy). — Fine, lovely weather, and the wiud 
TOfi&ble. Discovered to-day, as often before, that the free burgher 
Herman B«aiajenue, of Cologne, does not heeitftte, oontwiry to 
all orders of tno Seventeen nnd the pla&iaten, seoretly to carry on 
a trade in cattle with the iititives, bringing the animals to his 
homestead surreptitiously during the dork hours, and, instead of 
ufflng the same for breeding purposes, killing fram 12 to 15 aheop 
and from 2 to 3 oxen at one and tho same time, and selling the 
meat to the burghers and the ships, as well as the Prenohmen that 
are still here, and as we have been informed that he will return 
this night once more with cattle and sheep from the camp of tJie 
Goiaohouquaa, the sergeant and some soldiers were sent after dark 
to his house to watoh it, ami saw him return about 12 or 1 o'olook 
in company of his oommdo Hans Bas, of Angel, with one ox, six 
dieep, and a lamb bartered from the Goraohouquas. Three 
Hottentoos were driving the animals. For various reasons visiting 
the Hottentoos has been forbidden. Heno« Remajenne, the three 
Hottentoos named Heyde, Nantisa, and Oedimuckka were brought 
to the fort, and the Hottentoos dedared that tliey had never been 
inoliaed, and that their chiefs had never given their oonsent, to 
pass through the forbidden plaoes to the freemen's homesteads, or 
to sell any cattle to the freemen. That, however, Itemajeuno 
.always visited them, and when he was told that their chiefs had 
' "reed with the Oomuiander to sell cattle nowhere else than at the 
he had replied that that did not matter much, as the 
.mander wished to have everything for himself, and so forth. 

Por a considerable timo, he had on various occasions indirootly 
and secretly carried on the trade, killing the cattle immediately 
after his return home, selling the meat to the freemen ia the 
country and even to the residents io the fort, as well as to the ships 
ihat L-alled here, bartering the meat for salt meat, pork, bread, 
Mhsese, and especially tobacco and copper, which he used for keeping 
Ais trade going. Thus he hod obtained from time to time between 
itmt or five hundred sheep, employing the narrators to carry the 
dsnghtered meat before him in bags, and that they did this only 
Ikt^y, in the case of the N'ayelhooin and Phcuii; which they 
jBmbioiied; yea! not so long ago ho hod the meat of about lOsheop 
on;hiB wagons under the firewoo<i, in order to sell it to the burghers 
at the fort as well as to the ships. They also mentioned the names 
of aeveral persons who had paid Iiim for the meat in tlieir presence. 

They also said that he knew how to make small ooppor chains, 
with which he f)aid for the cattle, giving ns muoh for one head as 
tbs Commander gave for five or six oxen or sheep. 

One of these chainlets Harmon took from his pocket and gave to 
the Con)maiidor, acknowledging that about throe weeks ago when 
they hod shot the young rninooeros, ho and the freemoL Jan do 
I Vol, VU. L 
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Wtltsohut (tho hunter), Jaoob Oloeteu and Caspar Briokmaii, had 
beeu there and bartered for himself 8, for Cloeteu 5, and for Jan 
Wiltsohut 4 ebeep; Brinkman, hnwever, did not obtain anything 
then, tbuugb sometime previously he did. He had obtained 2 
oxen, which he had immediately killed and sold. The Frendi had 
obtained a portion, but how muoh they oould not tell. 

During the war kst year Hitrmeu had with these HottentooB 
twioe visited the Caapmen, and managed to obtain sheep from them 
and hold seorot intorcourae with them. 

To this narrative thetliree aforesaid llotteutoos adhered, adding 
that Harmeii had taught them to fire a musket, as wbs shown in 
the case of the rliinooeros, which Uarmen, firing first, uiissed, whilst 
one of them hit it with a oarbiue shot, Jacob Cloeteu smaeliing ita 
leg with a discharge from his musket. 

Harmon had also told them that he would liave been willing 
before the war to have taught them bow to injure us in the most 
effective manner, &o. 

It therefore plainly appears that he knew that during the war 
a troop of Hottontoos had for a long while lain in ambush among 
the bushes behind the houses of Steven and Kosendael, in order to 
seize the Commander when lie went out. He, however, doolaree 
that he had only heard of it from the Hottentoos after the peace 
had been renewed. 

Many also affirm that during the war he could have shot down 
Boman and throe or four others on various occasions, if he had only 
wished to do so. But this he expressly denies. 

On the other hand, it was sliowu that when during thoso troub- 
lous times the sergeant and a number of men (among them Harmen) 
were lying in wait for the euemy, who were approaching finely to 
run into the trap, he showed himself to them, thus warning them, 
and as much as made them run, so that the Company lost an 
opportunity of deBtroying at least 50 or 60 of them, and thus 
creating a wholesome dread among them, &c. 

He had also been heard to sa)' that the mounted guard was 
certainly useful for the protection of their cattle, but was too maoh 
in the way to enable them to exercise their private cattle trade. It 
likewise prevented the Hottentoos from free communication with 
the freemen. That therefore the natives had decided to destroy it 
in the best manner possible, men, horses and all. This be acknow- 
ledges ha\'ing heard, though he was not certain of it. It, however, 
appears that iie sometimes has some knowledge of the secret designs 
111 these natives but never reveals them. 

Ho also )iad muoh knowledge of the designs of the conspirators 
last y»ar uu the Fort and the yacht Erasmus, the swd conspirators 
baving reoitivtHl thv K<st assistance from him and frequented his 

iie(« thtt most, obtaining most of their nroviaions from him. He 
"'>w whuu llii) jiliiy wte to bi'giu at ttie Redoubt " Coomhoop," 
•f that Sunday, when towanls evening we had 
'Bpirator— and the attack was to be made that 
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^Ut — h<i li*.! said tit some persoun, " Tu-iiiglit euiiiutliiiig won- 
derful will ououi aear the liedoubt," &o. 

All tliBee mattora boiuf^ very siiBpicious and uontrary to the 
direct orders of the Ooiupauy regarding private oattle barter, the 
burgher CouDuillors weru summoned to attend the meeting next 
Saturday, and assist ia the discussion of the oaee. 

Tiie Hottentoos were sot at liberty and warued to keep away 
from the forbidden paths, as misfortune might o.isily overwhelm 
them, for whioh they would have to blame themselves only, after 
having been again warned, our people having been instructed to 
kill them if found there, and if caught alive, that they would never 
again be set at liberty. Hence it would be better for them to 
bring their cattle direct to the Fort where they oould trade in peace. 

They rep hed " Yea, this is good ; but the Commander does not 
want old or lean animals, whilrt the freemen are not so particular 
on this point, as they at once kill them, besides giving for tbem as 
much as, and whatever we like for them, even iron.' This is an 
article whioh it is desirable to keep out of their hands, as they only 
make assegays and other instruments of war out of it. They were, 
however, told that everything could be obtained in abundance at 
the Fort. They replied that tliey oould sell their lean and old 
aoimals much better to the freemen than to uh, as already mea- 
tioned, but that henceforth thoy would no longer expose themselyes 
to danger, but adhere to the agreements made with their ohiefs. 
Moreover they would not have done what they did had Harmen 
not personally invited them to his house, &o. All whioh goes to 
prove that Harmen has generally been the great obstacle in the 
Company's cattle trade. The Hottentoos also mentioned that 
Harmen and others had certainly bought of them meat of animals 
that had died, whioh mnat they (the Hottentoos) had carried to their 
Harman's and others homesteads, and that the same price hod been 
given for it. The buyers, however, did not know that the meat 
was that of diseased animals. All tliis shows how the cattle trade 
has suffered, so that stockbreeding cannot prosper. For these 
objects the Company is incurring such a heavy expenditure here, 
whilst its iuttntions are frustrated by those whom "ex c«ritatc " 
it has helped on their legs, and whose mouths it still keeps open 
at its own cost and on credit. 

There are no more than 90 sheep here at present. Yesterday 
the seoond sheup during the period of two months was slaughtered 
by order of the Commander, aud for the use of the ofGoials. This 
was done to save as many as possible for the aliips, for during a 
very long time not eighteen sheep were oHored for sale at the fort, 
the result evidently of Harmen's private ventures, to say nothing 
of bis frequent conversations with the Hottentoos in their camp, 
which are certainly of no advantage to the Company or the 
public. 

July fiUi,— Fine lovely weather. The Loenen still busy fish- 
ing iur the anohora of the French vessel, that other vessels anchor- 
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idfio. ing here may not have their cables damaged by them. None 
"" found as yet, though the French mate pointed out the place, he 

being also on board. 

July 7th. — Same fine weather. 

July 8th to 10th. — Same fine weather. The Loenen^ however, 
still unsuccessful in her search. Her skipper accordingly sum- 
moned to the Council Board, when the following Resolution was 
adopted : — " That, as the Loenen has not succeeded in reoovering 
the lost anchors, and her officers have declared that after a seanm 
of 6 or 7 days they had foimd nothing, and it is not likely that 
anjrthing will be found at present on account of the quantity of 
seaweied and sand which have been washed into the bay during the 
'N.W. gales, and will not be washed out again before the S.E. 
iseaspn, it was decided to send the vessel at once to Batavia, with 
the hope that the galiot The Parkiety intended for this place, will 
Sooii arrive from home, and be able to continue the search. 

The following promotions were made : — Claas Lanjbertz, of 
A^lsmeer, arrived on the 22nd March, 1659, as arquefbusier in the 
Princess JRot/al, since employed as cook for the Oompany^s slaves, 
and baker of the ration loaves for the garrison ; botib appointments 
confirmed with fl8 per month. 

Pieter Jansz Sampus, of Leyden, arrived on the 18th March, 
1658^ as sailor in the Wapen van Holland^ being as able as a full- 
grown man, and having since his presence on Bobben Island tended 
the sheep aud pigs, And according to the superintendent did good 
service, receives an increase of f4 i6 his original pay of f6 per 
month *' (Signed) J. v. Riebeeck, &c. 

At this same meeting it was decided to fine Harmen Bema- 
jenne the sum of 20 reals, for his illicit cattle traffic, and to oon- 
fii^cate for the benefit of the Company the six sheep and one ox 
l&tely bartered by him. The other freemen, though they had a 
hand in the business, were declated not guilty, because they had 
'been seduced by Harmen, though they were warned henoeforth to 
*bewai-e, as they woidd not be let off so easily next time. 

Some disputes between a few of the burghers were also settled, 
and the meeting was adjourned .until -Saturday. 

The. free Sfeldanha traders return from that Bay and bring with 
them their vessel which had been wrecked there (see journal 15th 
June), three half aums of train oil and ten sheep bartered from the 
Ohanguriqutus, who have now gone inland,. and only beadnrangers 
were at pr'esent at the Bay, so that it will be useless to despatch 
th^ Loenen thither for cattle. She will therefore be S€»nt to Batavia. 

July 12th. — Same weather. The Commander goes out and 
arrtinges for the planting of bitter almond and other trees, on the 
line of the projected defences, in order to enclose the area of which 
the Company has taken possession, and to create a barrier to 
prevent the Hottentoos from lifting the cfittle. 

July 13th. — Oalm weather. The KJoof tifjttchmen report a sliip 
under the land, becalmed. 



July 14th.— Cloudy N.W. weather. Arrival ici the afternoon 
of the Musmrtt ISinim.

Her sidpper is Jon HtkimBJU 
of Amsterdam, and her junior morchant Jacoh van Dam. She has 
also on board the tier. Frao^uia Caroii, imd 299 men, 16 of whom 
had died; the rest were more or leas Biiiieriiig from sourvy. Tlia 
galiot had purteit company from her uuder the Hue. 

The Loenen lenvea this evening. 

July 15th. — Calm weather. This day being the weekly senoon 
day, the above-mentioned minister preaebed in the Fort, and bap- 
tised a child of tlie sick visitor Pieter van der Stael, with the name 
of Antouia. 

July 16th. — 8.iS.-EaBt breeze in the momiag. The Lotneii 
finally gets away. 

July 17th. — Lovely oalm weathw. Oue of the freemen'e vessels 
proooeds to Saldanha lUy, and Het Se/tapmJucAtjcn to Bohben 
Island, with 30 young rams to he (castrated ihere e.nd made fat. 

July 18th (Sunday). — ^Fiue weather. Westerly breene, with 
raiu ia the afternncjn, The t'leeraen's boat returns from Uaaaen 
Island, and Met 8<-hui>entiiehiji'u frnm Itohben Island, The latter 
brought some shuep mauiu-e for ihe gardens here. 

After the sermon a cliiid of the free agrioulturist, Thielmaii 
Uendrioxe, was baptized by the aforesaid minister, aud named Jan 
Netgen. 

July 19th to Slat, — West-rly wind, aud such heavy rains as 
have not fallen hero sinoe the Company took possession ; couse- 
qaently many private as well as the Company's ganleus were 
flooded, and portions of the seeds sown, washed away. 

July 22ud.— Full moon. Pry stiif 8.S.E. winds, Arrival ovor- 
~ about dusk aud fi'i>m llout Bay of tho junior mate aud two men 

■Mob galiot Piirkiel, whic-ii lia<L taken refuge in that bay from the 
,_ ,W. atorm. Tliey brought Ihe foUuwiug letter: — ToCummandor 
Biel)oeck, &o. " (ireeting, Airived here on the 20th. During the 
night of the IHth we were overtaken by a N.W. storm below the 
Lion Mountain, when about half a league from shore, aud were 
obligeil to run into llout Bay, It was dark misty weather ; we 
were on a lee slion.', and hod a very unraauageablo vessel. We 
send you our letters by bearer, &o." (Signed) Isbrnnt v. Banoke. 

July 2'Srd. — The following reply was sent him overland: — 
" Iteoeived yours of the 22nd, Yon must do your best to^reaoh this 
without delay, that we may consult with the officers of ihe Musoant 
Bourn liow best to mend tJie i^hortcomiugs of your vessel. Should 
you be detained by ailversi.' winds you should take in seme stone, 
na Uie lt:a<l on board must be ecut ou to Uatavia by first vessel, if 
|tofl«nble by the Miiacaui Bomn, wliich will leave on Monday or 
TuesMldy. As your men are very tired, this ia brought you by tUo 
land Burviiyor aud tliree other persons, whom you may employ to 
hi'lp y>m tihoiild you require it. . , ." [Signed) J. v. Riebeeck, 
IX. do Man, Alu. Gahbema, 
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Aa yestanifty, so also to-day, two ndvanoe messengera arrived from 
the OhainouqtiaA, a largp tribe possessing numeious c-attlo, bringing 
the news tliat their lord was (••iming down in order to sell ug a 
large qiumtity of cattle, and aa these fellows' object was merely to 
get something, they were treated with food, brandy, tobacco, &c.. 
Die Caapmen joining tbem ns usual as brokers for the sake of the 
good cheer. 

July 24lh. — Fine, lovely weather. 

July 25th (Sunday). — Same weather. 

July 26th and 27th. — Same weather. Westerly brMze. The 
Pai-kkt arrives in thv roadstead with 21 men, all suffering from 
scurvy. Had called at the island St. Vincent, where they found 
but little refreshment and very bad water, which made it urgently 
necessary for her to reach the Cape without dolay. 

July 28th to 30th —The Mmcaaf Boom leaves with a 8.E, 
breeze. lenving 1 1 sii'k Whind, and taking instead 9 healthy and 6 
Frenchmen. 

July 3lst. — A S.S.E. breeze on the other side of the Bay, with 
beautiful, lovely Buusbiny weather. 

Augnst let (Sunday). — Grey eky an<l variable wind. Forty of 
Oetlaaea's people arrive with 9 cattle and 16 eheep, bought as 
follows : — 

8 oxen tor beads \ 

1 do for copper ) and tobacco i 

7 sheep for copper i snd pipes, 

9 do for tobacco alone ' 

They were, however, according to custom to be treated will 
bmndy, arrack, bread, &x., which raised the prioe of the animals 
obtained. They reported that Oedasoa's wife, Eva's sister, wtue 
deail. Eva, living in the Commander's house, showed great grief. 

Angust 2nd lo 4th. — Fine lovely weather. Some of the Chain- 
i''iquns arrive towards evening, whom for some time now, and 
eepeoially on the 23Fd loel, the Caapmen or Ooringhaiqoas and 
others had described as on the way to us with such a quantity of 
cattle, that we would not have enough merchandise to bny them. 
The beginning, however, does not promise large residts, as they 
only brought 1 1 head of cattle, of which 4 were bartered for copper, 
tobacco and pipes ; and the other 7 for bead^ tobacco and pipes. 

Thpy were also treated with food and drink in order to attract 
them the more, as they made us hope that they would come down 
daily with more, Tliey had brought these 11 animals as a trial, 
for, u has oflen appeared to us, they bring lean things belonging to 
the Ouipmen which they Iwive taken in exchange for their better 
ooivditione"! cattle, for they — the Caa|imen — know how to manage 
it that the natives ei^ming from the inlprior first visit tlieir 
eneaiDlwnents b<'f>iv they rmch tht Fort. Thus they collect very 
finn mttle and pMs on to us their own old and worn-out refuse, 
itft winua roasoos, c«pc*nally in these delicate times, is not 
i of, but looked at with kiutUy eye«. 
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August 5tii, — The same lovely weathnr. 

August 6th and 7th. — Tlie samo fine weather. The Schap-ti- 
iaeh'je leaves for Rtibbeii Island with the following note to Otto 
Jaoez ; " We send you 27 young renu to be castrated and fattened, 
bIbo eome old butter. You must send over your cans for the ink. 
Tou also receive half a leaguerand two half aums of hog's wash, a 
cask of bran aui.1 a cask of bist'uit orumbn for the sick pig and the 
BOWS that have young ones. Ytiu mudt use the wliole e(>onomieally, 
as we cannot always collect ho much. Let us know in return how 
many young and old sows, boai-s, sucking pigs, wethers, rams and 
ewes there are. The half aums and all oaslEs with iron hoops must 
always be returned at once. 

" We also send you ten rooted vines to be planted on the N.W. 
end of the stable and the house. Some may also be planted in 
the ^rdeo. 

*' Tou also receive some vine branches to be cut into slips with 
five eyes each ; three of which are to be underground, and two 
above. If the ground be properly preparetl and manured, tiiey 
will certainly grow. Some you are to plant between the rooted 
ones at the stable and the house, the rooted plants being blue and 
the unrooted white grapes. 

" The sloop accompanies the little yacht in order to be used for 
landing the manure, she can be hauled to and from the shore willi 
a line and kept afioat, as our men ore accustomed to carry manure 
to it up to their necks in water. We believe that this can be 
done, and therefore must be done. 

" When the Parkiet has been repaired, I shall very likely come 
lOver and see how you are doing. 

" Hind that you light the beacon fires when ships are in sight 
towards evening 1 and remain greeted by your friend. In the 
Fort the Good Hope, the 7th August, 16ti0." (Signed) J- v. 
Biebeeck. 

This being the appointed court day some questions whioh had 
in among the burghera were settled in the presence of the 
burgher c'liincillors Others were civilly corrected for faults 
oommitted, and a few of the Company's servants tried by the 
Council of the Fort. 

August 8th. — Dark grey weather; N.W. hreezo. Between 
9 and 10 in the evening Corporal Elias Giers and hia horse were 
^drowned in the Fish River not two musket shots away from the 
inratvhhouse " Keert de Koe." He was rather intoxicated, but we 
'joet a gallant soldier, and in the horse about 2QQ reals, as she was 
the best Cape more ami with foal. The horses trained under the 
saddle are greatly dreaded by !he natives, in consequence of the 
wonders done by them, in their eyes. 

August 9th. — Heavy rains. 
' August loth. — Heavy rains still falling. Nothing like tliem 
has fallen this t^easoo. 

August llUi. — Fine, clear lovely sunshiny weather. 
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1660 August 12tli. — Stiff N.W. wiuds with nuns. RetoMhm of 

" Council: — *" The officere of the galiot the P«rX-i>^ having asked for 

the premium ordeied in tlie '* Articul farief /' to be paid out to the 
officers of a veaeel aftf-r a speedy voyage to India, and the vessel 
being destined to remain here, and, therefore unable to proceed to 
India, it was decided to pay them two-thirds of the reward, that 
is : f 400, the more so, as they will always be employed in dangerous 
waters, which the whole world dreads. Had they been able to 
proceed further, they would have had about seven weeks to complete 
the voyage to India, the time usually taken. Moreover, as the 
vessel was badly ballasted, great care had to be taken to keep her 
afloat, all which retarded the voyage. This wiws also seen when, 
within aght of land^ she was obliged to run into Uout Bay to 
escape the heavy sea?. This fault it is intended to remedy, and 
Council adopts the suggestions of the officers and ships' carpenters 
of the Mu*knat Boom. The wood required for the purpose to be 
obtained from the free sawyer Leendert Comelisz: of Zevenhuysen, 
who shall at once prepare it, that we may have the use of the vessel 
as soon as possible . . .*' (Signed) J. v. Bibbekck.

August 15th. — Weather abating and becoming fine. In the 
evening, those on E«>bben Island lit the beacon fire ; and therefore 
on August IHth, it being lovely weather, a boat was sent thither 
to enquire the reason. Chi its return, it brought the news that the 
storm had east the S':hape9{iftchtje ashore there, that one of her sides 
was completely smashed, but as she had been thrown high up, 
there was a possibility of repairing her. 

August 17th to 20th. — Fine lovely clear weather. Nothing par- 
ticular occurred, only we are daily busy repairing the walls of the 
Fort (which on account of the heavy rains had been collapsing) ; 
as well as deepening and widening the canal, and laying a dam 
wall below the " Beyger " point in the river, to stop the water and 
lead it round the Fort, in acconlance with the first orders given by 
the Directors to Mr. van Biebeeck in 1651, at his departure from 
the Fatherland, and also to draw off this water, which stands very 
deep, by means of pipes and cocks from the said dam into the 
casks, for the great comfort and convenience of the men of the 
passing ships ; all in accordance with the plan submitted by the 
CToomiander, in March last, to the Hon : Commissioner Sterthenius, 
and his poaitive orders on the subject.

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August 2Ist, — Full moon. Stormy weather as before. 

August 2'2nd. — Same weather, witli rain and hail.

Resolution of Mp CoidifiV (2{ith August) : — " As in consequence of 
the extraordinarily heavy rains the eai-lier built portions of the 
walls of the fort, thrown np without timber or fencing, have 
almost all collapsed ; us this entails heavy work on the men, whidi 
will continue some time, and as the widening of the canals and the 
making of two strong dams below the point "Reyger," have 
been taken in hand, that in aooordanoe with the orders of Mr. 
Sterthenius, based on our plans, the men of the ships may more 
conveniently and without waste or tlie breaking of casks, obtain 
pure, clean and filtered wat«r ; and in aooordance with the orders 
of the Directors to Commander Vnu Riobeeok to collect and lead 
the water into the canals of the fort, and to have all this work 
done with the leait labour and expense ; it was decided by the 
Counoil, ia oon§ideratioQ of the heaviness of all this work, and 
of tbe neoeeeity lit the same time of performing guard duty and 
occupying the posts, to divide the work into sections, that it might 
tho sooner be completed, and in order to encourage the men, to 
give them whenever a section is complotod, that is, tboae only 
who work at the wails and canals, a cask of the best brewed boer 
and a rioh dinner or "kroeg," as the common people call it, and 
when everything is completed to give each one separately, in 
addition to his ordinary allowance, a month's wages in cash on 
aocount, besides a general leward to all collectively of f200, two 
warm moals daily to every one, and at noon most, fish, or what- 
OTor else may be obtainable, with half a pound of rice, beyond 
llifir allowance of broad and fowl money, until *he work is done."

Notwithstanding the diity weather some Ohainouquas arrived 

unco mure at the Fort with J2 cows, 2 old and 7 young oxen and 

bnlla, all wliich were exchangefl for beads and tobaooo, and so 

tply obtained that each heail did cot come to more than « 
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AilliTig-. Thwp natJTcs seem to be Tcrj fimd of beads, whitdt ccBt 
the C'^mpaDj very little, but do not care at all for eojiper like the 
Cochoqaas, our neighbours, do, whose sheep cannot be obtaine<:} for 
lees than tlie value of half a real of oopper, and sometimes more, 
and their cattle for less than two reals, on a<!couDt of the deamess 
of the oopper. But we receive them glmlly n^verthelo«s, if they be 
only brought to as, and this may happen tf the ititerpreteas Eva is 
not telling fibs, and it be true, aa she r&ys, that these two tribes, the 
Cochoqaas and Clialnouquas are jealous of each other, and that 
therefore her brother-in-law, Uedason. chief and king of the Cocho- 
qnas, in order not to appear to us as wanting in wealth and means, 
is ondeevouring to bring on as much oaltle nnd sheep as the Chai- 
nooquas, who are, however, mnch more numerous in people and ex- 
traordinarily rich in cattle, far Burpassing the Co<aio<jua« in this 
respect, who are. however, supposed to number between 17 and If* 
thousand souls, di^'ided into different groups and two chief camps, 
under Oedasoa and his secunde named Ngonnomoa. The success 
to be expected from the above-mentioned trade, of which the 
Ooringhaiquas and Soracbonquas or lob.-icoo thieves make so 
much, we shall learn in time, with the hope that God the 
Tjord will he pleased to grant encc^sa and His blessing on the 
same. 

August 27th. — The same, dirty, boisterous weather, causing 
the collapse of the soulhem end of the Point Walvis. It was, 
however, aportion of the oldunfenoed works thrown up in the first 
iostanoe when we had neither cattle nor horses to bring in wood 
Bnd water. This can now be done nicely by the wagons of the 
('ompany and the freemen, so that the works can be made a» 
strong that there will be no fear of further damage. At present, 
however, only damages are repaired, in order not to have too mucta 
on hand. The walls are now weW made, and are eurmouuted b^ 
strong, thick, burnt palisades of durable hard ironwood, bo thai 
being made of earth and naturally sloping they may not \tem 
scaled. For the same reason the bcrm is being surrounded witl^ 
a good palisade, from the bottom of the oanal, which gives additionaX 
atrongtb, and is the more required in order not to be suddenly' 
snzprued by Europeans, who sometimes arrive here, mostly from 
France, as well as tbe Genoese and other pret>;nded friends antl 
open enemies ; for tbe Company, by having lost St. Helena, has now j 
more interest in this place than previuusly. In such a case the -^ 
principal and chief object most be to endeavour to keep the feel / ■ 
and guns of the enemy from the land, and should a landing be I 
attempted, to do him as much mischief as possible, fur the lorl, 1^ 
having been strengthened as described, could hardly be taken with- |a 
out the help of artillery and mortars. But let ns hope, with tbe ! ' 
drummer, that it may not come to that, &l: I 

I August 28th. — Calm weather in the nioniing. 1" 

I August 2yth (Sunday). — Again wet, stormy weather from the t^ 
N.W., which abated at midnight. 1^ 
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gust 30th ami IJlst. — Fairly gnod weathor, hiit still some- 
what wot, dirty and rainy. N,W. wind. 
September Ist. — Fine, lovely, calm weather. 
September '■iud to 4tb. — The same, with a W. breeze until tlie 
evening, when, it being new moon, it began to blow heavily from 
the N.N. W., with heavy showers. 

September 5th (Sunday). — Ixtose weather. Twenty-eight 
Chainouquas arrive with 77 cattle and 18 sheep; 74 oxen were 
bought with beads, tobacm and pipes, as well as 6 sheep, and 3 cows 
and 12 sheep with copper, tobacco and pipes. As usual they were 
regaled on bread and brandy, all whioh inoluded made the ooat of 
i^^ffary auimal not to e.\oeed 8 or 9 stivers, whilst that of a sheep, as 
^HlUf' vere bartered (or copper, amounted to twice as much. 
^^' Thea© people bad met the free hiraters and fishermen the day 
lef jre yesterday behind the Leopard (Tyger) mountains, and they 
were found to be such utter strangers that they eould not spesk a 
single wonl with our people, only making signH that they wished 
to go to the camp of the Cnapraen, but as we knew that the lalter 
would in tliat case exchange their lean cattle for their best ones, 
the freemen dissuaded them fram their object and oouduoted them 
straight to the Fort. They agreed with us that the aforesaid free- 
men should each time accompany them to and from their encamp- 
ment, nominally to protect them from wild beasts with their fire- 
arms, hut really to keep them away from the Caapmen and thus 
the better aocustom iJiem to na. And in order the better at 

f resent to keep tliese people from exchanging their cattle with the 
laapmen, it was agreed to pay each freeman 35 stivers daily as food 
money as long as he was away, and to pay him the amount due in 
cash immediately on his retmm. This made them engf-r for the 
work, and they were finally recommended carefully to observe 
everything that these people possessed or that could be obtained 
from them, &o, 

September 6th. — Good weather. Anival of sjme more natives 
with 8 oattlo and 2 sheep, wliich were bartered for beads and 
tobacco ; the cheep we obtained for copper. The Commander spends 
the day in inspecting the cultivated lands and giving the neoesaary 
orders. The Paikietjen having been repaireil, the Commander 
pKMveds in her to Robben Island about five o'clock in the after- 
noon, a S.E. breeze blowing. He wished to see whether the 
Sefuipinjachtje could not be repaired, and arrived on the Island aftor 
dark. 

September 7th. — The Commander lauds and finds the Schaprn- 
jiiehlje a oorai>lete wreck ; she was therefore dismantled and 
abandoned. The <Jomman(Ur after that makes n general inspection 
of the island, and in the evening returns in safety to the fort. 

September 8th. — Lovely warnr sunny weather, the wind variable. 
The officers of the Parkiefjcn ordered to fish for the lost anchors 
in the bay. Decided to build another small vessel to take the 
place of the 8ehape>yaehl/e, it hoing often necessary to visit ilubben 



1800. laland. The ships' oarppnterB are tliereforo to prooeod to Hie 
~ forest to-raorrow to projiare the timher, wliich the freemen will 

convey to the furt in their w&gous. 

As the agncnhxtiista Pietcr Visagio aod Jan t'l >oiiraat Vieser oro 
beoomiug dailj more indifferent to their work and coneequently 
piling up theii debt, without displaying any zeal whatever in ihe 
rearing of wheat, with which alone they will be able to pay whiit 
they owe, it was finally decided to iiiBtrmt the Company's agriauU 
tural Buperint«ndent, Oruythoff, daily to urge them on tit tlieir 
work as jf they waie atill in the Company's servioe, until th*y shall 
have oiiltivat«d their lands to such an extent as will m^e tbem 
equal in value to their debt, Heeing that the Company odranwi 
everything to them at a cheap rate, kc>eps their mouths open, and 
helps them up from the very bottom, li is therefore but fair that 
they should make every effort for repayment, without being wm- 
pelled to do si) by the Comjiany. 

September 9th. — Lovely weather. The Purkkljeii fisbee up aii 
anchor, the fourth, and a very old one weighing about 500 \\it 
As ai'i'SQgod by Mr. Sterthenius, one quarier of the weight went In 
the men, at the rate of flO per 100 lbs , or f l'.^i as their share. 

September 10th and ilth,— Stiff N.W. wind without rain. 
Twenty-four cattle bartered from the Chaiuouquss for beadg, 
tobaooo and pipes. They ctinsisted of 12 fairly good cows, ii oU 
and a youug oxen and bulk. 

This trade enabled two good (fraaye) men to associate us agrionl- 
turists, and were promised ^0 raorgen of laud in freehold in tin 
neighbourhood of the " Bosuhheuvei " provided that they remain 12 
years in the Colony from the 15th of this month. The one is 
named Cornells Claesz of Utreehl and the other Diroq Mayer o( 
Lunenburg. Both have been free throe years, and in the service 
of others, giving good proofs of iheir conduct. 

September 12th (Sunday), — Windy weather as before wiili 
heavy rain and Iiail. Nevertheless the foiir free fishertnoii 
a(?company the Chainouquas inland. {See Oth Sept.) 

This week some Dutch apple, pear, quince, and medlar sli]» wen 
grafted on some of the forest treoain th(}forv6tardinthoCom(»iiy'« 
gardens. The same experiment will be made with lemoua ami 
oranges, so that if successful we may sooner have abuntlanoe. 

September iyth.--The Commander once more makea a geneni 
inspection of the lauds, and amongst otliers selected n fntiUul hil) 
behind and at the foot of Table Mountain, above the Compaoj'i 
forest, on which to plant a vineyard for ihe Company. Here li* 
ordered some viuestooks to be planted and ull kinds of metis 
beans, &o., sown on a small plot specially prepared by ynyci 
experiment. He also inspected the piece of land granted to tli' 
two agriQuIturietB (see September 1 Ith) in order to have it sur- 
veyed, &o. 

Thn freemen, seeing Ihe fair success of tiic Commnndor in Tin' 
plantdog, ore now nicely following suit. Hundreds of stocks >^' 



j^Ten and offered lo them, as they can be planted easily on tho 
poorest 8mI, after tlie com has been put into tbe ground, and 
without iiilerferiDg witli that work. 

September 14th. — Very tine weather, The men of the Parki^t 
busy the whole day, but only find bits of old rope, &c., thrown 
overboard from the eliipe. Stron)^ 8.S.E. during tne night. To- 
day the Brat eel was oaiight iu a weel in the Fresh River by the 
agrioutturist Tielman Heudrioksz : uf Utreoht, fully twice the 
thickness of a man's arm, fat and delicate. 

September loth. — Lovely weatber. The Parkicf reoovers one of 
the Frenohmau'fl anohors, 1600 lbs. in weight, attached to which 
was half a cable of 13 inches, which, being new and good and 
HMTiocable for heavy flutes or yachts, the men received f20 oaah 
for _it, in order to keep up their spirits. For the anchor they 
reoeived f40. 

September 16th and 17th. — Variable windy weather. 
September 18th. — Somewhat milder. The Commander goes out 
early in the morning with some men, spades and shovels, in order 
to have tho road repaired, which had in many places been injured 
by the heavy rains ; as well as to have the lands of the new free- 
men surveyed. 
The Pifrkut still Bshing for anohora without success. 
September 19th. — Pull moun. Rainy, changeable vrindy weather, 
witli hail, which destroyed all the peas on the private Unds; the 
Company having as yet sown but little, with other garden pniduoo, 
^Bjgftn expM'iment iu its vinc^^ard (Wynbergh), at the bottom of 
^ntlich very rich grotiu'.l hiiviiig bei-u fuund, the ovei'seer was 
^Hs^ted to put t)ie plough in to-morrow and to prepare it for bCay 
^TSSt, when it can be sown with wheat, as much of the old land 
having become impoverished, ratist be allowed to lie fallow on 
aeuouiit of the want of manure. 

September 20th. — Loose weather. Tho Fiscal sent out on a 
aneral inspection tour to see that everything is in order and put 
.terythtng straight, &c. 

* September 2lst. — Strong S.E. wind towards evening. Iletum 
m the country of the free land messenger Jan Zaoharias, the 
a Sshorman Pieter Cornelius of Langesondt, and Oarel Broers, 
h thmr free servant Jau Wolff. Thoy had Ijcen away 10 days, 
lAving accompanied some of the Chainouqua tribe, whose king they 
reached after 5 days' journey, and who treated them kindly by 
giving Ihem milk, sheep and lodging, &o. 

The aforesaid King or Chocque, which moans as much as king, 
and who is also called Soesoa, is encamped with only one troop four 
daye' journey from this, the rest he did not wish to accompany him, 
88 he desired to remain some time where he was and make closer 
acquaintance and trading relatione with ua, Just the opposite of the 
neighbouring yalilaiihara and Oaapmcn, who are always endea- 
vouring to koci) UK away from the inliiu'l natives, mostly for the 
e of keeping ufi ignorant of their enoampmeDts and pasture 
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grounde, pretending that these and otter tribes would not be 
tiilerated by ub without their moJiation and company, and that bo 
nativefi wuuld bt permitted tfl ooiiie to us without them, wliicli may 
be luo true, as they tell the uaiives inland just the opposite of what 
our sentiments are towards them. This becomes more and more 
evident to us, the result being that these Caapmeu are becoming 
rather powerful and rich in cattle. Not one of them had auy 
longer any topper or beads tuiind their arms, in their ears or on 
their neokfi, all had been bartered away to these Ghainouquas and 
Saldanhars for cattle, none of which they bring to us for sale. 
Their old worn-out cattle is all that they ofler. TluB is borne with 
as yet, that in course of time the inland tribes may become 
aociistomed to us, and be assured of the sincere iutentions of the 
Netherlanders towards them, viz. ; to be on friendly tenuB with 
every one without distinction, and the more so as we see at one 
time OUC-, and at auother another tribe visiting us, so that all party 
feeling is set aside, and every one is weloomedasagodfriend. At 
the same time great core is token that the Goringaiquas or Gaupmen 
and the tobacoo thieves or Gorachouquas do not place too many 
impediments in the way of the Company (we fought against them 
last year), as we find that the inland natives, whom we have now 
and then visited, have received our people with all affection and 
kindness, and endeavoured to enter into closer inferoourse with us, 
&o. 

This Soesoa, true Choeque or king of the Chainouquae, sent the 
Commander a young ox and requested in return some rod beads as 
a sign of friendship and a wish to outer iuto closer alliance with 
him ; also that our people woiUd visit him in bis country with 
merchandize, wlien they would obtain sufficient cattle. He was 
an old man, and beiug unable to walk far, could not very well visit 
the fort, however much he desired to see the habits of the Dutch 
with his own eyes ; his people {who had been at the fort) having 
told him moro than he could believe, &o. 

This was confirmed by mauy of his people, who with wives and 
children had travelled a day's journey in order to have a look at i 
the freemen, having previously seen none but their own race. ' 
None know how to show ua sufficient frientlship ; whilst the two 
who returned to-day with the freemen said that they had never 
before this day seen any ships. According to the interpretation 
oE Douman and Douokema, put into bettor Duteh by Eva, tliis 
Lord or King had only one son, as the freemen also saw with their 
own eyes, to whom he had entrusted the govei'i>uient of the kingdom, 
and whom he had proclaimed king, only retaining for him&elf tbo 
chief title aud all riches and domaius as long ue ne lived, as weli 
as the highest honours, which were always shown hiVn when 
preseot with Ids son, who shared with him these same honours as 
heir to the dominion. According to the translation, the latter had 
such power, and was so dreaded, that neither Oedasoa nor any of 
his subjects nor others would dare to come to us to trade, aa loog 
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these Chainouquaa wete in the neighbourhood ; but they would 
D makti way for them, and come to greet the King with preseuta 
I cattle, &c., to ehow the obedienoe they owad to him as the 
ipi-esentative of the nearest {relative) of the chief King, said to 
B the Hamcunquor, who also dwells in huts of mattiug, but never 
ireks " about, and whose aubjeots make their living not only from 
flir cattle but also by oultivating the valuable herb Da^jha, which 
uddles their brains, like opium, " ginje," Strang tobacco, brandy 
id such things, the reason why this tribe is so fond of it. 
The chief of these Hamcumquas, who is said continually to live 
. a fixed residence, surrounded by a countless number of dwell- 
gs very far inland between both the seaa of the Cape land, 
supposed to be the chief Lord of all the Hottentoo tribes, and 
ieny known as the Khoebaka, whioh means as much as chief of 
[ the kings and lords of the country, for " khoe " means all this, 
t, "a high mountain," "rich," "happy," "king," &o., and 
boka " that all must show him reverence, so that he really would 
Emperor of the Hottentoo race, whilst the Choinouqua, above 
Uitioned, whom our people had visited, was the most important 
all the kings after him, being called the " Kboeque," that ie to 
f, the " king." He is also called Soesoa, and his son Goeboe, to 
^jom he has entrusted the government, and is therefore called 
hoeqnoa, or the king's suoceseor, being acknowledged as such, 
idldren not being entruBt«d with authority or dominion are 
loerally called Khoequekone, that is, sons and daughters, the 
Une being common to both sexes. But the son or prince is 
lied "Kneysa," ttie daughters arc nailed Khoeque Aohebasis, 
id the nobles Khoequebj ; that is, people of royal descent. 
Humque is an appointed or elected lord or governor over the 
ople, a person of the highest though not of royal desoeut. Then 
sdasoa, the chief of the Saldauhars, is named, whilst his seounde 
i^adjunot, Ngonnomoa is called Chamhuma, that is, second lord 
rei the territory and people. 

The chiefs of the Choriguriquas are also called Humque, as they 
e the highest born in their country, but all con be removed from 
wfaninistration and authority by Soesoa, though this seldom happens 
unless there be grave cause for doing so, and even then seldom 
without dissatisfaction and even wars. Hence they are very loyal 
and obedient. 

The Gorachouqutts and Gloringhaiquas, or tobacco thieves, and 
{imen, are merely mentioned an Khoesanbuma among the 
kt, but they arrogate to themselves also the title of Khoeque 

■ their bands, which often brings war upon them, so that they 

do not very well dare to let it openly appear before the Chainouquas, 
hence so little respect is shown them oy those who are in inferior 
positions to themselves, especially when Soesoa appears in the 
neighbourhood, who, according to rumour, intends to como and live 
permanently on a spot, one or two days' journey distant from this; 
that is, Soeeoa, and tus sou Goeboe, with their tribes, in order to 
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have continuous iuteroourse wilb us; whilst the reet of I 
commanity will come and go, depaeturing the cattle. Should t 
be tlie case, it rany turn out to be the best thiug for the Company, 
oonsideriDg tlie authority he wields among bis people, so that rai 
dependence could be placed on any agreement made with bi 
Tnne will show what results the Lord God will grant. In 1 
meanwhile, bis two domestics who accompanied our travellOTS han 
been well entertained, and informed of our intentiona hj thi 
interpretress Eva, who has leamt to speak good Dutch and tolei^ 
hlo Portuguese. Tiiey were also advised to place everything in i 
favourable light before their chief, to whom they intend to retuifl 
to-morrow with »ome presents lor him, which we promised to ha»i 
ready. This pleased them muuh, the more so as the Commands 
said that be would with pleasure ac^owledge Soesoa as a fe^hti 
aud his son Gocboe as a brother, iu order thus to aasooiato with o: 
another as people of tbe same rae* ; thus the cdd man, baring onljl 
one solitary full-grown son, would in bis extreme old age beg6& 
a second one. who was prepared to obtain for him from all qua^ 
ters of the world everything that he desired, by which bis naou 
would be made greater and more famous ; yea, he would thn 
obtfun higher honour even fmm the Khoebaha, whom be would b» 
able to supply with all kinds of rarities as a result of bis inter* 
course witn us. 

When the aforesaid domestics, named Oocktis Koukoua i 
Hankumma, caretakers of their cbieTs cattle and sheep, wem 
afterwards introduced into the Commander's room, and plaoed 
before a large mirror, they appeared to be completely at a loss, at on» 
time thinking that the reflections were persons in another room, st 
another time recognizing themselves and other persona ; they 
believed that they were seeing spooks, so much so that Eva, 
Doman and other Hottontoos hving near the fort bad enoogh bo 
do to explain matters to tbem. Thus we have often wonderfel 
jokes and amusing oddities with these strangers. 

September 22nd. — The same heavy d^ 8.E. winds. Thft 
domestics of Soesoa and his son (Joeboe receive for their ohiofs as ■ 
token of our desire for further friendship and closer alliauoe, 
well as in return for tbe ;oung ox sent to the Commander a< 
pyeseiit, nine bunches of red beads, six bars of yellow copper, onft 
small looking gloss, ^s pipes and about a pound or a pound add 
a half of tobacco, for eocn, about as much as is roiiuired for boh 
terijig five or six head of cattle. Tbe presents, therefore, appeoHd' 
to please tbem very much, nnd tbej gave us to undecstaod 
that their chiefs would be highly pleoeed and partioubriy 
inclined in consequence to come nearer as sood as IM 
waters in the rivers had fallen. At present tliey 
oould with difficulty cress with their cattle, the result 
of the extraoixlinarily heavy i-oius, which have inundated lbs 
coiintry this season iu all dirfotions; yc>a, thoy had uo doubt ti 
they (Uie ohiefs) were inclined to visit the CoiumaBdei- in pencai,w 



f he presents proved tbat he wm weU disposed towards thoia. Th^ '«**' 
wore told Ihat wo wero prepared to rccr>ivo thorn with all honour ~ 

and rP8]>e<5t, aa well as entertain them, anri, all oitr li^^efl assooiate 
with them as our own blood friends, and as proposed by their 
masters, when they have oome nearer, after the ground has become 
drier, to let every day our men and theirs mutually travel with 
morcbandise for barter, so tliat wo would very much like to see thorn 
come to tho Fort for that putposo, whore ive would show them 
many things that would please them, and of which they might 
obtain a= nmoh as thoy fauoied. They were then prosented with 
tbruo Imnuhes of baadM, tobawo, pipes, &c., and their knapsaoks 
filled with bread. 

September 23nl. — Fine weather. The HottontooB leave, very 
well satisHod. The Commander told them, thniugh Eva, that wo 
wished their masters a thoiisanil years of life, many children and a 
multitude of cattle ; this being the moat pleasant way of wishing 
them well. 

They declined the escort of some of our men, saying that they 
might be drownod in crossing the rivers, and that their masters 
would in cunsequonee, and because of the sorrow that would result, 
not dare to faoe us, Thoy thereupon left, very well satisfied. God 
(»raiit that some good may result for the Company from this 
unknown tribe. They aro complete strangers, and have never 
bi'fore been bo near the sea as to have seen any ships, or other 
tribw, except their own. Our purpose must therefore he, as much 
;i* possible, to prevent all intercourse between tUeni and tho Caapmen, 
9) that it will be of advantage if our mou, armed with muskets, 
escort them to and fro, and thus prevent them from bartering their 
fine cattle for the inferior animals of the Caapmen. 

September 24th and 2-5th. ^Cloudy sky. Variable woathcr. The 
mou of the Put-hit fish up an anchor and portion of a cable. The 
Parktt sent to Rohbeo Island ivith tho following memorandum for 
her commander: "As the S.E. wind prevents you from fishing 
for more anchors, yon sliall, without dolay, prouecd to Ilobhen 
Lslaiid, and there take on biard the sails, it', of tho Svluipciijiichlji: 
'lliL- wreck you shall break np, and bring hither all the timber that 
may still be serviceable, 'nio rest you shall convey to the beacon 
bill, as otherwise fuel must be oonveyod thlthor from Hout or 
Saldanha Bay. This will save a trip and should btj attended to 
lit once, that you may bo back hero soon and reoommence fishing 
for Bnchors, in order to clear the roadstead. 

" You will also take with you some elofhing for the slaves, to be 

llivered there to Otto, who will tell you whether the boy named 
Eieter Jansz: 8ampu3 is still ao disoliedicat tiwards him. He 

MiBt be brought back by you, and you shall leave one of your men 

rlua plaoo. If, however, the boy has improved, this will not bo

N'.B. — The olfiwrs also receivi* Ihc following note for Otto Jans/ : 
i Paikyljeii will bring you some clothes for tho slaves, as well

"" is expecting. It is, however, not to be given to her before she haa 
been confined. 

" If the boy Pieter Jansz : Sampus is still as disobedient as ever, 
he must be sent over to us. 

" We send you the oil, forgotten last time, also some sweepings 
and biscuit crumbs for the pigs that have young ones. You are 
to send us the two pigs whioh you mentioned in your last, or two 
others instead ; and also mention the number of porkers in your 
charge, that they may be sent hither from time to time to be 
fattened. We also expect to be informed how many ewes, wethers 
and rams you have, and whether you do not require one or two 
Dutch rams, that we way obtain them from the freemen^ who are 
breeding them beautifully. 

Attend well to the beacon fires, and be greeted by your friend," 

(Signed) J. v. Eiebekck." 

September 26th (Simday.) — Same weather. After the service tlie 
following notice was published : — " As some agriculturists do not 
attend to the breaking up of their lands whilst they are still moist, 
for which purpose cattle nave been given them at f 12 (and that even 
on credit), but prefer to be carriers of fuel for this one and another, 
even for the French, and thus exhaust their cattle and unfit them 
for the plough, to the great injury of wheat and other culture; all 
agriculturists are hereby expressly forbidden to carry any fuel, 
except what they may require for their own use, before the beginning 
of the month of November next. In the meanwhile they shall 
confine themselves to the breaking of their lands and ploughing 
the same without carrying any wood, except once a week, vi*: 
Saturdays or Sundays before nine o'clock in the morning, on pain 
of forfeiture of the loads of fuel for the Company, as this is believed 
to be in the best interest of the public."

September 27th. — Fine weather. Variable breezes. About 30 
Cochouquas arrive with three old cows, a calf and 27 sheep. Mostly 
all were bartered for beads and tobacco. Doman and Eva informed 
us that Oedasoa had by his commissioners sent his greetings to the 
chief of the Chainouquas named Sousoa, and his son Ooeboe, and 
that these men, after waiting three days, had at their request 
obtained permission to remain with us for the present for trading 
purposes; and that he (? Sousoa), when he had come nearer, would 
further speak with Oedasoa. The Chariguriquas and Gorachouquas 
had also sent their greetings by commissioners, whilst the Goring- 
aiquas or Caapmen had so arranged matters that they had be^ 
accepted as the best guides for the aforesaid Soesoa and son. Eva 
added that these Caapmen were too clever for all the Ilottenloos, 
and that the fish or watermen were such poor beggars that they 
did not dare to show themselves anywhere, but were oblige<l ti) 
shelter themselves uinler the Company's wings, in order to fisli, 
wash, scrub, &c., for the burghers. This is rather convenient. 
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I From this good news received by Oedason from 9ooBoa and hie 
I aon, it is lioped that he hiis not retiiNMl as fur aa it w;i8 feared, but 
■that he will remain near enough to enable Eva to see har people 
ft'Kmetiines visiting us, as she knew that it would be a great trial to 
Vthem to be left destitute of tobacco, &o, 

f We told her to indwe Oeilasoa, instead of retiring into tJie 

interior, to proiwod to the North of Saldanha Lay, vmitlior we 

might send the Parh/t, in urdor to barter from him young cattio 

Mid sheep, 08 that vessel oould iii>t take full grown ones on board. 

I This she wiisidi-red a go(«l idea, and would endeavour to impress 

1 him. Should it succootl we would be able t<» traffic in two

There was, however, a certain other tribe named Uesoqims, 

l^hioh we had never before heard mentiouefl, regular Uagga makers 

Tof the Hamciimquar, and more ninnerous than the IJhainouquns. 

Their language <liffered greatly from that of the Saldanhars, so 

that they could not understand each other, except through an 

interpreter. She said that he had ordered away fi'ora him the 

^fialdanhars, Caapmeu, and all the rest in the neighbourhood, in 

Irder lo make place for him, as he would suffer none of them to 

nniaiu here longer, and if tliey di<l not remove at once, he 

kreatened, distant as ho was, that he would turn them all away, 

%e Chaiiiou<]uaM iuchided, as he intendu^l to r<?main here himself, 

n Order alone to (vade and associate with the Dutch people. Being 

ixo strongest, he arrogated this right unto himself, and eoruing 

iere intended to take possession of IIk* whole territory. This 

intention shows that there is something wonderful on the tapis. 

~me will nhow the result. Daily it beoumes more evident that 

(dves, hitherto slraugers to us, are obtaining knowledge of us, 

LOd would prefer to trade with us direct, instead of through their 

iountrymeu in our neighbourhood. We therefore decided to advise 

the Cochouquas to go to Saldauha and the Caapmen to Hout Bay, 

10 we could reach them at those places in the Pnrkyt ; but it is 

doubtful whether the Oaapraen will tigain venture to place 

themselves in the net, as they have hitherto kept themselves and 

their camp aud cattle beyond our range, and have succeeded in 

' tbtnining greater favour with the Ohaiuouquas than Oedaaoa (who 

eeiDKto be somewhat crusty, and consequently not too fanmblo), 

ipparently because the Oaapmeu have discovered that it will hardly 

W possible to keep the Chaiaouquas and, others from the interior, 

»y longer away from us. These tribes, being inforraeil that a 

Mtiun had come to settle here, from which they can obtain their 

Haierohandi/^ direct, will be inclined to visit us in person. Others, 

Tfurther distant, will in their turn hear of onr presuuce when 

1 tiadiug with the former, and thus in course of time the Hollanders 

1 will bpoomo known through thf length and breadth of the land, so 

I tWt aflwi* a ltt[iiM:i of years, thow of Monomotapa may aljso send 

'» of their people to US, who beholding our k^i^y treatment of 

M -l 
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1660. the natives, compared with the domineering ways of the Portuguese, 
may be induced to transfer their ivory and gold trade to the Cape, 
as they are not much further from the Cape than from 
Mozambique or Sofala. 

This, however, requires years to accomplish, but for the reasons 
adduced above, the appearances are favourable. 

Two of Oedasoa's councillors, who acoompanied the cattle 
barterers, asked through Eva, to speak to the Commander alone 
early in the morning. 

September 28th. — The councillors met the Commander and his 
Council in his office and said that Oedasoa begged that we might not 
throw him out of our thoughts with the Chainouquas, as he would not 
fail to trade with us as long as he was permitted, for which purpose he 
had asked and obtained tne consent of Sousoa, to whom he would 
otherwise not have submitted to such an extent. According to 
these councillors Sousoa was the more inclined to grant his request, 
because with Oedasoa's hek) he would be better able to keep away 
from here the threatening Hessequas ; otherwise they believed that 
Oedasoa's request would have had little effect, as he bore no good 
will to Oedasoa, because the latter, once finding Goeboe rather 
defenceless on a certain spot, had carried off the lalter's wife, who 
was the last deceased wife of Oedasoa, and sister of Eva, who is 
therefore sister in law to botli these great lords, as she always 
pretends, though others confirm it. 

This Goeboe has now (as a wife) the sister of Osinghkinma, the 
daughter of Gogosoa, chief of the Caapmon ; hence the latter are 
in fi;reater favour with Sousoa and his son. 

Eva appears to be on good terms with all except the Caapmen, 
who are jealous of her because they (say) that she tells us too 
much of their history (legenten) and the condition of the country, 
&c. This is certainly true, for without her we would not know 
many things, though she is sometimes detected in a little falsehood. 

Oedasoa was told that he need not doubt us, as we did not wish 
to part with the friendship of anyone, but to let it strike deeper 
and deeper root towards all who visited us, and that he might be 
sure of this, he was presented through the two councillors, (inde- 
pendent of the presents to themselves) with some copper plates, 
beads and tobacco in order to keep up the friendship. This 
seemed to please them, as well as the advice given them regarding 
Saldanha Bay (already mentioned). 

They also told us that Chorou, chief of the Chorachouquas, who 
had been a long while encamped with Gonnomoa, had parted 
with the latter in anger, because Chorou had clandestinely taken 
away Gonnomoa's wife, and that bloodshed might have resulted had 
it not been for Sousoa, who had the power to banish or degrade 
the guilty party. It always seems that every one has ^he same 
dread of Sousoa's authority and much more so of that of the 
Hessequas who Kave also two councillors who are both great lords. 
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4.U thifl 18 food for tlio^ht and gradually inoreoBes oar knowledge 
if the aboriginalt). The Almighty titant us from one thing 
aad another more good fortune and prosperity for the benefit of 
the Company. 

September y9tli & yoth. — Fine weather ; ..■loudy aky. The 
Pcrkit returns from Hobben Island. Yesterday the two boats of 
the freemen, the Pi'ijuyn aad the /in-k'niu; returned from Saldanlia 
Bay with oil, fisli, and seal's ilesh frtr the filayes. The skipper 
reported that Ankasoia, the Ciinpnien ally, was encamped there 
with lialf his kraals, on the S. side of tlio Bay, and that, having 
no tobaceo, they oould only barter two shoep. Some of the Chairn- 
griquas, whom they saw there, had asked them whether some 
strange people had not appeared at the Port from the far interior ; 
a sign that their approach had already been extensively spread 
amongst them. God grant that if they reach its, they may be 
iaoUued to trade, and that the Company may get on bettor with 
them than with those in the neighbourhood. 

Those of the Perkyt busy with discharging the salvage from the 
wreck of the Sc/inpenjac/ifjc. As soon as the weatlier is calmer 
they will resume anchor fishing, &c. During the afternoon Sousoa, 
chief of the Chainouquas, entered the fort riding on a large ox, 
accompanied by his son's wife. He was conducted by one of our 
horse guards. They dismounted on the shoulders of one of his 
meo, and brought with them 3:i head of cattle, old and young, as 
well as 15 sheep, which we bartered for copper, tobacco and pipes. 
A good ret-eption was given to Sousoa and hia people. He told 
U8 that liis peoi)lc:> had told him that the Commander wished to 
accept his son as a brother and himself as a father, and that 
therefore he had come to visit liis new son, to see what sort 
of -a man he was, &c. A suitable answer and mutual asBurancee 
were given that unalterable and everlasting friendship would be 
maintained. For that purpose he would eome nearer, that wo 
luigbt more eonvoniently trade together, for which he seemed 
much inclined. He was therefore treated to cheese, fresh bread, 
and sugar in a tm dish, and seated on it mat in the Commander's 
room with the aforesaid dirty princess (bia son's wife), a favnur 
never shown to anyone before. We also played for him 
ou the ■ olaversingel ' (primitive piano V), all which appeared 
to please him immensely, as well as the beer, Spanish 
and French wines, which ho relished exceedingly. However, he 
did not take as much as would have iiitoxioated him. His 
tollowera were entertained in the front hall with biscuits and 
brandy in such a way that they sang lustily, jumped and performed 
F TariouB monkey tricks. 

Sousoa and his son's wife having been eonduoted_ through the 

Jtouse above and below, said there were people living in the 

roountry who also possessed such dwellings, which however were in 

feomewhat different style, though pormanent. Ho pointed to the 

[ring ou the Commander's finger (and said) tliat those people had 
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I6d0. also such gold, and further, to the end of hu: little fioger, to 
" deeoribe the mze of the white glittering st<>ne8 which he had seen 
among them. He was thereupon shown French and other 
precious stones, diamoi.il s, rubies, pearl necklaces &c., but he said 
that he had never si en or hvuni of naything i,rcept gohi and white 
stoneSy pointing to fht diamond^y and that he was well acquainted 
wdth the nation called Chobona or Choboqua, and that he was 
prepared to do his best to bring one of them hither to prove 
that he had spoken the truth, &c. And as a certain large tribe 
(Hottentooe like himself) were jealous of his power, and conse- 
quently endeavoured to do him every injury, and would have 
endeavoured to do so stUl moro in onler to impede his intercourse 
with us, he asked us whetlier we would not be inilling to assist him 
with soldiers against his enemies should they trouble him ? We 
replied that if he knew how to help us to cattle in eu£Bcient 
quantity, and induce the Chobonas to come down to us with their 
gold and precious stones, wo would do so, provided that his 
adversaries were not our allies, esi»ecially the Cochuquaa with 
whose chief we had a treaty of friendship, &c. 

He replied that his enemies were others, and that he requested 
the assistance not ^'ith the intenti(^n first to show evidence of 
what he had said, for the Commander did not as yet know what 
sort of man he was, but that time woidd reveal it to him. He 
intended to settle i^-ith Ids prineii>al t-amp in the Hottentoos 
Holland, about 1| days journey heuee, in order to associate with 
us daily, leaving the rest of the people to go to and fro ; giving 
many other reasons beside?, which did not apj>ear strange. 

October 1st. — Bought 10 oxen from Sousoa's people for beads, 
and 5 sheep for cop[>er, so that the latter cost as much per piece 
as three oxen barteml for beads, and which do not accordingly 
cost more than 9 or 10 stivers each. A heavy expense, however, is 
the food and drink to be provided for so many persons, who are 
always in their retinue. — N.B. Weather in the morning rainy, with 
a westerly breeze. 

October 2nd. — Dry S.E. windy weather. Sousoa and retinue 
being about to leave, the following considerable presents were 
given to him for himself, his daughter-in-law, his brother, and 
another son that was with him : — 

42 lbs. yellow and 8 lbs. red copper. 

6 doz. beads, and false silver chains. 

3 pairs of false jewelled bracelets. 

4 lbs. tobacco. 

4 lbs. red beads. 
9 iron hoops. 
17 lbs. staff iron. 
2 axes. 
2 iron bolts (drivers). 

7 quarts brandy. 

2 small mirrors and fully 100 lbs. Inseuits. 
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I All this and his threo ilnys' initflrtmnmBut jiloased him much, 
and he left with grout sat is f fiction. Ho had his boii'b wife mouiitod 
on a large whito srottej ox, ami, after having passed the fisher- 
man's house, he himself bestrode a rod one, having passed the 
intermediate distance on foot with Eva, with whom he conversed 
on raauy subjects and whom he entrtistod with tlio following 
message to the Commander, viz. : That if the latter would be 
nntient he would find out that he was the man to content him, 
Ijut that earc should bo taken that what tho Choboquas demanded 
for tliotr gold and stones !<hotild pasa through Ills hands, that he 
might be considered as the principal broker between the parlies. 
Already he had given free permission and thoroughfare to all his 
people in his dominion to oome and trade with ub. 

The spotteil ox on which his son's wife was mounted had been 
sold to us, but wo lent it to him at his request to carry his goods 
rooeivod here. He promised to return it with more cattle and by 
first opportimity. 

Oatober 3rd (Sunday). — Lovely weather. After the service 13 
or 14 Chninou'iuiis arrived with '27 fine oattle, of which 24 were 
bought for beads, and the re^t, with (i filieep, for copper and tobacco. 
They had not met this King Sousoa on their way hither, but 
mentioned that more of them would be here to-morrow, being 
already encamped at Hotteotoo's Holland wliere they generally 
intend to rendezvous until Sniiaoa permanently settles there. 

This will be a severe blow to our neighbours, aa this place waa 
always their best pasture ground ; nor have any Caapmen or Sal- 
danhars or any of the rest darod to appear here ; much less tlio 
Beai'hrangers, who have always lived in this neighbourhiKjd. so that 
it seems that this Sousoa is considerably feared, an impre-ssiou con- 
firmed by Eva and Doman. The latter lias been completely 
tdbowed oeide by the former in the favour of this nation, Eva 
having ingratiated herself much with them, without, however, 
saoriticLug tii<' interests of Oudasoa. About the Caapmcuand thir 
rest she st«ms to oaro very little, and be mure against (hem tliau 
in their favour. She is aceoidiugly cordially bated by them, but 
because uf us, also feared and dreaded, on account of the informa- 
tion she hoe given us about tlie country, so that we are giadually 
Cuming to the truth. This annoys them (-.xceodingly, as it bus 
always been their principal object to keep us in the dark regarding 
those matters, as they always •leuied that there were Cuaimmquas, 
Cochoquas or other tribes iu the interior, and doolai-ed tljat they, 
tlio Uiiapmen, were alone the real Saldanhars and the most power- 
ful, <&c. This position becoming daily more untenable for them, 
they are beginning very much to ueep into their shells. 

October 4th. — tine weather. Westerly breeze. 

October oth. — Cloudy westerly sky, with rain. Obtained from 
the Choinonquas, referred to the day before yesterday, 31 head of 
t'iittle for beads, and 37 sheep for copper and tobacco. One of 
[huso niitives waa iiva'a unchi, named Eycouqua, who brought ue 
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I66a. 2 cattle and 5 sheep for barely the half of six buuehea of beads and 
— 17 Ibfl. of oopper^ with some tobacco, adyanced him on the oredit of 
Eva's word three weeks ago, that he might buy cattle in the 
interior as agent for the Comyjany as cheaply as he could, being 
paid for them here at the current prioess, ttat thus with his own 
profits and the original capitalin hand he might become a prosperous 
trader. The oriirmal merchandise was therefore left in his hands 
a while longer, to be paid back later when he has become a little 
richer ; whilst at the same time he was told how in course of time 
he would be able to make much profit and accumulate wealth. 
This had been our intention with Uerry in the beginning, but bv 
his faithlessness he had ruined himself instead of becoming a rich 
man, and of the greatest influence among all the llottentoos. At 

E resent he is a beggar, neither respected nor regarded by any of 
is countrymen, as Eva well knows. This tliereforc is impr^sed 
on her uncle through her, that he may be made to understand it 
thoroughly, as he is living among one of the Chaiuouqua hordes 
(under Sousoa) from which the greatest number of cattle can be 
obtained. Should we be successful with him it will be a very 
good thing for the Company, which will be able constantly to obtain 
cattle by means of his going to and fro. Uo was therefore enter- 
tained the better in order to encourage him the more in such a 
serviceable business. Some goods were at the same time advanced 
to his grandfather Hustkhema wlio had brought on bis own 
account 5 oxen and 6 sheep. He was entrusted with 5 lbs. staff 
iron, 10 plates, weighing 15 lbs., aud 12 sticks, weighing 5 lbs., 
all yellow copper, and 10 bunches or 1 lb. beads and i lb. tobacco. 
October 6th — 9th. — Dark, westerly sky, with a little rain. 
Sousoa and his brother bring only 7 cattle and 2 sheep. Among 
the former was the ox he had borrowed a few da^'^s ago ; the oatUe 
we bought, but the sheep were a present. This Eva did not wish 
to interpret, as he was so close in his conmiunications, and again 
had sent to ask for presents, &c. 

She showed herself displeased with him, and felt ashamed that 
he behaved so badly. Sne told us that she conveyed to them 
exactly what we said, but that for very shame she was often 
unable to tell us in her own words what he and other Hottentoos 
said. She further said that she did not dare to tell us more than 
that he having made the acquaintance of the Commander had now 
only come to visit him out of courtesy. She know that the Com- 
mander would entertain him well and pay him every attention, 
and for the rest that she knew the nature of the Dutch to be such 
that they were liberal enough and willing enough to make and 
maintain friendship with all men, and that the presents which they 
freely gave were intended to invite all the tribes towards them in 
order to open trade intercourse with them, especially in the articles, 
besides cattle, abready enumerated, via., Gk)ld and Preoious 
Stones. This, she told him, he might have concluded from the 
manner in which he had been greeted bj ♦^he Conunander, who had 



him uJdrc-asod on iiis ai-iivul iiB follows, viz., tliat tlie Coiiimaiider 
wae glad to Bee him agaiii and ^that ho would be well ester- 
taioed if he were only pleased to Bay what he liked, aa the Com- 
joaiider believed that according to bis promiue, he had, after his 
nlurii home Bout out lueu to fotob tbo gold iind stones in order to 
Bhow tbem to him, also that he bail enoouraj-od his people to bring 
■down much cattle, ostrich feathers, tusks, hart and other skins for 
jfalo, when largo presenfs would bo given to him, espeoially if bo 
showed U8 any gold or j)reoious atones, and brought us ono of tlio 
natives of tbo Country wlionoe they were obtained. 

lu tbo meanwhile ho was entertained with ohoeBO and frosit 
breiid (ind_sugar in a tin dish, as wnll as with wine and frienilly 
eonversation. 

October loth (Sunday). — During the usual Para-lo tliis after- 
noon tbo rauakf'teers fired a salvo, nnd ho was told that this was 
sever done except for great lords, suob as we deemed him to bo. 
We further amuaeil him with the violin, tbo ' Clavorsingel ' ami 
other instruments, saying that we were thus showing oixr good will 
iowards him, and that when be brought in some gold and stones 
which he still said he would do) we would oiioe more have a 
handsome present ready for him, &o. He therefore clearly under- 
stood from all this that at present bo could expect nothing beyond 
lUB good reception, and therefore said nothing more to Kva about 
■ay presents, but exproased his surprise at the grt'at quantity of 
oopper, beads, &o., exhibited to him and which we told him were 
£oi the puriJOBca of barter, so that he should send his people to us. 
He said bo had already informed thom nil in every direction. 

Towards rveuiug it began to rain heavily. This continued the 
whole night. 

October Ilth. — Westerly wind, with heavy hail and rain. 
KevertbelesB Sousoa left content and in a friendly spirit, with a 
Bieat deal of tobaeeo, pipes, brandy, bread, and 8 lbs. of iron, 
is promised from time to time to show us proofs of what be bad 
told 118. Having been onoe more encouraged to do so, he took 
Ilia departure. He would have loft yesterday, but was dotnined 
Cor the above mentioned salutit in his honour, and also that ho 
might hebohl our mode of worship, and we might find an 
'<pp[(ortunity to S|<oak with him on tiio subject, and of their creed, 
lAe. This was done, and be set <jff well satiBfied with the promises 
Above made. 

October 12fh and 13th. — Fine cool, cloudy weather, with a W. 
A ahip in sight off Hobben Island, where the 8.E. wind 
suddenly springing up, compelled it to anchor. The wind 
ivontinued on tbo following day (the 14tb). 

October 1.5tb. — Lovely clear weather. Arrival, with a westerly 
I, oE the tiute Volknfioeen from tlie Texel on the 2'2nd May, 
in company of the flute Lfio^iiui/nvn. She carried 126 raeu, 4 
bad died, and -iO were severely aulfcring from scurvy. Her 
diipl>er was named Bostiaau Jansz : of Nieuweudam ; and her 



bookkoept-r Evert Jo Keyser. Had piirtiHl from the Lumiluytieu 
between 14" and IS*-' N. Lat. : the lattor had at the time only 
one dead and but a few siok. Tho VoKfnkorm had been greatly 
detained by oalma r.nd light winds, We trust that her winsort, 
as well as the Ol'/'imiit, will arrive soon, as thuy would find snfficient 
rufreshmeiits lure, both fresh meat and vegfttahles. 

October Ifith. — Same fine weather. Obtained 2 eows and a 
calf from the Caapmen for beads, and a shoeii tor ooppcr and 
tobacco. 

October 17th — Tho same weather ; wind variable. 

October 18th — 23rd. — (Full moon). Fine weather. Wind as 
aljovo. The Parkyljm luaves for Siililaniia Bay, with the following 
infltrucciouB to the nffioers : — A.8 the vesael'B bottom is to be cleaned, 
which oannot be done here, you shall, as soon as the wind is 
favourable, proceed to Saldanha Bay, and there clean the galiot 
thoroughly. 

For trade with the Hottontooa you will take with you 76 lbs. 
copper, 21 lbs. tobacco, \ gi-oss pipes, with which to buy young, 
but no full grown or old eattle, whioh latter coidd not be 
conveniently taken tn board. What you get you shall put on 
Soliapen Island until your return, when you shali bring them with 
you. You shall also, whilst there, endeavour to catch hardcra and 
other fish found there, salt and dry tli&m for ' abbcrdaen ' and 
otlierwife, as supplies for this pift(;e. All this should be done 
carefully and not hurriedly, and the galiot shall further be laden 
with fuel best obtainable in Lakus Bay. (N.B. — Abberdaen= 
Labberdaan — Salt Cod or Aberdeen fish.) 

You shall also find out whether shells will not be more easily 
obtainable at Saldanha Bay than at llobben Island, as wo Bhall 
BOon again require some lime. 

As soles, plaice, fiouuders and other fiat fish, as well as haddocks 
are found there, it would bi? welt if you were to tow some behind 
tho vessel in a drmimet [Kaertjcn), that they may l-e brought 
hitlier alive ; also some oysters which arc found opposite the bank 
in the mudohauDcl. They could be easily conveyed in kegs as is 
done from Hollaud to Euj^land. Have also some skate and shark 
fikiuB dried, that wo may find out whether thuy are of the kinil 
required in Japau. Above all do not waste time, but return as 
Booii as possible, as the Commander intends to visit the bay him- 
self in December, lieoonmiending the service of the Company to 
you and wishing you a speedy voyage to and fro {wo remaiii),

In order to provide for a more orderly consumption of provieious, 
especially of liquors, than appears to have been the case during 
her outward voyage, the following instructions were given to the 
officers of the Fafkj/t : —

shall be strictly iu ui''Cordaucc with ihc vatiou-rogulations of our

Braiu except on extniorJinary oocasions of cold, wet and other 
PJsixtrafnr^E^, when the sailors who havo also suffered similar 
isooQifurtfi with him shall ho uqiuilly supplied for the extra work 
uue. A largo allowance would txeate drunken (? petty) officern, 
bliom it least behoyes to be in that atatc, and who might he 
ptiBSed with an extra slice of meat, jiork or something similar. 
I Those of the saloon, however, are wine enough fo remain within 
iDunds, 90 that it will not be neceaaary to presoribo any rulee for 
Bem- 
Meat and pork days shall always be issued ac-oording to 
i Company's regulations, that is, when no tresh moat is sent on 
M-d in order to be sujiplied to the men with vegetables and 
uit, instead of salt meat. 
I Twice a day the gardener shall have in readiness, besides tho 
li3on delicaoies, suoh vogctables and fruit for the men on tho 
ad^tead that they may eat as mneh as they like, at noon and at 
ght. Tho grey and white peas, however, ore to 1m3 kept for the 
toyago, when no vegetables are obtainable. They shall also not 
b used when much fish has been oaugbt, as they are obtained 
Bre with difficulty . But barley and pruiiefl are necessary, and 
Biist bo regularly supplied every mtiruing to the men for break- 
t ' and sKouM a large quautity of milk bo sent ou board, then 
i porridge instead.

October !J4th (Sunday). — Stiff dry S.E. wind in the morning. 
rialm during the evening, 

October ii5th, 2()th.- Calm, warm weather. Two oxen and 8 
shoep bought from tho Coclioquos and Chailguriquas, who were 
Accompanied hy two of Oodaeoa's domostics, who earnestly requesteil 
tlie Commander to send to lum the sergeant, another man and Kva, 
as he wished fo visit the fort with some of his comieillors to speak 
"Vfitli the Commauder ou matters which could not very well b«.» 
ouufidud to everyoue's mouth. Ho was told that we wei-e pleased 
t^hut be intended to visit us personally iu order to speak, as he 
cJesired, as secretly as possible with the Commander. It seems as 
if be wishes to enter into closer alliance with us, and to 
sound us whether ho could not te accommodated with some soldiers 
against his oneniies in the interior; hut we shall know when he 
<^oiuee. And as ho can hardly moimt an ox ou acoount of his 
^founded arm, and acoorJiugly requefitcd that a wagon might be 
Sent him for his conveyance hither, it was decided to have a 
Vehicle prepared and send it to him with Sergeant Pioter Evoraorls 
and eleven prime soldiers, that it may bring him and his councillors 
to the Fort, 3o that wo may hear from him what ho wishes tu say. 
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1660 To-day the last lot of grain of last year's crop was threshed,

What the freemen have raised has not all been sent in as yet; 
it will hardly be more than 6 lasts, so that as yet everything 
depends on the Company's farming and assistance. This, however, 
is the chief reason that the freemen mostly squander away their 
grain instead of paying their debts to the Company. This cannot 
bo prevented unfortunately, however strictly they are watched. 

To-day the first crop of barley was mowed on the Commander's 
lands on his farm named den * Uytwyck.' The S.E. winds had 
seriously injured the ears during the night, otherwise the grain 
itself is remarkably fine and stout. 

October 27th. — Fine weather. Sergeant Pieter Everaerts and 
10 soldiers leave, accompanied by Oedasoa's domestios and Eva. 
They are provisioned for 6 days, and have with them a wagon and 
6 oxen. The Almighty be their guide to and fro. 

To-day the officers of the Fb/Z^z/Z/ot^^i received their despatch and 
the papers for the Batavia Council. The S.E. wind, howler, 
commenced to blow so strongly during the evening that they 
could not weigh anchor. 

October 28th. — Same wind until the afternoon. The Voikfh 
hoven leaves. 

October 29th 30th. — Fine weather. The one olive tree, which 
had been in blossom some time, is beginning to show a fine lot of 
young fruit, so that we trust to taste some this year ; the orange, 
lemon, medlar, quince, cherry and currant trees are likewise 
promising well, especially the vines. 

October 31st. — i)ry windy weather from the South-East. 

November Ist. — Same weather. Very injurious to the ripening 
grain. 

November 2nd. — Milder warm weather. 

November 3rd. — Same weatlier. (New moon). This afternoon 
the sergeant returned with the king of the Saldanhars, Oedasoa, 
and the secundo of his army, Koukosoa, with a considerable retinue, 
but with only 19 sheep, 2 cows, a small bull and calf, besides a 
pack ox carrying his things and intended to carry him back From 
the front hall they wore conducted by the Commander to his own 
room, seated on a mat and welcomed for the present with a glass 
of wine and shaking of hands. Then fresh wheaten bread was served, 
with cheese and sugar in a tin dish, whilst Eva told them for us 
that only the great men in Holland always ate such bread and out 
of such dishes, but no common people, &c. 
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Ueriy, who wm at the Port, ioined tho party, hut did not dare leao. 
squat down ou the mat ; neither Doman. After Homc friendly '~ 

nversation of no importanae with the cihief as we'l fts hetweon 
m and Herry, lie (Ocslasoa) took a alien nf bi'ead and poraonally 
Te it to Herry. Doman, however, remained sitting somewhat 
the baok, hut finally also received a pinoe from Koukosoa, who, 
th Oedaeon, helped himself from the dish. With his own hand 
idasoa helped hb duughtor, a beautiful, well-shaped girl, not 
xker than an ordinarily white Mestiso. Neither v/as he ugly, in 
rt, all the people from the interior are fine, woll-built men. A 
ty that they make tliemselves eo ugly by besmcanDg themselvoti, 

Novumber 4th. — Pine, oloudy, oalm air. After the Thursday 
sming's Hermon the following ' warning ' was affixed at the 
oper plam.'.

"As it has been obeerv^ud that many, yea, even Company's 
rvaats drawing pay and board money (who have accordingly 
an corrected), as well as some fi'eeman (who had, liowevor, been 
Q6ecut«d with only lialf proofs against them) do not hesitate to 
I tnvh bread, fixed at ten doits (een braspenniugh) per lb., at iJ 
TOTi to the public, which is ebameful usury and a most injurious 
indie, ■wltioh may not bo toloratoil in a well-conduoted Govem- 
mt, but should at once be supjirefised and extirpated, thorefore 
■e ordain that) every one (no one excepted, wliether freemen or 
impauy's servants} shall beware of making himself guilty of 
ch bloodsucking (uytsuypery) and not sell bread at more than a 
rospenningh ' per pound, or butter, whether sheep or oow buttor, 

more than 15 stivers, whether it be to people on hoard or on 
ore ; that no butter be kept back with tne liope that a higher 
roe may be obtained, to the gn^at inoonvcnienoe of the public, 
fenders to be fined as decreed last year, as in this not the 
gbt«Bt connivance will be tolerated, but the sentence carried out 

once without distinction of persons. At the same time groat 
iuntion is to be paid to this and other matters, that offenders may 
onoe be corrected. Lot therefore everyone beware of loss, espe- 
illy the Comjiany's servants, who are oxriressly forbidden to sell 
eod, for if convicted they shall be doubly fiuwi or even more 
verely punished, according to circumstances and persons, as tliis 
urae has been deemed best in the interest of the individual and all 
lod residents.

During the aftennHDu (Jedasoa, Koukosoa and Eva met the 
immandcr and Coumil alone in his offiw;, unattended by any 
her HoftentooB, in order !o coramuuicate, according to Eva, 
mething private, which came to this that if we assisted him with 
en, wLeu uttartked by eneinies, he would come and live nearer to 

and fix his abifde, with his huts, cuttle >nd women, below the 
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Steenbergen^Hout Bay and Mountain valloya under our proteotion, 
when he would be able with our aS(»itttanoe to witiifitaud liifi 
enemies. 

He was told to inform us who those enemies were, for as we had 
onoe more made peaoe and a new alliance with the Ohainouquas, 
himself, the Goringhaiquas and Oorachouquas, that it would be 
contrary to reason to war with our allied friends, as well as lend 
him men against those tribes. Eva interpreted that it was the 
strange tribes of the great Chariguriquas, Namanas and Chobonas. 

Oedosoa was then told that it was our principal object to make 
friends with the people of the land and trade with them, but if he 
could find a wdy to supply us with such cattle as we continually 
required, as well as with the gold and precious stones that were to 
be found among the Chobonas, Namanas, &c., he woidd find us 
reasonable in every way and bring about that he will be acknow- 
ledged and sought after on account of his merchandize as one of 
the greatest potentates of the Hottentoos; which merohandise 
the tribes mentioned would be able to obtain from iis through 
his means. But that this object could be better attained by kind- 
ness and friendly alliance than by war. 

Little more could bo obtaineil from him in reply to this, thau 

that he believed that we were sufficiently provided with cattle 

He was told, however, that wo annually required for the ships an 
our men fidly 1,000 good hc^ad of wittlo. To this he gave n 
answer, but pretending to be sleepy ho went to the front hall 
take a little sleep. 

In the meanwhile the 5 old and young cattle and 19 shecL 
were bartered from his men outside, who were three times dail 
lustily entertained with food, tobaoco and brandy. 

He, the chief, was specially honoured, as Sousoa was, with 
parade and discharge of musketry, and beautifully and lustily 
with Koukosoa and his daughter entertained at, and from tho 
Commander's table with * Clavorsiugel ' music. 

After that Eva came to talk to us about a large present to be 
prepared for him to-morrow or the day after, when he intended to 
leave. ;

Moreover they received for the journey fully 80 lbs. rice, 100 
lbs. bread, 3 cans of brandy, 2 cans Spanish wine, 20 lbs. meal and 
some sugar and spices. All this is exclusive of what was con- 
sumed by them during their stay here, wliich consisted of— 
150 lbs. biscuits. 

16 cans of brandy. 
254 lbs. rice. 

10 lbs. tobacco. 
November 6th. — Fine weather, like previously. Oedasoa prepaies 
to leave, but as his one pack ox could not carry all the presents, 
he decided to remain here until he had obtained more from home. 
He at once sent men away for tlie purpose, but in the meantime 
remained on our necks with a large number of his men, who were 
again treated and in every way fully encouraged that we might 
see what the result would be. But nothing particular was again 
mentioned by him, excepting that ho would always maintain good 
friendship with us and permit free and uuhindered trade with his 
people, &e., showing how the iron and copper beads should be made, 
and promising; to enoourago his peoj)lo, as far as he was able, to 
brin;^ us, besides cattle, also wax and white stones {? diamonds) 
found in the mountain, and possibly crystal, according to his own 
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1660. doscription and tlmt of Koukosoa, in the presence of Ilorrj- aLd 
— Doman, at whoso request, it seemed, ho also begged that we would 

permit the Goringhaiquas, or Caapnien, again to settle on their 
lands, behind the * Boshouvel; ' below the * Steenbergen * and 
beyond our limits ; as well as at the Hout Bay, and the * Bergh- 
vjdleyon,' &c. This we allowed on condition that they would not 
use any but the permitted roads, through the barriers and beyond 
the mounted guard which is the furthest beyond, and has the 
superintendence over everything, in order to prevent any Hottentoos 
from travelling over any other road, or passing except through 
the barriers on their way to and from the Fort. And should they 
live in the * Houtvalley ' they were to travel along the seashore, 
along the * Gevelbergen,' through the * Leeuwen Cloof * in this 
direction, this being the road by which they drove off our first 
cattle in 1653, and the barriers through which th^y drove off 
most of the cattle last year, through the lastmentioned of which 
they and all animals must return to us, no other thorougfare having 
been left open to them, every place having been nicely fenced in, 
which gives us greater security ; whicli barriers it is not only 
necessary to keep in good repair, but every effort must be made 
to make the area occupied by us, stronger with a close hedge of 
bitter almonds and thorn trees, which we have already begun to 
plant this year, &c. 

After some friendly conversation Oedasoa and Koukosoa had 
something to eat and were treated well witli some glasses of wine in 
tlio Commander's office. He tlion went to the front hall to sleep 
there, after he had despatched some of his men to fetch mon^ 
pack oxen on wliich to remove his presents, while Ilerry and 
Doman (no doubt from tho wine having got into their heads) had 
more access to him for talking than before ; but on account of 
their being merry with wine their conversation appeared to be of 
little importance. 

Different kinds of beads having been shown to him and his men 
he said that mostly all would find a ready sale, if not among his 
own people, then among others from iho interior, who, when 
informed of our disposition to make friendship with everyone, 
without war, would in time come down to us and buy all kinds 
from us, more even than he could tell, but if we wished to help 
him in war, much cattle, as well as a sufficient number of slaves, 
would thus be obtained. 

He was told that we preferred to trade in friendship, as war was 
always uncertain, that we absolutely required cattle, and hold it as 
our principal maxim to make friendship ^vith all nations as far 
as practicable, as he himself had experienced, so that he might 
depend upon it that neither he nor his would ever be insulted or 
injured by us, but that we would always be towards each other as 
blood friends. 

Towards evening some of Gonnomoa's people brought 19 sheep 
and 6 oxen, which were forthwith purchased. This Gonnomoa is 
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B other oliief ruling the smaller Beotion of tho Cnohoquas or 
' taal Saldanhai-s, who are divided into two goverrimenta, vist. : tlin 
upper, whiob ia tbat of Oedusou, who appears to ho the highest 
I>oni>bove all, and another or Becocd, whiuh ia that of Gonuomna, 
envii CiTisieting of different hordes, each of which hue in torn ita 
own petty chieftain, besides tho above mentioned Cboequees or 
Ivings, wlio are respected according to descent or birth. 

November 7th '.Sunday). — Fine weather in the morning, but 
heavy 8.E. in the atteniooii, Oedasoa's two paik oieu arrive. 

November 8th.— Same wind. After a good breakfast Oftdasoa, 
hie followers and Eva left at 10 o'clock, well ealisfit-d with hiK 
presents which hud bei-n packed on three oxen. Shortly after 
be had taken leave of the Commande he and said tbat he te- 
maincMl disposed henceforth to live in friendship with the Dutch 
all his life, and that if attacked by his enemies he would (having 
a lame arm as the result of his encounter witii the lion lost year 
and aocordtngly unable Lo defend himself in war ae well as others 
could) place himself, hid wives and eattle under our protection, 
and aend out bis other tr<iopa to make war everywhere in the 
country, but as for the reason stated ho could not jiersonaliy lead 
them, Koukosoa and hi:^ peojile would therel'oR' always remaiu 
in his neighbourhood to keep him company and off and on biiug 
us sheep and cattle according to hia ability. To this he was 
induced and encouraged in every way, if good entertainment and 
affable treatment can eHect anything. These have especially been 
provided for him and the King of the Chaiuouquas (named Sousou) 
and their wishes thoroughly and fiilly complied with. Wo 
trust that God the Lord will more and more grace this work with 
ble^^ng and prosperity. 

The (jorinaiquas, or Caapmen, very much wish to return and 
dwell about Houtbay, below the Staenbergen, and everywher 
I 'utside our boundariefl in the Guapland, but bitheito they have not 
ventured to approach nearer than opposite us behind the Leopard 
mountains, i'hey promised us, that as thoy will never part with 
any of their cattle, to supply us with tbu wax of the honey eaten by 
them and found in the forestfl, which they had hitherto tbrowniiway. 

The Soaquaa, a tribe without cattle, dwelling beyond, among the 
mountains of Africa (in't Overgeberghte), and mostly robbers, tohi 
us that they would supply us with horses frcim their country. 
They brought in 2 or 3 stuffed heads, which were ex t raw-dinar ily 
beautifully striped, but witli ears as long as tlioso of asses. The 
rest of the head is exactly, an regards head and mouth, that of a 
horse. If one were brought us alive we would be able to judge 
better, onr men having seen a few now and tl.eu at a distance, 
ruDQtDg wihi. 

The Jjoaquas eat much of thein. saying that tho meat is better 
K^^so beef. In order to induce them to bring us some, thoy were 
^honueed as much for one brought to ufi iutact as we iisually give 
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1660. for 4 full grown osen. They are suoh adepts at shooting with 
"" arrows, that it would bo a pity if they could not bring us a living 

specimen. The freemen aod others have accordingly also been 
promised that if they could manage to catch one and bring it alive 
to the fort they would receive a reward of fl50. What the result 
will be, time will show. 

November 9th and 1 0th. — Still heavy S.E. winds until the 
morning of the tenth, when it became calm, with a N.W. breese. 
To-day the watermen brought us' the first wax, about half a pound. 
As heavy rewards had been offered for Volunteers prepared to 
proceed to Monomotapa, and some had offered their servioes 
voluntarily and are earnestly begging to be permitted to go, the 
following Resolution was adopted : — 

Wednesday, the 10th November, 1660. 
'* There being at present, thank Qod, peace with the Qorinhaiquas 
and Gorachouquas, &c., who warred with us last year in their own 
fashion, and as we have further entered into friendly relationships 
with mostly all the Hottentoo tribes in the interior, viz., the 
Oochoquas, who are the real Saldanhars, and the Chainouquas, a 
much larger nation, subject to the Hamcunquas, whose Lord is 
said to be the chief of all the Hottentoo race, of whose friendahip 
made by the same with the Ohainoquas there is no doubt, and 
which nation live nearest to the Chobonas (supposed to be the 
Monopotapers), mostly in a N.W. direction from this, so that with 
the friendship made with all this people the approaches thither 
have been made more secure for us than they wore before, and for 
which reason the said nations (who had been here to make friend- 
ship) have accordingly been treated and entertained the more 
liberally, so that our people, travelling through the country may 
everywhere meet with a more friendly reception : — 

And whereas, in answer to the report spread that an expedition 
was desired to proceed to Monomotapa, under the conditions stated 
below, Jan Danckaert, of Nynoven, who arrived here as ' adelborst ' 
last year in De Gecronde LeeuWy a person of more than aa 
ordinary soldier's capacity for such a land journey, has ofFered 
himself as leader of the adventurers, twelve in number, besides 
himself, namely : 

Johannes Uoerhagen, of Gronou, ' adelborst ' ; 
Pieter Meerhoff, of Copenhagen, arrived here last yeai iu 
the Princes Royael as soldier, and who has since bceu 
employed as junior barber (surgeon) ; 
Jan Baptist, of Frankfort, ' adelborst * ; 
Theunes Kagh, of Bygenbagh, * adt'lborst ' ; 
George Fredericus "Weede, of Uts in Lunenburgh, 

' adelborst ' ; 
Christiaen de Soete, of Tedegom, soldier; 
Pieter Roman, of Sohorsel, soldier ; 
Pieter liansz, of Nymegen, soldier ; 



Jaoob IMtsel. of Dresden, ' adolljorst,' a miner ; 
Pieter Harthoveii, of Uologno, ' adelborst ' ; 
Pelogius Weokerleyn, of Cosmis, ' aJelborst ' ; 
CoeDraet Sohatman, of Dunkirlc, soldier; 

All fine, 8trap]>iiip, oourageous men who, from personal desire Rud 
inoUnatiou, have offered themBolvcs fur the service, bi'sidBS the said 
Jiui Daiiiikert, for the expedition ; the fiillowiug conditions have 
beeu laid before the said Danckert, viz.: — That the travellers shall 
Temiiia away halt as mn<jli longer ihan the time that the provisionH 
tokeii with them will lust ; tn^ir pay to be doubled from the 
moment of their starting. 

And if they find any [lermaueut towns laid down in the (charts 
(fiveo them, and they should decide to proceed furiher, their pay 
shall be inoreased tvom tliat tijuu one portiou move, viz., three 
times as much ae thi-u- oniinary pay, until their return to that same 
spot and tlieuce double as aforfsaid until their arrival at the fort. 

That of all the valuables in gold, precious stoiips, pearls, or 
whatever may be oh'.aineil by fhera on this their firet journey, the 
value sliall lie royally paid out to them in cash aooording to the 
rates at homo, however valuable it may be, and however cheaply 
they may have obt^nod it. 

All this independent of the premium wbioh oaoh shall receive 
in a coord an oe witli the iniportuuee of their discoveries. 

Especially if they sucuued in reaching the jiermaneut Towns of 
Mononiotapa, liutua and Davngul at, and in tlio neighbourhood ^ I 
of the Biver Spiritu Sanoto, and bring hither with them meu of ^ J 
that country, with or without leaving some of uur people there as 
hostages, whom we shall at all times endeavour to get back by all , 
prootioablo means, i^c. 

Jan Danckertaz shall during the journey receive double pay, and ■ 
be acknowledged as the head uf the expedition, nnil everyone shall 
make up his mind to go as far and remain away as long as tlicir ' 
Commander may order, and fihare all ooniforts and discomforts 
with him, who shall treat all nuwiUiug or oontiimacious 
members as if he were tho Comtnandor ( Itit-heeok) himself. 

In ease of his death, which Qod forbid, Job. Dorhagen shall 
take his place and m rose of his death then Pietor Meerhoff and 
so on to Jan Baptist, Tlieunis Kraph and George FrodericiiB I 
sncoessively : and whatever Jan Dariokert and the majority may 
decide the others shall obey implicitly without regarding the objec- 
tions of anyone (whieh we do not tliink need bo feored), but the 
ItoEolulion shall be carried out an is proper. 

And wlieroas every member of this expedition not only appears 
willing but also cool, and many of them have volunteered for the 
service as sonu as they hoanl of it, and have declared that they 
will render proper obedience, and have accepted the duty voluntary 
and from {H'r&ooal inclination : — 



And whereas Mr. Byi^kloff van Ooena, as Commissioner, did in { 
his IiiBtnictiouB, nmoiigst others, ordor ub to send out such oxpwdi- 
tions, and the Lords Sovonteeu not only dusired tht' saiuo in their 
despatches, but also exjiiessly ordered uato offer rewiu^to such 
travellers aeoordiiig to the value of their discoveries ; It wus 
deoidod, after careful deliberation aiid consideration, especially of 
the friendship made with mostly all the Hottentoo tribes, not to 
delay this important expedition, but to despatch it as soon as 
possible, and to acoommodato the travvllera with three of the tamest 
yuok oxen, in order to be able to take so miu:h more pro\'iflions 
with them, as well as with some light memhandise of different 
kinds, made up in small parcels. 

For that purpose, and beeauso all kinds of beads are ooming 
daily into greater favour with the foreign (vreomde) Uottcntoos, 
who have for some time been visitiug tno Fort, and because we 
are uot provided with such beads, it was det^ided to buy Bome 
samples from the Frencli, besides other artieles of merchandise 
which tliey have witli them for traffic at MadagiBOar, if we onn 
oome to an agreement with them. 

It was also decided to promote the following persons : — 
Pieter Railorotjes, of Uts, in the land of Cologne, who arrived 
Iiere as freeman in the Arnlwin on the I6th March, 1659, with his 
sister Fytjo Raderotjes, wife of the hnrgher Jacob Cloeten, who 
begged us to be taken into the Coaii>any'a jorvioo, and who, anc* 
April last, has been employcil at the Company's ■ Sohnur,' is, in 
oousequence of his good knowledge of agriculture, accepted by u» 
as agriculturist, at flO per month, provided that he remains hsre 
iu service ten yoors; his pay to commence on the Ist April, the 
day on which he entered on his duties at the 'Sobnur.' 

Pieter Mouw, of Dantzio, who arrived herein tbe OroiKjie on the 
12th July, 1659, as ' adelboret,' at flO per month, and who has 
in many ways proved himself vigilant, and after tlie death of 
Corporal Elias Giers suoceedod to the vacancy, is, at his request 
ami for bis abilities, oonfinnod in the rank of Corporal, at fi4 per 
mouth, from the 25th October last. 

Thus done in the fort ' The Good Hope,' ilalitm ut note."

Memorandum for Jan Dauckerts, as chief of the travellers atad 

accompanying volunteers, for their information and atteution 

in various matlcrs, principally the following: — 

" Whereas, for yonr owu pleasure, you have decided to undnti^ 

(liis journey, aud not to return withiu *hroe or four nioiitU,'ar 



[fore you havo found jwrniaiieiit habitationG or auothor nation 
an the Hottentooa : 

You shall, acflording to the ohart given you, iu order to reach 
Boon as possible the first place named, Oortado, on the river 
Infante,' situated about 4l) l)uti'h miles from the sea shore, and 
libout 110 in a north-eastorly direction ijvertand from this, 
(t onoe procewl in the direction of False Bay, on the oon- 
jneat side, -where Sousoa. the king of tho ChainonquaB, is often 
icamped, and with whom we lately made a treaty of good 
iliaaoe and friendship, and who has promised that he will 
ibtain for us from the Chobonas or Chobo<]ua8 men and pieoious 
tones, as ho may perhaps be induoed to assist you somewhat in 
Hiding you thither. You need not, however, expressly look for 
'm, because, according to his information and the indications of 
fl map, the way is clearly pointed out to you, the shortest that 
m oan take in order to reaoh Cortsido, where, according to the 
vcription, sand gold is found in the river and among the people. 
Thenoe, further north by east, about 40 miles further, is situated, 
Keides other places on eithor side, a town named Belugaris, on 
16 river St. Lucia, which discharges itself into the sea into the 
By of Medaos do Ouro, which town or village is situated fully 
> Dutch miles westward from the sea. 

Thirty miles further to the north-east lies the town Davagul, 
I the River ' Spiritu Sanoto,' 70 miles westward from the coast, in 
^oh the Emperor of Monomotapa has his residenoe longer, and 
IWpB more of his gold treasure than in the town of Monomotapa 
tfcelf, which is situated on the same rivnr, but 30 miles higher up 
a westerly direction. 

Beyond this river liesthe real country {oaUe<l) Batua. Tweuty- 
re or thirty miles in a N.N. Easterly direction, and above the 
wn Davagul, are situated the towns or villages Mogux and 
L^asalle, right in the country, where Buramina de Oro and 
■other small place near it are marked (on the chart), whence the 
lortuguese in Mozambique obtain all their gold. 
This Portuguese factory is much further &om it than the Oaw', 
that it is hoped that the notives may be induced to visit us by 
leans of friendly intercourse, os well as the other ptaoe. This 
be particularly attended to as your principal object ; and 
kould you meet any natives capable of speaking the Portuguese 
tDgii^e a great deal might be gained, as Jan Dauokert has 
LVelled in Italy, and Dorbagen knows the Latin language. You 
lUst, however, be ou your guard, that, as the Portuguese are not iu 
ItiAQce with our slate, the natives do not, in consequence of their 
liendty disposition towards that nation, do you any mischief or 
loeive you in any way. 

It is, however, possible, and we firmly believe it, that in couse- 
Oence of the tyrniinical tiovernment of the Portuguese, the natives 
il^ be found inolined to our jieaoeful intercourse, according to 
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1660. information imparted to us ere this by Maitinus Maitinio, who 
has travelled through almost the whole world, and experienced 
and described much. But in order to instil proper confidence in 
tho Dutch nation you must do your best to induce the natives to 
send one of them to visit us, to enable us to show our good disposi- 
tion towards them more effectively, even if they wished to retahi 
one of you as a hostage. This may be possible, as no doubt one 
of 3'ou will not be unwilling to remain there for the purpose, 
whilst we shall use every effort to got him back again. 

And as the people around Monomotapa and Davagul, where 
the Emperor resides, as well as the land of Batua are rich in gold, 
and also those of the aforesaid river * Spirit u Sancto,' we urge you 
carefully to attend to the following, make full notes and observe : 

Firstly, — As soon as you have crossed the barrier over the 
* Bracke ' River you shall at once mark your course by compass 
and note down how many hours, half hours, longer or shorter, your 
stages are, just as the seamen do on board, and mark it down on a 
chart for the Lords Masters in the Fatherland. This should be your 
chief work and is not to be neglected. 

You shall also mention where there are clay and agricultural soils, 
sandy, stony, mountainous country, water or running rivers, and in 
which direction they flow. Also, whether iu any of the mountains 
or rivers any minerals exist, from wliich eilver or gold may be 
extracted. For this purpose, Jacob Pritsel, who is a miner, will 
be of good service. You shall also observ^e whether the roads arc 
everywhere passable for wagons, give names to pr<)minent plaoes, 
and ask after the names of the people, their chiefs and towns, that 
they may be known in future. 

You must find out also, when you fall in with any tribe, on what 
they live, what chiefs they have, what clothing, what industry, what 
religion, what habitations, what defences and what they like best. 
For this purpose you will take with you beads of different kinds, 
strips of silk, prints, and other merchandise for their selection, and 
find out whether they have among them honey, wax, ostrich 
feathers, tusks, silver, gold, pearls, tortoise shell, horns, musk, 
civet, amber, fine skins, or anything else ; what useful tree or 
earth fruits the countries produce, and should you reach Ihe ooast 
anywhere, what bays there are, and what rivers run into the sea, 
what directions they take, what facilities there are for water, wood 
or refreshments, &c., and whether anywhere in the neighbourhood 
oysters or mussels containing pearls, and tortoises fit for making 
combs and other ornam' nts are obtainable. 

What the strength of the nation is, with whom it is living in 
friendship or enmity nnd why, how they are generally called, and 
especially the names of their chief captains or kings, places, towns 
and villages, what their arms are, how th^jy are disposed towards 
our nation, whether they are cruel or friendly and have a reasonable 
form of government. And that you may note down everything 
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fiiUy, wo hnvo for yo\a further guidance given you a copy of 
memornndum of tlie Sevonteeii, to guide you in making your 
reports, so that, besides our verhal instructions you may know how 
you are to act for your own honour and the gaining of the reward 
promised you, according to your desurts, wliich, (iod grant, may 
bi* enusiderable. In conclusion we wieh you a happy journey <" 
and fro, under the protection of the chJof Preserver of all the good, 
and we shall daily remember you in our prayers, that Ho may 
Tomain with you with His graco.

This afternoon the Commander and Qieur de Man went out to 
visit the oomlands and found the barley ripening bea^ntiftilly every- 
where ; next week it will be cut. The haymakers are likewise very 
busy, and the rest of the crops are fairly good, &c. 

November 13th. — For the second time, one of the Caapmen 
brought a piece of wax weighing about 2 lbs., whidi, though very 
impure, was well paid for, in order to encourage the trade and to 
teach them to do better in future. Drizzly weather in the morning. 

November 14th (Sunday). — Dark, westerly weather in the 
morning, wliich cleared off in the afternoon, when the watohmen 
OQ the kloof signalled th^t a vessel was iu sight. 

November loth. — Fine, lovely and variable weather. This morn- 
ing early the vessel arrived in the Bay about eleven o'clock, thank 
God ! She was the Olip/umt, commanded by Phijlips de Backer, with 
Jan Kaphoen as junior merchant. Had left the * Viib ' on the 
27th June last, with 364 men, of whom 6 had died. About 40 
were suffering from scurvy, who were at once brougljit on shore 
in hospital in order to recover more rapidly. To-day more than 
tliroe boat loads of frosli fish, a great abundance of salad and 
other vegetables, as well as of fresh meat, were sent on board as 
refreshments. She Iiad called nowhere, and had s^ed as lar as 
the islands of Tristan d'Acuuhfit on the 23rd last iti company of 
the Loofidui/nen, which may bo expected every hbur 6f the day. 

November 17th.— Fiill moon. Very misty weather in the 
morning, which cleared off with a N.W. brefez^. 'ABotit 8 o'clock 
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d.m. the Loovlniiwn arrivt'd, tliank (ioil ! safely with -i'i men. 
Two ha-l iloaeiteil in Gmioa, at Cabo Moute (whore elie hail ealled as 
she had done previouBly ia Torbay for water), and been left there. 
One had diod. She had called nowhere else. In company of the 
Uute Vulkmhocen she had left the Texel on llie 22nd May, with 
■55 men, commanded by Corsten Crynaz : Ueiihler, with Cornelia 
Valokenior aa bookkeeper. 

November 18th, — The same weather. 

November 10th, — Light showers, with stiff S.15. stinalls, whii-b 
grew worse and worse during tlie afternoon. 

November 20th. — Same S.E. winda. The skippers of the vessels 
ordered on shoi-o and with tliom the following Resolution was 
adopted : — 

Satuniay, tlio 20th November, IGOU. 

" As the officers have complained, and the consumption acoounta 
of the LooKiiiitftieii have proved it, that in consequence cjf the long 
voyage of that vessel she had been quite denuded of pot food, and 
must necessarily be furnished with fresh supplies fur her further 
voyage to Batavia, the Council, strengthened with the officers of 
the OlijihniU and Lnottiliiyncn, after having examined the stock of 
the former vessel, found that the Loosi/ut/iien could be supplied with 
1 half aum oil.

November 2lBt. — Windy S.K. weather in the morning, but 
calm towards evening, 

November 22nd-2oth.— Stiff windy days from the 8.E. 
Towards evening the Chocque, chief or king of the Cochoquas or 
Saldanhars, Oedasoa, returned to the fort with a large nnnibor of 
Lis people, bi-inging nothing hut Iti sheep. 

&Fovember 2f>th.— Fine, lovely weather in tlie morning. 
Bartered the l(i sheep. At his requi-at Oednsoa was brought on 
board, in order to see the sliipa, where he was well entertained. 

November 27th. — Vanablo winds, mostly westerly. The 
I^toxffififtien receives her despatch and the irfhcera receive the 
letters for Batavia. May God giant them a safe passage. 
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1660. November 28th (Sunday). — Calm weather. The OUphant 

~ reoeives her despatch, together with the letters for Batavia. 

November 29th — Misty N. weather. The Parkytjen arrives 
from Saldanha Bay. When she left on the 23rd October last, the 
S.E. wind blew her right away to St. Helena Bay, where she was 
detained some days until a N. breeze enabled her to reach Saldanha 
Bay, where she was completely cleaned. She only obtained 10 sheep 
there, but brought between 6,000 and 7,000 dried ' harders ' and 
fuel. On the 19th she was already within gunshot of Bobben Island, 
but was driven back to Dassen Island by the S.K. wind. There 
she landed the sheep and was only able to leave the 8{>ot yesterday. 

November 30th — N.W. breoze, preventing the OUphant and 
Loo^duynen from leaving. 

December 1st. — Dark sky, same wind. 

December 2nd. — Calm weather. The two vessels reach the outer 
roadstead. 

December 3rd. — Same calm weather. The vessels' boats oame 
in to fetch more water, and were supplied with some sheep and 
garden produce, also f of a bullock for the OUphant and \ for the 
Laosduynen. 

During the afternoon Commander Van Riebeeck left in the 
Pei'kyt ioT Saldanha Bay in order personally to inspect the same. 
He left the following memorandum for the Junior Merchant Boelof 
de Man and the Fiscal Abraham Ghibbema, who are to act together 
during his absence : — 

'* That matters shall be kept going and attended to in the ordinary 
manner. That for the present, summer lands be cleaned and pre- 
pared with all possible despatch below the * Coorn Schuyr ' as far as 
the river side inclusive, until the drink water river is ready, that 
then the men may be able to raise the embankment for the dam 
and so have it ready without delay. 

That Gysbert and three men of the * Coorn Schuyr ' shall at once 
remove the wood cut on the * Newlands,' split and collected near 
the ploughed lands, and burst the thick roots with powder, in order 
to be used for the lime kilns ; that thus the lands may ['be completely 
cleared for the winter com of the next season. 

Anmion and his men shall continue sawing platform planks for 
the guns, in the forest, which shall be removed thence every other 
Saturday by the men of the * Schuyr.' 

The carpenters shall at once close the gaps in the stockade round 
the Fort and level the berm there. And when they have finished 
the N. W. side they shall begin the same work at the Fort, 
provided that the battery (^ cat ) is covered above with tiles, and 
the work at the small store, which is being renewed, does not stand 
still, much less that on the new vessel for Bobben Island, &e. 

When the gardener has cleaned the gardens of weeds he shall 
with all his available men commence levelling the new gardens, 
draw the plough through them once and then harrow them, &o. 



Strii;! watoh dhall be kept by the outside ami inner giioriU, nnd 
nothing slinll bo uegleef*^ni. Gnoil g^ovemment, justice and every- 
thing conneoted with them shall be carefully mainte-ined according 
to cireiimstauoes and the crdors [irnnaulgateil for the siiiie, con-

Aji the Coniraundor must nocoBsarily leave for Saldanha Bay in 
the Fiirki/ljett the said Junior Merchant and Fiscal arc appointed 
iu hia place during his absence, with authority to administer 
everything aa if he were pregent personBlly, and watch over the 
Port and further possessions nf the Company, as it should be. 
And wo therefore commend the officers and inferior servants of the 
Company, as well aa freeman and all others, whoever they may be, 
to acknowledge them as such until the Commander's return, to obey 
and be submisBivo to tbem as before said, that everything may be 
maintained in proper order and discipline. 

Partioalar attention shall above all be paid to the crops, and 
whOTCver shall be neooBsary, the (Company's slaves shall he 
employed for collecting llie ears on the half, aa was done at 
Tielmans, in order to obtain more grain. This has been found 
worth the trouble. 

Garo Bhall also bo taken that the pay and business books of tlie 
(Jonipaiiy are kept balanced and cniroctly closed, that on llis 
rotuni be may be able to compare tliem witb llio contents of the 
warehouses, stores, &o. The account of every one is to bo kept up 
to dat^i on deblor and creditor side, that everything be in order, 
.infl it may appear «t once how and for what the material, Ac, 
taken out lias been employed. 

Not the slightest neglect shall be permitted in this; and for 
I Imt paqiiso everyone shall be kept at his duty.

These ttjo the principal matters to which wo draw your attention, 
for having lived here a coiisiderable time the persons entrusted 
witb the Government should have a sufficient knowledge of affairs, 
and we further commend to them the good harmony, disoipUnc 
and the discharge of the Company's most important service in 
ivorything that may oeciu- during the Commander's absence."

December 4th.— Fine weather, wind variable. 

Decombor 5th (Sunday).— Fine, clear stmshine; same breezes 
as yesterday, lleavy kS E in the afternoon, which lasted until late 
iu the night. 

Deoetnber 6th. — Pine weather in the morning; the South-easter, 
however, continuing, the freemen left with their bouts for Dasscn 
Island and Saldanha Bay, The S.E. wind blew very violently, 
oontinuing until 
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Deoember 7Ib. — JMe into the night of this day. 

December StU. — Pine eunnhine in the morning ; The S.E. Btill 
blowing on the other side of the Bay. Daring the aftemooB 
sultry weather, with a. N.E. breeze. 

December Dtli. — Dark, cloudy weather in the morning, with rain. 
BreeKG northerly. The Comniandor returns between one and two' 
in the afternoon from Snldanha Bay. Nothing particular hud 
happened during his absence, except that some Uottentooa hitd 
brought some articles for barter, and the farmers wrre busy hw- 
vesting. 

His Honour Found nffain here in the same good order in whiclt 
he had loft thorn. 

Ho found Snldanha Bay to be an excellent harbour with piiw 
sand in the anchor grounds, and easy of acceiSfi to ships, which wodM 
ho shellerod thnro from all winds. It was also rich in fiah oFdiTen 
di'licate kinds, easily caught with hook or sein, and as good as oi 
cnuld ever wish for. 

But there is no good fresh water there at all, or any suitable 
ground on which to sow or plant anything, as all tlio mountniiis, 
hills and valleys consist of only while coral or 'biok' 
(beautiful for masonwork), which causes the saltpetcrishnesB of tlw 
water aocordiug to a trial ma'ic with some of these stones laid 
for 24 hours in Cape water, which we found in consequence a 
saltish and saltpeterinh of taste as that at the real watering and 
other places. 

In Lacus Bay there is not always water in summer time. It 
has been properly laid down in the chart, but is quite unserviceaUff 
and too dangerous as an anchoring place because ottheS.S.K.windi. 

But Pottersbay {also without water, but full of fish) can harbcnT 
from 2 to 4 return ships, which can easily, after having b«0 
sheltered there from the S.S.E, winds, nm out with a northerlv 
liroczc towards Table Bay. The best, however, in any case is 8w* 
mandere Bay, as assisted with the ebb tide which is very stroiif) 
ships may with one or two tacks easily get outside. 

This Saldanha Bay can therefore only be of service to a 
return ships that in consequence of the S.S.E. win<ls miss the ic 
steads of Uobbon and Dassen Islands, which can only seldtW 
luippen, as fully pointed out in the ships' iustnictions. itancntt 
tho roadsteads of those islands are ao convenient that vessels e 
eiiflily ircigh and make for Table Bay long before tlioy can (whill 
wailing for wind and tide) get out of Saldanha Bay into the op« 
sea, wher«, should they again eneounfer a S. Easter, they injglil 
be blown away a considerable distance and be placed in a Ti 
desolate condition, that is during tho S. E. Monsoon, as i 
iii)|ioar from the raoraorandum to be drawn up on the Bubjeot b| 
the (Joniniander in consultation witli th« skipper and mates of thi 
Pprkyi aftor a thorough enquiry. In the meanwhile tlmro is b 

ito atmvxed (lio journal dui-ing the Saldanha Bay trip. 



" Botweea 2 and 3 o'olook ia the afternovia of the 3ri the Oom- 
maiider left in the Perkyt lor Saldauha Bay. Paseed UuLbeii 
Island in the evening and was Leoalmed ni'ftrly the wh<jle night 
between that and Dasi^eii Island. 

About noon on the 4th passed with the same 8.W. breeze 
Dassen Island, and about half an hour before sunset arrived in 
Saldanha Bay before Teelings Bay. 

On tho 5th (Sundjiy) landed in the morning, with the same 
breeze, together with the skipper and some men, at the ' Olipbantji 
lloek,' and not only inspected that spot, but the whole neighbour- 
hood on "the south side with all its valleys. We found the whole 
quite useless, oonsiating of only white free stone (' biek steon ') 
which made all the water saltpetorish and saltish. Not always 
could wo find any soil fit for agriculture or gardening, so that 
there is nothing to do there for the Corapany. There is not a 
l&nd in the world so pfior and without the blessing of God tho 
Lord, as it seoms ; only fish is very abundant in that bay. wliilst 
on this side it is very convenient for all ships to anchor in TeolingB 
and Salmaiiders Bays. 

On the 6tli we saih^l in the morning across with a S.W. breeze 
to Fottorsbay, and having anchored tliero went overland to 
inBi>ect LacuB Bay, winch wo found unserviceable. I'ottorsbay 
can only accumoiodato frniu 2 to 4 ahijiB, judging from the S.E. 
storm which arose at noon, immediately alter tlie return of the 
Commander on board, when the mooring rope broke at once (aa wo 
lay somewhat outside) and we had to thro w out our daily and sheet 
auohora. But the waves and seas were so tremendous that we 
feared every moment that both these cables would also break and 
the vessel be caht on shore ; the boat's painter alao gave way, and 
with difficulty we secured her. Hence this hay would hardly bo 
aafe for moix) than two or four return ships. Towartls evening 
the storm abated. 

On tho 7th we had fairly good S.li^. weather, and saw the free- 
men's vessel, tho Fmjuyn, lying at the southern point of tiiis Potters- 
bay. Coming on board, the men reported that they had with 
th«ir consort arrived there about 10 o'elotik last night, having loft 
Talde Bay at 9 o'clock in the morning, called at liobbeu Island, 
and left that spot with very fine weather. However, shortly after 
noon they hod encountered the same storm, and having reached 
the lee of Dassen Island found that their congort's rudder was 
broken su that she was obliged to remain there. They, however, 
oould not do the same, but cime here nt the risk of their lives, 
aad without any fi>od, which was all on board of their consort. 
Often they hatl been in that state, so that they believed that they 
would m'risli. Uuring all their lives they hail never experienced 
such a 8.E. storm at tlio Cape or its neighbourhood. 

TliPV were kejjt on hoard in iirdcr tj recover the lost anchor, 
but as tile wind became violent again, the I'L-rki/t siiiled fiirtlier 
into the bay for hotter protection. 
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1660* Towards evening the weather abated, but when we wished to 

"^ haul up the lost anchor the boj rope broke, so that we were 
obliged to cast down the grapnel near it. 

On the 8th the skipper himself proceeded with the ship's boat 
to the spot with a small grapnel in order to recover the anchor, 
which he succeeded in doing with the assistance of the freemen's 
vessel. After that the wind veered towards the west^ so that wo 
went under sail in the afternoon, meeting in the mouth of the 
bay the other freemen's boat, bringing a letter from the Cape that 
everything was still well there. IVoceeding en our voyage, and 
the wind turning towards the north, the Commander arrived hen 
iQ the Perkyt on the 9th about one o'clock in the afternoon." 

December 9 th. — Fine, rainy weather. Good for the plantatioiig. 

December 10th. — Same westerly weather. The Oommandff 
and Fiscal go out to inspect the lands and other matters in all 
directions, in order to give such directions as were required. 

December 1 1th. — Same favourable weather. Nothing partionlv 
occurred. 

December 12th (Sirnday). — Clear sunshine, with a N.W. breeze. 

December 13th. — Fine weather, suitable for vegetation; soak- 
ing rains and a stiff N.W. breeze. 

Monday, the 13th December, 1660. 

" The Commander having, during his voyage to Saldanha Bay in 
the Perkyt^ experienced the very unfavourable condition of that 
bay for return ships drifting by (which lia})pens often annuallj) 
to roachthis (Table Bay) in good time, as well as that thero 
in so good water obtainable there, or the least land fit for 
rearing fruit for refreshments; whilst on the other hand he 
witnei^ed the more favourable facilities of the Boadsteads of 
Bobben and Dassen Islands, whence vessels can quickly n»di 
Table Bay: the Council, after consideration of matters, deem it 
highly necessary, yea ! altogether expedient, in consequenoe, u 
soon as possible to despatch the Parkyfjeii to the said Islands for 
the express purpose of once more sounding those Anohorages and 
note down carefully how and where the i*etum ships drifting by 
(which generally happens every year) may lie protected in tho 
securest manner from the violent S. and S.S.E. winds, in order, 
as soon as these winds subside, at once to proceed to TaUe Bay 
with the west-south-west, northerly or N.W breeze, whioh 
often blows unexpectedly. 

Pieter Danielsz £oooker, appointed to succeed skipper Isbraut 
van Banoken, who has left for Batavia, and the junior mate 
Ghristoffel Handelman, successor to the chief mate on the afoienid 

Sliot, having requested the Commander and Council to be granted

Mr. Vun Uiebeeek, 
'Aa (Iregorius Fredericus and I'iotcr Uurthove are reluming to 
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1660. the Fort, I cannot refrain from informing you of the health of us 
~ all. Only Thounis £agh is slightly weeS: from dysentery, wfaidi 

I hope will soon be over. We are all still full of courage to 
perform our journey, though we have laboured 8 or 10 days 
fruitlessly to cross the mountains. Hitherto this hss been 
impossible for us. But our hope is that if we cannot reach Corrttdo, 
we shall arrive at Mosata. For that purpose we are travelling as 
much as possible N.N. by E. and N.N.E. We trust by the graoe 
of God, should our travels not succeed aoco-ding to our wishes, to 
be home again in February, but should everything happen as we 
wish it, in November, 16G1. I remain, with our united greetings 
(Signed), Jan Danokaert." — (Below stood in the margin) : — At a 
Fountain, the 6th December, 1660. 

From this note, containing their decision to proceed to Moflsafta, 
should they fail in their endeavours to reach Gorrado (MoMatt, 
according to Linschoteu*s chart, lying on the river towards the 
coast near Cabo das Vacas, named Dubaya, and above O. Talhade 
B. de pescaria), and thus along that river in a northerly direotioD 
towards Samut and Cummessa, they will evidently endeavour to 
proceed along the moimtaiiis in order to go round them and to 
roach Jouros, and thence Monomotapa, Davugul, &o., which, Ood 
grant may be successful, as according to the two who have 
returned they were still full of courage and docisiou to complete 
their journey ; the two being dissatisEed with themselves th^ in 
consequence of their debility, they wore deprived of the honour of 
such a notably rare journey, because of the hopes which they 
cherished of a good success, &c. 

From the note it is evident that they had made fruitless 
efforts to cross the steep mountain ranges of Africa (fully double 
the height of Table Mountain), and according to the two who hafe 
returned, to get as fur as 48 Dutch miles from this, so that they 
were obliged to take quite a northerly course, whilst one of their 
pack oxen lell down a precipice and was killed, notwithstanding 
the three had been off loaded and their loads had been carried by 
the men up the mountains, so that at present they have only two left. 
For rations each one took one biscuit daily, also the two 
Hottentoos, viz., the interpreter Doman auil Bisente, who weie 
told when the two travellers were returning that they also mi|^t 
go back with them if they liked. They were, howeA''er, determined 
te remain with the expedition to the last, saying that they had 
promised the Commander this. It seems that Doman wishes 
to put himself right again, and to repair his faults in oonneotion 
with last season's war (which ended conti-ary to his expectations and 
their shame) by means of extraordinary services, which will cer- 
tainly be beneficial for the travellers. 

For adding to their larder they had ah'eady shot three large 
olands. In the rivers here and there they had caught many 
beautiful barbels and other fish. 



Tbflj hod aW> fallen ia with n cert^iD smsll (ejzed) poor people 
which had helped them duriaft tlieir passage over the first inotintain 
MBge and ehowa them gootl Meudifaip. They had preaent«d 
Uiem with some dried fiui and honey. They ore ]ittt« people, 
which ere this had more than onoe beeo met by men sent oiit by 
OB oa expeditions nearer this ; very poor iti ooiidition, living in 
bud low liots made of branoheB whioh our jieople found standing 
empty here and there, and which these httle people appeared to 
occupy during the night. They are well provided with bows and 
aiTOWB and know Tory well how to use them to kill game for their 
food, using alao honey for that imipose. They are oovered witfc 
eveo wome akina (of wild animali') than those of the Hottentoos, 
and aocordingly not so dirty, dirtiness being a sign of richness in 
cattle and condition, &c. They have also curly Cuffer hair and are 
of the Kame colour and language, somewhat modest, though alao 
eluddng like Calicut Cooks (turkeys). The further one proceeds- 
ioto the interior the more this is experienced. Among these 
Hottentoo tribes the great ones have a language whioh they use 
among each other, but which the oomnion people do not under- 
stand, though no one has been found among them anywhere that 
knows anything of reading or writing. 

One of our people named Pieter MeerhofE, who has a knowledge 
of surgery, had shot a nild horse below the mane in the nei^. 
The ammal having fallen down, Meerholf had jumped on it, 
int^Dding to cut off cue of its heel sinews, hut not getting his 
knife out soon enotigh, the animal had time to jump on its Uga 
and with him on his back make a leap over a stream, so that he 
fell off and received a kick in the face. 

This horse was very beautifully gray dappled over its whole 
body except behind from the back over the buttocks and along 
the tegs whioh were Same coloured, with white, sky blue and 
raddish brown stripes, wonderfully beautiful. It had small ear& 
just like a hone, a fine head and slender 1^ like the best hor8& 
that could be wished for. 

The stuffed heads and pieces of skin which the Hottentoos 
■ometimea brought us belong evidently to another sort, as they 
have long ears, though extraordinarily, curiously, nnd beautifully 
fiame coloured in white and chestnut brown. Our people saw 
Diaoy of them in the country, snapping at them like dogs, just 
like mules, to which they may best be likened. The Hottentoos^ 
also distinguish these two sorts from eaoh other, as they call tbe 
horms hu-iua and the mules Doi/un. We cannot however, induce^ 
Hiem any longer to bring us some young ones alive, no matter how 
nnch we offer them as a reward ; evidently because they see 
more plainly every day that we know how to keep them by those 
meana tc^o much imder control, &c. 

Tiiey had seen only one elephant, but many rhinocerosses, as 
^tU M ntoltittules of harts, roebucks, and elands everywhere at

Tliey believed that the miner had diiooTttred led oopper i»« 
oertain moantain, bat as yet there had been no aemfalaaoe of wmj 
other Taluable minerals. 

The men who had returned, had f onnd a beltar road along €bm 
badi of the mountains which they had oroesed on their ootwaid 
journey, and in their weak state only took ten daya to aeocnnplMk 
the di^anoe baok, which in going had taken them mora thma 2% 
4ayB. They had been well treated by the Hottentooe whom they 
had met here and there, as well as by the little peofde ab«iii 
mentioned; Ae. The road is therefore safe enough, but the traveUsn 
find travelling Tery difficult in consequence of .the heaTy bosk 
•eTerywhere, and the steep mountains in their . course, aa they da 
not wish to go much out of their way by searching for the paiks 
-of the Hottentooe, wishing to make their joumey aa ahoti aa 
possible. 

The two who have returned we might employ with a wago% 
which on oociisions would be very welcome. 

December I5th. — Fine weather. The Commander floea onl to 
inspect the lands, forests, &c, and arriving home in Aa eviesuBg 
he found Sousoa, the king or chief of Uie Obainouqnaa, with a 
large following and Herry as interpreter, at the Fort. Th^ had 
brought with them a large number of cattle (83) and sheep (71% 
:and were accordingly well entertained and well taken ean of; 
Also Herry, because he thus tries to make himself aooeptahle 
likewise, &c. 

December 16th. — Full moon. Fine dear air in the momini^ 
with a stiff dry S.E. wind, which causes the oats^ wheat aad lys 
to ripen lustily, so that the mowers are everywhere veiy busty la 
•commence work. 

The Perky t receives its despatch, with the following inatmetiins 
to the officers : — ^'As the service urgently requires it for aeooiily 
of the Company's vessels, especially the return ships, whidi aia 
Annually blown off the coast by the violent S.E. winds and as 
often cannot reach tiiis Bay, tliat the roadsteads of Robbea aad 
Dassen Islands shall be properly sounded, you shall with the ftnt 
favourable wind first perform that duty at Bobben Island 
afterwards proceed to I)a88en Island kft the same |^urpoee, 
4X)nfine yourselves principally to sounding and examining oaielttb' 
the ground there for the safe shelter of all vessels from, the 8.SJL 
winds, showing where they are sandy, where the amdiorage is good^ 
and where the Company's large and small vessels may mosi mUtf 
ride. You are not to return before this work has beM thorou^ily 
<lone as we have more fully explained it to you verballv» aoooidiqg 
to our Besolution of the 13th last expresdy adopted for that pormsa 
And that you may do so with the greater facility^ we nave 
entrusted you with, no other duty besiafiSb We eaqpeot yoa bask 
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at the proper time in good health, depeod . oa your zeal, aiid 
tvieh jou a happy voyage to and fro. On yoiir return you may 
l)ring with you the sheep which you b*rtere*l at Saldaoha Bay 
and placed on tho^ Islands." 

In the Fort the ' Good Hope/ the 16th day of Deoemher, 1660. 
(Signed) Johan van RiEKGErK. 

The Perkyt leaves during the forenoon. The 83 cattle were 
^ught from the Chainouquas for heads, tobaooo and pipes and the 
71 eaeep for copper, tobaoco and pipes. So that in oonsequenoe 
of their preference for beads (so little in value, but esteemed by 
-them far above copper, which, however, they take for sheep) three 
cattle hardly cost more than a sheep, which generally costs uft 
from 20 to 30 stivers each, hut for all that cheap eno>igh, so that 
we take as many as we can get. These Cbiiinoiiquaa, who live 
eastward and have their trade there, seem to prefer the red beads 
and the ' kaharys ' (? (xjwries) , whilst the Cochoquas, or Saldanhars, 
living towards the N. W., prefer the red copper chains. From the 
latter, however, we obtain the least cattle, but ou the other band 
■more sheep. They are, therefore, in consequem^e of this noble 
trade, when they visit us in liundreds (among them many Coapmeu 
and tohaooo thieves) lustily entertained by ub with food and brandy, 
whioh are the heaviest tax on our merchandize. Their chief 
Sonsoa, however, drossetl in beautiful leoparfl skins, Choro, the chief 
of the tobacco tliie\es, and Herry were separately served in the 
Commander's dining room and regaled on sugared cheese and fresh 
bread in a tin dish, as well as Spanish wine, qua*i a royal enter- 
tainment, separating them from the common people, &.c., which 
entert^iment had the more willingly been provided for them 
because they had found and returned a pack ox belonging to the 
Agrioultiurist Harman Itemajenne, which had strayed away a few 
days ago, and for whicli they rec«i\'ed a smalt present of s span of 
tobaooo and 2 bunches of beads, a sign that they wish to prove 
their friendship and fidehty. After this, Soiisoa, still half liappy 
from the wine, left towards evening with all his people, mthout 
waiting for the presenta whiuh Her^ fold him the Commander 
was preparing him for the morrow. He had, however, replied that 
he intended to return within a few days with another large troop 
of osttle, together with another grand lord, one of his allies, who 
had never been out in this direction, hut was now inclined to have 
himself conveyed hither on a pack os, in order to see the Com- 
mander and make his acquaintance. His name was Hamkeysooa, 
"with his subjects a branch of the Qamcumquas, who never move 
their huts, hut earn their living by cultivating Dacha, among 
-whom Sousoa disposes his merchandize for cattle, which they 
have in extraordinary numbers, as well as the tribes living still 
further towards the N.E., who in their turn obtain their goods 
from the Haracumquas, to whom they are subject, viz. : Cliamaijuas, 
Omaquas, Atiquas, and Houtunquas. All Cnuquas, and like the 
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1460. HamoiuiiqiMS all Dacha planters, rich in oatfle Mad moo, ana 
~- liaving pennanant reAidenpes. They liye, however, in mat huta 
like ful the Hottentooe, and are clothad and bemeaied TSiob the 
latter. Beyond them tha Choboquas or the people of IConomo- 
pata are supposed to Uveu some of whom Heir>' nad seen among 
the GbainouquaSy thouj^ he had neyer been in their conntry. 
lliey are Uaok CaSres,Jike the Gxunea and Angola slavey dressed 
in calf and sheep skins, of whioh they hare many. Of gold and 
pedoas stones he knew nothing more than what he had heard 
irom Sousoa. All these nations reside mostly between the middle 
of this African Continent and the sea to ine east of the Cape, 
where, according to Herry, they would be found in variosa bays, 
and friendly reception would be received from them if our people 
oiJy told them that they were of Soury's nation, as the Commander 
is known by that name everywhere among the Hottentoo tribes. 
It means as much as ' Lord of the Land/ who wishes to make 
friendship with all nations, and advise them all to live in fnend- 
ship witn one another, &c., so that everyone (hearing of the 
Dutch nation) would be very anxious to see us. 

Those who reside towards the N.W. from the middle of the 
African Continent towards Saldanha Bay and Angola are, first, 
the Cochouquas, whose paramount Chiefs are Oedasoa and 
Oonnomoa. 

The next are the great and little Chariguriquas; who elect their 
chiefs, but have rebelled against the Cochoquas, all Hottentooe 
like this Cape tribe, and then the Namaquas, dressed in prepated 
skins, who make baskets and vessels large and small, ana also 
chum as is done in Holland. Li the veesels they preserve the 
milk, and eat with spoons made out of tortoise shells. They have 
permanent huts with which they do not travel from one j^aoe to 
another, but they have no stone houses. It seems that Uerr^ i» 
now beginning to be more truthful in his communications, aeemg 
that we can no longer be hoodwinked, as we are now obtaining 
much information from the Chainouquas. In this respect Eva 
has given much false information to please him. Much of this 
is now becoming evident, though off and on we still find her 
* drawmg the longbow.' She knows how to flatter and to talk, as 
she^ thinks that it is acce|»table. At present she is staying lor a 
.while with her brother-in-law Oedasoa, dressed in Hottentoo 
clothing. Kerry lives with the Chorachouquas, on the Chainou- 
quas road, whom, if he sees approaching with cattle, he acoom- 
panies to serve them here as interpreter, as Doman is away with 
the expedition, for which at present he has received suoli a good 
reward that he is be^ning to become once more a good servant 

December 17th.— ^ine, doudy, oakn weather in the mnniing. 
HertT retuma home quite happv after he had bean shown the 
samiNbes of the French beads, aU of which lie appoved. They 
were accordingly received to-day by the fiscal ana the Sergeant

rom the prieets st the lattera' previous offer and at the price 
ftftd upon with the Commander, together with 6,000 flints. 
■- The Parkgtjen arrives this afternoon from Robben Island to 
ify that food was required for the bows and their young, the 
:er dying in consequence. 

Also that the stable and its roof had been greatly injured by 
he !asf8.E, gale. 

- The officers of the galiot had finished their work of surveying 
tnd sounding, and fo\md the grounds and roadsteads as laid down 
1 the charts and according to instnictions given them, so that in 
Ilis r*9peot no change is necessary. 
She again leaves this evening tor Dsssen Island to continae the 
survey (see 16th instant). 

' Nine sheep bartered from the Chainonquas, who had arrived 
later, for copper, tobacco and pipes. During this visit of the 
Chainonqnas we have obtained from them 83 cattle and 80 sheep. 
Th^y tell UB that within 8 or 10 days they will bring another 
large troop. 

December 19th (Sunday). — Same weather. Tlie Hottentoo 
Olaaa Daa informed us that some of the Cachonquaa (Oedasoa's 
people) hod been told that three of our travellers were laid np, a 
long way off. among the Soaquas, with snro legs and feet, caused 
by the brushwoofl. These 8oaqn<ia are mountain tribes principally 
liTtnf on the gamo which they kill. Our three men were staying 
with and being maintained by them with hart and rhinoceros 
meat, and after having rested awhile intended to resume their 
journey homewards. 

December 20th. — Fine weather in the morning, with a 8.S.E. 
breeze. The Company's new sloop named V V/iegertJeii was for 
the first time deapatchwl to Rubben Island with the following 
lett«r to Otto Jansz. 

" Received yours of the 17th instant. Are surprised that yon 
did not mention the number of ewes. We now send you anoHiec 
good Dutch mm, though we believe that the two young ones last 
?CTit you will be old and strong enougli for breeding purpoees. 
We are also surprised tliat you are in need of food for the piga, 
aa Byk Overhagen has had during the jiast years beautiful 
cabbn^^ and water melons in the enclosed garden, and made a 
good mess for the sows of chopped cabbage leaver, thus aocostom- 
ing them to return home every evening. This the freemen at the 
Fort are also doing beautifully, so that we do not kuuw what you 
have let the men and the twn slaves do all that time, except taking 
care of the sheep (which is a trifling matter) and minding the 
j^anlen by planting it full of cris]> cabbage, which can be so very 
easily done, as j-ou liave manure ,in abundance, and we have pur- 
posely fone to the expense of e'hi>!osing the garden with a wall to 

E9ct it from the animals, whilst the geese could easily be kept 
ol it with a gun fired by those working in it, as thii womd 
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XMO. make them shj ; for how would it otherwise be pqasiUe to keepi 
*" them out of the landi here which cover ip very many mmjg&a <n 
grouud f Moreover they mal^e a very delicate dish, though it «eema 
uiat you wish us wim our' own hands to stuff it intt your 
mouias.; But if you do not know how to attend to t^se noiten 
better and keep your men a£ their duty, in which joia nte alwaji 
supported by us, there are -persons here whoore only too aazious 
to have that good appoinjonent and might be sent over to take 
your placet as it ic^.not convenient to the Company beqaoae ci a 
uttle quarrelling among the men continually to send ^othen ill 
their stea^^, For that Commanders are ^>pointed in order to keep 
them to their duty and in peace, &o. 

Nothing will come of your request to be made a'freemaa on the 
Ishmd, as it will be inconvenient to the Company to have freeman 
there. Tou may» therefore, (Usmiss that from your mind. If, 
however,., you deem, yourself fit for agriculture, you nUky realise 
your wishes here at the Cape. 

We sepd yop some cut tobacco for the. slaves and fouf .casks of 
bran for; the . suckiujg pigs. If you had taken good care 'of the 
garden thif bi;an mixed with vegetables would. have gone a long 
way. Now, however, you murt instead collect wild sotiel and 
pursUin which the pigs on the island eat. This chimped up in 
WEtorand imxed>&i>ran willbe Bome miUtitate lor cdS^ 
leaves, for if you continue to waste the food as .you have done 
hitherto, the pigs will.become a^too ejqpensive luxury. ^9^ '^'^ ^ 
keep bettor order in these and other mattors^ and this at onoe^ 
otherwise we. shall be obliged to send over-another man in your 
stead, as long waiting will oe too injurious to the Ciompeny. 

The beacon fires must also be carefully attended to, aaul eveiy 
evening a good look out for ships shall be held, . This, must never 
be neglect^. 

Yo^.must let us know &r whom you require the ' negrioe ' doth* 
ing^nd hat, that we may debit him with than. 

Tha Eisoal.will on an early day visit you to mak^a penonsl 
inspection, an^ tell, you further wnat is to-be done. Tou shall, 
therefore, regulato your duties accordingly. He shall abo with 
the oarpepter ingpjEict the damage done to the soaffolduig.(s£Bilingh) 
in order to have it j>roperly repi^red.'^

In consequence of the large nimiber of cattle lately obtained for 
the Company by the opulent barter with the natives, whioh hs4 
been so much desired, so that what we have now .must be depas- 
tured bejrond our present limits, which have been alrea^jr ^^ented 
with l)ittor almonds as a pcotecting fence, and which are . growing 
&irly, tne : Conimander went out expressly to s^ bow w thiS 
fence might be further extended in order to..iuclnde cnffieient 
pasturage for our present wants, but as all this could not be done 
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•onntry, as more pasturo^ is ur^ntly required. 

In the meanwhile one bull and 2 young oxen were bartered 
bom the Ox^ouqiias for beads, tobaooo and pipes, also 5 sheep 
for copper aod ditto. They, however, eonld tell us nothing about 
our travellers, so that we hope that the bad news received yester- 
day is nntme. 

This evening orders were issuetl to strengthen the mounted 
gnanl with a corporal from the Port, and that the Fiscal and 
Serxeant shall every nltemate day make the rounds, to see whether 
the orders isaned are carefully carried out, as it is of siioh great 
importanoe that the beautiful herd of cattle at present owned by 
the Company, and whioh by barter will be considerably augumented, 
shall be properly protected, and that we may devise meanft 
maffiiieat for their safety, as the Goringhaiqoas or Caapmen and 
Goraohouquas or tobacco thieves, as well as the Souaquas, the hill 
tribes ^who live on catching game and stetiling tame cattle), and 
last, not least, the Watermen (who live near the Fortaud in Hout 
Bay), ae soon as they see the least chance, will not refrain from 
atAaliog the Company's cattle as much as they can : so that not 
only the loss will be suffered, bat a fresh war will result, to the 
great detriment of the present flourishing trade and friendship 
now being contracted with all the Hott en ton tribes far in the 
interior, who are now coming down to us po beautifully and con- 
fidently, Ac. Hence, if we obtain more cattle, the aforesaid Oaap- 
men must be completely excluded from the Cape pastures, as the 
Company will require them all for its own cattle, as the pastures 
within the fences erected and the river Liesbeecq are hardly 
•uffioient for the cattle of the freemen (who have already about 
2O0 independent of their sheep), whilst in Table Valley and the 
plain behind the Lion mountain, &c., there is hardly sufficient 
grazing ground for the mares and colts, or the sheep of the 
Oompany and the freemen residing near the Fort. Ihe large 
herd is therefore to be depastured in various directions, far away, 
Ktid rtquirM the careful attention of horse guards and footmen. 

December 2\»t. — Strong S.E. gales. 

Deoember 22ad & 23rd. — The same weather. During the 
afternoon a small vessel was at the mouth of the Bay tacking to 
and fro. 

December 24th. — A stiff 8.E. on the other side of the Bay, on 
this side the breeze was N. -westerly. The little vessel still tacking. 
Its flag showed that she was English. Managing to catch the 
N.W. Iffeeze, she reached the roadstead before noon. She was 
named the Dftptixc/ie llh'upatch). of 40 or 50 lasts, commanded by 
Captain or Skipper Benjuin Visser and Merchant Tomas Nieuman, 
with 26 men. One man had died on the West Coast of Sumatra, 
but since ]4t>h/24th December last year, when she left Ghaveeend, 
she had lost four others. She had been eight weeks from Sillebar,

December 26th (Sunday)^— 2tid Christmas. Fiae Miff hnm$ 
in the morning. Oedasoa -having been treated well and proamlii 
with breads tobacco, .ri^Oi. &o.t leaves, for whioh evidenl^ he had 
produced Uiis trumped Up story. Henoehe was told, h«t ini a 
smiling and friendly nianner, that if he broiight ua muAt lana 
troops of cattle as Sousoa, the king of the Chainouquas^ did^ aa 
might expect a handsome present ; that, however^ hjs eompanjr watf 
agreeuble to us, and would be the more so in pkloportjou'to ifct 
cfittle be brought ua, &e. 

Eva, the interpr^ess, agaiA stayed behind in the CommanJUrt 
hcfuse, having laid aside her skins and assunaed the Iiidifln wli)r«l 
clothing, in order to ^mble her once more to do- her duty* aa 
interpretess. She appears to have somewhat grown tiiad of hsr 
own people, in which whims she is left to do as she Ukos^ it eidir 
to have the better service from her« , She appeal^, htnnrrrr tir havn 
grown so much accustomed to Duteh life and food, that ajia «ul 
never be able to oompdetely abandon either the one <a the' otilMi^ 

December 27th. — Fine lovely weather in the moraiag^ )Mtta 
stiff S.-Easter in the afternoon, as is usual at thia ooaion of Ilia 
ytar.

' January 3rd. — South W, breeze and fine weather. The Fiscal 
i'Jeavee for Robben Island in the tioop 't Muikitjen, in order to 
Inend matters there, and appoint in the place of Otto Jansz, as 
|«ommBuder, the freemau Jan Sacharias, oonsidered fit for the post, 
Uwd installed with flO per month. He is to live there with bis 
[Uaok wife, a Ben^lese woman, as he is no aniculturist, &c. 

Jannary 4th. — Fine weather. The wind N. and S.- Westerly. 
[The Fiscal returns and reports that the sheep, pigs and rabbits 
irere thriving well, but that some food should be jirepared for the 
ilweeding sows. There were greens enough on the Island for thA 
vurpose, and be had given orders that thix sliould be attended to, 
(Ac. Old and young, the pigs number between 60 and 70, There 
'Were four strong nuns for forty-eight eves, 2^ young ditto, 40 fuU- 
•gtowa wethers. 21 young ditto, total 136. Babbits were observed 
iin hundreds iu every direction, so that they are breeiling well, but 
ttlKry would do even better were it not for the number of snakes 
iftnd adders which are daily being destroyed and are oonsiderably 
idiminisliing. 

I Shortly after n'>on the Parkt/tjen arrived from Dassen Island 
■with information regarding the roadstead there. She reported 
,i]jat under the North End there was a safe roadstead of from 16 
|to 18 fathoms of pure sand for return ships which were prevented 
iby the S. Easter from reaching Table Bay or the Bobben Island 
'joadstead, where they woul<l be protected from the violent S.E. 
:Aale8^ which never blow so hard there as in Table Bay, bo that 
floats may always sail to and fro, as will be seen more fully in the 
aoemorafidum submitted. 

' January 5th. — Fine weathtr, with a fresh westerly breeze. 
, January 6tli. — The same wither, with a cloudy sky. Bartered 
from Oedasoa's people 22 sheep for toboooo, and 1 for copper,

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tin. The crew of the PeHc^ sent bdund the liem Moantfti&itt oider to- 
~ eot some fori in the' Leeuwenhaytje/ to be hcU in stock, sad to be* 
oonfejed hither in thnt galiot. 

JamiaijTlh. — ^Flne, N.W. wind and nin. 
' JkmiaiT 8th.— Same weather. Towards night the wind Teered 
towards the S.E. idiich blew eonsiderablj. 

This erening the child of the free gardener Ibrtsn JaedbsR 
died, named Gonrnelis Martenai. 

January 9th and 10th (Sunday). — Clear weather^ with a itiff 
SJS.-easter. 

January 11th & 12th.— Mostly westerly breens until the^ 
evening, when the South-east wind again began to Uow Tsty 
stiffly* 

January 13th £ 14th. — Fine weather, with a westerly breeae. 

January. 1 5th. — Same wind, with a fine shower towards erening. 

January I0th. — Fine sunshine, calm weather. 

January 17th to 20th. — Same weather. The trareUera letuni 
this afternoon, who had had but poor snooess, as they did not 
noceed further than 55§ Oenhan muss from this in a'N.-Basteriy 
direction. The principal causes of their failure were flie' riekne^ 
of some and the unwmingness of others to proceed further, wfaiht 
their leader Jan Danokaert feared to exact a too sbaohib^ 
submisrion from them, so that they had too little respect for him, ss 
appears from tbe information collected by us. Otherwise his wiS 
was good enough, as appears from the following journal : —

Norember 12th, 1660. — '^ Started on our traTels to Monomotape 
with the following persons (see for the names journal of the 10th 
November, 1660). 

Jan IhmdLaert, of Nynoten, is leader of the expedition, wfaioh w» 
hope with the blearing of Ood to bring to a successful issue. 

The first day we proceeded to the foot of the ^ Tygerbeig^ to the 
two pans there, witnout encountering anything of interest. The 
next morning we took a N.E. by K. dirieotion across the'^Ty g e gbeig ^ 
to near the place whei)e Jan Biemens was bitten by a Iion« Here 



we were obliged to remain, as our baggage was in two smudl bags 
and our cattle were knocked up. The distance trayelled was about 
2| miles. On the momiQg of the 14th we proceeded towards the 
N.B. to the kraal of the ^out Captain, which we left aboof 609 
roods on the N.W. Thence we traTelled eastward, passing 
through the valley where our men lost the way when they followed 
the Ilottentoos, until we arrived within two hours from the kraal 
of the * Tabackteekemans ' (the Tobacco taking (stealing) men), 
atuated belqw the mountain called ' Clapmus,' where we passsd Aatf 
night. 

On the moniing of the 15th we went on in the same direetiong 
after-havfng done our best to obtain a pack ox from the Tkbao^ 
teekemans' Captain, but which we could not obtain, until we amved 
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at & valley where there was a river or marsh nmaing from the 
'Clapmus' moiiatain, and about 500 roods in length, which we 
oould not OTosa with the oattle, bo that w« were obh'ged to change 
our course and proceed S.E. by E, about 300 roods, when we parsed 
the river and again took a northerly direction, passed another 
river which also flowed from the ' dapmus ' mountain, aDd thus 
proceeding paeued through a kloof, leaving a mountain on the N.W. 
nde, which was slightly stony and Iiad a small bush on the 
top, through which we passed, when we arrived in a valley at a 
river with rushes, where we passed the night. 

On the moming of tlie 16th we prooeeded E.N.E., leaving 
the ' Peerl ' and ' Diamantbergen ' on the N.W. side. Here we re- 
mained to rest our cattle, camping at the Berg Biver in a small copse, 
when we heard the discharge of two pieces of cannon, which we 
supposed oame from a ship just arrived in Table Bay. 

On the ITth we proceeded N.E. about 40 roods and passed the 
Berg River without ditBculty. It takes ite course from the S.S. W. 
to the N.N.E,, dividing it«eif into 3 streams. "We left the ' Peerl ' 
and * Diamantbera;en ' on the N.W. aide and proceeded towards the 
moontaioB E.N.E., a distance of about 2 miles, where we saw a 
kloof which our burdened beasts could not pass, so that we were 
obliged to change our course and proceed due N.W. about 2 
milee, where we slept. 

On the 18th we proceeded straight north patsing three or four 
ridges of mountains trending E. and W., a distance of about two 
miles. We then changed our course to the N.E. for about H 
miles, passed 5 mountain ridgea and plains, over a very difficult 
road indeed. We rested here under the mountains, as well as the 
following day (Iftth), fur the sake of the cattle, imdseutout Pieter 
Hsoffi, Jan Baptist, of Frankfort, and Qeorgius Frederiens to 
discover whether we would be able to pass through the mountains 
or not. This having been found tfi he impossible we were 
obliged to alter our course, leaving on the 20th and proceeding 
W.N.W. round a mountain about 6J miles long ; we then again 
changed our course to the N.N.E. for about three miles, when we 
foond three Bottentoos, but smaller in person than those at the 
Cape, who promised to guide us through the mountains. This 
caused us to rest there that night, whilst Theunis Kagh and 
Jacob Pritsel, guided by a Hottento, went to see whetlier we could 
pais through or not. On their return they reported that we would 
not be able to do so without great difficulty, and as Pieter Roman 
had shot a harteboest ^e remained here for the night. 

On the 2lBt and 22nd we took our course towards the mountains 
trending N.W., up which we had to carry all our baggage, as our 
cattle had enough to do to ascend without being buroened. We 
went straight east, leaving Table Uoimtain on toe west side, and 
remained here for the night. 
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»Mi. Ou. the 23rd our cattle could proceed no further, so that we were 

T" aitun obliged to carry our thiogs down Hie nMnuxtam ^and ua Mma 
plaeea tJl up li<Jes to make apw^mge^orthe csttie. We ptfMwdod 
about f mile, and as mucKin'a^W. djrectibit; when w# iMflhed 
a beautiful valley at ariTer ntttning Irom W. fb'B. Here we 
rested, being all ' very tired,: and oar cattle co m p l e fo ly «dii«ited. 
On tbe 2.5tli we resumedf citir journey stiaiglit towarde the nottt 
between the mountains stretching towards the' eaiA And wmA^ 
about 600 roods, life mountain t«Jdng » >wiid here, we marohed 
N.E. about 600 roods aldtig a river, ii^n the mountaiiis agaia 
taking a turn, we marched N. alons* the said riveir the length ol 
about a anle'; here the moontaina agats took a bendaiid w^jro- 
^»eded in a'N.W. dimjtieik Along tkrandr rmrthib diMtoaes' ^ » 
good half-hour's walk. W# thte evoased the river aad ieat«d. U 
uie afCemoon we retoned mir maroh in an E. d ii eetion-aboalt 400 
roods, where we changM our course, paanng tkiMgb a kloof nm- 
ning N.E., about 500 roods long, when it turned directly to. the N. 
along a river, the length of j of an hour. Fiioding good beaxxngf 
we rested here. 

On the 26th we proceeded due N. between the moontaiaa the 
distance of about two Dutch miles, where we had. ta stop as cor 
white ox oould not proceed- any further. In the aftetooonwe 
pursued the same course for about two miles, when the wbjte ox 
could go no further, so that we were obliged to stay on the spot 
where ' Meeeter ' Pieter also shot a.hartebeesL 

Left in the afternoon <^the next day (27th) proceeding due N. 
a distance of 2 miles, and slent there. . . 

On the 28th we saw a doof aroou|; the mauntaina to the E. of 
us. Accompanied by Teunis Kagh I prooeeded thijther, abottl 
three hours distant from our camp. Arriving there we , saw that 
it was impossibe to pass through it -^ we therefore retuAed snd 
found ths^ our white ox could go .no further. I then ordered it 
to be killed. The rest of the day we remained hero to boil the 
meat 

During the afternoon of the 29th we resumed our course to s 
cloof lying N.W. from us the distance of 1^ miles. We had 
already consumed 18 days' rations of bread per head, and ordered 
that if any one wished to lay down half of his load he might .do 
so in ordar to get on better. We slept here. 

On tlie 30th we reorosaed the mountains having for nine aoecessivs 
d^ ya fruitlessly endeavoured to cross the secona mountain TBXkgb. 
We marched N.N.W. about i of a mile and thence turned 
towards the N. about 1 i milee. We then rested for i^te sake of 
our cattle. In the afternoon we agahi started towards iheN.f 
marching about 2 miles, leaving the moimtftin to the east of ua 
We then rested for the night , 

On the 1st [December we. pontinued our journey to tae 3f., 
about 50 roods, when we foutid a nlorsh which w6 ooaU not cross. 



We mon^hed IjpwanlK ihe moimtaliiB OQ the east, but could vat 
jienetrate tlietn, so tliat we were obliged again to turn to the vast 
mora than a Diitjfh mile, when we (Toseed within the" •Ustanoe of 
4 a mile towards, tbe N. about 20 rivers, where we were obliged to 
rest, havjug marohtid fuU.v tlirte Dutch miles, bur progress uorth- 
wanl having been only about half a inile. lu the afternoon we 
(.K>atiDued our march north^k'ards a distance of about 2 miles and 
8le[tt therf. 

On tho 2nd we proceeded northwards about 1^ miles and rested. 
In the afternoon we ooutinued the same course about 1' miles, 
passed through a river of rushes or marsh, through which we had 
to ntake a passage for the cattle, aud slept there. 

On the yrd we marched in the same direction about three 
miles and tlien rested for the night. This place consisted of 
olsj'ish ground full of stones, but i>ro^'ided with different tinds of 
roots. 

On the 4th we continued our course about ^ of a mile aud found 
it impossible to get across a hill, ai the moles had so undermined 
the ground that we were obliged to change our course and proceed 
N.N.W. about J of a mile. In the afternoon continuing the 
same oounje for about a mile we aj^ain turned towanl the NiN.E. 
for about a mile, where we slept, having dug holes in order to 
get water. 

This day Pieter Ilarlhoven had to guard the cattle, and when 
on the march we encountered a rhinoceros. AH the men went 
after it, so tbat I was alone with the said Pieter Harthoven whom 
I ordered to take good care of the cattle. He replied that he had 
nothing to do with me. I then threatened ^Im that I would lay 
ray musket between his neck and shoulders, but he replied that 
Le was a man (carel), at the same time presentiug his musket at me 
»n J saying that it would either ci >st my life or ms, Gfettiug angry 
I gave liim a blow on the arm and left him, saying that I would 
remember it. At this time I have not the mastery so as to keep 
the men in good order, for they are daily .quarrelling with each 
other, BO that I am obliged to put up with every insult, keep my 
tongue, and get tliem with kind words to proceed. 

On the 5th we resumed oui' course, proceeding N.N.W. about J 
of a mile ; then turning we went us much in a N.E. direction when 
wo rested for the day, as 1'beunis Kagh was faint from dysenteiy. 
To-day Qeorgius Freilericus requested for himself aud Pietir 
Harthoven a letter pennitting them to return to the Fort. ThiB 
liaving been approved of by Joh. Darhagen, 'Meester' Pieter 
ICeerhoff, Theunis Kagh, and Jan Baptist, of Frankfort, we 
ooasented. 

On the 0th we gave tliem the note and permitted them to return, 
giving them bread and tobacco for eleven days. We then resumed 
our journey towards the N.N.E. fully three miles. Believe that 
this ii the kingdom of the moles, for the country here is so 
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L561. nndennined that we are obliged to follow the rfainooeios pathi^ 
" otlierwiBe we sink awav to over our knees into the sand. Kiiduiig 
oursdves here under the mountains, we decided once more to eroes 
them, henoe we rested here the remainder of the day. 

On the 7th' we skirted the foot of the mouiitains ijdKid 'found 
about 20 Souaquasy whom with kind words we indinoe^ to 
come to us, and who showed us a path over ilbe mountaitia' about 
1| miles towards the N.-west from where we had sl^pt. Heore 
we rested and bartered from the Souaauas honey for tbbaeoOp 
whilst Anthony Doman obtained a skin for the beads in his ears. 
About noon we began to ascend, mamhing about | a mile in a 
northerly direction and after that about the same diiAance towardi 
the N.-east, when we reached the top more oonveniently than' the 
first time. We then descended through a doof , when three other 
Souaquas met us, who abandoned everjrthing that they eanied 
and ran away as hard as they could. Doman thus obtained adan, 
a bag with roasted rock rabbits, one with honey and aome othv 
articles daily used by them. We had previously called out to 
them near a bushy river, but without seeing them again. Having 
travelled fully 2 Dutch miles in a E N.E. direction we rested for 
the night. 

On the morning of the 8th we marched } mile towards the north, 
when we passed the river running from the S. to the N.', taking 
our course eastward towards a cloof which I thought nasseS 
through the other mountains. We advanced a good mue and then 
rested with our cattle. Alone I went towards the mountains to 
see whether they might be crossed or not. Finding this to be 
impossible I returned and we continued our journey about one 
mile towards the N.N.W., when we turned towards the N. for 
about li mile, when we off loaded and dept near a large river in 
which we caught the finest fish in the world, and that in grest 
abundance. . To the west of us against the mountains we saw Qom 
two to three hundred elephants together. It rained the whok 
night. 

On the 9th our corxse was lae north about 2 miles, when ws 
rested. 

In the afternoon we marched N. N. W. about } a mile and then N. 
about I of a mile, and as it was already late and the weather rainy, 
we off loaded and built a few huts, the mors so because Teunii 
Eagh, Pieter Homan and Pieter Uanss said that they did not 
feel well. 

On the 10th we remained still, when they took medijoine and 
Pieter Boman got rid of quite a kettle full of * cherry ' atones. 
The others also got rid of some. They were stones of a certaitt 
berry with which this sandy valley is covered, and whicli they had 
eaten with stones and all. 

On the 11th after Pieter Boman h^ been relieved of all the 
fpul stuff, and Theunis Kagh and Pieter Hanas were still in the 



-middle of it, I asked for Toluiiteen among the mea to aocompany 
Doman to search for honey in order to make a ' poiistorie, but 
Dobodj oame forward, though I offered twoitiohes of tobaooo to 
the one who would. Seeing tliis Pieter Roniau, faiut as he was, 
personally went, without however obtaiuiag any. 

On the 12th Pieter Hanez recovered, and Jaoob Pritsel took 
medieine, fortiuiately alao getting well again. But Tbeuois Kagb 
nrnains the same. 

Ou tbe 13th he again took medicine without any perceptible 
improvement. 

On the 14th we hardly knew what to do, but I deoided to take 
up a paok with some of the men and to leave ' Meeater ' (surgeon) 
nter Meerhoff on the spot with five comrades ; accordingly 

On the 15th I distributed bread and tobacco rations to lost until 
the I2th January, 1661, and left 

Ou tbe 16th with Jan Baptist, of Frankfort, Jan Dor- 
hagoD, Pieter lioman, GhriEtioan de Soete, Doman and Bitsente. 
I carried the rations of bread for myself as well as the Hotteutoos, 
the latter oarryiog the one the tobaeco and the other the gi^H)dB, 
beads, tic, I left ' Meeater ' Pieter in charge of the rest of the goods 
and men, viz, : the sick Theunia Kagh, Pieter ilausz, Coenraad 
i^atman, Jocoh Fritsel and Pelagius Wuokerlyu. We left them 
at the Great Elephant River. We went due north about three 
miles, passed two stooy mountain sideti, leaving the Olipbout 
Biver due north, and went a distance westward along a very 
difficult road, impossible for the cattle to travel along unless there 
were a better path ou the other side of the mountains. We rested 
jieor the aforesaid river, caught a large number of fine fish for our 
dinner, aud in the afternoon proceeded due north about h a nule, 
when we passed a mountain or height whioh took us about an hour, 
when we again arrived at the Elephant River. We then advauoed 
a mile along the mountains and the river, the grouud being sandy 
and mixed with stones and covered with bush, all thorn trees ; as 
bad a rood as one oould ever have. The river now taking an 
E.N.B direction for about J a mile we remoiued aud slept there, 
all being very tired. 

On the 17th we advaoued due north about two miles, oi-ossed a 
river running from the mountain from the E, to tbe W, and after 
that a height a good mile long, agaiu reaching the Elephaut River, 
where we rested. This forenoon we crossed seven heights of sandy 
mountains, niixe<l with stone and thorn bushes, at least as high as 
tiie Lion's Tail. During tbi.' afternoon we kept tlie same direction 
until we reai:hed the foot of a mountain about lA mile long, leaving 
the Olipbaut River to the west of us. We crossed a mountain due 
north about one mile long, and then descended towards a river 
lowing from the S.E. to the N. W. about hall a mile long. Hera 
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On the 18tli we mansbed itue E.N.E. and exwsed a mush or 
rirer whioh divide itself ioto 8 or 10 iHraocheH, with rushes about 
12 feet high. Theuce we proceeded in the same direotion over a 
vert* high mountain until we arrived at a river in a plain at the- 
big niuuiitaiiiB, a distance of fully li miles, and rested, lo the- 
aftemooQ we conmieneed to climb these mouu tains due east, but 
£ lost ng:ht of all my men exoeptiug Jan Baptist, of fiankfoiCr 
and as I was obliged to ease myself, Baptist went on ahead r little, 
80 that I could still oailout lo him. I called out to liiir to foUov 
me, but I could not hear a ivord of what he said in reply. 
Observing that he was ascending I did the same, renchiog the top. 
I tlieii looked about on all sides for my men, but in vain. I fired. 
more than ^0 times without hearing anybody. lalso lighted a fire in 
a kloof, but it was all in vain. At last I climbed to one of the- 
highest peaks, and still seeing nothing, whilst night was coming- 
on, I descended to a valley near >\ river. arriWng there about on& 
o'olfick in the morning, so perajiiring and exhausted that I did not 
Icnow what to do. I remained there -until about midnight, when 
my clothes, wet with perspiraiion, made me so cold that I saw no 
other course than to take up my pack once more and ascend 
straight again. 

On the 19th at daylight I reached the summit once more, and 
again began m}' search, but not finding what I was seeking I de<nded- 
to turn back from the mountains towanl the place where we had 
camped the day before. Descending thither I obaerved smoke in 
a cloof. Proioeding thither I arrived there between 9 and 10 
o'clock in the nioming, and found all my people together, having 
advanced no further than a mile eastwards. I was, however, so 
badl}' conditioned and tired that I had to lie down among th*- 
trees by the river and remain there the rest of the day. 

On the 20t1t we marched due east through the aforesaid eloof 
a ilistaiice of about a mile. Crcseing a high mountain we arrived 
at a chxif at another mountain, due N.E. by N., a distance of IJ. 
miles, when we restedby a beautiful river, with reeds,runningtowards 
the west. In the afternoon wc oros.sed it, and ascending a high 
moimtun about at least as high as Table Mountain, we came to a 
oloof before another mountain, certainly as high as the previous- 
one, having marched N.fj. by E. about 2^ hoiurs. Here we slept 
at a river flowing from the 8.E. to the N.W. 

On the 21st we marched N.E, by E, and reached the top of thff 
mountain, passing five mountain ridges near each other, th*- 
lowest as high as Table Mountain. We reuched the Wt and saw 
the nature of the Lomitry, which was full of mountain ridges 
SB ligh a* the tail of the Lion Mountain. About thirty miles 
further we beheld the Table Mountains, which seemed to be 
attached to the heavens. Vn>m the last mountain we descended 
into a valley, where our eyes were terrified, in descending, by th« 
dangerous paths which we had to travel. We rested at a small 
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~^ marohiiig duiiog tlie afternoon N.E, about 2 good miles, 

i leaTing a stony point of the mountain to the N.W. of us. 
"We rested among a large number of big boulders. 

On the 2'2nd we proceeded N.N.E., descending throngh rocky 
cloofs mixed with tliornbuBli, about 2 good miles. Arriving at a 
river we rested. Here I found that Pieter Roman and GhristiaD 
de Soete had consumed 2 of the 3 portions of their bread, and 
that the Hottentoos could proceed no further ; that wo were in a 
country from which nothing could be obtained, as thousand acres 
were not siitHcient to afford food for one ox. I still felt the 
reeulta of my having strayed from tho troop, and knowing that 
between the Dassenbergen, which we had passed, and the other 
Table Moimtains no rivers had been seen, I decided to return, and 
therefore 

On the 2-ird we retraced our steps, Christioan de Soete refused 
to cany the rope any further, and Pieter Uoman the pickaxe, 
saying that they would account for the same to the Commander. 

On tho 27th we arrived at tho Elephants Biver. 

On the 28tli Piefer Roman had the fever and said that he had 
no more biscuits. Johannes Dorhage, however, gave him some. 

On the Slst the Soaquas were with us. We obtained some honey 
from them for tobiiceo. They, however, did not know how to smoke 
it, but told UB that the Namaquas were resolved to come to the 
Cape and to destroy everytliing that was there. This nation ia 
armed with bows and arrows and shields of ox hides. 



On the 4th January, IfiSl, Johannes Borhage being very faint^ 
I begged that some one might help him to carry his load, whether 
a kettle or 16 staves of copper. There was no one stronger, or who 
liad less to carry than ChVistiaau de Soete, whom I commanded to 
do BO, but he replied, " if those who had carried these things would 
Dot carry them any longer they might let them lie." I told him 
that I would remember this, when he at once reproached me with 
having filled my hungry paunch, adding many other terms of 
abuse, which I allowed to pass. 

On the oth we rejoined 'Meester* Pieter and found our people in 
good health, but Theunis Kagh was still very faint. Finding 
that I had no more salt in stock, I ordered that those wlio had 
taken any should return it. This was done by some of the men, 
but when I advised Christiaan de Soete to do the same, he replied" 
that I might wait a little while lunger, upon u'hich I at once said 
that I would no longer give him his allowance of tobacco. He 
then submitted saying that my Commandoship would soon be at 
an end and that he would then lind mo. Having heard tliis I said 
that if he did that he would act like a brave man. 

On the 5th we rested at the Elephants River, I firmly believe 
that this Elephants River must be the great River marked on the 
chart.

On the 8th we eontinued £a same coarse for three in3e« ^M 
we rested at the river and caught a large quantity of ftaetflk 
which we ate for our dinner. At noon we met some Soai4i]|ia» wjko 
at onoe affjun departed ; and as Tbeuois Kagh and I^et^ BoqMA 
felt xexj m I was ohiiged to stay thare. 

On the 9th 'Keester' Pieter bled himself, as w^ aa TKenUia 
Kagh and Pieier Boman. 

On the 10th we resumed our journey, marohine S.S.'W. a!boaK 
2 miles, when we rested. Here some Souaouas visited ui» fioni 
whom we bartered honey for tobacco. In the afternoon we took 
our course due west, ascending through a cloof for about two mflei^ 
after that about ^ a mile in a S. W. direction, and agaiB dtte 
aouth about the same distance, when we eneamped fir the niglit. 

On the Uth we marched 6. by B. about 3 milee, wben we 
rested. In the afternoon we advanced due south about 9 qrihai 
«nd camped for the night. 

On the 12th we proceeded in the same^ direction about 2^vi3ei^ 
when we reated. In the afternoon we marched another a miki 
8. and camped. 

On the l'3th we again distributed bread and tobacco for 10^ dlqni 
tmarching due S. about 2| miles, renting at noon. In tba alto- 
noon we advanced another 3 miliBS, ^en we oamped ftvr As 

night. 

On the 14th we marched another 3 miles 8., resting at naoa 
During the afteruoon we made another 3 miles and r oated foirtis 

night. 

()n the 15th we advanced westward H milea, aftaF that m 
went due south two miles, and passed the night. 

On the IHth we proceeded due S.S.W. a good thvea miW naaab^ 
•and rested at the Berg Elver. After noon we orosaed: it aai 
marched S.S.W. U miles. We then went to sleep for the*nuhti 
We were then distant a good J a mile from the apot wnflO 
OedlBisoa was encamped when the Sergeant went to escort, hnab 

the Fort. ' 

On the 17th we marched S.S W. over the mountain^ wfaenna 
turned towards the west. We had walked 8 miles, and aa/ Mlnn a hr ^ 
Pieter said that we would not get water for a- long t«a w» 
remained there the rest of the dfey ; and aa t^e men eamnh i n rf 
that they had no more bread I was obliged to distii&nta Biaottto 
for four days more. 

On the 18th our course was S.W. by & about 4 milea. Duxiag 
the afternoon we marched S.W. by S. about two miles and camged 
for the night.

January 2Ut and 22nd. — Fine weather. Bartored I'J sheep 

fought by Oedasoa's people. The Perkijl aud the sloop V MiiaqiiitJeH 

6V9h)i the ' Leeuwenbayijen ' behind the L-on Mountain to take 
tward the fuel cut there, Iwfore the time arrives for them to 
ruize about for the Return Fleet. 
Ja&nary 23rd (Sunday). — The same lovely weather. 
January 24th, — Equally tine weather. Aft«r deliberation th« 
allowing Resolution was adopted iu oonneotioa with the travellers 
Jy returned : — 

Monday, the 24th January, 1661. 
" It having appeared from further information obtained, that 
lOst of the travellers who v/ers out did not show the indispensable 
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IMt. deiixeoriealonthejoiinkeywhu^tlieydiq[day6datt^^ 
"^ cxoaptipg Jan DmnAaflii, the leader, the pioviaionaljaniog«aigeop» 
Pieter Tan Meeilioff and 2 or 3 othen, and that, thareloce, thfi^ 
had been veiy modi Texed and annoyed by their lasj and onwil*^ 
ling subaltemsy according to the evidence adduced in the pieeenoe 
•f all, it was decided for these and many other reaaons not to 
allow them the promiaed douUe pay, &a, with the ezoeption of 
Jan Danckaert, and as regards their allowance of brandy kept 
back, in order to prevent too great dissipation, to jpay iliem toe 
Talue in cash acoording to the price for whicli it is sold in tlis 
Company's stores ; Jan Danckaert to have douUe. 

And as in consequence of the said insubordination tbe joami^ 
has been practically barren of results, though it seemed to oontaia 
within it promises of success, seeing that our peoj^e have already 
been so iit that they have seen the fires of tne rl'amaquaa, even 
during their return journey, and had even had comTnunication 
with such tribes as were not more than 4 days distant from them, 
and might have brought our people thither in 2 or 3 days' j oumeji 
as they believed, so that a journey thither would not oooupy mors 
thtti 20 or 25 days at the rurthest ; it was decided to resume the 
venture, and to appoint as chief of the expedition the oorporal 
of the ' Adelborsten,' Pieter Cruythoff, the Company's Master 
Builder, who has given proof of his ability to command, and hss 
off ered his services, being also fully assured that he will carry out hit 
instructions in better order and tn^i^^Am the necessary authority 
among the men, with the hope that he will realise what the 
previous expedition failed to accomplish. In this expectation we 
are confirmed by Jan Dankaert and Meerhoff, who will aooompsny 
Cruythoff . Besides these two Crujrthoff will select his own men, 
13 in number. 

And whereas Pieter Meerhoff has satisfactorily diBcharged for 2 
years the duties of junior surgeon at the Fort and everywhere hera 
and in the country on expeditions, &c., it was deemed just to give 
him the following testimonial: — 

* Pieter van Meerhoff, of Copenhagen, arrived here on the 22iid 
March, 1659, in the Priticesse Royael as soldier at f9 per month, 
and since employed as junior surgeon at the Fort and in several 
expeditions inland, &c., having everywhere given proof of his 
ability, is at his request and for his fitness as junior surgeon, 
confinned in that rank, with a salary of f20 per month, from the^ 
1st instant.' 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort ' the Qood Hope ' on the day 
and year as above.''

The Perkyt and J^iiakytjen return tliie aftemoon, reporting that 

!> consequence of the heavy seas from outside they had at present 

found it hazardous to lie hefore the ' Lieeuwenbaytjen,' in order to 

take in the fuel, bo that this has to he postponed to a more 

favourahle opportunity. 

In the meanwhile the skipper reported that he had found a very 
servioeahle anchor^;e for snips below the upper end of the plain 
(Green Point Common) between the rump of the Lion Mountain 
and the tail of the downs Ij'ing below the said rump, just 
slightly outside of the bay. That it would be very serviceable for 
ships prevented from entering Table Bay when the 8.E. blows 
violently and they cannot reach the roadstead, iXc. 

January 25th. — Very fine weather. Commander Biebeeck 
proceeds in a row boat with the skipper very early this morning to 
iuBoect the aforesaid roadstead, which he also found very fit as a 
shelter for the ships from Ootober to April when the S.E, winds 
are at their worst. It consisted of a beautiful sandy bottom about 
the distance of a pederero shot from the shore, and about 9 or IX 
fathoms deep, so that henceforth no ship need pass by or miss 
the bay, excepting those who neglect to make use of this outer 
roadstead, or to study the memorandum and charts to he made of it. 
Jaouarj' 26th and 27th. — Variable breezes, with a dark sky and 
some rain. 

January 28th. — Lovely weather, with westerly breezes. The 
galiot V Per'/cyljen beached near the gate of the Fort to be cleaned 
^fid have its rudder repaired. 

^Uanuary 29th. — The Perkyljen having been thoroughly repaired 
^^Waio launched. Some rain fell. 

^^January 30th (Sunday) .—New moon this morning. About 8 or 
9 o'clock this morning the fresh expedition leaves for the interior 
to resume their explorations, and if possible to reach the Namaquas, 
flooording to the Resolution of the 24th instant. It consists of

you away from these Namaquas, you must not lightly aoo^tUiw 
statements, but endeavour to see with your own eyes and fawt 'tifith 

Jour own ears whatever pertains to that nation, as these Qofttctttooil- 
ave always endeavoured to divert us from all the tiibee {n (be 
far interior and keep us ignorant. This for yotUr guidance (jft^ 
Gouvemo). 

Should you with God's gracious * convoy ' reaoh themy^'va shall 
endeavour to make yourselves agreeable to them in all mendliness,. 
and carefully observe all their iudushies, and haw they 
support themselves. The Hottentoos would ini^e us believe th« 
they have copper vessels in which they chiun their butter just as 
is done in Holland, preserving the milk in cai^ES, &o^ wo that 
they make a living by manufacturing beadf, preparing akins and 
by other handwork, besides rearing eattle, whiioh it is »id can be 
obtained from them in incredible numbers, a« well as tusks, ostrich 
feathers, and many other things ; <also that having heard of our 
residence here, they cure already on the way to us, or at least 
intend to pay us a visit to make our acquaintanoe and iorm an 
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vith us. All this makes ua hope thot they will i _ 

i with pleasure, and to show them what Ihey may obtain from 
xta, w? entrust yon with samples of various articles to be shown to 
them, and Muvinoo them that here at th« Fort an abundance ot 
all these thiiies is obtainable, &e., at the same time employing all 
pnetlcnble and conceivable means to indiae them to oome here, of 
it least aoToe of their people in your company (when yon return), 
tbat »B may be able to convince them o! the truth of everything 
^gfty ntd give them a fine reception, &c. 

^Bkt your journey to and fro you shall especially attend to th» 
^Bowing:— 

(1), As Boon as you have passed the Bracke Ririer and the turn- 
uke you shall at ouce lay down your course by compass, and not© 
down the number of hours and half hours, longer or shorter* 
mardbed by you on the L'Ourse taken, just as the steersmen do at" 
sea. in order that the whole may ha marked down in a chart fo? 
the Lonls Masters in the Fatherland. This should in the first 
plaoe, and especially, be observed and not neglected. 

(2). You shall also mention where there are clay or cultivable 
lands, sandy, stony and mountainous soil, waters or I'unning 
rivers, and in what direction the latter run ; also whetlier any 
minerals exist anywhere in the mountains or rivers, whence silver 
or gold may be obtained. You shall also observe wliether th& 
rooJs can in every instance be travelled over with wagon, or how 
this is to be done ; giving names to some conspicuous spots ani 
rivers, and asking niler lue names of the tribes visited nj' you, 
their chiefs and towns for future service. 

(3). When any tribe ia met, inquiry should be made as to their 
means of livelihood, what chief they have, what clothing, what 
industries, what religion, what resideooos, strongholds, and what 
they like best. Tor that purpose yon will take with you dit?erent 
samples of beads and silk and linen, painted clotli and other 
iflerohandize, to show them, that we may know what they like best, 
B&d whether they possess any honey, ostrich feathers, tusks, silver, 
gold, pearls, tortoiseshells, musk, civet, amber, fine skins or anj-thing 
else. 

M). What useful tree and ground fruit the countries produce^ 
ana should you reach the coast anywhere to observe what bays 
sod rivers discharge themselves into the aea, what llie facilities 
an for water, fuel or refreshment there, whether anywhere in 
llie neighbourhood oysters or mussels containing pearls, or tortoise- 
ebelle nt for making combs, are obtainable. 

(o). What the numerical strength of the tribe is, and with 
whom it is living in friendship, or warriug and why; how they 
are generally called, espeoially what the names are ot their 
principal chiefs or kings, their places, towns, and vfilages, and.

menK»anduni drawn up by theDinctora whidi iatobe followed in- 
the compilation of your report We further trust that beaidea 
our Terbal instroetioiia you will yourselvea know what you are to 
do uuder certain circumstances for the maintenance of your own 
honour and the securing of the reward promised you according to 
ihe value of your discoTeriee, which, God grant, may be oonaider- 
able ; which promisee consist of the following : — 

Should the trayellers remain away half aa long aa the time fqpr 
w^hich their provisions are calculated to last, their pay shall from' 
that moment be doubled, but yours (CruythofTs) from the day of 
departure until your return. 

The full value of all gold, precious stones, pearls, or whatever 
Taluablea they may be, that you bring back on this your firat trip 
4ihall be paid out to you in hard cash, at the Fatherland prioea, no 
matter how costly they may be, or however cheaply they may have 
Iwen obtained, independent of the present which everyone shall 
^receive according to the importance of his discoveries. 

The aforesaid Cruythoff shall during this journey be acknow- 
ledged as the head of the troop, and every member of it must 
jXLfiLke up his mind to go as far as his chief may deem fit, remain 
away all the time and accept the fi;ood and bad as they oome^ 
taking full or limited rations as me situation may afford or 
jrequire. And the said Commandant shall employ mim authoiiiy 
over the unwilling or obstinate as if he were the Commander 
(Kiebeeck) in person. 

In case of his death (which Qoi forbid), we have appointed aa 
his successor * Meester ' Pieter Meerhoff, but as long aa it may please 
<jod to preserve CruythofTs life the supreme authority shaU rest 
with him alone, except in certain matters when he may ocmault the 
said Meerhoff, as he joiows the roads and some other conditiona of 
the country to a certain extent. All this we order the troop to 
obey promptly, not doubting the good management of the afore- 
said Cruythoff or the honest young fellows aocompanving him, 
their willingness, good disposition, &c., and we cherish tne hope of 
a better success th^ before. And may GKxi bless the undertaking, 
whilst we wish you a prosperous journey out and back under Hia 
Protection, to Whom we shall always pray for you in our daily 
aupplications, that He may remain with you with His Mercy. 
Amen."

January 31st. — Fine, lovelj, oalm weather^ very serrioeabl^* 
for the travellers, whom m^ tlie Almighty attend with His- 
Hd^ guidance, and enable to return liappilj with "Eis bleaaing. 

Yesterday one of the fre^nen's boats returned from Saldanha. 
Bay, wifb fish, birds and eggs. They reported that they had 
seen no natives there all the ^Ue, and that tneir other boat would 
soon follow from Dassen Island with train oil. She also arrived 
towards evening with eggs and othw deliceeies, thinking that she 
would find a ship here which had been seen on the 19th under 
Dassen Island, sailing with a westerly breeze towards Table Bay». 
She was a square- stemed vessel (spiegel sohip), apparently very 
large, so that she will most likely soon make ner appearance., 
(oj^ondeien). 

February 1st. — Cloudy sky, but fine weather. The Perkptjen- 
despatched to cruize outside for the return and outward hound 
ships. The officers were handed the following papers, viz.: 10* 
original letters addressed to the Commander of tne Fleet and each 
•kipper of tl^e return squadron dated Ist February, 1661. 

A memorandum for the Perkyljen containing the secret signals- 
for the Return Fleet. 

Certain fixed marks showing the outside Jloadstead. 
A new chart, enlarged plan, showing the bay and the sea levefc 
of the outer roads. 

She left in the afternoon with a SJS. breeze. aooompanied by th»- 
Muskyfjen in order, if the weather be favourable, also to take on 
hoard the fuel lying at the ^Leeuwenbaytjen,' and at the same time- 
lie out on the look out. 

During the afternoon some Hottenioos brought the following;; 
note from the travellers : — 

'' To the Hon. Johan van Biebeeck. 

We let you know that, thank Q-od, we are now about 6 miler 
(Dutch) away from the Fort. Our oxen are beginning to acoommo* 
date thdmseives well to their work. We have nothing more to-

(Signed) PiKTER VAX Heerhoff. 

t'elwiuurSod.— The air S.S.E. The fruenieo's boats tak* to 
fiobWn I^nd the secret signals for the Heturii Fleet enulossd in 
the following not* to Jan Sachariee ; — ■ 

" We send you this note expressly by the freemen's hoafs, 
eDoIosing the seciet signals for the Ketam Fleet. Take care that 
you attend to them carefully, and look out; daily for the sbii)e until 
you eee that they are inside. Then you shall until further orders 
keep those signals Hying. But let no one read the code ; it must 
be known only to yourself. 

Ab soon as the Peik^tjen and tlie Maiii/fjeu have brought in the 
fuel from behind tlie Lioa Mouutaina (for whioh they have been 
seut out) your sup[)lieB will at mico be sent to you." (Signed) 
Joban van liiobeeck. 

Oedasoa arrives ^vith II cattle and 3L sheep, all baiiered for 
"beads, ' kfliaby,' and tobaooo. Eight sheep, however, were obtained 
for eopper. 

February 3ril, — Fine, lovely weatlier in the morning. Afteor 
Oedasoa's departure 4 mort! oxeo were obtained from some late 
oonets. About the Namaquas lie only told us that they ffer& 
HottentooB like his own people, 'Iressed in skins and dwelling in 
mat huts. That they lived on cattle, which they pofsessed in 
great abundaui^, wore no eiitrnils or ohains round their oeeks, or 
heads in their ears, though they wore tliem round their loins, with 
red copper arm rings round their arms. And as they possess 
multitudes of cattle which cover an immense area, they ore 
valiuit in war, are armed with assegays, arrows and bowf, and 
protected with a shield of dried ox hide which no mtows or' 
assegays can pierce. They were always at enmity with the 
S«ldauhars, but as he (Ueilasoa) was at present in allianoe with 
the Dutch, he did not think that the Namaquas, if they came herCr 
would do him any haim. 

He also mentioned that they were on their way hither in four 
sections <:ir camps (negeryeu), but that in oonsequenoe of the large 
number of theii' cattle, they could only advance very slowly ; nor 
did he know whore all those beasts would be able to obtain food, 
as the whole Cape would not have half enough for them to eat* 
Time will show the sueoess. After having been well entertained, 
Oedasoa left well oonteuted. 

February 4th and 5th. — Lovely weather, with a N.W. breeze, 
as it htie been a long while now ; and as it looked rather dark 
iMt ni^ht. the Perki/tjen, fearing bad weather, came in from the 
outer roadstead with a lot of fud. 

Februwy 6th (Sunday). — Fine weather, with a "W. breeze and 
sunvbioe. The Perk yl Jen again proceeds outside during tho 
aft«CD00ii with a S. breeze, in con^any of the nlooji, for the 
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M61. purpose already mentioned. Bartered 3 cattle and 5 flheep firom 
— the Goohoqiias. Towards eyening some foreninners of ilie 
Ghainoaqiias bronght 14 cattle (wlucfa we Innight) and inlonned 
ns that not only their Ixnd or King Sonsoa was coming on irith 
a large troop, hnt also some of the Hesseqnas (their alliea) ^mOk m 
still greater number of cattle. This mnst soon be evident, and is 
not undesirable. 

Febmary 7th — 9th. — ^Beantifnl weather every day, with 
westerly breeces. Oedasoa arrives with a lean ox and 90 dieepi 
some very old, and of the rest nearly all the tails out off. Am 
we were informed that this causes them to die within a few days 
we refused to barter them, and Oedasoa was kindly told to bring 
in good cattle for our merchandize (which was good) which he 
and his people, being present, could well understand. He rqplied 
Ihat he could do no better, that each of his people brought his 
own to market, and that, therefore, as his people refused our bad 
-tobacco, we might in the same way reject their bad cattte^ that 
thus they might be taught to bring better, &e. Being thus of 
one mind on the subject, matters were left as they were betweea 
the Commander and hinisdf , and he was, as usual, well entertained 
in order to avoid all cause for mistrust, 

February 10th. — ^The wind began to blow so stiffly from the 
N. W. that the Perkyfjen again took refuge within the Bay, vriuht 
iheJfuskytjenj laden with fuel, remained anchored in the 'Iieeuweu- 
baytjen ' as it could not reach Table Bay in time to eaoape the 
dst(nrm. Her position there is certainly not free from daafl;6r. 

February 11th. — The gale continuing. The men of the aIo<^ 
being without provisions, some were sent them overland in a 
waterproof cask, that they might be able to haul it intact on 
board through the surf. The bearers, however, returned and said 
that there was no chance to get the provisions on board, that the 
sloop had to take her chance to ride it out until the weather 
beciune more favourable, that she had already thrown all the fuel 
overboard, and as the weather was becoming considerably worse 
and bursting out into a complete storm, she was in great danger, 
and there was no chance for the men to save their lives. 

During the afternoon the boat of the Perkyi broke loose and was 
cast on wore between Bait Biver and the Fort. Having been 
observed, she was hauled further up, and found to have suffered 
no damage. The galiot had also been drifting in oonsequenoe 
of one of its cables breaking, and had enough to do to outride 
-thegale. 

This afternoon there arrived here, in company of two Caapmeo, 
aperson who represented himself to be an emissary from the chief 
or kiug of the Heusaquos, more than once previously mentioned, 
in order to know whether he (the king) would be received as 
favourably as Sousoa (as he had been told) ; and if the rqport of 
ihis messenger were favourable, he would visit us with mudi 
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cattle, and eater into a permaneDt alUance with us, ia order to 
obtain for his cattle iron from which to make aeseg'aya and 
arrows, his own having all been used up against his enemies, who 
had thus forced him to vacate hia territory. They were a totally 
black nation with thick lips and striped clothing, well trained 
with bow and arrow, living in houses of clay walls into which 
wooden posts were inserted. He told ua many other wonderful 
things through the interpreter Eva, which he would make ua 
believe, but tune will be our best teacher. 

February 12th, — Better weather in the morning. The wiad 
mostly S.W. In good time, thank God, the Muskyljcn arrived 
here safely, having been obliged to throw all the fuel overboard 
and in a miraculous manner and at great risk outridden the storm. 
She was saved, not without the sppcial help of God, to Whom we 
give the praise, aa we never expected to see her or her crew of five 
men again, hut fully believed that all would have been beaten to 
deatli among the rocks. 

This forenoon the Heusaquas' emissary was interrogated by 
the HottentooB, when Sva was not present, and as what he now 
stated a^eed with what he had said in the morning, he was 
shown all kinds of goods, and was fi^ven aome to show his Lord on 
his return. After Earing beeu well entertained he left with aome 
presents, aud the request that we might look at him well in order 
to be able to distinguieh him from others, as his words would bo 
found to be true, and that he might thus always be received the- 
more kindly. 

May the Almighty but grant us something good. 

Febnutry 13th (Sunday). — Lovely weather in the morning, 
but during the day somewliat showery, with hail and rain. 

February 14th. — Full moou. With a 8.E. breeze, the Perhytjen, 
having discharged its cargo of fuel, again went outside to watch 
for the Return Fleet, according to the orders inserted in this Journal 
on the let of this month. 

The Muskt/'jen was sent to Robben Island with the following 
note to Jan Sachariaa : — 

" We send you supplies for 2 months, also aome old carrots and 
beetroot for the pigs, as well aa another copy of the secret signals for 
the return ships. Attend to them well, and let us know by bearer 
how many wethera and piga you have suitable for the ships, and 
how many rams, ewes dud pigs for breeding purposes, and whether 
diligence is displayed in destroying the snakes, which would 
otherwise do too much mischief among the rabbits. The garden 
must be properly enclosed in order to be able to sow something in 
it soon." 

In the Fort the ' Good Hope,' the 14th day of February, 1661. 
(Signed) JoHAN van Ribueelk. 

February 15th, — Lovely weather. Arrival towards evening of 
Sdiisoa, cliief of the Chainouquas, with 50 cattle, 14 sheep and a. 
large following. They were well entertained. 
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•xeer. February 10tIi.-«Fitte ireatber. All tlie cattte barteiB^ x&Ofitly 

— for Imh^ and tobacco. Tbey were also fold as iSbate Wf/tp 
n^asiy lean ones osn^g the number, that henoefdrth fSierf trodJd 
l&e pleased not to btjng a« sucb bad stofl^ tfthey were alwa^ ^)^ 
off and conseqnenfir of no eerrioe, wbi^ tiiey would be penonal^ 
faieonvenienced by oeine obliged to take thorn baci wUfr tfieln, fto., 
ae Oedasoa^s people had latd^ more than onoe experienoe^. 

When afterwards Sousoa, ms wife, timse dansniexa and sisters* 
in-law were apart and dotie with us, we exfOamed th2s to iixi 
tnoi« ftiBy ; But he repHed thsEt he could not compel. fA £wpk 
that each brought to market what he pleased, but that &e would 
personally tdl them to bring better cattle, when we might freelj 
refuse the lean kine, as he would not be oftendiBd. 

February 17th.— B.B. breeze in the morning, with a clear skf. 
About 9 a.m. Sousoa and his company leave with presents fof 
himself and his companions, as well as with some tobskoco for 13$ 
son and heir Goeboe ; all left well satisi^. According to hiiii 
the Heusaquas would also soon arrive (opdonderen) with inaoh 
more cattle, of which people his brother was Lord or Sing. We 
hope that this is true and that it may soon be evident. 

February I8th and 19fli.— Stiff 8.8.E winds. 

February 26th (Sunday) . — Same weather. 

February 21st. — ^The Council adopts the following Besolntion :— 

Monday, the 21st February, 1661. 

*'Afi it is being observed more and more that the freemen, in order 
to make the most of their sheep, kill and sell to private persons SS 
map V as they secietly can, especially when ships are lying here, 
lor the entertainment of this one and the othw, so that we neter 
obtain the best kind for the ships, which as a rule is done away with 
clandestinely (verdonckert) and nothing is further seen of it ; and 
further, that mis can hardly be prevented even by means of the 
:severest pimislmient and the strictest watch placed on it ; and that 
this restriction is a great hardship to the freemen, the more so as 
it has been found that they cannot possibly afford to sell their 
43heep to the Company at f 3 each, as before they are able by 
breeding to obtain a good lot, half of the same have died, an 
experience which the Company itself has not undergone slightly 
with its own cattle, even more so than the freemen, who h&ve to 
incur great expense in erecting stables, maiptaining herds, &c., so 
that it is impossible to b?nd them down to such a smedl sum ; and 
as besides the animals must be fattened with great expense and axe 
of the freemen's own breed, and in course of Ume will be converted 
into Dutch stock (in consequence of the Dutch rams which every 
one now possesses) and the croES is at present found four times bett^ 
than what is obtainable from the natives, as refrediments for the 
ships, which have hitherto, in consequence, never been supplied 
thoroughly with good cattle, for the reasons as above stated^ the 
freemen naturally endeavour to sell their own slaughtear^ or

And as the price fised for an ox was fl2 and for a elieep ii, "frfieo 
free barter with the natives wae pemiitted to the freemon, so that 
tiey could make I J p.c. hy selling to the Cooipaoy, a penniusioH 
wiuidrawn by the Seveateen, in order not to cause an injiirious 
riae in the price of meat, it follows that under these oiroumstanoea 
they i.'annirt any longtr be especbed to supply at these low rates. 

Moreover the Hon. Commissioner Stertheoius in his written 
instructions left here, onlered that the freemen should not be bound 
down 80 narrowl3-, but that they should be allowed to trade freely 
with each other, for reasons (in His Honour's opinion) which wei* 
in the interestoE the Company, whilst the Directora' orders are that 
the agreements made with them shall be carried out, amongst 
them, free barter with the natives, on condition that thoy were to 
eupply cattle to the Company on the terms abovementioned, which 
was, howe\'er, cancelled by their Honours, but iigaiu allowed, because 
it had been found injurious in every respect, as it was sufficiently 
evident lliat the freemen coulJ not subsist on the price fixed. 

Uenco the question was considered, whether, in order to be able 
to supply the ships with that fine and better class of animals, the 
freemen should not for their fattene^l wethers and surplus rams bo 
[laid such a higher price as would enable them to make a profit, and 
BO abandon their sooret traffic, and make them more mcltiied to 
supply the Ci>nipany with what they did not require for their own use. 

And in order to avoid loss to the Company, it was further 
resolved, only to retain for the latter all tne rams and wethera 
bartered, and to sell by public auction all the ewes to the freemeu 
us fast BM obtained in order thus to secure for the Company at 
once all tlio profits, for it woidd not have to pay more afterwards 
to the freemeu for what it would require from them. And as the 
cattle is obtaio&l cheaply, (he freemen would be induced to bid 
against each other for the best for breediug purposes. And if the 
barter continues as it is now, the Company will soon possess more 
1haii it will require for tlie ships (independent of the rams and 
wethers which it will retain for itselfj, and will be able without 
inconvenience to sell the surplus to the Colonists, who require a 
good numb?r, and muet get it direct from the Comp.anv, so that 
it follows, that as the Company will eell more than it buys, the 
■Company will be the gainer. 

For our daily experience is that the cattle of the freemen are much 
better conditioned than those of the Company, and are increasing 
more rapidly, as every one looks better after his own, better than 
wo can have done by the servants of the Company, however 
strictly and closely they are kept to their duty. It is miserable to 
see how the young lambs aro trodden under foot by the old sheep 
in coDsequeuce of this neglect and thus shamefully lost ; whilst 
more than the half of the full-grown etock perish from the same 
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UfU oaiite,6o that though thej are cheaplj bartered they finally become 
— dear enongh in oonBeqoence of death and n^gleot. 

And if the Company, by selling their ewes by anction, obtaina ft 
mod price, as will 06 the case, their prodoce.will in any oaae be aold 
Daek to it at the highest figure obtainaUe, whilst the conTenienoo 
would be this, that it will recaye good cattle in exchange for bad,, 
merely paying according to the &tnefis and weight of what it buys^ 
00 th^ once tar all the oomplaints may ceaae regarding the lean- 
nees, &c., and efiEect giyen to the orders of the Directors to see 
that the cattle are better fattened. 

Cronsidering, therefore, that this is the only praoticable plan, and 
that thus the freemen unll be the better encouraged in this their 
heavy begiuning (a matter strongly ur]^ed by the LordB Masters}^, 
and that thus their dissatisfaction with the restriction above-- 
mentioned will be removed, and that they will in consequence be^ 
greatly helped for their better maintenance and prosperity, and 
accordingly the sooner forget their displeasure at bong prombited 
from bartering cattle from the natives, and set all that on one side^ 

In order to attain this good object, and all others above men-- 
tioned, it was unanimous^ decided that this was the best and 
most profitable course to pursue in eveiy way, and to pajr for 
eveiy full-^wn and well fed ram or wether alive at 2 stiveis- 
per tb., weighed in the momin&; before it leaves the stables. 

Any cat^ which they have bought from the Company, fattened 
and resold to the latter to be paid for one-third more than they 
gave for it ; this will give them a little extra profit, and on these- 
tenns they will be bound to supply the Company. 

Provided, however, that the Company shall not be bound to take^ 
more cattle from the freemen than it considers necessary for th^ 
ships, gairison, &c. It is hoped that henceforth an abundant 
quantity will be obtained by barter, and that the plan proposed 
will enable the cattle to collect flesh and so become better fit for 
refreshment, &c. It will also encourage the freemen to breed 
cattle, and withdraw them from the injurious habit of illicit 
slaughtering and celling to foreigners, which has more than onoe 
been the case to our great disservice. For their further 
encouragement the freemen shall be permitted to slaughter from 
their stock and sell to the residents here what the Company does not 
require for itself, provided that they in each case obtam beforehand; 
a written consent from us, without paying any licence fee whatever. 

Jan Jansjs van Eyck, of Hasersouw, wno arrived here in de Pant 
on the 30th March, 1659, as arqucbusier, and who has sinoe been 
employed on the Company's vessels, on which he displayed great 
2esl and industry, is made quartermaster on the doop {Muskfftjenj^ 
at fl4 per month, provided that he serves the Company a year 
longer tnan the term of his contract. 

rieter Hendricxz, of Odendal, who arrived here in the '« Cfraren- 
lande un the 21st January, 1660, as boatman at fll per month,. 
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has beoa sinoe employed as car pouter, having been 
to be a good and diligent workmaa, is accepted 
8ucb at fl6, 

haa done and resolved in the Port ' the Good Hope,' on the day 
year aa above."

"The Commander and Coiincil iif the Fort 'the GkiodHope* 
lotify that in the general interest it haa been decided that heuoe- 
Drth all rams and wethers, which the freemen are bound to supply 
► the Company, shall be paid for at 2 ativers per lb., the animal 
nng weighed alive in the morning when it leaves its stable. 
^ And in order to induce everyone to breed as much cattle aa 
OBsible, the ewes bartered from the natives will he put up to 
nblio competition in quantities of six at a time, or even less than 
hat number, as the case may be. The cows also will be treated 
the same manner, which not being in calf and fattened, will he 
tught back by the Company in cosh for J more than was paid for 
lem, and these sums shall not go in reduction of the debts of snob 
memen owing to the Company, but these debts shall be reduced 
minally by means of the grain delivered by them.

Haringjprooesded 
to bufiinesB, His Hcmour referred to the despatch from Bataviaio 
Commander Biebeedc, dated the 13th December last, regaiding the 
passage h<mie of the French priests wrecked here in the MmrtM 
and 8c»ne * stowaways * who had airiTsd here in the Fleets Asl 

Decided unanimously — 

(1) Begarding the Priests, that they shall be distributed amonf 
the Fleet as follows. The Bishop Itonar. Estienne and the Frieit 
Monsr. Fadrn at the table in the saloon, and outside of it bb 
Surgeon Frere Patte, with the serrant of the said Bidiop named 
Fantaaie, on the ship M'fhcrfi. 

The Priest Monsr. d* AttouU at the table in the saloon next fo 
the Vice ConmianiWy and his serrant Corddeth with tlie 
Lieutenant de la Cloche outside the saloon, on the ship V Hoff w§ 

The Priest Monsr. de Fontaine at the saloon fable^ with lis 
serTHut Binaii^ outside of it, on the ship de yafe^oom.

The second Captain of the aforesaid French ship, named -Monsr^

Commauder Kiebeeck submits certain oharls which he had made 
of an outer roadstead, just at the outer point (om der hoeck) of 
Table Bay, examined by him and the skipper of the galiot, to 
aerve as an outer anchorage for vessels that would be unable to 
enter the Bay when the Soulh-East winds are blowing, and so 
prevent them from being drifted to sea. And as this fleet is pro- 
vided with many old experienced skippers, the Commander 
requested that his charts and sea levels might be inspected and 
reported on. The Council decided to accept the same, but for the 

Kreeent to leave them in abeyance until the skippers of the Fleet 
ave got through their heaviest work, and in the meanwhile to 
send the Po-kyt to Robben Island for some of the fattest sheep 
there, when the skipper of that vessel may also he present, as he 
■asistetl the Commander in finding the aforesaid roadstead. 

The disputes between de Ligne and his skipper Jan Munt were 
teferred to a commission for investigation and report. The said 
commission to consist of the Vice (Commander Dirck Knibber, 
the senior merchant Jan Abrahamsz : Voloq, and' skipper Pieter 
/onu2 : in presence of Fiscal Abraham Gabbema. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort ' the Good Hope,' on the 
day and in the year as above."

The freemen's boat Het Zeeleeuwfje arrives from Saldaoha Bay 
with 15,000 or 16,000 dried fish. 

During the aftmioon their other boat, the Peguyn^ arrives fieon 
Dassen Island. 

March 6th ^Sunday). — Lovely, calm sunshiny weather until 
noon, when it oegan to blow stifBy from the S.S.E. Sooaoa, As 
chief of the Chainouquas, arrive without cattle, having heard thst 
there were ships in the bay. He accordingly came to ^isit tlie 
Commander, and was entertained as usual. The Admiral of iiis 
Betum Fleet having been pointed out to him, the former promissd 
him a present before his departure on the morrow, &c. 

March 7th. — Same weather as yesterday. Sousoa gets hii 
presents and returns home well satisfied, with the promise that he 
will be back soon with some cattle. 

The following Resolution was adopted this day by the Hod. 
Frisius and the^road Council : — 

Monday, 7th March, 1661. 

^' Found that the ships were all ready and had taken in tlMir 
water, but that on some of them there was still a considerable aiun- 
ber of sick, suffering from dropsy as well as ' beri-beri ' (barbary). 
Decided to fix the 12th for the Fleet's departure, with tfaahqie 
that with the daily refreshments afforded, the sick will be on their 
legs affain by that time, to enable the vessels to leave in the name 
.of Gk)d. 

The Commission appointed to investigate the disputes betwasn 
skipper Jan Munt and the junior merchant Samuel de liirae, as weD 
^as the improper conduct of the mate Michael JansE : Y an Diepen 
towards tne said skipper, found that Munt and de Ligne had veqf 
grossly forgotten themselves against one another in their words 
and language, as well as depriving each other of some necessaries^ 
«o that instead of promoting harmony on board such a valuable 
vessel and setting a good example, the worst estrangement had 
been the result, llie Council accordingly decides to summon 
Munt and De Ligne before it, or to censure them severely through 
commissioners, and order them each to respect the other in his station 
and duties, to give each what he has a right to claim for himself, 
and should there be further estrangement or neglect of this 
command (which the Council does not hope) that the most rigorous 
means will be adopted to enforce it in the interest of the Company 
and for the salvation of the ship, as well as the peace of the crew. 
At the same time it fines Munt and De Ligne Rds. 30 cash each.

Jaoaz : Van Diepeu, the Commissioners found that he had behaved 
improperly towards hia superior officer , iind the Council accordingly 
decides to place the said steersman witliout omploy on the 
Noffelliooin, skipper Munt to appoint a successor from the ablest 
unemployed mates ou his board. 

Skipper Jacob Enters of t!ie Omngie siibmits that the sailor 
Jacob dpionet, who earned f5 per month, had done duty as cook's 
mate since he left Batavia's roadstead, and therefore requested 
that he might be allowed extra pay. Decided to allow him £10 
per mouth from the time that he cominenoed his extra duties.

March 8th. — Lovely calm weather. Commissioner Frifius and 
the Commissioner appointed for the piu-pgse proceed to inspect the 
outer roadstead, which was approved ; the older skippei-s, however, 
oonsideied it unnecessary, as they knew the place well, which was 
dangerous for novices as it was rather too near the shore, 
according to the said chart and large plan of Table Bay and the 
outer roads submitted to the said skippers. 
March 9th. — Cloudy weather, but fine. 

March lOlh and 11th. — Same weather. About 7 a.m. our 
travellers returned, having found the Namaquas and brought back 
with them some curiosities from that nation. They had treated 
them well, bartered all their caps (mutseu) and shown themselveB 
v^y partial to red cloth, ' caunes ' or ' bongys,' and many other 
things besides, as mentioned in the journal kept by the travellers. 
They were a finelj' formed nation, like half giaut«, dressed iu all 
kinds of tine, many coloured prepared akina, beautifully adorned 
with copper, iron and other beads. They wore long locks anil 
mostly lived iu mat houses like these Huttentoos, aud lived uu 
their cattle priucipally. Their king had sent the Commander a 
email goat, tne first that we bad ever seen iu this country, regard- 
ing which goat they had spoken a great deal whisperingly 
(binnensmonte) befoie they gave it. They would very much like 
to visit UH, but wished before doing so, to destroy the Soaquas or 
mountain Hotteutoos, who robbed them of large numbers of their 
cattle ; as well as have a battle with Oedasoa, the chief of th& 
Saldanhars. Our people, however, hod made them promi&e that if 
Oedasoa seut 2 or 3 men of his own people with us to offer them 
peace they would accept it and come down with large troops of 
cattle to sell, and in order to make our further acquaintance. 
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IM . Tfaej would also show our people their permanent refii4e^oe|^ 9m

the last journey, in whioh he aoted as * 8eeond.' 
" Anno 1661. 
On the 30th January, we, thirteen all told, started on 

1'oumey towards the Namaquas. (Names given — see abaf«| SOth 
anuary, 1661.) 

We took with us 2 Hottentoos and 5 pa<^ oxen to oany ovr 
things. Hayine passed the Salt Biver we marohed NJffJL' 
towards the tau of the Tigerber^, passing the night at a hrmk 
water, having marohed 4 Dutch miles. 

On the 31st we proceeded N.N.E. ^ mile, then went N.E. Saw 
7 rhinoceroses. Marched over the Tygerberg and enoamped a(a 
smnil river. Travelled that day 2^ nules, having rested a while* 
Four of Oedasoa's people visited us, and as they were going to tha 
Cape, we sent a note to Mr. van Riebeeok to inform Um wat 
oxen were getting used to their work. The same afternoon I 
a hartebeest. During the night it oommenced to rain and we had 
enough to do to keep our- things dry. 

On the Ist February Oedasoa brought us 2 sheep for harlar* 
We would have bought one, but he asked 5 staves of copper and a 
piece of tobaooo for it, which we refused to give. We left at ones^ 
proceeding N.E. towards a fine river, which, however, was not ihfm 
ruuning, though it is strong in winter. It is full of mussels Ifts 
those in the inland waters of the Fatherland. Here we rested and 
saw 2 rhinoceroses and 3 ostriches. We had travelled 3 miles. 

On the 2nd we marched N.N.E. towards a small water valkv, 
where we rented, having travelled 1^ miles. We then went N. te 
a dry river in which we obtained as much water as we requind. 
We saw 9 mules ( P Quaggas) and 4 ostriches. We rested hsnf 
for the night, having marched 1| miles. 

On the 3rd we marched N.E. a mile and then N.N.E. Saw a 
lion right across our path, but as soon as he saw us he ran away. 
That forenoon we mairched towards a dry clayieh river, when oof 
cattle could go no further. We dog for water, but obtained se 
little, and that so thick, that we could not dnnk it. We had 
inarched 21 miles, and then proceeded N., straight towards 
Biebeecks Xasteel, which is a mountain thus named by us. about 7 
or 8 miles in circumference. Here we rested at a fine river 
sprouting from this mountain range. Here all kinds of animak 
are found, viz., lions, rhinoceroses, horses (zebras), ostriehes and 
hartebeesten in multitudes, there being always good water and 
grass here. This mountain is very conspicuous and can be sees 
firom the Cape. Around it is fairly arable land, according to Pietar 
CruythofP. That day we marched 4 J miles. Daring the night 
the lion was continually near us, but did us little damage. - 
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On the 4(li we crossed the ridge on the side of Riebeecks Kasteel. 
ivitig murched an hour we prooeeded X.E., aod about the same 
tsne lost sight of Table Mountain so that wa did not soe it again. 
Having passed over the ridge, we arrived at a small river, wliere 
»e foond some Souaquas in three huts, being, as our Hottentoos 
told tie, some of the robbers who steal the cattle of the otbar 
Hottentoos. I asked them about the Namaquas, but they could 
give us no information whatever. Having crossed another low 
ridge, we arrived at a beautiful valley on the eastern aide of tha 
iJftiebeecks Kasteel, where we rested, having marched U miles that 
■^y. We also saw 13 horses (zebras), 5 rhinoceroses, some 
triohes and thousands of hartebeesten. 

On the 5th, the weather being rainy, we marched N.E. I went 
head, as I usually did, followed by our two Hottentoos, andoame 
Ba hollow river, wiiere a lion made a jump at our Hottentoos who 
■Dedout " 'Meester' Pieter, he will bite us" (bytemar). Howevear, 
soon as he saw me he made tracks for Hiebeecks Kasteel. A. 
tie further on I encountered a herd of hartebeesten, four of whidi 
wounded, though I only secured one, which I laid on one of the 
^fcen. We marched as far as the Berg River, passed it, thank 
iod, without trouble, and rested on the other side, having marched 
mileB. Whilst we were busy cutting up the hajtebeest, some of 
men made a fire for cooking purposes, but all the brushwood 
|d dry trees caught fire and we had enough to do to save our 
wder and broad bags, being in great danger of losing our Uvea. 
a spark had come in oontaot with the powder we would all have 
,Bn blown up, for the fire liad almost completely surrounded ua. 
taring the night a sea cow came very near our fire, and the sentry 
'■charged his musket at it. Three wolves were also howliag 
K»ut US the whole night. 

On the 6th we were obliged to rest our animals. The same day 
'purged Harmao Ernst, who did not feet well. 
On the 7th we marched N.E. J mile and arrived at a river 
IWJDg from the main mountain range towards the N.N.W Wa 
iTo it the name of the Kleine Berg Hivier. It is full of sea oowa. 
ore we rested, and were visited by 8 Souaquas who wished to 
oke us bplieve that the Namaquas would kill ua. I asked them 
trough our Hottentoos whether one or two of them would 
Boompany us and show us tha Namaquas. I would give them 
ids and tobaoeo. Not ooe, however, would venture it. They 
in left us and our Hottentoos nearly lost heart and said, like the 
lere, that the Namaquas would kill us. I encouraged tliem and 
tmised that they would be exposed to no danger. We packed up 
once and marched N.N.E. along the spur of the mountaiu 
inge named Blocxbergh. Having proceeded 1 J miles we reached 
marsh ipringing on the N. aide from the aforesaid Blocxbergh. 
taring passed this marsh, we went N.N.E. I mile and rested, 
hat day we had walked 2^ miles. Here we saw a troop of fully 
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16 zebras, of nrhioh I wounded one, but he escaped me. In the 
meanwhile Jan Jansz : Wit had swallowed something j^oiscmonSy 
bat I immediately gaye him an antidote which helped him* 

On the 8th we took our course towards the mountains and 
having marched an hour altered our course, following the moon*- 
tains stretching N.N.E. After 1^ miles' walk we readied twa 
beautiful rivers running parallel to each other and rested there.. 
Here we were again visited by one of the Soaquas who had been 
with us yesterday, who told us that he would accompany us to the 
Namaquas. I promised him that if he did I would give him a 
piece of tobacco as long as as my musket, a copper stiek, a eoppm 
chain and a few beads. I also wished him to show us a proper 
passage for the cattle, but as he wanted everything beforebud 
we did not like it, for his intention was to deceive us if he had a 
chance. I accordingly had all our goods shown to him, in oidsr 
the better to encourage him. This pleased him well and our 
Hottentoos also regained courage. After having rested we went 
in a northerly direction along the mountain range, passed twa 
beautiful rivers and rested at the third, having marched 2 miles. 

On the 9th we marched N.E. and on the way passed ffood arabb 
lands, according to Pieter Cruythoff ; also 10 or 1§ beautiiul 
valleys with running rivers and grass as long as half a man's lengthi 
very good to make hay of. We went on to another fine river, at 
which we rested, having marched 2 miles. Having rested awhile 
we proceeded northward to a val ley with a beautiful running 
stream, where we spent the ni^ht. We had marched 2 miles. 

On the 10th we marched along the mountain range due north 
until it gradually turned towards the west. Marched 2 miles and 
rested. Whilst resting I bled Barent Wander who complained of 
a severe headache. We then continued our N. course, following 
the rhinoceros paths which skirt the foot of the moimtains. Had 
we not found them we would have found it very difficult to 
proceed, as only thorns and cripple bush (creupel bosoh) are 
growing here. On the way we saw a rhinoceros with a little 
young one at her side. Having marched 2 miles we reached a 
fountain, where we camped. 

On the 11th we continued the same course N. towards th^ 
* Castle MeerhofF.' It is a round mountain, lying on the moimtain 
range like a castle, and is ver^^ distinguishable, bei ng sighted at a 
distance of 17 or 18 miles before being reached. We marched te 
a valley at the 8. W. point of the ' Castle,' and having travelled i 
miles rested. Under the said mountain are 4 or 5 beautiful 
fountains, at which stood many Souaqua huts, which they occupy 
when it suits their convenience. 

Within musket range on the N. side of this * Castle ' is a suitable 
passage over the mountain towards the Oliphants Eiver, which we 
made use of in 1660. After having rested we continued our course, 
and passed many Soaqua hut8, which they use as temporary abodes^ 
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larched towards the aforesaid path which goes over the 
mountains, and found some Soaqua hutB unoccupied, which were 
very welcome to ub for the night, as it ooinmenoed to rain very 
hard. We had marched 2 milea, but found no Soaquas on this 
side of the mountains. Tlie one who had promised to guide us to 
the Namaquoa left us on the 10th among the mountains to shoot 
rook rabbits, but hitherto he has not returned. We doubt whether 
he will ever do so. 

On the 12th it was decided that Pieter C'ruythoff shftlt remain 
on this side of the mountains with the cattle, and that I, Pieter 
van Meerhoff, with foiir men and a Hottenfoo, named Hans van 
Neurenburg, with bread lor 4 days, would otobs the mountaina 
towards the Oliphants Eiver, to see whether we could not find the 
Soaquas, as we otherwise would have none of tliem to guide us to- 
the Namaquas. I proceeded 9.E. over the mountains, and having 
gone some distance obser\'ed 3 Soaquas. At first they ran away, 
but as soon as they saw me they at once came to me, recognizing 
me from my fonner journey. They acoompanied me towardc the 
Olipliants Hiver, so that we had marched 2 long luilea, I went to 
sit by them, made them ' suck ' a pipe of tohacco, and sent two o£ 
my men away fishing. In the space of 1 J hours they had caught 
as muoh as they could carry— beautiful carp. We told our 
Hottentoos to ask the Soaquas which was the best road by which 
to reach the Namarjuas. They told us to follow the Oliphants 
River, for if I followed the paths on the western side of the 
mountains I would find no water anywhere. In the meanwhile 
I made the men eat something, and was visited by Cniythoff who 
oame with 3 or 4 men to me to view the river. He had left the 
cattle on the other side of the mountains. T informed him of 
everything that I had discovered, and he returned to his camp. I 
remained with three men to interrogate the Soaqiins further, and 
as we sat talking, the Soaqua joined us who had left us on the 
10th, and informed the others nf our presence. 

On the 13th Pieter CmythofE joined me with the cattle, and we 
marched another IJ miles along the river, which was continually 
trending northwards. 

On the 14th we rested our caftle, and our men caught a large 
QusJititj- of fish. During the afternoon 3 Soaquas came tn us. 
We asked them after the Soaqua who had accomponied ua. They 
replied that he had gone to the Namaquas, and would return 
to-morrow. I gave each some bread aud tobacco. They said that 
the Namaquas had said tiiat they would give us sheep when we 
came there, and then attempt to seize and kill us all. We replied 
that we did not fear that, They nfe something and then left. I, 
Pieter Meerhoff, then took mj- musket and went a short distance 
along the river to shoot a bird, hut I found a living monster with 
three heads like three cat's heads. It had three long tails showing 
above the water. I did not know what sort of an animal it was. 
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tffil. Ou the loth we followed the riyer, whioh eontiiiaed its N. oooife. 

T' We jMUBsed many unroeupied huts of the Soaqoas and manihed 3} 
voiles. We then rested and were visited by 12 Soaqiiaa, who 
brought 5 or 6 rocl: rabbits and some honey, whioh we battaed 
for tobacco. Having rested an hour, our Soaqua returned and 
said that he had seen Namaauas. He wiehed us to fcdfll cm 
promise made to him. He wisned to deceive us, but I fold l^m 
that he would get what we promised him as soon as we saw the. 
Namaquas. Here he told us no end of stories. I could not aoespt 
them as truth. He said that the Namaquas had seen and puisaed 
him with assegay s, but that he had escaped. We could not induM 
him or any of the others to proceed with us further, in spite of 
what we promised them. Their only answer was, " the Namaquss 
will kill us." We then proceeded on our journey, and they went 
back. As far as we could understand, they did not wish to seii 
us among the Namaquas. We marched as far as a muddy river, 
takin&[ its source from the mountains to the west of us, and dii- 
eharging itself into the Oliphants River. Here we rested, having 
travell^ 2i miles. 

On the 16th we followed the river, always north. The iritole 
day we had a very difficult road, for the mountains ran dose to 
each other on either side of the river, so that we could with difBoaUy 
get our cattle over. Having marched 1} miles we reached m 
height where, during our previous journey, we had seen the fins 
which the 8oaquas had said were of the Namaquas. Here we left the 
Oliphants lliver and proceeded N. W. between the mountains about 
^ a mile. We then rested the cattle, proceeded another 2 milefl^ 
and whilst the cattle were resting, looked everywhere among the 
mountains for a passage through. The rest of the day we devoted 
to this work, as I did not wish to proceed further north, as I knew 
that we would find nothing there. We could see nothing but 
big mountains, whilst I knew that towards the west there was 
level country, as I bad, ere this, seen from a high mountain. 

On the 17th we marched N.W. between the high mountains and 
followed the elephants' paths, as it would otherwise have been 
impossible to proceed witn oxen. We marched 4 miles. 

On the I8th we travelled N.W. and arrived in a vallev, whsare 
we saw some prospect. We saw level country. Between ^. and N. 
we could see no more mountains. We marched about 3 milef 
and reached a kraal where the Namaquas had lain about 3 or 4 
weeks previously. Here we retted. The rest of the day we spent 
in ascending one hill after another to see whether we oould not 
find what we sought, but we found no Namaquas. Everywhere we 
saw old kraals near new ones where they had camped witb 
numerous herds of cattle and sheep. Towards evening we obeerfod 
a fire on a mountain W.S.W. of us. I, Pieter l^erhoff, Ihen, 
with two Hottentoos, proceeded thither. But when wo had 
proceeded about half way Donckeman called out " * Meester * Pieter, 
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NuQ^iUo." I looked up and cu anted 23, who were staudingoa 
tiie rooJca aud looking at us. I went up a little higher, but the 
Hottentoos who were with me became very frightened. They 
took their shoeB off their feet and wished to run baok, Baying 
""Namai^ua Boeba, Kroemoscoqua." I took my spy glass to see 
whether it was so. I saw that they were armed with dry liides and 
had a skin hanging over their left arm, with bow and arrow oo 
their shoulders and in each hand an assegay. I gave kind words 
to my Hottentoos, telling them not to be afraid, as the Namaquas 
would do ufl no harm. I promised them sometJiing if they accom- 
panied me, but if they did not wish to do bo I would tell it to 
^Mijnheer' (lliebeeck) as soon as I arnved at the Cape. They 
could from terror hardly say a single word when I said that. 
Finally they wei-t with me. Having reached the top, we could 
not discover what liad become of the Namaquas, or where they had 
ooQoealed themselves among the roi'ka, I ordered the Hottentoos 
to call out to them tliat they should come to us aud that we 
would give them tobacco, beads and brass, but we received no 
answer I waited there half an hour on a mountain thinking 
that tht.y would eome to us. But I cjuld wait no longer ; night 
was setting in, and it was quite dark before I rejoined my men. 
"We hoped, however, that tliey ivould visit ua the ne.\t day if they 
cared to see us. 

On the 19th we decided to lay quiet during the forenoon, hoping 
that they would come to ue, which they did. About 10 o'clouk we 
saw them where lliey bad been the night before. They came down 
a little lower aud we commenced to call out that they should come 
to ua, ae we would do them no harm. Tliey theu came a little 
nearer aud we again called out to them, until seven of them 
approached us within musket range, the rest remaining in the 
bush. I made my Hottentoos go forward to meet them. The 
Namaquas thereupon went to sit down ou tlie one side of a marsh and 
our Hottentoos on tlie other. They thc-n called to each other u loug 
time before the former woulil come ueai-er. At last they oamo, when 
I, Pieter van Meerhoff, having put a jiipe of tobacco in my mouth, 
went to meet them to see whether they had any knowledge of 
tobaeco. As soon as I was among tliera one immediately came, 
took the pipe out of ray mouth and began to fimoke. He had 
more than once been among the Cape Hottentoos. I accompanied 
them to their camp and asked them through Donckeman wuether 
they were chiefs, because fhey were dressed in such costly fashion, 
as more fully narrated below, Douokeman asked one of the most 
inferior looking among them who was the King of the Namaquas. 
He was pointed out to mo, but even without that sufficiently 
'distinguishable, as he is a man like a giant, mucb taller than 
■Cattibou, the biggest slave of the Company, stationed at the 
* Schuur.' We immediately gave them bread, which they ate with 
relish. After having eaten, I gave each a clean pipe with tobacco. 
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1681 They oertainly wished to smoke, but most of them were unable^ 
^^ The King, instead of drawing the smoke towards him, blew it awa}r 
from him. I took his pipe 4 or 5 times and showed him how to do^ 
it. Ghradoally he got mto the right way, and while we were here^ 
they all began to learn, both men and women, so that they 
oommenoed to bo fond of tobaooo. We let the King see all cur- 
goods, which pleased him much, especially the copper staves and 
tobacco. I presented the King with an imitation ^old hatband 
and some French beads. His son I gave a gilt chain, all which 
they civilly accepted. The King made the interpreter tell ns that 
we were to visit him to-morrow at his house, which was about 
half a day's journey from where we were. We asked that one or 
two of his people might remain with us to show us the way. Thisr 
he allowed, leaving two of his men. He then left, but when he 
had rejoined the men who had remained behind in the bush he 
sent two more men to us, and these four remained with us until' 
the following day. 

On the 20tn we proceeded towards the Kind's residence, proceeding 
westwards over the back of a stony mountain range ; after that we 
marched 8.W. across 2 or 3 sanddowns, when we reached a sandy 
valley, where their kraal was situated. When we were nearing 
the kraal the King and his three sons, who were also tall fellows 
like their father, came forth to meet us. They showed us a spot 
alongside their kraal where we might camp. We seiooted a spot 
near two high rocks, packed our goods on a heap, and sent the 
oxen out to graze, but there was little grass to be had as they hare 
a mighty number of cattle. We gave each of the four who had 
shown us the way a bunch of beads and some tobacco. The King^ 
his sons, and three captains sat with us. We gave them each a 
chain of French beads as a welcome, which they courteously 
accepted. I also gave the King a glass (soopje) of brandy. He at 
once sent for a fat calf, and his sons also ordered a sheep to be 
brought. They told us that they made a present of them to U8^ 
and that we were to eat lustily of the same, and when we had oon^ 
sumcd them they would send us more. At first we did not like 
to accept them for nothing, hence we made them a present of a 
ataff of copper, a bunch of red beads and a piece of tobacco. They 
then left for their kraal. When I, Pieter Meerhoff, had rested a 
little I went into their camp. The King sent word to me that I 
was to come into his house. I did so, and when I arrived there he 
at once had a beautifully prepared skin spread for me on which I 
was to sit. The skin was as soft as long cloth. The King ordered 
a large wooden bowl with sweet milk to be brought in on which 
he regaled mo. I gave him some more French oeads, which he 
kindly accepted. At once they hung them roimd their necks. I 
took out my tobacco box and made them smoke, and I made our 
interpreter tell the King that all this was but a mere sample, that 
there was enough at the Cape of everything that he might desire 
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if he would only be pleased to visit us there. He replied that he oould 
Jiot come just jet, as lie had first to do battle with Oedasoa, or 
make poaoe with him, and that there were also some Soa<iuaa whum 
he had to destroy. After that he would come to the Cape. I 
jri:iqueBt«d him to allow some of his meu to ocLompatiy us, otleriug 
to leave a Dutxihman with him as a hostage until we had brought 
.them back. The Dutch captain would give Uiem what ihey liked if 
he only sawth^m, but he replied that at present he oould not spare 
Any of hie men as he intended to look up the Soaquas. Towards 
evening the Ktog'e sou brought ua another sheep and a young 
-goat, which wo were obliged to aocept. We onoe more presented 
each with a copper stave and a piece of tohacoo. During the 
greater part of the afternoon the king sat with us, and we treated 
them on bread, mutton and tobacco. Towards evening the king 
ordered a ' triumph ' to be blown (triumph blaseu), 1 stood near 
and it was done as follows. From one to two hundred persons 
formed a circle, each had a hollow reed in his hand, some were long, 
som'> short, some thick and some thin. One stood in the centre with 
a long stick and sang, the others blew on the reeds and danced 
around, performing fine actions with their feet. The women danced 
rcjund the ring and the £oiind wa^ as if one heard trum[>ets hluvring. 
The King sat ou his chair a little distance off. Tliis chair is a round 
'piece of wood three or four fingers thick, befiutifuUy ornamented 
with beads, and is geuerally carried with them wherever they go. 
This amusement lasted about two hours and consisted of all Borta 
of dances. They then left off, and the king aioompanied us to our 
oamp, where he smoked a few pipes of tobacco. Darkness coming 
oo he went bat^k to his house. The blowing of trumpets then 
Tecommence<l and lasted about -i or 4 hours lu the night, when 
they went to sleep. 

Here follows a sketch of their mode of life and manner of 
dress: — 

In the first place, where the King has his house, they have mode 
their oamp like the Hottentoos at the Cape. Their huts are also 
covered with mats. Seventy-three huts stand in a circle. Outside 
of this kraal are three other huts, and those occupying them have 
no cattle. They are like messengers who ruu from the one kraal to 
the other, wherever the king wishes to send them. Their furniture 
consists of large wooden bowls, hollowed out of one solid block 
and having narrow necks ; they also have gourds which can oon- 
tain from ^0 to 30 quarts of fluid, and which grow in the country. 
In them they collect their milk, whilst they churn iu the large 
Irawls (pullen). 

The King is named Akembie, and about 60 or 70 years old ; 
vhen he speaks he does so in well-considered words. Their dresa 
oonsiets of all kinds of beautifully prepared skins of tigers, leoparda 
and rock rabbits, splendidly prepared and gorgeously ornamented 
with copper beads. They have hair on their heads like that of the 
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'IM. -Hottentpos at the Cape, but some hare locks as long as thoee of a 
*~ -Dutohman ; these locks the^ thread with copper beads, cormn^ 
iheii^heads all oyer. Artniikd their necks they have ohaiiia Axxof 
Tound them 15 or 16 timte. Many hare round copper plates 
tuspended from the chains. On their aims they have many corner 
tea iron rings promiscnoasly. Around their middle Hbej oafe^ 
chains of copper and iron beads which go round their bodies SO or 
40 tinies. jSefore their nakedness eadi one has an ivory plats 
hteging. Their legs are encased in plaited skins, omameotei 
with b^ds. Thej consist of 800 well ouilt men and 400 womeik 
^and children, lliey live mostly on their cattle, conmstii^g of 
about 4,000, with at least 3,000 sheep. They often hunt, as majy 
be seen from the skins in their possession. Iheir only indostiy is- 
woridng in copper and iron, from which they make yety nest 
beads and chains ; they also prepare fine hides and skins. Wheik 
they go to war they have shields of double ox hides, which ar^ 
dry. The latter are so lai^e that they can completely shelter 
themselves behind them. Their arms are assegays, bows and 
arrows. They are very kindly disposed towards our nation, and 
are besides very faithful, so that we have experienced nought but 
friendship from them. This is what I have been able to gather 
regarding the habits of this nation. As regards the ooontry, it 
consists of nothing else than sanddowns covered with ^arifimle'^ 
bu8h and thorns. Here and there is a valley in which they reside* 
i have reason to believe that further inland there is better oountiy. 
They are at present lying here because of the war. 

On the 21st the King broke up his camp and moved away about 
an hour's walk towards the E.S.E. from us, where he staved for 
the sake of the grass for his cattle. During the afternoon he sent 
us a young ox, with the message that it was a present to CSmythoff 
and myself. We presented hmi in return with six staves of copper 
and a piece of tobacco. 

On the 22nd we proceeded to their camp to bid the EIng fazewelL 
When we approached, his sons met us and showed us where w» 
were to lie. We off loaded our oxen to let them rest. In th^ 
meanwhile we sent for the King, his sons and four chiefr, presented 
them with 50 lbs. of biscuits, and each individually with a fathonii 
of tobacco, pipes and the rest of the copper which they very maoh 
longed for. One of the King's sons had both his ears torn asonder. 
I joined them together, as well as those of one of the chiefs, for 
which they loved me very much. I had to promise them thxi I 
wOidd soon return. I had a fine cloth nightcap, which pleased the- 
Kingvery much, who wished to have it. I made him a present of 
it. >yiien his sons saw that, they also wanted one. We at once 
made 3 or 4 of the blue, cloth that we had, and gave one to eaoh^ 
■but they had a mighty liking for the red caps. Some of our men 
had ted caps. I made them give them to them, promising that I 
-tirotdd pay them oh' our retom to the Cape. 
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The King told me tliat he intended to ornament witb beads the 
cap which he had received from me. We bade farewell and 
packed our oxen tn order to return home. The King and his 
chiefa acfjompanied as a good mile and showed us how we might 
beat cros« the mountains. We took oiir course straight east from 
their kraal, to a small river, where we rested. I regaled them once 
more on bread, mutton, tobacco and a dram of brandy. About j 
an hour before dark they left us. The day before they had set 
fire to the the mountaiuB, in order to be able to pass over them 
ivith their cattle, but the fire descended and became bo mighty 
strong that about one o'clock in the morning we were obliged to 
resume our march for more than one hour before we were out o£ 
danger. We then unlooi^led our oxen and remained on the burnt 
veldt until daylight. 

Ou the 23rd we passed through the mountains duo east and 
arrived at a valley where we restal, having marched H milee. 
While we were resting here they arrived here in the valley with 
their cattle, and put up their huts about i of an hour from us. 
Having rested we went on for another half hour eastward ; we 
then went S.E. half a mile. Alter that we marched due east 
about J a mile, when we readied the Oliphants River, having 
marched 2J miles. 

On the 24th we followed the Oliphants River towards the east; 
having marched IJ miles wo orossed it, as the Soaquas had burnt 
all the grass on this side, and travelled towards the old place 
where I had camped the first time after Jan Danckaert had left 
me. We had marched 3 miles, when werested. We were obliged 
to lie still here for two or three daj's to rest our cattle, which had 
been fatigued ao much among the mountains that they could pro- 
ceed no further. 

On the 25tb and 26fh we lay still. 

On the 27th we followed the river to a spot where the elephants 
cross it. There we crossed it, proceeding southward 2i miles and 
then resting. Having again started, we orossed the mountains by 
the path through the cloof ; bsving advanced 2it miles we rested. 

On the 28th we marched N.W. over the mountains, and rested 
in a beautiful valley after a a march of 2 miles. Here we re- 
sighted the Castle Biebeeck lying S.8.W. from us. Having rested 
a little we proceeded due east to a fine valley at the S.W. point 
of the ' Castle Meerhoff,' where we rested for the night, having 
marched 2 miles. 

On the let March we travelled due south two miles. We 

then mai'ched S.E. to a valley close under the mountains, a ilistance 

of 3 miles, and rested. Here I bled Matthys Huyhrechts, as h« 

did not feel well ; the rest of the day we stayed here. 

^^ On the 2nd we continued our march southwards for 3 milea 

^Kld rested in a fine valley. Here I, Pieter van Meerhoff, shot a 

^Btrteheest. Having rested and salted the meat, we continued our 
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1661. journey towards the south for three miles and rested in a fine 
-— valley. 

On the third we eontinued our march due south towards the 
Blooxhergh and rested in a fine valley through which a beautiful 
river was running. Having resumed our mardi for 2 miles, we 
altered our course and proceeded S.S. W. as &r as the path crosiBng 
the marsh which takes its origin on the side of the Blooxbaig. 
Here we passed the night, having marched 3 miles. 

On the 4th we marched south about 1^ miles. We then 
changed our course and left the Blocxberg to the east of as. We 
proceeded S.S.W., right towards the * Castle Biebeebk'; having 
mardied a mile, we reached the Little Berg Biver, where we xeste^ 
liaving travelled 2} miles that day. 

On the way we saw 23 beautiful horses (zebras) together. 
While resting here I bled Frans Martens, who did not feel wdL 
Having rested a little, we continued our march towards the 8.8. W. 
to the Great Berg Biver, where we slept, having marohed a mile.! 

In the afternoon of the 5th, about 2 o'doiu:, we resumed oar 
march to the S.S.W. towards the eastern point of the * Castle 
Biebeeck,' where we rested, having marched 3 miles. 

On the 6th we proceeded S. W. to the top of the ridge at the 
8.E. point of the 'Castle Biebeeck,' where we sighted Table 
Mountain lying S.S.W. from us. We then chanffed our ooorse 
And marohed W.S.W. about half a mile to a smdl river at the 
W.S.W. point of the * Castle Biebeeck,' where we rested, having 
marched 1^ miles. 

On the 7th we lay quiet with our cattle. 

On the 8th we proceeded S.S.W. towards a dry river, obtaining, 
however, as much water as we required. Here we rerted, having 
marched 3 miles. Having rested we went on S.W. to a marshy 
river where we packed off, h&ving marched 1^ miles. Here we 
aaw 15 beautiful horses, which had been drinking here. As soon 
AS they saw us they ran towards the mountains. 

On the 9th we continued our march southwards, and rested at 
the 'Mosselbanck,' having marched about 3 miles. After the rest 
we went S.W., and were obliged to leave one of our pack oxen 
behind, as he could go no further. Marohed to a small piece of 
water, where we rested, having marched 1^ miles. Having rested 
a little, we proceeded straight S.S W. towards ihe * Brad^e Bivier ' 
And marched towards the watch house *^ Keert de £oe.' Here we 
remained the whole night, having marched about 3 or 4 miles. 

On the 10th we marched straight to the Fort * the Gk>od Hope.' 
The journey was commenced on the 30th January and completed 
on the 11th March by your humble servant.

March 11th. — Heavy S.E. winds during the afternoon and 
night. 
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Manib 12th. — Lovely weather in the morning. The following 
BeBolution adopted by the Broad Oouncil of the Keturn Fleet. 
Saturday forenoon, 12th March, 16(51. 

The liruad Council of the Fleet having been otmvened by the 
Hon. Commodore PrisiuH in the Fort the Goml Hope, and the Fiscal 
of the said fort having appeared before it charging Hans Ditmarez, 
of Hamburgh, late boatswain, and at present ox-bontswain's 
mate of the Wnpen mn Aimferdmti, that on the 11 th instant be 
had fought with knives near the watering place with Adriaan 
' Joppeo, of Haarlem, cook on the Orciii;/ii'n, and that they had severely 
wounded each other, the one in the face and the other in the head 
and hand; yea! that they had been at each other iu mortal combat, 
&e. In order to prevent such evjls in time the Coimoil decides to 
oondemn Hans Ditmarsz, at present a prisoner, that, as soon as 
his wound is liealed, he shall be brought ou board tlie Perhyl, in 
order to fall thrice from its maiu yiird, and after that to be 
thoroughly thrashed before the mast, with couBscatiou of ti months' 
wages, the half for the poor and the rest pro fiai-n, and further that 
he shall be detained a year at the Cape, as having made himself 
unworthy to proceed home in the Uettirn Fleet. Hegarding the 
otliei — the cook of the Oraiiyitii being at large and not to be found 
— his aocount on board shall he closed, and himself brought on 
shore in irons with his property, in order to be punished by the 
Council of the Fort like the other. 

Willem Salomons/, of Haarlem, biiatswain iratheJf'(/rt('('«, having 
behaved himself last night below and before the gate of the F'lrt 
in a most insolent manner towards the sergeant on guard there, 
(dialleDging him to come outside the gate, throwing down a stick 
whioh he had seized and tbro\viug stones at the sftrgeant, affront- 
ing the latter and committing many other improper acts, — the 
OoUGcil decides that he shall fall three limes from the yard arm, 
and receive 100 lashes, with forfeiture of six months' wages, to be 
distributed as above, aud further to remain on shore here at the 
diflorefion of the Commander and Council of the Fort. 

Afl Piefer DirokBz, soldier ou the Nayelhoom, Las ou the 1st 
instant and at night violently and maliciously wounded the wife 
ot the free innkeeper, named Jannetj™ Ferdinandus, in her right 
arm above the elbow, but has not yet made his appearance ; and 
as we have not yet suoceeded in capturing him, as he appears to 
know how to hide away in safety; it was decided to close his 
accounts, and, if found in the ship, to be brought on shore in irons, 
that at the proper time he may be prosecuted for the crime and 
properly punished. 

Wtipper Jan Hunt, of the AmerK/oorl, reports that a person on 
bis vessel, named Heudrik Jansz van de Nes, ha<l been wounded 
either by himself or by another. Decided — in order to find out 
whether it was tlje result of a fight, to land the woimded man 
with his account and goods.

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It was also decided to tranefer the chief boatswain of Het Wapen 
van Amsterdam without oflSoe to the Amersfoort on account of hb 
lazy and disobedient conduct, and replace him with the chief 
boatswain of the latter vessel, Isbrandt 

Thus done and passed on the day and in the year as above in 
the Fort the Good Hope.

The sick comforter Pieter van Stael submits that his five yeaxs' 
contract had expired, but expresses his wish to continue in the 
service. He accordingly asks for an increase, as he also attends 
the hospital, beinff also by virtue of his office a governor of the 
same ; that he is also doing bis best to teach some Uottentoos to 
learn the Dutch language as well as the slaves of the Company 
and its servants. 

Decided to re-engaee him on the following terms : — 

Pieter van dcr Stael, of Rotterdam, who arrived here on the 4tfa 
March, 1656, in the yacht Weseph^ as sickcomforter at f36 per 
month, is, because of his ability and at bin own request, oontinued 
in office for three years longer ; and as he is also a governor of 
the hospital, and instructs the slaves of the Company and the 
Hottentoos in the Dutch language and Christian doctrine, in 
which bo is already succeeding, is granted, subject to the approval 
of the Directors, a monthly salary of f45, commencing on the 4th 
March last. 

And as the Provost of the Fort, Nathaniel West, has also com- 
pleted his five years' contract at f 15 per month, and is inclined, if 
promoted, to continue in the service, it was decided to continue 
him for 3 years longer as Provost, and, should occasion arise, also 
as executioner, and instead of 2, henceforth to allow him 3 reals 
per month for board money. 

Tlius done in the Fort the Good Hope, on the day and in the 
year as above.

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March 13th (Suiidfty). — Wind and weatlier us yesterday. The 
Hon. FrisiuB having completed his vi&itatioit liere, and token oa 
board abundant refreshments for the Flee-t, Lide farewell and pri>- 
«eeds on board, ei^corted by Commander Hiebceuk, who returns on 
shore before nightfall, leaving the Junior ilerohaiit Koelotf da 
Man and Fiscal Abroham Gabbema on board to eeareh for ' stow- 
aways.' 

March 1-lth. — About 2 o'clock in the afternoon the Fleet leaves 
"with a fine S. -Easter and finely reaches the open sea. God grant 
them a Eafe passage home. 

March ISm. — A S.E. breeze. The Commander proeeeda to the 
country to inspect the farming operaliona of the burghers and the 
Company. The presence of the Eetuni Fleet has prevented him 
from doing so earlier. He left such ordei-s as were useesaary. 
Tills evening the drummer of the fort, named Louj « Isaacqsz, ol 
Amersfoort, died from a sudden sickness. 

This day the Junior yurgeon, Pieter van Meerhoff, was sent to 
Oedasoa, king of the SalditnhaiB, because lie ha&tened himself ao 
little in coming hilher, in order lo confer with us on the matter of 
the Namaquas. 

March 16th. — During the afternoon he arrived at the fort with 
his secunde named Koukosoa and some elders, bKsides the first son 
of the Caapmeu chief, when he was told how our people had 
arranged with the Namai^Las that if he sent 2 or 3 of his people 
■witli onr men and expi-e^sed hii: \i'ish for peai;e they would accept* 
it, and coming hither would in no way molest him or do him any 
injury, but live with him iu complete jieace; whilst on the other 
Land he might expect a htavy attack from them, which we, aa 
peacemakers, endeavcui-ed to present, and the more so as we have 
discovered that the Namai-iuas were very luucli embittered against 
him. As he was our friend and ally we were very anxious to 
make peace between him and tliem, which they (the Namaquas) 
had promised to auc*.-pt if he would only send 2 or 3 of his men 
with our people, who would be soon returning thither with presf^nta 
to bring them to us, or at least some of their number, in order to 
form a cloeer alUance with us, and thus make friendship nith 
all ihe nations of this country and cause them to live in peace 
with each other ; and whatever might further serve to nuke him 
understand that our one great object was tu Uve in peace and 
friendship with all nations. 

But Oedasoa finally anaweied that he coidd persuade none of his 
people to go thither ; that the Xamaquas were rich in cattle, but 
did not poBseBH nearly as many h^^htiug men oa tliey (the 
Saldanhora) did, and that therefore they feared them very little. 
If they did him no harm he would not interfere with tliem. Tliat 
it they came here, j.ieaee would surely be cjccluded bL't«een hiia 
and them, and if not he was encamped in tlie neighbourhood with 
the Qorachouquae or tobacco thieves and the Qoringaiquas op 
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1661. Caapmen, about half a day's joumejr from this, aud strong enough 
"" to act on the defensive. Moreover his comrade or second chief 
of the Gochoquas, named Gounomoa, could command 6,000 or 8,000 
men, so that if the Namaquas intended anything against them 
they were quite consoled, though they fought with shields and 
were men of large stature, &c. He was, however, prepared to send 
a message with the Uottentoos that would accompany the expedi- 
tion informing (he Namaquas that he was willing to make peace. 

He was told that we had informed him of the matter as a friend, 
to show that our only object was to let all the tribes live in good 
friendship with each other, also to find out his meaning, in order 
thus to consult* with him as our ally, for the best. This pleased 
him, but he then changed the conversation and spoke of tobacco, 
eating and flrinking, so that as we could get nothing more out of 
him, the matter was not again mentioned. 

This evening the Junior Merchant Roeloff de Man aud Fiscal 
Abraham Gabbema returned to tlie Fort in the sloop V Mnskiefjen^ 
having found only one * stowaway.' They had been detained 2 dajs 
at Robben Island by the y. -Easter, whilst the Perkyfjen had 
accompanied the Fleet further, in order, if possible, to bring back 
the rest of the deserters. Stiff S.E. during the night. 

March 17th. — Same wind. The foil owing Resolution adopted:— 

Thursday, the 17th March, 1661. 

"As the last exi)edition has at last discovered the Namaqua nation 
dwelling to the north of this, as mentioned by our travellers in 
their journal of the 11th, — It was decided, in order to enooura^e 
the thirteen amateurs, to give them each for discovering tHe 
Namaquas and the proofs brought with them of the fact, six reals 
of eight, and to pay them £3 for the young goat, and f 12 for the 
young ox according to the promise given them, viz., that whatever 
they found or bought during their first journey, no matter how 
little they had paid for it, would be given them as a present, 
whilst in order to prevent dissipation their arrear brandy rations 
were paid out to tnem in cash at the price at which it is sold in 
the Company's stores. And as the late chief of the expedition 
Pieter CruijthofF had also, according to promise, earned dooole paj, 
to pay it out to him in cash and place the whole to the aocount of 
extraordinary expenditure, as well as the provisions and 
merchandize which they had taken with them for their own con- 
simiption and as presents to the aforesaid nation, &o., that 
everything might appear as it shoidd be. 

Aid though Oedasoa, chief of the Saldanhars, seems to have little 
inclination to send any of his men to his enemies the Namaquas 
to offer them peace, which the Namaquas promised our men tney 
would accept it if Oedasoa sent 2 or 3 of his men with our people 
to them, — It was decided, whether Oedasoa were willing or not, to 
send another expedition to the Namaquas before the rainy season, 
together with a nandsome present for the King and his 3 sons, as 
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well as Bomo of tlie principal chiefs, in orJer to make them more 
Bmioablj disposed towards ourselves and ioduoe them to visit us 
or at least some of their people speuially commissioned for the 
purpose, iu order to entertain tnem well liere, &c., with the 
assurance that we would protect them from the Saldanhars their 
enemies ; and the more so as most uf the heads bought from the 
French t-dergy are very much willed by that nation, as well as red 
caps and red cloth from which such caps can be made, thexefcre 
as many caps as possible shall be searclied for among our people 
and paid for at UdJ each, or more according to value, in order 
witliout delay to show that nation how we ai-e able to arotjmmodate 
them with everything, as it has been found a very active one, 
which trades with others further in the interior, and perliapa has 
more iu it« possession than we have hitherto been able to discover. 

And OS the Junior Surgeon Pieter van Meerhoff, who wrote the 
description of the last journey and was the second in command, 
and who knows right well how lo get on with that nation, has 
again ottered his services, — It was decided to appoint him tlie head 
of this fresh one, together with H peraons, moatfy mtmbers of the 
Ute expedition, who have also volunteered. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort ' the Good Hope ' on the day 
and in the year as above.'"

Having received presents and been well entertained, Oedasoa, 
with Koukosoa and his elders, returned home, 

March 19th. — Heavy so tith-e asters, which went down during 
tlie afternoon. 

March '2i}[h. — Fine weather. Cloudy sky and westerly breeze. 
The three men of Oedasoa arrive at the Fort. 

March 2l6t.— Stiff, dry S.8.E. winds. The expedition leaves 
with Oedasoa's tliree men and two Uottentoos as interpreters.

"" travellers were furnished with the following instruetionB for the 
Junior Surgeon Pieter van Meerhoff as their Commander on their 
journey to the Namaquas : — 

" A.S the Namaquas have been discovered, we have decided to 
send another expedition to them, with such presents and beads 
as have been selected by yourself in accordance with your previous 
experience. We have also deemed fit to send under your care 
presents for the King, his three sons and lesser chiefs, with our 
congratulations and i^equest that they may visit us in your company, 
with their huts and cattle, or at least some of them, that they 
may make closer friendship with us and a more permanent peace 
with Oedasoa, who at our instigation has sent two of his domesbos 
in your company in order to offer peace to the Namaquas, that 
their approach to us may be safer. For that purpose you may also 
represent to them that we will gladly leave one of our people with 
them, in order to travel to and rro, as if they cannot make peace 
with Oedasoa, his presence among them would prevent the latter 
or his people from doing them any hurt ; adding further whatever 
you may deem necessary in order to induce them to visit us with 
their chattels that we may know whether they are inclined, 
besides their cattle, to sell us also their prepared skins and beauti- 
ful ostrich feathers, as well as elephants' tusks, musk, dvet, 
large tortoisesheUs and furs. Tou shall also carefully observe 
whether there is any gold among their adornments consisting of 
armlets and beads, testing the same on your touch stone and 
showing us the results. 

For the rest you shall carefully question and inquire into 
everything, in accordance with the previous instructions given to 
Pieter Cruy thofE, which are now again given you for your guidance. 
Should Oedasoa's ambassadors desert you on the way and through 
fear or otherwise refuse to complete the journey, it must not effect 
your purpose, but you shall proceed on your way and endeavour 
by means of the presents or otherwise to persuade the Namaquas 
to visit us under the protection of our own men, &c. Regarding 
the mussel pool which you have mentioned in your journal a8 
having crossed more than once, and which oontuns many 
mussels, you must open some of those bivalves to see whether 
they do not contain any seed pearls, and for the rest carefully look 
about you and observe everything, in order to report to us. Your 
chief object, however, will be to induce the Namaquas to come down 
to us, in order to show them here all sorts of things and treat them 
right royally. By doing so you will do the Company good service, 
which will not be left imcompensated, according to the importance 
of matters. In this your men will share with you, who are 
expressly ordered by this to acknowledge you as their head and 
to do whatever you order them, as if we ourselves were present 



Heaoe entnifiting this enterprise to you, we wisli you good luck 
and the blessing of the Lord on your journey to and fro.

To-day the Commander was out insjieoting the state of 
agrioultuie. 

March 22nd. — Lovely weather. Arrival over limd early in the 
tnomiug off the bookkeeper of the yacht A>ickevee}i, Hondrik Pax, 
"the chief surgeon, two sailors, and the free Saldanha trader Gerrit 
Hannansz. They had laniled opposite Dassen Island and men- 
tioned that the Amkevtru had arrived at that Island on the 11th 
quite destitute of water, hut without aty sick and only two dead. 
She had left Texel on the 24fh November, 166(1, with 78 men, 
among them the skipper Burent JochimsK and the aforesaid 
Iwokkeeper, and lu company of the ship Mw'eivea and the flute 
Vogelmnijh, from which she had parted in 2Si and 4"- N. Latitude. 
The Maneven had then already 30 ill in bed, but the Vogekiinijli 
not one. She bad erossed the line fairly quickly on the 20th 
Jannary and was detained neai- the Cape bv S.E. windu and calms, 
BO that finally she reached Dassen Island, wliere she was joined 
on the loth by the Perkijt, which had that eame day parted from 
!the Fleet, whioh with a fine permanent breeze very likely passed 
Batdanha Bay that night. The Almighty grant it a safe voyage 
and that the vessels may again unite, as Admiral Frisius was alone 
ahead in company of the Nngelhoom and out of sight of the other 
five ships. lu the morning the Anckevpen had seen the two ahead 

■and in the afternoon the five astern, passing Dassen Island, and 
looking for each other. This was also reported by (he ofEoers of 

■the galiot i/e Pirkt/t which was at the time lying near the Anckeeefn 
waiting for a favourable breeze to make for Table Bay. And as 

^he bookkeeper stated that his vessel was completely <Iestitute of 

'Water, the sloop V Mmh/ljei, was at once despatcheil with 2U half- 
aums of water, and further filled with carrot*, turnips, cabbages, 

;watermelons, Ac, as refieslimentB. She also took the following

the 22nd March, 1661. 

March 23rd. — Pine lovely weather. The wind being from the 
N. W. a ship arrived in the Bay towards evening. Fiscal Gubbema 
having been sent on board to make inquiries, returned and reported 
that we was the Anckeveetij which had with the Perkyt left Dassen 
Island yesterday and on the way hither had taken oat of the 
MnHkytjen the water and refreshments. 

Wednesday, 23rd March, 1661. 

Resolution, — "The Amsterdam Chamber having on the llth 
November, 1660, ordered us to put ourselves in a state of defence 
against 8 French ships which were reported as about to prooeed 
to India, it was decided to convey at once into the Fort and 
within the honi works the ten guus lying at Salt Kiver in front 
of the French wreck, and to take out of the latter all the gun 
carriages that they may not be too handy for the enemy to annoy 
us, which, should it entertain any project, would have beforehand 
some work to do in landing guns, without which we hope that 
with God's help they will not oe able to harm us much. 

Jacob Huybrechtsen van Roosendaal, of Leyden, who arrived 
here on the 9th April last as ' adelborst ' in the Walris at f 10 per 
month, and since the Idth May following has been in charge of 
the Company's gardens and the distribution of their produce tc 
the ships as master gardener ever since the master gaxdener 
Marten Jacobsz, of Amsterdam, became a freeman, and having 
given better satisfaction than his predecessor, is confirmed in his 
appointments with the full pay of f25 per month, for which 
amount the first master gardener Hendrik Boom had. been engaged 
by the Directors, who likewise gave great satisfaction. The 
increase to take effect from to-day, on condition that he serves 
out his five years' engagement.

~ "As further onlers have been received from the iDireotors, dated 

the 11th November, that we sliall not dedst from maihtaimng 
ourselves in a posture of defence against the eight Frendi shipi 
which had been heavily armed and manned in the harbours o! 
France, as well as victualled for a long time, and had already 
gone to sea, &c., and as this had been further urged on Com- 
mander Van lUebeeck in a secret letter from the Amsterdam 
Chamber of the 25th October, 1660 ; and as in order to inform the 
approaching ships of the state of affairs here, it had expTMal^beai 
ordered to let the flute Ililversum and the galiot Perkyt oruisa off 
the coast for them, and to strengthen the garriaon liere with 40 
or 50 men, and for that purpose to take out of the said flute as 
many as she could possibly spare, in order afterwards to be 
exchanged for soldiei's from other vessels arriving ; and as these 
other vessels are staying away a long while and may poesibly 
through fear of the French have passed this place, with permisnon 
of the Directors, and selected another refreshment spot, so that we 
remain debarred from fortifying ourselves as ordered by their 
Honours, and prevented from maiutaiuinfi; our position here 
(certainly our most necessary duty) by repainng the old neglected 
Earthen Hedoubt * Duynhoop * and building another between it and 
the Fort, the site of which had already been selected by the 
Council, us most highly necessary as any thing in the world, in 
order to prevent the landing of artillery, without which there will 
be very little chance to capture the Fort, no matter how many men 
were landed, which might, however, after a short siege be by means 
of artillery compelled to surrender ; and as the loss of such a water- 
ing and refresliment place would severely inconvenience the 
Company, and the enemy might fuither by obtaining possession of 
the private signals capture many of the Company's vessels arriving 
here and suspecting uo harm, — It was felt that it was of the utmost 
necessity to fortify the shore, and after mature deliberation we 
floally decided, with the assistance of the men and carpenters of the 
Hi I vermin^ because of the want of men from other ships, as quickly 
iis possible to build on tho selected site between the * Duynhoop ' and 
the Fort on the beach a good strong wooden redoubt of 20 feet 
square and covered with a hood, in order not to be driven out of 
it by hand grenades, and doubly lined with planks and so shot 
iree for a three pounder fired from boats ; also to make imder 
the ground on each side two broad closing loopholes (ports) like 
on board ship through which to play with cannon, &o., and to use 
for the purpose, because it is so conveniently near, the woodwork 
of the French wreck, according to orders from Batavia that it was 
to be broken up. 

And as the skipper of the Hihenum understands this sort of 
work, having more than once been engaged in it, and is prepared 
to finish it with his men and carpenters almost this week, and as 



he says that the Ptrki/f which is now at sea will for the present 
suffice for cruizing pui'poseB, besifleB tlie men on the look out 
in evory (lireetion, wh^ would at once notify ua of the approaoli 
of tt vessel which we could quickly reach with a row boat to inform 
her of our condition here; whiUt it would remove the unxiety 
of ships coming before the Buy if they saw a Dutch vessel at 
anchor in it tci give thi' appointed signals, and moreover the 
Peikijf would iilso he at sea ; and further considering that the 
first and valuable fleet of the Company has already left this plaoo well 
refreshed, so that for the reasons given the strengthening of this 
place is deemed to be most urgent, — It was unanimously decided 
to let the 9kip[ipr and his men at ont-> oonimence the work, 
remaining on shore during the day and returning on board towards 
evening, and in the meanwhile to let the flute Hy the signab on the 
roadstead. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort the Good Hope 011 the day 
and in the year as above,"

April 6th. ^Uuite dark, misty, (■aim weather. Work at the 
Iledoubt eoramenoed. About " a.m. the mist cleared off when the 
Fiscal was sent out with the interpreter Dom an and the Hottentoo 
CarabiLgfl, hUuk Platneus, to show them the spots behind the ' bos- 
he u vol,' beyond the Com pan J 's Hues, covering all the hills and dales 
us far as the Hout and Berg valleys inclusive, as well as along the 
M>a shore below the " Gevel bergen" (for the natives to oi'oupy), as 
well as the passages by raeaiiB of which they could visit us witliout 
being molested. Through thest-rtwo HottentoostheGoringha\quaj< 
or Caapmeti and Gorachouquas or Tobacco Thieves had requested us 
to be aUowed to occupy this area and. find shelter under our 
protection from the Satdanhar Oedasoa who seems to tie inclined to 
attack them, as they are afraid, aa they say, of his doing so 
beoauee he is displeased with them, because he thinks, as they say, 
that it is at their instigation that we now hH)k into the mouths at 
the teeth of the animals which he brings for sale to find out th^ir 
age, at the same time endeavouring to prejudice us against him by 
pretending that he is harbouring much ill will towards us. But 
all this shotdd not be lightly believed, but accepted with discretion, 
PIS only lately he left us in a friendly manner, though he is for all 
that closely watched. 

April 7fh — Dark sky in the morning, with a N.W. breeze. 
April l*th and 9th. — Same weather, with now and then a little 
rain. About ni>on it commenced to blow somewhat hsrd from the 
S.S.E. 
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1661. April 10th.— (Palm Sunday.) S.S.E. wind still blowing. 

"" April 11th and 12th. — Same wind. 

April 13th.— Beautiful calm weather. 

April 14th. —Calm, cloudy atmosphere. Wann sunshine during 
the da}', with a S.W. breeze. 

April loth and 16th. — The same lovely weather, with the wind 
westerly as yesterrl.ay. 

April 17th.— Easter Sunday. Cloudy sky. Calm weather. 

April 18th. — Somewhat clearer weather, with a westerly breeie. 
During the afternoon the Cloof- watchman signalized that 2 veaadB 
were approaching from the south. As the wind was too light for 
them to come in, the Fiscal was sent out to them with the sloop 
and the following note : — 

To the officers of the approaching vessels outside the bay, 
" Honour fast ! Prudent ! Very discreet I Good friends! 

As we find that the Perky t is too low down to be able to gife 
you any warning, we have decided to send you our sloop with our 
Fiscus on board to inform vou of our condition here, and also 
enable you without delay to inform us who our friends are and 
whence they have come, whom we wish a safe arrival and send t 
loving greeting. AVe remain your friend to command 

(Signed) Johan van Riebebck. 

In the Fort ' the Good Hope, ' the 18th April, 1661." 

About one o'clock in tlie morning the skipper of the Perijfi 
landed and reported that he had boarded the vessels, which were 
the flute Vrnevhiugh and the yacht " V CW(^," which had left 
Batavia on the 27th January last, under the command of Johannes 
Bouheljou, havinff had fine weather all the way. 

April 19th. — Tery lovely weather in the morning, with a 
westerly breeze during the night, and, guided by the beacon fire 
on liobben Island, the two vessels, thank God, arrived safely on 
the roadstead, bringine us our letters from India. On the way 
the Venenhurgh had lost four, and the Calf three men. For the 
rest they were well conditioned, bringing only 10 or 12 sid:, who 
were removed to the hospital to be nursed there. 

April 20th — 23rd. — Fine weather daily, with westerly faveeies. 
About 8 o'clock in the morning our travellers returned from the 
Namaqras. They had not found the King at the old place; but 
having travelled 5 days further, and each day 6 Gherman miles in t 
northerly direction, theyhadatlast reached the great Gharigiuiquas, 
among whom were some of the Namaqua people, who «t once 
recognised our men and informed them that their King had left 
instructions with the great Chariguriquas that should our peofde 
arrive among them with Oedasoa's emissaries to accept and ratiff 
the peace in his name. This was done, the terms ineluding also 
the Soaquas or the Mountain tribes (Bergh Volcq), after they had 
been conquered by the Namaquas; so that there is now peaoe 
everywhere among them, as it seemed to the gr^at joy of them aD. 
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The Soaquaii also proiuiee I our mei: to bring us elephaDt tusks, 
hiney and wax. 

This war the Namaquaa Iiad made not on their own account 
against Oddason, but on that of the groat CbariguriquaB, who had 
l)een deprived liy Oedasoa of all their <aittle and rightly so, as they 
had received the siuiie from him oa liire and merely to depasture ; 
issteod of which they had appropriated ail to tliemselvea ; so that 
Oedasoa took the whole lot back by force. They thereupon 
":ook refuge among the Namnrjiias, who gave iheni other cattle ou 
[he same terms, and accepted them as their tributaries. They 
ire, however, desirous to keep the peao*> with Oedasoa in order 
x> be able to come hither without fear. All this the Namaqua 
King had instructed the Chief of the great Chariguriquas to tell 
IB, and also : — 

That at present he was compelled to march agoiust the BrigoJys, 
ffe this wrongly mentioned as Brichje, in order to make wai' on 
Ehem and bring them to peace and under subjection. He would 
mdeavour to be back among the great Chariguriquas towards the 
beginning of the dry season and there expect tlie ordinary 
wnissartes of Oedasoa, named Ken'ahi and Hachora, with some 
3[)iitchmen like those who had been tliere now and were always 
miployed for that purpose. 

■ He would then in tlieir company proceed to the Cape to visit 
the Dutch Commander, not empty handed, but with all kinds of 
i^oods collected from amnu^ all the tribes with which he was 
Mquainted and associated ; among which goods there would be 
also gold obtained from a nation in the country called Geyry- 
£yqua, and by the Hotlentoos Chori-Eyqna, that is to say " gold 
people," which also have red cpper in their country, and for the 
present have shown ua tlie arm rings made of tbe i^ame. Besides 
the Namaquas and Brigoudys, that tribe had also frequent inter- 
jttonrse with the Choboquas or those of Mnnomotapu, meeting each 
other in the towns (vaste plaatsen) of 'Vigiti Magna,' Mossata, 
Samot Cumissa, and Jeuras, going to and fro, so that this appears 
to begin to agree with what Linschoten mentions among other 
matters, viz., that the blacks of Angola sometimes journey over 
%Dd towards those of Monomotapa, who bring their gold to the 
Tortuguese at Sofala, for, according to present information more 
,Bnd more obtained by ns. the Geyry-Eyquas, or the " Gold nation," 
bring their gold to the Brigoudyp, wlio in their turn sell it to the 
Namaquna discovered by us, and according to the information given 
mby If errahiandHachorajOedasoa's messengers, considerably large 
pieces, which the Nainaquas usually sell to a nation like the Dutch, 
living very far towards the north en the sea coast, which is visited 
ly ships and where there are fortresses with guns. These are 
ATideiitly the Portuguese in " Loaugo St. Paulo ' and neighbour- 
liood ; hut as these Namaquas now saw that there were at present 
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IMl. also people lying at the Cape from whom everything in the world 
"" could be obtained, they wished, having settleid the Brigoudys, to 
oome down to us witli all their foroe, and visit the Gape about the 
time of the dry season. He would bring with him all kinds of 
things that were obtainable among the various tribes in those 
regions, to show the Dutch what might please them, because 
moreover it would not be such a difficult and long journey for 
him to the Cape as it was to the Portuguese settlements. 

The result will be seen about October next. All this informa- 
tion, which agrees with the report of our travellers, we have 
obtained from the aforesaid Kerrahi and Hachora, who appear to 
know a great many things, amongst others also this that in the far 
interior there are people living in permanent abodes and cities, 

I)rovided with much household furniture, quite black, with Oddk 
ips, and possessing many elephant tusks and gold, which they 
again trade away to others. 

Also that there was a certain little people, not taller thau 
children of 4 or 5 years old, who are hung round with glistening 
beads, which if broken to pieces the latter glisten like the rays of 
the sun. 

That the Namaquas were at present marching against the 
Brigoudys was because the latter had kept b6W>k for themselves 
fidly half of the gold which they had bartered from the GFeyry- 
Eyquas for the Namaquas, so that they had defrauded and robbed 
the Namaquas. These Brigoudys appear to be partly subject to 
the Namaquas, and obliged to bring to the latter adl the gold 
obtained from the Geyry-Eyquas ; but as they sometimes act 
treacherously in this and rob the Namaquas, the latter are obliged to 
bring them under proper devotion by force of arms. Time will 
bring further developments. 

The King of the Namaquas is called Akey. 

The King of the Brigoudys is called Eyra. 

But the name of the King of the G-eyry-Eyquas, or the gold 
people, they had not yet been able to discover. 

Here follows the Journal kept by the Junior Surgeon, Pieter 
Meerhoff. 

" On the 2ist of March, 1661, we once again set out to the 
Namaquas, whom we had discovered. There were nine of us, via.:— 

I, Pieter van Meerhoff, as chief in command. 
Johannes Doihagen, of Gronou. 
Johannes van Asschen, of Brussels. 
Frans Martensz, of St. Antheunis. 
Christiaan van Kerckhoven. 
Jan Jansz Wit, of TVitmont. 
Bartholomeus Rudolphus, of 't Weert, 
Lourens Jansz, of Delft. 
Pelngius Weckerlyn, of Cosnits.

Two Cape Hottentoos as interpretera, and throe pack oxeu to 
carry our goo h and soms presents which the Hon, Commander 
was sending to the Xamaqua?. 

Having pasaed the Bracke Rivier we proceeded N.N.E. four 
miles and rested at the foot of the Tygerbergeu. 

On the 22ndwewentN.]i]. towards a smallriverbehiiidtheTycer- 
bergen, where we rested, having travelled 2 Dutch miles. Wetnen 
proceeded on our way in the same direction to the Moseelbanek, 
■where we stayeil for the night, having marohed another 2 milee. 
Here I gathered some of the mussels by order of the Commander, 
which I thought might have some pearls in them, but I could find 
none. 

On the 23rd we pvoceedel N.N-W. about li miles, and then 
northwards towards a dry river, at wliich we rested, having 
travelled 3 miles. We then marched N.E. towards a saltpeterish 
water, where we rested for the night, having travelled IJ miles. 

On the 24lh we marched N.N.E. towards a dry river having its 
sources in the liiebeetks Casteel, and where we rested, having 
Irdvelled 4 miles. About 8 o'clock at night a lion came on our 
hoartl and kept us almost the whole night under arms, so that we 
had enough to do to defend ourselves and the cattle. 

On the 25th we marelie'l E. over a ridge on the E. side of the 
Castle Riebeeck, Having reached the top we proceeded in a N.E. 
direction to a valley on the E. side of the Castle Itiebeeck, 
ivhere we rested, having niai^ohed two miles. 

On the 26th we travelled N.N.E. to the Great Berg Kiver, 
which, thauk God, we crossed without mishap. Here we rested, 
liaving marched 6^ miles. We then went on in the same direction 
to the Little Berg River, where we rested, having marched a mile. 
Here some Hotteuto<js of the Gonuomaa, alius Saldanhars, informed 
us that the Namaquas had had a fight with the S'laquas and 
wished to make us believe that the Snaquas had gained the victoiy 
and taken all the cattle of the Namar^uas. This, however, we could 
not believe, but on the contrary took it for granted that they 
wished to slop our journey if they could only bring it about. 
They also said that we would not find ihe Namaquas, and might 
just as well go bauk whence we come. We told them that we 
would look BO long until we had foimd thom. 

On the 2Tth we marched N.N.E. towards the Bh.'cxhergh, 
arriving at the gi-eat marsh. Haviog crossed it, we had also 
completed 2 miles of walking. We (hen went E.N.E. one mile 
and rested for the night, ha\ing marched 3 miles. The captain of 
tlie aforesaid Gounomas had followed us alllhe while and had with 
liim a Cape Hotteutoo whom we knew, and who said that he was 
going to the Cape. We at once entrusted liim with a letter to tha 
Vol. VII. 8 
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1661 Commander, informing him of what had been told us by the 
"^ Hottentoos. 

On the 28th we travelled N.N.E. along the mountains, towaidi 
a small river having its souroe in the large mountain range. We 
had marched 2| miles, and having rested awhile we proceeded N. 
straight towards the Castle MeerhofP, to a marshj river, where we 
slept, having covered two miles. 

On the 29th we again proceeded N.N.E. to a little river proceed- 
ing from the main mountain range. Having marched 3 miles we 
rested. We then went N. to a fountain where the rhinooerosses 
generally drink, and where we rested, having travelled 1 J miles. 

About 2 o'clock in the morning a rhinoceros passed us, so that 
our cattle commenced to jump very much. We all seized our 
arms, believing that it was a lion. I ordered the sentry to discharge 
his musket, wnich he did, but his powder horn caught fire, so 
that his arm and hand were severely burnt. 

On the 30th we continued our N. course towards the path cross- 
ing the mountains towards tlie Oliphaiits River, where we rested, 
having travelled two miles. 

On the 31st we crossed thu mountains in a S.E. direction. 
Having reached the top in fine clear sunshine we had once more 
a view of Table Mountain lying S.S.W. from us. We then 
marched towards the Oliphants Kiver, where we rested, ha?iug 
travelled 2 miles. The rest of the day we lay cpiiet to rest our 
cattle. 

On the Ist April we marched N. along the Oliphants River 
about 3 miles and rested our cattle. We then went northwards 
about a mile along the river, and came to a fire which the Soaquas 
had lit ; we told om- Hottentoos to call out to the Soaquas to come 
to us. At last one crossed the river and came swimming towards 
us. We asked him after the Namaquas. He told us that they 
were at war with some other nation still further inland, to which 
they had gone ; adding that the Namaqua (chief) had said that if 
the Dutch came to look for him, that the aforesaid Soaquas were 
to tell them that they would i*etm-n when the rainy season was 
over as they had first to do battle with the others. They strongly 
advised us to return to the Cape, but we again replied that we 
would search for them until we had foimd them. This did not 
exactly please these Hottentoos, who only said that our best plan 
would be to return, as we would not find the Namaquas. We 
parted from the Soaquas and marched towards a marshy river, 
sprouting west from the mountains and discharging itself into the 
Oliphant's River, where we rested, having marched 3 miles. 

On the 2nd we marched 1 j miles N. Here we left the Oliphant's 
River and proceeded N.W. among the mountains half a nule and 
rested our cattle after having travelled 2 miles. We then marched 
further N.W. following the elephant paths about 2| miles. 
Changing our course to the W. J mile, we arrived in the valley 



where we hud in our last journey purtt'd from the Namnquaa. Wo 
concluded from the grass and the duug c.f the nfittlo that after we 
had left them they had remained there ouly 1 or 2 nights. 
This did nut please me very well. Hmvever. I did not despair, 
hnt dfteided t" follow the spoor of theii- cattle, thinking that I 
would surely find them, and having unpaoked nnr oxen we rested, 
haviiig marched '3 miles. 

On the -Srd we continued on the trail N.N.AV. towards a 
marsh}' river, where the Namaquas had eni'amped for one night. 
Sere we rested, having marched '-ih miles. After a little repose 
we continued following the spoor of the eattle. as it woiild other- 
wise have tieen impossible for us to find the way. We changed 
our ooume and went. N.E. between high mountains, passed 3 or 4 
etony ridges of mountains ami finally arrived in a small valley 
wheie they hod Iain for a night with their cattle. We had 
mnrohed 4 miles. 

On the 4th we travelled N.N.K. about 4 miles and again arrived 
at the Oliphant's River which the Namaquas liad crossed with 
their cattle. Here we rested, hnving comiileted 4 miles. Whilst 
resting OUT oattic I sent some of the men tt> run from one 
mO)iutain to another, to Bor whethei' they could disc^ver any 
Eottentoos or cattle, but tliey saw nothing. We then marched 
NJJ.E., croBBed over 'i or 4 atony ridges, and arrived at a marsh 
where the Namaquas had passed a night. Here we rested, having 
travelled about 3^ miles. About midnight we heard 3 or 4 cannon 
Bhot8. which, howevor, appeared to be far away from us, about Ifi 
or 18 miles to the N., but as I presumed, near to the sea shore 
or some towns (vastigheden) . 

On the -ith we uoutinued our N.N.E. course, crossed 2 or S 
Kuidy ridges about I mile in lengtli and arrivetl in a valley. 
Hence we travelled N, about 'i miles and again came to the 
OHphantM Kiver, which here trends towards the N.E, AVe marched 
a mile along it. and came to a place where the Namaquas had lain 
for II night. Here we rested our cattle, having walked 4 miles. 
We then went N.E. and N.N.E, along the river about 2 miles 
and saw 2 Hottentoos coming towards us, whom we found to be 
Boaquas. Hen' we o£F loaded our cattle, having marched 2 miles, 
I asked them after the Namaquas, but through the interpreter 
they replied tb.at we would not be able to reach them this year as 
they had gone so far away. We asked them further whether 
there was no other nation in tlie neighbourh'iod. but the interpreter 
refused to translate the question. We, therefore, could conclude 
irom the Soaquas and our Hottentoos that we were no longer far 
Away from them. We offered each of the Hoaquas a copper plate 
and a quantity of all kinds of beads if they would only give us the 
■lightest inkling. This they would have done if our Hottentoos 
had not dissuaded them. This I could plainly perceive. I gave 
the Soaquas tobacco and they lustily drank in the smoke. I 
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1661. personally spoke to them, and showed that I was prepared to make 
~ them a liberal present if they would only accompany us. This 
they promised me, going home to fetch their arms and saying that 
they would be back the same night. About JIO o^clock they 
returned, bringing 4 other Soaquas with them, two of whom I had 
seen with the Namaquas during my last trip. They remained 
with us and promised to accompany us. Our Ilottentoos sat up 
the whole night conversing with the Soaquas about our joomey, 
Oedasoa and the other Cape Hottentoos We asked our interpre- 
ter about 10 times what they were talking about, but he replied 
** Nothing at all." This wtw generally the answer we received. 

We could come to no other conclusion than that our interpreters 
had imposed on the Soaquas with many untrue statements. 

On tne 6th we marched N.N.E. one mile, the Soaquas acoom- 

{)anying us. We then crossed the Oliphauts River once more and 
eft the Soaquas, taking a N.N.W. direction. Having passed 
some sandy mountains we again reached the Oliphants Itiver. 
Here the Namaquas had camped 4 or 5 days. Having marched 
3 miles we rested awhile and then proceeded northwards. Here 
we left the Oliphants River which takes an easterly course, and 
marched towards a large mountain like the Tafelberg, when we 
rested for the night, having travelled 3J miles. 

On the 7th we marched northwards to the foot of the paid big 
mountain, about 3| miles and rested a while. Here we found 
some Hottentoos, called Chariguriquas, from whom I understood, 
as well as previously from the Soaqutw, that I would not be able 
to reach the Namaquas before the rainy season. When I heard 
this from them I asked them whether one or two of them would 
not accompany us to the Cape, as I would give them as muck 
copper, beads and tobacco as one of us could carry, as well as 
bring them back again. They replied that the rainy season was 
too near at hand, which would prevent their return this year. 
They would otherwise have done so with pleasure. 

These Chariguriquas had, ere this, been at war with Oedasoa 
who had taken from them all their cattle. They and the Namaquas 
are very good friends, because the latter had taken their part 
against Oedasoa; otherwise there had been always peaoe and 
harmony between the Namaquas and Oedasoa. I brougnt matters 
to such a successful issue that peace was made and ratified 
between tlio three emissaries of Oedasoa and these natives, who 
promised that, as soon as the rainy season was over, they and the 
Namaquas would come to the Cape together, and that they had 
made this arrangement mth each other for a certainty. 

Seeing therefore that there was no chance to reach the Namaquas, 
and that we could proceed no further on account of the want of 
water, we resolved to return to the Cape, and put together a present 
of some beads and tobacco for the Chief of tnese aforesaid tribes, 
leaving with him also another to be delivered by him to the King 



of the Namai^uas. At tke sime time we ehowetl him all oui' other 
things, copper plates, as well as bends and tobacco, They said 
that ihe Kiog of the Naiuaqun.s would be very sorry whea he 
heard that we had been there, iis the Namaquaa had spoken to 
them iiboiit the Dutch, that they had of everything ; adding that 
the King had only left to fetch his cattle, which were & oousideroble 
distance further in the interior, and that the Namaquaa wished 
always to remam at the Cape aud always travel thence. They had 
said tile same at the Cape of the Charigwriquas, as the friendship 
between them both was very great. This I could plaiuly see. as the 
Namaquaa had given them cattle agiiiii and on their behalf made 
war against Oedasoa. After the peace had been eonchided they 
entertained the ambaesadors of Oi'dasoa right royally ami were 
very merry with one another. I poui-ed out braudy to the Chief 
until ho became ilrunk. I asked them from whom they had 
obtained all theu' irou and copper out of which they made their 
beads. They said from the Coboquos. I further asked them bow 
fur they were distant from that nation V Thej' replied about one 
month's tourney. These Coboquas are also Hotlentoos, but rather 
blacker than those. They, however, trade vnth real Cabonnars of 
Moiiomotapn. Tliey could tell me clearly that PortugueBe lived 
there, whence all their copper aud beads came. They said that if 
they wished to get there they must cnmmenoe their journey 
shortly after the rainy Beasoo, as it would otherwise be impossible 
in cousequenco of the formidable droughts, as there ere nought 
but Band hills there, aud the cattle can only obtain shcrf giass and 
the branches of the ' cripple ' bush. In all my life I have net-er 
seen such a poor laud, whirh does not carry a handful of good 
gras;. We now took our leave in oriler to return, as it was already 
commencing io rain, fearing that if we waited longer we would 
ni)t bo able to cross the Oliphants River, as we found to be 
the case lait time, when we saw with our own eyes that in 1'2 
hours it rose 9 feet, and that even in the dry season. 

On the 8th we took our leave from the Chief, in order to return 
to the Cape ; taking a southerly course we reached the Oliphants 
Eiver, having raarcTied "J miles. 

On thf 9th we marched 8.S.W. about 2 miles ; theu 8., when we 
arrived once more at the Oliphants River, having covei-ed 4 miles. 
After a rest we travelled 3 more miles, crossed the Oliphants River, 
walked a distance along ita banks in a 8.S.E. direction and rested, 
ha\-ing travelled 4 miles. 

On tlie 10th we followed the river 4 miles and rested. Here 
our men bartered some rock rabbits from the Soaquas for tobacco. 
These Soaquas had before this always wan-od against Oedasoa, 
so that we brought it so far that we made peace between them and 
Oedaaoa's emissaries, and ended the war. We asked theeo 
Soaquas fo go with ub to the Cape, but they also promised to come 
after the rainy sensou and to bring honey and elephant tusks 
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1661. which they have in abundance here; they had had alao on 
"" hand tusks wliich they had ere this bartered to the Cobonas, who 
in their turn had negotiated them to the Portuguese. All this they 
explained to me. They are at present very much inclined to trade 
with the Dutch, as they saw that we had of everything, and the 
peace had now been concluded. The rest of the day we rested 
our cattle. 

In the afternoon about 3 o'clock a heavy thunderstorm with rain 
and lightning broke loose from the N. W. and continued until 
midnight. 

About 10 o'clock in the evening a wild beast passed near us, 
which made our cattle jump. We presumed that it was a sea oow. 
I myself went with my musket to nre at it that it might leave us, 
but the musket burst into at least 25 pieces aboilt my ears, and 
God Almighty mercifully saved me that I did not lose my whole 
hand, as I escaped witnout being greatly wounded. Only my 
thumb was broken. I thanked God for the merciful escape. 

On the 11th we continued our march S.S.W. along the river 
about 3^ miles, when we reached a fountain where we rested 
awhile, and then proceeded 3 miles further, when we rested. 

On the 12th we marched 3 J miles S. along the river, with rainy 
weather, and when resting, about 40 Soaquas came to us with some 
rock rabbits and honey, which our men bartered for tobaooo. 
Having marched 3 miles further we rested for the night. 

On the 13th we marched 3 miles S. towards th e pa ss in order to 
cross the mountains and, having rested, walked W., crossed the 
mountains and after a march of 2 miles rested in a valley. 

On the 14th we reached a valley on the S.W. point of the 
(>astle MeerhofiF having marched 2 miles; proceeding 3 milee 
further we came to a fountain where the rhinocerosses generally 
come to drink, and rested there. 

On the 15th we continued our S. course 2 miles to a valley 
under the main mountain range. Having rested we went 3 miles 
further to a fine river sprouting from the said range. Here we 
rested. 

On the 16th wo went 3 miles further S. to a small river. We now 
divided our bread, that each might carry his own, as two of our 
oxen could hardly get along even without any burden, in conse- 
quence of the forced marches day and night. Having rested 
awhile we marched 2J miles S.W. to tlie Castle Eiebeeok as far 
as the great marsh, where we rested. 

On the 17th we travelled S.W. 2 miles to the ' Kleine Berg 
Kivier ' and rested. Having marched one more mile we arrived 
and rested at the * Groote Berg Rivier.' 

On the 18th we marched 3 J miles S.W to the Castle Biebeeck 
and rested our cattle. Marched one mile further and then altered 
our course to W.S.W. as far as a small river at which we rested, 
having marched 1^ mile. 
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^ On tlie ]yth we were oLliged to lie quiet tu rest our fftttle. 

On the 20tli we proceeiled 3 miles S.S.W. to a braukiflb water, 
where we rested. Aftenvords we went li miles furtlier to a 
marshy river, where we camped for th" night, 

Oil the 21st we marched -i miles S. to t!ie ' Xf osselbauok ' and reated 
a little. After that we widked U miles further S.W. to a httle 
river heliind (he Tiger Mmintaiusand rested there. 

On the 2^nd we iiiarchetl '■i miles S.W- to a fountain behind the 
• Tygerhergen .' where we rested. We then went S.S.E. 4 miles 
straight for the ' Bracke liivier,' where we rested, 

On the 2yrd v.-e marched straight to the Fort the Good Hope, 
where we were well received by the Hon. Commander. 
This day, the 23rd April, 16*il, 

iSigned) PiKTER VAS Meerhoi'k. 
The Council having read the above Journal and heard the verbal 
report of the travellers, adopts the following Besolutions: — 

Saturday, 2:ird April, Ifilil. 
■'As during tbf last journey of the Junior Surgeon Pieter van 
MeerhofF and the emissaries of Oe<lasoa peace was made between 
the Saldanbars and the Namaquas, and the latter had promised to 
come down to us after the rainy season, not only with much cattle, 
but also, as is said, with all kinds of other tbiiige which they will 
obtain from other tribes further iuland in order to show us, among 
wliioh will be gold, &c., it woe decided in order to maintain the 
courage of the travellers, to give each of them a present of four 
reals in uash, especially as the journey liail been f.ir more difficult than 
the previous one, having extended six days further, and the men had 
suffered much in the wear and tear of their clothes. And in order to 
prevent too great a dissipation, it was further decided to pay them 
out in cash for their arrear rations of brandy, at the price at which 
it is sold out of the Company's stores ; an<lasPietervauMeerhoff as 
head of the expedition has merited double ]my, to pay the surplus 
out to him in cash, and place the whole to the account of extra- 
ordinary expenditure, as well as the provisions and merchandize 
expended on the natives during their travels. 

And in order to retain tlie good will of OeJasoa's men, and of 
the two Hottentoos who iiccorapanied the expedition as interpreters, 
it was decided to give good presents to them also, as had been done 
on former occasions. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort ' the Good Hope,' on the 
day, and in the year as above.

^^WTfae watchmen on the tloof this afternoon report the approach 
^^ptwo yesseis, and aa the Pvrl;t/t and Jli/tersum were becalmed, 
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1661. we decided to despatch our boats thither to inform them of our 
~ condition here. They remained away the whole night. 

April 24th. — The boats return in the morning, not having been 
able to reach the vessels, and were at once sent back with fresh 
men, wlio on their return reported that the vessels were the 
Vogchangh of Amsterdam and the Erasmus of Rotterdam. 

April 25th. — Arrival of the above named vessels with a stiff 
N.W. breeze. The Vogehangh had left the Texel on the 24th 
November last with 198 men, of whom 2 had died and 2 or 3 were 
ill in their bunks. The rest were fairly well. The skipper was 
named Thomas MiohieUz, and the bookkeeper Jacob van Straten. 
She had crossed the line very quickly and had been becalmed off 
the Cape only 2 or 3 days. She had called at Cabo Verde and 
been fairly refreshed there. 

The yacht Erasmus of Rotterdam had left Goeree on the 7th 
January last with 163 men, of whom 1 had died and 1 been 
drowned. The rest were all well, including the skipper Dirck van 
Duynen, the bookkeeper Johannes van Hul, and a minister named 
Johannes Doncker. They had been becalmed about three weeks 
near the line and about 25 or 26 days neai* the Cape ; otherwise 
they would have had a very short voyage. 

Towards evening another vessel was sighted between Robben 
Island and the Continent. 

April 26th. — Dark, misty weather in tlie morning, which cleared 
up during the afternoon, a.^J with a fresh W. breeze the aforesaid 
vessel arrived on the roadstead at nightfall. She was the Dordrecht^ 
with merchant Pieter de Lange and skipper Adriaan Qilde, for 
the Delft Chaml er. She had left Goeree on the 16th December, 
1660, with 291 men, of whom 5 had died, and as the rest were 
suffering from scurvy they had called at Martynbaes, the island 
Trinida, where they had sent the boat on shore which, however, 
could find no fresh water. The place has beautiful anchor grounds 
though. 

April 27th. — Calm weather in the morning. 

April 28th-30th. — (New moon.) Fine, lovely weather. Tiie 
Vogehangh and Erasinus receive their despatch to Batavia, as well 
as the letter?, &c , for India. 

May Ifet. — (Sunday.) Lovely, calm weather. Towards evening 
it began to blow from the N.W. 

May 2nd. — Same unfavourable weather for the departure of the 
two vessels. 

May 3rd. — Clear sky in the morning, with a fresh N.W. breeze. 
Our letters for Patria handed to the Hon. Johan Boucheljon. 

Arrival of the long expected Maerwveen in a pretty desolate 
state, the chief merchant Willem van de Graaff having died on 
the 2nd February last, and the skipper Pieter Barokout the day 
before yesterday. Besides these, 71 others had died, including the 
senior and junior surgeon. About 80 were laid up, and the rest 



' ■were so weak that they could not berth their ship. Accordingly 
the ski]ipers Gilde of the Donlnr/il and Pieter Danielsz of tlie 
Peril//, together with the junior merchant Roeloff de Man and the 
Fiscal of this Fortress at once went on board to provide for the 
vesael, and find out how miitterj were situated. Returning iu the 
(iftemoou, they eontirmed the above description, adding thnt the 
oontrol on board was Piitisfactory, that the ship's council had 
appointed the chief mate Jan Jant-z Swurt as skipper, the second 
mate as chief mate, and the aaihmiker as third offii-er. The Rev. 
Cornelius Colledius was also very ill. They had been kept 54 
days by calms at tho line, wliich they had crossed thrice. Of the 
348 men with ivhom she had left on the 24th November, iu 
company of the Aiii-i:eiwii and Voiji-legiuuj, she had brought only 
2ti5, whom we hope with refreshmeuts aud the blessing; of (jod 
BOou to put on their legs again. They had taken two months 
sailing from the Equator to thip, which may be considered very 
I feir. 

j^H May 4th. — iSlitf N.W. winds, which going down towards evening 
^^^ttie siok of the M/iersecefii were lauded, 

^^P May Stli.^A S.E. breeze. The Vi'jiUninjIi nnJ iV«sw"« leave 
^"for Batavin, and shortly afterwards the Hon. Jan Bouobeljou 
with the flute Vi-nmlnii-ih aud yacht Cidlf for tho Fntlieriaud, 
taking with him our letters to the Director?. God grant that 
these precious retoni cargoes may arrive safely home and the 
outward buund likewise at Batavia. 

In tho meanwhile the chief merchant Pioter dc Lange aud 
skipper Gilde were with the Fiscal twramissioned to pioceed on 
boanl the Miierwvefu to inquire how it was situated wiih the chests 
and goods of the deceased chief merchant Willem de Graelf and 
skipper Pieter Bnrckout, aud Imw miittere were on board iis 
regarded the commandof Iheship, Ac. On their return ihey reported 
what they had done, and submitted lists of the chests and goods of 
the aforesaid deoeiised, which they had si-aled down ; they also 
reported that the government of the ship by the new skipper and 
otoer officers appeareii to be satisfactory. 

May 6th,— iiue weather. The Commander, aocompauiud by 
the upper merchant I'ieter de Lange aud other commissioners, 

fooeeds on board the Miirrsnreii, and finding everything without 
B least confusion, adopts with the Ooimcil this afternoon the 
■lowing Resolution : — 
I-Viday, the GtL May, 1661. 
"After an investigation twice held, and a personal txaniiuatiou 
by commissioners, it having been fouud that there was gooi.1 harmony 
among the olhoers promoted on board the Mu'Tntrceii, that there 
has never been the least disorder or dissipation among them, but ou 
the contrary that they appeared tu be sober pereons in their condnot ; 
aod further it having appeared from the journals of the late skipper 
as well 88 those of lua officers that the latter were fully competent 
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1661. for their duties, it was uDanimously decided by the Commander and 

~ Council, after ripe deliberation, and with the assistance of the 

upper merchant Pieter de Lange and Adriaan de Gilde, sidppar 

on the Dordrecht^ to confirm the appointments made by the ship's 

council of the Maerm'reen as follows : — 

The chief mate Jan Jansz Swart of Letko to be skipper vice 
the deceased Pieter Barckout. 

Tlie junior mate Comelis Jansz of Bergen to be senior mate. 

The third officer Jan Evertsz van Nes of Batavia to be junior 
mate. And the sailmaker Sacharias de Qroot to be third officer, 
as he had before this often acted in that capacity in India. 

These appointments, however, to be subject to the approTal ol 
the Governor-General and CouDcil at Batavia. 

Further the required orders were issued regarding; one thing and 
another, both as regards the rank to be taken at table and other- 
wise, that everyone miglit know how he was to regulate himself. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort the Good Hope, on the day 
and in the year as above.

May 7th. —Windy weather from the N. W. 

May 8th. — (Sunday.) Fine, calm, lovely, sunshiny weather 
in the morning. 

May 9th. — liard, dry, S.S.E. winds. 

May 10th. — Calm in the morning. The officers of the Dordrecht 
take on board their refreshments for the voyage, and receive their 
despatch, in order to leave with the first favourable breeze for 
Batavia, and with the despatches to their Honours there. 

May lltli. — The above vessel leaves towards evening with a fine 
8.E. breeze. God grant her a safe voyage. 

May 12th. — Calm, cloudy weather. The Commander proceeds to 
the country to inspect the lands and the agricultural work in 
general. He found some of the freemen rather slow, they not 
having as yet put even a plough into the ground, whilst the 
Company and some other freemen had already half their lands 
ploughed and sown, it being now the time for that purpose, which 
should not be neglected. They were therefore urged not to delay 
any longer, as there would be no provisions for sale to them out of 
tlie Company's stores, and whatever more might induce them to 
better and greater exertion. 

May 13th. — Fairly fine weather. The Conmiander busy further 
marking off the fence which he had begun to plant with wild 
bitter almonds, which are growing well and will in a few jean' 
time become a fine, thick and high hedge. Within it are now 
embraced the two Bush hills (Bosheuvels) and the ^Baers 
nvieren ' which during a heavy rainy season discharge themselves 
into False as well as Table Bay, and that for the paBtures md 
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tlia hay, which are highly re<]uired on both sides oi its banks fur 
the oattle and the horeeB. 

May 14th. — (Full moon.) Fine, oalm, cloudy weather, with 
now and then a slight shower. 

May loth. — (Sunday.) The same weather. 

May llith. — Same weather, CioDuoma, the eecoud (.'hief of tlia 
Suldanhars or Cochoquas, arrived at the Fort with ■! cows and 29 
aheep, not having dared to show himself here for tho last seven 
years, namely, ever since Herry in lC-53 for the first time stole 
the Company's cattle, as lie was also at the Fort (he night before, 
and feared that wt- considered him also guilty of the crime ; (we 
used to call him the black captain). In order to give him 
firmer confidence in us, we treated him the in<jre liberally and said 
that we were now at peace with ali the great of llie land, and 
endeavour to make more with otJier tribes and also with himself ; 
a peace unbreakable. This seemed to please him much ; and he 
was mightily astonished at the buildings whicli iiad been erected in 
every direction since his absence, and said that no oni' in the world 
any longer harboured any evil inlentinns against thi-Diitoh, but that 
all the great in the neighbourhood were all completely at rest 
regarding what bad ocuaiTcd, and were with heart and soul disposed 
to visit U8 for trade and intercourse. Hcrry is at f)reBent living 
neai- tlie Fort and with Uoraan employed as inter])reter, though 
Eva is the principal exponent of the language, as she speaks Dutch 
thoroughly and jierfectly. Through her bonomoa inlormed the 
Commander that he had purposely come to see him once more, 
having heard of his approaching departure, and to request that 
like Oedasoa and so many others he also may be accepted and 
Bontinned in the same friendship, and for that purpose submitted 
^mself for favourable recommendation to the new Commander, 
■ he would on his part not desist from bringing on oattle. He 
ras answered as was required, as well as to his satisfaction, and 
ntuuied of our friendship. After which his men also were lustily 
Kffitertained with food and brandy to the height of meriiness, and 
fit having in the meanwhile grown dark, they went to sleep a little. 

May 17th. — Very fine, lovely, sunshiny weather. The Com- 
mander again went out, having iusti-ucted the Fiscal and Land 
Surveyor to survey the land fence as it had been marked off, that 
the whole might be laid down in a chart before his departure ; and 
also to give the necessary orders for the tillage. 

May ]8th. — Fine weather as before, Gonomoa leaves with a 
good present, and well SRtisfied. 

May 19th. — Same lovely weather. The Maerwreeit receives her 
deepatcb, as well as the papers for India. She will leave with the 
first favourable breeze. 

May 20th. — Bark, rainy weather in the morning, with a stiff 
J.W. wind. Gonomoa's men bring for barter 8 sheep and 2 
bttle. 
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166U May 2lBt.— The wind being S.E. the Matrsereen leares during 

— Ihe afternoon with 280 healthy men, the rick haying been exchanged 
for healthy men, whilst 15 more were given her here than the 
number she brought. May the Almighty keep her aafely. 

To-day some forerunners of the Chainouquas were again at the 
Fort with three cattle, reporting that their Lord was on the way 
hither with a considerable quantity of cattle. He may therefore 
be here before the time supposed, which may be hoped. 

May 22nd.— (Sunday.) Dry S.S.E., with dear weather. 

May 23rd. — Wet weather and westerly wind from the sea. 

May 24th and 25th. — Fine, lovely, clear, calm weather. 
Oedasoa's people bring 4 sheep. 

May 26th.— (AjMjension Day.) The same lorely, dry, cool, 
healthy wentlier. 

May 27th. — The Uilcersiim arrives with a westerly breeze to 
obtain some water. She had as vet seen no ships at sea. The 
Prrkyt was also in sight to-day. 

May 28th. — (New raoon.^ Tlie HUcer^inu leaves during the 
afternoon with a gentle S.S.E. breeze to cruise for the winter 
ships expected from home, together with the Perktjt. 

The following Resolution was adopted : — 

Saturday, the 28th May, 1661. 

*' Jochum Blanck ni Lubeok, keeper of the pay books of this Fort 
* the Good Hope/ having betrothed himself to Johanna Boddys of 
Doesburgh, widow of the late Jan van Harwarden of blessed 
memory, and during his life Ecsign of this Fort, and both havinff 
appeared before the Coimoil, lequostiug that they may be united 
ill the Holy Bonds of Matrimony and allowed that their first bannB 
may be published to-morrow after the sermon ; the Council not 
knowing otherwise than that both are free and according to their 
oi^Ti declarations, which they offer to confirm by oath, have no 
engagement with any one else, resolves to grant these persons their 
reasonable re<|uest, and have their first banns published to-morrow 
after the sermon, and so consecutively every Sunday until the 
third, alter which the solemnisation shall be solemnly effected and 
the marriage publicly proceeded with. 

And as the (aid Jooiii«m Blank, in consequence of his marriage, 
intends at once to ' enter into freedom,' he is, becaose of his 
diligent services in superintending the Company's stores and 
appendices, the keeping of the garrison pay books and the speoifi- 
cation of the expenditure of the ships, &c., an office whioh he has 
satisfactorily held for 3 years, gifted by this, as soon as he has 
entered into freedom, with the appointment of country bailiff (land- 
schout) of the free Colony here, provided that he shall support 
himself with agriculture.

May 2!Hb, — Fine weather. 

May 30th and Slat. — Lively weather. The Commander went 
out agaia into the (.■ountry to inspect everything there, as well as 
the spots on which the Caapmen aud GorachouquiB had requested 
p«nuiseton to settle with tneir families and cattle, mostly in an 
E.S.E. direction, about an hour's walk from the Fort, beyond the 
Salt and ' Brooke ' Rivers, behind the beach downs, fully half an 
hour beyond the circle marked off for the Comnauy, because as. 
they professed that there was no grass sufficient for their cattle ioi | 
the flout and Bergh valleys, where tbey had before this with oup 
consent settled when they parted from Ociasoa. Yestei-day they 
)iad pointed out the epot to Hie Fiacal and Domau aud asked that 
ihey might encamp there. This was granted, provided that tbey 
remained outside tlie land feuoe now being planted {with the wild 
bitter almond), as well as away from the Fresh River embrdcod 
within it for the Company ; tilso that they werd to use no other 
road than through the field gates expressly made for that purpose 
in the said fence, according to the comiitions of the last peace made 
with them, to which all the tribes in this counliy are already as 
acciisfomed as if they were the gates of a town or proviiiOL*. 

On his return to the Fort in the evening, the Conimauder found 
there the first and second king of the Coohoquas or Saldanhai-s, ' 
viz., Oedasoa and Gfonnomoa, witJi 15 fairly good old aud young. 
cattle and 48 sheep, which were obtained from them for yellow ' 
copper, red beads, tobacco and ' kabary,' which are cheint of red 
copper. The aforesaid captains were well entertained. 

Regarding agriculture many of the freemen had to be consider- 
ably urgefl to tlieir work ; uevertlieless a large quantity of wheat 
will be Eown tJiis year. In some parts the seeds are springing 
forth beautifidly, so that it is a plea.sure to see them, 

June Isf . — ]* ine, lovely, clear, sunshiny weather, with calms and 
variable breezes. 

June 2nd. — Towards evening the S.8.E. wind blew rather stiHIy 
until about 9 o'clock. The two Saldauhar kings leave with oa- 
eiderable presents after having been well entertained. At our 
suggestion they promised that when the new Curamaoder arrived 
they would personally bring in some fat cattle aud sheep as a 
welcome to him and in order to be introduced to him by the present 
Commander, that he might be able to see and know what sort of 
people they were who were in alliance with us, and inclined ta ] 
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IMI. nmsociate and trade with hiou as with the preseDt Commander in 
** all peace and friendship. 

Heny and Doman taking this to be a good work, undertook 
also to advise the Hanquaes or chief of the Goradiouquas or 
Tobacco Thieves, as well as the Goringhaiquas or Caapmen, to do 
the same thing, as thej could dearlj see that they would breed 
affection. 

The Chainouquas were living too far awaj, otherwise they would 
very likely also c-ome ; thongn no doubt they will come in good 
time, having sufficiently witnessed the disposition of the Hollanders 
to a familiar intercourse and trade with all the nations of this 
country. 

June 3rd.— Fine, lovely, calm weather in the morning. 

June 4th. — The same pleasant weather. 

June otli. — ^Pentecf>st.) It may be supposed that the outward 
bound ships, in consequence of the calms all about, are lying off 
the coast, longing considerably to reach the land. May Gfod 
grant them a sp*edy arrival. The Hifrer^fun and Perkyt are still 
outside, cruising for them. 

June 6th. — Dry, calm weather, contrary to the nature of the 
season. 

This morning, after the reading of the sermon, the following 
persons were married publicly before the Council in the Council 
chamber, according to tho Resolution inserted below. 

Monday, the 6th June, 1661. 

" After the conclusion of the sermon this morning, the third 
publication of the banns ha\'ing taken place, without the least 
imj^ediment, according to Christian usage, of the betrothed persons 
Jochum Blauq of Luoeck, dispenser and keeper of the pay books 
of this Fortress ' the Good Hope,' and Johanna Boddys of Does- 
burgh, widow of the late Jan van Haro-arden of blessed memory, 
during life Ensign in this Fort, and nothing having appeared before 
us to show that they should be hindered in their purpose — the 
Council decides, according to its resolution of the 28th May last, 
to allow the solemnisation to proceed in the name of the Lord, 
and that everytliing may be lawfully done, as we have no minister 
here, to authorize the Secretar}' to perform the ceremony after 
the conclusion of the service and in the name of the Lord. This 
was accordingly done publicly and lawfully.

June 7th. — Hot, calm sunshine in the middle of winter. 
June 8th. — Towards the afternoon the air became cloudy, with 
a N.W. breeze. At nightfall the Hilrersum and Perkyt arrived 



off Bobben Island. Yesterday and to-day wa biirtered three sbee|i 
from UedaBoa'a people, as well as 6 old and youug cattle from 
other natives professing U> be eraisHaries from the Chainouquiis, 
who wiahed to mention that their kiajf OeJasoa was coming do\ni 
from the Interior with a large number of cattle. This would bf 
most desirable as we have generally obtained from him the largest 
unmber of animals. 

During the evening imd lught it blew and rained very muoh 
from the N.W. 

June (fth.— Same weather. Arrival ot tlie ship Pn'u-ii Willeiti 
about two o'oloi'k in the afternoon, hiiving on board the uhief 
merchant Johau Peltetier and skipyor Daniel de Louper, as well 
as a minister named Johannes van deit Swaerdeu. Hhe had left 
"Wielingen im the 7th February, in company of the Slnd van 
Honiiifjfii and NifUii-enhureii, with 302 men, of whom 15 hail die<l 
and dU or fiU were at prescut on the siok list, suffering from scurvy. 
She had called nowhere. 

The Hi/cersiim also arrives, whosii officers were ordered, in 
aooordant-e with instruotiou:* received with the Prim WHleni t^oiii 
Holland, at i.tnoe to transship hi;r cargo into tbf lutler vesael and get 
herself ready without delay in order to proueed with ali dftspatoh 
to Ceylnn with such orders as will bt- prepared for her by order of the 
Directors, as well as for tho Pi-rl;i/l, whit'li is still cruizing outside 
and may be expei'ted every moment. 

June 10th, — Louse, wft weather, with variable breezes. The 
Ptrkyt arrives and reoeives the wime orders as those given to the 
St leer sum. 

June nth— Strong N.W. wind. 

June 12th. — (Full moon.) Fine, lovely weather. A portion oi 
the sick of the Prim Willeiii landed, and those of the Jl'wrnucten 
who have been ri'stored tu health sent on board instead, to make 
room here. 

This morning Cornelius Hermansz of Utrecht, a carpenter of 
the Maeinereeii, died. 

This afternoon the signalmen at the kloof wati'h house notified 
that there were two vessels in sight. 

June I3th.— Fine, hively, sunshiny weather, with a N.W. breeze. 
About one o'clock in the morning the two vessels, guided by the 
beaoou fires on Ilobben Island, arrived safely in tiie roadstead. 
viz., I£pf Slot ran Jfoiiinfffii and Nicmifnlioff, which had left the 
Wielingen with the Prim Wilkm on the 7th Februory last. On 
board the Slot can Houiitgtn wore skipper Wdlem Volkertez, and 

nlor merchant (Jomelius van Sssen, with 374 men, of whom 4 
died ; excepting 6 or 7, the reet were all well. She had called 
at Cabo Veiile and there heard from the Commander Hendrik 
Kops that two days before her arrival 5 large English ships hod 
' sn thare carrying 1,200 men, who had told mm that in six 
mthfl'timetheywoTild bring about that the phioe would be annexed 
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16CI by the Kiog of England, and that with similar instructions they 
— were to proceed along the whole ooast of Africa as far as the Cape 
of Good Hope, as will more fully appear from the letter of the said 
Cops to Batavia. 

On the Nieutrenhoce were skipper Frederick Jansz and book- 
keeper Jan de Witte. She carried 136 men, 6 of whom had died. 
She had called nowhere, except last week at Saldanha Bay, where 
she had obtained a little water, a small lean ox, and three or four 
sheep. The crew were all well excepting 5 or 6 suffering from 
scurvy. 

June 14th. — Pleasant weather, but too calm for the ships lying 
outside to come in. 

Jime 15th and 16th. — The same weather, but with variable 
breezes. The ship Zeepaart of Zealand towed to the roadstead this 
morning. She had left the Wielingen on the 1st March with 242 
men, of whom 2 had died; the rest were all well. She had called 
nowhere. Yesterday she had seen two ships near liere. Her skipper's 
name was Uendrik Lucifer and that of the junior men^ant 
Cornelia van den Mande. 

Another ship was towed in during the afternoon, the breezes 
being variable. She was the Arnhein which had left the Texel on 
the 7th February last in company of the Wapen van Holland and 
Occrveen, She carried 358 men of whom 31 had died, among 
them skipper liens Jansz and the Eev. Henrious Pelius, with wife 
and 2 children. With the exception of 8 or 10 the rest were fairly 
well. The chief mate Dirck Gerritz of Norden had been appointed 
provisional skipper. The junior merchant's name was Abram 
Ardes, who had his wife and children on board. She had called 
nowhere and met with nothing worth mentioning. Lake the other 
vessels she was at once provided with refreshments, and orders 
issued that this should be daily attende J to. 

June 17th. — Rainy weather and strong breeze from the N.W., 
preventing the Perkyt from leaving for Ceylon. Towards evening 
two vessels reached the mouth of the bay, but in consequence d 
the rising 8. Easter, they were unable to come in. The Perkft 
however left. 

June 18th. — Calm weather in the morning. The Fiscal reported 
that the two vessels were Het Wapen van Holland and the yacht 
Overreen, which had left the Texel together with the Anihem <m 
the 7th February last. 

The Commander Gerrit van Ham, who had been appointed 
successor to Commander van Itiebeeck, had departed this life on 
the 17th March and been buried on the island St. Vincent, whero 
the two aforesaid ships had called. Het Wapen tan Holland had 
on board 343 men, among them skipper David de Coninok and 
junior merchant Hendrik Henk. Of this number 25 had died, 
as well as the aforesaid Commander designate, Ghrrit van 
Harn. 
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On the Oi'enwit were skipper Heudrik Fraakeu aud bookkeeper 
Cornelis Itosendaal. She nad had l(i4 men on board of whom 
noue had died. She had always remained in tlie compauy of Ifet 
W'iffeii ran JTo/liiiid, beoauae her skipper was ill unto death at St. 
Vincent, ao that bUs was iu a very desolate condition, Xow, 
however, both officers and men are all in fair heallh, excepting the 
junior merchant of Het Wnpen can Holland, who is very ill. 

June 19th. — (Sunday) Hazy weather, with a N,W. breeze. 
The Rev, Johannes van den Swaerde administera the Holy Sacra- 
ment on shore. 

During tha afternoon (i cattle and 4 slieep were barlered from 
the Gorachouquas, and 1-3 yesterday from Oedaeca's people. 

June 20th. — Misty, oilm weather in the morning, preventing the 
Hilcerauin from leaving for Ceylon. She had received her despatch 
yesterday. 

The yaoht 2fietiit-i'ii/iore hurriedly despatched to Batavia in 
advance, with letters from the Commtsaioners at the Hague. 

This day died the junior merohant of Ifct Wfif.cit van Ilulhwll. 

Towards evening the HUfermin makes an unsucoesatul attempt 
to leave. 

June 21st. — Fine weather. The Nietiiren/iove leaves, hut the 
HUcfi-stim fails in doing so. The Z'upanrt receives her despatch, 
with copies of the letters sent to Batavia in the Nietimnhofc. May 
the Almighty grant them a speedy voyage, 

June 2"2Hd. — Dark sky iu the morning, with a N,W, breeze, 

June 23rd,— Variable, loose weather. The IIIkci-nHiH and Zee- 
jiiiart leave. Those of the J'rum WHIiin very busy taking on hoard 
their refreshments for the voyage, in oi-der to be able to leave to- 
morrow. 

June 24th, — Rather boisferona, wet weather from the N.AV., 
preventing the PriiiK Wilkm from leaving. 

June 2ylh. — N.W. weather os above. Death of the soldier 
Anthcnio de Wit of the Dngue. 

June 26th. — (Xew muou, Sunday.) Wet, boisterous weather, 
with a stiff N. Wester. 

June 27tb. — The weather somewhat milder. The Slot HoiiimjeH 
rereives her despatch. 

June 28th. — Weather ihe same as yesterday. 

June 2[lth. — Very fine, calm weather, The Pi-ius Willvm aud 
Jloiiiii'jfii doing their best to get outside. Towards evening a S,E, 
breeze sprang up and they left, trod grant tliem u safe voyage 
1 1 Batavia. 

June 30th, — A stiff S.8,E, wind, so that no boats oould sail^ 
otherwise the Aniliem would also have received her despatch, and, 
sliould it please God, also in three days' time the Wdpi'ii am 
J/o/lawlf and Ocrrtreu, the lust to arri\'e. 

July 1 St. — Fine, lovely weather in the morning. The Ani/iem 
axceives her despatch, but cannot leave.

from this, beyond the limits of the Company as fixed by us, and 
according to their request previously made to us, that as they had 
no fresh water and would not be permitted to come to or be 
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_ tolerated at our own (according to the ngreementa raudo with 
tliem) they might be permitted to dig holes in the bi-aokish 
grounds tor tlieir cattle to drink from. 

July 9th. — Dark, hazy weather in the morning, with stiff

July loth. — (Sunday > About the same, but not so bad. This 
morning after the sermon the undermentioned persona ware 
m arried before the Council in open Council chamber, according to

July 12th. — Same weather. The second chief of the Cocboquas 
or Baldaubars, namely Gounomoa. brought 5 cattle and 21 sheep, 
which were bartered from him. Among theui was a large bull 
which he presented to the Commander, wliicb having been accepted 
for the Company, was richly paid for in contra presents, whilst the 
obief was well entertained in order to make him the more accus- 
tomed to UH. In opening the Company's cash box this murolDg 
it was foimd that it bai-ely contained 200 reals, and that as the 
garrison had received no cash payments for 9 months it was 
necessary, in order to prevent dissatisfaction among them, to pay 
them nut one month's wages. The Council aoi.'ordingly decided to 
use for the purpose some of the Orphan Funds in its charge, 
according to the undermentioned Resolulion, viz. ; —

guilders each at one half per cent, per month from the sum belong- 
ing to the orphans and at present in custody of the Company, 
until the Treasury is able to repay it.

— Lovely calm but very cold weather in the morning, 
as if it was freezing. 

July 1 6th. — Dark, rainy weather, with a westerly breeze. 
July 17th.— (Sunday.) Fine, clear, lovely weather, with a S.S.E. 
breeze. 

3\i\y 18th. — Same weather, but calm. The junior merchant 
Roeloff de Man, and the Fiscal Abraham Gabbema went out with 
sergeant Everaerts to inspect the lands and plantations of Com- 
mander van Riebeeck at the ' Bosheuvel,' which he is endeavour- 



iug to sell, that if fouud serrieeable they may be bought tor the 
Compauy, aud plantoil with a large orchard of oranges, lemons, 
Tiues, itc, with which a (lommen cement bos alread)' been made, as 
the place is most conveniently situated and sheltered from all the 
hard winds. Moreover, it will in any case be net'essary to look for 
a large plot of ^rouud for the Compduy, and clear the same of 
bosh, which it will be too late to do this seoeon, in order to traas- 
plant in it the rooted plants and young shoots of the orange and 
lemon trees before September, and the vine stocks in ten or twelve 
days' time. This spot the Commander had selected for himself, 
but as he intends to leave soon, he does not oare about planting 
anything more, but, as aforesaid, desires to sell the whole planta- 
tion. Hence the above mentioned members of the Council, 
eommisBioned for the puTjioHe, went out in order to make a 
thorough inspection of the whole, and see how it can be taken over 
for the Company. Returning towards evening they reported that 
from long experience they had found it to Be the most sheltered 
spot for the cultivation of large trees, against the heavy winds, 
within the circle marked off for the tillage area of the Company 
aod the freemen. Hence it was decided after a long previous 
deliberation and consultation to adopt the following Hesolution: — 
Tuesday, the 18th July, 1661. 
•' It having been found more and more that neither in the 
Company's gardens nor anywhere else in this Table Valley high or 
big fniit trees ean be reared, and that but few nf the little ones 
will succeed, so that it is in the interest nf the Company, and 
getting high time to select a large piece of laud, olcar and prepar* 
it,in whichalltheyouogolive, and especially the orange, pummelo 
and lemon trees, besides different kinds of j nung iJutch fruit trees, 
may be planted in largf numbers about the month of September, 
and thus a large orchard be formed, from which in due course the 
ships may be abundantly refreshed; and as moreover the vine 
slips must be put into the ground about the first of August next ; 
and as it will be a very long and eostly work to prepare new lands 
for the purpose, and there is for such a plantation no better 
situated land — better situated than any belonging to the Com- 

[laiiy — as regards shelter from the S.E. winds than the orange, 
eraim aud vine plantation which the Commander van liiebeeck has 
commenced to lay out, with corn lands, and everything connected 
with the same, and which he is endeavfjuring to sell, favourably 
situated as it is within the area marked off by the Company as i's 
pOBsessions, within sightof the watch house ' Hout den Bui ' (Hold 
the Bull) aud sufRoientlj' nrotectetl ; and as it would be a ^reat 
pity and loss if this beautiful plantation were to fall into pnvate 
Lands, which, as is generally seen, instead of further develop- 
ing such a useful work, would rather allow it to go back — 
there being none among the freemen inclined to cultivate trees or 
vines, preferring to use their lands only for grain, garden and 
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1661. earth fruits, because the returns are quiok : Moreover should any 
*~ of them care to nurture the trees and vines ahready planted ontu 
they bear fruit, they would, as has abready been observed in the 
oase of the grain, feel little inclination to supply any to the 
Company but endeavour to sell everything to anybody just as they 
like, so that the Company vtrould never reap any advantage from 
the fruits of such beautiful orange, apple and lemon trees, as are 
promising so finely there, in order to supply the ships in proportion 
to the number of their men and sick, just as has already happened 
a long time in the oase of vegetables, earth and other fruit grown 
in the Company's gardens. It is therefore neoessary that such an 
orchard should be planted for the Company, as it has been proved 
by examples that private individuals would rather neglect than 
take care of the said plantations of young orange and lemon trees 
as well as the vine slips plantedihere in good order and large 
numbers. 

Hitherto certainly hardly any one has any of the plants, 
especially of the vines, distributed annually by hundreds, growing 
on his lands or at his house. It was further oonsideredy that as 
we have already mentioned a large orange and lemon orchard 
is very much required in the interests of the Company for the 
purposes mentioned, and that the preparation of new lands for 
the purpose would entail very great expense and lonff labour 
necessary for uprooting the trees and other wild bum; that 
besides such a new plantation would produce so much later, 
whilst on the other nand the Bosheuvel has been completely 
cleared of all bush and is lying quite ready as a spot like 
imto which there is no other in the whole of the Cape so 
suitable for the growth of large trees as this same ' Bosheuvel,' 
whose lands are also sheltered from the violent S.S.E. winds, on 
account of which only dwarfed trees can be reared here in the 
Company's gardens, as already remarked, a hundred of whioh 
would not be able to produce much more than one large tree at 
the aforesaid Bosheuvel. It was accordingly decided, for all the 
reasons mentioned, that it would be for the beet interests of the 
Company to take over for the Company the plantation at the 
Bosheuvel belonging to the Commander ; but as regards oompen- 
sation for his outlay, the price for the land and plantation, the 
buildings consisting of granary, ricks, wagons, ploughs, harrows 
and other material — as proposed by the Commander — ^it was under- 
stood to leave that entirely to the Commissioner annually arriving 
here from Batavia to inspect affairs, to make a fair valuation of 
the whole, that we may remain above all suspicion. Accordingly 
the whole place as far as it has been cleared, and more than onoe 
broken by the plough, sown, planted or otherwise is taken over for 

the^ Company, the whole consisting of morgen, of 

which at present .... morgen are sown with wheat and 
barley, and planted with

A further portion of the land will also be ready next season for 

«rly grain, and the rest will h« fit for vines, orange, lemon and 
other kinds of fruit trees, which on aooount of the violent S.8.E., 

wiodfl at tlie ' DooruhosieD," it haa been found advisable no longer 
to plant there, but meroly to keep it for a nursery. Moreover itia 
urgently necessary to fiml a place for the more than thousand 
young orange and lemon trees, which will have struck root about 
Septemlier next, as well ae for the numerous vine alips, for which 
the land at the ' Boaheuvel,' aa often said, lias been beautifully made 
ready. And as the Itirectors, with an eye on the poor soil and violent 
8.S.E. winds in tliis Table Valley ordered in their general despabih 
of the 2nd September, 1658, that on airouut of these violent wtntls, 
in <>onseiiuence of wliioh vegetablea will not thrive or oome to 
proper perfection in Table Valley, we were to form new plantations 
behind the Table Mountuiu aadiu the neighbourhood of the corn 
lands or elsewhere, where there was no such exposure to those 
winds, how much the more llien will it be expedient tu assume 
possession of such a UHeful plantation of orange, lemon and other 
fruit trees, vines, Ac, thus far created aud maintained by the 
Commander with great care, aud whii'h, should it fall into private 
bands, would make no progress, but, as already said, would fall 
into i.omplete decay. Moreover the pulae or white beans 
grown tliere would also fall to the Compa^y, a matter 
of great importance, as it is more aud more seen that 
the freemen mostly sr[uauder away their corn and beans 
to the men of the passing ships, so that only a tithe of their 
oorn and nothing of their beans reaches the Company's stores, haw- 
ever carefully this is watched, so that the Comi>any is obliged 
itflelf to sow annually at least 60 or 70 raorgen of ground with 
grain. And it being further considered of the aforesaid 
' Bosbeuvel ' that a portion of the laud of the Bosheuvel, 
independent of what baa been sown and planted, has been 
cleared, prepared, and ploughed, aud is lying fallow ; It was 
unanimously decided to adopt this resolution not only for 
the sake of (lie corn which may be grown there next year 
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1661. in larger quantities, but especially on acoount of the olive and 
— other trees mentioned, which can be better grown there than in 

any other spot at the Cape. Moreover for the reasons alleged and 
for many otlier weighty ones the planting of trees is of the highest 
importance to the Company. The lands also contain a qoantit^^ of 
sweet potatoes which are thriving well, the farming operations 
being conducted by two Dutchmen (loan servants) and eight slaves 
who nave 2 2 good draft oxen for the work, with everything else 
required. And as the Commander leaves the valuation of the 
whole completely to the Commissioner from Batavia, he also for- 
goes completely all claim on 101 morgen, the remaining portion 
of the ground to which he is entitled on the ^ Bosheuvel,' and which 
for the purpose of sowing and pluathig he has enclosed with a fence 
of wild trees all round. He therefore transfers, on the oonditioDs 
mentioned, the whole to the company, in whose behalf this resolu- 
tion will serve as a complete transfer, the Commander arranging io 
due course with the Hon. Commissioner regarding the price. " 
Thus unanimously resolved.

July 19th and 20th. — Heavy, stormy weather, with much rain 
and hail. 

Wednesday the 20th July, 1661. 

" The following persons having submitted to the Council that 
their time had expired and that they are willing to renew their 
engagement, it was decided by the Commander and Council to 
accept them according to the conditions and improvements as 
mentioned below, viz : — 

Jan Carstense of Sunderburgh, who arrived here in the PHm 
Wilkm in July, 1658, as arquebusier at flO per month, and has 
since been employed in the Company's large cattle kraal and sheep 
stables, for cleaning the same and collecting the manure for the 
gardens and the lands, having beeu very dihgent, is engaged for 
3 years longer as arquebusier at f 13 per month. 

Maarten Reeselaer of Cerenburgh, who arrived here in the yacht 
Hasselt on the lOth August, 1657, as cooper at fl5, and has since 
been employed in the Company's warehouses, in which he has 
given satisfaction, is at his request re-engaged for three years 
lonjjor, as master cooper at f20 per month. 

Roeloff Michielsz of Gothland, who arrived here in the Oliphani 
on the loth November, 1660, as arquebusier at fl2, and has since 
been employed as carpenter, ha\'ing been found a good industrious 
workman, is accepted as house carpenter at fl5. 

Willem Adriaensz of Amsterdam, who arrived here in the 
yacht ^' GrarelamH in January. 1660, as boatswain at fll and has 



Binc-e been employed as carpenter in wbiob lie gave salisfuction, is 
at his request and for bis ability accepted as house carpeuter at fl5.

July 2Ut. — Somewhat leas boisterous weather, with a stiff gale 
from the N.W. 

July 2:ind. — The same weather. About noon a very heavy 
hailstorm and rain. 

July '23rd. —About the same weather, but somewhat milder. 

July 24th. — (Sunday.) Fine, lovely, oalra, sunshiny weather in 
tie morning. 

July 25th. — Dark, sharp, cold weather, which would chase one 
rather to the fire than outside, with a fairly stifi N. W. breeze, 
with which the Beiir^ of Amsterdam arrived, having on board 
skipper Reyer Maiiritszen and two assistants, viz., Anthony van 
Zoomeren and Gerrit Pauw. She had left the Texel on the 11th 
April last, in company of the ships ffff Hnyg If Sirie/cn, ih Bi/^fn'fe 
Soil, <tf tfanKendi- Mavn and Ifrl Rneitthii'is run Amxlmhim, having 
on board 247 men, of whom 9 had died and 3 been lost overboard ; 
the rest were somewhat troubled with scurvy, but only 7 or 8 were 
laid u]i. Yesterday she had seen llif Riirdt/iui/K iimler the laud. 
The I/iii/i fe Sirieti'ii she had last seen under the linp. OS Cajie 
Finisterre the storm had pnrted her from her ramrades; she had 
called nowhere, so that the men had become somewhat ill from 
scurvy and requiied t)ip more refreshment. 

This afternoon Commander Riebeeok and hia wife plucked 
the two first oranges frnm a small free s'lmding in the Company's 
garilenp. They were beautifully yellow, coloured, and nicely 
large, and taken from the St. Helena young trees which we ere 
this obtained from that Island. It is to be hoped that tioon more 
will begin to bear. 

Towards nightfall another ship saileil into the bay, but on 
aocoimt nf the drizzling weather could not be rtcognised. Ouided 
by the signals, she ant-bored just outside the roadstead, and on the 

July 26th. — (New moon.) On the right place. She provedto be 
the SnedtlmyH can Aii'ttfrdnin (see above). Hho brought 241 men, 
of whom Shad died, among them the bookkeeper Anthonio la 
Faillje and the assistant Salomon Sandra. The rest of the men 
were fairly well ; a few were somewhat weakened with siiirvy, 
though still on their legs. S/ie had called nowhere. On the 8th 
June in 3° N. Lat.. she had been boanied by the skipper of the 
Mii/l'ooiii, whose condition was still very good, she having no sick 
mitt doad. She was in company of an Englishman also prnoeeding 
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1661. to India, whioh already had 7 dead and variooa sick. For the 
^ rest she had had no further adventures, nor did she fall in with 
other ships. 

The weather remained loose and showery, with heavy rains. 

July 27th.- Same weather. Wind N. West. The hunters 
bring to the fort the skin of a full grown lioness, which they had 
shot yesterday at the request of the Caapmen near the cattle kraal 
of the latter, five hours distant from this. But the hunter Carel 
Broers and their servant Jan Wolff, as well as two Hottentoos, had 
been very much wounded by the lioness, so that independent of 
the reward to whioh they are entitled, their wounds are to be 
healed by the Company's surgeon free of expense^ The Hottentoos 
know how to manage for themselves. 

July 28th. — Dry, stiff S.S.B. wind and weather in the morning. 
A ship seen tacking into the bay, which arrived on the roadstead 
about noon. She weis the yacht Mayboom with skipper Ghrsbert 
Janszen Strantwyk and bookkeeper Willem van Colter on board. 
She had left Uotterdam on the 11th April last with 91 men, one 
of whom had fallen overboard. The rest were quite well. Had 
sailed in company of a Rotterdam ship, the Ida Maria^ as far as 
Boa Vista, where they looked for water but obtained none. They 
only obtained 12 or 13 goats and some sweet potatoes. Piooeeding 
on their voyage they had met an Englisbman near the line, 
named the Loyal Marehiant, of about 250 lasts, carrying 36 guns, 
and 120 or 130 men. She was bound for Bant£un. Her cap- 
tain's name was Niclaes Milet, and that of her bookkeeper Vincent 
Velte who had in 1660 proceeded home cs bookkeeper in the Com- 
pany's service in the overwintered yacht Erasmus. They had 
remained in company about 12 or 13 days and two or three times 
visited each other on board in which the Englishmen showed great 
civility and friendship. 

To-day the Commander was on the roadstead to attend to some 
orders that had been issued. 

July ^9th. — Lovely weather. The air vaiiable. The Com- 
mander proceeds to the roadstead for the same purpose. 

July 30th. — Same weather. A wolf shot by the freemen during 
the night. The usual reward was paid out to them. 

July 31st — (Sunday.) The Fame beautiful wea(40r, with cahns. 
This enables the vessels to get their affairs rapidly in order to be 
able to leave soon, though those still outside are prevented by the 
calm weather from coming in. 

During the night a soldier died named Claes Permaet of the 
Hague. 

Au^^t 1st. — Lovely, pleasant sunshine, but during the afte^ 
noon It blew so strongly from the N. W. that the ship^s boats had 
much difficulty in sailing to and fro. 

The Beurs and Het Jiaedthuys van Amsterdam received their 
despatch.

August 2nd. — Particularly fiue weather iu the moruiug. To- 
mrds evening the two veBwis leave with a gentle breeze. 

August 3rd. — Same weather as yesterday. The two veBsels 
reach the open sea towards evening. God grant them a speedy and 
safe voyage. 

About the samp time another vessel is sighted through the 
teleeoopes. 

This afternoon a rertain Chaihantima, a subject of the Chaio- 
ouquafl, brought 13 cattle to the Fort, which were bartered for 
beads, copper and tol»u.^co. He told us that his Lord Sousoa 
would during the dry season come down with even a larger 
numh*»r of cattle than that of last year. This Chalhantima we 
have not seen for three years, and is the same who had told 
118 such stories about his wiff having been brought up at the court 
of the OhobonBF, having worn many jewels, and afterwards been 
killed hy the Coohoquas or Saldanhars. Though he still adheres 
to them, we can no longer believe him. Time will show what 
truth there is in his story about his Lord. 

August -ith. — Calm, cloudy sky in the morning. Tlie following 

isolution adopted : — 

Thursday, the 4th August, 1661. 
As the widow of the late Ensign Jan van Herwarden has 
'lieen remarried to the dispenser of the Fort and accordingly has 
given up her tap business and inn for the accomodation of those 
on the passing vessels, and it is necessary to appoint some one else 
instead, the Council, aware of the fitness of the freeman Hendriok 
Hendricksz of Surwarden and his wife, permit thera to take over 
the business of the large inn, jirovided that he builds on the plot 
granted to him a proper house for the purpose. 

And as it has been fibaerved that much vile ugly money is 
beginning to be circulated and tlje best kept baclt, the following 
notice was piibUshed and affixed at the proper place, viz.: — 

' Whereas it is daily seen more and more that different kinds of 
money ai'e received here by the servants of the Company and 
freemen from the men of the out and homeward bound shipa, 
which moneys are not current in India, but have been condemned 
by the High trovemment there, bo that every effort is being made 
to get rid of thera here, and the result will soon lie that we will 
have an abimdance of the same, and left thoroughly destitute of 
good coin, unless provision be made in good time ; — the Commander 
and Council of this Fort warn all Company's servants and freemen 
here, oe well aa those on board the calling sliips not to receive the 
coins specified below, or to pass them, on pain of 2 reals of eight 
"^ the first and double that sum for the second offence, viz.: — 

The "Spaansohe Matten " (Spanish dollars) on which 
are tlie two pillars of Hercules and named Plim Ultra. 
The dollars of 28 stivers. ' Flabbe ' or 4 stiver pieces. 
All eight stiver pieces. Also all half skillinge. 
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)^l. And all single stivers mthout arrows, so that of the stivers no 

"~ others shall be legal tender than those ooined with the seven arrows 
of our General State, generally known as " besemstuyvertjes " 
(broom pennies). 

If any servants of the Company or freemen have at any time 
received any of this class of money from the Company, they shall 
be bound to bnn^ the same within twice twenty-four hours aftm 
the publication of this to the Office of this Fortress, in order to be 
exchanged and withdrawn ; as whosoever delays longer than that 
time wul not be compensated, we deeming this to be for the good 
of the Company Hence let eve^ one beware of loss. ' 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort the Good Hope, on the day 
and in the year aforesaid, and published likewise as far as the 
notice is concerned. "

August 5th. — Fine, lovely weather in the morning. Towards 
evening the vessel above mentioned succeeded by tacking to reach 
the roadstead. Captain Borger Cox landed in lus sloop in but in- 
difierent health. He mentioned that the vessel was Het Huy% te 
Swieten, with skipper Gerrit Pietersz of Vlaerdincpen, and book- 
keeper Johannes Brakel. Slie had left the Texel on the 11th 
April last in company of the BeurH^ &c., with 326 men, of whom 
48 had died from severe illness which not more than 10 or 12 

EersoDs escaped. At present all were once more in a fair state of 
ealth, only slightly suffering from scurvy, which soon disappears 
here with refreshments. She Lad called nowhere, but at the Ubo 
had spoken the sliip De Jonge Pruifi can ffoorti, which was at the 
time in good condition and mthout any sick. We hope that she 
also will soon arrive (opdondereu sal). 

This night the stewurd of the Raedthuys died. With others he 
had been left here in a very weak slate. He was named Lubbert 
Olphertsz Tettens. 

August 6th. —Very lovely, calm weather. Fourteen soldiers 
transferred from the Maf/hoom to the Hftf/s te Suieten, 

August 7th. — (Suudav.) The same lovely weather. Eleven head 
of cattle bartered from the forerunners of the Chainouquas. The 
fine weather appears to tempt them out. 

August 8th and 9th. — The same very beautiful weather. The 
yacht Minjhoom receives its despatch and leaves during the night 
with a fine S.S.E. breeze. May the Almighty bring her safely 
to her destined haven. 

August 10th. — (Full moon.) Pleasant, lovely, sunshiny weather 
as before. 

August lltb. — Dark, cloudy weather, with a N. breeze. 
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^"'August 12th. — Fiue weather, with variable breezes, Somemore 
of the Caainouqim foreruonera arrive, wi'h 14 head of cattle and 2 
sheep, which we bartered from them. Ami in order to attract 
them the more to us, they were well entertained, and informed 
us thnt their Lord SouBoa was gradually approaching with a con- 
siderable truop, in order not to tire the cattle too much. Oofi 
grant a desireil eucoesa. 

August 13th. — Rough, wet, cold weather in the morning, with 
stiff N.W, winds blowing iutti the bay. 

August Kth. — (Sunday.) The same weather, but not so severe. 

August 15tb. — Variable winds. About 1 1 o'clock in the fore- 
noon the Ry«eu'le Son arrived safely, on which was skipper 
Andries Blauw. She had left the Texel, in company of the I/iiffn te 
S'rirteii, with 2.53 men, among them 14 dead, one missing and one 
deserted at Serra Lionas, where, on nceount of the many sick, she 
had called. After a stay of 1 1 days (having obtained a fair supply 
of refreshments in the form of oranges and pisangs) they had left 
and after 9 weeks' sailing reached the Cape. All the men were in 
good health, excepting 7 or 8. For the rest she had no adventiires 
worth speaking of, bo that she will receive quick despatch. 

The Prill" inn JLiorn also arrived on the roadstead towards 
evening. Her skipjier Comilis Veldemuys and innior merchant 
Xlelchior Ilouwardt having landed stated that she had left the 
Texel alone on the 11th April last with 316 men, of whom two 
only had died, though among the rest scurvy was very much 
spreading. She had called nowhere and had had no particular 
adventures. She also had on board a minister and his wife named 
Godefridus van Akendam. 

To-day 20 soldiers and sailors, among them a ship's carpenter, 
were transferred from the Port to the Hiii/s //• Siriefrn. 

August 16th. — Fine, lovely weather in the morning. Commander 
van Itiebeeck proceeds to tlie roadstead, and with Captain Cox 
selected 50 of the healthiest soldiers on the Jonge Pnnn and trans- 
ferred them to the Hny8 ie S'ricten, removing from the latter to 
the Jnnge Priim 16 weaker persons. Six sick were also lauded. It 
■was also ordered that should the wind be favourable the Ilti;/s te 
Sifk-teii was to leave to-morrow. 

August 17th. — The same pleasant weather. The ffuys (f Sicirtcn 
receives its despatch. 

August 18th. — Tne same lovely weather. The above mentioned 
vessel leaves about 4 o'clock in the afternoon with a fair S.E. 
breeza. God grant her a safe voyage. 

August 19th and 20th. — Very calm, lovely weather. The 
Commander again proceeds to the roadstead and transfers 24 
more of the strongest soldiers from Be Jonge Pn'ns to the Riiiende 
Son. Fifteen siok were landed from the latter vessel and taken to 
the Hospital for recovery in order to be restored to health before 
the arrival of other ships. 
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1661. Thifi day the following persons betrothed themselTes before the 

'^ Council, as will appear from the Resolution inserted below. 

Saturday, the 2(Hh August, 1661. 

^' The Commander and Council of the Fort the Gkxxi Hope, 
strengthened with the officers of the Jonge PrinSj haying been 
informed that Jan Pietersz of Caspel ter Mare agxioulturist 
here at the Cape of Good Hope, 33 years old, widower of the late 
Hubbeken Beyniersz, had prooaiised marriage to Beatrix Weyman 
of Utrecht, spinster, and 22 years old, a passenger on the Jonge 
PritMy and that they wish to be joined together in Holy wedlock, 
and that for the purpose their first banns may be published to- 
morrow after the sermon ; and as the said ship is nearly ready to 
leave and should not for the purpose be delayed, decides that m 
from all that is known, both are absolutely free, and accordiog 
to their own declaration, which they are prepared to confirm by 
oath, have nothing outstanding with anyone in the world, their 
reasonable request shall be granted, and for the reasons mentioned 
their first banns shall be published to-morrow after the service, and 
the second and third on the Monday and Tuesday following, that 
they may be married immediately after the third publication and 
before all the people by the Rev. Godefridus van Akendam who 
will on that day preach on shore.

*' The officers of the unknown vessel in Saldanha Bay. 
As it is rumoured among the Hottentoos that a ship is lying in 
Saldanha Bay, we have sent you these three Hottentoos, named 
Claes Das, Jan Erase, and Bisent^, with this note, by whom we 
.^ expect a proper reply from you. In the meanwhile you are to do 
your best to come hither, should you not be prevented by the 
indisposition of the men or otherwise. Of which one thing and 
another informing us you will, oblige &c. 

In the Fort of tiie Good Hope, 
the 2l8t August, 16^1.

1?.S. — " Fill the knapsack of each of these three Hottentoos with 
bread, and give each half a fathom of tobacco and a piece of cheese, 
besides the entertainment of eatiug and drinking which must be 
afforded them as long as they are on board, and let them return 
at once." 



August 22nd. — Lovely weather. The Ri/si'in/e Son receives its i«8i. 
despatch. At dark those on the island notified by beacon firss — 

that & vessel was sailing into the baj'. 

August 23rd. — Calm weather. Said vessel seen in the morning 
anchored just beyond the point of the hay on the outer roadstead. 
Skipper Heudrik Pietersz Springer and bookkeeper Abraham 
van deWoestyne ha\'ing landed. reported that shewas the Wmsende 
Jtfr/-^^. which had left the Tesel on the 11th April last, in com- 
pany of the Ri/srnife Son, &o. Of 258 men on board, 23 had died 
and the rest were very bad with the sciirvv. though they had been 
six days at St. Vincent and obtained atouf 30 goats there for 
refreshment and filled their water oasks. They had been becalmed 
more than five weeks at the line, which caused the length of the 
voyage and the scurvy among the men. The refreshments here 
will, however, thank God, be a good remedy for this. They had 
been becalmed six days off Saldanha Bay, hence the rumourthat a 
large e^ip was lying in it. 

To-day th« free Saldanha traders, who anived yesterday ivith 
14 half-aums of train oil, also informed us that they had seen no 
ship there, so that the mission of the three Hottentoos thither 
with a note will most likely bo fruitless, but in one sense not so, 
as it will aooustom these natives to carry news for the rich pay- 
ments made to them for the purpose 

August 24th. — (New moon.) Cloudy sky and a stiff N.W. 
breeze, preventing Dr S-n from leaving. 

August '^oth. — Fine, lovely weather in the morning, with vary- 
ing breezefl, mostly S.S E , so that D' Son left early with 248 
smart, well refreshed and healthy men. But as the ivind turned 
towards the N.W. she could not succeed in getting outside. 

In the meanwhile Sousoa, king or chief of tne Chainouquas, 
arrives at the Fort, with 1(5 cattle and 22 sheep for barter ; as well 
as 2 splendid fat wethers as a present to the Commander. The 
first mentioned were bought and the latter accepted for the 
Company with good presents given in return, and liberal enter- 
tainment. 

The Commander asked Sousoa, iimongst other things, whether 
he had brought with him now any samples of gold and white 
stones, or any of the natives among whom such were found 
(aooording to his promise of last year). He replied " No," because 
this time he liad not been so far, but that for the present he 
h&d only endeavoured to bring down a large portion of cattle 
from as near as possible ; and though he had now commenced 
with only a httle lot, a sufficient abundance would follow during 
the approaching dry season. Cattle being bartered for beads and 
sheep for copper, tobacco, and pipes, two oxen come to hardly as 
mitoh as one sheep. This, however, makes uo difference, as 

Er only object is to obtain a large number. And as we observed 
t year that by refusing animals that were too lean or too 
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iMi. old the trade was checked and the natives made unwilling to seU, 
^ it was decide 1 not to look at that any longer^ even if we were to 
use the meat for the slaves, as it comes out to be as cheap as Beak' 
fleeh, and will cause the said natives the least dissatisfaction. 

August 26th. — Stiff N.W. winds in the morning, so that the 
lif,*ettde Son is obliged to remain at anchor in the mouth of the 
bay. 

August 27th. — Somewhat better ; but still rather loose weather. 
The wind from the west, with rain and hail. Veering towards the 
south the Ryaende Son succeeded in leaving between 10 and 
11 o'clock in the forenoon, and successfully reached the open 
sea during the afternoon. May the Almighty guide her safely to 
her destined haven. 

More Chainouquas arrive to-day, with 1 1 old and young cattk 
and 5 sheep, which were bartered. To allure them the more, they 
were well entertained. 

The three Uottentoos who had been sent to Saldanha Bay 
return this day, and though their mission was in vain, they were 
richly rewarded for their trouble in order to keep them always 
willing. 

August 28th. — Same weather as yesterday. The following 
notice affixed at the proper place and everywhere about : — 

" The Commander and Council, &c. 

As it appears more and more from the complaints laid before us 
by those on board the passing ships that their goods and linen, 
which they bring on shore to wash and lay open on the veld to 
bleach and dry. are taken away by the brutal aboiiginals of this 
country, even in their presence, without being able to recover any- 
thing of it, as the thieves at once run away, and because of their 
fleetness cannot be overtaken ; — ^And as it has been further observed 
that this is done not only by the aforesaid brutal natives, but thai 
also some of the Netheiiand residents here (the virtuous excepted) 
have a hand in it, who manage to screen them and buy from them 
at a trivial price the said stolen goods, by which the said persona 
instead of, according to their bounden duty, setting a good example 
to these brutal persons, rather instigate them more and more to 
steal the property of the aforesaid persons, yea ! to such an extent 
that they (the natives) seize the hats and caps from off the heads 
of the same and run away with them, managing to sell them to 
the Netherlanders ; — And as provision should be made against 
this, as it cannot be tolerated in such a yoimg and just developing 
colony, the Commander and Council of the aiores lid Fort — bearing 
in mind the great audacity and wanton nesses of tie aforesaid 
brutal natives in stealing the aforesaid goods, as well as the vile, 
ugly and shameful employment of the aforesaid natives by out 
Jfetherlanders for that purpose, from whom they buy the stolen 
articles — by these expressly forbid all and every one to aooept or 
buy any goods whatsoever from the aforesaid natives, no matter 



what may ba given for it — that is, goods which can be known and 
seen as having been stolen by them, as such things cannot be made 
or imported by them into tbeir own country ; on [pain that offenders 
ahall be publicly and of)rporally punished and corrected as thieves 
(praem dieven) ; and anyone able to point out those abetting Buoh 
thefts and buying from the natives their stolen goods as aforesaid, 
and encouraging them in their evil course, shall receive a present 
or reward of 10 reals of eigtit, and his name shall be kept secret, as 
this is deemed to be in the interest and for the welfare of the 
public, 

Thus done in the Fort the Good Hope, the 27th Aug., 1661, 
and promulgated and affixed on the 2Sth following. (Signed)

August 29th. — Lovely, calm, but somewhat loose weather during 
the day. De Jonge Priis ran Hnorn receives its despatch. 

August 30th, — The above vessel leaves with a £ne S.S.E. breeze, 
God grant ber a speedy and safe voyage. 

To-day the Mtixkytje sailed to 8alilanhn Bay in company of one 
of the free Saldanha traders to fetfh a cargo of salted seals' flesh 
for the slaves here, a quantity lying ready there. 

August yist. — Fine, lovely, dry weather, but bo ooldas if it had 
been freezing. 

■September 1st. — Calm weather. Cloudysky. Varying breezes. 

September 2nd. — Hard weatlterfrom the W.,with rain. Signal 
made from the watch house ' Kyk Uyt' on the beach that there 
was a ship under the land, ivliich during the forenoon safely 
arrived on the roadstead. Her officers on landing reported her to 
be the Pdi-el ot Aaasterdam, which had left the Vlie on the 23rd 
April last, in company of the Priuce^ Royael and the galiot 
Nnchtenael (destined for this place). She carried 323 men, among 
them skipper Eobbert Rani and the junior merchant Pieter van 
Leeuwen. She had parted in a storm in the North Sea from her 
consorts, and had called nowhere. Had been fortunate in crossing 
the line, but had encountered hard winds off (he Cape. She had 
from sickness and other causes lost 17 men during the voyage. 
About 120 were suffering from scurvy, of whom only 30 were laid 
up. Yesterday she bad sighted Dassen Island, whence she pro- 
ceeded to the Cape, Having encountered hea\7 weather during 
the night she had lost her foretopmast this morning. For the 
rest nothing remarkable had occ;irred. 

To-day the wife of the freeman Jan Martensz de Wacht was 
delivered of a young son. 

September 3rd. — Stiff N.W. breeze, with cloudy sky, but fairly 
dry weather. The Wnsnetitle Mien having received all her refresh- 
meats on board, also receives her despatch. Towards evening the 
Muiki/fjen arrivixl and reported that having left this the day before 
yesterday in company of the Saldanha Bay trader, she had arrived 
off that hay in due time, but being becalmed could not get in^ 

Va". Vll. T 
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1661. Towards eyeniuK however the wind commenced to blow so violently 
^ from the west, that she was obliged to return hither. During the 
night the wind became even more vehement, so that she whb parted 
£rom her companion and was driven towards a lee shore which sh^ 
just managed to clear witli small sail. With a broken mast an(). 
other damage, she liad the next day, the wind being more favourable, 
and her companion out of sight, returned to Table Bay, where, 
thank God, slie had arrived safely. We trust that the otner vessei 
has reached Dassen Island or Saldanha Bay without loss. 

More than 100 sick were landed to-day from the Parel^ in order 
to be restored to health in ter.ts, as there is not sufficient accommo- 
dation for 80 many in the Hospital. Proper orders for their 
refreshment have been issued. 

September 4th. — Clear sunshine in the morning, with a fairly 
stiff S.E. vdwd. The TTati^tNde Jdavn left early. The Almighty 
grant her a prosperous and safe voyage. 

During the night three of the sick of the Parel died. 

September 5th.— Calm, lovely weather in the morning. But a 
violent S.S. Easter in the afternoon on the opposite side of the bay, 
which enabled the Miiski/fjtity whose damages had been repaired, 
to leave for Saldanha Bay and call at Robben Island on the way 
to know wh}' they had lit beacon fires during the night. 

The watchmen on the kloof signalled that a vessel was iinder 
the land. Coming home in the evening they stated that it had been 
seen to tlie west of the Lion's Head, and appeared to be a fairly 
large ship, and that on account of the Iieavy S.S.E. wind it would 
not be able to come in to-night. 

A sick sailor left behind by the Hays te Sfdrfen named Jan 
Teimisz of Muyden died this day. 

Septembei; 6th.— Lovely, calm weather in the morning. The 
above named ship arrives. She was named the Princes Royael^ and 
had left the Ylie on the 23rd April last, in company of the Pnrcl 
and the galiot V Nachfeyaalfjv, ^rith 340 men of whom 36 had died. 
The skipper was named Marten Doedesz and the junior merchant 
Comelis Bartelsz of Marsere. The rest of the men were fairly 
healthy, exceptiog about 20 who were suffering from scurvy, 5 or 
6 of whom were laid up in a very weak state. She had oalled 
nowhei*e and been parted in a storm in the North Sea from her 
consorts. Ha\ing like the Parel sailed roimd the North of Scot- 
landy she had met no ships or observed anything partioular. On 
the line, they had had to struggle with calms and contrary winds, 
whence, however, they had a faii'ly speedy passage to this. At 
once vegetables and earth fruits as well as fresh meat were sent on 
board for the refreshment of the scurvy patients. 

The Muakytjen retiurns during the afternoon from Saldanha Bay, 

but had on account of contrary winds not been able to oomolete 

her voyage. She had, however, called at Uobben Island and oeen 

' informed that the beacon fire had been lit on the previous Sunday 



•remng on account of b. sick femalo slavu, whom Blie brought with 
her. She was ordered to return to the Island with the fiist fair 
■wind and deliver the following letter to Jau Saeliariae then 

" We are very much astonished tliat contrary to our orders you 
Itave sent this vessel back, as, though the wind was contrary, she 
might have waited thei-e. Above all you go and light a beacon 
iie at night and that for a female ulave, whilst yf>ii have uevor 
thoroughly minded joxu" businese. When ships were approaching 
tlie bay, of which wh again htwl an example last uight. when the 
Princis Royae! sailed in, we coxdd not see the least sign of a fire. 
"Yea ! even the quarter-master Jan Piguj-n also testifies that last 
sight no lire had been made, as he had remained drifting the 
whole night round the Island ; for which reasons we shall be 
tbliged to send another in your stead. But we warn _vou for t!ie 
4aettime that better care must he taken, aa otherwise we shall for 
every negieot on your part, deduct a month's pay from your wages 
as well as pnnish you, 

- The female slave we shall keep here in order to have her cured, 
/bat no other can be sent in her stead, .so that you must get uo 
^ere as well as you can until she is cured, when she will be sent 
Vlaok to you. 

This vessel when returning from the bay and calling at Robbeu 

^^Island when it has aocompliflhed its voyage, shall bring thence 

'Otto Jansz, permission having been granted him for the puiposf', 

.and should there be room in the boat you must also send us one of 

^tho best and fattest hogs, and attend better to the firing." 

In the Fort the G-ood Hope, the 6th September, 1661.

September 7th. — Hazy, rainy, calm weather. During f hi' after- 
'boou the M'lKkyt leaves for Saldanha Bay with a slight S.S.E. 
breeze. 

^ The free burgher Fraus G-erritz van den Uythooni reported that 
Jii* servant Jan Uuever of Staramerbergh had died duiing th(- 
night. Yesterday and to-day we were Dusy in the Company's 
garden transplanting all the Dutch fruit trees and grafting qiiiuoes 
on the Etirojiean and Cape thorn, which seem to promUe suocesB. 
Also orange trees, of which some are already beginning 
to blossom more than last yeai' and promising fruit, which in 
Bourse of time, when more trees have been planted, will affurd very 
■plendtd refreshment for the passing ships, 

8th September. — fFuU moon ) Cloudy sky in the morning, with 
a N.W. breeze, which commenced to blow very hanl into the bay 
in the course of the day. Towards evening, as it began to rain, it 
'abated somewliat. 

September 9th. — The wind again from the sea, with very lieavy 
riiowere. 

September 10th. — Fine, lovely, olear sunshine, hut rather cold 
weather, with westerly breezes. During the afternoon Gonnoraoa's 
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1661. men brought 3 sheep, which we bartered for oopper and tobaooo. 

' *" They told us that their chief would himself arrive in a few days' 

time with a lot of cattle. Time will make us wiser. They 

are well entertained at all times, with the hope that they will thus 

be induced to bring us more cattle to sell. 

September llth. — (Sunday.) Clear sunshine. Warm weather. 
Westerly breeze. 

September 12th. — Cloudy sky and a stiff N. Wester, which 
during the afternoon changed into a violent N.W. gale. Anival 
of the Muskytjen^ which, acoording to the renort of the quarter- 
master, had been twice under Dassen Island, but each time com- 
pelled to retire before tlie rapidly rising N. winds, so that this trip 
was also unsuccessful. 

The officers of the Parel receive their despatch. It was found on 
inspection that only five of the crew had to remain behind m 
account of sickness. She also receives on board our letters and 
papers for Batavia. God the Lord be her guide, and grant her a 
prosperous and safe voyaga. 

Towards evening the wind began to blow very hard, preventing 
the boats of the Parel, which were laden with refreshments for the 
voyage, and of the Princes, which were full of drink water, firom 

J proceeding to their respective vessels. They were obliged to wait 
or more favourable weather. 

Last night one of the outer buildings on the farm of Ck>mmand6r 
Van Biebeeck, named ' den Uytwyek,' was burnt down to the 
ground. The cause of the fire is imcertain owine to the doubtful 
reports concerning it, but it is presumed that it is to be ascribed 
to the carelessness of the people living there. 

September 13th. — The same boisterous and rainy weather from 
the N. W., preventing the ParePs departure. During the aftemoon, 
however, the weather moderated so that the boats could sail to and 
fro in the bay. 

To-day a soldier of the ship Het Huys te Swieten named Joost 
van Eertvelt of Qhent left here sick, rested in the Lord. 

September 14th. — Same wind and weather, preventing the ParePi 
de^irture. 

September 15th.— Fairly good weather, with a N. breese. The 
officers of the Princes Royael receive their despatch for Batavia, as 
well as our letters and papers to the Govemor-GFeneral axid 
Goimcillors of India. Qod the Lord grant them a saie arrival at 
their destined haven. 

September 16th. — Bainy weather and the same wind, preventiDg 
the snips from leaving. 

September 17th.— Fine weather in the morning. The breese 
bein^ somewhat easterly the Parel and Princes Royael leave. The 
Almighty grant them a safe voyage. 

September 18th. — (Sunday.) Fine, warm, sunshiny weather, with 
a S.&.E. breeze during the aftemoon. The Mudcyijen leaves for 
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i Bay laden with fuel for Robben Islaad for the beacon 
re, when ships are endeavouring to reaoh the bay aod the 
roadstead during the iiight, according to orders alreaily issued. 
She has also on board the free Satdaiiha trader Thomas Muller 
who is going to see how their vessel fared during the late hard 
weather, as well as the one that previously belonged to us. 

September 19th. — Very beautiful, lovely and warm weather, 
with a sea breeze during the morning. The wife of the free brick- 
maker Wouter Mostaert was delivered of a young daughter uud 
laid up in child-bed. In thg afternoon a stiff 8.8. Easter blew on 
the other side of the bay, which at this time of the year generally 
begins to show itself towards evening. 

One of the siok left behind in Hospital by the Pare/, named 
Wiggert SaaekcB of Leeuwaerdeu, soldier, died this day. 

September 20th. — Misty, wet and oloudy weather, which cleared 
up about noon, with a fairly stiif N.W. breeze. Until this 
moment, in spite of every search made by Dutch and Hottentooe, 
a oertain person of the Princes Roijitel, left behind here by Bieknesa, 
and named CliriBtiaen Pietersz of Sunderburgb, soldier, has not 
been found. Very early in the morning of I'riday last when the 
reveille was beaten, he left the Hospital and has not been seen 
sinoe, so that it is to be presumed that on account of his weakness, 
not being able to get along any further, he must have lain down 
Bomewhere and perhaps been devoured by some beast of prey of 
which 'jome are infesting this ueighhourhood. 

September 21et and 'i'ZxiA. — Clear sunshine, but fairly L-old 
weather, with a stiff S.S.E. breeze. 

September 23rd. — Fine, lovely, warm, calm weather. Some 
emisearies from the Chaiuouqna kraals bring 11 fairly large and 
small cattle and 36 sheep, with the request of theii' chief Sousoa to 
the Commander to be eo good as to send him some tobacco with 
them. The sheep weie harteriid for copper and the cattle for beads 
and tobacco. The emissaries were well entertained, and the 
tobacco got ready and sent with them to their cluef with the Impe 
that he wonld be induced to bring us more cattle. 

This day one of the Company's Guinea slaves departed this life ; 
a great lose indeed, as they aj'e getting very handy and as gond 
as any Dutchman in the gardens. 

September 24th. — Cloudy sky ; inclement, cold, rainy weather, 
with a stiff north-wester. 

September 25th, — (Sunday.) Fairly fine weather, with fickle 
breezes. Bartered from the Chainouquas 17 cattle and 9 sheep for 
copper, beads and tobacco. They informed us that Sousoa and 
some of his chif-f men were ill, otherwise, according to his promise, 
he would have been here with a larger number of cattle to sell. 

During the afternoon some of our cattle and sheep herds found 
the runaway Christiaen Pietersz of Sunderburgb, referred to some 
days ago. He had been ten days and nights, as is presumed. 
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1661. wandering about in the veld without food or drink. Itiswonder- 
'^ ful that he is still alive, considering the heavy rains that fell 
during day time and the severe cold at night, besides the danger 
from wild beasts to which he was exposed. 

It was also reported that a ship had been sighted far out at sea 
to the west of the Lion, which on account of the slack breezes will 
not be able to reach the bay before nightfall. 

September 26th. — This morning early the above vessel wag 
riding safely on the roadstead, having during the night been 
guided to her berth by the fires on Bobben Island. She was the 
Kiaverskerke, a flute ship of the Chamber Zealand, and had 
left the Wielingen on the 13th May last with 94 men, among 
them the skipper Jacob de Bruyne and the bookkeeper Jan de 
Loper ; three liad died during the voyage, and one bad been lost 
overboard. The rest were suffering to some extent from scurvy. 
She had taken the back course, and contended much with bad 
weatlier. From the Ist to the 6th July she had been at St. Yinoent, 
where she had obtained water, fuel and some groats. 

September 27th. — Fairly good weather, with fickle breezes. 
Eleven sheep bartered this day from the Saldanhars or Cochoquas. 

September 28th. — Same weather. Eleven more sheep obtained 
from the same tribe. 

September 29th and 30th. — Cold, cloudy sky and westerly 
breezes. 

October 1 st. — Cloudy, sultry weather. 

October 2nd. — (Sunday.) Wet,boisterous weather from the N.W. 
The Mmkytjen and the freemen's vessel, the Peguyuj which 
had safely weathered the late storms, returned from Saldanha Bay 
laden with fish, train oil, and seab' fiesh for the slaves. A few 
Cliainouquas brought 1 1 oxen and 2 little calves and 12 sheep. 
Tlio cattle were bartered for beads, and the sheep (which cost two 
or three times as much as the cattle) for copper, which are worth 
a great deal more than beads and tobacco. 

October 3rd. — Somewhat milder weather than yesterday, with a 
cloudy sky. The Klat^erskerke receives lier despatch and our letters 
for Batavia. Tlie Almighty grant her a safe passage. 

October 4th. — N.W. breeze, unfavourable for the above vessel. 

October 5th. — Clear weather. The S. Easter commencing to blow, 
the flute leaves. The following Resolution adopted by the 
Council : — 

Wednesday, the 5th October, 1661. 

" Whereas the free wood sawyer Leendert Comelisz of Zeven- 
huyse, elected last year as burgher Coimcillor, instead of setting a 
proper example to the freemen, is daily debauching himself in drink, 
fighting, throwing and bad language, &c., not only to the great 
disrespect of himself and his important office, but also to the 
tarnishing of the lustre of the Council, in which, when there is 
anything on in connection with any faults of the burghers, he has 
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hiB seat, iu order to assist in oensuring, &c. — It was decided for 
these and many other reasons besides, as well aa for preserving the 
dignity and lustre of the Council, &e., no longer to permit him to 
have a seat at the Board, but to dismiss him from olfice, and from 
the double number submitted to us by the burghers eommissioned 
for tlie purpose, t'j elect in his place the feee burglier and ex- 
burgher OouDoillor Henilrik Boom of Amsterdam.

Thursday, the 13th October, 1661. 

** After the serrice this morning, the third publication of the 
banns having taken place according to Christian usage of tht 
betrothed couple Frans Gterritsz of den Uythoom, free agricul- 
turist, bachelor, and Neeltjen Jacobsz of fiosendael, spinster, and 
nothing having come before us to show why they should be 
retarded or prevented in their purpose, the Council decided acocrd-

October 14th and 15th. — Lovely, fine weather. Since last 
Monday we bartered from the Caapmen 4 young bulls and 3 sheep 
for copper, beais ai9id tobacco, &c. ; from the little duu^iuiquaa 
7 sheep for the same articles and the usual entertainment, xesterday 
died a freeman named BarentWaender of Yarik, and to-day in the 
Hospital two boatmen named Claes Salomonsz of Amsterdam and 
Jan Willemsz of Ter Gouw, both lately landed sick from the 
Parel and Princes Ro^ei. 

During the night it began to blow hard from the S J3.£. 

October 16th. — (Simday.) The same wind, with a dear, dry air. 

October 17th. — The same weather. 

October ISth and 19th. — Calm weather. The ConDmiander goes 
out for the first time after his illness in order to make a peisonal 
inspection all round in the country, and found that the ^Eoal,to 
whom specially all these matters and others had been entrusted, 
had conducted them well, as far as he could see to-day. 

To-day another of the Company's Guinea slaves, well trained in 
agricultuial work, died. At present many others are aick, whilst 
the freemen have lately also suffered considerable loaa by deaths 
among them. 

October 20th. — Same weather. Another of the best of the Com- 
pany's Gruinea slave*, who had been placed under the Provost, died 
this day. 
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October 2l8t and 2'2n(I. — Fine weather. Duriog j-esterday and 
to-day two female Cruiiiea slaves of the Company died, one of them 
from Bobben Island. 

October 23rd. — (New moon, Sunday.) Damp, dark wtather in 
the morning, with a westerly breeze. 

October 24t}i, — Same weather. Another female slave of the 
Company dies. 

Ootober 25th.^ — -Lovely weather. The Commander again pro- 
oeedB to the oountr)- to inspect affairs there, which, as on the 19th, 
he found in good order. He left orders and instructions for their 
oontinuance and maintenance. The com is already standing beau- 
tifully, on which may the Almighty grant hia bleseiug. 

In the meanwhile 5 sheep were bartered for copper and tobacco 
from the Coohoquas, and threo days ago seven more. 

Fine weather, with variable breezes. Bartered 2 cattle and 5 
sheep from the Coohoquas, 

October 26th to 29tu. — The Company's agrioulturiats shot a Hon 
near the ' Sohuur.' Three others are still roaming about among 
the agriculturists and are tlaily doing damage among the latter^ 
oattle by carrying off their uxeu, During the uight of the day 
before yesterday one robbed an agriculturist of two of his sheep, 
and another, shoving open the door of the house, carried off the 
dog from inside. In order to enable them to keep the plough 
going, they were accommodated by the Company with other cattle. 
October 30th. — (Sunday.) Dry and hard windy weather from 
the 8.S.E. 

Ootober 3lBt. — The same weather. Thejuniormprohant Roeloff 
tie Man and Fiscal Abraham Gabbema were out with Sergeant 
Ereraerts and the men under the latter's command to repair and 
strengthen the Pega Pega, just qb shurlly before the Commander 
had explained it to the aforesaid iiersons and with them decided to 
do it. For this purpose the freemen and oil their wagons were 
employed to assist in carrying in trees. A reward was promised 
them for the work, which, is being done to prevent the driving 
off of the cattle of the Company as well aa their owu by the 
Hottentoos, which is always to be feared. 

It blew very hard during the uight. Two liona broke through 
some old palings on the canal, which had been emptied nf its water 
in order to have some repairs done, and entering the kraal behind 
the Fort destroyed a young ox and calf, at the same time wounding 

rmy otht-ra. We have not yet been able to attrap them. 
November 1st. — The same hard, dry S.S.E. wind. 
November 2nd. —The same. 
November 3rd. — Calm until the afternoon. 
November 4th. — The same weather. The wind being S.S.E. , 
Fiioal Abraham Gabbema proceeds in the MHskiftjen to Robben 
Jsland, in order to inspect affairs and also erect a flagstaff there 
^Uor the secret signals, &c. 
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1661. November 5th. — ^Mostly 8^£. winds. Death of another of tl^ 

"" Company's alayes. 

November 6th. — (Full moon.) The Fiscal retoms before day- 
light with a W. breeze, having erected the flagstaff on the 
* Vnyrbergh ' (Fire hill), from which to fly the secret signals for the 
Company's return and other ships arriving h^re after the New 
Year. He had found everything in good order there, also that 
one or two troops of swine were supporting themselves in a wild 
state and breeding much better than tnose kept at the homestead. 
There were already more than one hundred. The sheep, 134 in 
number, were also thriving well, also the rabbits, which however 
are seldom seen, as they remain in their holes during the day. 

November 7th. — Cloudy, westerly weather. The breese rather 
stiff. 

November 8th. — The same weather, with rain. Another of the 
Company's female Guinea slaves died this day. 

November 9th. — Wet, loose weather, with stiff N.W. winds. 
Death of Isaacq de Qraeff of Leyden, * Adelborst.' Many others 
are laid up in Hospital, which has remained fairly full this seascm; 
nor is the number growing less, as those recovering suddenly have 
a relapse. There have also been great sickness and mortality 
among the Hottentoos, so much so that it seems to have been a 
geneial plague equally felt by the freemen in the deaths of some 
of their slaves, before it broke out among those of the Company, 
many of whom are growing ill at present, dying shortly after- 
wards. We hope that God the Lord may soon be pleased to 
restore them to health. 

Five sheep bartered from Oedasoa's and Gonnomoa's people for 
copper and tobacco. 

November 10th. — Loose weather. Westerly breezes. The 
following Resolution adopted by the Council : — 

Thursday, the 10th November, 1661. 

*^ As the roads in consequence of the dry season are now becom- 
ing fit for another expe<lition to the Namaquas, discovered last 
3'ear, whose king then promised to meet our travellers this month 
at a certain place about 60 or 70 Dutch miles from this, in order 
thence to accompany our people to the Fort — It was decided, in 
order to proceed as soon as possible in this matter, according to 
the orders of our Lords and Masters, to resume the land journey 
without delay, with a good present for the king and his sons. 
And that everj^hing might be executed with the better order and 
the men kept under proper discipline everywhere on the way, 
it was decided to appoint Sergeant Pieter Everaert, the head of ihe 
Military- here, as Commander of the expedition, as he has personally 
offered his services for the purpose. He has served the Company 
many vears in India, and been a member of this Council for a 
long while, so that with his experience and knowledge of matters, 
we trust that he will be able, better than any one of lower rank, to 



carry uut the Compaoy's iutentions, and at the same time gain 
honour h<r iumeelf. 

And as thft jmrior surgeon Piefer Meerlioff has been there twice 
last year ; once as eeooad, and the last time as Oommaiider of the 
expedition, and acquitted IiimseH weil; it was decided to let him 
accompany the sergeant as his seoond, and from the o^oe the 
writer Corntilis de Cret-ser as third, so that, iu cose of death they 
may succeed eai.'h other as Commumler of the troop ; the said 
Cretser to note down their adventui'ea everywhere, according to 
the memorandum given them for their guidance. The following 
persons will accompany them, who have heea selected by the 
sergeant as the best out of those who had volunteered their 
aervioes: —

sccepted for the journey at their own desiri-, and personally anxious 
to undertake it under the command of the said Sergeant Pieter 
Everaerts, subject to the conditions and promises expressed last. 
year in the Resolution of the 10th November at present again 
brought to their notice. And as our Lords Majors in their 
despat<ih above meutieued, ordered ua as much as possible to make 
further diseoverief inland, it was decided, after careful deliberation 
BBil consideration of the good friendship which these aboriginals 
r very beautifully maintaining with us, so that travelling will 
B everywhere safe for tlie expedition, not to delay this impor- 
mt journey but to speed it as much as possible, and aceoramodate 
ffae sergeant with 6 of the beat pack oxen tor carrying their pro- 
'^'uons and mercliaiidize. 

. It was also decided to make the following promotions for the

November 1 1th. — ^Westerly bree«e and lovely weather. Towards 
evening Uedasoa and Gonnomoa, the head chiefs of the Saldanhan 
or Cocnoquas, arrived. They had nothing else to say than that, 
having approached very near with some of their tribe, vis., 
behind the 8altpans, about five hours on foot from this, they had 
come to visit the Commander. Their visit was accepted with 
pleasure, and they were well entertained, though thej had not 
Drought with them a living eye of cattle, complaining, as they did, 
of mortality among the latter, as well as among their people. 

Regarding our expedition to the Namaquas, they seemed to have 
nothing to say against it, and made no objections. 

Two children of the Company's slaves died this day, as well as 
the very best slave of the agriculturist Steven Jansz, of Wagenin- 
gen, for whom, Fhortly before, he had been offered foOO. 

November 12th. — Loose, rainy weather, with a W. breeze. The 
Saldanhar chie&, after having been well entertained, left during the 
afternoon well satisfied, and with many presents. Eighteen sheep 
were brought in by their people and bartered. 

November 13th. — (Sunday.) Drizzly weather, whioh towards 
evening changed into a stiff, dry S.S. Easter. Five sheep weie 
bartered from the Saldanhars. 

November 14th. — Dry, sunny weather, with a stiff S.S. Easter. 
At nine o'clock this morning our men packed their goods on 6 
pack oxen, and in the name of the Lioid commenced their journey, 
vrith the following instructions. 

'' Memorandum for Sergeant Pieter Everaerts as head of the 
expedition sent to the new tribes, called Namaquas, 
discovered last year. 

In order to be certain in every sense that every effort will be 
properly made, we could not refuse the offer of your services, for 
the present land journey, to the new tribes, named Namaquas, 
discovered last year. We have accordingly furnished you 
vrith a beautiful present of such goods and beads, as have been 
carefully selected, for the King, his three sons and other minor 
chiefs. You are to request the King to come down to us in your 
company with his huts, merchandize and all his cattle, in order to 



make closer ncqiiaintauce, and fnrni an alliajioe with ua; anil in 
(Drder to gire them greater confidence in ua jou m&y leave one of 
^ur own men, who may be willing, among them, in exchange for 
•ome of their own, to remain at the Fort here, for their greater 
peaae of Becurity in travetlingto and fro, as regards tlie Saldanhars 
and other Hottentoo trihes living between them and us, and main- 
taining good peaoe and friendship with us. Among them Oedasoa 
Kid Gonnoraoa, the chiefs of the Cocho<iuas and Saldanhars, are well 
jaxovta to UP, who would iiccoi-dingly, for the sake of our people, 
jBOt dare to do them any harm, adding whatever else you may 
jJUiidk of to induce them to visit us with all their chattels, that we 
^aay see whether, besides their cattle, they would also be inolined 
1^ sell UB any of their prepared skins and beautiful ostrich feathers, 
jH well aa elephant tusks, musk, civet, tortoiseshell and fur. You 
We also carefully to nolo whether there be gold among their arra- 
^nngs, or beads, testing as often as you oan the same on your touch 
Itone, in order to report to us. 

Should the Hottentoos that are to accompany you aa interpreters 
desert you on the way, and through fear or otherwise refuse to 
iaomplete the journey, you must not give it up, but endeavour to 
^Doomplish your purpose, and by means of the presents which you 
Durry with you and otherwise induce the Namaquaa or other 
strange tribes to come down to ub, or leave, as above mentioned, 
one of your own men among them as a hostage in exchange for 
some of their principal men, that is to say, if any one voluntarily 
<^ers himself for the purpose. He will be properly rewarded by 
ilie Company for so doing. 

And as wo firmly believe that those Namaquas have communi- 
flfttion with the people of Mouoraotapa so rich in gold, from whom 
ihe Portuguese of Mosambique receive most of the precious metal, 
■we advise you to make careful observations and inquiry, and among 
[Others attend to the following instructions. 

j Firsf/i/. 

I As Boon as you are over the ' Bracke Itivier ' and through the 
Iborrier. &o. (For the rest of these six sections see above Journal, 
llEdth January, 1661,) In conclusion we wish you a prosperous 
journey to and fro, under the protection of the chief Guardian of 
sll the pious, to whom we shall daily pray for you that He may 
emain with you with his grace. Amen. 
In the Port ' the Good Hope,' this 10th day of November, 1661.

And that the men may be kept under proper discipline, the 
■foresaid sergeant was furnished with the following oommisaion. 
"JoHAN VAN RjBHEKcK, Commander, and the Council 
of the Fort the Good Hope, ■fee, notify that 
Whereas by Resolution of the 10th November, 1661, it was 
Idedded to send an important embassy to the Namaquaa and 
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I6dl« other unknown tribes which may also be dificovered, and it was 
"" deemed that the matter was of such great weight that a member 
of this Council shoidd be employed for the purpose as chief of 
the expedition ; and whereas the Sergeant Pieter Everaerts hu 
long ago already and again lately offered his services, we have 
accepted the same, being well aware of his capa^sitieB, and also 
authorize him by this to command the men as their leader during 
the journey, in accordance with the instructions given him ; at the 
same time we command all who will accompany him to acknow- 
ledge the said Sergeant Pieter Everaerts as their commander and 
obey him as such in everything that he may order them as if we 
ourselves were the leader, and in case of his death such person or 
persons as must succeed him according to our Resolution of the 
10th November, 1661, a copy of which has been entrusted to the 
said sergeant, as we believe that this arrangement will be in the 
best interest of the Company. 

Given in tlie Fort the Good Hope, the 10th November, 1661.

Aft«rthe departure of the travellers, who, on account of the 
unwillingness of the oxen, had some trouble, and could got no 
further than tho Biaoke Btver, 4 cattle and 12 sheep were bartered 
from the Saldauhars for copper, tobacco, and pipea. 

November 1 oth. — Fine, lovely, oalm, warm, sunshiny weather in 
the morning. About eight o'clock our travellers crossed the 
Bracke Kiver, and proceeded on their journey inland. Not more 
than 10 little sheep were to-day bartered from the Saldanhars, 
though at present, as already raentioued on the 1 1th instant, they 
are settling near us in large numbers. Not wi t list a nil in g the 
mortality among the cattle, they still possess many beautiful 
animals. It is their custom, however, only to sell their refuse, as 
is evident from the fact that about the half of what we barter 
from them dies off. Daily they are arriving in greater ntiraberB, 
enoamping all about the neighbourhood, so tliat orders have been 
issued that tho horse and oth-r outside guards shall keep close 
watch, independent of such other orders deemed neoesaary by the 
Commander, who was out to-day, and found the com mostly every- 
where very beantiful in the ear. In many places the barley was 
ripening. On his farm, named the " TJytwyck," he had already 
commenced mowing some ripe barley, where the com always ripens 
first every year. 

November 16th to 18th. — The same lovely weather. The Com- 
mander proceeded inland witit 2 1 horses to visit the Saldanhars, 
eape<dally their chiefs Oedasoa and Gonnomoa, who, not expecting 
him at all, appeared to be vary glad, as well as all their people, 
theai wives and children, who showed their delight by clapping 
their bauds and joyous exultations. They wished to make it 
appear that this visit was the closest bond of unbrpakable friend- 
ship. Ac To that end each brought in pots as much milk for all 
our people to drink as they wished, whilst Oedasoa and his Cbief 
Coanoillor Goukasoa brought each a lusty fat wether as a present 
Vol. vu. W 
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1661 to the Commander, which were acknowledged with a retain gift 
~* of tobacco, bread, and brandy, which were right royallj enjoyed 
bj them. After that Oedasoa himself brought the Oonmiaiiaer to 
the camp of Gonnomoa, where the same mutual entertainment 
and promises of perpetnal friendship a^ain publicly took plaee^ 
and the chief and many of their peojue were so treated tiiat 
many could no longer stand on their legs, and remained lying in 
different parts of the veld, even Gonnomoa also. Oedasoa howerer 
and Couoosoa kept themselves straight, so that they aooompanied 
the Commander to the Fort, and were there helped to dxnDberin&, 
a good entertainment. 

The cattle which they possessed and were seen all about in the 
neighbourhood of their encampment was oountless, the oountiy 
appearing to be covered with tnem on all sides. It is surprising, 
therefore, that they part with any with suoh unwillingness, for 
during the last 3 days we only oould obtain from them five badly 
conditioned cattle and 27 small sheep, so that all the good 
entertainment provided for them appears but little effective in 
obtaining from them any good cattle. 

Commander Biebeeck, however, accompanied by the janior 
merchant Eoeloff de Man, paid this personal visit and showed his 
particular friendship by his liberal entertainment of the natives, 
that they might feel themselves more closely oonneoted with us ; 
whilst the display of the horsemen was expressly intended to make 
them see that we could speedily be everywhere with them, and 
suppress any inclination on their part to do our travellers any 
harm, but on the contrary to urge them to assist and accommodate 
them in every way. 

November 19th. — Fine weather, with a cloudy sky. Oeda&oa 
and his chief councillor, or captain of his tribe, leave, each with 
a fine present, and therefore wonderfully pleased, and under the 
impression that they had now for the first time celebrated the 
true festival or fair (kermis) in honour of the perpetual 
maintenance of the mutually promised friendship. 

During the day it commenced to rain pretty hard, with a stiff 
sea wind, with which the CompanVs vessel amved, now generally 
employed in bringing to Eobben Inland fuel for the beacon fires, 
and conveying hither shells for the lime kilns. On aooount of 
the heavy weather, however, she had not been able to bring any. 
For the same reason the freemen's vessel was obliged to leave 
Dassen Island with only 20 half -aums train oil. Their other boat is 
lying in Saldanha Bay, also engaged in burning oil. With tins 
industry, as well as with fishing, tne collection of eggs, rearing of 
pigs, &o., they are doing good service, whilst the train oil is very 
acceptable to the leather factory at Batavia. 

November 20th. — (Sunday.) Cold, windy weather,mo6tly from the 
S.&E. Goimomoa with some of bis elders and wives were at the 
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Fort, and, like Oedasoa, was well eotertained, but 01117 eleven sheep 
vere bartered from them yesterday and to-day. 

November 21st. — (New moon.) Lr>voly, oalm, sunshiny weather. 
Oedasoa arrives about dusk, and like Gonuomoa submitting that 
they had been forced to settle nearer to us. Polly more than half 
of their tribe had accordingly already arrived, wtulst the Caapnieii 
and (Jorachouquaa, who are evidently retiring before them, had 
already during the night retired within the Company's circle, and 
under onr protection, but as their cattle woidd soon eat away the 
grass, which is already getting scarce for the Company's stock, 
Biey were told to-day to move away and loik out for other past iiroe. 
This they promiaed to do the day after to-morrow. They would 
Tery much like us to keep back the Saldauhar Oedasoa and his 
tribe, who told us that their retreat hitlior was the result of 
the approach in great numbers from tlie fir interior of the 
Otiainouquas, lleusaquas, and many other tribes, in order to trade 
with us, according to the information received by him from the 
mountain tribes, the Soaquas. And as we do not know that some 
treachery may not underhe all this, as we are already sufficioiitly 
surrounded on all sides, the horse guard was streogthed with three 
extra horses, and orders were issued in every direction to keep 
careful watch. After good entertainment, &q., Oedasoa returned 
home before nightfall, saying that he intended to-morrow to have 
a further interview with the Commander, in order to {be permitted 
to) oamp behind the 'Bosheuvel', taking care that his cattle will not 
trespaas within the Company's boundaries ; by which the Caap- 
men's location will bo very much narrowed. What the end will 
be, time will show. Oedasoa seems always desirous of pressing 
forward, and the rest to retire before him. The greatest pity, 
however, is tliat very little oatlle can be obtained from them by 
barter, only two sheep having been brought in this day. 

This day died the Master Smith, a fine, sober, good workman. 
Darned Pieter Egbertsz, ' TJytten Dam. ' A good many others- 
are laid up and more follow suit, so that we are at present rather 
weak handed, whilst the sickness among the slaves is uot lessening. 
On the 11th instant we mentioned that Steven Janaz lost his 
slave, and to-day his female slave also died, to their great loss. 

This disease is also so virulent that Oedasoa was obliged to- 
If ave behind a whole troop (leger) which could not accompany 
him, and will only be able to follow him slowly, if it only be no 
rear division, which he is keeping back, though according to hi* 
' oountennnoe ho appears to have no evil intentions. 

November 22nd. — Clear, sunshiny weather. Towards evening, 
according (0 summer fashion, hard 8.E. winds, which enable<l the 
boat to leave for Robben Island with fue' for the beacon lights, &o. 

To-day the Satdanhars had already grazed their cattle right to 
thepalisades within the lately planted fences. 90 that the young trees^ 
were very much trodden down, and the plantation was put baot

I6ei. for n wholo yenr. We can only with sweet words keep (beoL 
~^ beyond. The Caapmen also, oamped near the 'Bofiheuvel,* liaa 
trodden down the whole plantation far within the beaoons ereoteA 
between them and oarselves, and moreover had been depastnriiL| 
tbeir cattle almost among those of the freemen on the other dm 
of the river. The latter had accordingly been obliged £o veCreaC 
inward, so that the departure of these natives will be ^g&b 
necessary. Hence the corporal of the mounted guard had kind)^ 
advised them to retire, but they had requested to be allowed to 
tarry a little longer, until they had spoken with the Oonunanden^ 
whom at present they did not dare to approach from fear of tW 
Saldanhars (who were encamned midway), who might detain them. 
They accordingly requested tne corporal to escort them, but air ha 
could not take this upon himself, he was given instruotxons ts 
conduct hither to-morrow some of their principal men. tt seeoos 
(if their be no deceit towards us, to which strict attention is paid) 
that they are thoroughly afraid of Oedasoa, who on his part seems 
to have something in his mind against them, so that tliey dare not 
remove into the open country beyond the mountains, but are 
creeping cpradually closer towards us. 

November 23rd. — Heavy south east winds. 

November 24th — Calm in the morning, with hot weather. TEe 
following warning issued to-day : — 

'^ Whereas the natives of this country, Saldanhars, Oaapmen, 
&c., have settled with all tbeir herds and cattle near aboid, 
yea ! some of them are already squatting within our extremest 
boundaries ; and whereas there is great sickness among them, as 
well as among their cattle, of which many have died, pieces oS 
which they oner for sale, as if slaughtered, bartering the same 
everywhere to our people, among whom, God better it, many are 
ill, and may become even worse by using such diseaspd meal — 
We therefore by these once more warn and order both Company's 
servants and freemen not to barter any slaughtered or imsiaugh- 
tered cattle, either directly or indirectly, under whatsoever pretext, 
on pain of the penalties attached ere this to the offence. 

Thus done in the Fort the Good Hope, on the 24th of 
November, 1661. 

'* (Signed) JoHAN van Rikbbfck/* 

To-day one of the Company's slaves, who worked in tlie 8mitblr,^ 
died. He did his work there as well as any Dutchman. Withm 
three or four days he was healthy and dead. This was also the 
case with many others, whilst daily more are falling in, among 
them at present theCompany's slave carpenter, who is ss good as a 
Netherlander. Many of the Company's servants are also falling ill,} 
which is very inconvenient, now that the Saldanhars and Casp- 
men are pressing us so close, purposely encircling us in tiie form 
of a crescent from the foot of the 'Bosheuvel' towards the 
seaside, with huge troops of cattle, so that all the pasturage on the 



^ner side of the Liesbeek Biver within the Company's limits and 
Bte mounted guard has been eaten off, and the husbandmen in the 
neighbourhood have been greatly inconveuieneed. This must 
naturally react on the Company and the freemen on tbis side of 
the said river, where abnost all tbo grass has also been eaten off. 
Put for all tbnt these tribes are to oe treated gently because of 
r multitudi's compared \rith our feiv people, &c. 
Hitherto the Caapmen and Tobaoco Thieves do not appear to 

[en to kind words, and move away ; tbey pretend that they dare 

not leave us htcause of the Saidanbnrs, who have also forhiddea 
the naked (? poverty-stricken) 'fishers' (fislimen) to approach 
our neighbourhood. It is the exj-rtss wish of Oedasoa and 
Qonnomoa that their people alone shall have direct interooursd 
with us ; who bring us for milk and many kinds of roots a great 
quantity of a good kind of ground nuts 'aardakcra), aud desim 
WBervo ufl by ciirryine; water, washing, scrubbing, &Q.,fortohaeca, 
bread, brandy, aud other things, from which they have debarred 
the other ab-ive-uamed tribes completely, so that not one of them 
is aeen any longer, as th^y have all retired together to the place 
above- men tie nei^, as tbey say, beoause should the Saldanhora 
attcmi>t anything against them, which tbey fear, they might b& 
etroDger together ; not even Doman or anyone else of their number 
venturing to visit ns uuless acoompauied by some of our own 
people. 

Tiiia day and yesterday only three cattle and fifteen sheep were 
obtained from the Saldanhars. But this is better than nothing. 

November 2*th. — Very lovely weather in the morning. The 
Commander weut out himself aud auiougst others saw enoomp- 
ments of the tinldanbars who had already squatted down in every 
direction on the other siile of the LieabeeQq River, whilst the 
Caajioien were coming nearer from the ' Bosheuvol," where they 
have encamped in 90 or it)0 huts, each calculated to contain 8 or 
10 capable of bearing arms, besides their wives and children, and 
a considerable number of cattle. Tlie Saldanhars, however, appear 
to be ten times ae strong. The Caaprnen and Quuraebouquas are 
Htill keeping tngether, and would very much like to oome nearer 
to us, which, However, cannot he permitted on account of the 
pasturage required for the cattle of the Company and Ihe freemen. 
They were, iherefore, by all friendly moans advised to return to- 
wairda Hout Buy, which they say they hardly dare do in order not 
to be completely enclosed there by the Saldanhars. It^gardiog the 
Saldanhars, no other course la opeu than to continue our inter- 
ODUTBc with them, as we obtain something more from them by 
barter, aa well as for other reasons. 

iipuvy S.G. winds during the afternoon, as usual in Eumroer, 

November 2Gth. — Same weather. Oedasoa, with the Captain 
oilus tribe Coukosoa, with Herry on the part of the Caapmen, &c., 
a/Uv together at the Fort. It appeared as ii the Saldanhars or

1661. CochoqanB, of whom Oedasoa ifl paramount ohieE, had mads looia 
** treaty with the Gbraohoaquas, or Tobaooo Tfaieyea, and 
OoriDghaiquas or Caapman, hut as we have gathered, throng tmt 
of the Ghamoaqnaa, Heuaaqaas, and some oithe Hanoonqnaa, who 
are on their way hither, and akeadj so near that hiat night thej wm 
able to spy the camps of the aforesaid Saldanhars and GaapmaD, 
Oedasoa and Herry accordingly proposed that we shonld temim 
them assistance sjg^ainst the aforesaid nationa, and make priflonsn 
of their chiefs, who misi^ht visit the fort. But we told them that 
we would mediate between them in order to avoid any enoountoTt 
and whatever more miffht tend to mutual friendship, but that it 
was contrary to our pnnoiples to do anybody any harm, espeeiallj 
persons who endeavoured to trade with us, and had never done in 
any harm. Moreover that we had last year made friendship with 
the Chainouquas, as well as with themselves, which we did vfA 
dare to break ; but that if Oedasoa and Caapmen had been pleased 
to provide us with as much cattle (which they have in thonsandi 
and in great abundance) for our merchandize, as we require &r 
the Company's ships, &o., we would never have thought of lookiDg 
about us for other tribes, so that we could not refrain from 
inviting them to us. Besides that it was the Hollander's natme 
to endeavour to make friends with all people on earth, and ^vi 
every one his due. Having suiBoiently understood our meanmg, 
they requested our kindly protection aud prevention of trouUe hf 
our kindly mediation, &c. This was promised them, as far as it 
lay in our power, they undertaking to retire to the soufhsTD 
quarter of the Cape, that is, the Houtberg Valleys, behind the 
* Bosheuvel,' Table, Bos, and Steenbergen, a fit hoopnet, in which 
they can always remain imprisoned, should only the Company 
deem it serviceable for its purposes. 

November 27th. —(Sunday.) Lovely weather in the morning, but 
very hot, simshiny weather. Towards eveninc^ some dry thnndsr 
and lightning. When Herry was alone with the Commander in bii 
office, he said that the Caapmeu or Goringhaiquas and Goraohonquaf 
or Tobacco Thieves had made up thoir minds to ward off an atUok 
of the Saldanhars, and that mough they were not nearly as 
strong as the latter, they had decided to await their coming and 
venture a battle rather than surrender to them the rest of the 
pasturage of this Cape lying outside of our circle. On the oUier 
hand the Saldanhars had meant to take them for themselves, in 
order completely to domineer over them, as they had already 
•commenced to do by completely cutting their people off from m 
and forbidding them to visit the Fort. These Saldanhars had 
also, as four years ago, been very anxious once more to do battle 
with the Chainouquas and deprive the latter of their cattle^ 
and that he (Herry) had heard that they (the Saldanfatts) 
intended (if they were successful) to barter the bootv to the 
Company, in order to play the master in this neighbourhood; and' 
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I only allow their own people to have intercourse with ub. But 
'having yesterday morning heard from the Soaqwas, nr mountain 
I trihea, that also the Heueequas and some of the Hpnuoumqunfl 
' Vere coming down together, against whom they (the Saldanhare) 
, dren if tenfold in numherfl would not prevail, they had plausibly 
I out of liberality prmitted the Caapmen and Tobacco Thieves to 
Tiflit ua according to old customs, and told them that they should 
make a mutual oovenant to proceed together to the southern 
] portion of the Cape, in order to be stronger in unity and live 
( tiiere ae far as practicable under our protection and sate from the 
I aforesaid tribes, as they did not now dare to retire inland aa their 
i memiea were too near. But had this not been the case and 
I Oedasoa had heard only of the approach of the Cliainouqiiae, it 
j,vouId certainly have been their turn already to have been 
t attacked by him, and that of thq Cliainouquas afterwards. All 
* this had already been arranged, so that they {the (Jaapmen) 
I intended to ask our assistance rather than surrender their own 
country which was still left to them outside our limits to the 
I'fialdanhars ; but as the latter are too strong for them, the present 
^arrangement had appeared to them the best, as Oedasoa deemed 
it expedient that they should not be weakened by mutual strife 
iSnd so become an easier prey to the inland tribes, &c. 
I November 28th. — Very hot weather in the morning, with a 
westerly breeze. The Musk'jtjen returns from Robben Island with 
a load of shells for the lime kilns. 

tA garden slave ot the Company died rather suddenly, having 
en in bed only five days. 
Yesterday and to-day we could only obtain one old and lean ox 
d six sheep in the same condition from the Saldanbars, though 
lOedasoa has settled as above mentioned on our borders with 
toountless numbers of cattle, and in sixteen locations, nor are the 
Caapmen thinking of moving off with their cattle, thus completely 
bamng the passage to us of other natives. Instead of breaking 
up their camp, as they had promised since the day before yestflrday, 
Oedasoa has squatted down with even a stronger force all about. 
What will be hatched from this we do not know ; on our side, as 
far as we can, we keep a strict watch. 

I November ■21>th, — Calm, cloudy weather in the morning, but 

jjllot sunshine during the day, with heavy S.li. winds towards 

ivening. The Muskt/tjrn leaves for Robben Island with fuel for 

^te beacon tires, and will bring back a load of shells. 

November 3(Jth. — Wind and weather as above. This morning 

learly the chiefs of the G-orachouquas arrived at the Fort, namely, 

Ihoromet, hie brother and three of their elders. They were escorted 

ly one of our country guards, and brought with them six head of 

.ttle as a present They requested us to protect them against the 

LO^uaa or Saldanbars, wUo had yesterday agaiu cut off their 

'lea to us and commenced to cause them great inconvenience, 
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1661. forcing them to pennit them to search their houeeSy bags and packs, 
"^r nominally in order to find tobaooo, which they knew they dm not 
possess. They were also already commenoing to drive their cattle 
irimpst amone their own, and suddenly and' purposely dioTe ofl 
9fmi9 last ni^t. They bad also been forbidden by them to retiis 
to the flout Bay or eLsewhere, as Oedaaoa having used up all the 
grass round about intended to keep those plaoes for himself alone, 
without leaving any access to us to anyone. Already they had 
pitohed their camps in suoh a manner as is their custom when tfaejr 
intend to harass anyone (te benauwen) ; so that they fear that tb 
blow on their heads will be given them perhaps so soon aa this 
evening or to-moriow, thai they will be robbed of everything, and 
with wives and children made (slaves of the Saldanhan. Shsy 
ther^ixre prayed for our assistance and mediation, that this mi^m 
be prevented, as they would as far as possible in return psovids 
us with sufficient cattle, and that for the present one of the oonntiy 
guards may visit them every morning in order to enable them to 
call on the Commander daily under his protection. This was 
allowed liiem. And regarding the Saldanhars (who are now often 
at the Fort and in the neighbourhood) they stated, when alons 
with the Commander and others, that 2 or 3 days a^ Oedasoa 
made believe that he intended to make an allianoe with them, in 
order in the meanwhile so to surround them that they would be 
able to so nowhere, but would of neoesaitv fall into his hands, 
before tn^y could beg our assistance. This arrangement had 
already been completed nearly so far, so that as their need was 
niost pressiug, they asked us to help them. 

It being considered that the country belonged to them, and that 
the portion occupied by the Company had been very willing/ 
granted by them to us, and that Oedasoa is lather a too powenol 
apd bold a neighbour for us, and would become more so if be were 
left unhindered, whilst we see him endeavouring completely to 
play the little Lord over the aforesaid nation and the Caapmen, ss 
well as the ' fishers ' (whom since yesterday he has also faUten 
away from us), and that besides he is threatening to keep away 
from us the Chainouquas (our best clients) and monopolise for 
himself alone all intercourse with us, which in that form is not 
considered to be of advantage to the Company, aa very little cattle 
is obtained from him and that only of the leanest quality, ^the 
aforesaid Qorachouquas and Caapmen were promuied for the 
present that we would speak to Oedasoa about it and this evening 
already send to request him not to attempt anything against them 
before he had further spoken with us, or we with him. In conse- 
quence these people felt as glad as if they had already been 
delivered from slavery. To their request that we would assist 
them to retain their country we replied secretly that that would 
be practicable, but that to interfere in their quarrels would not be 
expedient unless in the way of mediation ; and further unless they 



(as thoy had up to tlie preseot brough' ub, just like Oedasoa, not 
half of the quantity required by us, and much lesa by the coming 
ahipe} bound tliemselres faithfully to supply ub for every such 
veBsel arriving, and at a liberal price 20 oxen and '20 sheep, in 
that case we would no longer trouble ourselves about inducing 
other and more tribes from the interior to come doivu to us for the 
sake of cattle; but that we would take thera completely under our 
protection, and that they were to consider the matter araong them- 
selTOB and come to a decision as soon na possible, seeing tuat last 
year they had by our njeans made frieini with the Chaiuouquas 
from whom Ihey might always obtain cattle with merchandize 
obtAined from us, and so be able to supply us continually with 
great profit to themselves. This was thoroughly impressed on 
tbem, to make tliem fully understand that by taking our advice 
they would become rich and respected by our means, &o. They 
undertook to discuss this matter with the elders of their people 
and acoordiDgly took their leave and sent 6 of their men home 
escorted by one of our soldiers. But in the meanwhile Gounomoa, 
theseooudChief of the Saldanhars,hiidarrivcdatthe Fort aud having 
beard and seen that they had had a private interview ivith us, 
had at once returned home with all his people. The six Qorachou- 
quas and Caapmen who had remained behiud to await a reply with 
the men whom they had sent away, thereupon begged us also for 
a Boldier to escort them home, fearing that Gounomoa being 
encamped very close to them, might attack them even this night. 
This was done aud the iuterpretess Eva was also sent to Oedasoa 
to tell him that before having seen us he would be pleased to 
commit no act of hostility on our groimd against our aforesaid 
neighbours who have requested our assistance. He sent word 
back through her that he would come and speak with the Com- 
maodor only to-morrow, hut that they (Goraehouiiuas and Caapmen) 
did not deserve so much grace from him or from us, ae they had 
robbed us so meanly two yeais ago, and returned us nothing of the 
stolen oattle, only nominally ceding to us the laud which we were 
wjcupying, as they plainly saw that it eonld not possibly be re- 
L'overed from ue. In fact the one endeavours to prejudice us 
a^iDst the other. 

December iat. — Fine, lovely weather. Oedasoa and the chief of 
bifl kraals or camp, named Konkosoa, arrive at the Fort. For the 
present they promised regarding our request, &o., that they would 
io nothing on our land, but that at the same time tliey did not 
Eorpve the Gorachouquas and Caapmen, aud would not wait 
longer than after the coming down of the Chaiuouquas (witK whom 
Jiey had allied themselves last year) from whom they would then 
;e able to obtain a sufficient number of men for their assistanoe, 
lo that their numbers might be equal and they might be tempted 
:o aonie into the open, as the question had to be settled by baltle or 
u-bttration, and these Caapmen and Tobacco Thieves be taught to 
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1661. understand that he, Oedosoa, was the paramount diief, not only of 
"* the Saldanhars, the great and little Gharig^quaa, but also of all 
this Caap tribe, who were beginning to give th^nselves too many 
airs towards him, and were therefore to be somewhat humbled. 
It had happened onoe, before the Company had settled here, tiiat 
•a lion oame among them and was shot through the body with an 
-assegay by one of Oedasoa's brothers (sinoe dead), and with suflb 
f oroe that it also hit and killed one of the Gaapmen tribe who wai 
istanduiff on the other side. This was quite an aooident, but it 
offended them so muoh that when the aforesaid brother onoe more 
went out with them to hunt a lion, instead of shooting the animal 
when they oame upon it they shot at the brother and attempted 
to kill him as it were by aooident. Fortunately he was only 
wounded in the leg, so that they wished to avenge an aooident 
with a treaoherous deed. This he had to teaoh them to forget, 
and make them onoe for all feel who he was. For, said he^ mey 
are a bad lot, who do not respeot their own ohief Gogosoa, the old 
man, more than a child. By birth the latter was their true ohief, 
and had been a firm ally and friend of his (Oedasoa's) father. 
Yea ! they sometimes ignored him altogether as a beggar. This 
had also beoome evident to us, so that we had daily fed him well 
as a poor man. That they still retain him is more for the 
sake of appearance than reality, as Osinghkamma, his eldest aon, is 
playing the ohief, and cared too little for his father. He it was, 
who by means of another, sent the assegay against his (Oedasoa's) 
brother, as above stated. For this they had to pay, or they wore 
to acknowledge the crime, Moreover Oedasoa s father had tdd 
him (Oedasoa) that he was Lord over all these Oaap tribes, and 
that he was to take care that they did not beoome too bold and 
play him an ugly trick as ihej had sometimes done to his ancestors, 
as they are continually endeavouring, under one pretext or another, 
to throw off their allegiance; for that purpose espeoially they had 
allied themselves to the Cihainouquas on condition that the latter 
were to protect them &o. 

l^ey also considere I it a grievanoe that in former times 
Oedasoa's brother had eloped with a wife of one of them and kept 
her for himself. He had however not done this by force but with 
ten unarmed companions, for the sake of the love whioh the two 
felt for each other, so that the Gaapmen and (Jorachouquas were 
only trying to hunt up excuses here and there for not living under 
anybody's dominion, out only by themselves ; but as his father 
had properly impressed it upon him that he and no one else was 
their true Lord, he could not, now that he had come to man's estate, 
refrain from having himself acknowledged as suoh. This he had 
to teach them. On the other hand Sousoa, the ohief of the Ghainou- 
quas, was his superior, whom, when he came here, he aoknowiedMd 
as such ; why then, said he, should these people not aokuowledge 
him as their superior. This he had to teaoh them, and if Sousoa 
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me here aad understood that the Caapmen and Goraohouquas 

',, for the aforeaftid reasons, cause sufficient not to acknowledge 
1 as their chief, he had made such a firm alliance with the 
namaquos (whioh was not without henefit to the Company) that 
be would no longer acknowledge Sousoa as his superior, but would 
with the assistance of others eudeavour to secure the Paramount 
Chieftainship for himself, as the Cuapraen were trying lo do, &o. 

After this conversation he was well entertained, and being very 
much pleaaud he left for home towards evening. 

Deoemher 2nd. — At noon Herry and Uoman arrived at the Port 
escorted by one of the mounted guards and related that sinoe 
yesterday Oedasoa had sent word to them that he would not do 
them any harm, but that nevertheless they did not dare to come to 
QS openly as before, as he had added to his mesaai^e that if he 
foimd them in the open beyond our limits he would not forgive 
them. They accordingly begged very hard that we should make 
Oedasoa depart as they would otherwise have no peace from him 
but always be afraid and anxious. 

We made them understand that as they were encamped in their 
own territory Oedasoa should leave them in peace ; that therefore 
they need not surrender their rights, but should he overpower 
them there was no better way of escaping from his dominion than 
to place themselves with all their cattle under our protection under 
the same conditions proposed yesterday to Choro, the oliief of the 
Ooraahouquas, their allies, viz., that he, and they, the Caapmen, 
faaving sufficient cattle, and by our means having become last year 
good mends with the Chainouquas, shall undertaKe to supply every 
ship arriving here with 20 good cattle and 20 sheep for merchandize, 
fur, in order to obtain that quantity at least, we were taking much 
trouble to invite down to us the tribes of the interior; but that we 
would cease doing this if they undertook the supply, and we 
would protect them all, and make them sufficiently master of their 
own country beyond the limits of the Company, so that they need 
not fear the domination of Oedasoa, but would be able to retain 
their independent Government, without contributing to anyone 
^aa they have to do at present, in order to ha able to live in peace, 
at one time to Oedasoa, at another to some one else who might 
overpower them) except ourselves, in exchange for merchandiae, 
anything more than the said quantity of cattle, on which they 
might profit more than 100 p. a, tor if they employed the wares 
obtained from us in bartering other cattle, they would as merchants 
in a short time become very rich and as great Lords as those who 
are now trying to become their masters ; and as they had associated 
with us so long they ought to iindurstau'l thi". Tlicy fell in .with 
our proposal, but ftared that Iheir [leople would with difficulty be 
made to understand it. 

They were told that we would like to keep Oedasoa near us 
because of his cattle (from whom a larger number is obtained than 
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16^1. from them), and that they would have to thank their own want of 
^ oonqprehension if, by delaying longer, they fell oompletely under 
bis power, as he had offered us already half of his cattle if we* 
woold only permit him to attack them on our ground, a^ he has- 
now ao doBely eooiroled them that they have no other refu|;e than 
with us, so that they were now to consider what was best for them,, 
to live indepeiidently, or become the servants of the Saldanhars, 
and further whatever else they might think of, that in our opinion 
would be of advantage to the Company, &c. 

13iey begged very hard that we shoidd give them, if only two^ 
soldiers to reside permanently with them, when they would be sure 
that Oedasoa would not molest them. They were told, however, 
that for various reasoos this could not be done before they had 
CQiX4>letely surrendered themselves to our protection under the 
aforesaid conditions, and furnished us beforehand with a good 
Quantity of cattle for the ships dailv expected, and gave us such 
further assurances on which we mignt always mutually depend. 

They were further made to believe that if this offer were made 
to Oedasoa he would at once accept it, and then trouble them 
should he so please. They were therefore to know what they were 
^bout, and carefully consider what course they were to pursue, and 
so forth. 

December 4th. — (Sunday.) Dry, windy 8.E. weather in the 
Qioming. 

December 5th. — The same weather. Oedasoa and his Captain 
^oukasoa called at the fort with two fat wethers as a present, and 
in order to say farewell, as they intended, now that all the grass^ 
had been eaten off, to go away again, and trek along the beach to 
ihe back of the Luipaard Mountains (Tigerbergen). In order Uy 
maintain his friendship he was given a present and provided with 
good entertainment, liittle, however, could be bartered from his 
people ; but it is to be hoped that as they have proceeded norths 
Qie Chainouquas from the east will be near at hand, and bring 
sods to the dike, as since the 1st of this month not more than 1^ 
young and old inferior cattle and 34 sheep have been obtained 
from the Saldanhars collectively, though they encamped here in 
opr neighbourhood with so many thousands of animals. 

December 6th and 7th. — The same fine weather. To-day tha 
following Resolution was taken : — 

Wednesday, the 7th December, 1661. 

** After the distribution in cash of f2,059'4 among the men on the- 
1st November last, it having been found that there was hardly 
more money on hand than the f990'l belonging to the orphans of 
the late Ensign Jan van Herwerden, and that already a portion of 
it had been used to pay for train oil for Batavia, fish, material 9^3l 
various kinds of refreshments for the sick, besides the daily pay- 
ment of board money and subsidies, &c. — -It was uuaipn^miy 



resolved, in order to strengthen the Company's treaeiirjond enable i«!. 
it to pay one thing and ftnoUitr, for the present to borrow from ~ 

the aforesaid orphans, bosidea the 1Mb. I,00U, borrowed on the 12th 
Jnly last, the said 320 naie or f990'l, and from the int«r«et ilue 
to add to that amount 20 Bimilar reals, or together 350 reals of 60 
stivers each, at j per cent, per month, reokoned from the 12tb 
November Iftst. when the said sura was made use of. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort ' the Good Hope,' on the 
dftyand in the year as above.

H>To-day the Saldanhars in a body broke up their camp, and 
Hedasoa and his Captain Koukosoa onoe more visited the fort for 
another entertainment. What agreement they made with the 
Qorachouquaa cannot very well be made out ; it was only seen 
that they brought some assegays to Oedasoa, tied fcigether in 
bundles. 

December 8tLi. — Heavy, dry S.8.E. winds; the farmers mostly 
mowing barley in every direotion. 

December 9th. — Fine weather, with a N.W. breeze. 

December IDth. — Rather strong N.W. winds, with a cloudy sky 
a-id a little rain. Since the 7th we have bartered one oovr and 7 
Binall sheep from the Siildanhars, who are now encamped at a 
distance of about 1 J hours' walk from the Salt River in the direction 
of the I^eopard Mountains. 

December 11th, — (Sunday), Fiue, lovely weather. The mare 
with whieh the ass bad been playing foaled a mule. Two or three 
more are in foal from the same ass, which is very welcome, as the 
female asa died last year whilst foaling. 

December I2th and 13th. — Same weather. The Fiscal sent 
with some merchandize to the kraals of the Goraehouquas and 
Canpmnn to see whether trade would be more successful with them 
there than here at the Fort. They also had broken up their camp 
at the tail of the ' Bosheuvel ' and removed towards and near the 
pass and the Houtvalley. They were found to be little inclined 
to barter, so that the Fiscal returned during the evening with only 
3 cattle and 12 sheep. 

During the day it blew very stiffly from the 8.8.E. 

This <liy was given to the freeman Tielmnn Hendricksz of 
Utrecht (who has ah-eady been a freeman for three years and with' 
his wife had now accepted 12 more years of freedom) about 50 
morgen of land where the redoubt ' Ooorenhoop ' is situated. The 
ground was surveyed and given him in freehold that he might use 
it for growing wheat, &c. Only a third of the plot will be fit for 
that purpose, whilst there is still about as mueh between the 
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IMU 'Boiheavel' and the ^Bosberaen,' but as it is the furtheit 
** diatant^ not yery much desired. It may, however, be left as pasture 

landa as it is poor and of little value. 

December 14th and 15th. — Windy weather from the S.E. The 
Fiscal sent with merchandise to the Saldanhars, but during yester* 
day and to-day he could only obtain 2 cows and 13 little sheep. lie 
found these natives journeying further away, but Oedasoa ordered 
them to halt and pitdi their camp in order to enable our people to 
trade with them. But they could obtain no more than 3 cattle 
and 17 sheep, with whidi he returned home in the evening. 

December 16th and 17th.— Stiff south casters. The Little 
Chariguriquas brought a cow and 4 sheep. They also told us that 
four days ago they had seen a large and a small vessel in 
Saldanha Bay, which after lyin^ there three days had proceeded 
to sea again. What the condition of the men was could, how- 
ever, not be ascertained. They are very likely the West Vfieslatidt 
of Enckhuysen, bound to Biatavia, and the little Nigkiingak of 
Amsterdam, destined for the Oape. 

December 18th. — (Sunday.) Cloudy weather in the morning, bat 
during the day the same hsurd south caster with rain, preventing 
the aforesaid vessels from arriving here. 

December 19th and 20th.— 1%6 S.E. wind still blowing and 
with even greater force, doing very little good to the ripe com 
now being reaped. In many places and especially on the lands of 
the Company the crops have been very successful; it is a pity 
however, that within the present limits of the Company no more 
land exists fit for wheat growing. 

The Dutch fruit trees are also more and more proving suocessfnlt 
especially apples and quinces ; some of the young trees, though 
having only 3 or 4 fruits on them as yet, the latter are beauiifiu: 
others again are beginning to blossom and promise to bear ih 
future, as soon as they are a little older and better rooted. The 
best of aU is that the fruit will be ripe and in full beauty when the 
return fleet and the outward bound autumn and winter ships arrive 
here. This we have also observed in the lemons and oranges, 
some of which trees are already in fair bearinfi^. The vines are 
particularly full, as well as the olive tree which Dore last year and 
IS now so covered with fruit that its branches bend down to the 
earth. The other, however, has hitherto only shown 2 or 3 blossoms. 
What it will still do, time will show. Of the currants and goose- 
berries a few ripe berries were plucked this month ; and the 
cherries are beginning to ripen. When the trees are older ibey 
will jperhaps bear better ; but this fruit will be for the people who 
live here, as about that time ships seldom call here. 

December 21st. — (New moon.) The Musketjen azrivea from 
Bobben Island with a westerly breeze, and a load of shells lor the 
lime kilns. The S. East wind had detained her three days. She 
had heard nothing of the ships mentioned on the 17th instant st 



■eeo by the HottentooB in Saldauha Bay, and which are prevented 
from reaching Table Bay by the continuous S. Easters which 
agnia b^an to blow during the night. 

December 32nd. — The S.E. wind still blowing. 

December 23rd. — This morning Fiscal Abraham Gabbema was 
Bent with some merohandJze carried by two pack oxen to the 8al- 
danhars, encamped about a day's journey from this, in order, if 
poesible, to barter some cattle from them, as we have hitherto 
neard nothing further of the rumoured approach of the Chainou- 
quas and Heusequue, and it has been foimd that cattle may be 
bartered from the Saldanbars with greater facility when they are 
a distance away than when they are near, for in the latter case 
they are ahle to obtain from the freemen and private individuals 
30 much tobacco for milk, a certain kiod of ground nut, roots, and 
other wild fruit, such as 'porey,' useless ostrich feathers and 
shells, little tortoises and other similar trifles (leuren en sleuren), 
that the Company has very little chance of obtaining any catile 
from tbem, to say nothing of the trouble wliich we hive to suffer 
from them when they are euoampetl in our neighbourhood because 
of their shameless importunity, &u. 

December 24th. — Cloudy, fickle weather, with a stiff south- 
easter during the night. Since the 17th 4 sheep were obtained 
from the Saldanhars. and 2 from the Caapmen. 

December 25th. — (Christmas Day.) The strong S, li. winds con- 
tinue to blow, with parching drought. 

December 26th. — The same weather. 

December 27th. — Calm weather. Towards evening Fiscal 
Abraham Qabbema returns from the Saldanhars, who were en- 
camped much further oS than was supposed. He had bartered 
from them 4 good cattle and 90 sheep, 6 of which he had to leave 
behind on ibe way, as the distance waa loug and they could uot 
get further. He, therefore, brought home a fine troop of 84 
sheep, as well as the aforesaid 4 cattle. 

December 28th. — The sanae iine weather, with varying breezes, 
During the night, however, the S.E. wiuds again begaa to blow 
hozd. The following Resolution was adopted : — 

" Wednesday, the 28th December, 1661. 

" Whereas it has pleased God the Lord to bless us fairly well 
this year with our wneat crop, in the case of the burghers as well 
aa that of the Company, so that some of the former, who have 
hitherto been obliged to obtain their bread com from the Company, 
□ot only are able to subsist on their owu, but will also have some 
over to deliver to the Company for the reduction of their debt. 
&o. — It was decided, in order the more to euoourage them in that 
neoessary industry, and also in oousequence of the expectation of 
a large supply of rice from India, to allow each of the agnoultu- 
FiBts, for the use of themselves and their households, one-aud-a- 
quarter bushel per head montlily, whether man, woman, or maid ;. 



4661. or 50 lbs. wheat to be brought by them to the mill, and which 
~~ shall be ground at onoe, because, living iu the country, thej can- 
not be at the mill every day. After them those living near the 
'Fort will be served. The rest of the time to be at the disposal of 
"the Company's servants. 

Beynier Diyver of Clee£^ who arrived here in the Mutquaet 
Boom on the 23rd July, 1660, as ' adelborst ' at f 10 per month, 
and is at present provisionally holding the rank of corporal, in 
"which he is givine satisfaction, is accordingly, at his request^ and 
because of his abiUty, confirmed in his corporal's rank^ with a 
salary of f 14, commencing on New Year's Day. 

Thus done and arrested in the Fort the Gh>od Hope, on the day 
and in the year as above. "

"" January 2nd. — Cloudy sky in the morning. Clear during the 

day, ivith a 8. W. breeze. The Mmketjen arrives from Bobben 
Island with shells for the lime kilns. 

January 3rd and 4th. — Calm, warm, sunshine. The following 
persons betroth themselves according to the following Besolution :— 

Wednesday, the 4th January, 1662. 

Abraham Gabbema, bachelor, boro at the Hague, Fiscal in the 
Company's service and appointed to the Fort of Good Hope, 
having pledged his troth to retronella Dous of Dousburgh, spinster 
here, and both having appeared before the Council, the bride 
assisted by her mother Johanna Boddys« with the request to be 
lawfully joined in wedlock, the Council decided to grant their 
reasonable prayer. (Signed) J. v. Biebeeck, Boeloff de Man, and 
Hendiick Lacus, secretuy. 

Towards evening the said Fiscal Gabbema was again 
despatched to the Saldanhars with merchandize packed on 6 oxen, 
to see whether he could not again make such a fine baiter as last 
^;ime. 

January 5th, 6th and 7th. — Fine, calm weather, sometimes 
.cloudy, with a little moisture. 

January 8th. — (Sunday). Pleasant weather in the morning, 
VI ith a slight W. breeze. 

January 9th. — Same weather. The Mmketjen arrives from 
Robben island with another load of shells for the kilns. Every- 
.thing was still well there. 



Towards eveiuDg the freemea's vessel Peijiujn also arrived from 
SaJdaaha Bay, with 11 haLf-aums train oil, bringing news that 
for a month the ship We»t Vristltiniit of EnokhuTaen and the 
Nadtte</aaltjc of the Chamber AmBterJam had been lying there 
according to the following letter to the Commander. 

"Ilonour fast. Worshipful, Prudent, very discreet Sir! 

Sir, — As we left the Vlie on the 18th July last for the Chamber 
Enokhujeeo, in tlie Weat Vrirslnnilt, with -174 men, of whom up 
to date 34 have diwl, we reached the N. of Dassen Island on the 
6th instant, intending to anchor on the roadstead there. We 
found a vessel there under the land Hying the Prince's Flag, It 
fired a shot and hoisted a distress signal. We therefore sailed 
towards her, and found her to be the NaclUeijanl fitted out by 
Amsterdam. She had left the Texel on the I5th June with "-iO 
men. Four had died and the rest were very weak, so that tliey 
could not manage their vessel. We therefore gave him 8 men, 
but Bs the wind was southerly we were unable to reach the road- 
stead and were compelled to make for Saldhana Bay, where we 
are fltill lying with the Nachlegaal, trusting that the Almighty 
God will give us a favourable wind. We shall not waste time in 
prououting our voyage as soon as possible in order to reach you. 
but we beg you, as long as we are detained here, to provide us 
with some refreohments, for which we shall be deeply grateful, as 
they are very much required for our crews sake."

The Utter of the skipper of the Nachicjaa/'ie wos as follows : — 
December 27th, 1661. 

" Sib, — With proper respect I write you by Bartholomeue who 
has suddenly deoided to sail for Table Bay as during the early 
night the wind suddenly changed towards the north. This is why 
I cannot «Tite circumstantially, or say more tlian that we have 
arrived here safely on the 6th. Since that day we have longed 
for a favourable breeze. We have had a long voyage on auoount 
of the unfitness of our vessel. We left the Texel on the 15th 
June, having made 2 previous futile attempts from Amsterdam, 
frustrated each time by the fault of the vessel. Of my third 
effort I will speak when I am present with you. This I wish 
very much, aa many of my people are again out of their beds and 
on their legs, though not yet quite well. I brought here 8 in 
bed and four dead of scurvy. Two died within sight of land, so 
that we had 12 unfit to do duty out of our fidl complement of 20. 
Among them are S boys ; the rest of the 12 are supposed to be 
in good health, as we kept them out of bod by force. If there- 
Vol. vu X 
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1662. had only been one capable of taking his turn during 4 suooewve 
-" glasses at the rudder ! It was a misery to behold, as we oould mot 
work our ship. On the 6th we saw your freemen of Dassen 
Island, having been carried thither by a S. breeze. We intended 
to anchor on the roadstead there, when to our joy we saw a vessel 
towards the N. also making for the same roadstead. I fired a 
spin and hoisted a distress signaL She came down to us and we 
found her to be the West Vrieslandi of the Chamber Enokhuyseo. 
I oalled out to her, " Board me, I am unable to put out a boat or 
manage the ship." This he did and after I had been provided by 
him with men, we decided to sail together to this Bay (Saldanha)."

A later note from the skipper of the NaekUgaelfjen contained 
the following : — 

7th January, 1662. 
On board the Nachtcffaeitjen. 

'^ With greeting and respect this is to inform you, that, on aooount 
of the change in the wind, the enclosed could not be sent ou ; and 
as it has to be done hurriedly, as the boat is leaving, I have no 
other opportunity to write. I trust that the preoent N.E. bresn 
will continue." (Signed) Skipper Fyaert Meijndertss Backer. 

January 10th. — A fine N.W- breeze, growing stronger towardi 
evening, with some rain. 

January 11th. — The same rainy weather and the same breeie, 
so that we expect the above mentioned vessels every hour from 
Saldanha Bay. They can reach us now for refreshments, whilst 
the wind is against us to send them any. 

January 12th. — Cloudy weather, with varying breezas in the 
morning. The Mmketjen hurriedly despatched to Kobbt-n Island 
with the secret signals for the return fieet and outward bound 
vessels that they may receive them in good time. She is to faring 
back shells for lime. 

During the forenoon the freemen's vessel also left full of cabbagsi 
and earth fruits for the ships in Saldanha Bay. She took the 
following letter with her. 

To the officers of the ship West Vrieslandi and the galiot 
NaehtegaL 

" With the freemen's boat we received your letters, and looked 
forward to your arrival with the W. breeze. And though we do 
not doubt that you are now near here, but should, through soiDS 
cause or another, this not be the case, we have sent you we free- 
mon's vessel full of cabbages and other vegetables. As it is too small 
it has not been able to take on board any cattle, but we do not 
doubt that you have been able to obtain some in the bay, as well 
as geese, ducks, aud other birds ; also that with these W. breesep 
you have been able to touch at Dassen Island, where you would 



obtain from the freemen sbeep and pigs, which we have in sufficient 
numbers there, as well as good vegetables. It has plensed 113 to 
leam that the freemen are very accommodating in conveying to 
you water and vegetables, as well as in the catching of birds, &c. 
If you happily reach us (each little breeze to be iaken advantage 
of), you will find no want of better water and refreshment here in 
abundanoe. If you find, however, that you are delayed there 
longer, then be so good aa to send us by the first boat the letters 
for the Cape. The refreshments are to be divided among you, 
and whichever of you first meets tliis boat shall take out its share. 
We trust that the Almiglity will soon oonduot you hither." . .

In the Fort ' the Good Hope,' the l.'th January, 1G62. 

During the afternoon it again began to blow hard from the 
S.8.E., preventing the vessels from oomiug on. 

January 13th. — Wind as boisterous as yesterday. During the 
afternoon Fiscal Abraham Gabbema arrived from the land of the 
Saldanhars (three day's journey from this), bringing 117 sheep 
and 17 cuttle which he had bartered ; so that he again had a 
fortunate journey, According to his opinion, however, not much, 
more will be obtainable from Uiem at present, as he brought baok 
A large quantity of merchandize which he had hoped to barter 
away, as they were well provided. This is surprising, as they are 
so hot on tobacco, and having so much cattle that tliuy part with 
any with such great difficulty. But it more and more appears that 
this is the only field which they cultivate for their subsisteuoe, using 
the meat and milk for food and the skins for clothing. 

January 14th. — Lovely weather, with varying breezes. 

January loth, — (Sunday.) Same pleaaaut weather, with a N. 
breeze. 

January 16th. — The same weather. It is strange that the 
vesaels do not make their appearance with it from Saldanha Bay. 

January I7th. — Cloudy sky, with N. W. breezes, very favourable 
for the above mentioned ships. Fiscal AJtraham Gabbema proceeilB 
with merchandize 00 two pack oxen to the Gorachoiiquas or 
Tobacco Tliiei'es, to see what he may obtain there. They are 
encamped at the extreme point of the Steenbergen and False Bay, 
a stiff day's journey from this, with burdened osen, &o. 

In the meanwhile the N'tchlegtwl arrives after a tedious voyage 
(about 10 o'ch)ck in the morning). According to the skipper she 
hod called at Caho Veido on the Vith August for water, and 
there heard that the English had altogether forbidden the West 
India Company to trade in the river Gamla. and ordered it to 
surrender its Fort within three months to the King, They there- 
fore lived there in great anxiety, and though re-enforced, were very 
Boberly provided with provisions, besides having daily to suffer the 
^■umoyaace of the English, &c. 
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1662. On the (?) October this galiot had crossed the line between five 

* and six d^rees of longitode and there and dnrinff the whole 
Toyage had to contend much with calms. On the 6tn December 
last she had fallen in, in a quite hdnlefls state, with the West 
VrtMkmdt below Dassen Island, whion gave her 8 men, and 
together they proceeded to Saldanha Bay. Between the 11th and 
12th of this month they left with a N. breese and anchored below 
Dassen Island, where tiiey were becalmed. Yesterday she left for 
this bay. 

The Mmketjen returned from Bobben Island with shells. 
Towards evening the Went Vrietlandi arrived in company of 
the freemen's boats laden with train oil. 

January 18th. — Fine weather. Skipper GomelisE Jansz Badker 
and junior merchant Elbert Brouwer of the We^t VrtMlandt land, 
and report that they had left the Ylie on the 18th July last with 
374 men, of whom 34 had died and 8 had been transferred to the 
NachtegaeL Excepting 4 or 5, the crew were in good health, thanks 
to the refreshments ootained at Saldanha Bay where they had 
obtained 15 sheep from the Hottentoos and daoly a fair quantity 
of vegetables from the islands, brought on by the boats of the free- 
men, from whom they had, beeides water, received much assistanoe. 
They had touched nowhere and had almost during the whole voyage, 
and especially at the line, to contend with adverse winds, xbey 
had crossed the line on the 3rd October in 253^ 27^^ longitude, bat 
the helpless state of iheNachtegael caused their chief delay, as they 
might easily have reached the Dassen Island roadstead, and taking 
advantage of the slight breezes, reached Table Bay the next day ; 
for the Dassen Island roadstead is so favourably situated for 
sailing hither, as full advantage can be taken of the fdightest breeie, 
which often fails a vessel before she can get dear of Saldanha Bay. 
With the N.W. breeze they had sailed away yesterday morning, 
and arrived here the same evening. This, however, can seldom be 
done from Saldanha Bay at this tmie of the year, but very readily 
from Dassen Island. 

January 19th. — (New moon.) Fine weather, with a N.W. breeze. 
During the afternoon a stiff S. Easter. 

Towards evening the Fiscal returned from the Caapmen and 
Tobacco Thieves, bringing only 20 sheep and 7 little oxen, notwith- 
standing they are in their position sufficiently rich in beautiful 
cattle. It is therefore evident that most cattle can only be 
obtained from the tribes further inland. 

January 20ih. — Wind and weather as yesterday forenoon, but 
towards evening again a stiff S.S. Easter. 

January 21ft. — The same stiff S.E. wind. 

January 22nd. — ^The same. During the night it became fine 
weather. 
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'- January 23rd to 26th. — Oontinuously fine weatber. After the 
Thursday's sormon Fiscal Abraham Gabhema waa married to Miss 
PetrODetia Does in preseuoe of the Council, aooording to the 
Resolution dated this day. 

January 26th, 1662.

I January 27th. — Fine weather, with N.W. breeze. 

January 28th. — Same weather. The Nachteijnel receives her 
despatch to India, also our letters and papers for that Residency. 
S. East wind suddenly apringinp up she is unable to leave to-night. 

January 29th. — (Sanday.) The 8.B. still blowing. At noon a 
vessel was sighted below the land by the kloof watchmen. She 
was becalmed, whilst here in the bay it waa blowing so hard that 
the vessels were obliged to lower their top raasts. 

January 30tli. — Calm weather during the morning, and as the 
vessel was still lying becalmed, the Fiscal was sent off to her with 
the following note. 

^Ll To the officers of the unknown vessel below the land. 

^^^ Honourable, prudent, very discreet, good Friends ! 

^B** As the Nachtfgaeltjeii is m^pared to leave and we see you 
under the land, we send you Fiscal Abraham Gabbema without 
delay tor the letters belonging to the Cape, as we believe that thw 
will contain matters which should be desp&t«he<l with the said 
galiot without delay ; be pleased therefore to deliver the letters to 
the said Fiscal, that we may the sooner learn their contents and 

delay the galiot as little as possible "

^']ji the Fort ' the Good Hope,' the 30th January, 1662. 

^^ A N. W. breeze blowing during the afternoon, by means of which 
the above vessel safely arrived on the roadstead. The Fiscal 
landed with the letters, hut they contained nothing that was 
necessary to be despatched in the Nin-hffgiiel. About tlie same time 
the skipper Jan van Campen and the junior merchant Casper van 
Dalen also landed and reported their vessel to be the Wapen ran 
Amettrdam, which had left the Vlie on the 27th September, 1661, 
in company of the Amergfoort, with 350 men, of whom only 
three had (lied and 2 been drowned The rest were in good health. 
She had called nowhere and bad lost sight of the Amcri<foort the 
same day that she left, The Malacca was then also ready to leave 
the VUo. 

January 31st. — Tlie wind N.W. from the sea. The Nachtegael 
ordered to leave and to endeavour to do so by tacking. 
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1662. The fFesf Vrieslandt reoeiYW her deepatch and our lettms for 

"" India. 

The Nachtegael gets outside during the afternoon with 52 man 
on board. Gbd grant her a prosperous voyage. 

February 1st. — Lovely, cloudy N.W. weather, unfavourable 
for the departure of the West Vrieslandf, The Nachtegael puts 
back. 

February 2nd, — A 8.E. breeze in the morning. Both yessek 
leave, the West Vrieslandt with 301 men. Qwl grant them a 
quicker voyage than they have had from Patria to this. 

The two freemen's boats leave for Dss^n Island and Saldanha 
Bay for fishing and burning train oil. 

February 3rd, — ^Lovely, oalm weather. 

February 4th. — The same weather. Arrival of the Malaeea, 
skipper Pieter Jansz Veltmuys and junior merohant Isaaoq 
Chrammond. She had left the \lie on the 3rd October, 1661, with 
345 men, 12 of whom had died ; the rest were fairly welL 
Between Yarmouth and the Wells she had bumped three times, of 
which they had informed the Directors by means of a man-of-war 
from the Channel. They came straight on hither, but were 
becalmed 3 weeks at the line. She had been 19 days in company 
of the Amersfoort in this neighbourhood, which vessel may tnere- 
fore also be daily expected. 

February 5th. — (Sunday.) Heavy south-easters sinoe last 
ni^t. They continued until midnight. 

February 6th and 7th. — Fine weather, with a N.W. breeie. 
Heavy S. Easter in the afternoon, preventing the officers of the 
Wapen tan Amsterdam^ who were on shore to receive their despatoh, 
from returning on board. Thej had to spend the night on shore. 

February 8th. — ^The same heavy 8. Easter. 

February 9th. — Calm in the momiuK. The officers proceed on 
board with our letters and papers for Satavia. During the afl^r- 
noon the vessels reached the open with a fine S.S.E. bref'ze, and 
345 men on board. The Almighty grant them a happy and 
prosperous voyi^e. 

February 10th and 11th. — Lovely weather, with N.W. breezes. 
Since the Fiscal returned from his journey, on the 19th of last 
month, we have bartered 3 cattle and 23 sheep from the Saldanhara. 

February 12th. — (Sunday.) Very lovely, calm weather. About 
9 o'clock in the evening news was brought to the Fort by one of &e 
guardhouse * Keert de Koe ' (Ihim the Cow), that our travellers 
under command of Sergeant Pieter Everaerts had arrived in ths 
neighbourhood ; all were in good health and strength, exeepting 
one who had been killed by an elephant They hoped to be early 
to-morrow morning at the Fort ; we therefore sent them & flask oi 
wine and some food, in order to refresh them somewhat, Ac. 

February 13tli. — Dark weather in the morning, with a W. 
breeze. About si's, p'Qlock a yes9el anchored in the roadstead, and 



tiie offioerB Ittnding reported that she was the Amer^foort (skipper 
A^aan Joostcn Swaen, nud junior raerohant Rudolph van 
Ommereo), with 341 men, of whom 14 had died or beeu lost. 
She had left in company of Jfit Iftipfiu tvin Amiten/am on the 
27th September last, and between the 6th and 7lh of this month 
anchored below DftBsen Island, where they had been fairly well 
refreehed by the freemen with Tegetablea, eggs, bii'ds, sheop, and 
pigs. Yestenlay before daylight they left, and, thunk God, 
oiiived here safely this morning. 8 lo had ealletl nowhere, and 
was becalmed more than six weeks at the line. 

Id the meanwhile Sergeant Pieter Kveraerts oml his twelve oom- 
nauiong arrive hale and hearty ; their 13th companion had been killed 
by an elephant ten days after they had left us. In substance they 
mentioned tliat. they had not been able to find the Namaquite,. 
though they hud marched more than 48 Uutoh miles beyond the 
spot where they had last been met ; but if they hod been able to 
find water furtli-r on, whioh the sergeant, three of his men and the 
chief of the Great Chariguriquiis had searohetl for in vuin for four 
days, they mip;bt have been able to have found them. But 
between a oertuiu water wliieh runs into an inland lake, named the 
■Oliphants lliver ' and the plaue where the NamaquHS were now 
encamped, was a space so dry and salt that it could not possibly 
'he travelled. The aforesaid chief and some of his men, however, 
Tapidly crossed it towards the Naniaquas, and brought ua news, 
after 10 or 12 days, that the Namaqiiaa had said that there was 
DO chanoe this season for us to reach them. This was soon proved, 
for the sergeant having attempted it for four days, had returned 
to his men naif faint with thirst. The said chief and his men had 
taken 10 or 12 days to and fro over this salt territory and suffered 
ranch more from thirst, as the ground there is as dry and barren 
as a plank and full of sandy mole hills, without a green herb or 
grass, and only here antl there a little pool of suit, muddy water, 
the sides of which were quite white with salt This inoonvenienoo 
compelled them to return before the time, as well as ihe stekness 
of oil'' or two, who, however, soon recovered after they had left 
those barren regions. All declare that nowhere a lithe has been 
found of such good land and water as are found here in this little 
comer of the Cape, aa will more fully appear from their journal 
inserted below. 

Journal kept by me, Cornells de (Jretser, of tlie journey to and fro 
in the laud of Africa, made by Fieter Everaert, Sergeant (in 
aooordanoc with certain Instructions given to him), in his 
quality as Commander, with bis oompanions, consisting of 12 
persons, by order of the lion. Johan van Biebeeok, Oom- 
maader of the Fort of Good Hope and its dopendenoies ; 
commenced on the 14th November, ItiSl, when they left our 
aforesaid Fort. 
I Anno Hi6l. 
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1662. November 15th. — ^Lieft the barrier at the Salt River, takmg our 

-^ oourse towards the N.E. aboat 1^ miles. Having rested we weot 
2} miles further, when we wifre among the Tigerbergen, wfane 
we passed the night. 

On the 17th we rested at the liosselbanks Bivier dnring tiie 
hottest part of the day. 

On the 19th the rain prevented us from advanoing more tima 
1^ Dutoh miles. 

On the 20th we passed over the * doof ' of a oertain moonfain 
called by us ^ Riebeeoks OasteeL' 

On the 21st we reached the 'Groote Berg Bivier/ iriieirewe 
caught an abundance of beautiful fish. 

(^ the 22nd we were busy the whole day, as the river was so 
very deep, floating across our victuals. We camped on the other 
aide during the night. 

The land from the ^ Biebeecks Oasteel * to this, and that for 
three-quarters of an hour towards the Cape, is fairly well suited 
for cultivation, but rather sandy. The rest passed by us is alto- 
gether sandy, pebbly and rocky. The pas8afi;e (track) towards the 
aforesaid river (if necessary) might be travelled with a wagon. 

On the 23rd we reached the ' Cleyne Berg Bivier/ whidi we 
crossed, and then rested during the heat of the day, and afterwards 
crossed sixteen large and small rivers, all discharging themselves 
into the Berg Bivier. 

The coimtry passed this day is entirely sandy and stony. 

On the 24th, early in the morning, we decided to lay quiet 
during the forenoon, and provide oiirselves with * hartebeefltea ' 
and other game, as they could not very well be obtained further 
on. We ueref ore spent the night at a river, but at nightfall we 
observed an elephant not far from our restiug place. Its intentioii 
seemed to be to attack us, and therefore, in order to protect our 
cattle, we advanced towards it, in order to attempt, if possible, to 
get him away from us ; but in doing so (though various shots had 
been fired at it), one of our companions, named Pieter Boman, 
was not only overtaken, but so cruelly mangled by it, that he died 
about two hours afterwards. 

Because of the burial of the deceased, and the weakness of 
Coenraedt Schatman, we lay still the whole forenoon of the 2dtlu 

The country here is as already described, but hay might be 
obtained from it. 

On the 29th we reached a high mountain range whidi we had 
to cross, but on account of the weakness and exhaustion of our 
cattle we were obliged to rest there. 

On the 30th we reached the * (Jroote Oliphants Bivier.' The 
country travelled hitherto is sandy and stony. 

On the 4th we crossed the Oliphants Bivier, and rested near a 
marsh in consequence of the weak state of Schatman. 
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le 6tli we lay quiet for the same reoeon, and supplied our- 
«el7es with birds, which we shot, and fish caught ia the rivar, 
which were obtained in great abundance and of a large size. 

On the 7th, before sunrise, we loaded three of our pack-oxen, 
&nd left the two others with two men and sufficient victuals with 
the sick man. We marched northwards 2 J hours, re-crossed the 
Oliphants Eirier, rested and went on again in aN,W. direction 
for two hours ; then we changed the oourse towards the N. for one 
hour, when we reached the spot where Meurhotf had on bis last 
trip met the Chariguriquas and the Namaquas, near the banks of 
the Oliphants Rivier. 

Tho land as poor as before, but about half-an-hour from this, 
towards the Cape, good soil for agrictdture exists. 

On the !lth we erosseJ the Oliphauta Rivier, and marched fully 
tbree hours, when we reached a very beautiful greeu valley near 
the said river, where we rested during the heat of the day, and then 
followed the course of the river for half-aa-hour N. by E. 
After that, for an hour and a half, N.N.W,, and rested near the 
river. After sunset two Chariguriquas and some Soaquas visited 
and promised ua to bring us to their kraal, where we would be 
able to obtain exact information regarding the whereabouts of tho 
Namaquas. 

On the 11th we rested on account of the exhaustion and weok- 
■neas of our cattle. Here we were visited by two chiefs of the Chari- 
guriquas, who invited us to their kraal, which, they said, was not 
far from us. We therefore accompanied them in the afternoon, 
■our course being N.W. by N., aud passed the whole night without 
s drop of water, the chiefs aforesaid preceding us to their kraal. 

»0n the I2th we reached the aforesaid kraal, where we stayed 
the day aud refreshed ourselves a little. 
Tho country travelled this day has fairly good soil for 
cultivation. 

On the 13th we continued our rest, but at the eame time en- 
quired after the Namaquas. We were told that we would not be 
able to reach them this time, as tb«y had retired far into the 
interior, and that no water would l>e obtainable for the cattle on 
tho way, nor anything else. Tho Namaquas Iiad commenced their 
journey in the raiuy season, as they said, but as we did not place 
much oonfidenoe in what they said, we determined to start early 
to-morrow morning to search for their {the Namaqna) old tsamp, 
4nd having found the same and the apoor, to follow the latter if 
possible. 

On the l4th wa marched in a zig-zag direction, a^ompanied by 
the 2 chidfs, until we reached th- spot where the Namaquas had 
loin with their cattle. Afterwards we crossed a mountain, and 
_ Anally encamped at a brack wat«r. 
H» The land here is fairly good for cultivation. 
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I6e2. On the morning of the 15th we marohed 8.W. by W. one good 

— hour ; then W. half an hour, then W. by N. half an hour, then 
8. W. half an hour, when we again reaohed the Oliphants BiTier,. 
and again found the spoor of the Namaquas, whioh we had lost. 
We then lay still for tht5 rest of the day waiting for the 
Chariguziqua chief whom we had promised to meet here with his- 
oattle, in order together, should water not fail us, which, he said, 
would surely be the cose, to look for the Namaquas. The oountiy 
aa already described. 

The chief not having arrived on the morning of the 16th, we 
thought that he had been befooling us. He, however, came after 
we had left the spot, and said that he had left his cattle at the 
place which we had left in the morning. He again told us that 
if we wished to march further we had to leave this (Oliphants) 
river for good, and make up our minds to find no water for four 
days, and even if we did reach any it would be so salt that we 
oonld not pof sibly drink it, and certainly not the cattle. He offered 
his services to let us see it, if we accompanied him. Having care- 
fully considered the matter we decided that 2 or 3 men should for 
2 or 3 days follow the spoor further and carefully observe whether 
matters were as stated by the chief. They were then to retom 
and report to us, who would wait for them here, so as« after having 
seen and heard everything, to decide accordingly. The sergeant 
would form one of the number, with the intention to start to- 
morrow morning early. 

On the 17th the sergeant and two of the men, accompanied hj 
the chief and an interpreter, left early in the morning and returned 
on the 20th in fair health, reporting that they had not been able 
to obtain water anywhere, or grass for the cattle ; they had only 
found some brackish or salt water, as will appear more fuUy from 
their annexed journal, viz. : — 

*^ On the 17th at daybreak we left, marching N.N.E. for an* 
hour, then about three hours N. by W., when we arrived at * smalli 
water, but so brack and salt that it was nndrinkable. Having 
rated, we marched two hours farther, and again rested, withoat 
finding any water. We rested once more, and then marched 
three hours further, and again found some water dightly better. 
Here a Sooqua told us that the Namaquas were about three days'* 
diatant from us. We acecMdingly decided to go to them, and,. 
having found them, to endeavour to induce them to aooompany oa 
Id our camp, in otder to leoerre our p t o s cn ta. To this t^ chie^ 
who accompanied us, agreed. We, thoelore^ decided to stay here 
for the night. 

Early in the m.^ming of the 18th we started, and marched fbor 
bows, then rested neour a little water, and went on again f* r tfarse 
lionn, when we anriTed at a kraal wber? the Namaquas had 
aammd with th«ir cattle^ and we found aome watier ■i-*»l^«' to what 
^n hnd pieviottsly tasted. Having rafted we mnrohed on two 
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hours longer, when we rtaohed two Souqua huts wliich were 
unteDaDto<l. Here the chief wished to remain, whilst we, on the 
other hani], desired to go on. He tohl us that we oould 
Dot posflihly reach the Nftmaqiias, and evfio if we did thoy would 
never accompany ua bat^, with miiny other eimjlar Bubterfugea. 
He ohowed great miwillJngneBS to go further, and desired to go 
book. This we opposed for a long wliiie, but finally, cousideriug 
the great scarcity of wat«r, we decided to give in. We. therefore, 
returned, and passed the night near a rook, where we found some 
rain-water which had fallen that day. 

On the 19th we reachwl the aforesaid huts, where we spent the 
night. 

On the 20th wo returned to the camp. 

The i;ountry travelled by us is altogether stouy and sandy. 

On the 2Ist, seeing that there was no probability of reaching 
the Namaquas (on account of the want of water and grass to Bave 
the lives of our cattle), we requested the chief to send some of his 
men to them oii our behalf, in order to aoquaint them with our 
coming, and induce tlieiu to come to us to reoeive their presents, 
which we had with us, and which we showed him. This he 
promised to do (after we had made him a present for haTing 
accompanied us, and promised him that if he could induce the 
Namaquas to come to us, we would give him a much larger one). 
He undertook to bring us back an answer in a short time. 

In the meanwhile we resolved in consequence of the ebb and 
flow of the Olipbante Bivier, and the noise of ita waters, which we 
dsi'y heard, especially at night, to have its course followed by 2 or 
3 men, in order to see whether there was no other wafer anywhere 
into which the said river discharged itself ; for we presumed that 
the sea was very near here, and might be the cause of it {ebb and 
flow). 

On the 23rd, therefore, thn Sergeant and three men went out for 
the purpose and returnod at nightfall tlie next day. They 
reported that they had followed the river course about 7 hours, 
that is S.W. ; after that it was found discharging itself into a 
sea, cutting off, before it did so, a strip of land, whioh consequently 
lay between it and the sea. The water of the river must be distant 
folly 4 hours from the sea before it loses its saltish taste, as 
observed by them according to their statement. 

On the 2:ird we again arrived on our return journey at the 
Oliphants liiver where we met the oliief and his three men, who 
informed us that aooording to promise, he had sent 3 men to the 
Namaquas, who would without doubt be baok on the 9th day, 
when he would bring them back to uf, or at least such information 
as would guide our further steps. 

As the pasturage was so poor, we decided to-day (26tli) to retire 
to the kraals of the Chariguriquas, whioh were on our way, and 
there await the answer. TTie nest day we reached the kraals 
situated near the Oliphants I^ivier. 
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1662. On the 29tli we retired with the diief and his kraal, to look for 

~ better pastures. 

On the afternoon of the 31st we met some Charignriqnas, who 
informed us that the Namaquas were ooming to us and wero already 
Tcry near ; and that their chief had early this morning gone out 
to meet them, and that he would be here Tery soon. 0<mtrBi7 to 
our resolution we therefore decided to wait here a day or two 
longer. 

&e country all about here is as already described. 

From the 1st to the 4th January, 1662, we lay quiet and rested. 

On the fifth, the Chariguriquas broke up their camp and retired 
further back. We followed them and again reached their krasl 
situated at the Oliphants Bivier where we stayed. 

The country here is altogether sandy, stony and rocky. 

Towards evening of the 6th we ordered to us some of the 
Chariguriquaa, who, (as we understood) had come from the 
Namaquaa, and who were the same mentioned to us by the diief 
on the 23rd December last year. They told us, when striedy 
questioned, that the Namaquas and their chief would be hen 
as soon as the moon was ended, or, as they expressed it, waa deed. 
And as ten or twelve days would elapee b^ore this haf^peoed, 
we deemed it undesirable, as our prorisions did not pemut it, 
to wait any longer, but to continue our return journey. 

On the 7th we reached the beautiful valley in whidi we had 
<aunped on the 9th Deoembw last, and where we asain rested 
awhile, as no water would be obtainable in the neij^iboorhood. 
Towards evening we arrived at the river, where we had spent the 
night of the 8th December last 

As the sergeant was pursing and did not fed. well, we lay quiet 
during the morning of tne 10th. Starting in the afteraoon 
we passed the night on the spot where we had left our companions 
on Uie 7th December, whom we found in good health, except one, 
via., Laurens Janss, who was v»y ill and weak, and had been laid 
up nearly three weeks. We trust, however, with the hdp of Gh)d, 
to get him soon on his legs again. 

From the 11th we lay still until the 24th, wh«i we decided 
to resume our march the following day, as our sick friend had 
regained some strength and felt welL 

On the 25th we arrived at the ^^ where we had pnnnort 
the night of the 3rd December last. Here the long expected diief 
joined us, and told us that he had come from the Namaquas, who 
told him that they could not come down. 

On the 26th we reached the spot where we had encamped on the 
2nd December, and slept there. 

On the 27th we lay quiet, because Laurens Janss was not very 
wdl, and was again purging. 

On the 28th we reached a branch of the Oliphants Bivier, and 
aiqpt there. 



On the 29th ve ooutinued our maroh to where Wi had slept ou 
the 30th November laflt. 

Oo the 30th we again reeted, for the reason above mentioned. 

Od the 3lBt we reached the spot where we had slept on the 30th 
November last. 

On the 1st of February the rain prevented us from prooeeding 
very far. 

During the evening ot the third we camped at a clear mnniDg 
stream. 

The night of the 4tb we spent near another little river. 

On the Sth we passed the last of tho 17 rivers mentioned by us 
on the 23rd November and finally reaohed tlie ' Klein Berg Eivier,' 
where we slept. 

On the 6th we rested our cattle the whole forenoon, as they wore 
weak and tired, and towards evening reached the ' Groote Berg 
Rivier,' where we slept. 

On the 7th we again lay still for the same reason. 

On tho 8th we reached the Kloof of Riebeeoks Koateel, through 
which we passed towards the spot were we had uamped on the 
20th November last. 

On the Sth we reached the spot where we hod rested on the 18th 
November last. 

OnthelOthwe reached the 'Mosselbank,' where we spent the 
night. 

During the afternoon of thu lltb we marched two hours, and 
remained for the night on the spot where we had been on the 16th 
November last. 

On the 12th we passed the ' Tyger bergen,' and finally arrived 
at the ' Zoute Rivier,' where we had commenced our journal. 
We therefore thank the Almighty for His mercy shown us. Amen, 

To-day the Freemen's vessel arrived in company of the ship 
Amersfoort from Dasaen Island, laden with eggs and fish ; one of 
them hod acted as pUot on the Amer»fuorf and accordiogly been of 
great service to that vessel as testified by the Officers, so that 
their residence there is already becoming a great convenience for 
the Company's vessels. 

The Officers ot the Malacca receive their despatch and the papers, 
&c., for Batavia, The vessel leaves towards evening. 

February 14th.— A stiff S.S.E. breeze enables her to reach the 
open sea. God keep her safelv. 

February 15th and 16th. — The aforesaid freemen's vessel returns 
to DoKsen Island, taking with it some food for the Company's 
pigs at Robben Island, and the following letter to Jan Zaoharias 
there. 

" As the freemen informed us tliat you had called out to them 
tliat you required food for the sucking pigs, and the sows, we 
send you hidf a leaguer of the sweepings of barley, meal, &q. See 
that it is properly used, and be very attentive in looking out and 
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1662. attending to the signals for the return ships from India, as they 
"" are expected every moment. We depend on you in this matter. 
Therefore take quiok oare and be commended to Ghxl and greeted 
by your good friend. 

(Signed) Johan van Bibbbbck. 

In the Fort the ' Good Hope,' the 16th February, 1662/' 

The following was likewise resolved on in connection with the 
travellers who had returned. 

Thursday, the 16th February, 1662. 

" Although Sergeant Pieter Everaerts had travelled much further 
inland this time than had been done previously, but for all that 
did not succeed in reaching the Namaquas, in spite of every effort 
made by him, as they had retired from this side of the Oliphants 
Bivier far inland, beyond a large tract of arid, salt and saDdj 
oountry , which at present cannot be crossed in this dry season through 
want of fresh water, though they promised to meet our people about 
60 Dutch miles from this, so that we shall have to await anoth r 
and more favourable oppoi-tunity, it was decided in order to keep 
these amateurs up to the mark, to fulfil the promises made to tiiem 
when they were leaving, namely that the leader, viz. : the Serjueant 
would receive double pay as long as the journey lasted, and the 
others also double pay from the day that they remained away longer 
than they had been provisioned for. As they had only been {oo- 
visioned for 1§ months and had been away 3 months, or 1| montb 
longer than they had been provisioned, to pay them out in cash for 
that period, as well as their rations of brandy, according to the price 
at which it is sold in the Company *s stores here, lest there be too 
much dissipation among them, &c. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort the Qtood Hope, on the day 
and in the vear as above.

February 17th and 18th. — (New Moon). Obtained yesterday 
from the Saldanhars 6 small oxen and 4 small sheep, ffeavy S.S. 
easter during the evening. 

February 19th.— Heavy &8. Easter (Sunday). 

February 20th. — Fine weather, witli variable breezes. 1%6 
officers of the Amtr^foori receive their despatch and our letters 
lor Batavia. 

Febnuu^y 21st. — Fine weather, with a S.S.E. breeze. Tho 
Aweni/oort leavee with 328 men. May the Almighty grant hers 
safe voyage. 

February 22nd and 23id. — ^The same fine weather, with noiiheily 
breezes. Bartered 5 oxen and 10 aheep from the Saldanhars. 
Their chief, Oeda^oa, also visited us to express hia joy that cor 



men had ret'imed safely from the interior, ile s^iil that they 
had now been so far that he thought they wonld not only have 
iound the Nacnnquaa, but also other tribes living ou thifl side as 
well as ou the other ol the great river at Vigity Magna ; and if 
tliey had cTotfiel that, he said, they wonld have fouud the couutry 
full of permanent habitations ^raste plaatseul, and nations suoh as 
the Brigondj, Chory-Eyquaa — that is to say, Gold Nation, for 
Chory nieane gold, and £yqua a nation — also the OuniiB^uas. 
Whether this tribe is that of Cumissa, marked in Linsohoten's 
Chart as dwelling somewhat more to the north, is a matter for 
conjecture. He also spoke of a large inland sen, discovered by our 
people, eiiii;ely surrounded by land; and also that the aforesaid 
river near Vigiiy Magna, di^idftd the territory of the Hottentoos 
ii-om that of the other nations, S'l that all dwelling on the south 
■aide of that river were of the Hottentoo tribe, and those to the 
north of it were black like our Angola and Guinea slaves, who 
were also subject to a paramount chief, who never left his bouse 
(which he described as much larger than our own) without being 
followed in state by a large reiinue. The Hottentoos, however, 
had no such state among lliemselves. Ue also spoke of warrior 
women with one breast eaoh, whom that chief noaaessed, and whose 
sous, as soon as born, were at once given Lo the men, whilst they 
kept the daughters to themselveB, in order to be trained in watlike 
exorcises. These women, according to him, wore continually 
held everywhere ready for war, wldch he might have to wage from 
time to time against liis neighbours or enemies. In how far his 
story of this, of the stone houses and others built with cow dung 
and clay is true, we hope will be discovered in time for the Company. 

In the meanwhile the Caapmen came to complain that Oedasoa was 
again forcing them to leave, threateuing that he woidd ruin them. 
Hence with their huts and cattle they had retired within the lines 
of our mounted aud other guards, requesting us to protect them, 
&c. But as their cattle would within three or four days eat off 
all the graas of the Company's and freemen's cattle, preserved for 
the dry season, they were told that it was necessary that they 
should leave, for if they did not, their cattle would consume all 
the grass and our own be left to die of starvation, &c. They, how- 
over, begged us to take them under our protection, as they would 
otherwise be robbed of all their cattle, and made slaves of the 
Saldanhars, who would treat them most tyrannically, &o. 

J^ebruary 24th. — Fine weather, with variable breezes. Very 
early this moruing, Commander Hiebeeck, with all the horses that 
oould possibly be ridden, 21 in number, and accompanied by the 
sergeant, rode to the aforesaid Caapmen, whom he found within 
the limits of the Company at the fort of Bosheuvel, aud with them 
the Gorachouquas or tobacco tliieves, encamped in four kraals oon- 
sifiting of lUi large huU, sheltered with bmncbes, each but 
consisting of at least 20 souls, men, women and children. All 
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.l6e*i. appeared desirouB of embracing the Commander for joj, when 
^ tnej saw him approaching. Taey raised aome mats on poles to 

S'oteot him from the sun, when the ohief of the Caapmen, the old 
t Gtogosoa, his son Osinghldmma, the chief of the Gorachouquas, 
GorOy his brothers and all their elders went to sit down before alt 
the hOTses in the yeld, Doman on bdudf of the Caapmen, and 
Heny on that of the Gorachooqnas bein^ the spokesmen. Herry^ 
howeyer, was the principal speaker, haying been elected by them 
for the purpose and giyen a seat of honour among the ehiels, and 
elders. He orated generally, and submitted that the chiefs, &c, 
would haye gladly yisited the Fort, to qpeak to the Commander^ 
but on account of the tyrannical threats of the Saldanhars, bad 
not dared to leaye their home, but been obliged to draw dosely 
together to protect themselyes against the Saldanhars as mudi as 
possible ; and because they considered themselyes not able to cope 
with the latter, they had taken refuge among us, begging ^e 
Gommander to permit them to remain where they now were, and 
should it happen that the Saldanhars attacked them withi[i the 
Company's umits, to be so kind as to defend them with the 
mounted guard. 

The Commander replied that he had yesterday beheld the 
domineering conduct of Oedasoa towards them, when be droye 
them away home from the Fort and all the Hollanders, so that he 
could yery well understand their anxiety, and that they were afiraid 
of leaying home. He had, therefore, paid them a personal yisit in 
order once more to remind them of what he had proposed to them 
a while ago, namely, that if they would make up their minds, and 
faithfully promise to proyide eyery ship that arriyed with 10 oxen 
and 10 sheep, which reckoning die number of ships at 30 would 
amount to 300 cattle and 300 sheep, or 3 oxen and 3 sheep per 
hut, they would obtain in exchange such merchandize as they 
might desire. From that moment our protection would be 
at their seryice and all their inner paths to and from us would be 
again opened to them. But if not, their staying wh^re they 
were, greatly inconyenienced the Company, as their cattle were 
eating o£E all the g^rass, so that the Commander would prefer to 
see them depart before he left. He further asked them how they 
could be so foolish as always to suffer this domineering annoyance 
and anxiety caused them by Oedasoa, as in return for the cattle 

E>roposed to be supplied by them, not as tribute, but in exchange 
or merchandi2.e, our protection was ready for them; whilst for 
the merchandize so obtained they might barter other and much 
more cattle from the Chainouquas, their good friends, than they 
had to supply us with, so that in course of time they would become 
yery much richer than from what they hitherto only obtained by 
breeding. This pith of the case was clearly represented to them, 
and haying been audibly explained to them by Merry as * Orator/ 
the aforesaid chiefs, after some mumbling among themselyes, replied 
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_^ _ their eldere. Thej then got up 

and west into their huts, an old " patriot " preoeding each seotioQ 
(le0«r) and oryiug out that they were to o>)nie togemer at the hut 
of Choro, iQ order to hear and nsttist in Coiinoil in order to decide 
what could be done under the ciroumstanoes, &o. In the mean- 
while the Commander wae requested to bide awhile outside in the 
veld. This he did, and waited fully four hours on horseback, after 
whioh they made their re-appearanoe in company of Herry and a 
lar^ crowd, and ouoe more went to eit before the horses, together 
with all their ohief men about 100 in number. For nearly an 
hour Kerry addressed then one, and then another, oaloulating the 
numberof cattle that was required, &c. Finally he said, "Oomman- 
der ! To supply the cattle just when ships have nrrived, cannot 
be done without injury to stock breeding. They had, however, 
agreed among themselres to supply a certain number annually, 
and accordingly sent out men to ooUeot the quota of each, in 
order to show the whole to the Commander to see whether that 
would satisfy him. But ae it would be evening befure they got the 
number together, they begged the Commander that he would be 
pleased, in order not to travel home in the dark, to return and to 
send to-morrow morning to their camp a Corporal of the Cadeti, 
Pieter Cruythoff, the Company's building maater, who was living 
near them in the country, bo that they may bo able to approach 
the Fort along the inner roads with their oattle, in order to show 
them to the Commander. They also requested that the Uonnt«d 
guard might be ordere<l to keop their eye on their oamp as long aa 
they were at the Fort. This was allowed, as it was not deemed 
advantageous to the Company that, the Saldanhar^ eh >uld com- 
pletely overmaster this people, as they are now audacious enough 
and might become bolder still, so as to dare to keep away from 
us the Chainouquaa, our best customers, and the Caapmeo and 
Goraohouquas, our good friends. 

The G-oremor arrived at the fort about 5 o'clock (p.m.) and saw 
a Dutch ship under the land, which aoohored on the outer road- 
stead in consequence of the sudden rising of the S.S.E. wind. 

To-day we bought a onlf and 7 sheep from the Satdanh&re, who 
were entertained as usual. 

February 25th. — The S.8,E. wind aa strong as ever. In the 
meanwhile the chiefs of the Caapmen and Q-oraohouquas arrive at 
the fort with only 14 cattle and 11 sheep, saying that at present 
they could not spare any more. They were told that for such a small 
dooommodation, which besides we paid for in merchandize, &o., ws 
could not undertake such a weighty matter ae their protection. 
They replied that they would at intervals bring more. But we 
told them that we had to depend on their good faith as much aa 
they depeni^ed on ours. Finally the animals, a refuse lot, was 
bartered from them, and matters remained as they were. After 
they had been well entertained fhey left, with our request to retire 
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1662. from our pasture grounds that our own cattle might not die of 
'" hsnger. Against thiis they alle^i that iher did not dare to do 
8^, as the EUdiinharB would' artHaok -ihem. Th^ pressed ns hsid 
to make war as their cdlies' a|faiufi(t the Saldittihilrs^ lot we told 
them that it was certainly not ourinieiitLOh to'obmsienoe war witii 
aayoBe in the world, but to retain the^endifiiipof th&se whom we 
already knew, aiid make furtU^ frioidsfaip with; oBrars whom we 
might still beeome acquainted with/ so uatr'we wiU tak» them 
under our proteetion against fhose who mi^t^ -attempt to injure 
them on our bord^ and that if they only stippliM ti3 with more 
dattloy we would put tip with the inconyeiiienbe of their n8in|; our 
pastures. On no othei' o6n£tfoto w6uld we a6t. atr ^^ would rather 
not interfere witii th«ir affiiirs. Having beeiof tMi^^ 
and foody they left with gur ioonvoj% saying thjit diey wished to 
have a further oonversatidn with the Oomnu^dmry #ho replied that 
he was at all tim^ ready, whenever it pleased llicim, and that bis 
only object was to enter into f arburable artaiigements with them 
for their own advantage and securify, &o. 
' During the nitctMon the aiEor^^d vessel, the little flute De 
Zeeridder reached the 'toadMead wHh rice and otiier nedeeasries for 
tiie Oape. She had left Batavia on t^e 17th November, 1661, irith 
skipper Jan Foran and jtmior miBrdi^nt Joha^ed BailrentsB Yan der 
Veer. She carried SS'meit, two of whom had died. In the straits 
of Sunda she had spoken the Paerl and Kbverakereken^ abo 2 Enc- 
lish vessels, the one with 36 and* tho^.dthe:^ with 30 guns, limh 
bound to Bantam. ' <M the one was Gaptaiii l)uttem, who was. pro- 
oeediM to' Banda as Governor of Pot^oron on behalf of the 
EngliKi ; he had with him a certain Yihc^fft'Rc^iieyn, who bad 
Uke Oaptain Duttem formerly sei^ved the Hott/ Oompiiny a» 
merchant, and had tifo years ago proceeded lU^e ^ b6okkeeper in 
the yacht ErasmuB for' the Rotterdam diiaihbef. ' 

fVom the letters received rt appeared thut thii' first squadron of 
the return fleet would consist of 7 ^ps. 'May the' Almiglity soon 
bring them safely to thib refreqtmient station^ ^ • - ' 

Aa she had had a lox^ voyage, so that we may en)ect theaquad^ 
every moment, the skippw was ordered at oilce to supply himself 
with water in order to piroceed'* outside to-ihorTOW, or at flie 
furthest, the day after, in order to cruize abcn^t {01*1116 return fleet 
with oir l^ers of inf oihsiatioii, ftc. For' that jpmnpoile she had been 
sent on in advauM iti' order to be first ' diildnarged and Chen 
ballasted. But ill order ')iot to \mfi/b time thi^ caiinot now be don^ 
so that die will leave inth her full cargo. But whilst she is taking 
in water, as much rice will be taken out of her by otur own vessel 
as the time will permit > : 

February 26th.— (Sunday). Lovelv weeitheir iii the morning. 
The above work therefore pro^presisfed we better. 

February 27th.— Tliid sanfe fine weather, iM that the Zeeridder 
took in sufficient water to etiable her to go out cruising for the

Today the Master Gardener, and expert in garden matters, died 
aEter a brief illness: He was nau'ed Jaoob Huybertez, of 
Bosendael, and left a sorrowing and poor widow with two ohildreu 
behind him, the widow expooting her oonflnement of the third.

Maroh 3rd. — Very lovely weather, with a W. breeze. 

March 4th. — (Full moon). The same weather. This evening 
ft vessel was sighted under the land ; very likely the ZeeriJiler. 

March 5th. — (SnndayJ. Fiue sunshiny weather, but towards 
evening it blew very stiffly from the S.S.E. At dusk we saw a 
sudden fire bursting out 6f the wreck of the French ship MareacAal. 
To put out the fire a sloop was at once sent thither full of ttien 
■with Ere buckets, &c., but before theyariived there the south easter 
liod so rapidly driven the flames from one end to the other that 
the whole wreck waa one mass of flame, so that it was impossible 
to approach it, much Idas to <^ueuoh the fire. She therefore soon 
buzut down completely, as it was low water. We do not exactly 
know how the fire originated. It may he that some Hottentoos 
during the uight waded up to their middle towards the wreck

,^sy, is now so no longer. However, it Was not so urgently 
Heomaary to get her out of the way considering the convenience of 
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now and then obtaining tnalflr bam it, ■fciMiiiia vsqnired, aal 
nmoved as aooBoouflany aa poaatla. 

To-day a freeman's hoj, namad Jan Maittra, of GoflfftraydaB- 
hanik, diad.

Miaidi 9th-l 1th. — Very lovely oum weather. Towards eveniag, 
howerer, the 8. Easter b^gan to Uow, a good thing for the leihini 
fleety whioh haviDgthe same wind will be able to depart nioely with 
it. God ^rant it Uis blessing, that it may soon arrive' safely* It 
has remamed away somewhat longer than usual, as three days 
henoe it will be a year sinoe the return fleet under the oommand 
of the Hon. Frisius left this for home. 

This day died Jan ETertsen, of Emmeriek, of the ship JfUsees, 
who had lemained behind here riok. 

March 12th. — ^nnday). Fine loTelr weather in the noning, 
but too oalm to enable tne fleet to get wmg. 

ICaroh 13th and 14th. — Same weather. Two Tessels seen under 
the land ; the one being towed in, arrired on the roadstead at 
nightfall; she was the Phcenir^ oommanded by skipper Gomelis 
Stamper ; she bad on board the Bear-Admiral of tiie Fleets the

€h>uda. The Hon. Arnold de Ylamingh Van Outshoom, ordinaij 
Councilloi of India was Admiral of the Squadron, which oonristed of 
the Pluenix^ Hei Wapen van Holland^ on board of which waa the 
Admiral, skipper ICarten Doedese, and bookkeeper Vryenboe ; the 
PrUu WiUem^ on which was the Yioe-CSommander Jacob Willemsai: 
and skipper Adriaen Tan Leenen with the bookkeeper Jaoob de 
^oocht; the Princes Rojfael on which was the merchant GKUes 
Nonnemans and skipper Cent Hamers, with the bookkeeper Jan 
van Schrieck ; the marueveen with skipper .... Hoen and 
bookkeeper Denis de Meteren ; the Amhem with skipper Pietef 
Anthoniss : and bookkeeper Pieter Janss Kermer ; and tb 
Chcraonde Leeuw on which were the skipper Pool and bookkee|« 

(P). All had left Bataria in company on the 2or 

Norembw, 1661, and only got out of the Straits of Suoda on tl 
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P,8th Jaouarj, wliLIst on the 12tli February foUowiag they had 
eaoountered a aevere etorm about the latitude of St. Braadui and 
ware thus separated from eoob other. 

Mareh 15th. — Very oalm weather. Towards noon a dark mist 
with a N.W. breeze came up from the aea, which brought in the 
Maeruereeii and Prince» Jtoyiel. The look-out mea aleo obserred 
another vessel uii<ler the land, and those on Hobbou Island three 
more further out at 8ea. This news was brought us by the free 
Sald&nhars, who, on their way from Dossen Island, had called at 
fiobben Island, and there been informed of it. It is therefore 
hoped that with God's help, the whole fleet, should the wind be 
bvoumble, will be in to-morrow. 

March 16tb. —Oalm in the morning. During the day a 
Weeterly breeze blew, which brought back the Zeeniidi-r. As no 
more than these three Teasels have beeu observed under the land, 
the report from Kobben Island must be erroneous, The Zeeridder, 
therefore, was provided in the afternoon with some water and 
rabeshments and again sent out with a 8.8. E. breeEo in order to 
oruize for the Admiral's aliip, and the others. 

March 17th. — Calm weather in the morning. 

March 18th. — Same weather. Nothing important occurred. 

Marob 19th. — ^Sunday). Catra warm weather as above. 

March 20th. — (New moon). Same weather. 

March 2lBt. — Calm misty weather iu the momtDg. During the 
day a westerly breeze. 

Marob 22nd. — Clear weather, with a heavy 8. Easter, which 
vent down towards evouiug. 

March 23rd. — Ijovely weather, with aW. breeze, wtih which the 
Zeeridderken again returns, with the report that she had observed 
nothing, but tbat her cargo of rice nod been much damaged in the 
last S.E. gale, having had 17 inches of water in tlie hold. The 
skipper deolaretl that with the l^aft wind he was obliged to make 
for tlie roads'eod, fearing to drift away, for when large ships could 
■till oorry their sails, be nail to lay to, iu oonseqneuco "f the heavy 
oargo of rice on board. It was aooordingly decided at onoe to 
laud the rice, nnd to ballast the vessel with stone iu orJer to make 
her more fit for a oruize. 

March 24th. — Pine weather, with a W. breeze. 

March 2&tb.— Very stiff S.8.E, winds. 

March 26th. — (Sunday). N.W. breezes diuing the morning, with 
hard 6. Kasters during the night. 

March 27th. — A cloudy, changing atmosphere. During the 
sight heavy S.S. Easters. 

March 2Sth. — The same S.S.E. wind cuutinuing during the 
night 

Maroh 29th. — Fine weather. As the Admiral (Vlamingh) and 
Ui6 other four vessels are not jet putting iu an appearance. Com- 
maoder van Riobeeok and Mr. van der Laen were out again, and 
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1662. the laUer was &bown m6re fuUy the tirhole efitablishment at the 
'^ Cape, in order to be able to report qn the same to the iMi^eqtovB 
after his arrival home, should it haj)pen," which God forbid, that 
the Adniiral does not arrive, &o. 

About 3 o'clock in the afternoon it begfan to thunder and raili, 
the first that fell after four months, and therefore very weloome to 
the plantations everywhere. 

March 30th, — Very lovely dear weather in the morning. ' 

March 3l8t. — Same weather. , "^ 

April Ist. — Dark cloudy weather ^n the morning with la weftesfy 
breeze and rain. Two vessels seen under the land. The calm 
prevented them from coming in. 

April 2nd. — (Palm Sunday). Hasy rainy weather in the inonip 
ing. With a W. breeze the two vessels reach the roadstead. They 
were the yacht AngeKer and the flute Oifevaer of the 2iid sauadroD. 
They had left Batavia on the 30th January last, under me oom- 
mand of the Hon. 2iacharia8 Wagenaer, appointed as sucoeasor to 
Oommamler Van Riebeeck at the Cape, according to the letters df 
their Honours and the Commission issued by them. He waa this 
day escorted on shore and welcomed with the proper solemnity: 

Mr. Van der Laen oommnm- 
cated to us that in the broad Council of the 3 first and 2 last 
mentioned returued ships, it had been decided to wait for the Hon.

Commanders v.d.Ltken and Zacharias Wagenaer rode oat, 
in order to show his successor the establishment, that he may soon 
take it over, as well as to enable Hr. v.d.Laen to report to 
the Directors on one thing and another, should it happen, which 
•Gh>d forbid, that Admiral de Vlamingh does not arrive, Ac. 

April 5th. — Fine calm weather. 

April 6th. — The same. Tbis day we bartered 38 sheep and one 
•cow irom the Saldanhars. 

April 7th. — Calm weather, with slight rain. Obtained 28 she^ 
4 cattle and 1 calf from the Saldanhars. 

April 8th. — ^Fine weather ; bartered one cow and 9 sheep from 
the same. 

April 9lh. — (Easterday). Fine weather. The return shipk "^esn 
busy taking their refresmnents on board. This day died JaooD 
Jants, of Antwerpen, a soldier. 

April 10th. — ^ne weather. The five return ships leave, vis:

Monday, the 10th April, 1662. 

" Ab Re&r- Admiral Van der Luen aad the vesseU under h im are 
ready to leave, he proposes that the little flute the Zeeridder should 
acoompany them as far as St. Helena, Id order to inform us 
whether the Hon. Admiral Arnold do Ylaml ngh and the valuable 
return shipa, Set Wipen can SoUanI, Priivt Wdkm, Arnhem aad 
Qecroondc. Lemir, had perhaps called there, tliat we may be able to 
Bend the news to Batavia. And in case nothing is heard of them 
at that Island, and we must acoordingly oonolude that they are 
still behind, perhaps at Madagascar or Mauritius in order to 
undergo rBpairs, to consider whether the Zecriikhr should not 
proceed to Batavia via those two places, and there report the result 
of the search. The matter having been considered, it was agreed 
to. Mr. v.d.Laen accordingly at once ordered that 15 leaguers 
of water should be put into ner for hftllaat, that she may be able 
to leave with him this evening. 

Thus done and resolved in the Fort ' the Good Hope,' on the 
day and in the year as above."

The follou'ing persons having expressed their willingness to 
remain in the service, and accordingly njquested promotion, some 
because their time had expired, and others for other reasons, the 
Council decided as follows : — 

Jochum Blank, of Lubecq, who arrived here in 1655 iu the 
Sala-mnnder as cadet at flO per month, and was afterwards 
appointed dispenser at f24 in order to take charge of the Ware- 
house, &o,, of the Company, having proved his ability and given 
satisfaction, whilst he had also kept the pay books under the 
supervision of the janior merchant Sieur Soeloff de Man, is at his 
request promoted, without increase of pay to the rank of first 
assistant, provided that he serves out his time. 
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Harman Ernst Tan Eresingh, of Utrecht, iHio arriTad here in 
1656 in the Parel aa gardener, at 111 per month, inoreafled after- 
wards to f 12, and who, sinoe the death of the late maater gardener, 
Jaoob Huybertsz, of Boeendael, has been in ohaqre of the Gompany'a 
gardens, and the supply of the prodnoe to the uiipa, having ahown 
nis abflitj, and given satis&otion on Tarious oooaaic ns during his 
stay here, is at his request confirmed in his appointment with the 
full pay of f25 per month, for which the firrt gardener, Hendrik 
Boom, had been engaged by the Directors, provided that he serves 
for three years longer. 

Nicolaas Delbort, of Arien, who arrived here in the HenrkMe 
Lomse as soldier at f9, and has since, on account of his good know- 
ledge of mason work, been employed as assistant mascm, so that 
in March, 1660, his pay was increased to fl3, and who further, 
rince the departure of Uie master mason, has satis&otorily filled 
the vacancy, is at his request confirmed in his present app<nntment 
with £20 per month, provided that he serves 2 years longer. 

Christiaen Janss, of Hoesum, who arrived here on the 9th July, 
1654, in the Oout^bloem as soldier at f9, which was afterwards 
increased to f 12, as superintendent of the Company's stables, in 
which he has given great satisfaction, and as the Company's hones 
are beginning to multiply, which msikee his work heavier, and he 
has taken good care of the breeding stock, and is well versed in 
training horses and everything connected with the stables, is at his 
request appointed stable master with a salary of fl6 per month, 
provided that he serves out his time. 

Jaspar de Boye, of Bruges, arquebusier, who arrived here in 
1659 in the Hoogehnde at flU, and was afterwards appointed 
wagonmaker's assistant at f 12, who has hitherto done his duty well, 
is at his request appointed as wagonmaker at f 15, provided mat he 
serves 2 years longer. 

Jan Jansz, of Amhem, soldier, who arrived here in 1660 in 
Het Wapen tan Amsterdam at f9 per month, and who has dnoe 
been mostly employed as miller in the Company's water com mill, 
in which he gave good satisfaction, is, on account of the heavy 
work of carrying the bags up and down, and the conaequc-nt wear 
and tear of his clothes, &e., at his request allowed the sum of fU 
per month provided that he serves out his time as miller. 

Pieter Tobijas, of Harlingen, boatman, who arrived here in 1659 
in the PrmcfB Rojfoel at f8, and has since been employed in the Com- 
pany's garden as assistant, in which he has given good satiEfactioii, 
la confirmed in his appointment at f 14 per month, provided that he 
aervee three years longer after the 22nd of Mardi, 1662.

'* Whereas Our Ixirds the Committee of Directors within the 
Hague have written to, and ordered ua in their despatoh of the 30th 
November. 1661, to land, in addition to our ordinary garrison, one 
hundred, or one hundred and fifty Boldiera, and not to mind 20 or 
26 more or leas, &c. 

And whereas the Lords Direotora of the Amsterdam Chamber, 
in their letters of the 6th December, 1661, have deemed that the 
soldiers to be landed according to orders shaU be of the etrongeat 
and most experienoed, and among them some of the best officers, 
for the reoeona adduoed by them ; and whereas for such a large 
number of men it follows that & military officer is required of 
higher rank than the Sergeant at present commanding the few 
military here — it was decided to appoint as Commanding OflScer 
of the present re-inforoed heavy garrison, the Ensign Fran9oi8 
Tulleken, with two Sergeants and as many Corporals a« may be 
found necessary' ; and m order to invest the said Tulleken with 
greater authority over bo many soldiers, it was further decided at 
his pressing request, and because it waa urgently advised, to grant 
him the rank of provisional lieutenant, without iaorease of pay, 
and that until the Directors shall issue further orders regarding 
the military ; and as regards the Sergeant before mentioned,
